History  of  the  North  Country 


Hon.  Francis  D.  Culkin. — The  lifework  of  Francis  D.  Culkin,  of  Oswego, 
has  been  a  record  of  high  achievement  in  the  legal  profession,  and  as  a 
member  of  Congress  from  the  32nd  District  of  New  York,  he  has  also  at¬ 
tained  much  prominence.  He  was  born  in  Oswego,  Nov.  10,  1874,  the  son 
of  Anthony  and  Bridget  (Dugan)  Culkin. 

In  his  election  to  Congress  on  Nov.  6,  1928,  Francis  D.  Culkin  stepped 
down  from  the  bench  of  Oswego  County,  leaving  behind  him  a  splendid 
record  and  entering  upon  an  important  career  in  Washington.  After  the 
sudden  death  of  Congressman  “Thad”  Sweet,  Mr.  Culkin  was  elected  for 
the  short  term  to  succeed  him,  and  was  again  re-elected  for  the  full  two 
year  term,  which  will  expire  in  1931.  One  of  his  immediate  predecessors 
in  Congress,  besides  the  late  Mr.  Sweet,  was  the  equally  fine  and  able  pub¬ 
lic  servant,  Luther  W.  Mott,  who  is  deceased.  The  three  were  closely 
linked  for  many  years  in  their  profession.  Judge  Culkin  managed  the  first 
campaign  of  Luther  Mott  for  Congress,  and  they  continued  as  steadfast 
friends  to  the  end.  He  also  considered  “Thad”  Sweet  as  one  of  his  closest 
friends  and  confidants. 

Congressman  Culkin  is  familiar  with  the  people  of  the  district  and 
possesses  unusual  knowledge  of  the  problems  of  this  important  industrial 
and  agricultural  section  of  New  York  State,  which  consists  of  the  coun¬ 
ties  of  Jefferson,  Lewis,  Madison  and  Oswego.  He  did  not  seek  the  nomi¬ 
nation  to  Congress  but  was  drafted  by  reason  of  his  generally  conceded 
fitness  for  the  place.  He  came  forward  though  with  an  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Republican  county  committee  of  Oswego  County  and  a  demand 
that  he  agree  to  carry  on  where  the  two  loyal  sons  of  Oswego  County  had 
left  off  through  death. 

Congressman  Culkin  had  a  most  interesting  and  progressive  career 
off  and  on  the  bench.  He  received  his  early  education  at  St.  Andrew’s 
College  in  Rochester,  and  while  taking  extension  work  at  the  University  of 
Rochester  he  also  studied  law.  He  began  his  career  as  a  newspaper  re¬ 
porter  in  Rochester,  and  all  of  these  activities  were  laid  aside  for  service 
in  the  Spanish-American  War.  He  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  D, 
Third  New  York  National  Guard,  and  remained  in  the  service  until  the 
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close  of  the  war.  His  commission  as  captain  in  the  National  Guard  was 
signed  by  Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  issued  it  when  governor  of  the 
State  of  New  York. 

After  the  war,  Mr.  Culkin  continued  his  law  studies  and  was  admitted 
to  the  New  York  State  bar  in  1902,  entering  upon  a  professional  and  pub¬ 
lic  career  crowded  with  advents  and  successes.  First  it  was  city  attorney 
of  Oswego  from  1906  until  1910,  and  then  followed  election  as  district 
attorney  in  1911.  He  served  the  people  for  four  terms  as  district  attorney 
and  made  an  enviable  record.  As  a  prosecutor  he  was  vigorous  and  fear¬ 
less,  and  early  the  people  of  Oswego  recognized  his  forceful  personality. 

In  1921  Mr.  Culkin  was  appointed  county  judge  of  Oswego  County  by 
Gov.  Nathan  L.  Miller,  and  later  was  elected  to  the  full  term  in  office.  On 
the  bench  his  work  was  always  constructive,  impartial  andl  humane.  His 
practice  was  fair  at  all  times,  giving  the  first  offender  another  chance  un¬ 
der  proper  conditions.  He  has  gone  further  and  followed  the  practice  of 
going  to  the  extent  of  procuring  employment  and  seeing  that  the  offender 
was  properly  financed,  so  that  he  might  have  a  fair  start.  Where  the  law 
breaker  became  a  second  offender  or  violated  his  probation,  severe  sentence 
was  meted  out. 

Another  sidelight  on  the  career  of  Congressman  Culkin  is  furnished 
by  his  activities  in  the  children’s  court,  which  attracted  wide  attention. 
In  this  court  he  grouped  about  him  volunteer  social  workers,  psychiatrists, 
and  other  child  experts,  and  since  1922  this  court  has  been  an  efficient 
organization  for  the  care  and  protection  of  childhood.  It  has  been  the 
boast  of  Oswego  County  that  no  child  went  hungry  or  was  denied  its  op¬ 
portunity  in  life.  Mr.  Culkin  also  applied  the  educational  law  of  New 
York  State  to  handicapped  children,  urging  at  all  times  that  this  type  of 
child  should  be  protected  and  conserved,  as  well  as  given  an  equal  stand¬ 
ing  with  the  epileptic  and  defective.  In  this  particular  respect,  Oswego 
County  leads  throughout  the  State. 

At  all  times  Congressman  Culkin  has  been  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
legal  profession,  and  has  handled  many  important  and  difficult  litigations 
successfully. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  achievement  of  Congressman  Culkin  while  in  pub¬ 
lic  life  was  his  success  in  securing  an  appropriation  from  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  amounting  to  $3,568,000  for  the  improvement  and 
building  up  of  Oswego  Harbor.  In  spite  of  the  heavy  odds  against  him, 
he  waged  a  long,  hard  fight  which  finally  culminated  in  success.  The  east¬ 
ern  breakwater,  2,200  feet  in  length,  and  the  western,  2,700  feet  long,  to 
protect  the  harbor  is  an  assured  thing.  Mr.  Culkin  went  to  Congress  with 
the  expressed  intent  of  having  this  harbor  made  available  for  lake  going 
boats.  -  His  efforts  in  the  halls  of  Congress  and  in  the  Committee  room 
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have  brought  about  this  wonderful  development  so  vital  to  the  people  of 
his  native  city  and  the  adjacent  territory. 

During  the  summer  of  1931  Mr.  Culkin  made  a  trip  to  Europe,  accom¬ 
panied  by  his  family,  and  studied  the  harbors  of  numerous  important 
cities.  His  reason  for  this  particular  study  was  because  he  is  a  member 
of  the  rivers  and  harbors  committee  of  the  House,  and  he  was  desirous  of 
being  fully  informed  on  the  subject  of  harbor  design,  construction  and 
equipment. 

On  June  30,  1914,  Judge  Culkin  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Louise  Hosmer,  of  Oswego,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children, 
Francis  Hosmer  and  Josephine  Louise. 

Mr.  Culkin  is  a  trustee  of  Oswego  City  Hospital  and  Oswego  City  Li¬ 
brary.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs 
to  the  Rotary  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club,  Oswego  Yacht  Club,  Elks  Lodge, 
and  Spanish- American  War  veterans. 

Congressman  Culkin  stands  for  appropriate  and  adequate  laws  for  the 
relief  of  agriculture  and  labor,  and  likewise  for  a  protective  tariff  and 
non-interference  with  legitimate  business  by  the  federal  government.  He 
also  stands  for  the  continuance  of  the  present  restriction  on  immigration, 
and  for  the  conservation  and  control  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  nation. 
He  believes  the  title  of  the  natural  resources  should  be  forever  vested  in 
the  people  and  used  for  their  benefits.  He  stands  also  for  appropriate  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  veterans  of  all  wars. 


Millard  L.  Knox. — Holding  the  offices  of  Village  Treasurer  and  Town 
Clerk,  Millard  L.  Knox  is  recognized  as  a  reliable  citizen  of  Hermon,  and 
is  also  a  dependable  merchant.  He  was  born  at  DePeyster,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  Jan.  12,  1880,  the  son  of  Lewis  J.  and  Orisa  M.  (Lewis)  Knox. 

Lewis  J.  Knox,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  Company  C.  60th  Regiment,  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  born  at  Russell,  St.  Lawrence  County.  For  a 
time  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  later  became  a  successful 
manufacturer  of  cheese.  He  owned  factories  at  DePeyster,  Hermon,  and 
Crary  Mills.  He  also  manufactured  butter.  Mr.  Knox  died  in  1919  and  is 
buried  at  Canton.  His  widow  resides  at  Oneida.  Mr.  Knox  was  a  Republi¬ 
can,  a  member  of  Hermon  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  500,  and  belonged  to 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knox  had  only  one  child, 
Millard  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Millard  L.  Knox  obtained  his  education  in  the  grade  and  high  schools 
of  Hermon  and  at  an  early  age  became  identified  with  his  father's  busi- 
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ness.  In  1905  he  entered  the  store  of  his  father-in-law,  Elverton  B. 
Peppers,  as  a  clerk,  and  in  1916  purchased  the  business,  which  has  since 
been  operated  under  the  name  of  M.  L.  Knox.  He  is  also  local  representa¬ 
tive  for  the  St.  Lawrence  Utilities  Corporation. 

In  1905  Mr.  Knox  married  Miss  Jennie  E.  Peppers,  the  daughter  of 
Elverton  and  Ida  M.  (Waite)  Peppers,  natives  of  New  York.  They  live  at 
Hermon.  A  son,  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knox,  Elverton  Lewis,  died  in  1925. 

Politically  Mr.  Knox  is  a  Republican.  He  has  held  the  office  of  village 
treasurer  since  1925  and  as  town  clerk  since  1919.  He  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Knox  is  known  throughout  St.  Lawrence  County  as  Hermon’s  vil¬ 
lage  historian,  and  has  recently  completed  a  most  interesting  and  valuable 
work  of  this  section. 


Arthur  T.  Johnson,  vice  president  and  director  of  The  First  National 
Bank  of  Gouverneur,  is  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  one  of  the  able  men 
of  the  community.  He  was  born  at  Colchester,  Vt.,  March  12,  1859,  the 
son  of  Thomas  Porter  and  Harriet  L.  (Newton)  Johnson. 

Both  Thomas  Porter  Johnson  and  his  wife  died  in  1900.  They  were 
natives  of  Colchester,  Vt.,  and  early  settlers  of  Pitcairn,  St.  Lawrence 
County.  He  was  the  owner  of  a  well  improved  farm  and  specialized  in 
dairying.  During  the  Civil  War  he  served  as  a  member  of  Battery  D., 
First  New  York  Light  Artillery.  Mr.  Johnson  was  a  Republican,  a  trustee 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Russell,  St.  Lawrence  County. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Milo  A.,  lives  at  Middlebury,  Vt.  2.  Arthur  T., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Theodore,  deceased.  4.  Fanny,  deceased. 
5.  Adelaide,  a  teacher,  lives  at  Tacoma,  Wash.  6.  Alice,  deceased.  7. 
Roy,  lives  at  Troy,  N.  Y. 

Arthur  T.  Johnson  attended  the  Pitcairn  public  schools  and  later  at¬ 
tended  and  taught  at  Russell  High  School.  Two  years  later  he  completed 
a  course  at  Eastman  Business  College,  after  which  he  taught  in  the 
schools  of  Russell.  Mr.  Johnson  took  up  the  study  of  law  in  1882  in  the 
office  of  Conger  &  Gleason,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  four 
years.  He  then  formed  a  partnership  with  George  Gleason  and  the  firm  of 
Gleason  &  Johnson  continued  successfully  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Gleason 
in  1900.  Since  that  date  Mr.  Johnson  has  engaged  in  private  practice. 
He  has  held  the  office  of  village  clerk  for  two  years,  justice  of  the  peace 
for  six  years,  police  justice  for  two  years,  school  director  and  president 
of  the  board  for  six  years,  and  as  special  county  judge  of  St.  Lawrence 
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County  for  12  years.  For  many  years  he  has  been  director  and  vice 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Gouverneur. 

In  1888  Mr.  Johnson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Caroline  M. 
Gleason,  the  daughter  of  George  M.  and  Sally  Gleason,  of  Pitcairn,  St. 
Lawrence  County.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  Gleason,  former  law  partner 
of  Mr.  Johnson,  was  also  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Gouver- 
ner  for  many  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson’s  only  child,  Robert  A.,  is 
deceased. 

Politically,  Mr.  Johnson  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Unitarian  Church,  and  is  president  of  the  Stephen  Van  Duzee  Hospital. 
He  also  holds  membership  in  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Bar  Association  and 
American  Bar  Association. 


A.  D.  Burr,  M.  D. — Holding  high  rank  in  the  medical  profession  in  St. 
Lawrence  County,  Dr.  Burr  is  a  prominent  physician  and  surgeon  of 
Gouverneur.  He  was  born  at  Charlotte,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  3,  1883,  the  son  of 
John  S.  and  Amelia  (Loper)  Burr. 

John  S.  Burr  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  born  at  Conneautville, 
Crawford  County.  For  many  years  he  was  interested  in  the  wholesale  and 
retail  coal  and  lumber  business  at  Charlotte,  N.  Y.  He  served  as  post¬ 
master  there  and  as  president  of  the  village  and  trustee.  Politically  he 
was  a  Republican.  He  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mr.  Burr  died  in  May,  1906,  and  is 
buried  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  His  widow  was  born  at  Greece,  Monroe  County, 
N.  Y.,  resides  at  Gouverneur.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burr  were  the  parents  of  two 
children:  1.  A.  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Floney,  married  Hubert 
DeMars,  both  deceased. 

After  his  graduation  from  Charlotte  High  School,  A.  D.  Burr  spent 
two  years  at  the  University  of  Rochester,  and  in  1908  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  Two  years  later  he 
was  graduated  from  the  medical  school  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  and 
during  that  year  he  was  interne  at  the  University  hospital.  He  later  was 
connected  with  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  at  Detroit, 
Mich.  In  1911  Dr.  Burr  established  a  private  practice  at  Trenton,  N.  Y. 
Later  he  was  located  at  Newton  Falls,  and  in  1926  came  to  Gouverneur. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Stephen  VanDuzee  Hospital  and  is  identified 
with  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Medical 
Association. 

In  1906  Dr.  Burr  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lillian  Rauh,  the 
daughter  of  Abram  and  Lydia  Rauh,  the  former  a  native  of  New  York 
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City,  and  the  latter  of  Cuylerville,  N.  Y.  They  are  residents  of  Detroit. 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Burr  have  five  children:  1.  Edward,  a  graduate  of 
Gouverneur  High  School.  2.  Beatrice,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High 
School.  3.  Robert.  4.  Dorothy.  5.  Betty. 

Dr.  Burr  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  Oswegatchie  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.  No.  697 ;  Gouverneur  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  233 ;  Marble  City 
Commandery,  K.  T. ;  and  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity. 


Hon.  Thaddeus  C.  Sweet. — In  the  death  of  Thaddeus  C.  Sweet  on  May 
1,  1928,  as  the  result  of  an  airplane  crash  at  Whitney  Point,  N.  Y.,  the 
State  of  New  York  lost  one  of  its  eminent  citizens  and  public  office  hold¬ 
ers.  He  was  elected  to  the  New  York  State  Assembly,  and  served  from 
1910  until  1920  and  as  a  speaker  from  1914  to  1920  inclusive.  He  was 
elected  as  a  Republican  to  the  Sixty-Eighth  Congress  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Luther  W.  Mott,  and  re-elected  to  the  Sixty-Ninth 
and  Seventieth  Congresses,  and  served  from  Nov.  6,  1923,  until  the  time 
of  his  death. 

Thaddeus  C.  Sweet  was  born  at  Phoenix,  Oswego  County,  Nov.  16, 
1872,  the  son  of  Anthony  Wayne  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Campbell)  Sweet. 
The  father  was  a  native  of  Clay,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y. 

After  his  graduation  from  Phoenix  Academy  and  the  high  school, 
Thaddeus  C.  Sweet  entered  business  and  for  two  years  was  a  traveling 
salesman.  He  was  town  clerk  of  Phoenix  from  1896  until  1899.  In  1895 
he  became  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  paper,  and  became  head  of 
the  company  which  bears  his  name,  being  associated  with  his  brother,  the 
late  K.  N.  Sweet.  The  business  flourished  and  Mr.  Sweet  also  gained  other 
holdings  in  the  paper  industry.  He  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Oswego  County  Trust  Company. 

In  recent  years,  Mr.  Sweet  had  become  enthusiastic  about  aviation  and 
his  interest  in  flying  had  made  him  popular  with  army  flyers  in  Washing¬ 
ton.  He  had  been  a  guest  on  a  flight  with  Col  lei  Charles  Lindbergh 
shortly  before  the  colonel’s  flight  into  Mexico.  Congressman  Sweet  had 
accepted  an  invitation  to  participate  in  a  celebration  which  was  to  have 
marked  the  beginning  of  operations  of  the  municipal  hydro-electric  plant 
at  Dam  No.  6  in  the  Oswego  River,  and  being  detained  in  Washington,  he 
decided  the  last  minute  to  make  the  trip  to  Oswego  by  air.  It  was  during 
the  flight  that  the  biplane  crashed  in  a  severe  storm  at  Whitney  Point, 
N.  Y.,  and  Congressman  Sweet  was  killed  instantly. 
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Mr.  Sweet  was  also  president  of  the  Asphalt  Products  Company,  Inc., 
of  Syracuse,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  engaged  in  organizing  a  cor¬ 
poration  for  the  operation  of  a  plant  in  New  York  City  for  the  finishing 
of  paper,  this  plants  to  be  used  in  converting  the  product  of  the  Phoenix 
mill  into  tissue  paper  of  various  qualities.  He  was  also  a  member  of  a 
large  syndicate  of  New  York  men  interested  in  Florida  real  estate. 

Mr.  Sweet  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Lena  McCarthy  Sweet,  whom 
he  married  in  1894 ;  two  sons,  Richard  W.  Sweet,  who  is  now  at  the  head 
of  the  Sweet  Bros.  Paper  Company,  Inc.;  and  Berton  W.  Sweet.  Two 
daughters  are:  Mrs.  Vera  Schultz ;  and  Miss  Ruth  Sweet,  both  of  Phoenix. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Sweet  held  membership  in  Callimachus  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  369;  Oswxgo  River  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  270;  Ontario  Com- 
mandery;  Media  Temple,  Watertown;  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks.  He  was  an 
ardent  sportsman,  and  spent  much  of  his  leisure  time  in  hunting  and  fish¬ 
ing.  He  had  a  fine  hunting  lodge  in  the  Adirondacks  and  lived  with  his 
family  in  Phoenix. 

The  name  of  Thaddeus  C.  Sweet  is  perpetuated  in  his  home  village  of 
Phoenix  by  a  memorial  building  which  is  used  for  administrative  pur¬ 
poses.  The  edifice  is  of  early  American  design,  with  simple  but  strong 
lines,  and  was  built  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  $100,000. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  characteristics  of  Mr.  Sweet  was  his  devo¬ 
tion  to  duty.  Coupled  with  this  was  modesty  and  personal  charm.  An¬ 
other  of  his  assets  was  his  willingness  to  serve.  No  public  man  of  his 
day  served  more  zealously  or  more  willingly  for  his  constituents.  He 
threw  into  all  his  affairs  his  vitality  in  endeavoring  to  serve  those  whom 
he  represented.  His  rise  in  Congress  was  phenomenal,  and  at  his  death, 
after  only  five  years  of  service  he  was  a  member  of  the  powerful  Ways 
and  Means  Committee. 


Arthur  H.  Abbott. — As  a  leading  lawyer  of  Gouverneur,  where  he  has 
successfully  engaged  in  practice  for  almost  35  years,  Mr.  Abbott  is  prom¬ 
inent  throughout  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Fowler,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  June  7,  1873,  the  son  of  J.  Henry  and  Harriet  R.  (Phillips) 
Abbott. 

J.  Henry  Abbott,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Fowler,  born  in  1840.  He 
was  well  known  as  a  wool  manufacturer  at  Hillsboro,  N.  Y.,  being  identi¬ 
fied  with  J.  H.  Abbott  &  Company.  He  later  sold  his  factory  interests  and 
became  a  wool  broker.  He  died  July  20,  1923,  and  his  wife,  who  was 
born  at  Gouverneur,  died  Aug.  20,  1906.  Both  are  buried  at  Gouverneur. 
Their  children  were:  Emory  W.,  deceased;  Morton  P.,  lives  at  Rum- 
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ford,  Me.;  and  Arthur  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Mr.  Abbott  was  a 
Republican. 

J.  Henry  Abbott  was  the  son  of  Emory  W.  and  Hannah  (Pickit) 
Abbott.  Both  were  born  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  at  Hopkinton,  and  Fow¬ 
ler  respectively.  He  was  a  manufacturer  of  woolen  goods  and  also  owned 
several  large  farms  in  this  section.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  at 
Gouverneur. 

After  his  graduation  from  Gouverneur  High  School,  Arthur  H.  Abbott 
attended  Potsdam  Normal  School.  He  completed  work  there  in  1893  and 
spent  the  following  year  in  the  office  of  his  uncle,  the  late  Judge  Vasco 
P.  Abbott.  In  1896  Mr.  Abbott  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law 
School,  and  until  1897  was  established  in  practice  with  Judge  Abbott. 
Since  1897  he  has  engaged  in  private  practice.  Since  1899  Mr.  Abbott 
has  also  been  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  he  has  held  the  office  of  police 
justice  since  1920.  During  the  World  War  he  was  chairman  of  District 
Draft  Board  No.  3. 

In  1901  Mr.  Abbott  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bertha  M.  Clapp, 
the  daughter  of  Allen  and  Lillian  (Deveraux)  Clapp,  natives  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  both  now  deceased. 

Mr.  Abbott  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  Gouverneur  Lodge,  F. 
and  A.  M.  No.  217 ;  Gouverneur  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Gouverneur  Command- 
ery,  K.  T. ;  and  Media  Temple. 


Samuel  W.  Close,  M.  D. — In  the  general  practice  of  medicine  at  Gouv¬ 
erneur  for  the  past  45  years,  and  as  secretary  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County 
Medical  Society  since  1888,  Dr.  Close  is  highly  esteemed  by  the  medical 
profession  and  the  general  public,  whose  interests  he  has  faithfully  served. 
He  was  born  at  Toronto,  Ont.,  May  2,  1857,  the  son  of  John  R.  and  Sarah 
A.  (McArtney)  Close. 

John  R.  Close  was  born  at  Carrick  Fergus,  Ireland,  Oct.  2,  1821,  and 
died  Aug.  8,  1889.  He  was  head  master  of  a  school  near  Belfast,  N.  Y., 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  had  studied  medicine  for  three  years  in  Scot¬ 
land.  He  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1848  and  four  years  later 
removed  to  Toronto.  He  returned  to  New  York,  however,  in  1864,  and 
settled  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life 
as  a  farmer.  His  wife  was  born  on  a  sailing  vessel,  being  of  Scotch-Irish 
parentage,  July  11,  1830.  She  died  Nov.  19,  1910,  and  is  buried  in  Bayside 
Cemetery,  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Close  was  a  Republican  and  held  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  There  were  six  children  in  the  Close 
family:  1.  Samuel  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Mary  Louise,  de- 
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ceased.  3.  Sarah  J.,  married  Elmer  Daggett,  lives  at  Massena,  N.  Y.  4. 
Robert  J.  5.  Fred,  deceased  6.  George,  lives  at  Stockholm,  N.  Y. 

John  R.  Close  was  the  son  of  Robert  and  Mary  Ann  (Russell)  Close, 
who  were  natives  of  Carrick  Fergus,  Ireland.  Both  are  buried  at  Potsdam, 
N.  Y.  He  was  a  32nd  degree  Mason.  His  wife  claimed  relationship  to 
Prime  Minister  Russell  of  England. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Stockholm,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  Samuel  W.  Close  attended  Potsdam  Normal  School.  In 
1885  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  New  York  Univer¬ 
sity,  now  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  Medical  College.  After  a  year  in  prac¬ 
tice  at  Potsdam  Dr.  Close  opened  offices  at  Gouverneur  Dec.  4,  1886.  He 
has  served  for  many  years  as  local  health  officer  and  school  director,  and 
is  secretary  of  the  staff  of  Stephen  VanDuzee  Hospital.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  and  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

On  June  16,  1886,  Dr.  Close  married  Miss  Clara  A.  Smith,  the  daughter 
of  Elias  S.  and  Alison  (Storie)  Smith.  The  former  was  born  at  Gouv¬ 
erneur,  Oct.  8,  1820,  and  died  Oct.  2,  1886.  His  wife  was  born  at  Ham¬ 
mond,  N.  Y.,  March  7,  1821,  and  died  Oct.  5,  1908.  Their  marriage  took 
place  April  7,  1842.  Both  are  buried  at  Gouverneur.  Doctor  and  Mrs. 
Close  have  three  daughters:  1.  Alison  Jean,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur 
High  School,  Oswego  State  Normal  School;  and  attended  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity.  She  is  a  teacher  at  Rutherford,  N.  J.  2.  Dorothy  Louise,  a 
graduate  of  Gouverneur  High  School  and  Wells  College.  She  is  secretary 
to  the  superintendent  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  White  Plains,  N.  Y.  3. 
Clara  Catherine,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High  School  and  Wells  College. 
She  is  a  teacher  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J. 

Dr.  Close  is  a  Republican,  an  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is 
affiliated  with  Gouverneur  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  217.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Harry  Lloyd  Mills,  M.  D. —  One  of  the  most  prominent  of  the  younger 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Dr.  Mills,  who  is  asso¬ 
ciated  in  practice  with  his  father,  Dr.  David  M.  Mills,  at  Gouverneur.  He 
was  born  at  Brasie  Corners,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Nov.  28,  1904,  the  son 
of  Dr.  David  M.  and  Grace  (Brasie)  Mills.  A  sketch  of  Dr.  David  M. 
Mills  appears  in  this  history. 

Harry  Lloyd  Mills  obtained  his  early  education  at  Oxbow  and  entered 
Syracuse  University  after  his  graduation  from  Gouverneur  High  School  in 
1923.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Medical  School  of  Syracuse  University 
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in  1930,  served  as  interne  during  1930-31  at  St.  Vincent’s  Hospital,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Staten  Island,  and  since  August,  1931,  has  been  associated  with  his 
father. 

In  1929  Dr.  Mills  married  Miss  Nita  Burdick,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Harry 
Burdick,  who  is  a  leading  surgeon  of  Syracuse.  They  have  a  daughter, 
Beatrice  Silona. 

Dr.  Mills  holds  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to 
Theta  Alpha  and  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa  fraternities.  He  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Medical 
Associations,  and  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Stephen  VanDuzee  Hospital. 


David  M.  Mills,  M.  D.,  is  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  at  Gouverneur,  and  is  not  only  one  of  the  representative  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  his  native  county,  but  is  also  a  broad  minded,  loyal  and 
public  spirited  citizen,  whose  influence  has  extended  in  many  directions. 
He  was  born  at  Macomb,  Aug.  1,  1871,  the  son  of  William  and  Susan 
(Starks)  Mills. 

William  Mills,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg  and  his  wife  was 
born  in  Watertown.  Both  are  buried  at  Brasie  Corners,  St.  Lawrence 
County.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Mills  was  interested  in  general  farm¬ 
ing  and  stock  raising.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  There  were  nine  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mills :  1.  Martin, 
lives  at  Gouverneur.  2.  Mary,  who  died  in  1924.  3.  Lucinda,  deceased. 
4.  Addie,  married  Horace  Bogart,  lives  at  Macomb.  5.  William,  lives  at 
Gouverneur.  6.  Barbara,  married  Samuel  Jones,  lives  at  Gouverneur.  7. 
John,  lives  at  Macomb.  8.  George,  lives  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  9. 
David  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1893,  David  M.  Mills  attended 
Potsdam  Normal  School.  He  taught  school  for  six  years  before  studying 
medicine,  and  in  1904  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  the 
Medical  School  of  Syracuse  University.  He  began  his  professional  career 
at  Oxbow,  Jefferson  County,  where  he  remained  until  1915.  He  has  since 
been  engaged  in  practice  at  Gouverneur,  and  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
Stephen  VanDuzee  Hospital.  He  is  also  identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence 
County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Medical  Association. 

In  1900  Dr.  Mills  married  Miss  Grace  Brasie,  the  daughter  of  Alonzo 
and  Lorraine  (Aldous)  Brasie.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Brasie  Corners.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Mills  have  two  children:  1.  Doris, 
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married  Griffith  Wood,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  They  have  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Jean  and  Joan.  2.  Harry  Lloyd,  M.  D.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears 
elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Dr.  Mills  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Gouverneur  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  217.  He  is  also  a 
director  of  the  Gouverneur  Country  Club. 


Frederic  F.  Drury,  M.  D. — Of  that  group  of  professional  men  in  St. 
Lawrence  County,  who  stand  well  at  the  head  in  medicine,  Dr.  Drury  is 
widely  known,  having  engaged  in  practice  at  Gouverneur  for  the  past 
40  years.  He  was  born  at  Edwards,  St.  Lawrence  County,  May  6,  1868, 
the  son  of  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  and  Mary  (Ritchie)  Drury. 

Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Drury,  deceased,  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  at  Gouverneur  for  more  than  half  a  century  and  was  one  of 
the  leading  physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was 
born  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  in  1836.  At  the  age  of  20  years  he  began  the  study 
of  medicine  and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Vermont  with  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  was  established  in  practice  for  a  time 
at  DeKalb,  later  was  located  at  Edwards,  and  in  1876  came  to  Gouverneur. 
He  died  in  this  city  in  1927.  His  wife  was  born  at  DeKalb  and  died  in 
1924.  Both  are  buried  at  Gouverneur.  Dr.  Drury  served  as  health  officer 
for  many  years  and  was  president  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Medical 
Society.  He  also  held  membership  in  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society. 
He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Juliet,  lives  at  Gouverneur.  2.  Frederic  F.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Dr.  Albert  N.,  dentist,  lives  at  Toledo,  Ohio.  4.  William  N., 
deceased  He  was  a  twin  brother  of  Albert  N. 

Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Drury  was  a  member  of  a  prominent  pioneer  family 
of  the  North  Country.  He  was  the  son  of  Isaac  Newton  and  Elizabeth 
(VanAllen)  Drury,  who  were  natives  of  Vermont.  They  were  among  the 
first  settlers  of  the  North  Country,  having  located  near  Canton.  He  was 
a  tailor  by  trade  and  also  successfully  engaged  in  farming.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  buried  at  Brick  Chapel,  South  Canton.  Mary  (Ritchie)  Drury 
was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Ritchie,  a  surveyor,  who  was  active  in  the 
surveying  of  the  old  Macomb  Purchase.  He  is  buried  at  DeKalb,  N.  Y. 

Frederic  F.  Drury  attended  the  public  schools  of  Edwards,  N.  Y. 
After  his  graduation  from  Gouverneur-Wesleyan  Seminary  in  1887  he 
spent  two  years  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  and  in  1891  was  graduated 
from  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College.  His  entire  professional  career 
has  been  spent  at  Gouverneur,  and  for  many  years  he  has  been  local 
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physician  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  He  is  on  the  staff  of 
Stephen  VanDuzee  Hospital,  and  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County 
and  New  York  State  Medical  Society.  For  several  terms  he  held  the 
office  of  coroner  of  St.  Lawrence  County. 

In  1896  Dr.  Drury  married  Miss  Julia  E.  Foster,  the  daughter  of  Wal¬ 
lace  H.  and  Isadora  (Waite)  Foster,  the  former  a  native  of  Gouverneur, 
and  the  latter  of  Hammond,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased.  To  Doctor  and 
Mrs.  Drury  were  born  four  children:  1.  Frederic  F.,  Jr.,  mechanical  and 
construction  engineer,  is  a  graduate  of  Clarkson  College.  He  married 
Miss  Muriel  Ackerman,  and  they  live  at  Haskall,  N.  J.  Their  only  child, 
Frederic  A.,  died  in  1931.  2.  Mabel  Foster,  married  Rev.  R.  C.  S.  Holmes, 
a  minister  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  lives  at  Springfield  Gardens,  L.  I. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Julia  Catherine.  3.  Foster  Taitt,  a  graduate  of  St. 
Lawrence  University,  now  a  medical  student  at  McGill  University,  Mon¬ 
treal,  Canada.  He  married  Miss  Alva  Raymond.  4.  Dorothy  Irving,  a 
graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1931,  now  a  student  at  the 
University  of  Rochester. 

Dr.  Drury  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  a  member  of  the  Gouv¬ 
erneur  Country  Club. 

During  the  World  War  Dr.  Drury  was  a  member  of  the  Exemption 
Board  of  the  Gouverneur  Draft  District. 


Hazel  I.  (Gray)  Van  Namee,  who  is  postmaster  of  Richville,  is  well 
known  in  the  community  and  is  a  member  of  a  substantial  and  highly 
esteemed  family  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  She  was  born  at  DeKalb,  the 
daughter  of  Edmond  F.  and  Hannah  (Davis)  Gray. 

Edmond  F.  Gray  is  a  native  of  DeKalb  and  his  wife  was  bom  at 
Gouverneur.  They  are  residents  of  Richville,  and  until  his  retirement  in 
1918  Mr.  Gray  was  a  successful  farmer  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  is 
a  Republican  and  holds  the  office  of  town  assessor.  Mr.  Gray  is  a  member 
of  the  United  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Grange.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gray 
were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Hazel  I.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Harry  D.,  lives  on  the  old  homestead.  3.  Myrtle,  married  Clare  Conklin, 
lives  in  the  town  of  DeKalb.

Edmond  F.  Gray  is  the  son  of  John  and  Jane  (Stevens)  Gray,  natives 
of  England  and  St.  Lawrence  County,  respectively.  They  are  deceased  and 
are  buried  at  Richville.  John  Gray  was  the  son  of  Edmond  Gray,  who 
was  a  native  of  England,  and  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Canada.  He  later 
located  at  Kendrew,  N.  Y. 
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Hazel  I.  Gray  attended  the  public  schools  of  Richville,  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  high  school  in  1908.  She  taught  school  for  two  years  at  De- 
Kalb  and  in  1910  married  Harlow  G.  Van  Namee,  the  son  of  Charles  B. 
and  Fidelia  (Kinney)  Van  Namee.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Richville.  Mr.  Van  Namee  is  a  building  contractor.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Van  Namee  were  born  three  children:  Glenn  E.,  Ruth  L.,  and  Charles  B. 

On  Jan.  9,  1929,  Mrs.  Van  Namee  received  the  appointment  of  post¬ 
master  of  Richville.  She  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  holds  membership  in 
the  United  Church,  and  is  active  in  Richville  Chapter,  Order  of  Eastern 
Star. 


Stanley  W.  Sayer,  M.  D. — One  of  the  foremost  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  St.  Lawrence  County,  Dr.  Sayer  has  not  only  practiced  with  great 
success  in  his  native  city,  Gouverneur,  for  25  years,  but  he  has  also  held 
the  office  of  district  state  health  officer  since  1917.  He  was  born  Oct.  4, 
1880,  the  son  of  James  F.  and  Lydia  (Wilson)  Sayer. 

James  F.  Sayer,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  at  Barnumbroom,  England,  and  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents 
when  he  was  a  small  child.  They  settled  at  Macomb  in  St.  Lawrence 
County,  later  becoming  successful  as  a  fruit  grower  on  a  farm  near 
Gouverneur.  He  was  especially  well  known  as  a  grower  of  fine  straw¬ 
berries.  During  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Sayer  served  as  a  member  of  Battery 
H,  First  New  York  Light  Artillery.  He  died  in  1914.  His  wife,  born  at 
Fowler,  St.  Lawrence  County,  died  in  1885.  Both  are  buried  at  Gouv¬ 
erneur.  Mr.  Sayer  was  a  Republican  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sayer  four  children  were  born,  two  of 
whom  died  in  infancy.  Mabel  died  at  age  of  three,  and  Stanley  W.,  the 
p  ject  of  this  sketch. 

James  F.  Sayer  was  the  son  of  Fortunatus  and  Alice  (Stacy)  Sayer, 
who  were  natives  of  England.  They  were  early  settlers  of  Macomb,  where 
they  are  buried. 

The  early  education  of  Stanley  W.  Sayer  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Gouverneur,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1897.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Syracuse  University  in  1902, 
served  as  interne  at  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Syracuse,  and 
in  1903  began  his  professional  career  at  Montezuma,  N.  Y.  Two  years 
later  he  established  his  present  practice  at  Gouverneur.  He  has  taken 
graduate  work  in  the  study  of  public  health  and  after  serving  as  health 
officer  of  Macomb  and  Fowler,  he  became  district  state  health  officer  in 
1917.  His  territory  comprises  Lewis,  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence  counties. 
Dr.  Sayer  has  also  held  the  office  of  coroner  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  He 
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is  a  member  of  the  staffs  of  Stephen  VanDuzee  Hospital,  Gouverneur; 
Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  Watertown;  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Ogdensburg; 
and  Ogdensburg  State  Hospital.  He  has  been  president  of  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  Medical  Society,  and  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Medical  Society;  American  Medical  Association,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  Public  Health  Association. 

In  1904  Dr.  Sayer  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth 
O’Neill,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Eliza  (Cline)  O’Neill,  natives  of  Onon¬ 
daga  County,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Sayer  are  the 
parents  of  four  children:  1.  J.  Stanley,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High 
School,  is  connected  with  the  W.  H.  Loomis  Talc  Company,  of  Gouverneur. 
He  married  Miss  Grace  Morgan,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Elaine.  2. 
Elizabeth,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High  School,  New  Rochelle  College, 
and  Columbia  University.  She  married  Allan  G.  Patch,  and  lives  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.  3.  John  W.,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High  School  and 
Notre  Dame  University,  now  attends  the  College  of  Medicine,  Syracuse 
University.  4.  Phillip  M.,  a  student. 

Politically  Dr.  Sayer  is  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  Nu  Sigma  Nu 
fraternity  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Gouverneur 
Country  Club. 


Lewis  Ketcham  Sillcox,  who  is  vice  president  of  the  New  York  Air 
Brake  Company,  is  esteemed  as  a  progressive  and  enterprising  business 
man  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Germantown,  Pa.,  April  30,  1886,  the 
son  of  George  Washington  and  Georgiana  (Parker)  Sillcox. 

Lewis  Ketcham  Sillcox  received  his  early  schooling  at  Trinity  School, 
New  York  City,  and  in  1903  was  graduated  from  L’ecole  Polytechnique, 
Brussels,  Belgium.  He  then  served  an  apprenticeship  with  the  New  Yo?  ; 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  from  1903  until  1907,  and  from  190.  - 
1909  became  shop  supervisor  for  the  McSherry  Manufacturing  Company, 
at  Middletown,  Ohio.  From  1909  until  1912  he  was  shop  engineer  for  the 
Canadian  Car  &  Foundry  Company,  Montreal,  Canada,  having  charge  of 
passenger  and  freight  car  construction  with  mechanical  electrical  work  on 
lighting  systems  of  steam  railway  sleeping  cars  and  other  passenger  types, 
as  well  as  for  street  railway  service.  In  1912  Mr.  Sillcox  became  mechani¬ 
cal  engineer  for  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  System  in  charge  of  car 
and  locomotive  works,  during  which  time  the  initial  steps  were  taken  in 
the  electrification  of  the  Montreal  Tunnel.  Four  years  later  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  mechanical  engineer  for  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  System, 
Chicago,  in  the  mechanical  department.  From  1918  until  1927  he  was 
assistant  general  superintendent  of  Motive  Power  and  General  Superin- 
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tendent  of  Motive  Power  for  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway, 
Chicago,  in  charge  of  mechanical  and  electrification  departments.  In  1927 
Mr.  Sillcox  was  appointed  assistant  to  the  president  and  in  1929  was  elected 
vice  president  of  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company,  Watertown. 

Mr.  Sillcox  served  as  chairman  of  the  Mechanical  Division,  American 
Railway  Association,  during  1926-27 ;  member  of  the  Standardization 
Committee,  A.  S.  M.  E.,  1928-33;  member  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Mechanical  Division,  American  Railway  Association  during  1921-27 ;  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  American  Railway  Association  Committee  on  Electric  Rolling 
Stock  during  1920-27 ;  and  member  of  the  Committee  on  Shops  and  Power 
Plants,  American  Railway  Engineering  Association  during  1922-31.

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R.  F.  McAloon,  M.  D. — A  veteran  of  the  World  War,  Dr.  McAloon  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  capable  physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Lawrence 
County,  having  established  his  residence  at  Massena  in  1915.

— As  postmaster  of  Massena,  Mr.  Fisher  is  one  of  the 
city’s  representative  citizens,  and  has  a  wide  acquaintance  throughout 
St.  Lawrence  County,  where  he  has  always  lived.  He  was  born  at  Madrid, 
Jan.  21,  1888,  the  son  of  John  Henry  and  Hannah  (Graham)  Fisher. 

John  Henry  Fisher,  who  lives  at  Madrid,  has  spent  his  entire  life  in 
that  section,  where  he  is  interested  in  general  farming.  He  is  a  Republi- 
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can  and  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  wife  was  born 
at  Waddington  and  died  Feb.  1,  1931.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fisher  were  born 
four  children:  1.

Bert  M.  Faufaw. — As  mayor  of  Richville,  Mr.  Faufaw  is  also  well 
known  as  a  successful  merchant.  He  was  born  at  Richford,  Vt.,  April  9, 
1874,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Julia  (Lovett)  Faufaw. 

Frank  Faufaw  was  born  at  St.  Leon,  Quebec,  Canada.  His  wife  was 
a  native  of  Berkshire,  Franklin  County,  Vt.  As  a  baby  he  came  to  this 
country  with  his  parents,  who  settled  at  Richford,  Vt.  He  became  success¬ 
ful  as  a  building  contractor  and  in  later  life  was  a  manufacturer  of  sashes, 
doors,  and  blinds.  Mr.  Faufaw  died  in  1896  and  his  wife  died  in  1909. 
Both  are  buried  at  Richford,  Vt.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Baptist  Church.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Faufaw:  Horace,  deceased;  Frank,  deceased;  Peter,  who  died  in

Bert  M.  Faufaw  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Richford,  and 
began  his  business  career  as  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  E.  S.  Brown  &  Com¬ 
pany  at  Fall  River,  Mass.  Later,  he  became  a  manager  of  their  branch 
store  at  Central  Square,  Mass.

Frank  T.  Walker,  well  known  florist  and  gardener,  is  a  substantial 
citizen  of  Massena.  He  is  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  bom  at  Rich¬ 
ville,  July  6,  1865,  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Emmeline  (Spencer)  Walker. 

Isaac  Walker  was  a  native  of  Massachusetts  and  his  wife  was  born  in 
Connecticut.  As  a  boy  he  came  to  St.  Lawrence  County,  where  he  lived 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  became  a  farmer  and  was  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Canton 
Board  of  Trade.  Mr.  Walker  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church.  He  died  March  26,  1912,  and  his  wife  died  Oct.  4, 
1881.

Frank  T  Walker  spent  his  boyhood  at  Richville  and  attended  the 
public  schools.  For  a  time  he  was  employed  on  the  Rome-Watertown  & 

He  came  to 
Massena  in  1897  and  ten  years  later  became  interested  in  the  florist 

usmess.  He  is  also  well  known  as  a  truck  gardener  and  specializes  in 
the  raising  of  fine  vegetables. 

On  March  2,  1897,  Mr.  Walker  married  Miss  Hattie  Clemons,  of  Mas- 
sena,  the  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Martha  (Payne)  Clemons,  natives 
of  Ireland  and  New  York,  respectively.

Muriel,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  State  Normal 
School,  now  a  teacher  m  the  public  schools  of  Detroit.  2.  Marian  A.,  born 
m  1900,  a  graduate  of  Rochester  Hospital  School  for  Nurses.  She  married 
James  Penn,  and  has  a  son,  Franklin  Walker,  born  in  1931.  They  live  at 
Massena.

Mr.  Walker  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Independent  Order  of 
Foresters  and  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  His  wife  is  a  member  of 
the  Order  of  Eastern  Star. 


Rollin  A.  Newton,  D.  D.  S.,  is  one  of  the  leading  men  of  his  profession 
in  St.  Lawrence  County,  engaged  in  practice  at  Massena.  He  was  born  at 
Buckton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Sept.  29,  1878,  the  son  of  Luther  F.  and 
Emily  (Seaver)  Newton. 

Orange  Newton,  grandfather  of  Rollin  A.  Newton,  was  born  at  Jerico, 
Vt.,  Jan.  13,  1807.  He  came  to  New  York  with  his  parents  in  1821  and 
settled  at  Stockholm.  He  became  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
1837  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  at 
Stockholm  in  1843,  of  which  he  served  as  pastor  for  many  years.  He 
also  was  identified  with  the  circuit  in  Franklin  County.  His  records, 
which  have  been  preserved,  show  that  he  officiated  at  125  weddings  and 
200  funerals.  In  September,  1861,  Rev.  Newton  enlisted  in  Company  F, 
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92nd  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  with  the  rank  of  captain. 
He  married  Miss  Almira  Shellinger,  who  was  born  Jan.  25,  1831.  They 
lived  together  for  51  years  and  were  the  parents  of  eleven  children.  The 
father  of  Rev.  Newton  was  Samuel  S.  Newton,  who  was  born  at  Stafford, 
Mass.,  in  1783.  He  came  to  Stockholm,  as  mentioned  above,  in  1821,  and 
two  years  later  removed  to  Michigan,  where  he  died  at  the  age  of  83  years. 

Luther  F.  Newton  was  born  at  Buckton  and  spent  his  entire  life  as  a 
successful  farmer.  He  was  living  retired  at  Parishville  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1929.  His  widow  resides  there  and  is  about  79  years  of  age.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newton  were  born  three  sons:  1.  Rollin  A.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  2.  Hubert  A.,  D.  D.  S.,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  3.  Raymond 
R.,  lives  at  Parishville. 

Rollin  A.  Newton  attended  the  public  schools  of  Stockholm  and  was 
graduated  in  1896  from  Brasher-Stockholm  High  School.  He  also  attended 
Potsdam  State  Normal  School  one  year  and  in  1900  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  from  the  University  of  Buffalo.  He  engaged 
in  private  practice  for  several  months  at  Troy  and  has  been  located  at 
Massena  for  more  than  30  years. 

In  1902  Dr.  Newton  married  Miss  Gertrude  Erwin,  of  Massena,  the 
daughter  of  Dewitt  Clinton  and  Charlotte  (Waterbury)  Erwin.  The  for¬ 
mer  was  born  at  Waddington  and  died  in  1921.  His  wife,  a  native  of 
Massena,  died  March  11,  1930.  The  Waterbury  family  came  to  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  from  New  England  during  the  early  days,  being  among 
the  first  settlers  of  this  section,  where  they  became  extensive  land  owners.

— Identified  with  Fay  Motors,  distributors  of  the  Oak¬ 
land  and  Pontiac  automobiles,  Mr.  Fay  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  de¬ 
pendable  young  business  men  of  Massena.  He  was  bom  at  Waddington, 
Dec.  4,  1900,  the  son  of  Edward  L.  and  Julia  E.  (Sullivan)  Fay. 

Edward  L.  Fay  is  a  native  of  Waddington  and  his  wife  was  born  in 
Ireland.  He  lived  in  Boston,  Mass.,  for  ten  years  but  with  the  exception 
of  that  period  has  spent  his  life  on  a  farm  near  Waddington.  Mr.  Fay 
is  a  Democrat  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  assessors  during 
the  past  24  years.  He  also  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  county  com- 
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mitlee  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the 
Knights  of  Columbus.  Four  sons  were  bom  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fay  1 
Thomas  J„  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Francis  Edward,  was  killed  in  an 
automobile  accident  m  1919.

Frederick  M.  Hopson. — A  leading  citizen  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  Mr. 
Hopson  has  been  successful  as  a  photographer  at  Massena  for  more  than 
35  years.  He  was  born  at  Louisville,  N.  Y.,  May  16,  1872,  the  son  of 
George  H.  and  Elizabeth  (Hitchcock)  Hopson. 

George  H.  Hopson,  who  died  in  1901,  was  a  native  of  Herkimer  County. 
His  wife  was  born  in  St.  Lawrence  County  and  died  in  1920.  Both  are 
buried  at  Massena.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Hopson  engaged  in  general 
farming  near  Massena.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Uni- 
versalist  Church.  His  wife  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hopson  had  two  sons:  1.  Frederick  M.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Norman  L.,  lives  at  Massena. 

Frederick  M.  Hopson  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Massena  and  until  1894  was  interested  in  farming.  In  that  year  he 
entered  the  studio  of  W.  A.  Moorehouse  at  Massena  and  the  following 
year  purchased  the  business  which  he  has  since  successfully  conducted. 
It  is  perhaps  the  oldest  studio  in  the  North  Country  and  Mr.  Hopson  is 
widely  known  as  a  commercial  photographer.  He  served  as  official  photog- 
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rapher  for  the  St.  Lawrence  River  Power  Company  for  four  years  during 
the  construction  of  their  power  plant.

They  have  had  six  children:  Reginald,  Leola,  Jean  Marie  died  in 
infancy,  June,  N.  E.,  Jr.,  and  Robert  Harry.  3.  Eunice,  born  Oct.  13, 
1897,  married  Seth  D.  Noblett,  lives  at  Massena.  They  have  six  children: 
Charles  Hopson,  Seth  D.,  Jr.,  William  Henry,  Ruth  Miriam,  Frederick 
Martin,  and  Paul  Kenneth. 

Mr.  Hopson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  and 
Massena  Country  Club.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd 
degree,  and  he  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Maccabees. 


Stuart  D.  Lansing. — In  the  death  of  Stuart  D.  Lansing  on  Sept.  3, 
1927,  the  city  of  Watertown  lost  one  of  its  most  prominent  business  men 
and  esteemed  citizens.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Historical  Society,  of  which  he  was  president,  and  he  was  also  president 
of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Lansing  was  born  in  Watertown,  Nov.  21,  1866,  the  son  of  Dr. 
Edward  S.  and  Mary  (Sherman)  Lansing.  When  a  small  child  his  family 
removed  to  Burlington,  N.  J.,  where  he  received  his  early  education.  In 
1884  he  entered  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  1888  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  was  a  member  of 
Delta  Phi  fraternity  and  served  as  manager  of  the  varsity  baseball  team. 
He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Athletic  Association, 
with  which  he  was  actively  identified  until  his  graduation. 

After  leaving  college  Mr.  Lansing  came  to  Watertown  and  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  as  an  office  boy.  At  that  time 
the  company  manufactured  printing  presses  exclusively,  but  in  1888  had 
begun  the  manufacture  of  paper  mill  machinery,  and  since  that  time  has 
developed  into  one  of  the  largest  paper  mill  machine  manufacturing  com¬ 
panies  in  the  world.  Mr.  Lansing  was  elected  secretary  of  the  company  in 
1897,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  1913,  when  he  was  elected  vice 
president.  On  May  25,  1915,  he  became  president.  Under  his  direction 
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the  company  prospered.  He  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  hardest  work¬ 
ing  business  men  in  this  city.  He  seldom  took  a  vacation  and  could  al¬ 
ways  be  found  busy  at  the  plant.  He  was  well  liked  by  the  employes  and 
was  a  capable  executive. 

Mr.  Lansing  devoted  much  time  to  the  study  of  the  history  of  Jeffer- 
son  County  and  as  a  result  of  this  interest  he  became  president  of  the 

Jefferson  County  Historical  Society,  Dec.  4,  1922,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Lansing  was  interested  in  the  Crescent  Yacht 
Club,  and  during  1914-15  served  as  its  commodore.  He  was  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  of  Toronto,  and  did  much  to  pro¬ 
mote  international  races  between  this  and  other  Canadian  clubs,  and  the 
Crescent  and  American  yacht  clubs.  He  belonged  to  the  Black  River 
Valley  Club.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Engineers  Club  of  New  York  City, 
the  Fortnightly  Club  of  Watertown,  the  Technical  Association  of  the 
Pulp  and  Paper  industry,  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a 
number  of  other  organizations.  He  was  president  of  the  Watertown 
Board  of  Education  from  1916-17,  and  his  term  of  office  as  a  member  of 
the  board  expired  Dec.  31,  1919.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  Jefferson 
County  National  Bank  in  1924.  He  later  resigned  and  was  made  president 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  that  institution  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  his  death. 

Mr.  Lansing  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  and  was  one 
of  the  wardens  of  that  church.  He  was  elected  as  a  delegate  several  times 
from  the  diocese  of  Central  New  York  to  the  General  Conventions  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  1894  Mr.  Lansing  married  Miss  Carrie  Sherman  Bagley,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  George  A.  and  Sabine  (Clark)  Bagley.  Their  children  are:  Edward 
S.,  TenEyck,  Mrs.  Sabine  Fullinwider  and  Stuart  D.,  Jr.,  deceased. 


Napoleon  E.  Santamour  is  among  the  progressive  business  men  of 
Massena,  where  he  is  the  proprietor  of  Napp’s  Garage.  He  was  born  at 
Benson  Mines,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Nov.  26,  1891,  the  son  of  Emery  and 
Cordelia  (Brothers)  Santamour. 

Emery  Santamour  was  a  native  of  Canada.  He  was  a  millwright  by 
trade  and  spent  many  years  at  that  work  in  Norwood,  N.  Y.  He  died  in 
1893  and  his  wife  died  in  1902.  Both  are  buried  at  Benson  Mines.  They 
were  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Mrs.  Peter  Dishaw,  lives  at  Syra¬ 
cuse.  2.  Mrs.  Edward  Kelty,  lives  at  Iroquois  Falls,  Canada.  3.  Napoleon 
E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Mrs.  Harry  Anderson,  lives  at  Marcellus, 
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N.  Y.  Cordelia  (Brothers)  Santamour  was  married  (second)  to  Peter 
Santamour,  brother  of  her  first  husband.  To  this  marriage  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Mrs.  Homer  Gauthier,  lives  at  Cold  Brook,  N.  Y.  2. 
Mrs.  Ellis  Ducey,  lives  at  East  Hampton,  Mass.  3.  Emery,  lives  at 
Carthage. 

Napoleon  E.  Santamour  attended  the  public  schools  of  Benson  Mills 
but  at  the  age  of  ten  years  he  was  sent  to  an  orphanage  at  Watertown 
where  he  remained  for  six  years.  He  was  employed  for  a  time  by  Roth 
&  Sanders,  and  then  went  to  Norfolk,  N.  Y.  He  later  returned  to  Benson 
Mills,  and  in  1909  took  a  correspondence  course  in  automobile  mechanics 
while  a  resident  of  Sackets  Harbor.  He  then  was  located  at  Carthage 
for  a  time  in  the  employ  of  Leonard  Cole  and  he  also  conducted  a  taxicab 
business  there  for  a  short  time.  In  1913  he  again  went  to  Benson  Mills 
and  three  years  later  took  over  the  management  of  a  hotel  at  Star  Lake, 
N.  Y.  On  July  15,  1917,  Mr.  Santamour  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  for 
service  in  the  World  War  and  was  sent  to  Philadelphia  and  assigned  to  the 
U.  S.  S.  Minnesota,  on  which  he  served  until  Jan.  21,  1919.  After  his 
discharge  Mr.  Santamour  came  to  Massena,  where  he  was  employed  until 
May  1,  1923,  by  the  Payment  Motor  Sales  Company  as  a  mechanic.  In 
the  latter  year  he  established  a  garage  business  of  his  own,  and  since  1929 
has  had  the  local  agency  for  the  Graham  Paige  automobile.  He  operates 
a  first  class  repair  shop  and  is  an  expert  mechanic. 

Mr.  Santamour  is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion,  and  belongs  to 
the  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  is  unmarried. 


Leslie  C.  Sutton. — As  editor  and  owner  of  the  Massena  Observer,  which 
was  founded  by  him  in  1891,  Mr.  Sutton  ranks  among  the  leading  news¬ 
paper  men  of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at  Norfolk,  May  2,  1867, 
the  son  of  Albert  and  Elizabeth  (Shoen)  Sutton. 

Albert  Sutton,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Franklin  County  and  his  wife 
was  born  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  served  throughout  the  Civil  War 
as  a  member  of  Company  G,  60th  N.  Y.  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Throughout  his  entire  life  Mr.  Sutton 
was  interested  in  general  farming.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  at 
Massena.  They  had  two  children :  1.  Leslie  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Ida,  who  died  in  1892. 

Leslie  C.  Sutton  is  a  graduate  of  Massena  High  School  and  attended 
St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1891.  He  taught  school  until  1891  and 
in  that  year  established  the  Massena  Observer.  Almost  immediately  it 
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had  built  up  a  subscription  list  of  a  thousand,  and  today  has  a  circulation 
of  3,000.  It  ranks  among  the  finest  weekly  publications  in  Northern  New 
York.  Mr.  Sutton  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  Press  Association. 

On  June  25,  1894,  Mr.  Sutton  married  Miss  Sarah  E.  Snaith,  of  Mas- 
sena,  the  daughter  of  George  A.  and  Sarah  (Chambers)  Snaith.  Both 
were  natives  of  England  and  are  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sutton  were 
born  four  children:  1.  Harold  Snaith,  born  in  1895,  a  graduate  of  St. 
Lawrence  University.  He  served  throughout  the  World  War  as  a  lieu¬ 
tenant  and  is  now  assistant  secretary  in  the  New  York  office  of  the 
Niagara-Hudson  Power  Company,  and  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.  He  was 
married  in  1919  to  Miss  Adelaide  Jamieson,  of  Canton,  N.  Y.  2.  Katherine 
E.,  born  in  1897,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  married  in  1925, 
to  Edwin  J.  Appel,  of  Rochester.  They  live  at  Massena  and  have  a  son, 
Richard  W.,  born  in  1927.  3.  Paul  A.,  born  in  1900,  lives  at  Massena.  He 
married  Miss  Bertha  Morgan  of  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  and  they  have  three  chil¬ 
dren  :  Anne,  born  in  1928 ;  Charles,  born  in  1929 ;  John  Paul,  born  in  1931 ; 

4.  Margaret  I.,  born  in  1909,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  is  a 
teacher. 

Politically  Mr.  Sutton  is  a  Republican.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
local  school  board  for  nine  years  and  is  interested  in  all  civic  affairs  in 
the  community.  He  is  an  active  communicant  and  warden  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  and  belongs  to  the  various  Masonic  bodies  and  Media  Temple, 
and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the 
Citizens  Club,  Massena  Country  Club,  Stillwater  Club,  and  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 


Frank  L.  Murphy.— A  veteran  of  the  World  War  and  one  of  Wadding- 
ton’s  most  successful  young  business  men,  Mr.  Murphy  is  also  widely 
known  as  the  capable  mayor  of  Waddington.  He  was  born  here,  Feb.  2, 
1892,  the  son  of  Michael  D.  and  Mary  A.  (Gorman)  Murphy. 

Michael  D.  Murphy  is  a  native  of  Ireland  and  at  the  age  of  three  years 
came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  and  settled  at  Waddington.  He 
has  been  well  known  in  this  community  for  many  years  as  a  successful 
building  contractor.  Mr.  Murphy  is  a  Democrat  in  politics,  and  has  held 
the  office  of  road  commissioner.  He  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the 
Catholic  Church.  She  died  Dec.  12,  1928,  and  is  buried  at  Waddington. 
Their  children  are :  1.  Will,  lives  at  Phoenix,  Ariz.  2.  Elizabeth,  married 
George  Hunter,  lives  at  Woodbridge,  N.  J.  3.  Frank  L.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  4.  Leonard,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  his¬ 
tory.  5.  Mary,  a  graduate  nurse,  lives  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  6.  Louise, 
a  teacher  in  Waddington  High  School. 
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Frank  L.  Murphy  has  always  lived  in  Waddington.  After  completing 
his  schooling  he  was  employed  by  an  undertaking  firm  here  for  eight 
years.  In  May,  1918,  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  was 
sent  to  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.  Three  months  later  he  sailed  for  overseas  duty 
in  France  as  a  member  of  the  344th  Field  Artillery,  90th  Division.  He 
was  also  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  Germany  for  six  months.  He 
was  discharged  at  Camp  Dix  in  July,  1919.  The  following  year  was  spent 
in  farming  and  on  Jan.  1,  1921,  Mr.  Murphy,  in  partnership  with  his 
brother  Leonard,  organized  the  Murphy  Brothers  St.  Lawrence  Garage. 
They  have  since  been  local  distributors  for  the  Ford  Motor  Company.  In 
1926  the  brothers  purchased  a  325  acre  farm,  which  is  known  as  Fair 
Ground  Farm.  Each  4th  of  July  horse  races  are  run  there  and  it  is  one  of 
the  fine  tracks  in  this  section  of  Northern  New  York.  The  brothers  have 
four  race  horses:  Peter  Sullivan,  Waddington  Boy,  Amanda  Gratton,  and 
Queen  Bond.  They  also  have  75  head  of  fine  Holstein  cattle  on  their 
farm.  They  have  a  summer  camp  on  Goose  Neck  Island,  St.  Lawrence 

River. 

Mr.  Murphy  has  held  the  office  of  mayor  of  Waddington  since  1930. 
During  his  administration  he  has  succeeded  in  completing  a  new  water 
and  sewer  system  in  the  village  at  a  cost  of  $95,000. 

Mr.  Murphy  is  affiliated  with  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  Ogdensburg;  Knights  of 
Columbus,  Norwood;  and  Waddington  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Leonard  Murphy. — One  of  the  well  known  business  men  of  Waddington 
is  Leonard  Murphy,  who  is  associated  with  Murphy  Bros.  St.  Lawrence 
Garage,  and  he  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  in  this 
city  in  1899,  the  son  of  Michael  D.  and  Mary  A.  (Gorman)  Murphy. 

A  sketch  of  Michael  D.  Murphy  appears  in  this  history. 

Leonard  Murphy  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Wad¬ 
dington  and  attended  Albany  Business  College.  Until  1917  he  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  trucking  and  transfer  business,  and  in  1917  he  entered  the 
World  War.  He  went  to  France  in  May,  1918,  with  the  301st  Engineers. 
He  saw  much  active  service  at  the  front  and  was  discharged  at  Camp 
Devon,  Mass.,  in  May,  1919.  Since  1921  he  has  been  associated  in  busi¬ 
ness  with  his  brother,  Frank  L.  Murphy,  and  they  are  agents  for  the  Ford 
Motor  Company. 

In  1919  Mr.  Murphy  married  Miss  Catherine  Ricalton,  of  Waddington. 
Her  father  was  a  teacher  in  early  life  and  was  later  identified  with  the 
interests  of  Thomas  Edison.  In  the  interest  of  one  of  Mr.  Edison’s 
experiments  a  trip  was  made  to  Africa  by  Mr.  Ricalton. 

Mr.  Murphy  belongs  to  the  American  Legion. 
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Fred  A  Sweet,  M.  D.-Among  the  most  outstanding  citizens  and  sue 
cessful  professional  men  of  St.  Lawrence  County  none  is  better  known 
than  Doctor  Sweet,  who  has  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Wad- 
dmgton  for  the  past  42  years.  He  is  a  native  of  New  York  born  at 
Madrid,  July  8,  1862,  the  son  of  Henry  0.  and  Harriet  (Hoyt)  Sweet. 

Henry  0.  Sweet  was  a  native  of  Vermont.  At  the  age  of  21  years  he 
came  to  New  York  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Madrid.  He  was  a  Republi¬ 
can  and  for  eight  years  held  the  office  of  town  supervisor  of  Madrid.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Wolf  Island  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  died  in  1906. 
Both  are  buried  at  Madrid.  They  were  members  of  the  Congregational 
Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sweet  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Fred  A  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Herbert  E.,  lives  at  Massena.  -f  QOn 

Fred  A.  Sweet  attended  the  public  schools  of  Madrid  and  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  St.  Lawrence  University.  He  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  the  College  of  Medicine,  New  York  University  in  1887,  and  spent 
two  years  in  practice  at  Antwerp  and  Pierrepont  before  locating  at  Wad- 
dington  in  1889.  He  has  held  the  office  of  Health  Director  for  many  years 
and  has  also  been  School  Board  member  and  president  of  the  Library 
Board.  Dr.  Sweet  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Waddington  Bank 
in  1918  and  became  its  first  president. 


In  1888  Dr.  Sweet  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emma  Waite  of 
Antwerp,  the  daughter  of  Allan  and  Marie  (Ellis)  Waite.  The  former 
died  in  1907  and  the  latter  in  1911.  They  were  natives  of  New  York  and 
are  buried  at  Antwerp.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Sweet  were  born  seven  sons : 
1.  Arthur,  born  in  1890,  died  in  1895.  2.  Fred  Albert,  Jr.,  born  Sept  8, 
1891.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  St.  Lawrence  Univer¬ 
sity  in  1912,  and  spent  the  following  two  years  as  a  professional  baseball 
player.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Western  League.  He  is  now  a  farmer 
and  lives  near  Waddington.  He  was  married  in  1914  to  Miss  Adelaide  Wil¬ 
son,  and  they  have  six  children :  Henry  O. ;  Wilson  W. ;  Shirley  A. ;  Phyllis 
Ann,  deceased;  Harley  A.;  and  a  son  died  in  infancy.  3.  Allan  W.,  born 
in  1892,  lives  at  Waddington.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Waddington  High 
School  and  Poughkeepsie  Business  College.  He  married  Miss  Lucy  Gray, 
and  they  have  three  children :  Barbara,  Arthur  F.,  and  Fay.  4.  Lawrence, 
who  died  in  infancy.  5.  Henry  O.,  born  in  1897,  died  in  1905.  6.  John  W., 
born  in  1898,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal  School  and  St.  Lawrence 
University.  He  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1931  and  is 
fourth  supervisory  district  superintendent  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He 
married  Anna  Corcoran,  and  they  have  three  children:  Marjorie,  Robert, 
and  Mary.  7.  Edward  G.,  born  in  1904,  died  in  1930.  He  was  a  graduate 
of  Waddington  High  School  and  Potsdam  Normal  School.  He  taught 
school  at  Canton  and  Sackets  Harbor,  and  was  teaching  at  Ogdensburg  at 
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the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Julia  Roach,  of  Potsdam. 

Dr.  Sweet  is  a  Republican  and  has  held  the  office  of  town  supervisor 
for  19  years. 


Thomas  S.  Bushnell,  mayor  of  Massena,  has  had  a  colorful  military 
career,  having  served  in  France  during  the  World  War,  and  he  is  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  affairs  of  the  American  Legion  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  He 
was  born  at  Palmyra,  Wayne  County,  Dec.  21,  1889,  the  son  of  Patrick 
and  Alice  (White)  Bushnell. 

Patrick  Bushnell,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  at  Palmyra  and  as  a  young  man  enlisted  in  Company  H,  109th  New 
York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  throughout  the  war  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  For  several  years  Mr. 
Bushnell  lived  at  Utica,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  first  vounteer  fire 
department  and  later  returned  to  Palmyra,  where  he  died  April  17,  1931, 
at  the  age  of  86  years.  His  wife  died  April  17,  1892.  Their  children  were : 
1.  William,  lives  at  Detroit,  Mich.  2.  Hazel  Ann,  who  died  in  1904,  at  the 
age  of  15  years.  3.  Thomas  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  James,  lives 
at  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Thomas  S.  Bushnell  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Palmyra.  He  studied  civil  engineering  and  was  identified  with  the  engi¬ 
neering  department  of  the  New  York  State  Barge  Canal  from  1907  until 
1909.  He  then  followed  his  profession  independently  until  1914,  at  which 
time  he  came  to  Massena  and  became  associated  with  the  engineering  de¬ 
partment  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  Power  Company  in  their  dredging 
operations.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  he  enlisted  and  was  sent 
to  Liverpool,  England,  being  attached  to  the  British  Army.  He  served  as 
a  member  of  Company  D,  303rd  Engineers,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant,  and 
saw  active  service  in  the  battle  of  St.  Mihiel  and  the  Argonne  drive.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  latter  he  spent  six  successive  nights  in  “No  Man’s  Land.”  After 
14  months  of  service  in  France  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was 
discharged  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.,  June  12,  1919. 

In  1919  Mr.  Bushnell  was  a  member  of  the  original  county  committee 
of  the  American  Legion  and  again  served  in  that  capacity  in  1930.  He 
was  the  first  adjutant  of  the  Massena  Legion  and  was  commander  of  the 
Post  from  1920  until  1924.  He  also  was  county  commander  in  1925  and 
district  commander  during  1926.  He  attended  the  Legion  convention  as 
state  delegate  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  in  1923,  and  again  at  the  Paris  con¬ 
vention  in  1927.  Mr.  Bushnell  is  also  a  member  of  the  78th  Division  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  New  York  City  and  in  1926  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  40 
and  8  Society  at  Canton. 
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On  May  31,  1917,  Mr.  Bushnell  was  united  in  marriaee  with  m; 
Emily  E.  Britton,  of  Massena,  the  daughter  of  George  E.  and  Hannah  G 
(Green)  Britton.  They  are  natives  of  Massena  and  are  residents  of  st 
Lawrence  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bushnell  have  no  children.  S 

Mr.  Bushnell  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  was  elected  to  the  office  of 
mayor  of  Massena  m  1931.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church 
and  he  belongs  to  the  Citizens  Club  and  Massena  Country  Club  He  is

The  boyhood  of  Robert  Thompson  was  spent  at  Matilda,  where  he 
remained  until  he  was  15  years  of  age.

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Cole  served  as  a  member  of  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  he  is  a  member  of 
Frank  Barclay  Post  No.  74,  American  Legion. 
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James  E.  Lenney. — As  village  clerk  and  treasurer  of  Potsdam,  James 
E.  Lenney  takes  a  prominent  part  in  the  civic  and  business  life  of  the 
community.  He  was  born  here  Nov.  6,  1882,  the  son  of  John  and  Anna 
(Sullivan)  Lenney. 

John  Lenney  has  always  lived  in  Potsdam.  He  was  born  Dec.  25, 
1854.  He  attended  St.  Lawrence  Academy  and  taught  school  for  several 
terms.  He  then  became  interested  in  the  grocery  business  in  partnership 
with  his  brother,  Edward  Lenney,  and  the  firm  of  E.  &  J.  Lenney  contin¬ 
ued  successfully  for  many  years,  their  store  being  located  on  Main  Street. 
John  Lenney  also  served  as  postmaster  of  Potsdam  during  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  President  Woodrow  Wilson.  For  several  years  he  has  been 
identified  with  the  Thatcher  Baking  Powder  Company.  He  is  a  Democrat 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  local  school  board  for  25  years.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  Catholic  Church.  Anna  (Sullivan)  Lenney  was  born 
at  Potsdam  and  died  there  in  1915.

He  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  bond  business  in  1927  when  he  accepted  the  position  of  village 
clerk  and  treasurer.

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Hiram  Lester  Paddock. — Active  and  progressive  in  the  business  and 
civic  affairs  of  Fulton  for  35  years,  Hiram  Lester  Paddock  is  prominent  as 
president  of  the  Oswego  Falls  Corporation,  president  of  Drycott  Mills,  Inc., 
and  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  of  Fulton.  He  was  born  at  Wolcott,  N.  Y.,  June  8,  1860, 
the  son  of  William  W.  and  Mary  A.  (Lester)  Paddock. 

William  W.  Paddock  was  born  at  Vienna,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  1832,  and  died 
at  Wolcott,  Nov.  24,  1903.  He  spent  40  years  as  a  hardware  merchant  at 
Wolcott,  and  was  a  representative  citizen  of  that  community.  He  was  a 
Republican  and  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  On 
Feb.  12,  1856,  Mr.  Paddock  married  Miss  Mary  A.  Lester,  of  Lyons,  N.  Y.

Hiram  Lester  Paddock  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Wolcott  and  at  Cazenovia  Seminary.  At  the  age  of  20  years  he  entered 
the  banking  house  of  Roe,  Ellis  &.  Pomeroy,  at  Wolcott,  in  a  clerical 
capacity.  He  became  associated  with  the  wholesale  hardware  firm  of 
Hamilton  &  Matthews,  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  two  years  later  became 
interested  in  the  manufacture  of  paper  as  vice  president  of  the  Lakeside 
Paper  Company  at  Skaneateles,  N.  Y.  In  1896  he  came  to  Fulton  as 
treasurer  of  the  Oswego  Falls  Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  and  later  was 
elected  president.  For  many  years  Mr.  Paddock  was  also  president  of  the 
Oswego  County  Independent  Telephone  Company,  president  of  the  Fulton 
Hospital  Association,  and  vice  president  of  the  Albert  Lee  Memorial 
Hospital. 

On  June  17,  1886,  Mr.  Paddock  married  Miss  Mary  L.  Weeks,  who  was 
born  May  13,  1862,  the  daughter  of  Forest  G.  Weeks,  paper  manufacturer, 
of  Skaneateles.  He  was  born  at  Somersetshire,  Eng.,  Aug.  2,  1832,  and 
died  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  1906.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paddock  have  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  May  Imogene.  She  is  the  wife  of  Frank  C.  Ash,  who  is  vice  president 
and  treasurer  of  the  Oswego  Falls  Corporation. 

Mr.  Paddock  is  a  trustee  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Fulton,  and  in  1904  was  a  delegate  to  the  General  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  which  was  held  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  At 
the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  Fulton  as  a  city  he  served  as  a  member  of 
its  first  board  of  public  works.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Citizens 
Club,  Pleasant  Point  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club  and  the  Lake  Placid  Club.

Harry  M.  Ingram. — One  of  the  well  known  lawyers  of  St.  Lawrence 
County  is  Harry  M.  Ingram,  who  is  engaged  in  practice  at  Potsdam.  He 
was  born  at  Ogdensburg,  Aug.  12,  1882,  the  son  of  James  J.  and  Eliza  N. 
(Merritt)  Ingram. 

James  J.  Ingram,  who  died  in  1913,  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg,  where 
he  spent  his  entire  life.  He  was  identified  with  the  Western  Union  Tele¬ 
graph  Company  as  manager  of  the  Ogdensburg  office  for  many  years.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Buffalo  and  died  in  1923.  Their  children  were :  1.  Nellie 
M.  Normand,  who  died  in  1899.  2.  James  Johnston,  who  died  in  1912.  3. 
Lulu  E.,  who  died  in  1881.  4.  Harry  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5. 
Mabel  N.  Coombs,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  6.  William  D.,  who  is  district 
attorney  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  7.  Charles  D., 
who  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Ingram  was  a  Republican  and  a  member 
of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Harry  M.  Ingram  received  his  education  at  Ogdensburg  and  in  1900 
was  graduated  from  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He  then  studied  law  in 
the  offices  of  Malby  &  Lucey,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1904.  He 
immediately  became  associated  with  the  Board  of  Statutory  Consolidation, 
a  state  board  engaged  in  the  consolidation  of  all  the  general  statutes  of 
the  State  of  New  York.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  work  in  1909  Mr. 
Ingram  came  to  Potsdam  where  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Edwin  A. 
Merritt,  Jr.,  who  in  1912  became  speaker  of  the  assembly.  This  partner¬ 
ship  continued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Merritt  in  1913,  in  which  year  he 
was  the  representative  in  congress  from  this  district.  In  1915  Mr.  Ingram  - 
was  appointed  revision  clerk  of  the  New  York  State  Senate  at  Albany,  and 
acted  in  that  capacity  until  Jan.  1,  1922,  when  he  was  appointed  executive 
officer  of  the  State  Public  Service  Commission.  During  the  recesses  of 
the  state  legislature,  while  revision  clerk  of  the  senate,  he  acted  as  counsel 
to  the  joint  legislative  commission  on  the  simplincation  of  civil  practice 
in  the  courts  of  the  state.

Mr.  Ingram  is  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to 
the  Potsdam  Club,  Potsdam  Country  Club,  Ogdensburg  Century  Club,  and 
Albany  Club.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  also  holds 
membership  in  the  American  Academy  of  Political  Science  and  New  York 
State  Historical  Society.  He  is  treasurer  of  the  New  York  State  Bar 
Association,  and  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  American  Bar  asso¬ 
ciations. 

Mr.  Ingram  is  president  of  the  Unity  Paper  Corporation,  and  a  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Potsdam. 


Sidney  P.  Brown,  M.  D. — One  of  the  prominent  representatives  of  the 
medical  profession  in  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Dr.  Brown  of  Potsdam,  who 
has  engaged  in  practice  there  for  more  than  35  years.  He  was  born  at 
New  Berlin,  N.  Y.,  June  12,  1870,  the  son  of  Hiram  and  Angeline  (Pope) 
Brown. 

Hiram  Brown  was  born  at  New  Berlin,  and  successfully  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  cheese  and  butter  there  until  1890.  He  then  located 
at  Potsdam,  where  he  died  in  1918.  Mr.  Brown  was  a  Republican  and  held 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  wife  died  in  1908.  They 
were  the  parents  of  the  following  children :  Two  died  in  infancy.  3.  Nellie 
D.  Henderson,  who  died  in  1899.  4.  Duane,  who  died  in  1902.  5  and  6.

Sidney  P.  Brown  received  his  early  education  at  New  Berlin.  He  was 
graduated  from  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  in  1891  and  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1894. 
With  the  exception  of  the  World  War  period,  when  he  served  in  France, 
Dr.  Brown  has  been  located  in  practice  at  Potsdam.  He  enlisted  in  July, 
1917,  and  served  as  a  first  lieutenant,  U.  S.  Medical  Corps,  attached  to 
the  32nd  division.  His  company  participated  in  active  service  at  the  front 
and  later  served  in  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.

Dr.  Brown  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  and  Independent 
Order  of  Forresters.  He  also  belongs  to  the  American  Legion.  He  has 
served  as  local  health  officer  and  county  coroner  and  holds  membership 
in  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


Lewis  D.  Dewey,  who  is  news  editor  of  the  Courier  and  Freeman,  is 
considered  a  leading  newspaper  man  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  is  a 
prominent  citizen  of  Potsdam.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Nov.  15,  1890, 
the  son  of  Frederick  L.  and  Jessie  (Henry)  Dewey. 

Frederick  L.  Dewey,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  of  Potsdam, 
where  he  served  for  many  years  as  president  of  the  Citizens  National 
Bank.  He  was  born  at  Otego,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1878  was  graduated  from 
Delaware  Literary  Institute  at  Franklin.  Four  years  later  he  received  a  de¬ 
gree  from  Hamilton  College,  and  spent  the  following  three  years  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  of  Delaware  Literary  Institute.  He  came  to  Potsdam  in 
1885  to  take  the  chair  in  Latin  and  Greek  in  Potsdam  State  Normal  School, 
and  remained  in  that  capacity  until  1892.  Mr.  Dewey  was  one  of  the  found¬ 
ers  of  the  Racquette  River  Paper  Company,  of  which  he  served  as  treasurer 
for  three  years,  and  he  was  also  treasurer  and  manager  of  the  Colton 
Pulp  Company.  He  was  identified  with  the  Canton  Lumber  Company  and 
in  1906  became  president  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Potsdam.  Mr. 
Dewey  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Republican  county 
committee  for  many  years.  He  was  also  president  of  the  library  board, 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  and 
president  of  the  Potsdam  Club.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Sigma  Phi  and  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  fraternities.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Trust  Company  from  its  organization  until  his  death.  Jessie  (Henry) 
Dewey  was  born  at  Potsdam  and  now  resides  at  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.  Their 
only  child  was  Lewis  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Potsdam  High  School,  Lewis  D.  Dewey 
attended  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  and  Hamilton  College.  Then  he 
became  associated  in  business  with  Robert  H.  Byrns  under  the  firm  name 
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of  Dewey  &  Byrns,  automobile  dealers.  The  partnership  continued  for 
three  years  and  in  1913  Mr.  Dewey  accepted  his  present  position  on  the 
Courier  and  Freeman  as  news  editor.  He  was  also  interested  in  the  coal 
business  at  Watertown  from  1923  until  1928,  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Bisnett  &  Dewey  Coal  Company,  and  later,  when  the  firm  was  merged 
with  the  H.  E.  Tyler  Company,  Mr.  Dewey  served  as  vice  president. 

On  June  29,  1916,  Mr.  Dewey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice 
Edna  Sanford,  of  Potsdam,  the  daughter  of  Herbert  J.  and  Bertha  (Chit¬ 
tenden)  Sanford,  natives  of  Hopkinton,  N.  Y.  The  former  died  in  1924 
and  the  latter  lives  at  Potsdam.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dewey  have  a  son,  Sanford 
Dayton,  born  Oct.  16,  1917. 

Mr.  Dewey  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics.  He  is 
chief  of  the  local  fire  department  and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  three  years.  His  wife  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  he  is  affiliated  with  B.  P.  0.  Elks. 


William  James  Baldwin,  M.  D. — One  of  the  better  known  professional 
men  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  successfully  engaged  in  practice  for  20 
years  at  Potsdam,  is  Dr.  Baldwin.  He  was  born  at  Ogdensburg,  Dec.  13, 
1879,  the  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (McCaffery)  Baldwin. 

James  Baldwin,  deceased,  spent  57  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Rutland 
railroad.  He  was  a  native  of  Canada  and  was  four  years  of  age  when  his 
parents  brought  him  to  New  York  and  settled  at  Brasher  Falls.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  was  a  graduate  of  Lawrenceville  Acad¬ 
emy.  He  entered  the  employ  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  in  1868, 
and  served  as  passenger  conductor  from  1877  until  the  time  of  his  death 
in  December,  1925.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the  Cath¬ 
olic  Church.  Elizabeth  (McCaffery)  Baldwin  was  born  at  Dannemora, 
N.  Y.,  and  died  April  7,  1915.  Both  are  buried  at  Ogdensburg.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Baldwin  were  born  six  children:  1.  Mary,  died  in  1924,  was  the  wife 
of  Michael  Collins.  2.  John,  who  died  in  1878.  3.  William  James,  the 

subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Thomas  Francis,  who  died  April  27,  1912.  5. 
Charles  A.,  lives  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.  6.  Margaret,  married  Patrick  Casey, 
lives  at  Ogdensburg. 

After  his  graduation  from  Ogdensburg  High  School  and  St.  Mary’s 
Academy,  William  James  Baldwin  entered  Holy  Cross  College  at  Wor¬ 
cester,  Mass.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  that  insti¬ 
tution  in  1903  and  was  graduated  in  Medicine  from  McGill  University, 
Montreal,  in  1910.  During  the  following  year  he  established  his  present 
practice  at  Potsdam.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  health  and 
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is  on  the  staff  of  Potsdam  Hospital.  He  also  is  identified  with  the  St. 
Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associations. 

On  Sept.  27,  1913,  Dr.  Baldwin  married  Miss  Mary  Eleanor  McCarter, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Caroline  (Marshall)  McCarter.  Both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  McCarter  were  born  at  Lisbon,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  1921  and  she  died 
in  1906.

Dr.  Baldwin  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Fourth  degree,  and  belongs  to  Theta  Delta  Chi  fraternity.  He  is  a  director 
of  the  Peoples  Bank  of  Potsdam. 


Ira  H.  Kendall. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Ira  H.  Kendall  is 
prominent  in  Potsdam,  where  he  is  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Kendall- 
Lamar  Corporation.  He  was  born  at  Enosburg  Falls,  Vt.,  April  16,  1878, 
the  son  of  H.  D.  and  Deda  (Hunt)  Kendall. 

H.  D.  Kendall  was  a  life  long  resident  of  Enosburg  Falls  and  for  40 
years  owned  a  woodworking  shop,  located  on  the  Misisquoi  River.  It  was 
in  this  shop  that  Ira  H.  Kendall  received  his  early  training.  It  was  not 
uncommon  in  those  days  for  the  owner  of  a  shop  to  actually  design  and 
make  much  of  the  machinery  which  he  used.  The  father  also  owned  and 
operated  the  local  electric  light  plant,  which  was  one  of  the  very  first  in 
Vermont.  Ira  H.  Kendall  operated  this  station  and  while  there  completed 
his  first  useful  invention.  At  the  age  of  16  he  had  made  a  water  wheel 
governor  which  functioned  perfectly  and  cost  only  fifty  dollars.  This 
governor  was  mechanically  and  electrically  operated  and  would  have  cost 
at  least  twelve  hundred  dollars  had  it  been  purchased  at  that  time.  In 
the  spring  of  1898  the  electric  light  plant  was  removed  from  Enosburg 
Falls  to  Bedford,  Canada. 

In  1898  Mr.  Kendall  entered  the  employ  of  the  DeLaval  Separator 
Company,  going  to  their  Poughkeepsie  factory.  The  following  year  he 
entered  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  took  a  short  dairy  course 
and  later  located  at  Sidney,  N.  Y.  His  first  work  was  repairing  and  instal¬ 
ling  DeLaval  equipment.  He  soon  became  a  salesman  for  the  company 
and  later  was  transferred  to  the  DeLaval  Steam  Turbine  Company  and 
entered  their  factory  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  where  he  received  instruction  re¬ 
garding  turbine  engines.  After  two  years  with  this  company  he  went  with 
the  Stoddard  Manufacturing  Company  of  Rutland,  manufacturers  of  dairy 
equipment.  This  company  later  became  amalgamated  with  the  Creamery 
Package  Manufacturing  Company  of  Chicago,  and  Mr.  Kendall  remained 
with  them  until  1917,  when  he  became  associated  with  Dr.  F.  L.  Dewey 
and  Robert  H.  Byrns,  of  Potsdam,  taking  over  the  H.  D.  Thatcher  Com- 
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pany,  which  at  that  time  was  manufacturing  butter  and  cheese  color  and 
fiber  butter  packages.  Soon  after  Mr.  Kendall  invented  and  built  a  ma¬ 
chine  for  making  these  butter  packages,  which  had  a  capacity  of  10,000 
packages  per  day.  Later  a  complete  line  of  dairy  equipment  was  added 
to  the  business.  About  this  time  Mr.  Kennedy  made  his  first  application 
for  a  U.  S.  patent.  This  covered  a  new  type  of  test  bottle  for  use  with 
the  Babcock  tester  for  determining  the  amount  of  butter  fat  in  milk  and 
cream. 

During  1922  Mr.  Kendall  made  application  for  a  patent  covering  a  very 
new  and  unique  type  of  milk  can  washer,  using  sand  and  water  as  a  wash¬ 
ing  medium.  This  washer  has  been  most  successful  and  is  being  used  by 
some  of  the  most  critical  milk  companies.  This  application  required  sub¬ 
dividing  and  eight  U.  S.  and  Canadian  patents  have  now  been  allowed  upon 
this  machine  alone.  Mr.  Kendall  then  invented  and  was  allowed  patents 
covering  a  high  temperature  milk  heater,  capable  of  heating  milk  to  a 
temperature  of  190  degrees  without  the  milk  burning  to  the  tubes,  the 
first  successful  high  temperature  milk  heater  ever  produced.  Another 
invention,  covering  a  mechanical  cleaned  jet  head  for  bottle  and  milk  can 
washers  was  patented,  and  a  one-half  interest  sold  to  the  Manning  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company  of  Rutland.  The  Creamery  Package  Company  has  a 
manufacturer’s  license  under  two  of  Mr.  Kendall’s  patents,  which  are  the 
sand  and  water  milk  can  washer  and  the  high  temperature  milk  heater. 
Rice  &  Adams  Corporation,  of  Buffalo,  also  operates  under  two  of  his 
patents,  so  that  there  are  three  large  dairy  manufacturing  plants  using 
his  inventions. 

On  Jan.  1,  1928,  J.  C.  Lamar,  of  Potsdam,  and  F.  H.  Burns,  of  Wad- 
dington,  became  associated  with  Mr.  Kendall  and  the  business  was  incor¬ 
porated  as  the  Kendall-Lamar  Corporation.  Mr.  Kendall  has  since  de¬ 
signed  a  new  internal  tube  milk  cooler  with  patents  pending,  and  also  a 
straight-of-way  milk  pan  washer.  In  the  short  space  of  eight  years  he 
has  been  granted  16  U.  S.  and  Canadian  patent  rights  and  has  ten  others 
pending.  The  plant  has  installed  over  $18,000  worth  of  new  tools  and 
employs  about  50  expert  machinists  and  welders. 

On  July  4,  1898,  Mr.  Kendall  married  Miss  Genevieve  A.  Mears,  of 
Enosburg  Falls,  Vt.,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  H.  and  Marian  (Crossett) 
Mears.  He  was  born  in  England  and  died  in  1926.  His  wife,  a  native  of 
Vermont,  died  in  1924.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kendall  have  two  children:  1. 
Marian  Deda,  born  in  1901,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School, 
now  a  teacher.  2.  Harold  M.,  born  in  1911,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  High 
School,  class  of  1930. 

Mr.  Kendall  has  served  as  president  of  the  village  and  has  always  been 
interested  in  matters  of  a  civic  nature.  His  contribution  to  the  dairy 
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manufacturing  industry  is  second  to  none,  his  machines  being  used  wher¬ 
ever  there  is  milk  to  pasteurize  and  milk  cans  to  be  made  clean. 


Theodore  Swift  Barnett,  M.  D. — One  of  the  better  known  professional 
men  of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Doctor  Barnett,  who  is  engaged  in  prac¬ 
tice  at  Potsdam,  with  offices  at  60  Market  Street.  He  was  born  at  Pots¬ 
dam,  Aug.  23,  1893,  the  son  of  Dr.  Cornelius  Arthur  and  Clara  Maude 
(Lobdell)  Barnett. 

Dr.  Cornelius  Arthur  Barnett  was  born  at  Waddington,  N.  Y.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  University  of  Michigan, 
and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  latter  institution  in 
1888.  He  then  took  graduate  work  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City, 
and  in  1889  established  a  private  practice  at  Potsdam,  where  his  son  now 
has  offices.  Doctor  Barnett  successfully  practiced  his  profession  in  this 
city  for  a  period  of  42  years  and  was  outstanding  in  his  work  as  a  sur¬ 
geon.  He  died  Nov.  13,  1922,  and  his  wife  died  in  1896.  She  was  born 
at  Madrid,  N.  Y.  Dr.  Barnett  was  a  Republican  and  took  an  active  part  in 
local  affairs.  He  served  for  a  number  of  years  as  public  health  officer. 
He  held  membership  in  the  Catholic  Church  and  was  a  charter  member 
of  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  was  also  a  familiar  figure  on  the  North 
Country  Fair  Grounds  for  many  years  and  was  widely  known  as  a  breeder 
of  fine  horses.  He  was  identified  with  the  Racquette  River  Valley  Agri¬ 
cultural  Society.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Barnett  were  born  three  children: 

1.  Blanche,  married  Carl  H.  Vogt,  lives  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J.  2.  Theodore 
Swift,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Charles,  who  died  in  infancy. 

Theodore  Swift  Barnett  attended  the  public  schools  of  Potsdam,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1912.  During  1912-13  he  was  a  student  at  St. 
Lawrence  University,  and  in  1916  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  Two  years  later  he  was  graduated 
from  the  College  of  Medicine  at  the  latter  institution,  and  during  1918-19 
was  an  interne  at  Barnes  Hospital,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  From  July  1,  1919, 
until  March  1,  1920,  Dr.  Barnett  was  assistant  resident  surgeon  at  Barnes 
Hospital.  He  then  entered  the  service  of  the  American  Red  Cross  for 
foreign  duty  and  sailed  for  Serbia  on  March  19,  1920.  After  several 
months  he  was  transferred  to  Poland  and  detailed  to  the  Polish  army  as 
a  medical  officer  at  the  front  during  the  Polish-Bolsheviki  war.  After  the 
close  of  the  war  he  engaged  in  child  welfare  work  in  Poland.  He  later 
studied  in  different  European  cities  and  returned  to  the  United  States,  Dec. 

2,  1921.  From  Jan.  1,  1922,  until  Jan.  1,  1924,  Dr.  Barnett  served  a  sur¬ 
gical  internship  on  the  service  of  Dr.  Eugene  Pool  in  the  New  York  Hos- 
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pital.  He  then  became  resident  surgeon  at  Lying-In  Hospital,  New  York 
City.  For  a  time  he  was  also  ship  surgeon  on  the  S.  S.  Christobal,  Panama 
Railway  Steamship  Company.  Dr.  Barnett  returned  to  Potsdam  in  1924 
to  establish  a  private  practice.  During  1928  he  spent  three  months  in 
graduate  study  in  Vienna  and  Berlin.  He  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  associations.  In  1931  he 
served  as  president  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Medical  Society. 

Dr.  Barnett  was  married  (first)  Feb.  12,  1926,  to  Miss  Sophie  Komor- 
ska,  of  Warsaw,  Poland,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Paulina  (Shalea- 
wicz)  Komorska.  The  former  died  in  1927  and  the  latter  resides  in  War¬ 
saw.  Sophie  (Komorska)  Barnett  died  March  4,  1930,  and  is  buried  at 
Potsdam.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Barnett  were  born  two  daughters:  Sophie 
Marie,  born  Nov.  11,  1926;  and  Adele  Maud,  born  Sept.  14,  1928.  On  June 
30,  1931,  Dr.  Barnett  married  Miss  Isabel  Catherine  Hayes,  of  Bridgeport, 
Calif.,  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Ella  Hayes.  Mr.  Hayes  died  in  1929 
and  his  widow  resides  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Mrs.  Barnett  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Nevada,  class  of  1925. 

Dr.  Barnett  is  president  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  holds  membership 
in  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Elks,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  Nu  Sigma 
Nu  fraternities. 


William  Andrew  Sullivan. — Representative  of  the  prominent  and  influ¬ 
ential  business  men  of  Watertown  was  William  Andrew  Sullivan,  who  died 
April  7,  1930.  He  was  president  of  the  W.  A.  Sullivan  Lumber  Company, 
the  Sullivan  Realty  Corporation,  and  the  Sullivan  Securities  Corporation. 
Mr.  Sullivan  was  born  at  Brownville,  N.  Y.,  March  21,  1868,  the  son  of 
John  C.  and  Agnes  (McConnell)  Sullivan. 

John  C.  Sullivan  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ireland,  and  were  promi¬ 
nent  pioneer  citizens  of  Brownville,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  December,  1898, 
and  his  wife  died  in  1912.  Both  are  buried  in  Glenwood  Cemetery,  Water- 
town. 

William  Andrew  Sullivan  attended  the  public  schools  of  Brownville 
and  came  to  Watertown  in  1885.  He  entered  the  employ  of  the  E.  W. 
Knapp  Lumber  Company  as  a  mill  hand.  The  firm  later  became  Winslow 
&  Knapp,  and  after  a  number  of  years  was  reorganized  as  White  &  An¬ 
thony.  Mr.  Anthony’s  interests  were  subsequently  purchased  by  Mr. 
Sullivan,  the  business  being  known  as  White  &  Sullivan  until  1912,  at 
which  time  Mr.  Sullivan  retired  from  the  firm.  In  1913  he  organized  the 
W.  A.  Sullivan  Lumber  Company  in  Polk  Street.  Mr.  Sullivan  maintained 
his  yard  office  in  the  northwest  corner  of  his  first  planing  mill.  In  1915 
he  expanded  his  business  and  purchased  the  present  Lamon  Street  Lumber 
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Yard.  In  1920  he  bought  the  land  for  the  Water  Street  Yard  and  in  1923 
erected  a  modern  office  at  140  Polk  Street.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1930,  he  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  North  Country’s  leading  lumber 
dealers  and  a  reliable  business  man.  Mr.  Sullivan  is  buried  in  Glenwood 
Cemetery,  Watertown. 

April  29,  1902,  Mr.  Sullivan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Agnes 
O’Leary,  the  daughter  of  Patrick  and  Elizabeth  (Berry)  O’Leary.  Both 
were  natives  of  Ireland.  Mr.  O’Leary  died  in  1888  and  his  wife  died  in 
1876.  Both  are  buried  at  Mt.  Morris,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sullivan 
have  been  born  two  children:  1.  Helen  Elizabeth,  married  John  M. 
Reynolds,  attorney,  Watertown.  They  have  a  son,  William  Sullivan 
Reynolds.  2.  Edward  Cornelius,  who  is  identified  with  the  W.  A.  Sullivan 
Lumber  Company. 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  a  prominent  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church, 
where  he  served  as  trustee  for  over  30  years.  He  belonged  to  B.  P.  O. 
Elks,  No.  496,  and  Knights  of  Columbus,  Watertown  Council,  No.  259. 


William  M.  O’Brien,  who  is  secretary  of  the  Unity  Paper  Corporation, 
of  Potsdam,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  city’s  dependable  business  men  and 
substantial  citizens.  He  was  born  here,  April  3,  1876,  the  son  of  Timothy 
and  Martha  C.  (Whalen)  O’Brien. 

Timothy  O’Brien  was  born  at  Norfolk,  N.  Y.  He  came  to  Potsdam  in 
1870  and  during  the  next  year  built  the  family  residence  here,  which  is 
still  owned  by  members  of  his  family.  He  was  interested  in  the  marble 
and  granite  business,  and  about  1889  purchased  the  interest  of  Frank  F. 
Flint,  of  Flint  and  Maxfield,  which  became  known  as  the  firm  of  O’Brien 
&  Maxfield.  He  was  connected  with  this  well  established  business  until 
his  retirement  in  1903.  Mr.  O’Brien  died  Oct.  30,  1916,  and  his  wife  died 
Oct.  11,  1915.  Both  are  buried  at  Potsdam.  Politically,  Mr.  O  Brien  was 
a  Democrat,  and  he  held  membership  in  the  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  O’Brien  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Rose,  a  teacher,  lives 
at  Weehawken,  N.  J.  2.  William  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  J.  Leo, 
an  attorney,  lives  at  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y.  4.  Katherine  M.  5.  Margaret ;  the 
latter  two  are  employed  in  the  offices  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Department, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

William  M.  O’Brien  attended  the  Potsdam  public  schools  and  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  his  father  in  the  hardware  business  until  1903.  He  then  be¬ 
came  treasurer  and  manager  of  the  Potsdam  Clothing  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for  seven  years.  In  1915  he  accepted 
his  present  position  with  the  Unity  Paper  Corporation  as  secretary.

John  L.,  born  in  1911,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  High 
School,  attends  St.  Lawrence  University.  3.  William  Allen,  born  in  1914, 
a  graduate  of  Potsdam  High  School,  and  valedictorian  of  his  class,  now 
attends  the  Clarkson  School  of  Technology. 

Politically  Mr.  O’Brien  is  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Potsdam  Club  and  Potsdam  Country  Club. 

Mr.  O’Brien  is  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  300  acres  on  Fuller  Road, 

' three  miies  from  Potsdam,  and  he  has  80  head  of  purebred  Holstein  cat¬ 
tle  on  the  place.  It  is  there  that  Mr.  O’Brien  spends  much  of  his  time. 


Robert  H.  Byrns,  who  is  president  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of 
Potsdam,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  city’s  able  and  successful  business 
men.  He  was  born  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  March  21,  1881,  the  son  of  George  E. 
and  Margaret  (Devlin)  Byrns. 

George  E.  Byrns  was  born  at  Hammond,  St.  Lawrence  County,  and 
now  resides  at  Potsdam.  He  is  81  years  of  age.  During  his  early  life  Mr. 
Byrns  was  interested  in  the  lumber  and  saw  mill  business,  and  in  1901 
he  came  to  Potsdam,  where  he  organized  the  United  States  Brush  Com¬ 
pany,  with  which  he  was  identified  for  about  ten  years.  He  served  as 
overseer  of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Potsdam  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
as  village  trustee  of  Canton.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Canton  and  died  in  1923.  There  were  three  children 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Byrns:  1.  Robert  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Mrs.  Fred  Burke,  lives  at  Watertown.  3.  Benjamin,  who  served  in 
France  during  the  World  War,  now  an  examiner  with  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  in  New  York  City. 

Robert  H.  Byrns  attended  the  Canton  public  schools  and  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Eastman  Business  College  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.  He  was  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Canton  for  two  years,  after  which 
he  came  to  Potsdam  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Citizens  National  Bank.  Later 
he  was  made  cashier,  and  vice  president,  and  since  March,  1923,  he  has 
held  the  office  of  president.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  bank  and  is  a  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Unity  Paper  Mills. 
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In  1918  Mr.  Byrns  was  married  to  Miss  Mabel  Allen,  of  Watertown, 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Allen.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Byrns  have  a  daughter,  Betsy  Jane,  born  at  Potsdam  in  1923. 

Mr.  Byrns  is  a  Republican  and  a  director  of  Potsdam  Hospital.  He 
holds  membership  in  the  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  Potsdam  Club,  Potsdam  Country  Club  and  the  Canton  Club. 


William  E.  Flanders.— Identified  with  the  Flanders  Insurance  Agency, 
Mr.  Flanders  is  one  of  the  progressive  and  well  known  business  men  of 
Potsdam  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Blooming- 
dale,  Essex  County,  N.  Y.,  March  2,  1888,  the  son  of  Eugene  and  Hattie 
(Winch)  Flanders. 

Eugene  Flanders  was  born  at  Bloomingdale  and  spent  his  early  life  as 
a  guide  in  the  Adirondack  Mountain  regions.  He  was  identified  with  the 
estate  of  William  Rockefeller  as  superintendent  for  26  years,  and  after  his 
retirement  lived  at  Oswego.  Mr.  Flanders  died  in  1927  and  his  widow  re¬ 
sides  at  Malone,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flanders 
were  born  four  children:  1.  William  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2. 
Marian,  a  graduate  of  Malone  Academy  and  Oswego  State  Normal  School, 
now  a  teacher  at  Malone.  3.  Harriet,  married  William  Preston,  also  a 
graduate  of  Oswego  Normal,  lives  at  Babylon,  L.  I.;  and  4.  Ralph  W., 
attending  Franklin  Academy  at  Malone,  N.  Y. 

William  E.  Flanders  is  a  graduate  of  Malone  Academy  and  Albany 
Business  College.  He  was  assistant  cashier  of  the  Walker  Gibson  Drug 
Company  at  Albany,  and  for  several  years  was  interested  in  the  general 
mercantile  business  at  Bloomingdale.  He  then  became  identified  with 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  at  Hampton,  Va.,  and  later  was  general  secretary  at 
Rheinbeck,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Flanders  then  conducted  a  general  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness  at  Norwood,  N.  Y.,  and  after  four  years  established  an  insurance  busi¬ 
ness  at  that  place  as  a  representative  of  the  New  York  Life  Insurance 
Company.  In  1918  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  became 
an  instructor  at  the  Clarkson  College  of  Technology,  later  being  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina.  He  received  the  commission  of 
first  lieutenant  and  remainded  there  until  his  discharge,  Dec.  24,  1918. 
Mr.  Flanders  then  returned  to  Norwood  as  general  agent  for  the  Security 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company.  He  opened  a  branch  office  at  Gouver- 
neur  in  1922,  which  he  sold  the  following  year.  He  went  to  Alexandria 
Bay  in  1924  as  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  there,  and  also 
was  in  charge  of  the  American  Legion  State  Convention  which  was  held 
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there  during  that  year.  Since  November,  1924,  Mr.  Flanders  has  been 
located  at  Potsdam,  where  he  represents  many  of  the  leading  insurance 
companies  of  the  United  States. 

In  1908  Mr.  Flanders  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ida  White,  of 
Bloomingdale,  the  daughter  of  Eugene  and  Ida  (Towne)  White,  natives  of 
Vermont  and  New  York,  respectively.  Mr.  White  died  in  1926  and  his 
wife  died  in  1885.  Both  are  buried  at  Bloomingdale.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flan¬ 
ders  have  two  sons:  William  Eugene,  born  March  20,  1922;  and  Arthur 
Herbert,  born  March  9,  1923. 

Mr.  Flanders  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  for  a  number  of 
years  has  served  as  county  committeeman.  He  was  elected  justice  of  the 
peace  at  Potsdam  in  1927,  and  reelected  to  that  office  in  1931.  He  has 
also  been  police  justice.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and 
has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Whatcheer  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No. 
689,  life  member  and  past  master;  St.  Lawrence  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Thrice  potentate;  past  district  deputy  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Second  St. 
Lawrence  District;  Syracuse  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Rose  Croix  and 
Prince  of  Jerusalem ;  and  Order  of  Eastern  Star.  He  also  belongs  to  the 
Potsdam  Club;  Potsdam  Country  Club;  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  has 
been  secretary  of  the  Rotary  Club,  of  Potsdam,  since  its  organization. 

Mr.  Flanders  organized  the  Norwood  post  of  the  American  Legion  and 
was  its  Commander  for  three  years.  He  was  also  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Legion  and  was  its  County  Commander  for 
two  years,  and  served  as  Fourth  District  Chairman  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  In  1922  he  was  elected  Vice-Commander  of  the  Department  of  New 
York  and  also  served  on  many  state  and  national  committees.  Mr.  Flan¬ 
ders  holds  a  Captain’s  commission  in  the  United  States  Reserve  Army 
attached  to  the  Quartermaster  section  and  is  Fourth  District  Councilman 
for  the  Reserve  Officers’  Association  of  the  United  States,  Department  of 
New  York. 


Joseph  Eugene  Rowe,  Ph.  D.,  L.  L.  D. — Among  the  most  prominent 
educators  in  the  North  Country  perhaps  none  is  better  known  than  Doc¬ 
tor  Rowe,  who  is  president  of  the  Clarkson  College  of  Technology,  at  Pots¬ 
dam.  He  was  born  at  Emmitsburg,  Md.,  March  21,  1883,  the  son  of 
Charles  Jacob  and  Cora  (Hoke)  Rowe. 

Joseph  Eugene  Rowe  attended  the  public  schools  of  Gettysburg,  Pa., 
and  was  graduated  from  Gettysburg  College  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  1904,  with  highest  honors.  During  1904-5  he  attended  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Virginia,  and  in  1909-10  he  was  a  Fellow  in  mathematics  at 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
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there  in  the  latter  year.  He  was  an  instructor  in  mathematics  at  Goucher 
College  in  1910-11 ;  taught  at  Haverford  in  1911-12 ;  at  Dartmouth  College 
in  1912-14;  and  was  assistant  professor,  associate  professor,  and  finally 
professor  of  mathematics  at  Pennsylvania  State  College  from  1914-20. 
Doctor  Rowe  then  became  professor  and  head  of  the  department  of  mathe¬ 
matics  at  William  and  Mary  College  from  1921  until  1928,  and  was  direc¬ 
tor  of  extension  work  there  from  1924  until  1928.  He  came  to  Clarkson 
College  of  Technology  in  August,  1928,  as  president  of  the  institution. 

On  Sept.  6,  1911,  Dr.  Rowe  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Nina 
King,  of  Baltimore,  Mr.  They  have  two  sons,  Joseph  Eugene,  and  Richard 
King. 

Dr.  Rowe  is  a  member  of  the  American  Mathematic  Society,  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  Phi  Beta  Phi,  and  Theta  Chi  fraternities.  He  is  the  author  of 
numerous  articles  and  a  book  on  mathematics,  and  has  invented  several 
important  instruments  used  in  mathematical  calculations.  He  was  assist¬ 
ant  physicist  of  the  National  Advisory  Commission  for  Aeronautics  from 
May,  1918,  to  February,  1919. 

During  1920-21  Dr.  Rowe  was  chief  ballistician  at  Aberdeen  Proving 
Ground,  Ordnance  Department,  U.  S.  Army. 


Arthur  H.  Senter.— One  of  the  able  business  men  of  Potsdam  is  Mr. 
Senter,  who  is  district  manager  for  the  Brown  &  Bailey  Condensed  Milk 
Company.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Potsdam,  June  12,  1885,  the  son  of 
Orville  M.  and  Phobe  (Challis)  Senter. 

Orville  M.  Senter  is  a  native  of  the  town  of  Potsdam  and  throughout 
his  life  has  been  interested  in  general  farming.  He  is  a  Republican  and 
holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  His  wife  was  born  at  Bom¬ 
bay,  N.  Y.  Their  children  are:  Arthur  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
and  Mary,  who  lives  at  home. 

Arthur  H.  Senter  grew  up  in  the  town  of  Potsdam,  where  he  attended 
the  public  schools.  In  1896  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Sheffield  Farms 
Dairy  Company,  with  whom  he  remained  for  six  years  in  their  New  York 
City  plant.  During  the  last  four  years  of  that  time  he  was  plant  manager 
at  Eben,  N.  Y.  In  1913  he  became  associated  with  the  Phenix  Cheese 
Company  as  plant  manager,  and  three  years  later  the  business  was  sold 
to  the  Brown  &  Bailey  Condensed  Milk  Company,  with  Mr.  Senter  remain¬ 
ing  in  his  former  position.  He  came  to  Potsdam  in  1919  and  was  identified 
with  the  company’s  laboratories  here  until  1923,  at  which  time  he  became 
plant  superintendent.  Since  June,  1931,  he  has  held  his  position  as  dis¬ 
trict  manager  for  the  company. 
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In  1910  Mr.  Senter  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Gertrude  E. 
Moore,  of  Potsdam,  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Josephine  (Taggart) 
Moore.  The  former,  born  at  Russell,  N.  Y.,  died  in  1896,  and  the  latter 
lives  at  Potsdam.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Senter  are  the  parents  of  two  children: 
Corinne  J.,  born  in  1913,  attends  Potsdam  State  Normal  School;  and 
Arnold  W.,  born  in  1918,  attends  Potsdam  Junior  High  School. 

Mr.  Senter  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with 
Racquette  River  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.,  Past  Master;  St.  Lawrence  Chapter, 
Past  Captain  of  the  Host;  and  Knights  of  Birmingham,  at  Canton.  He 
also  belongs  to  the  Potsdam  Fish  and  Game  Club. 


Joseph  B.  Pringle. — Widely  known  throughout  St.  Lawrence  County 
as  cashier  of  the  State  Bank  of  Norwood,  Mr.  Pringle  is  identified  with  the 
business  and  civic  life  of  that  community,  also  being  treasurer  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Savings  Building  &  Loan  Association.  He  was  born  at  Norwood, 
July  20,  1875,  the  son  of  Ralph  and  Nancy  (Blaine)  Pringle. 

Ralph  Pringle  was  born  at  Norwood  and  died  there  Jan.  3,  1916.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Potsdam  and  as  a  young  man  engaged  in 
general  farming  with  his  father.  He  became  successful  as  a  dairyman  and 
in  1911  retired  and  removed  to  Norwood.  Mr.  Pringle  was  a  Republican 
and  held  the  office  of  school  trustee  and  supervisor  of  highways.  He  was 
a  deacon  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  Nancy  (Blaine)  Pringle 
was  born  at  Hallville,  Ontario,  and  died  at  Norwood,  Jan.  9,  1908.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pringle  were  born  six  children:  1.  Ralph  W.,  who  is  prin¬ 
cipal  of  University  High  School  at  Normal,  Ill.  2.  Eliza,  who  died  in  1871. 
3.  William  George,  who  died  in  1914.  4.  Gilbert  John,  insurance,  lives  at 
Norwood.  5.  Lydia,  the  widow  of  Samuel  Steinburg,  lives  at  Ogdensburg. 
6.  Joseph  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Joseph  B.  Pringle  was  reared  and  educated  at  Norwood  and  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Norwood  High  School  and  Albany  Business  College.  In  1896  he 
became  associated  with  the  Madrid  State  Bank  at  Madrid,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
remained  as  bookkeeper  until  1900.  In  that  year  he  came  to  Norwood 
and  became  bookkeeper  for  the  State  Bank,  in  which  capacity  he  served 
until  1907.  He  was  assistant  cashier  from  1907  until  1917  and  has  since 
been  cashier.  He  was  also  identified  with  the  Norwood  Casket  Company 
as  treasurer  until  1920  when  the  business  was  liquidated. 

On  May  2,  1900,  Mr.  Pringle  married  Miss  Elizabeth  H.  Hall  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Peacock)  Hall.  Both  were  natives 
of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  died  in  1892  and  his  wife  died  in  1919.  They 
are  buried  at  Norwood.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pringle  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Mary  H.,  born  Sept.  9,  1901,  married  Benjamin  Seeber,  lives  at 
Fulton,  N.  Y.  2.  Beatrice  N.,  born  July  9,  1905,  a  graduate  of  Cornell  Uni- 
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versity,  class  of  1927.  She  married  Carlton  C.  Spear,  and  lives  at  Syra¬ 
cuse.  3.  Homer  C.,  born  July  26,  1910,  a  graduate  of  Bentley  School  of 
Accounting  and  Finance,  Boston.  He  is  now  identified  with  the  Boorman 
Stone  Products  Association. 

Mr.  Pringle  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Lloyd  T.  McNulty,  M.  D. — A  veteran  of  the  World  War,  Dr.  McNulty, 
of  Norwood,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Dickinson  Center,  Frank¬ 
lin,  County,  Dec.  20,  1888,  the  son  of  James  and  Jane  (McQuaid)  McNulty. 

James  McNulty  is  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Lewisville.  He  be¬ 
came  successful  as  a  building  contractor  and  during  his  early  life  spent 
ten  years  in  that  work  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.  He  then  was  identified  with 
the  lumber  business  at  Dickinson  Center  for  several  years.  He  has  also 
engaged  in  business  at  Norwood,  his  store  now  being  owned  by  Amos 
Curry.  Mr.  McNulty  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Andrews  Catholic 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  Jane  (McQuaid)  Mc¬ 
Nulty  was  born  at  Lewisville  and  died  in  1913.  She  is  buried  at  Norwood. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McNulty  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Mary  Flor¬ 
ence,  married  James  Duffy,  lives  at  Chateaugay.  2.  Frances  J.,  a  teacher, 
lives  at  Norwood.  3.  Dorothy  E.,  who  is  supervisor  of  music  in  the  public 
schools  at  Passaic,  N.  J.  4.  Lloyd  T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Lloyd  T.  McNulty  attended  the  Norwood  public  schools  and  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  McGill  University,  Montreal,  in  1912. 
During  the  following  two  years  he  served  as  an  interne  in  the  Montreal 
General  Hospital,  and  in  1915  he  was  prison  physician  at  the  Dannemora 
State  Prison.  He  came  to  Norwood  in  1916  and  in  the  following  year  en¬ 
listed  for  service  in  the  World  War.  Dr.  McNulty  received  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  attended  the  army  medical 
school  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  later  was  attached  to  the  air  service  and 
connected  with  Post  Hospital,  Garden  City,  L.  I.  He  was  discharged  with 
the  rank  of  captain.  Dr.  McNulty  has  been  health  officer  of  Norwood  for 
many  years  and  is  consulting  physician  of  the  Ogdensburg  State  Hospital, 
surgeon  for  the  New  York  Central  Lines,  surgeon  for  the  Rutland  Rail¬ 
road  Company,  and  member  of  the  staff  of  Potsdam  Hospital.  He  also  is 
medical  examiner  for  many  well  known  insurance  companies.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
Medical  Associations,  Association  of  New  York  Central  Lines  Surgeons, 

and  New  England  Association  of  Surgeons. 

On  Jan.  31,  1921,  Dr.  McNulty  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Kath¬ 
leen  Riley,  of  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  B.  and  Genevieve 
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(Desmond)  Riley.  Mr.  Riley  was  a  native  of  Clinton,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in 
1914.  His  wife  died  in  1931.  Both  are  buried  at  Plattsburg.  To  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  McNulty  have  been  born  three  children:  1.  Lloyd  T.,  Jr.,  born 
Aug.  29,  1922.  2.  John  R.,  born  March  24,  1924.  3.  Joan  M.,  born  Jan. 
8,  1928. 

Dr.  McNulty  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Andrew’s  Catholic  Church 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge.  He  is  Past 
Commander  of  Clark  Robinson  Post  American  Legion. 


Seaver  Asbury  Miller. — The  name  of  Miller  has  been  identified  for  sev¬ 
eral  generations  with  the  history  of  Saranac  Lake  regions,  and  Seaver  A. 
Miller  is  prominent  as  mayor  and  justice  of  the  peace.  He  was  born  at 
Saranac  Lake,  Nov.  20,  1867,  the  son  of  VanBuren  and  Sarah  Eleanor 
(Malbone)  Miller. 

VanBuren  Miller  was  born  at  Wilmington,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  27,  1827,  the 
son  of  John  Jay  Miller.  The  latter  was  born  in  St.  Lawrence  County, 
N.  Y.,  in  1803,  and  was  the  son  of  Pliny  Miller,  who  was  born  at  Sand 
Lake,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  15,  1775.  Pliny  Miller  was  a  veteran  of  the  War  of 
1812,  and  served  as  a  captain  under  Col.  Young.  At  the  close  of  the 
war  he  was  the  first  pioneer  to  settle  in  the  Adirondack  mountains  on 
the  present  site  of  Saranac  Lake  in  Franklin  County.  He  acquired  a 
tract  of  300  acres,  constructed  a  saw  mill,  and  built  the  first  dam  on  the 
Saranac  River.  He  died  here  in  1859  and  is  buried  at  Wilmington,  N.  Y. 
His  son,  John  Jay,  who  was  born  in  1803,  built  the  hotel  which  was 
later  known  as  Riverside  Inn,  and  which  is  still  standing  as  part  of  the 
present  hotel  structure.  After  many  years  Mr.  Miller  disposed  of  his 
interest  to  Orlando  Blood,  who  later  enlarged  and  improved  the  hotel. 

John  Jay  Miller  was  married  to  Miss  Abagail  Macauley.  To  them  were 
born  seven  children,  the  eldest  being  VanBuren,  father  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  He  was  born  at  Wilmington,  Sept.  29,  1827,  and  at  the  age 
of  30  years  came  to  Saranac  Lake  and  purchased  a  strip  of  land  lying 
between  Main  Street  and  the  river,  which  had  belonged  to  his  grand¬ 
father,  Pliny  Miller,  many  years  before.  Upon  this  site  he  erected  his 
home,  24  Main  Street.  It  is  still  occupied  by  members  of  his  family. 
The  present  Town  Hall  and  offices  are  also  located  on  this  site.  VanBuren 
Miller  was  interested  in  farming  and  lumbering.  He  served  as  justice  of 
the  peace  for  33  years,  and  also  was  supervisor  of  Harrietstown  for  14 
years.  He  was  agent  for  state  land  in  Franklin  and  Essex  counties,  and 
did  much  private  and  public  surveying.  On  account  of  his  familiarity 
with  land  lines,  corners,  and  boundaries  in  this  section,  he  was  familiarly 
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designated  as  “The  Encyclopedia  of  the  Adirondacks.”  Mr.  Miller  died 
June  17,  1892.  In  1852  he  had  married  Miss  Sarah  Eleanor  Malbone,  of 
Wilmington,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Eleanor  Malbone,  of  Wilmington. 
She  lived  to  the  advanced  age  of  101  years  and  died  October  3,  1929.  She 
was  born  Nov.  13,  1828,  and  received  her  education  in  the  Wilmington 
schools.  She  was  a  school  teacher  and  throughout  her  life  was  a  lover  of 
good  literature  and  possessed  a  remarkable  memory.  She  was  so  familiar 
with  the  Bible  that  an  incorrect  quotation  was  always  recognized  by  her. 
To  VanBuren  and  Sarah  Eleanor  (Malbone)  Miller  were  born  eight  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Mary  0.,  born  in  1854,  died  in  early  childhood.  2.  Florence  H., 
died  in  1895,  was  the  wife  of  Frederick  G.  Morris,  of  Muskogee,  Okla. 
3.  John  Herbert,  born  April  7,  1858,  was  principal  of  Saranac  Lake 
schools  during  1880-81  and  was  a  prominent  merchant.  He  was  a  lead¬ 
ing  Democrat  and  served  as  town  clerk  of  Harrietstown  during  1882-83, 
and  represented  that  town  on  the  board  of  supervisors  from  1885  until 
1889.  He  was  appointed  as  postmaster  of  Saranac  Lake  by  Grover  Cleve¬ 
land  and  served  from  1885  until  1890.  He  died  at  Saranac  Lake,  April 
10,  1896.  4.  Laura  J.,  who  died  in  January,  1911,  was  the  wife  of  Walter 
C.  Rice.  5.  Elmer  P.,  born  Feb.  28,  1860,  a  graduate  of  Middlebury  College, 
and  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  New  York 
City,  class  of  1889.  For  20  years  he  was  rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church  at 
Catskill,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1912  was  called  to  Oklahoma  as  archdeacon  of  the 
Eastern  part  of  that  State,  with  headquarters  at  Muskogee.  After  five 
years  he  returned  to  Saranac  Lake  as  rector  of  St.  Luke  s  Church.  He 
died  Jan.  5,  1929.  6.  Eleanor  S.,  for  many  years  principal  of  schools  at 
Summit,  N.  J.,  now  lives  at  Saranac  with  her  brother.  7.  Seaver  Asbury, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  8.  Helen  M.,  for  many  years  librarian  of  the 
Adirondack  Public  Library  at  Saranac  Lake,  now  lives  at  the  family  home 

in  Saranac  Lake. 

Seaver  A.  Miller  was  reared  and  educated  at  Saranac  Lake  and  was  a 
student  at  the  Oswego  State  Normal  School.  He  spent  about  five  years  m 
the  mercantile  business  in  this  village,  and  sold  his  store  in  1891  to  devote 
his  time  to  writing.  He  was  appointed  village  clerk  in  1898,  and  held  that 
office  continuously  for  33  years,  or  until  his  election  to  the  office  of  mayor 
in  March,  1931.  His  duties  as  clerk  of  the  village  were  not  arduous  but 
highly  responsible.  Soon  after  taking  office  it  was  necessary  to  float  a 
bond  issue  of  $62,500.  It  was  Mr.  Miller’s  duty  to  dispose  of  the  bon  s 
and  he  was  so  successful  in  this  undertaking  that  he  was  widely  com¬ 
mended  on  his  work,  since  which  time  he  has  successfully  floated  more 
than  $1,000,000  of  municipal  bonds.  He  has  been  justice  of  t  e  Peace 
in  Saranac  Lake  for  more  than  30  years,  and  so  fair  and  impartial  have 
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been  his  decisions  that  not  one  has  ever  been  reversed  by  a  higher  court. 
For  many  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  local  board  of  health,  and 
at  the  present  time  is  president  of  that  body.  He  has  also  been  president 
of  the  board  of  education,  and  president  of  the  board  of  trade. 

Mr.  Miller  is  a  member  of  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal  Church  of  which  he 
has  been  vestryman  for  many  years.  He  belongs  to  the  Saranac  Lake 
Boat  and  Waterways  Club,  and  Saranac  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club.  His 
principal  diversion  is  camping  and  fishing. 

At  the  annual  conference  of  city  and  village  mayors  of  Glens  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  in  June,  1931,  Mr.  Miller  was  honored  by  being  elected  to  the  Bureau 
Council  of  the  New  York  State  Conference  of  Mayors,  an  office  rarely 
conferred  except  to  city  officials. 

Mr.  Miller  is  a  director  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Cooperative  Savings  & 
Loan  Association. 


Charles  A.  Steinbarge. — One  of  the  dependable  merchants  of  Norfolk 
is  Charles  A.  Steinbarge,  who  has  been  the  proprietor  of  a  meat  business 
here  for  25  years.  He  also  holds  the  office  of  town  clerk  and  is  a  director 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Norfolk.  Mr.  Steinbarge  was  born  at 
Mooers,  Clinton  County,  N.  Y.,  May  19,  1875,  the  son  of  Andrew  J.  and 
Phoebe  (Pickett)  Steinbarge. 

Andrew  J.  Steinbarge,  who  died  in  1921,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil 
War.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  153rd  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  was  a  wheelwright  by  trade  and  later  engaged  in  business  at  Mooers 
as  a  manufacturer  of  barrels.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  interested 
in  the  coal  business.  Mr.  Steinbarge  was  a  Republican  and  for  32  years 
served  as  justice  of  the  peace.  He  held  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public.  His  wife  was  born  in  Clinton  County  and  died  in  1888.  Both  are 
buried  at  Mooers.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steinbarge  were  the  parents  of  four  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Frances  Grace,  married  Delbert  Smith,  lives  at  Mooers.  2. 
Charles  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Wayne  L.,  lives  in  New  York 
City.  4.  Harriet  B.,  who  is  employed  in  the  offices  of  the  American  Water¬ 
works  &  Electric  Company,  New  York  City. 

Charles  A.  Steinbarge  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Mooers  and  attended  business  college  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  He  learned  teleg¬ 
raphy  and  was  an  operator  for  the  Malone  and  Mohawk  Railroad  at  Tup- 
per  Lake.  After  a  short  time  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Central  Ver¬ 
mont  Railroad,  and  subsequently  became  operator  for  the  Rutland  Rail¬ 
road  at  Mooers.  He  spent  two  years  in  the  same  capacity  at  Malone,  and 
was  station  agent  at  Brushton  for  four  years.  Mr.  Steinbarge  began  his

business  career  as  a  merchant  at  Brushton,  when  he  purchased  the  meat 
business  of  James  Brady.  Three  years  later  he  removed  to  Norfolk 
where  he  purchased  the  meat  business  of  Marshall  &  Starks  in  1906.  Mr. 
Steinbarge  is  now  assisted  by  his  sons,  Charles  Earle  and  Harry  W. 

On  May  25,  1898,  Mr.  Steinbarge  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Gertrude  Rhodes,  of  Mooers,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Rhodes.  Mr.  Rhodes  died  in  1923  and  his  wife  died  in  1885.  They  are 
buried  at  Mooers.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steinbarge  were  born  six  sons:  1. 
Ralph  L.,  born  July  16,  1899,  lives  at  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.  2.  Charles 
Earl,  born  June  1,  1901.  3.  Harry  W.,  born  May  11,  1903.  4.  Floyd,  born 
March  6,  1905,  connected  with  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  5.  Leigh  Rhoades,  born  Feb.  6,  1907,  connected  with  the  St. 
Regis  Paper  Company  at  Norfolk.  6.  Wayne  L.,  born  Dec.  25,  1909,  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Independent  Boat  Tours  Company  at  Alexandria  Bay. 

Politically  Mr.  Steinbarge  is  a  Republican.  He  is  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Hepburn  Library  at  Norfolk.  He  and  his  family 
are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  he  is  affiliated  with  Brushton 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  107,  Potsdam  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  24,  Canton 
Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  28,  and  Media  Temple,  Watertown.  He  also  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Messina  Fish  and  Game  Club. 


Eratus  J.  Wilkins,  who  has  held  the  responsible  position  of  postmaster 
of  Norwood  since  1928,  was  born  here  Aug.  4,  1898,  the  son  of  James 
Henry  and  Estella  (Scott)  Wilkins. 

James  Henry  Wilkins  is  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  born  at  Wad- 
dington.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  for  several  years  was 
interested  in  the  lumber  business.  During  the  past  30  years  he  has  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  and  is  now  a  passenger 
engineer  on  the  St.  Lawrence  division.  Mr.  Wilkins  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
and  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Engineers.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Norfolk, 
St.  Lawrence  County.  They  have  three  children:  1.  Eratus  J.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Loretta,  married  Philip  Fetter.  3.  Pauline  A., 
attends  Watertown  Business  College.  All  live  at  Norwood. 

After  his  graduation  from  Norwood  High  School,  Eratus  J.  Wilkins 
entered  the  offices  of  the  S.  A.  Drew  Feed  &  Coal  Company,  of  Norwood, 
as  bookkeeper  and  clerk.  He  was  identified  with  that  concern  for  11  years 
and  resigned  as  manager  in  1928  to  accept  the  appointment  of  postmaster. 

Mr  Wilkins  was  married  on  June  30,  1924,  to  Miss  Emma  L.  Drew, 
of  Norwood,  the  daughter  of  Sherman  A.  and  Alice  (Woodward)  Drew. 
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Mr.  Drew,  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  died  in  1921.  His  widow  was 
born  at  Massena  and  now  resides  at  Norwood.

Mr.  Wilkins  is  affiliated  with  St.  Lawrence  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.  No. 
689,  Syracuse  Consistory  32nd  degree,  and  Media  Temple,  Watertown. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church  and  is  a  Republican. 


Rev.  John  J.  Kelly. — As  pastor  of  the  Church  of  the  Visitation  at  Nor¬ 
folk,  Father  Kelly  occupies  an  important  place  in  the  life  of  the  commun¬ 
ity  and  is  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born 
at  Marlboro,  Mass.,  April  26,  1882,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Rose  (Mullaney) 
Kelly. 

Peter  Kelly  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ireland.  He  was  educated  in 
the  Boston  public  schools  and  his  entire  life  was  spent  in  the  shoe  busi¬ 
ness.  As  a  young  man  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Samuel  Boyd  Tea 
Company,  now  the  Marlboro  Shoe  Company,  and  was  identified  with  that 
concern  for  a  period  of  55  years.  He  died  in  1919  and  his  wife  died  in 
1901.  Both  are  buried  in  Boston.  Mr.  Kelly  was  a  Democrat  and  held 
membership  in  the  Immaculate  Conception  Church  at  Marlboro.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kelly  were  born  three  children:  1.  Theresa  M.,  who  died  in  1916, 
was  the  wife  of  Edward  Hannigan.  2.  Jennie  A.,  lives  at  Marlboro.  3. 
John  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Marlboro  High  School,  John  J.  Kelly  at¬ 
tended  St.  Lawrence  College  in  Montreal.  He  spent  five  years  in  the 
study  of  theology  at  the  University  of  Louvain,  in  Belgium,  being  ordained 
to  the  priesthood  at  Louvain,  on  July  15,  1906.  Reverend  Kelly  then  re¬ 
turned  to  the  United  States  and  became  assistant  pastor  of  St.  Patrick’s 
Church  at  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.  After  three  months  he  was  transferred  to 
Rossie  as  assistant,  and  after  a  year  became  located  at  Port  Henry,  N.  Y., 
as  assistant  at  St.  Patrick’s  Church.  He  also  was  identified  with  St. 
Patrick’s  Church  in  Watertown  for  two  and  one-half  years,  and  spent 
more  than  a  year  as  assistant  of  St.  Mary’s  Church  at  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y. 
He  was  then  located  at  Clintonville,  N.  Y.,  in  1911  as  pastor  of  St.  Cath¬ 
erine’s  Church.  After  serving  as  pastor  of  St.  James  Church  at  Cadyville 
for  12  years,  Father  Kelly  came  to  Norfolk  in  1925.  On  July  25,  1931,  he 
celebrated  his  25th  anniversary  in  this  diocese.  Solemn  High  Mass  was 
sung  by  Father  Kelly,  assisted  by  Father  R.  Morrissey,  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
as  deacon,  and  Father  James  S.  Duffy,  of  Norwood,  as  sub-deacon.  There 
were  present  four  Monsigneurs,  Crowley,  Pierce,  Lacey,  and  O’Neil. 
Twenty  priests  also  assisted  at  the  services,  as  well  as  Bishop  Conroy,  of 
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Ogdensburg.  Later  a  banquet  was  held  in  honor  of  Father  Kelly.  There 
were  fifty  priests  present  besides  Bishop  Conroy. 

Father  Kelly  is  identified  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 


George  A.  Baker. — An  experienced  man  in  his  particular  profession, 
Dr.  Baker,  a  veterinary  surgeon,  of  Brasher  Falls,  is  prominent  through¬ 
out  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Elgin,  Quebec,  Dec.  28,  1864, 
the  son  of  Alexander  W.  and  Eliza  (March)  Baker. 

Alexander  W.  Baker,  who  died  in  1929,  was  a  native  of  Quebec,  born 
at  North  Georgetown.  His  widow  resides  at  Brasher  Falls  and  is  also  a 
native  of  Canada.  Mr.  Baker  studied  veterinary  medicine  in  Ottawa  as  a 
young  man  and  later  took  correspondence  work  at  the  University  of  Mich¬ 
igan.  He  later  settled  in  St.  Lawrence  County  and  for  many  years  owned 
and  operated  an  establishment  at  Brasher  Falls,  which  he  operated  in 
connection  with  a  blacksmith  shop,  at  that  time  the  two  occupations  being 
closely  allied.  He  held  the  office  of  State  Veterinarian  for  several  years 
and  was  identified  with  the  New  York  State  and  American  Veterinarian 
Medical  Associations.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Church  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  There  were 
five  children  in  the  Baker  family :  1.  George  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Agnes  Eleanor,  lives  with  her  mother  at  Brasher  Falls.  3.  Anna,  who 
died  in  1911.  4.  Frank  J.,  Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  now  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  Veterinarian,  lives  at  Gouverneur.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Cor¬ 
nell  University.  5.  May  B.,  married  William  Mason,  lives  at  Norwood. 

George  A.  Baker  attended  Brasher  Falls  High  School  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  London  Veterinarian  Science  Association  in  1912.  He  im¬ 
mediately  became  associated  with  his  father’s  business,  being  identified 
with  him  until  his  death  in  1921.  Dr.  Baker  has  been  connected  witfi  much 
state  work  and  also  has  an  extensive  private  practice.  He  is  a  member 

of  the  New  York  State  Veterinarian  Association. 

Dr.  Baker  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Lilia  May  Church,  of  Brasher 
Falls,  who  died  in  1912.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Elmore  and  Clara 
(Ingalls)  Church,  natives  of  Franklin  County  and  Massachusetts,  respec¬ 
tively.  Mr.  Church  died  in  1906  and  his  wife  died  in  1921.  To  George  A. 
and  Lilia  May  (Church)  Baker  were  born  five  daughters  :  1.  Ruth  Eliza¬ 

beth,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  married  Howard  Ober, 
lives  at  Port  Jackson,  N.  Y.  2.  Rena  Ann,  married  Correll  Wagstaff,  lives 
at  Saranac  Lake.  3.  Rhoda  Ann,  married  Harold  Elliott,  lives  at  Beacher- 
town,  N.  Y.  4.  Rachael  Agnes,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  now 
identified  with  the  department  of  education  at  Washington,  D.  C.  5.  Ri  a 
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May,  married  Elmer  Briggs,  lives  at  Brasher  Falls.  All  are  graduates  of 
Brasher  Falls  High  School. 

On  Oct.  18,  1926,  Mr.  Baker  married  (second)  Miss  Ada  Strait,  of  West 
Stockholm,  the  daughter  of  Brooks  and  Carrie  (Simmons)  Strait,  the  for¬ 
mer  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  the  latter  of  Vermont.  Mr. 
Strait  died  in  1925  and  his  widow  resides  at  Brasher  Falls. 

Dr.  Baker  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Roy  M.  Folson  is  well  and  favorably  known  at  Winthrop  where  he 
holds  the  office  of  assistant  postmaster.  He  was  born  here  Oct.  9,  1887, 
the  son  of  Jerome  Calvin  and  Frances  Elizabeth  (Taylor)  Folson. 

Jerome  Calvin  Folson  is  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Stockholm,  in 
St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  a  carpenter  by  trade  during  his  early  life 
but  in  1894  became  interested  in  the  general  mercantile  business  at  Win¬ 
throp,  with  which  he  was  successfully  identified  until  1926.  Mr.  Folson 
is  now  interested  in  the  lumber  business  at  Winthrop.  He  is  a  Repub¬ 
lican,  and  has  held  the  office  of  town  clerk  for  four  terms.  He  holds  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Universalist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows.  Frances  Elizabeth  (Taylor)  Folson  was  born  at  Stock¬ 
holm  and  died  Oct.  5,  1929.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Folson  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Gertrude,  the  widow  of  E.  H.  Delaney,  lives  in  New  York  City. 
2.  Roy  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Dora  E.,  married  Ralph  H. 
Stearns,  lives  at  Winthrop. 

After  his  graduation  from  Winthrop  High  School,  Roy  M.  Folson  be¬ 
came  identified  with  his  father’s  business.  He  later  studied  at  Burlington 
Business  College  and  remained  in  association  with  his  father  until  1920 
at  which  time  he  entered  the  local  post  office  as  assistant  postmaster. 
Three  years  later  he  formed  a  partnership  with  L.  S.  Greene  but  after  a 
short  time  disposed  of  his  interests  to  his  partner  and  resumed  his  former 
position  in  the  post  office. 

On  June  24,  1914,  Mr.  Folson  married  Miss  Ada  Jeanette  McBath,  of 
Lisbon,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  J.  and  Jeanette  (Short)  McBath.

Politically  Mr.  Folson  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Congre¬ 
gational  Church  and  belongs  to  Winthrop  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  541. 

Mrs.  Folson  has  served  as  postmaster  of  Winthrop  since  1920. 
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William  L.  Bassett. — One  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  Norwood, 
where  he  is  engaged  in  the  drug  business,  is  Mr.  Bassett,  who  is  a  native 
of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Malone,  Nov.  11,  1863,  the  son  of 
John  and  Mary  (McDowell)  Bassett. 

John  Bassett  was  born  in  Vermont.  He  spent  many  years  in  the  em¬ 
ploy  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company,  and  met  with  an  accidental  death 
in  1869.  He  is  buried  at  Malone.  Mr.  Bassett  was  a  Republican,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  Masonic  Lodge.  His  wife  was  born  in 
Clinton  County,  N.  Y.,  and  is  deceased.  Their  children  were:  1.  Frank, 
who  died  in  1906.  2.  William  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  L.  Bassett  attended  the  public  schools  of  Norfolk  and  Madrid. 
He  spent  seven  years  as  a  clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  A.  T.  Hepburn  Drug 
Company  at  Madrid.  He  then  was  located  in  Boston,  Mass.,  four  years, 
after  which  he  spent  26  years  as  a  druggist  in  New  York  City.  He  was 
identified  with  the  G.  P.  Knapp  Drug  Company  for  ten  years,  the  B.  F. 
Quackenbush  Drug  Company  for  15  years,  and  Ricker  &  Hagerman  Drug 
Company  for  one  year.  In  1917  Mr.  Bassett  came  to  Norwood  as  a  clerk 
in  the  drug  store  of  H.  L.  McNulty.  He  became  owner  of  the  business  in 
September,  1925. 

Mr.  Bassett  was  married  (first)  on  Nov.  20,  1896,  to  Miss  Ella  Lock- 
wood,  of  Madrid,  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Mary  Lockwood.  The  for¬ 
mer  died  in  1902  and  the  latter  in  1900.  Both  are  buried  at  Madrid.  Ella 
(Lockwood)  Bassett  died  in  1897  and  is  buried  at  Madrid.  Their  daughter, 
Marian  B.,  born  in  1897,  is  the  widow  of  Wilbur  Shepherd  and  lives  at 
Seattle,  Wash.  Mr.  Bassett  was  married  (second)  on  April  19,  1916,  to 
Miss  Sarah  D.  Phillips,  of  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Bassett  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  the  Masonic 
Lodge  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Burton  E.  McGee. — As  postmaster  of  Norfolk,  Mr.  McGee  is  a  well 
known  resident  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Bangor,  Frank¬ 
lin  County,  May  3,  1880,  the  son  of  Ellis  and  Etta  (Orton)  McGee. 

Ellis  McGee,  who  died  Oct.  21,  1930,  was  a  native  of  Norfolk.  His 
entire  life  was  spent  in  that  section  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  for  many 
years  he  owned  and  operated  a  dairy  farm  of  100  acres  near  Norfolk.  He 
was  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  families  in  the  county. 
He  was  a  Republican,  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
belonged  to  the  Grange.  Etta  (Orton)  McGee  was  born  at  Bangor  and 
lived  at  Norfolk.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McGee  were  born  three  sons :  1.  Bur¬ 

ton  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ernest  H.,  farmer,  lives  at  Norfolk. 
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3.  Gerald  E.,  farmer,  lives  at  Norfolk.  He  also  is  widely  known  as  a 
musician  and  conductor  of  a  dance  band. 

After  attending  Norwood  High  School,  Burton  E.  McGee  engaged  in 
farming  with  his  father  for  two  years.  In  1900  he  entered  the  employ 
of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Mill.  He  was  connected  with  the  local  post  office 
as  rural  carrier  for  sixteen  years  and  three  and  one-half  months,  after 
which  he  spent  two  years  in  farming.  He  received  the  appointment  of 
postmaster  in  February,  1922,  and  is  a  member  of  the  National  League 
of  Postmasters. 

On  Aug.  20,  1904,  Mr.  McGee  married  Miss  Grace  M.  Marsh,  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  the  daughter  of  Rufus  and  Addie  (Groves)  Marsh.  Both  were 
natives  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McGee  ' 
have  five  children:  1.  Bernine  E.,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal 
School,  now  a  teacher  in  Norfolk  High  Schoool.  2.  Frank  E.,  assistant 
postmaster,  Norfolk.  3.  Irene  E.,  attends  Potsdam  State  Normal  School. 

4.  Marion  G.,  attends  Norfolk  High  School  5.  Wendell,  a  student. 

Politically  Mr.  McGee  is  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  also  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Grange. 


Eli  J.  Seeber. — A  prominent  figure  in  public  life  in  Jefferson  County 
for  a  number  of  years  was  the  late  Eli  J.  Seeber,  who  served  as  a  member 
of  the  New  York  General  Assembly  in  1883  and  1884.  He  was  bom  at 
Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  Jan.  24,  1838. 

At  the  age  of  two  years  the  family  of  Eli  J.  Seeber  settled  at  Clayton, 
in  Jefferson  County.  As  a  young  boy  he  was  forced  to  support  himself  and 
at  the  age  of  18  years  worked  in  a  local  grist  mill.  Later  he  became  owner 
of  the  mill  and  successfully  operated  it  for  many  years.  He  then  con¬ 
ducted  a  feed  business  at  Chaumont  for  a  number  of  years  and  in  1898 
removed  to  Adams,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life,  and  he  died 
here  Aug.  28,  1931.  While  a  resident  of  Depauville  Mr.  Seeber  served  as 
justice  of  the  peace  and  held  the  office  of  village  supervisor  from  1878 
until  1884.  Throughout  his  arly  life  he  was  identified  with  the  Democratic 
party,  but  later  became  a  stanch  Republican. 

In  1883  Mr.  Seeber  was  elected  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
General  Assembly,  having  defeated  William  M.  Thompson,  of  Alexandria 
Bay  by  70  votes.  He  served  at  Albany  with  the  Hon.  Isaac  L.  Hunt,  who 
was  senior  member  from  Jefferson  County.  While  there  Mr.  Seeber  made 
the  acquaintance  of  the  late  Theodore  Roosevelt,  and  this  friendship  ended 
only  with  the  death  of  Colonel  Roosevelt. 

In  1860  Mr.  Seeber  married  Miss  Amanda  M.  Lewis,  of  Clayton.  She 
died  Feb.  18,  1912.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seeber  were  bom  three  children:

Mr.  Seeber  became  a  member  of  Depauville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  in 
1868,  and  was  the  last  charter  member  of  the  lodge,  and  he  also  was  Past 
Master,  and  belonged  to  Adams  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  205.  He  was  an 
organizer  and  charter  member  of  Adams  Lodge  No.  806,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

Although  he  became  a  resident  of  Adams  after  attaining  the  age  of 
60  years,  Mr.  Seeber  took  an  active  interest  in  all  village  affairs  and  served 
for  three  terms  as  president  of  the  village.  He  was  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Adams  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seeber  were  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 

Church. 


Clarence  A.  Whittier.— Among  the  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  is  Clarence  A.  Whittier,  who  lives  retired  at  Adams,  where  he 
has  been  identified  with  municipal  affairs  for  the  past  32  years.  He  was 
born  at  Depauville,  N.  Y.,  July  24,  1861,  the  son  of  David  and  Charlotte 
(Holliday)  Whittier. 

David  Whittier  was  born  at  Henderson  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Lyme, 
Jefferson  County.  He  was  prominent  as  a  breeder  of  fine  horses  and 
owned  his  own  track,  upon  which  he  tested  and  paired  off  horses  as  to 
size,  style,  and  breeding.  He  was  not,  however,  interested  in  horse  racing, 
Both  he  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Depauville.  They 
were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  Mr.  Whittier  was  a  Republi¬ 
can  in  politics.  Their  children  were:  1.  Mattie,  the  widow  of  Nathan 
Easton,  lives  at  Depauville.  2.  Clinton,  deceased.  3.  Clarence  A.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  education  of  Clarence  A.  Whittier  was  received  in  the  district 
schools  of  Jefferson  County  and  at  Depauville.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  owned  and  operated  a  fine  farm  of  200  acres  and  later  removed  to 
Adams,  where  he  purchased  a  half  interest  in  a  grist  mill  with  the  late 
Eli  Seeber,  his  father-in-law,  and  the  firm  of  Seeber  &  Whittier  continued 
for  three  years,  when  Mr.  Whittier  retired.  He  then  resumed  his  farming 
operations  for  two  years,  after  which  he  conducted  a  furniture  and  under¬ 
taking  business  at  Adams,  in  partnership  with  the  late  Ross  C.  Scott.  In 
1918  Mr.  Whittier  retired  from  the  firm,  and  he  has  since  devoted  his 
entire  time  to  the  management  of  his  two  farms  in  Jefferson  County. 

Mr.  Whittier  served  for  eight  years  as  chief  of  the  Adams  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  as  village  and  town  assessor  for  two  terms.  He  became  village 
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trustee  and  later  president  of  the  village  board,  and  became  mayor  when 
the  form  of  city  government  was  changed.  Throughout  his  public  career 
Mr.  Whittier  has  been  identified  with  the  Republican  party. 

Mr.  Whittier  married  Miss  Mary  Seeber,  the  daughter  of  Eli  and 
Amanda  Seeber,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Whittier  is  a  member  of  the  Citizens  Club,  Board  of  Trade,  and 
belonged  to  the  Depauville  Grange  for  almost  half  a  century.  He  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  234 ;  Adams  Chapter,  R.  A. 
M.  No.  205;  and  is  a  charter  member  of  Depauville  Lodge,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Clarence  A.  Brown. — As  president  of  the  Hygienic  Dairy  Company, 
Mr.  Brown  is  prominently  associated  with  the  business  life  of  Watertown. 
He  was  born  at  Lorraine,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  25,  1886,  the  son  of  Henry  M.  and 
Ella  (Caulkins)  Brown. 

Henry  M.  Brown,  deceased,  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  first  families 
of  Lorraine,  where  he  was  born  April  21,  1836.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a 
large  land  owner,  and  died  at  Lorraine,  March  31,  1914.  He  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat  and  held  membership  in  the  Baptist  Church,  which  was  built  on  part 
of  the  original  Brown  homestead.  His  wife  was  born  at  Lorraine  and 
resides  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  Elizabeth  M.,  married 
Merritt  C.  Welbanks,  lives  at  Syracuse;  Henry  M.,  Jr.,  lives  at  Utica, 
N.  Y.;  Clarence  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Clara,  deceased,  twin  sister 
of  Clarence  A. ;  and  Florence,  married  James  W.  Hyde,  lives  at  Utica. 

Henry  M.  Brown  was  the  son  of  Hon.  Aaron  and  Betsy  (Burpee)  Brown. 
The  former  was  born  in  Connecticut  in  1785  and  the  latter  was  a  native 
of  Vermont.  Aaron  Brown  was  a  son  of  Ebenezer  Brown,  who  was  a 
soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Betsy  Burpee  Brown  was  the  first 
school  teacher  in  the  town  of  Lorraine  (1807).  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Ebenezer  Burpee,  who  also  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Aaron  Brown 
was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Lorraine,  N.  Y.,  and  lived  there  from  1805 
until  his  death  in  May,  1870.  The  homestead  farm,  as  cleared  from  a  dense 
woods  and  developed  by  Aaron  Brown,  was  owned  and  occupied  by  him 
from  1805  to  1870;  Henry  Martin  Brown,  father  of  Clarence  A.  Brown, 
lived  on  the  place  from  1870  to  1915  and  Clarence  A.  Brown  from  1915  to 
date.  Aaron  Brown  served  throughout  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  a 
Democrat  in  politics,  and  in  1829  served  as  a  member  of  the  Assembly  at 
Albany. 

Clarence  A.  Brown  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Lorraine  and  Adams  High  School  until  1905.  He  was 
associated  in  farming  and  lumber  business  with  his  father  until  1911,  at 
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which  time  he  became  interested  in  the  mail  order  paint  business.  Mr. 
Brown  came  to  Watertown  in  January,  1917,  as  president  of  the  Hygienic 
Dairy  Company.  This  business,  organized  in  November,  1916,  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  Watertown,  has  had  a  phenomenal  growth,  and  since  Mr. 
Brown’s  association  with  it  the  following  affiliations  have  been  estab¬ 
lished:  Northern  Milk  Corporation  of  Adams,  N.  Y.,  built  in  conjunction 
with  H.  E.  Machold  and  Herman  C.  Lange,  of  New  York,  Nov.  1,  1927, 
with  Mr.  Brown  as  treasurer  and  country  manager ;  Hygienic  Dairy  Com¬ 
pany  of  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y.,  established  Sept.  1,  1928,  with  Mr.  Brown 
as  president  and  treasurer;  and  Northeastern  Milk  Corporation  of  Ogdens- 
burg,  N.  Y.,  on  April  1,  1929,  with  Mr.  Brown  as  president  and  treasurer. 
He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  of 
Watertown,  and  the  Farmers  National  Bank  of  Adams.  He  is  vice  presi¬ 
dent  and  director  of  the  New  York  State  Milk  Distributors  Association. 

In  1911  Mr.  Brown  married  Miss  Florence  E.  Rice,  the  daughter  of 
Arthur  L.  and  Carrie  (Englehardt)  Rice,  the  former  a  native  of  Hender¬ 
son  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Rice  died  Oct.  10, 
1920,  and  his  widow  lives  at  Adams.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  have  two  sons : 
Clarence  A.,  Jr.,  born  Dec.  17,  1913;  and  Arthur  Henry,  born  Aug.  9,  1917. 

Mr.  Brown  holds  membership  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is 
affiliated  with  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  213,  Adams  Chapter, 
R.  A.  M.,  vice  president  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  a  member  of  Black  River 
Valley  Club.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican  in  politics. 


Jay  H.  Chittenden. — Known  in  business  circles  in  St.  Lawrence  County, 
Jay  H.  Chittenden  is  a  member  of  the  oldest  family  of  Hopkinton,  where 
he  successfully  carries  on  the  business  which  was  established  in  1821  by 
his  grandfather,  Clark  S.  Chittenden.  He  was  born  here,  June  7,  1870, 
the  son  of  Varick  A.  and  Charlotte  A.  (Risdon)  Chittenden. 

Clark  S.  Chittenden  settled  in  Hopkinton  in  1821  and  in  that  year 
established  a  general  mercantile  business.  He  was  justiee  of  the  peace 
for  many  years  and  served  for  several  terms  as  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  legislature.  His  son,  Varick  A.,  was  born  at  Hopkinton  in 
1838.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Hopkinton  and  Potsdam  and 
throughout  his  life  was  identified  with  the  business  which  had  been 
founded  by  his  father.  He  retired  in  1892  and  died  in  March,  1916.  Mr. 
Chittenden  held  the  office  of  town  clerk  from  1859  until  1892  with  the 
exception  of  the  year  1869.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership 
in  the  Congregational  Church.  Charlotte  A.  (Risdon)  Chittenden  was 
born  at  Hopkinton  in  1838  and  died  March  5,  1871.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chit- 
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tenden  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Bertha  Oliva,  born  in  1862, 
the  widow  of  Herbert  Sanford,  lives  at  Potsdam.  2.  Edna  Mary,  born  in 
1866,  died  in  1897,  was  the  wife  of  Elmore  M.  Kent.  3.  Jay  H.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Mabel,  born  in  1874,  died  in  1877.  5.  Lawrence  A., 
born  in  1876,  lives  at  Hopkinton. 

Jay  H.  Chittenden  attended  Ogdensburg  Academy  and  in  1889  was 
graduated  from  Albany  Business  College.  He  has  since  been  interested 
in  business  at  Hopkinton,  and  from  1893  until  1930  also  held  the  office  of 
postmaster.  His  wife  received  the  appointment  in  1930.  The  business 
establishment  of  Mr.  Chittenden  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire  in  1927 
but  was  rebuilt  on  the  original  site  in  the  same  year. 

On  Sept.  19,  1893,  Mr.  Chittenden  married  Miss  Gertrude  Hoyt,  of 
Parishville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Edson  and  Ceclia  (Royal)  Hoyt.  Mr. 
Hoyt  died  in  1894  and  his  wife  in  1929.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chittenden 
have  two  children:  1.  Clark  S.,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  High  School,  and 
the  Sweeney  Automobile  School  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.  He  is  associated  in 
business  with  his  father  and  also  owns  a  feed  mill  at  Hopkinton.  2.  Char¬ 
lotte  E.,  born  Dec.  13,  1909,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  High  School  and  Pots¬ 
dam  Normal  School.  She  is  a  teacher  at  Nicholville. 

Mr.  Chittenden  is  a  Republican.  He  held  the  office  of  overseer  of  the 
poor  for  15  years  and  served  as  town  clerk  from  1893  until  1913.  He  and 
his  family  are  active  members  of  the  Congregational  Church. 


Winfred  W.  Murray. — One  of  the  able  young  business  men  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  is  Winfred  W.  Murray,  who  has  the  agency  for  the  Chevrolet 
automobile  at  Winthrop.  He  was  born  at  Stockholm,  Aug.  3,  1892,  the  son 
of  Orson  and  Ella  (Ide)  Murray. 

Orson  Murray,  who  died  in  1926,  had  spent  his  entire  life  in  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  being  a  native  of  Stockholm.  He  owned  and  operated  a  fine 
dairy  farm  of  100  acres  for  many  years.  In  1915  he  was  elected  commis¬ 
sioner  of  highways  and  held  that  office  for  several  terms.  He  was  living 
retired  at  Stockholm  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Murray  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Grange  and 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  His  wife  died  in  1901.  Both  are  buried 
at  Stockholm.  Their  children  were:  1.  Ida  R.,  married  Harry  Farmer, 
lives  at  Norwood.  2.  Gordon  R.,  lives  at  Winthrop.  3.  Leslie  N.,  lives  at 
Norwood.  4.  Carl  O.,  lives  at  Norwood.  5.  Winfred  W.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  6.  Earl  H.,  lives  at  Norwood.  7.  Arthur  G.,  lives  at  Winthrop. 

Winfred  W.  Murray  attended  the  public  schools  of  Stockholm  and  Nor¬ 
wood,  being  a  graduate  of  Norwood  High  School.  In  1910  he  entered  the 
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employ  of  H.  M.  Kinsman  &  Company,  of  Norwood,  and  remained  with  that 
organization  until  1927.  He  has  since  been  interested  in  the  automobile 
business  at  Winthrop  as  agent  of  the  Chevrolet  automobile,  having  pur¬ 
chased  the  garage  and  sales  agency  of  H.  M.  Kinsman.  He  handles  a  com¬ 
plete  line  of  accessories  and  has  a  well  equipped  garage. 

On  Sept.  12,  1914,  Mr.  Murray  married  Miss  Agnes  T.  Woods,  of  Sara¬ 
toga  County,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  F.  and  Mary  (Fay)  Woods. 
The  former  died  in  1923  and  the  latter  resides  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murray  have  been  born  two  children:  1.  Philip  E.,  born 
May  15,  1915,  attends  Winthrop  High  School.  2.  Jane  Agnes,  born  Dec. 
10,  1919. 

Mr.  Murray  is  a  Republican  and  since  January,  1930,  has  held  the 
office  of  town  clerk  of  Stockholm.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Massena  Country  Club,  St.  Regis  Falls 
Fish  and  Game  Club,  and  Farm  Bureau. 


Henry  James  Matthews,  M.  D. — A  graduate  of  the  College  of  Medicine 
of  the  University  of  Vermont,  class  of  1879,  Dr.  Matthews  for  more  than 
half  a  century  has  been  a  distinguished  physician  and  surgeon  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  He  was  born  at  Massena,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Nov.  25, 
1854,  the  son  of  James  H.  and  Emily  Catherine  (Beldin)  Matthews. 

James  H.  Matthews  was  born  at  Bombay,  St.  Lawrence  County,  the 
son  of  Rome  Matthews,  who  was  a  prosperous  and  well  known  farmer  of 
the  town  of  Bombay,  Franklin  County.  James  H.  Matthews  spent  his 
early  life  on  his  father’s  farm  and  began  his  business  career  as  a  mer¬ 
chant  at  Grand  Traverse,  Mich.,  where  he  remained  for  five  years.  He 
then  returned  to  farming  and  owned  and  operated  a  well  improved  farm 
in  the  town  of  Hopkinton.  Mr.  Matthews  was  a  prominent  Republican  and 
held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  He  died  in  1884  and  his  wife, 
who  was  a  native  of  Fort  Covington,  Franklin  County,  died  in  1917.  Both 
are  buried  in  Bombay  Corners  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matthews  were 
born  five  children :  1.  Allen  Frank,  born  in  1853,  died  in  1897.  2.  Henry 

James,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Mina  L.,  who  died  in  1900,  was  the 
wife  of  Frank  San-Jule.  4.  Charles  R.,  who  died  in  1927,  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  General  Assembly  from  Franklin  County  for  four  years,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death  was  agent  for  the  Travelers  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany.  5.  Ida  E.,  who  died  in  1881. 

Henry  James  Matthews  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  attended  Lawrenceville  and  Amster¬ 
dam  Academies,  and  graduated  from  the  latter  in  1876.  As  mentioned

above,  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of 
Vermont  in  1879.  He  began  his  professional  career  at  Helena,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  and  was  located  there  until  February,  1881.  He  has  since 
been  established  in  practice  at  Nicholville,  and  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  North  Country.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associa¬ 
tions,  and  served  as  health  officer  from  1907  until  1925. 

On  June  9,  1887,  Dr.  Matthews  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Attie 
Day,  of  Nicholville,  who  died  in  October,  1929.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Lyman  and  Catherine  (McCuen)  Day.  The  former  died  in  1884  and  the 
latter  in  1900.  Both  were  natives  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  To  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Matthews  were  born  two  children:  1.  Anna  Laurie,  born  Jan. 
12,  1892,  a  graduate  of  Brushton  High  School  and  the  Potsdam  State  Nor¬ 
mal  School.  She  married  Gordon  L.  Cole  and  lives  at  Nicholville.  They 
have  a  son,  Grant  Gordon,  born  May  18,  1922.  2.  Walter  Charles,  born 
Nov.  26,  1895.  He  attended  the  Brushton  High  School,  and  is  now  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  automobile  business  at  Nicholville. 

Throughout  his  life  Dr.  Matthews  has  been  identified  with  the  Repub¬ 
lican  party.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  his  wife  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Baptist  Church. 


Rev.  John  Lawrence  Plunkett,  who  is  Rector  of  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral 
in  Ogdensburg,  is  recognized  as  one  of  St.  Lawrence  County’s  most  highly 
esteemed  citizens.  He  is  a  native  of  Watertown,  born  Jan.  30,  1889,  the 
son  of  Patrick  and  Mary  (Lyman)  Plunkett. 

Patrick  Plunkett  was  born  in  Watertown  and  died  there  in  1901.  His 
entire  life  was  spent  in  that  city  where  he  was  successful  and  well  known 
as  a  building  contractor.  His  widow  was  born  at  Sterlingville,  N.  Y.,  and 
lives  in  Watertown.  Their  children  were:  1.  Ambrose,  who  is  identified 
with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company,  lives  in  Watertown.  2.  Mrs.  Valorus 
O.  Bradbury,  lives  in  New  York  City.  3.  John  Lawrence,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  4.  Mary  K.,  a  teacher,  Watertown  Junior  High  School. 

John  Lawrence  Plunkett  attended  Mullen  Street  school,  Stirling  Cen¬ 
tral,  and  Watertown  High  School,  being  graduated  from  the  latter  in 
1905.  He  then  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  in 
Watertown  and  for  five  years  was  secretary  to  the  late  Cornelius  Christie, 
who  was  superintendent.  In  September,  1911,  he  came  to  Ogdensburg 
and  entered  St.  Mary’s  Seminary  Preparatory  School  (now  known  as 
Wadham’s  Hall  College).  During  the  following  year  he  became  a  student 
at  the  Seminary  of  Philosophy  in  Montreal,  and  in  1914  entered  the  Grand 
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Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice  in  Montreal.  He  was  ordained  in  St.  Patrick’s 
Church,  Watertown,  by  the  Most  Rev.  Bishop  Joseph  H.  Conroy,  D.  D., 
then  auxiliary  bishop  of  the  Ogdensburg  diocese.  He  came  to  this  city 
in  September,  1917,  as  assistant  rector  of  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  immedi¬ 
ately  after  his  ordination.  Subsequently  he  was  appointed  Chancellor  of 
the  diocese  and  succeeded  Rev.  E.  J.  Brown  as  pastor  of  the  Cathedral  on 
May  1,  1928. 


Sidney  W.  Erck. — A  substantial  citizen  of  Oswego  is  Sidney  W.  Erck, 
who  is  manager  of  Swift  &  Company,  with  offices  at  300  West  First 
Street.  He  was  born  at  Ogden,  Utah,  March  12,  1888,  the  son  of  Philip  F. 
and  Harriet  S.  (Careswell)  Erck. 

Philip  F.  Erck  was  the  son  of  August  Heny  Erck,  who  served  through¬ 
out  the  Franco-Prussian  War.  The  latter  died  at  the  age  of  85  years. 
Philip  F.  Erck  was  born  at  Darmstadt,  Germany,  in  1861.  At  the  age  of 
18  years  he  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  New  York  City , 
where  he  was  employed  as  medical  steward  in  Bellevue  Hospital  for  three 
years.  He  then  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  was  at  first  stationed  at 
Fort  Henry,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  later  at  Fort  Ontario,  Oswego,  N.  Y. 
He  then  served  at  Western  frontier  posts  and  from  1900  until  1904  was 
in  Porto  Rico.  In  1908  he  retired  from  the  service  and  spent  the  remain¬ 
der  of  his  life  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  in  the  employ  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Railway.  He  died  March  19,  1931,  and  is  buried  in  Greenwood 
Cemetery,  Brooklyn.  His  widow,  bom  in  England,  resides  in  Brooklyn. 
Mr.  Erck’ was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  a 
32nd  degree  Mason.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Erck  were  born  the  following  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Alfred  H.,  born  Oct.  13,  1886,  died  the  same  day  his  father’s 
death  occurred,  March  19,  1931.  He  was  a  World  War  veteran,  having 
served  with  the  rank  of  major,  and  was  eligible  to  the  General  Staff. 
2.  Sidney  W  .,the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Carl  B.,  born  May  2,  1893, 
died  on  Labor  Day,  1930,  at  the  age  of  38  years.  He  served  throughout 
the  World  War  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  aviation,  being  stationed  at  Kelly 
Field,  Texas.  4.  Estella  M.,  born  July  6,  1895,  lives  in  Brooklyn.  5.  Myrtle 
D.,  born  Sept.  18,  1897,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  with  her  mother. 

Sidney  W.  Erck  obtained  his  early  education  in  Porto  Rico  and  in 
1907  was  graduated  from  the  Springfield  (Mass.)  School  of  Technology, 
where  he  had  specialized  in  the  study  of  civil  engineering.  In  February, 
1908,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  and  served  with  the  Coast  Artillery 
until  1911.  He  then  became  associated  with  the  interests  of  Armour  & 
Company  in  New  York  City,  and  after  two  years  was  identified  with  the 
retail  meat  business  at  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y.  Since  1916  Mr.  Erck  has  been 
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employed  by  Swift  &  Company  and  after  serving  one  year  as  assistant 
manager  became  manager,  serving  at  Glens  Falls  and  Saratoga,  and  came 
to  Oswego  in  1924  as  branch  manager  for  the  firm. 

In  February,  1911,  Mr.  Erck  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bessie 
Lamkins,  of  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Esther  Lam- 
kins,  natives  of  Canada.  Mr.  Lamkins  died  in  1895  and  his  wife  died  in 
1923.  Both  are  buried  at  Plattsburgh.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Erck  have  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Dorothy  W.,  born  March  13,  1912.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High 
School  and  attends  Chaffee  Business  Institute. 

Mr.  Erck  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  is 
a  32nd  degree  Mason,  being  identified  with  Glens  Falls  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M., 
No.  141,  Central  City  Consistory,  and  Tigress  Shrine,  Syracuse.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Mrs.  Erck  holds  membership  in 
the  Catholic  Church. 


Rev.  Severin  A.  Muller  was  born  July  24,  1888,  in  Cologne,  Rhineland, 
Germany.  He  was  educated  at  the  Universities  of  Bonn,  Rhineland  and 
Louvain,  Belgium.  He  was  graduated  and  was  ordained  to  the  Catholic 
Priesthood  July  9,  1911.  He  has  been  pastor  of  St.  Peter’s  Church, 
Oswego,  N.  Y.,  since  January,  1925. 

St.  Peter’s  was  first  organized  during  the  Civil  War.  The  history 
of  the  parish  commences  with  the  year  1863.  In  that  year  several  well- 
known  and  influential  German  Catholics,  with  the  permission  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authorities,  broke  ground  on  “Oak  Hill”  and  a  little  chapel 
was  erected.  The  Rt.  Rev.  John  McCloskey,  Bishop  of  Albany,  gave 
the  church  and  the  congregation  in  charge  of  the  Minor  Conventuals 
of  Syracuse,  who  regularly  came  to  Oswego  to  conduct  divine  services. 
Among  the  several  Franciscan  Fathers,  the  Rev.  Fidelis  Dehm,  0.  M.  C., 
was  most  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  young  parish  in  Oswego  and 
became  afterwards  Bishop  of  Roumania  in  Europe. 

In  1870,  the  congregation  engaged  the  first  resident  pastor  in  the  per¬ 
son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Ottenhues.  Among  his  successors  the  Rev.  Herman 
Wibbe,  who  for  over  ten  years  had  charge  of  the  parish,  should  be  men¬ 
tioned  not  only  as  a  religious  leader  and  administrator,  but  also  as  a 
famous  scientist  and  botanist.  In  his  days  the  grounds  around  the  church, 
which  in  the  meantime  had  been  enlarged,  were  an  attraction  for  nature 
lovers  from  all  over,  who  came  to  Oswego  to  see  the  wonderful  flowers, 
trees  and  plants.  The  precious  herbariums  of  Father  Wibbe  are  pre¬ 
served  in  the  State  Museum  of  Albany.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Lechner,  now 
pastor  of  St.  Mary’s  in  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  the  Rev.  George  Heisler,  now  pas¬ 
tor  of  St.  Mary’s  in  Rome,  N.  Y.,  were  both  former  pastors  of  St.  Peter’s 
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in  Oswego.  In  the  meantime  many  of  the  descendants  of  those  first 
sturdy  German  Catholic  settlers  in  and  about  Oswego  moved  out  West, 
other  people  lost  interest,  and  the  once  so  prominent  parish  saw  its  last 
pastor  leave  in  1917.  From  that  time  to  October,  1923,  all  that  was  left 
of  a  formerly  flourishing  and  most  active  parish,  which  had  accomplished 
so  much  good  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  City  of  Oswego,  was  only  the  mere 
name. 

In  October,  1923,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Daniel  Curley,  of  the  diocese  of 
Syracuse,  sent  the  present  pastor  as  assistant  to  the  old  St.  Paul’s  on  the 
east  side  in  the  City  of  Oswego  with  the  understanding  that  Father  Mul¬ 
ler  should  endeavor  to  reorganize  the  dying  St.  Peter’s  parish.  Father 
Muller  and  the  few  remaining  faithful  members  took  up  the  work  with 
great  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  People  from  all  over  the  city  returned  to  the 
old  church  on  Oak  Hill,  many  new  members  joined  and  there  was  joy  and 
jubilation  when  in  January,  1925,  Rev.  S.  A.  Muller  was  appointed  acting 
resident  pastor  and  the  parish  was  re-established.  Ever  since,  St.  Peter’s 
has  been  growing  steadily  and  as  of  old  the  parish  is  once  more  a  most 
influential  factor  in  the  religious  and  civil  life  of  the  “Lake  City.”  In 
1929  and  1930,  the  old  frame  building  was  remodelled  and  brick  veneered, 
the  interior  of  the  edifice  was  redecorated,  new  stained  glass  windows 
were  installed,  a  new  organ  was  built  and  a  glorious  resurrection  has 
come  to  the  old  little  church  on  the  hill.  There  is  a  firm  assurance  in  a 
still  brighter  future  of  St.  Peter’s.  The  church  on  “Oak  Hill”  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  for  the  welfare  of  a  better  and  bigger  Oswego. 


James  F.  Jillson.— One  of  the  representative  young  business  men  of 
Ogdensburg  is  James  F.  Jillson,  who  is  president  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
County  Savings  Bank,  and  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  in 
this  city  in  October,  1888,  the  son  of  Jesse  B.  and  Sarah  (Coyle)  Jillson. 

Jesse  B.  Jillson,  who  was  born  at  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  died  in  1905.  His 
wife  was  a  native  of  Oxford  Mills,  Ont.,  and  died  in  1925.  Both  are 
buried  in  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Jillson  grew  up  on  a  farm  near  Depeyster, 
St.  Lawrence  County.  He  lived  in  California  for  several  years  and  later 
returned  to  New  York  and  for  20  years  was  the  successful  manager  of  the 
Oswegatchie  Hotel  in  Ogdensburg.  He  then  conducted  the  old  Winton 
Hotel,  which  stood  on  the  present  site  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Savings  Bank. 
Altogether,  Mr.  Jillson  was  interested  in  the  hotel  business  in  this  city 
for  more  than  40  years.  He  was  a  Republican  and  was  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge.  There  were  three  sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jillson: 
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1.  Charles  E.,  lives  in  Ogdensburg.  2.  James  F.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Ralph  P.,  who  is  a  clerk  in  the  New  York  State  Assembly. 

The  education  of  James  F.  Jillson  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Ogdensburg  and  after  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1907  he  was 
employed  for  18  months  in  the  store  of  Nathan  Frank’s  Sons.  He  came 
to  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Savings  Bank  as  bookkeeper  May  1,  1909,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  until  his  enlistment  for  service  in  the  World  War 
in  1918.  Throughout  his  term  of  service  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Up¬ 
ton,  L.  I.  He  then  returned  to  his  former  position  in  Ogdensburg  and  in 
November,  1927,  became  president  of  the  institution,  succeeding  James 
Kelly. 

Mr.  Jillson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  American  Legion. 


Joseph  L.  Gurney,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  New  York  State 
Armory  at  Oswego,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  and  has  a  wide  ac¬ 
quaintance  throughout  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Volney,  Oswego 
County,  Jan.  29,  1894,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Lucy  (Fox)  Gurney. 

Frank  Gurney  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Saratoga,  in  Warren  County, 
N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Oswego  State  Normal  School  and  was  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  Warren 
County  before  her  marriage.  Mr.  Gurney  has  been  interested  in  general 
farming  practically  his  entire  life,  and  now  resides  at  Scriba.  He  was  the 
youngest  of  a  family  of  12  children  and  his  father  and  five  of  his  brothers 
served  throughout  the  Civil  War.  Mr.  Gurney  is  a  Republican,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Grange.  The  father  of  Lucy  (Fox)  Gur¬ 
ney,  Alden  Fox,  also  served  during  the  Civil  War.  To  Frank  and  Lucy 
(Fox)  Gurney  were  born  seven  children,  as  follows:  1.  Nettie,  lives  at 
home.  2.  Lila  E.,  who  died  in  1926.  3.  James  Lindley,  who  died  in  1893 
at  the  age  of  ten  years.  4.  Harriet  G.  Baker,  lives  at  Durhamville,  N.  Y. 
5.  Joseph  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Alice  G.  Lovell,  lives  at  Roches¬ 
ter,  N.  Y.  7.  Blanche  Taylor,  lives  at  North  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Joseph  L.  Gurney  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  near  Scriba  and  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools.  In  1914  he  came  to  Oswego  and  spent  six 
months  in  the  employ  of  the  Diamond  Match  Company.  He  then  worked 
in  the  shops  of  the  Oswego  Candy  Company  for  one  year  and  was  em¬ 
ployed  for  a  time  by  the  Oswego  Milling  Company.  On  March  14,  1916, 
Mr.  Gurney  enlisted  in  the  New  York  National  Guard  as  a  member  of 
Company  D,  Third  Infantry.  On  July  5  he  was  sent  to  the  Mexican  bor- 
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der  and  while  on  duty  there  contracted  typhoid  fever.  Upon  the  return  of 
his  company  to  New  York  Mr.  Gurney  resumed  his  former  employment 
with  the  Oswego  Milling  Company,  but  in  February,  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
the  service  and  was  sent  to  Spartansburg,  S.  C.,  where  he  remained  until 
May  1,  1918.  His  company  then  sailed  for  overseas  duty  and  Mr.  Gurney 
saw  active  service  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  war  period.  He  was 
seriously  wounded  in  action  and  sailed  for  America  after  his  discharge 
from  a  hospital  in  England  in  December,  1918.  He  was  discharged  in 
March,  1919,  but  reenlisted  in  October  of  the  same  year  as  a  sergeant  in 
the  New  York  National  Guard,  with  headquarters  at  Oswego.  He  was 
promoted  to  second  lieutenant  on  July  10,  1920,  became  first  lieutenant 
July  23,  1921,  and  on  Jan.  28,  1930,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain. 
He  resigned  his  commission,  however,  on  Feb.  18,  1930,  in  order  to  accept 
the  position  of  superintendent  of  the  New  York  State  Armory  at  Oswego. 
At  that  time  he  became  sergeant  of  Company  D,  108th  Infantry. 

On  June  8,  1921,  Mr.  Gurney  married  Miss  Grace  V.  Greenwood,  of 
Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Alfred  G.  and  Mary  E.  (McLaughlin)  Greenwood. 
Both  were  born  at  Oswego.  The  former  died  in  1928.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gur¬ 
ney  have  five  children:  1.  Ruth  E.,  born  March  24,  1922.  2.  Lawrence 

G.,  born  June  26,  1925.  3-4.  Franklin  Joseph  and  Georgiana,  twins,  born 
Sept.  23,  1928.  5.  Doris  Lucille,  born  Nov.  18,  1930. 

Mr.  Gurney  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 

Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 

Mr.  Gurney  is  an  expert  marksman  and  in  1930  was  awarded  second 
place  with  a  score  of  95.66  at  a  meeting  of  the  108th  Regiment  at  Camp 

Smith. 


Edward  P.  Lynch,  lawyer  and  public  official,  has  practiced  law  at 
Ogdensburg  for  35  years,  and  is  among  the  prominent  professional  men 
of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  the  son  of  Edward 
and  Mary  (Counihan)  Lynch.  Both  were  natives  of  Ireland  and  are  now 


d0C0clSGd. 

The  early  education  of  Edward  P.  Lynch  was  received  in  the  public 
and  parochial  schools  of  Ogdensburg  and  he  was  also  a  student  at  Ogdens¬ 
burg  Free  Academy.  He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Louis  Hasbrouck  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1895.  He  continued  his  studies  however  until 
1898  at  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Hasbrouck  an 
Lynch.  The  partnership  was  dissolved  in  1904,  and  Mr.  Lynch  has  since 
engaged  in  private  practice.  He  was  elected  supervisor  of  the  fourth 
ward  in  1898  and  served  continuously  until  1906,  being  park  commissions 
from  1906  until  1908.  He  then  was  alderman  in  the  same  ward  from 
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1908  until  1921.  Few  public  officeholders  are  able  to  show  a  more  con¬ 
sistent  or  meritorious  record  than  Mr.  Lynch.  He  was  elected  mayor  of 
Ogdensburg  in  1920  on  the  Democratic  ticket  with  a  majority  of  409 
votes,  and  at  the  end  of  two  years  was  re-elected  by  a  three-fold  plural¬ 
ity,  and  thus  gave  the  Democratic  party  a  stronger  hold  than  it  had  for¬ 
merly  had  in  local  affairs.  The  two-year  term  to  which  he  was  reelected 
in  1922  was  subsequently  extended  to  three  years  by  special  act  of  the 
State  Legislature  at  Albany,  under  the  Home  Rule  Act,  until  its  expira¬ 
tion  in  1925. 

In  addition  to  his  civic  activities,  Mr.  Lynch  is  prominent  in  business 
affairs  as  trustee  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Savings  Bank. 

Mr.  Lynch  was  married  on  Nov.  16,  1927,  to  Miss  Helen  M.  Gillerlain, 
of  Brockville,  Ontario,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Catherine  Gillerlain. 
The  former,  a  native  of  Canada,  died  in  1907  and  is  buried  at  Brockville. 
His  widow  was  born  in  Ireland  and  is  now  86  years  of  age.  She  lives  in 
Brockville.  Mrs.  Lynch  is  a  graduate  nurse,  of  Hepburn  Hospital  in 
Ogdensburg. 

Mr.  Lynch  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  he 
belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  772.  He  is  secretary  of  the  Century  Club 
and  holds  membership  in  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Bar  Association. 


Thomas  D.  Brown,  M.  D. — Prominent  in  professional  circles  through¬ 
out  St.  Lawrence  County,  Doctor  Brown  has  an  extensive  practice  in 
Ogdensburg,  where  his  work  is  limited  to  the  treatment  of  the  eye,  ear, 
nose  and  throat.  He  has  offices  at  514  Crescent  Street,  and  has  been 
located  in  this  city  for  16  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Hepburn 
Hospital,  and  is  identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State, 
and  American  Medical  Associations.  Doctor  Brown  was  born  at  Lisbon, 
St.  Lawrence  County,  June  20,  1873,  the  son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Dowd) 
Brown. 

John  Brown  was  a  native  of  Ireland  and  died  in  Ogdensburg  in  1921. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Lisbon,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1925.  Mr.  Brown  emi¬ 
grated  to  the  United  States  when  ten  years  of  age  and  throughout  his 
life  was  interested  in  farming.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  the  following  chil¬ 
dren  were  born:  1.  Thomas  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  John,  law¬ 
yer,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  3.  Mary  Murphy,  lives  at  Ogdensburg. 

Edgar,  who  lives 
on  the  old  homestead  near  Lisbon.  6.  Daniel,  dairyman,  lives  at  Ogdens¬ 
burg. 
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Thomas  D.  Brown  attended  the  district  schools  of  Lisbon,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  spent  his  boyhood,  and  in  1893  graduated  from  Ogdensburg  Free 
Academy.  In  1895  he  entered  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York,  from  which 
he  received  a  degree  in  medicine  in  1898.  Doctor  Brown  then  studied 
for  two  years  at  Fordham  Hospital,  and  from  1900  until  1914  success¬ 
fully  engaged  in  practice  in  New  York  City.  During  that  time  he  served 
on  the  hospital  staff  at  Bronx  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  New  York 
Post-Graduate  Hospital.  Since  1915  he  has  practiced  in  Ogdensburg. 

In  1904  Doctor  Brown  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mabel  C. 
Owens,  of  New  York  City,  the  daughter  of  Patrick  and  Emma  (LePage) 
Owens.  The  former  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1917.  The 
latter,  a  native  of  Guernsey  Isle,  England,  died  in  1921.  To  Thomas  D. 
and  Mabel  C.  (Owens)  Brown  have  been  born  four  daughters:  1.  Mabel 
M.,  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  New  Rochelle  Col¬ 
lege,  now  a  teacher  in  the  Ogdensburg  public  schools.  2.  Ruth  Patricia, 
a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  New 
York  City.  She  is  now  night  supervisor  in  the  surgery  of  Mt.  Sinai  Hos¬ 
pital.  3.  M.  Rita,  a  graduate  of  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  attends  New  Rochelle 
College.  4.  Grace  M.,  attends  St.  Mary’s  grade  schools. 

Doctor  Brown  is  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  belongs  to  the 
Knights  of  Columbus.  In  January,  1932,  he  was  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Ogdensburg.  His  wife  is  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Women’s 
City  Club,  Newman  Literary  Club,  and  is  past  president  of  the  Northern 
New  York  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs.  She  was  also  one  of  the  found¬ 
ers  of  the  Ogdensburg  Girl  Scout  Camp  and  is  commissioner  of  the  local 
council. 


Charles  O.  R.  Bell,  retired,  has  been  for  many  years  a  leading  figure 
in  the  business  life  of  Ogdensburg,  where  he  was  president  of  Bill-Bell  & 
Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  a  son  of  George  R.  and  Ellen  E. 
(Howe)  Bell. 

His  father  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  and  was  brought  to  this  country  in 
early  infancy  by  his  parents,  who  were  on  their  way  to  Chicago,  but  on 
account  of  illness  of  his  grandfather  stopped  at  Prescott,  Ontario,  for  a 
short  time.  They  were  induced  by  Mr.  George  Parrish  to  come  to  Ogdens¬ 
burg  to  locate.  There  grandfather  established  a  jewelry  business  in  that 
city  in  1818,  which  was  successfully  conducted  by  members  of  the  family 
for  96  years.  Upon  the  death  of  George  R.  Bell  in  1894  it  was  continued 
by  the  son,  John  E.  Bell,  until  1914  when  it  was  sold,  and  is  still  in  ex¬ 
istence.  The  Bells  in  Scotland  had  extensive  shipbuilding  interests  for 
many  years.  He  had  two  brothers,  John  E.,  who  died  in  1913,  and  Dr. 
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Willard  M.,  who  died  in  1920.  The  latter  was  widely  known  in  the  North 
Country  as  an  eye,  ear  and  throat  specialist. 

Charles  0.  R.  Bell  has  always  lived  in  Ogdensburg.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  and  at  the  age  of  18  years  became  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  jewelry  business.  In  1884,  however,  he  entered  the  flour 
milling  business  conducted  by  Rodee  &  Bill.  After  seven  years  as  ship¬ 
ping  clerk,  traveling  representative,  and  accountant,  he  entered  the  firm 
and  the  name  was  changed  to  Rodee,  Bill  &  Company.  He  continued  in 
this  business  for  a  period  of  47  years,  when  the  milling  plant  and  water 
power  was  sold  to  the  Niagara  Hudson  Company.  He  served  as  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  30  years  and  succeeded  James  R.  Bill  as  president  in  1928.  Mr. 
Bell  was  also  president  of  the  Maple  City  Milling  Company  and  president 
of  the  Seymour  House  Corporation. 

In  1890  Mr.  Bell  married  Miss  Lucy  M.  Easton  of  Fargo,  N.  D. 

Mr.  Bell  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  served  12  years  on  the  board 
of  education.  He  was  secretary  and  treasurer  for  many  years  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  still  trustee  of  that  organization.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Ogdensburg  Country  Club,  of  which  he  served 
as  secretary  and  treasurer  for  the  first  four  years.  He  is  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason  and  member  of  the  Ogdensburg  Lodge  No.  128,  F.  &  A.  M.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Elks  Lodge.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Ogdensburg  and 
Century  Clubs.  He  served  many  years  as  director  of  the  National  Bank 
of  Ogdensburg  until  the  amalgamation  with  the  Ogdensburg  Bank,  and 
is  a  director  in  the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company. 

He  was  identified  for  30  years  with  the  Ogdensburg  Water  Power 
Property  as  Referee,  also  Commissioner  for  the  Improvement  of  the 
Oswegatchie  River  and  the  Hydraulic  Power  thereon. 


John  Bentley. — Few  citizens  of  Ogdensburg  are  better  known  than 
John  Bentley,  who  has  served  as  postmaster  for  the  past  ten  years,  and 
he  has  been  identified  with  the  local  post  office  since  1898.  He  was  born 
at  Lisbon,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Sept.  23,  1873,  the  son  of  William  H. 
and  Helen  (McBride)  Bentley. 

William  H.  Bentley  was  born  at  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was 
a  native  of  Lisbon.  He  was  employed  by  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain  Railroad  throughout  his  entire  life  and  for  many  years  was  station 
agent  at  Lisbon.  He  was  a  Republican,  held  membership  in  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
Mr.  Bentley  died  April  29,  1929,  and  his  wife  died  June  6,  1926.  Both 
are  buried  in  Lisbon.  Their  children  were:  1.  John,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Lela  A.,  a  teacher,  lives  at  Buffalo. 
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John  Bentley  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg.  He  was  employed  by  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Champlain  Rail¬ 
road  from  1891  until  1897  and  retired  as  locomotive  engineer.  During 
the  following  year  he  entered  the  government  mail  service  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  carrier  in  Ogdensburg.  He  served  as  mail  carrier  for  23  years  and 
was  appointed  postmaster  in  1921. 

Mr.  Bentley  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 


John  R.  Tidd. — As  branch  manager  for  the  International  Harvester 
Company  of  America,  with  headquarters  in  Ogdensburg,  Mr.  Tidd  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  able  young  business  executives  of  St.  Lawrence 
County  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Scipio, 
Cayuga  County,  N.  Y.,  July  18,  1891,  the  son  of  Adelbert  R.  and  Alice 
(Woodburn)  Tidd. 

Adelbert  R.  Tidd  is  a  native  of  Pennsylvania  and  is  a  well  known 
resident  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.  He  spent  25  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Harvester  Company  of  America  and  in  1924  was  retired  by  that 
concern.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church,  as  does  his  wife, 
who  is  a  native  of  New  York.  Their  children  are:  1.  Harry  A.,  a  teacher 
of  music,  lives  at  Auburn.  2.  Bessie  M.  Koon,  lives  at  Syracuse.  3.  John 
R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Bert  R.,  lives  at  Auburn. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Auburn,  John  R.  Tidd 
entered  the  employ  of  the  International  Harvester  Company  of  America. 
After  a  short  period  he  gave  up  his  work  and  became  a  student  at  Cazen- 
ovia  Seminary.  Following  his  graduation  from  that  institution  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  former  employment  and  after  one  year  went  with  the 
Thatcher  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  being  identified  with 
their  accounting  department  for  three  years.  He  then  went  with  Main- 
Squires  &  Company,  public  accountants,  New  York  City,  with  whom  he 
remained  for  one  year.  On  Oct.  1,  1916,  he  again  became  associated  with 
the  International  Harvester  Company  as  assistant  traveling  auditor,  with 
headquarters  at  Auburn.  In  December,  1917,  he  was  transferred  to  the

U.  S.  Army  for  service  in  the  Wbrld  Wfir.  He  was  stationed  at  Cornell 
University  with  Section  B,  Student  Army  Training  Corps,  and  later  went 
to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  was  attached  to  the  offices  of  the  engi¬ 
neering  department  under  General  Goethial.  After  his  discharge  on  Dec. 
18,  1918,  Mr.  Tidd  returned  to  Detroit,  where  he  remained  until  Sept.  19, 
1921.  At  that  time  he  was  transferred  to  Ogdensburg  as  office  manager 
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of  this  branch  office,  and  in  1925  he  was  promoted  to  salesman  and  trav¬ 
eled  out  of  the  Ogdensburg  office  until  Feb.  1,  1926.  Mr.  Tidd  became 
assistant  manager  and  on  Nov.  1,  1930,  assumed  his  present  duties  as 
branch  manager.

James  H.  Quinn  holds  a  leading  position  in  the  business  life  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  being  identified  with  the  Carthage  Pulp  and  Board  Company 
as  vice  president  and  general  manager.  He  was  born  at  Rock  City  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  March  9,  1870,  the  son  of  James  and  Julia  (McDermott)  Quinn. 

James  Quinn  was  a  native  of  County  Armagh,  Ireland,  and  his  wife 
was  born  in  County  Limerick.  As  children  they  were  brought  to  this 
country  by  their  respective  parents,  both  families  having  settled  at 
Kingston,  N.  Y.  After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Quinn  located  at  Rock 
City  Falls,  where  he  spent  many  years  as  a  paper  maker.

After  his  graduation  from  Ballston  Spa  High  School  in  1888,  James  H. 
Quinn  became  interested  in  the  paper  manufacturing  business  in  the 
employ  of  the  Kilmer  Paper  Company.  In  1892  he  became  a  machinist  in 
the  plant  of  the  Globe  Paper  Company  at  Brownville  and  subsequently 
was  superintendent  of  the  wood  division  of  the  Dexter  Pulp  and  Sulphite 
Company  at  Dexter;  superintendent  of  the  Eagle  Wrapper  Company,  at 
Ballston  Spa;  and  superintendent  of  the  board  mill  Hind  &  Dauch  Com¬ 
pany,  at  Watertown.

He 
also  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Melvin  J.  Stearns,  M.  D. — One  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the 
North  Country,  Dr.  Stearns  has  practiced  his  profession  in  Ogdensburg 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  is  a  well  known  specialist  in  the  treatment  of 
the  ear,  nose  and  throat.  He  was  born  at  Massena  Center,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  15, 
1883,  the  son  of  George  D.  and  Agnes  K.  (Kinney)  Steams. 

George  D.  Stearns  was  a  native  of  Massena  Center,  and  died  at  Brush- 
ton,  N.  Y.,  in  1896.  His  wife  died  in  January,  1929.  Both  were  members 
of  pioneer  families  in  this  section  of  the  state,  who  had  come  here  from 
Vermont.  Mr.  Stearns  was  a  graduate  of  Lawrenceville  Academy  and 
became  a  minister  of  the  Adventist  Church.  He  went  to  Trinidad,  West 
Indies,  in  1892  as  a  missionary,  and  took  with  him  his  family.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  however,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  for  a  time 
lived  at  Brushton,  Franklin  County.

After  his  graduation  from  Massena  High  School  in  1901,  Melvin  J. 
Stearns  spent  two  years  in  graduate  study.  He  then  entered  the  New 
York  Homeopathic  Medical  College,  from  which  he  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1907.  After  a  year  as  interne  in  the  Cumber¬ 
land  Street  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Dr.  Stearns  located  in  general  prac¬ 
tice  at  Ogdensburg.

Dr.  Stearns  was 
married  (second)  to  Miss  Clara  Williams,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Samuel  C.  and  Elizabeth  (Starnaman)  Williams.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Williams  were  born  in  Ontario.  He  died  in  1930  and  his  widow  resides  in 
Ogdensburg.  To  Dr.  Melvin  J.  and  Clara  (Williams)  Stearns  has  been 
born  a  son,  Colby  Starnaman,  born  Dec.  20,  1921. 

Dr.  Stearns  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  Ogdensburg  Country 
Club,  and  Pontiac  Game  Club  of  Quebec.  He  is  affiliated  with  Ogdens¬ 
burg  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  Chapter  and  Commandery,  and  belongs  to  the 
Alhambra  Shrine. 


John  F.  Skelly,  president  of  John  F.  Skelly,  Inc.,  plumbing  and  heating 
contractors,  of  Ogdensburg,  was  born  in  this  city,  Dec.  23,  1899,  the  son 
of  Thomas  F.  and  Georgiana  (Robinson)  Skelly. 

Thomas  F.  Skelly,  deceased,  was  a  highly  esteemed  business  man  of 
Ogdensburg  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Colton,  N.  Y.,  and  as  a 
youth  came  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he  became  successful  as  a  plumbing 
and  heating  contractor.  In  1901  he  became  associated  with  James  Mc¬ 
Coy,  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  McCoy  &  Skelly,  and  later  Mr.  Skelly 
purchased  his  partner’s  interest  and  conducted  the  business  alone  until 
his  death  in  1927.  His  wife  was  born  at  Prescott,  Ontario,  and  died  in 
January,  1929.  Mr.  Skelly  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  chairman  of 
the  board  of  public  works  in  Ogdensburg  for  ten  years.  He  and  his 
family  were  members  of  the  Catholic  Church.  There  were  five  children 
in  the  Skelly  family:  1.

John  F.  Skelly  grew  up  in  Ogdensburg  and  attended  St.  Mary’s  High 
School.  He  also  was  graduated  from  Springfield  (Mass.)  School  of  Tech- 
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nology,  and  then  spent  seven  years  as  plumbing  and  heating  engineer 
for  F.  C.  McClean  at  Springfield,  Mass.  For  seven  years  he  was  located 
at  Waterbury,  Conn.,  as  a  plumbing  and  heating  engineer  for  M.  J.  Daly 
and  Son,  and  in  January,  1924,  Mr.  Skelly  returned  to  Ogdensburg  to 
establish  his  present  business.  He  purchased  the  building  in  June,  1930, 
and  the  firm  was  incorporated  in  1931,  with  Mr.  Skelly  as  president, 
Jeremiah  Murphy  as  vice  president,  and  Fred  Gamacke  as  treasurer.

Mr.  Skelly  is  the  owner  of  a  stock  farm  of  400  acres  near  Prescott, 
Ontario,  where  he  raises  pure  bred  Ayershire  cattle. 


William  D.  Ingram.— Holding  high  rank  in  legal  circles  in  St.  Lawrence 
County,  William  D.  Ingram,  of  Ogdensburg,  has  capably  filled  the  office 
of  district  attorney  since  1914.  He  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  Nov.  16, 
1886,  the  son  of  James  J.  and  Elizabeth  N.  (Merritt)  Ingram. 

James  J.  Ingram,  who  died  in  1913,  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg,  where 
he  spent  his  entire  life.  He  was  identified  with  the  Western  Union  Tele¬ 
graph  Company  as  manager  of  the  Ogdensburg  office  for  many  years. 
His  wife  died  in  1923.  She  was  a  native  of  Buffalo.  Their  children  were:

Mr.  Ingram  was 
a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

The  early  education  of  William  D.  Ingram  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Ogdensburg  and  he  attended  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He 
studied  law  in  the  offices  of  Waterman  &  Waterman,  before  entering 
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Albany  Law  School.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1908  and  in  that 
year  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Until  1920  he  was  associated  with  Thomas

Mr.  Ingram  is  a  Republican.  During  1911-12  and  1913-14  he  was 
supervisor  of  the  First  Ward,  being  the  first  Republican  elected  to  that 
office  in  15  years.  In  1914  he  was  appointed  assistant  district  attorney 
for  a  three-year  term  under  County  Judge  Dolan.  He  was  reappointed  to 
the  latter  office  in  1918  and  was  elected  district  attorney  in  1920.  He  is 
now  serving  his  fourth  term. 

Mr.  Ingram  is  a  prominent  member  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  Acacia  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  705,  Past  Master. 
He  was  master  of  this  lodge  at  the  age  of  21  years,  being  the  youngest 
ever  to  hold  that  office  in  the  State  of  New  York.

Cecil  M.  Brownlow,  who  is  manager  of  Foster  &  Adams,  brokers,  is 
among  Ogdensburg’s  progresive  and  successful  business  men.  He  was 
born  in  this  city,  June  18,  1883,  the  son  of  Dr.  John  H.  and  Elsie  (Judson) 
Brownlow. 

Dr.  John  H.  Brownlow  was  a  native  of  Quebec.  He  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1862  and  during  the  Civil  War  served  as  a  surgeon  in 
Herwood  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C.  He  practiced  medicine  at  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  Pa.,  from  1865  until  1870,  and  then  located  in  Ogdensburg.  He 
died  in  this  city  in  1899.  Dr.  Brownlow  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
His  widow  was  born  in  Ogdensburg.  Their  children  were:  1.  Harry, 
who  died  in  infancy.  2.  Cecil  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  John  H., 
a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Cecil  M.  Brownlow  received  his  education  at  Ogdensburg  and  attended 
St.  John’s  School  at  Manlius,  N.  Y.  He  was  graduated  in  1904  from 
Philip  Exeter  Academy,  and  upon  his  return  to  Ogdensburg  spent  four 
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years  as  secretary  of  the  Arnold  Brewing  Company.  He  became  interested 
in  the  automobile  busines  in  this  city  and  until  1912  had  the  agency  for 
the  Oldsmobile,  Packard,  Chalmers,  and  Hudson  cars  successively.  He 
then  became  sales  manager  for  the  McLaughlin  Motor  Car  Company  in 
the  Province  of  Saskatchewan.  He  was  appointed  district  sales  manager 
of  the  automobile  division  of  the  American  Locomotive  Company  at  Win¬ 
nipeg,  Canada,  during  1914-15.  He  then  became  chief  inspector  of  motor 
vehicles  for  the  State  of  New  York,  with  headquarters  in  Albany.  His 
next  position  was  with  the  St.  Lawrence  Metal  Products  Corporation. 
In  1917  he  entered  the  service  of  the  war  department,  Bureau  of  Aircraft 
Production,  and  was  stationed  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  as  an  inspector  of  airplane 
motors.  He  served  in  that  capacity  for  two  years  and  upon  his  return  to 
Ogdensburg  again  became  one  of  the  city’s  leading  automobile  dealers, 
being  agent  for  the  Lincoln  and  Packard  cars.  Since  1929  he  has  been 
manager  of  the  office  of  Foster  &  Adams,  314  State  Street. 

Mr.  Brownlow  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Elks  Lodge,  Century  Club,  and  Ogdens¬ 
burg  Country  Club. 

Mr.  Brownlow  is  the  owner  of  “Nirvana  Island”  in  Chippewa  Bay.  It 
contains  32  acres  and  was  formerly  owned  by  his  father,  who  it  is  claimed 
conceived  the  idea  of  owning  islands  for  summer  home  sites  in  the  St.

Richard  J.  Bowers  has  been  established  in  business  at  Ogdensburg  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  is  identified  with  the  firm  of  R.  J. 
Bowers  and  McRae,  monumental  works,  800  State  Street.  Mr.  Bowers 
was  born  at  Brockville,  Ont.,  March  9,  1873,  the  son  of  Allen  and  Chloe 
(Sherman)  Bowers. 

Allen  Bowers,  who  died  in  1902,  was  born  at  Brockville.  He  spent 
his  entire  life  there  as  a  stone  mason  and  carpenter.  He  died  in  1902 
and  his  wife,  also  born  at  Brockville,  died  in  1917.  The  father  of  Allen 
Bowers  was  William  Bowers.  He  was  born  on  an  English  ship  enroute 
to  America,  and  he  became  one  of  the  well  known  citizens  of  Oswego 
County.  He  served  as  a  drummer  in  the  English  army  during  the  War 

of  1812. 

To  Allen  and  Chloe  (Sherman)  Bowers  were  born  the  following  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Hiram  James,  who  died  in  1885.  2.  Mrs.  Rachel  Henderson,

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Ogdensburg  for  25  years.  He  had  retired  in  1919.  He  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  city  council  and  as  alderman,  and  was  prominent  in  Masonic 
circles.  5.  Sidney,  lives  at  Omar,  N.  Y.  6.  S.  A.,  who  died  in  March, 
1931.  7.  Mrs.  Margaret  Yetts,  lives  at  Ottawa.  8.  Richard  J.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  9.  Mrs.  Ida  Trumbull,  lives  at  Palmyra,  N.  Y.  10. 

Fred  M.,  lives  at  Spring- 
field,  Ohio.  He  has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  International  Harvester 
Company  for  30  years. 

The  boyhood  of  Richard  J.  Bowers  was  spent  at  Brockville  where  he 
received  his  early  schooling.  He  also  studied  at  the  International  Cor¬ 
respondence  School.  At  the  age  of  21  years  he  entered  the  offices  of  the 
Ottawa  Gas  Company,  and  in  1898  was  sent  to  Montreal  in  charge  of  an 
office  for  the  Montreal  Gas  Company.  For  a  time  Mr.  Bowers  was  located 
in  Northern  Alberta,  Canada,  as  engineer  for  a  dredging  company  on  the 
Saskatchewan  River.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1905  and  at  that  time 
engaged  in  business  with  his  brother  at  Ford  and  Caroline  streets,  the 
present  location  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Utilities  Corporation.

Inkerman  and  Nell  (Cordick)  Gill,  of  Prescott,  Ont.  Both  are  deceased. 
A  daughter,  Cora  M.,  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bowers  in  1898.  She 
married  Edgar  Calvert  and  they  have  two  children,  Millicent  Sherman 
and  John.  They  live  at  Ottawa,  Ont.  Mr.  Bowers  was  married  (second) 
in  1908  to  Miss  Cora  Belle  Cline,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  William 
and  Laura  Cline.  Both  are  deceased.  To  the  latter  marriage  has  been 
born  a  daughter,  Velma  Elizabeth,  born  in  1910.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  Barnard  College,  class  of  1932. 

Mr.  Bowers  is  a  Republican  and  in  1930  was  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  supervisor,  being  defeated  by  Charles  Hand  by  only  six  votes.  He 
holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church  of  which  he  is  a  trustee,  and 
Sunday  School  teacher.  He  is  also  interested  in  missionary  work.  He 
was  identified  with  the  Boy  Scout  Camp  of  Ogdensburg,  with  which  he 
served  as  master  for  ten  years. 
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Franklin  R.  Little. — As  secretary-treasurer  and  publisher  of  the  Og- 
densburg  Republican-Journal,  Franklin  R.  Little  is  considered  a  leading 
newspaper  man  and  influential  figure  in  the  North  Country.  He  was  born 
at  Canon  City,  Colo.,  Sept.  10,  1900,  the  son  of  Dr.  W.  T.  and  Florence 
(Rockafellow)  Little. 

Dr.  W.  T.  Little  is  a  native  of  Berwick,  Pa.  He  is  now  in  charge  of 
the  Government  Hospital  for  tubercular  veterans  at  San  Fernando,  Calif. 
Dr.  Little  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  is  a  widely 
known  specialist  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  diseases  of  the 
chest.  He  has  practiced  at  Canon  City,  Colo.,  and  during  the  World  War 
held  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  being  in 
charge  of  examining  boards  of  specialists  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas;  Fort  Sill, 
Okla.,  and  assistant  chief  of  staff  of  School  of  Physical  Diagnosis  at  New 
Haven,  Conn.  He  also  served  as  chief  of  staff  at  General  Hospital,  No.  21, 
Denver,  Colo.,  maintained  for  tubercular  patients.  Dr.  Little  is  also  a 
former  president  of  the  Colorado  State  Medical  Society.  His  wife  was 
born  at  Canon  City,  Colo.,  the  daughter  of  Capt.  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Rocka¬ 
fellow,  early  pioneer  settlers  in  what  later  became  the  State  of  Colorado. 
Captain  Rockafellow  was  one  of  the  leading  figures  in  the  political  and 
business  life  of  early  Colorado.  He  was  a  second  cousin  of  John  D.  Rocke¬ 
feller,  Sr.  They  live  at  San  Fernando.  Their  sons  are:  1.  Franklin  R., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Wilbur  T.,  Jr.,  lives  at  Canon  City. 

The  early  education  of  Franklin  R.  Little  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Canon  City.  He  spent  one  year  at  Colorado  College,  Colorado 
Springs,  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  Princeton  Uni¬ 
versity,  graduating  with  the  class  of  1922.  He  began  his  newspaper 
career  in  the  advertising  field  and  was  identified  with  the  Colorado  Springs 
Gazette  as  advertising  solicitor,  later  serving  in  the  same  capacity  on  the 
Colorado  Springs  Gazette  and  Telegraph.  He  then  became  assistant  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Williamsport  Sun,  Williamsport,  Pa.,  and  later  was  advertising 
manager.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  several  years  ago  as  treasurer  and 
publisher  of  the  Ogdensburg  Republican- Journal.  He  is  associated  in  this 
enterprise  with  Frank  E.  Gannett. 

Mr.  Little  was  married  on  June  20,  1921,  to  Miss  Janet  G.  Pennoyer,  of 
Chicago,  the  daughter  of  George  Milton  and  Janet  (Dunlop)  Pennoyer. 
Both  were  born  in  Chicago.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives 
at  24  East  San  Rafael  Street,  Colorado  Springs.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Little  have 
two  sons:  1.  Franklin  Pennoyer,  born  in  1922.  2.  George  Rockafellow, 

born  in  1925. 

Mr.  Little  is  an  independent  Republican.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  b  red- 
erick  Remington  Memorial,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Library  Board  of  Ogdensburg.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Episco- 
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pal  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Century  Club,  Ogdensburg  Country  Club, 
Princeton  Club  of  New  York,  Knights  of  Pythias,  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  and 
Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  128. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Little  was  attached  to  the  Western  Col¬ 
legiate  Unit  at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he 
was  attending  the  Fourth  Officers  Training  Camp  in  San  Francisco  and 
had  qualified  for  a  commission  as  lientenant  of  infantry  when  the  Armis¬ 
tice  was  signed. 


Orrin  P.  Joslin,  M.  D. — A  physician  and  surgeon  of  exceptional  quali¬ 
fications,  Dr.  Joslin,  of  Carthage,  is  widely  known  throughout  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Champion,  Jefferson  County,  Dec.  31,  1876,  the 
son  of  Francis  Eugene  and  Mary  F.  (Wise)  Joslin. 

Francis  Eugene  Joslin,  also  born  at  Champion,  was  the  son  of  Philander 
and  Philanda  (VanDusen)  Joslin,  the  former  a  native  of  Connecticut  and 
the  latter  of  Mohawk  Valley,  N.  Y.  Philander  Joslin  was  well  known  as  a 
shoe  manufacturer  in  the  town  of  Champion,  being  among  the  first  settlers 
of  Jefferson  County.  His  wife’s  brother,  Abraham  VanDusen,  served  in 
the  War  of  1812.  Francis  E.  Joslin,  who  died  in  1930,  was  a  school  teacher 
in  early  life  and  in  1878  removed  to  Watertown,  where  he  was  a  foreman 
in  the  shops  of  the  J.  B.  Wise  Manufacturing  Company,  for  25  years.  At 
the  time  of  his  retirement  he  located  on  a  small  farm,  on  the  outskirts  of 
Watertown.  His  wife,  born  at  Brantford,  Conn.,  died  in  1928.  Both  are 
buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Their  children  were:  1.  Orrin 
P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Charles,  who  lives  on  the  family 
homestead. 

Orrin  P.  Joslin  attended  the  Watertown  public  schools  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1895.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  and  in 
1899  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  Bellevue  Hospital 
Medical  College,  New  York  City.  The  following  year  was  spent  in  grad¬ 
uate  study  at  the  Chicago  Post  Graduate  School,  and  in  June,  1900,  Dr. 
Joslin  established  a  private  practice  at  Great  Bend,  N.  Y.  He  remained 
there  until  1925,  when  he  removed  to  his  present  location  in  Carthage. 
He  is  Past  President  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  and  belongs 
to  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society. 

In  1901  Dr.  Joslin  married  Miss  Harriet  Allen,  who  died  in  1904.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Mary  (Smith)  Allen,  who  were  natives  of 
Jefferson  County,  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  The  father 
of  Mary  (Smith)  Allen  was  among  the  very  early  settlers  of  Perch  River, 
where  he  was  well  known  as  a  general  merchant  for  many  years.  To 
Orrin  P.  and  Harriet  (Allen)  Joslin  were  born  two  children:  1.  Frances 
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Eric,  who  is  a  student  at  Albany  Medical  College.  He  married  Miss 
Alfreda  Eastman.  2.  Harriet  Elizabeth,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal 
College  and  Albany  Normal  College.  She  is  now  a  teacher  on  Long  Island. 
Dr.  Joslin  was  married  (second)  in  1905  to  Miss  Eda  A.  Webster,  who  died 
in  1923.  She  is  buried  at  Lansdown,  Ontario.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Anna  Webster.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  resides 
in  Toronto. 

Dr.  Joslin  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Carlowden  Country  Club.  He 
is  a  member  of  Black  River  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  821;  Central  City 
Consistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Media  Temple. 


Frank  Addison  Augsbury,  who  is  the  head  of  the  George  Hall  Com¬ 
panies  of  Ogdensburg  and  Montreal,  and  president  of  the  Algonquin  Paper 
Company,  one  of  Ogdensburg’s  leading  industries,  is  numbered  among  the 
great  industrial  leaders  of  the  North  Country,  and  is  outstanding  for  his 
ability,  business  acumen,  foresight  and  tireless  energy.  A  review  of  what 
he  has  accomplished  in  the  industrial  world  in  northern  New  York  and 
Canada  in  a  comparatively  brief  span  of  years,  how  he  has  risen  through 
his  own  ability  and  determination  to  so  prominent  a  position  in  the  world 
of  industry  and  commerce,  will  read  like  the  pages  of  fiction  and  romance. 
While  there  are  numerous  similar  cases  throughout  this  great  expanse  of 
country,  yet  those  which  compare  with  his  are  relatively  few. 

Mr.  Augsbury  was  born  at  Plessis,  N.  Y.,  March  3,  1865,  the  son  of 
Morgan  and  Minerva  (Shurtleff)  Augsbury.  His  ancestors  were  among 
the  early  settlers  of  northern  New  York,  of  rugged,  hardy  English  and 
German  lineage.  With  his  brother,  Willard  Shurtleff  Augsbury,  Mr. 
Augsbury  took  over  the  flour  mill  owned  by  his  father  in  Antwerp  in 
1896.  They  then  continued  their  Antwerp  interests  successfully  until 
1904,  when  they  were  disposed  of. 

Mr.  Augsbury  then  became  identified  with  the  DeGrasse  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  and  in  the  transportation  of  pulpwood  from  the  Province  of  Quebec 
by  that  company,  he  saw  great  possibilities  for  a  transportation  company 
doing  business  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  He  organized  a  company  of 
his  own  and  finally  became  identified  with  the  George  Hall  Company.  It 
was  not  long  before  that  company  began  to  grow  and  business  increased. 
Finally  he  secured  the  majority  stock  of  the  company,  reorganized  it  and 
made  the  company’s  fleet  of  boats  among  the  leaders  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
River.  So  powerful  did  the  concern  become  that  Mr.  Augsbury  was  able 
to  bring  about  a  merger  with  the  Playfair  Company.  The  two  companies 
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were  consolidated  and  after  doing  business  together  for  one  season,  it 
then  became  such  a  strong  competitor  of  the  Canada  Steamship  Lines, 
Ltd.,  that  the  latter  company  took  over  the  Playfair-Augsbury  Company, 
but  not  until  the  latter  had  cleared  up  several  millions. 

Following  the  disposal  of  his  transportation  company,  Mr.  Augsbury 
organized  another  transportation  company  with  headquarters  at  Mont¬ 
real  and  now  has  equipped  the  fleet  with  12  as  fine  freighters  as  ply  the 
St.  Lawrence.  They  were  built  in  England  and  cost  over  $200,000  each. 
In  addition  to  the  Hall  corporation  he  is  the  president  of  the  Algonquin 
Paper  Company,  which  employs  300  men. 

Thus  it  is  that  Frank  A.  Augsbury  has  become  a  captain  of  industry. 
From  a  young  man  whom  many  regarded  at  first  as  a  dreamer,  and  his 
plans  for  upbuilding  an  industry  more  or  less  precarious,  he  has  become 
a  leader  in  the  industrial  world,  one  of  the  real  big  business  men  of  New 
York.  Mr.  Augsbury  has  also  developed  the  old  match  factory  into  one 
of  the  important  industries  of  Ogdensburg,  which  others  had  tried  to  do 
but  failed.  He  has  brought  about  industrial  activity  in  the  city  and  the 
gaining  of  a  livelihood  for  hundreds  where  idleness  had  previously  reigned. 

On  Nov.  24,  1920,  Mr.  Augsbury  married  Miss  Bessie  Whisnant  Sterne, 
the  daughter  of  Charles  Rodney  and  Bessie  Victoria  (Whisnant)  Sterne. 
They  have  a  son,  Frand  Addison,  Jr.,  born  Sept.  4,  1924. 

Mr.  Augsbury  is  a  Republican,  and  is  affiliated  with  Antwerp  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  226;  Theresa  Chapter,  Watertown  Commandery  and  Media 
Temple. 

Mr.  Augsbury  is  also  vice  president  of  the  Ogdensburg  Bank  and  the 
St.  Lawrence  County  National  Bank. 


H.  J.  Hensby,  general  insurance,  is  one  of  the  best  known  business 
men  of  Ogdensburg.  He  was  born  at  Prescott,  Ont.,  Sept.  1,  1888,  the 
son  of  George  E.  and  Ella  C.  (Henderson)  Hensby. 

George  E.  Hensby  was  born  at  Lynn,  Ont.,  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of 
Ogdensburg.  He  came  to  this  city  in  1889,  and  until  his  retirement  in 
1924  he  was  identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital  as  master 
mechanic.  He  and  his  wife  still  live  in  this  city.  Mr.  Hensby  is  a  member 
of  the  Congregational  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge  and  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  There  were  three  children  in  the  Hensby 
family:  1.  H.  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Fanny  B.,  lives  at  Ogdens¬ 
burg.  3.  Mrs.  C.  J.  Kelleher,  lives  at  Chicago. 

H.  J.  Hensby  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy,  class  of 
1908.  He  spent  four  years  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Rail- 
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road  as  a  clerk  and  during  1913  was  identified  with  a  local  contracting 
firm.  He  then  became  interested  in  the  general  insurance  business  in 
Ogdensburg  and  since  1917  has  conducted  his  own  agency.  He  repre¬ 
sents  15  nationally  known  companies,  and  is  one  of  the  city’s  most  suc¬ 
cessful  agents.  He  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Ogdensburg  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Insurance  Agents,  and  vice  president  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County 
Insurance  Agents  Association. 

In  1919  Mr.  Hensby  married  Miss  Zaidee  B.  Maximer,  of  Gouverneur, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  C.  J.  and  Luella  (Storrin)  Maximer.  The  former 
died  in  1930  and  the  latter  in  1898.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hensby  have  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Martha  Jane,  born  in  1924. 

Mr.  Hensby  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  belongs  to 
the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  Ogdensburg  Country  Club. 
He  has  been  secretary  of  the  Rotary  Club  since  1924. 


J.  Franklin  Sharp,  of  Ogdensburg,  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the 
automobile  business  in  St.  Lawrence  County  for  many  years,  and  since 
1913  has  been  the  agent  in  Ogdensburg  for  the  Studebaker  automobile. 
He  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Oswegatchie,  near  Ogdensburg,  St.  Lawrence 


County,  May  9,  1876,  the  son  of  I.  A.  and  Louisa  (Kastner)  Sharp. 

I  A.  Sharp  lives  retired  in  Ogdensburg  and  is  87  years  of  age.  He  was 
born  in' the  town  of  Oswegatchie,  the  son  of  John  S.  Sharp,  also  a  native 
of  St.  Lawrence  County.  The  latter  was  a  pioneer  in  the  horse  and  cattle 
business  in  this  section  of  the  state.  He  drove  his  cattle  to  the  Albany 
markets.  He  died  at  the  age  of  91  years  and  was  survived  at  that  time 
by  three  sisters,  who  ranged  in  ages  from  85  to  96  years.  Their  mother 
lived  to  be  103  years.  I.  A.  Sharp  also  was  interested  in  the  cattle  busi¬ 
ness  until  his  retirement.  He  is  a  Democrat  and  holds  membership  in 
the  Congregational  Church.  His  wife  was  born  at  Morristown,  N.  Y., 
and  is  deceased.  Their  children  were:  1.  Anna,  died  at  the  age  of  seven 
years.  2.  J.  Franklin,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Anna  Louise  Merry, 

lives  at  Ogdensburg.  _  ,  ,  ,  . 

J.  Franklin  Sharp  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ogdensburg  and 

1896  went  to  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  where  he  spent  11  years  in  the  employ  o 
the  Osborne  Harvester  Machine  Company.  He  became  their  sales  man¬ 
ager  and  during  the  latter  few  years  was  in  charge  of  their  Northern 
New  York  territory  with  headquarters  in  Ogdensburg.  In  1908  Mr.  Sharp 
purchased  the  carriage  and  harness  business  of  E  B.  Capron,  located l  a 
113  Lake  Street.  At  the  same  time  he  became  interested  in  the  imple¬ 
ment  business  and  was  also  a  dealer  in  horses  and  cattle.  He  soon  be- 
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came  identified  with  the  automobile  business  and  in  1910  became  local 
Ford  representative.  Three  years  later  he  took  over  the  Studebaker 
Agency  in  Ogdensburg,  and  in  1915  severed  his  connection  with  the  Ford 
Motor  Car  Company.  Mr.  Sharp  purchased  the  busines  property  of  John 
Glass  at  104  Lake  Street  in  1916,  and  completely  remodeled  the  building. 
He  has  sold  4,800  automobiles  during  this  period,  and  at  the  present  time 
has  in  his  employ  22  people.  Mr.  Sharp  is  also  interested  in  agriculture 
and  own  2,000  acres  of  fine  farm  land  in  the  North  Country.  He  is  the 
owner  of  80  parcels  of  business  and  residential  property  in  the  City  of 
Ogdensburg. 

In  1902  Mr.  Sharp  married  Miss  Mabel  Bristol,  of  Ogdensburg,  the 
daughter  of  L.  M.  and  Maria  (McRorie)  Bristol.  The  former  was  born 
at  Depuyster,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1910.  The  latter  is  a  native  of  Lisbon 
and  resides  at  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sharp  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Sharp  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  has  held  the  offices  of 
mayor  pro  tern  and  alderman.  He  is  an  active  supporter  of  the  Congre¬ 
gational  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias, 
and  Century  Club.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Ogdensburg  Cemetery  Association. 


James  J.  Doyle  has  for  over  40  years  been  identified  with  the  business 
life  of  Ogdensburg,  where  he  is  well  known  as  a  painting  and  decorating 
contractor,  his  place  of  business  being  located  at  355  Crescent  Street. 
He  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  the  son  of  James  and  Bridget  (Nutterville) 
Doyle. 

James  Doyle,  deceased,  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  As  a  child  he  was 
brought  to  the  United  States  and  his  family  located  in  Ogdensburg.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  and  served  as  a  musician.  He  was  the 
founder  of  the  Ogdensburg  City  Band  and  was  well  known  as  a  composer 
of  music.  Mr.  Doyle  died  in  1879  and  his  wife,  born  in  Ontario,  died  in 
1916.  Both  are  buried  in  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Doyle  was  a  Democrat.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Doyle  were  born  five  children:  1.  John  M.,  who  died  in 
1927.  2.  W.  J.,  contractor,  lives  at  New  Orleans,  La.  3.  James  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Mrs.  Minnie  McCarthy,  lives  at  Ogdensburg. 
5.  Lucy  Stevenson,  who  died  in  1920. 

James  J.  Doyle  has  always  lived  in  Ogdensburg.  He  attended  the 
St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  at  an  early  age  became  a  painting  contractor. 
He  was  located  on  State  Street  until  1923  at  which  time  he  removed  to 
his  present  location.  Mr.  Doyle  is  not  only  well  known  as  a  painting  and 
decorating  contractor  but  also  handles  house  furnishings  and  wall  papers. 
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Since  1917  he  has  also  been  a  building  contractor  and  owns  a  planing 
mill  and  lumber  yard  at  1235  Pickering  Street,  the  latter  being  success¬ 
fully  managed  by  his  son,  Arthur  J.  Doyle. 

On  Nov.  28,  1901,  Mr.  Doyle  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Rose 
V.  McNally,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Arthur  and  Ann  (Murphy) 
McNally,  natives  of  Ireland.  Both  are  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Doyle 
have  been  born  six  children:  1.  James,  born  in  1904,  died  in  1924.  2. 
Arthur  J.,  born  in  1905,  unmarried,  lives  at  home.  3.  John  T.,  born  in 
1907,  identified  with  the  advertising  department  of  the  Ogdensburg 
“Advance/’  4.

Mr.  Doyle  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Control.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  B.  P.  O.  Elks. 


Robert  S.  Waterman,  prominent  in  legal  circles  in  St.  Lawrence  County, 
is  a  representative  citizen  of  Ogdensburg.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  April 
16,  1879,  the  son  of  Robert  E.  and  Lois  S.  (Blodgett)  Waterman. 

Robert  E.  Waterman  is  a  native  of  Ogdensburg  born  in  1850.  He 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  St.  Lawrence  University  in 
1872,  and  then  studied  law  in  the  office  of  his  uncle,  Joseph  McNaughton, 
of  Ogdensburg.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1875  and  for  a  short  time 
practiced  law  in  New  York  City.  Upon  his  return  to  Ogdensburg  he 
became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  McNaughton  &  Waterman,  and  this 
partnership  continued  until  the  retirement  of  Mr.  McNaughton.  Although 
82  years  of  age  Mr.  Waterman  is  still  actively  engaged  in  practice. 
His  office  is  located  at  331  Ford  Street.  Mr.  Waterman  is  a  Democrat, 
and  for  many  years  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  For  many 
years  he  served  as  trustee  of  St.  Lawrence  University.  He  belongs  to 
Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  fraternities.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Universalist  Church.  Lois  S.  (Blodgett)  Waterman  died  in  1916  and  is 
buried  in  Ogdensburg.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waterman  were  born  three 
children:  1.  Robert  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Dr.  Chester,  physi¬ 
cian,  lives  at  Middletown,  Conn.  3.  Mary  Coats,  lives  at  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Robert  S.  Waterman  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  St.  Lawrence  University  m 
1901.  He  was  then  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy 
for  two  years.  He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  his  father  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1905.  He  has  since  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession 
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in  this  city.  Mr.  Waterman  is  serving  his  second  term  as  Special  Sur¬ 
rogate  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  has  been  corporation  counsel  for 
Ogdensburg  during  the  past  six  years  and  was  reappointed  in  1932.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War  he  was  appointed  Appeals  Attorney  during  the  selective 
service  draft  and  also  was  in  charge  of  recruiting  for  the  United  States 
Navy  in  Northern  New  York. 

In  1916  Mr.  Waterman  married  Miss  Hazel  A.  Hoyer,  of  Middleport, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  John  B.  and  Flora  (Baker)  Hoyer.  Both  were 
born  in  Middleport.  Dr.  Hoyer  died  in  1914  and  his  wife  died  in  1912. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waterman  have  no  children. 

Politically  Mr.  Waterman  is  a  Republican  and  he  has  been  active  as 
a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee  and  City  Committee,  hav¬ 
ing  served  as  chairman  of  the  latter.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  New 
York  State  Constitutional  Convention  in  1915,  representing  St.  Lawrence 
and  Franklin  Counties.  He  also  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  man¬ 
agers  of  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital  and  Ogdensburg  City  Hospital  and 
Orphan  Asylum. 

Mr.  Waterman  is  a  vestryman  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Ogdensburg  Country  Club,  New  York  State  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion  and  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 


Rev.  John  A.  Cotter. — One  of  the  prominent  figures  in  the  educational 
life  of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Father  John  A.  Cotter,  who  is  principal  of 
St.  Mary’s  Academy  in  Ogdensburg.  He  was  born  at  Ticonderoga,  Essex 
County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  10,  1894,  the  son  of  James  and  Catherine  (Quirk) 
Cotter. 

James  Cotter,  who  died  in  1928,  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County, 
born  at  Stockholm.  His  wife  was  born  in  Denver,  Colo.,  and  died  in  1902. 
He  was  a  machinist  by  trade  and  was  also  interested  in  general  farming. 
The  ancestors  of  James  Cotter  came  from  Ireland  and  the  original  home¬ 
stead  in  this  county  was  owned  by  members  of  this  family  until  1928, 
when  it  was  disposed  of.  The  grandmother  of  James  Cotter  lived  to  the 
age  of  112  years.  Four  children  were  born  to  James  and  Catherine 
(Quirk)  Cotter:  1.  John  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Gertrude, 
married  Judge  Timothy  J.  Ahern,  lives  at  Roxbury,  Mass.  3.  Frances, 
married  Leslie  Kelly,  lives  at  Rodman,  N.  Y.  4.  Kathryn,  lives  at  Brasher 
Falls,  N.  Y. 

The  early  life  of  John  A.  Cotter  was  spent  on  the  old  Cotter  home¬ 
stead  and  he  attended  St.  Joseph’s  Academy  at  Brasher  Falls,  from 
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which  he  was  graduated  in  1911.  After  his  graduation  from  Potsdam 
State  Normal  School  in  1913  he  entered  St.  Laurent  College  in  Montreal, 
later  taught  school  for  two  years,  and  in  1920  was  graduated  from  Grand 
Seminary,  Montreal,  being  ordained  to  the  priesthood  during  the  same 
year.  Father  Cotter  came  to  Ogdensburg  as  a  teacher  of  Latin  in  St. 
Mary’s  Academy,  and  two  years  later  received  the  appointment  as  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  institution. 

Father  Cotter  is  chaplain  of  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  having 
served  in  that  capacity  since  1920.  He  is  also  identified  with  the  Knights 
of  Columbus. 


Harry  J.  Johnson,  who  is  district  manager  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Telephone  Company,  is  one  of  the  representative  citizens  of  Ogdensburg 
where  he  was  born  Sept.  13,  1887.  He  is  the  son  of  Orman  U.  and  Jane 
E.  (Slavin)  Johnson. 

Orman  U.  Johnson  was  born  in  Vermont,  the  son  of  Orman  Johnson, 
who  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Ogdensburg.  The  family  came  to 
this  city  when  Orman  U.  Johnson  was  ten  years  of  age.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  here  and  at  an  early  age  entered  the  employ  of  the  Hall  &  Seymour 
Coal  &  Towing  Company,  as  a  ship  captain.  He  later  served  in  the  same 
capacity  with  the  George  Hall  Coal  Company.  He  met  with  an  accidental 
death  in  1911  and  is  buried  in  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Johnson  served  during 
the  Civil  War.  He  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson 
were  born  six  children:  1.  Mrs.  Hattie  L.  Sears,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  2. 
William,  who  died  in  1916.  3.  Mrs.  Henry  McConville,  lives  at  Ogdens¬ 
burg.  4.  Orman  U.,  lives  at  Prescott,  Ont.  5.  Mrs.  Henry  Delgard,  lives 
at  Ogdensburg.  6.  Harry  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Harry  J.  Johnson  attended  the  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  Buf¬ 
falo  Business  College.  His  first  position  was  as  solicitor  for  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  at  Ogdensburg,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for 
several  years.  He  was  then  connected  with  the  company’s  central  divi¬ 
sion  with  headquarters  in  Utica,  and  remained  there  for  several  years  as 
an  adjuster.  He  was  at  that  time  transferred  to  Syracuse  for  four  years 
after  which  he  resigned  and  lived  in  New  York  City.  On  Jan.  1,  1922, 
Mr.  Johnson  returned  to  Ogdensburg  as  district  manager  of  the  Northern 
New  York  Telephone  Company.  This  includes  Potsdam,  Massena,  Canton, 
Gouverneur,  Ogdensburg,  Alexandria  Bay,  and  Clayton.  Mr.  Johnson  is 
a  member  of  the  Independent  Pioneers  Telephone  Association. 

In  April,  1922,  Mr.  Johnson  married  Miss  Christine  Elizabeth  Brown, 
at  Brockville,  Ont.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Emma  Jean 
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(Booth)  Brown.  Mr.  Brown  died  in  1923  and  his  wife  died  in  1921.  They 
are  buried  at  Brockville.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson  have  three  sons:  1. 
Booth  W.,  born  June  1,  1923.  2.  Morgan  J.,  born  June  1,  1926.  3.  Rich¬ 
ard  Hoover,  born  in  April,  1928. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Rotary  Club, 
and  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  705.  He  has  a  camp  on  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  six  miles  from  Ogdensburg,  and  spends  much  of  his 
leisure  time  in  hunting  and  fishing. 


George  A.  Lance,  who  died  in  Watertown  on  March  31,  1931,  was 
recognized  as  a  leading  figure  in  industrial  circles  and  occupied  a  promi¬ 
nent  place  in  the  civic  and  social  life  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Little 
Falls,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  4,  1850,  the  son  of  Albert  and  Emeline 
(Angel)  Lance. 

George  A.  Lance  entered  the  business  world  at  the  age  of  12  years, 
when  he  became  a  telegraph  operator.  For  nine  years  he  served  in  that 
capacity  at  the  Buffalo  Western  Union  office,  and  in  1870  came  to  Water- 
town,  where  he  was  identified  with  the  Western  Union  offices  as  an  opera¬ 
tor.  His  removal  to  this  city  was  occasioned  by  the  illness  of  a  brother, 
Anson  Lance,  who  was  identified  with  the  Hotel  Woodruff,  and  who  died 
in  1871.  In  1873  Mr.  Lance  entered  the  employ  of  Gilderoy  Lord,  manu¬ 
facturers  of  the  Lord  Steel  Plow,  and  twenty  years  later  Mr.  Lance  pur¬ 
chased  the  business.  When  he  first  entered  the  employ  of  Mr.  Lord  he 
remained  there  until  1882,  when  he  went  into  the  woolen  yarn  business  and 
carried  on  this  business  for  twelve  years.  In  1894  Mr.  Lance,  with  the 
late  D.  L.  Cornwall,  purchased  the  machine  shop  of  the  estate  of  the  late 
Gilderoy  Lord,  and  in  1896  Mr.  Lance  bought  Mr.  Cornwall’s  interest  in 
the  firm,  and  continued  the  business  alone. 

The  George  Lance  Foundry  on  Mill  Street  is  one  of  the  oldest  shops 
in  this  section.  In  1855  it  was  one  of  the  largest  plow  making  concerns 
in  the  country,  and  did  an  extensive  business  which  placed  its  products  in 
the  fields  of  every  state  in  the  country.  The  foundry  now  makes  plows, 
power  pumps,  gasoline  engines  and  various  other  devices  in  addition  to 
a  general  foundry,  machine  and  welding  business. 

During  Mr.  Lance’s  business  career  in  Watertown  he  saw  the  iron  and 
steel  business  practically  revolutionized. 

In  1873  Mr.  Lance  bought  an  island  in  the  Thousand  Islands,  where  he 
built  a  summer  home.  The  island  is  known  as  Island  Mary,  and  is  located 
a  few  miles  northeast  of  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.,  in  the  main  channel.  He 
also  had  a  summer  home  at  Chaumont,  N.  Y. 


GEORGE  A.  LANCE 
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Mr.  Lance  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  Company  C,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Lincoln 
League,  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  and 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church.  A  Republican  in  politics,  he  was  active  in  com¬ 
munity  projects  and  served  for  a  time  as  president  of  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation,  over  25  years  ago. 

On  Aug.  1,  1878,  Mr.  Lance  married  Miss  Florence  Starr  Peck,  who 
died  March  30,  1917,  and  she  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  Abner  W.  and 
Laura  (Pearson)  Peck.  Mr.  Peck  was  at  one  time  sheriff  of  Jefferson 
County.  Mrs.  (Peck)  Lance  was  a  sister  of  the  late  Carson  C.  Peck, 
president  of  the  Brooklyn  Times  Company  and  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Company.  She  was  also  a  sister  of  the 
late  Frank  Peck,  graduate  of  West  Point,  district  attorney,  and  a  captain 
in  the  Spanish-American  War,  26th  U.  S.  Infantry. 

To  George  A.  and  Florence  Starr  (Peck)  Lance  were  born  five  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Laura,  married  Harry  Horton,  who  died  in  1927,  buried  at  Chau- 
mont,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter,  Florence,  is  the  wife  of  John  C.  Whaling, 
and  they  have  a  daughter,  Florence  Lance  Whaling.  2.  Emmeline,  married 
Charles  H.  Van  Slyck,  lives  at  Westfield,  N.  J.  They  have  a  daughter, 
Henrietta.  3.  Anson,  who  died  in  1911.  4.  Florence  G.,  who  died  in  July, 
1930,  was  the  wife  of  Walter  G.  Massey.  They  had  a  son,  Lance  E. 
Massey,  an  Ensign  in  the  United  States  Navy.  5.  George  A.,  Jr.,  deceased. 


Melvin  B.  Ramsdell,  who  is  president  and  treasurer  of  Ramsdell- 
Ewart,  Inc.,  is  prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  Ogdensburg. 
He  was  born  at  Dickinson  Center,  Franklin  County,  the  son  of  Rev.  Nelson 
and  Eliza  C.  (Smith)  Ramsdell. 

Rev.  Nelson  Ramsdell,  who  died  in  1916,  was  a  native  of  Dickinson 
Center.  He  served  during  the  Civil  War  and  in  early  life  was  interested 
in  farming.  At  the  age  of  60  years  he  became  a  minister  of  the  Baptist 
Church.  He  was  an  ardent  prohibitionist  and  held  membership  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His  wife  died  in  1915.  Both  are  buried 
at  St.  Regis  Falls.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ramsdell  had  three  sons:  1.  H.  N., 
merchant,  lives  at  Dickinson  Center.  2.  Fred  S.,  lives  at  St.  Regis  Falls. 

3.  Melvin  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  . 

Melvin  B.  Ramsdell  was  educated  at  Dickinson  Center  and  St.  Regis 
Falls  and  attended  Albany  Business  College.  He  conducted  a  furniture 
and  undertaking  business  at  St.  Regis  Falls  until  1918,  when  he  removed 
to  Patchogue,  L.  I.  He  was  identified  with  the  undertaking  establish- 
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ment  of  Hornthal  &  Company,  and  later  was  located  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. 
Mr.  Ramsdell  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1921  and  at  that  time  purchased 
an  interest  in  the  undertaking  and  furniture  business  of  Fleming  &  Sovie 
Company.  Two  years  later  the  business  was  reorganized  and  incorpo¬ 
rated  as  Ramsdell,  Ewart  Company,  Inc.,  with  Mr.  Ramsdell  as  president 
and  treasurer,  and  W.  Frank  Ewart,  vice  president  and  secretary. 

In  June,  1894,  Mr.  Ramsdell  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Shaw,  of  Dickin¬ 
son  Center,  the  daughter  of  Levi  and  Sophronia  (Crandall)  Shaw.  Both 
are  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ramsdell  have  been  born  six  children:  1. 
Francis,  deceased.  2.  Florence,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal 
School,  principal  of  the  grade  school  at  Lynbrook,  L.  I.  3.  Melvin,  de¬ 
ceased.

Mr.  Ramsdell  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  supervisor  of  Frank¬ 
lin  County  and  as  alderman  in  Ogdensburg.  He  is  an  elder  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Glen  Packard  Farmer,  D.  D.  S.,  who  has  offices  at  402  State  Street, 
Ogdensburg,  was  born  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  24,  1886,  the  son  of 
Herbert  Greeley  and  Harriet  (Packard)  Farmer. 

Francis  Farmer  was  an  early  settler  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
town  of  Fowler  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  His  son,  Herbert  Greeley 
Farmer,  was  born  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  and  resides  at  Gouverneur.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1881  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  for  several 
years  was  engaged  in  the  clothing  business  at  Gouverneur  in  partnership 
with  his  brother,  F.  A.  Farmer.  Herbert  Greenley  Farmer  was  a  travel¬ 
ing  representative  and  part  owner  for  Kaye  &  Einstein,  of  New  York 
City,  and  spent  35  years  in  their  employ.  Since  1925  Mr.  Farmer  has 
lived  retired  at  Gouverneur.  His  wife  is  also  a  native  of  Canton,  N.  Y. 
He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farmer  were  born  three  children  : 
1.  Glen  Packard,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Mrs.  Ruth  David,  lives  at 
Scarsdale,  N.  Y.  3.  Milton,  who  died  in  1918. 

Glen  Packard  Farmer  entered  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  after 
the  completion  of  his  high  school  course  in  1905.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  at  that  institution  in  1908  and  engaged  in 
practice  with  Dr.  C.  C.  Allen,  of  Brooklyn,  for  one  year  before  establish¬ 
ing  his  own  practice  in  Brooklyn.  He  located  at  Gouverneur  in  1913  and 
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remained  there  for  two  years.  He  then  practiced  at  Newburgh,  N.  Y., 
until  1918,  at  which  time  he  established  his  present  practice  in  Ogdens- 
burg.

Dr.  Farmer  was  married  (first)  in  1910  to  Miss  Viola  Hull  of  Gouver- 
neur,  the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Lavina  (Eggleson)  Hull,  now  of  Hailes- 
boro,  N.  Y.  Mrs.  Farmer  died  in  1923  and  is  buried  at  Gouverneur. 
To  Glen  Packard  and  Viola  (Hull)  Farmer  was  born  a  daughter,  Kathryn 
Elizabeth,  born  in  1911,  attended  Syracuse  University,  now  a  student 
at  Potsdam  State  Normal  School.  Dr.  Farmer  was  married  (second)  to 
Miss  E.  Blanche  Bowman,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and 
Ada  (Marney)  Bowman. 

Dr.  Farmer  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M., 
No.  128,  Past  Master;  Ogdensburg  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  63,  Past  High 
Priest;  Ogdensburg  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  11;  Order  of  Eastern  Star, 
No.  71,  Past  Worthy  Patron,  and  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  First 
District  of  St.  Lawrence ;  and  Ogden  Lodge,  No.  392,  Knights  of  Pythias, 
of  which  he  is  a  Past  Chancellor  and  Past  District  Deputy.  He  also  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  and  Xi  Psi  Phi  National  Dental  fraternity. 


David  H.  Pelow  is  a  substantial  citizen  of  Ogdensburg  and  is  serving 
as  alderman  of  the  second  ward.  He  was  born  here  Jan.  23,  1900,  the 
son  of  Charles  and  Delia  (Cardinal)  Pelow. 

Charles  Pelow  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg.  He  attended  Holy  Cross 
Academy  and  throughout  his  life  followed  the  trade  of  carpenter.  He  was 
engaged  in  the  installation  of  equipment  in  the  Algonquin  and  Interna¬ 
tional  Paper  Mills.  Mr.  Pelow  died  in  1928  and  his  widow  lives  at  712 
New  York  Avenue,  Ogdensburg.  He  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Notre 
Dame  Catholic  Church,  Eagles  Lodge,  and  Loyal  Order  of  Moose.  There 
were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pelow:  1.  Mrs.  W.  H.  Chees- 
man,  Jr.  2.  Mrs.  Maud  Valos,  widow  of  John  Valos.  3.  David  H.,  the 

subject  of  this  sketch.  All  live  in  Ogdensburg. 

In  1918  David  H.  Pelow  was  graduated  from  Ogdensburg  Free  Acad¬ 
emy.  He  is  also  a  graduate  of  Clarkson  College  of  Technology,  and  spent 
two  years  as  an  instructor  in  Norwood  High  School.  He  was  connected 
with  the  Western  Electric  Manufacturing  Company  at  East  Pittsourgh, 
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Pa.,  for  six  months,  after  which  he  spent  three  years  with  the  Westing- 
house  Company  as  assistant  illuminating  engineer  in  their  Pittsburgh 
district.  On  account  of  his  father’s  ill  health  Mr.  Pelow  then  returned 
to  Ogdensburg  where  he  is  now  interested  in  the  grocery  business. 

Mr.  Pelow  is  a  Republican  and  received  the  appointment  of  alderman 
from  Mayor  Ralph  J.  Morissette,  in  November,  1931.  He  is  a  member 
of  Notre  Dame  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
and  Elks  Lodge.

Edward  J.  Dinneen,  who  is  president  of  the  P.  H.  Fitzgibbon  Boiler 
Company  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  business  leaders  of  Ogdensburg. 
He  was  born  at  Ottawa,  Ill.,  May  20,  1870,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Helen 
(Walsh)  Dinneen. 

Michael  Dinneen  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1837.  When  25  years  of  age 
he  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  Illinois,  where  he  was 
employed  for  a  number  of  years  by  the  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  as  ticket  agent.  He  later  was  interested  in  a  coal  business  at 
Ottawa  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Dinneen  &  White.  Mr.  Dinneen  re¬ 
tired  in  1916  and  was  living  at  Ottawa  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Oct.  2, 
1931.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  alderman  for  40  years.  He  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  and  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians.  Helen  (Walsh)  Din¬ 
neen  was  also  born  in  Ireland  and  died  in  1906.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dinneen 
were  born  six  children:  1.

lives  in  Chicago.  5.  William  F.,  who  is  deputy  of  Motor  Vehicles,  State 
of  New  York,  lives  at  Albany.  6.  Daniel  M.,  who  died  in  1912. 

Edward  J.  Dinneen  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Ottawa  and  for  five  years  was  employed  in  Chicago  by  the  John  M.  Smith 
Furniture  Company.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1895  where  he  spent  20 
years  in  association  with  John  Hannan.  They  had  various  business  con¬ 
nections,  Mr.  Dinneen  being  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Daly  &  Hannan 
Dredging  Company.  They  completed  large  contracts  in  the  Boston,  New 
York,  and  Rhode  Island  harbors,  and  during  1912-13  Mr.  Dinneen  was 
located  at  St.  John,  N.  B.,  in  charge  of  the  company’s  dredging  contracts. 
At  the  death  of  Mr.  Hannan  in  1915,  Mr.  Dinneen  and  other  associates 
incorporated  the  St.  Lawrence  Crystal  Ice  Company,  of  which  Mr.  Din¬ 
neen  served  as  manager  until  1928.

Ralph  Tali  man. — Few  men  are  as  prominent  in  Ogdensburg  as  Ralph 
Tallman  who  is  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Tallman  Printing  Corpo¬ 
ration,  319  Isabella  Street.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  June  23,  1874,  the 
son  of  Hamilton  M.  and  Evelyn  S.  (Church)  Tallman. 

Hamilton  M.  Tallman  was  born  at  Ogdensburg.  He  was  a  graduate 
of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  and  was  retired  in  1875  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  commander.  He  then  practiced  law  in  Ogdensburg,  having 
studied  in  the  offices  of  McNaughton  &  Waterman.  Mr.  Tallman  was  a 
charter  member  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  old  Ogdensburg  Club. 
He  had  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  and  traveled,  extensively.  He 
died  in  1890.  His  wife  was  born  at  Ogdensburg  and  died  Jan.  23,  1926. 
They  were  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Ralph,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Henry  F.,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  3.  Hamilton  L.,  lives  at 

Ogdensburg.  4.  Mary  D.,  deceased. 

After  his  graduation  from  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy,  Ralph  la  - 
man  was  a  student  at  Cornell  University  for  three  years.  He  was  t  en 
employed  for  a  short  time  by  the  city  water  department  and  m  1898 
came  interested  in  the  printing  and  stationery  business.  He  has  been 
in  his  present  location  since  1913  and  in  that  year  the  busmen  was  in¬ 
corporated  with  Mr.  Tallman  as  president  and  treasurer.  He  is  widely 
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known  as  a  commercial  printer  and  also  handles  office  supplies  and 
stationery. 

On  Oct.  23,  1909,  Mr.  Tallman  married  Miss  Cora  E.  Miller,  of  Ogdens- 
burg,  the  daughter  of  Harrison  and  Theresa  (Sessions)  Miller.

He  is  commodore  of  the  Chimney  Island  Boat  Club,  and  holds  numerous 
speed  boat  records.  Mr.  Tallman  owns  one  of  the  islands  in  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  River  about  eight  miles  from  Ogdensburg,  where  they  enjoy  the 
summer  seasons.  He  also  has  a  summer  camp  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
River,  five  miles  east  of  Ogdensburg.  This  camp  has  been  used  exten¬ 
sively  for  race  meets  and  regattas  conducted  by  the  Chimney  Island  Boat 
Club. 


George  M.  Murray. — Among  the  successful  business  men  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  Mr.  Murray  is  recognized  as  a  pioneer  in  the  automobile  field,  and 
at  the  present  time  is  local  representative  for  the  Hudson  and  Essex  cars. 
He  is  a  native  of  Canada,  born  at  Prescott,  Ont.,  April  7,  1878,  the  son 
of  Frank  and  Sarah  (Scott)  Murray. 

Frank  Murray,  who  died  in  1908,  was  a  native  of  Scotland.  His  wife 
was  born  at  Prescott,  Ont.,  and  died  in  1916.  Both  are  buried  in  Pine 
Hill  Cemetery,  Ogdensburg.  At  the  age  of  eight  years  Frank  Murray 
was  brought  to  Montreal,  Canada,  by  his  parents.  He  was  reared  and 
educated  there  and  became  successful  as  a  mason  contractor.  Mr.  Mur¬ 
ray  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1890,  where  he  engaged  in  the  same  work. 
He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murray  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Mrs.  Annie 
Gould,  lives  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y.  2.  Mrs.  Winifred  Lucas,  lives  at  Phil¬ 
lips,  Wis.  She  is  the  mother  of  Nick  Lucas,  well  known  banjo  artist  and 
radio  entertainer.  3.  Frank,  lives  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  4.  George 
M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  William  B.,  merchant,  lives  at  Syra¬ 
cuse.  6.  Mrs.  Charles  Melhinch,  lives  at  Philadelphia.  7.  Fred,  lives  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  8.  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Hutchinson,  who  died  in  1921. 

George  M.  Murray  attended  the  public  schools  of  Prescott  and  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  and  in  early  life  was  interested  in  farming.  At  the  age  of  23  years 
he  went  to  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  where  he  spent  five  years  as  a  machinist. 
He  then  was  employed  in  Ogdensburg  for  five  years  by  the  J.  E.  Fell 
Machine  Company.  His  next  position  was  with  the  International  Har¬ 
vester  Company  of  America  in  charge  of  their  warehouse,  and  in  1916 
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Mr.  Murray  became  interested  in  the  automobile  business  in  this  city  as 
agent  for  the  Ford  Motor  Car  Company.  He  continued  as  their  represen¬ 
tative  until  1929,  and  is  now  dealer  for  the  Hudson  and  Essex  cars.  Mr. 
Murray  owns  two  fine  farms,  located  at  Edwardsville  and  Gallilee,  N.  Y. 
Both  are  dairy  farms. 

In  1903  Mr.  Murray  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margaret 
Giffin,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Belle  (Pitcher)  Giffin, 
natives  of  Morrowtown  and  Heuvelton,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  The  former 
died  in  1911  and  the  latter  died  in  1915.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murray  have  a 
son,  Howard  Giffin,  born  in  1909.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free 
Academy  and  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1931.  During  his  college 
career  he  was  manager  and  a  member  of  the  university  debating  team 
for  three  years.  He  is  now  a  student  at  the  Albany  Law  School. 

Mr.  Murray  is  a  Republican  and  during  1928-29  served  as  alderman 
from  the  third  ward.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias, 
Kiwanis  Club,  and  Ogdensburg  Country  Club. 

The  Murray  family  has  an  attractive  summer  camp  on  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  River  between  Ogdensburg  and  Morristown,  where  they  spend 
much  of  the  summer  seasons  fishing  and  hunting. 


George  H.  Russell  was  born  in  Malone,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  17,  1853,  coming 
when  quite  young  with  his  parents,  Henry  Russell  and  Elizabeth  (How¬ 
ard)  Russell,  to  live  in  Winthrop.  When  quite  a  young  man  he  engaged 
in  the  mercantile  business  in  company  with  his  brother-in-law,  C.  H. 
Crapser,  the  firm  being  known  as  Russell  &  Crapser.  Dissolving  after  a 
few  years,  he  carried  on  the  same  business  under  the  name  of  George  H. 
Russell,  continuing  same  until  he  disposed  of  his  stock  and  moved  with 
his  family  to  Waddington,  going  into  the  banking  business.  After  two  years 
he  returned  to  Winthrop,  engaging  again  in  the  former  business,  that 

of  general  merchant. 

In  July  1900,  his  stock  and  store  were  completely  destroyed  by  tire. 
After  that  until  his  death,  on  Sept.  15,  1905,  his  attentions  were  given 


to  various  branches  of  trade.  . 

On  Jan.  4,  1882,  Mr.  Russell  married  Miss  Emma  Louise  Crapser,  a 

daughter  of  Jonas  and  Emmeline  Seymour  Crapser.  To  this  union  were 
born  four  daughters  and  one  son:  Bernice,  wife  of  E  C.  Monne  o 
Owasso,  Mich.;  Gladys,  wife  of  W.  B.  Goodnow,  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
Corinne,  wife  of  H.  I.  Hamilton,  resides  at  Winthrop,  N.  Y. ;  Avis,  wife  of 
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C.  L.  Johnson,  New  Haven,  Conn.;  and  George  H.,  Jr.,  an  attorney  of 
Ithaca,  N.  Y. 

George  H.  Russell,  Sr.,  was  a  successful  man  in  his  undertakings, 
being  upright,  conscientious,  a  loyal  citizen,  kind  neighbor  and  friend. 
He  died  in  1905  and  his  wife  passed  away  Jan.  3,  1908.  Both  are  buried 
in  Winthrop.  Mr.  Russell  was  a  leading  business  man  of  Winthrop  for 
many  years.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 


Lois  L.  Eastman  Gannett,  M.  D. — Prominent  among  the  successful 
professional  women  of  northern  New  York  is  Doctor  Gannett,  who  has 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Watertown  for  the  past  ten  years, 
with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  She  was  born  at  Woodville,  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  the  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Sophia  (Leffingwell) 
Eastman. 

William  H.  Eastman  was  born  at  Woodville,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was 
a  native  of  Henderson  Harbor.  He  was  a  farmer  and  stockman  and  the 
owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  284  acres.  He  and  his  brother,  Charles  Eastman, 
owned  and  operated  the  first  co-operative  cheese  factory  in  this  section 
of  the  country.  Both  William  H.  Eastman  and  his  wife  are  deceased 
and  are  buried  in  Woodside  Cemetery,  near  Belleville,  N.  Y.  He  was  a 
Democrat,  held  membership  in  the  Swedenborgian  Church,  and  was  a 
charter  member  and  past  master  of  Union  Grange,  Belleville.  There  were 
three  children  in  the  Eastman  family:  R.  Seymour,  lives  on  the  old  East¬ 
man  homestead  at  Ellisburg;  Clara  M.,  deceased;  and  Lois  L.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

William  H.  Eastman  was  the  son  of  Enos  Enoch  and  Charity  (Wood¬ 
ward)  Eastman,  natives  of  Vermont.  They  are  buried  in  Woodville  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Woodville,  N.  Y.  Enos  E.  Eastman  was  a  prominent  pioneer  of  the 
section  near  Ellisburg  and  was  a  prosperous  farmer  of  Jefferson  County. 

Sophia  (Leffingwell)  Eastman  was  the  daughter  of  Reuben  and  Sarah 
(Carpenter)  Leffingwell,  natives  of  Vermont  and  early  settlers  of  Hender¬ 
son  Harbor,  N.  Y.  Reuben  Leffingwell  was  a  farmer  and  cheese  manufac¬ 
turer,  and  later  served  as  postmaster  of  Smithville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  and 
his  wife  are  buried. 

Lois  L.  Eastman  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ellisburg,  N.  Y.,  and 
in  1887  was  graduated  from  Ives  Seminary.  She  then  taught  school  for 
two  terms  and  in  1889  was  graduated  from  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shep¬ 
herd,  now  University  Hospital  of  Syracuse.  Miss  Eastman  engaged  in 
private  nursing  for  one  year  and  in  1891  was  appointed  superintendent  of 
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St.  Barnabas  Hospital,  Minneapolis,  Minn.  She  resigned  in  1893  and  in 
that  year  married  Warren  Emmett  Gannett.  He  died  April  4,  1900,  and 
is  buried  in  Woodside  Cemetery,  Belleville.  He  was  the  son  of  Emmett  B. 
and  Margaret  (Brooks)  Gannett,  natives  of  New  York,  both  now  deceased. 
Emmett  B.  Gannett  was  the  owner  of  a  farm  of  800  acres  on  Galloo 
Island.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1900  Lois  Gannett  entered  the 
Medical  School  of  Syracuse  University,  from  which  she  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1904.  She  later  took  a  special  course  in  the  study 
of  obstetrics  at  the  Women’s  College  Hospital,  Philadelphia.  Doctor  Gan¬ 
nett  practiced  her  profession  at  Adams,  N.  Y.,  from  1904  until  1914,  spent 
the  following  four  years  in  rest,  and  in  1918  took  graduate  work  in  New 
York  City.

Miller  C.  Ashwood,  who  stands  among  the  representative  young  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Ogdensburg  as  treasurer  of  the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company, 
is  a  native  of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Norwood,  May  15,  1893,  the  son 

of  Curtis  and  Daisy  (Davis)  Ashwood. 

Curtis  Ashwood,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg.  His  widow 
was  born  in  this  city  where  she  still  resides.  Their  children  are.  1. 
Miller  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Jack  E.,  who  is  manager  of  the 
stenographic  department,  Sears  Roebuck  &  Company,  lives  at  119  Peter- 
boro  Street,  Boston,  Mass.  3.  Cecil,  National  Bank  Examiner,  lives  at 
Hotel  Statler,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Miller  C.  Ashwood  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy,  class 
of  1911,  and  in  that  year  he  entered  the  Ogdensburg  Bank  as  a  clerk.  He 
subsequently  became  teller  and  in  1924  was  elected  cashier.  In  the  latter 
year  the  St.  Lawrence  Trust  Company  of  Ogdensburg  was  absorbed  by 
the  Ogdensburg  Bank,  and  in  1929  the  Ogdensburg  Bank  was  converted 
to  a  trust  company  under  the  title  of  the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company.

Joseph  C.  Howland. — As  proprietor  of  the  Joseph  C.  Howland  Pump 
Works,  Ogdensburg,  Mr.  Howland  is  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed 
throughout  St.  Lawrence  County.

Howland. 

Hiram  T.  Howland  was  a  native  of  Union  Springs,  Cayuga  County, 
N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.  Until  his  retire¬ 
ment  Mr.  Howland  owned  and  operated  a  wood  pump  factory  at  Felts 
Mills.  He  died  in  December,  1917,  and  his  wife  died  in  1903.  Mr.  How¬ 
land  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
There  were  four  children  in  the  Howland  family:  1.  Phoebe,  who  died 
in  1894.  2.  Amos,  lives  at  Mexico,  N.  Y.  3.  Joseph  C.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  4.  Erwin  W.,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Joseph  C.  Howland  attended  the  district  school  in  the  town  of  Le  Ray 
and  also  Ives  Seminary  for  two  years.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1888 
and  acquired  an  interest  in  the  business  of  A.  Babcock,  pump  manu¬ 
facturer.

The  early  education  of  Grant  C.  Madill  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Lisbon  and  he  also  attended  Potsdam  State  Normal  School 
and  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He  studied  medicine  at  the  Bellevue 
Hospital  Medical  School  in  New  York  City,  and  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  in  March,  1886.  He  then  practiced  medicine  for 
several  months  in  Watertown,  after  which  he  became  an  interne  m  a 
New  York  hospital.  Doctor  Madill  established  his  present  practice  at 
Ogdensburg  in  1888  and  during  the  following  year  was  one  of  the  found¬ 
ers  of  the  Ogdensburg  City  Hospital,  which  has  since  been  renamed  the 
A  Barton  Hepburn  Hospital,  and  he  has  continued  as  chief  surgeon  o 
the  institution  since  its  organization.  He  is  also  consultant  surgeon  on 
the  staffs  of  numerous  hospitals  in  New  York.  He  has  been  president 
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of  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  and  holds  membership  in  the 
St.  Lawrence  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine, 
and  American  Medical  Association.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
LL.  D.  from  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1908. 

On  Sept.  6,  1893,  Doctor  Madill  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Louisa  James,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Col.  Edward  C.  and  Sarah 
(Perkins)  James,  natives  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  Civil  War  veteran 
and  a  leading  lawyer  of  Ogdensburg  and  New  York  City  for  many  years. 
At  one  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  James,  Shell  &  Elkins,  New 
York  City.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Madill  have  two  children:  1.  Sarah  Perking, 
born  June  18,  1894,  married  Phillip  Gray,  lives  at  Montclair,  N.  J.  She 
is  a  graduate  of  Mrs.  Porter’s  School  at  Farmington,  Conn.  2.  Edward 
James,  born  July  16,  1896,  married  Miss  Catherine  Brown,  and  lives  at 
Prescott,  Ontario.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Hill’s  School  at  Pottstown,  Pa., 
and  was  a  sophomore  at  Yale  University  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment 
for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  enlisted  in  the  British  Flying  Corps  in 
April,  1917.  He  was  stationed  first  at  Toronto,  Canada,  and  later  at  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  after  which  he  saw  active  service  in  France  as  a  first 
lieutenant.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company.  He  and 
his  wife  have  three  children:  Christopher  Grant,  born  Nov.  14,  1923; 
Mary  Kate;  and  Emily. 

Doctor  Madill  is  a  director  of  the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company,  and 
vice  president  and  trustee  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Savings  Bank. 
He  was  appointed  regent  of  the  University  of  New  York  in  1929. 

Politically,  Doctor  Madill  is  a  Republican.  His  wife  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  Doctor  Madill  is  a  member  of 
B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Ogdensburg  Country  Club. 
He  also  belongs  to  the  Rainbow  Fish  &  Game  Club,  Adirondack  Fish  & 
Game  Club,  and  Maganissippi  Fish  &  Game  Club,  of  Quebec,  Canada. 


Warren  B.  Goodnow. — Well  known  among  the  business  men  of  Win- 
throp  is  Warren  B.  Goodnow,  who  is  interested  in  the  insurance  business. 
He  was  born  at  Hutchinson,  Minn.,  March  8,  1881,  the  son  of  Charles  K. 
and  Eunice  (Stearns)  Goodnow. 

Charles  K.  Goodnow  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  born  at 
Louisville.  He  died  in  1918  and  is  buried  at  Hutchinson,  Minn.  His 
father,  Nathaniel  B.  Goodnow,  owned  and  operated  a  tannery  at  Hopkin- 
ton,  and  Mr.  Goodnow  was  identified  with  that  business.  Later  he  clerked 
in  the  general  store  of  George  Culver  at  Stockholm,  N.  Y.  He  removed 
to  Minnesota  in  1867  and  the  following  year  established  a  business  there, 
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with  which  he  was  identified  until  1888.  Until  1906  he  conducted  a  shoe 
business  at  Hutchinson  and  later  was  interested  in  the  insurance  business 
there  until  his  death.  Mr.  Goodnow  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  His  wife  was  born  at  Stockholm  Center  and  died  in  1920.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goodnow  were  born  five  children:  1.  Merton  S.,  who  died  in 
May,  1931,  was  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  practiced 
dentistry  at  Hutchinson  for  33  years.  2.  Virgil  P.,  a  farmer,  lives  at 
West  Danville,  Vt.  3.  Grace  G.,  a  graduate  of  Winona  Normal  School, 
married  Ernest  Sheppard,  lives  at  Hutchinson.  4.  Charles  D.,  sales  and 
credit  manager  for  a  wholesale  grocery  firm  at  Sheridan,  Wyo.  5.  War¬ 
ren  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Warren  B.  Goodnow  attended  the  public  schools  of  Hutchinson  and 
for  a  short  time  was  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  He  came 
to  Winthrop  in  1902  as  a  clerk  in  the  general  store  of  J.  C.  Folson 
but  the  following  year  returned  west  as  a  traveling  representative 
for  a  New  York  shoe  firm.  He  then  traveled  until  1915  for  Haynes  & 
Sparrell  Shoe  Company  of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  in  the  latter  year  became 
associated  with  Amos  T.  Tapley  &  Company  of  Boston.  From  1921  until 
1931  Mr.  Goodnow  represented  G.  H.  Bass  &  Company  of  Wilton,  Me., 
shoe  manufacturers.  Since  September,  1931,  he  has  been  interested  in 
the  general  insurance  business  in  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence  counties  with 
headquarters  at  Winthrop. 

On  March  22,  1913,  Mr.  Goodnow  married  Miss  Gladys  E.  Russell,  of 
Winthrop,  the  daughter  of  George  H.  and  Emmeline  (Crapser)  Russell. 
A  sketch  of  George  H.  Russell  appears  in  this  volume.  To  Warren  B.  and 
Gladys  E.  (Russell)  Goodnow  have  been  born  two  children:  1.  Warren

Arthur  J.  Laidlaw. — As  superintendent  of  city  schools  in  Ogdensburg, 
Mr.  Laidlaw  is  a  representative  citizen  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was 
born  at  Gouverneur,  Sept.  17,  1887,  the  son  of  John  William  and  Janthia 

E.  (Storie)  Laidlaw.  . 

John  William  Laidlaw,  a  native  of  Antwerp,  N.  Y.,  died  m  1900.  He 

was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and  as  a  young  man  was  interested 
in  farming  near  Wegatchie.  He  later  lived  at  Gouverneur,  and  became

the  owner  of  a  fine  dairy  farm  of  250  acres.  He  was  an  ardent  Prohi¬ 
bitionist,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belonged  to  Gouver- 
neur  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  217.  He  also  belonged  to  the  Grange. 
His  widow  was  born  in  the  town  of  Antwerp  and  now  resides  at  75  Row- 
ley  Street,  Gouverneur.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laidlaw  were  born  four  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Earl  E.,  who  is  supervisor  of  Gouverneur.  He  is  a  prominent 
dairy  farmer  of  Northern  New  York,  and  is  a  director  of  the  Gouverneur 
Cooperative  Association.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Dairymen’s  Cooperative 
League,  Farm  Bureau,  and  Grange.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Lodge  and  is  a  Republican.  He  married  Miss  Bertha  Dodds.  2.  Andrew 
K.,  who  is  secretary  of  the  Gouverneur  Savings  &  Loan  Association.  He 
married  Miss  Grace  Randall,  and  they  live  at  89  Rowley  Street,  Gouver¬ 
neur.  3.  Arthur  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Jane  I.,  a  graduate  of 
St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1914,  and  member  of  Delta  Delta  Delta 
sorority.  She  married  George  Wilson  Dodd,  and  lives  at  Gouverneur. 

Arthur  J.  Laidlaw  is  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High  School.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  St.  Lawrence  University  in 
1911,  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  at  the  same  university  in  1913. 
He  has  also  taken  graduate  work  in  science  and  education  at  Columbia 
and  Cornell  universities.  He  began  his  teaching  career  in  1911  as  an 
instructor  in  physics  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  for  three  years.  He  then  came  to  Ogdensburg  as  vice  principal 
and  teacher  of  science  in  the  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He  also  coached 
football,  basketball  and  track,  and  was  most  successful  in  producing  win¬ 
ning  teams.  His  1914  football  team  won  the  championship  in  the  North¬ 
ern  New  York  League,  and  was  a  contender  for  that  title  during  several 
other  seasons.  His  basket  ball  teams  were  league  champions  from  1914 
until  1917.  He  was  also  successful  in  track  work,  his  teams  winning 
interscholastic  meets  at  Colgate  and  Syracuse  universities.  In  Septem¬ 
ber,  1907,  Mr.  Laidlaw  became  science  teacher  and  football  coach  at  Ber- 
nardsville,  N.  J.,  and  during  that  season  was  successful  in  winning  every 
game.  In  January,  1918,  he  accepted  the  position  of  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Whitehall,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  until  1923.  He  has  since 
been  superintendent  of  schools  in  Ogdensburg. 

On  June  30,  1915,  Mr.  Laidlaw  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Marjorie  H.  McNish,  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  the  daughter  of  James  H.  and  Mary 
(Garvin)  McNish.  Mr.  McNish,  a  native  of  Ontario,  is  chief  of  the 
Building  and  Loan  Division  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  resides  at 
East  Orange,  N.  J.  His  wife  was  born  at  Morristown,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  and  is  descended  from  the  Hill  family,  early  settlers  of  Black 
Lake,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laidlaw  have  had  four  children:  1.  Marian 
Caroline,  born  July  11,  1920.  2.  Robert  James,  born  March  14,  1924.  died 
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Dec.  2,  1927.  3.  Jean  Marjorie,  born  June  23,  1928.  4.  Donald  Arthur, 
born  Sept.  21,  1930. 

In  politics  Mr.  Laidlaw  is  independent.  He  is  secretary  of  the  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  belongs  to  Ogdens- 
burg  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  Ogdensburg  Country  Club.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  as  a  member  of  the  1911  class 
of  St.  Lawrence  University  won  third  highest  honors,  and  was  graduated 
cum  laude.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honorary  fraternity. 
He  served  as  a  member  of  the  alumni  council  of  St.  Lawrence  University 
from  1926  until  1929,  and  has  also  been  alumni  representative  of  the 
board  of  athletic  control  of  the  university  since  1927. 

Mr.  Laidlaw  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  his  wife 
is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 


Rt.  Rev.  P.  S.  Garand,  D.  D.,  V.  G. — A  notable  career  as  Vicar  General 
of  the  diocese  of  Ogdensburg  has  been  that  of  Rev.  Garand,  who  has 
been  identified  with  Notre  Dame  Catholic  Church  in  Ogdensburg  since 
July,  1918.  He  was  born  at  Champlain,  N.  Y.,  May  18,  1865,  the  son  of 
Francis  Xavier  and  Rose  de  Lima  (Pare)  Garand. 

Francis  Xavier  Garand  was  born  at  St.  Denis,  on  the  Richelieu  River, 
Province  of  Quebec,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Napierville,  Quebec. 
He  was  a  potter  by  trade  and  spent  most  of  his  life  at  Champlain,  N.  Y., 
where  he  conducted  a  small  shop  and  also  engaged  in  farming.  He  was  a 
life  long  Republican  and  a  prominent  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic 
Church  in  Champlain.  Mr.  Garand  died  in  1923  and  his  wife  died  in  1918. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Mary,  who  died  in  1916,  was  the  wife  of  Joseph 
St.  Jean.  2.  Frank  W.,  who  died  in  1919.  3.  Rose  de  Lima,  who  died  in 
1875.  4.  P.  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Helen,  the  widow  of  Ralph 
Sequin,  lives  at  Rouses  Point,  N.  Y.  6.  Lazare,  lives  at  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

Emma,  married  Hector  Bechard,  lives 
at  Coopersville,  N.  Y.  9.  Rev.  George,  who  is  pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Catholic  Church  at  Coopersville. 

P.  S.  Garand  attended  the  elementary  schools  of  Perrys  Mills  and  is 
a  graduate  of  Champlain  High  School.  He  spent  three  years  in  study  at 
L’Ecole  Normale  Jacque  Cartier,  in  Montreal.  He  then  studied  philosophy 
and  theology  at  St.  Joseph’s  Seminary,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  being  ordained  to 
the  priesthood  there,  June  24,  1889.  During  the  following  six  years  Rev. 
Garand  ministered  to  missions  at  Crown  Point,  Hammondville,  Schroon 
Lake,  and  North  Hudson.  He  was  then  appointed  pastor  of  the  Catholic 
Church  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  for  twenty-three  years  and 
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four  months.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  on  July  2,  1918,  and  in  the  following 
March  was  appointed  Vicar  General  of  the  diocese  by  Rev.  Monsigneur  H. 
Gabriels.  Rev.  Garand  was  appointed  on  July  11,  1920,  as  Domestic  Pre¬ 
late  by  His  Holiness,  Benedict  XV,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Gabriels. 
Upon  the  death  of  the  Bishop  on  April  23,  1921,  Rev.  Garand  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Delegatus  ad  Universitatem  Causarum  by  the  Administrator,  Rt. 
Rev.  J.  H.  Conroy,  and  when  Rev.  Conroy  was  installed  as  Bishop  of  the 
diocese,  Jan.  18,  1922,  Rev.  Garand  became  his  Vicar  General.  Upon 
the  departure  of  Bishop  Conroy  for  Rome  on  Feb.  15,  1925,  he  appointed 
Rev.  Garand  as  administrator  of  the  diocese. 

On  June  21,  1921,  the  University  of  Ottawa  conferred  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  Rev.  Garand.  He  is  a  member  of  L’Union  St. 
Jean  the  Baptist,  and  was  appointed  Protonotary  Apostolic  ad  Instar 
Participantium,  which  provides  the  right  to  wear  a  Pectoral  Cross  Pon¬ 
tifical  Ring,  White  Mitre,  and  to  pontificate  as  a  bishop. 

In  January,  1927,  Rev.  Garand  was  the  author  and  publisher  of  the 
History  of  Ogdensburg,  which  ranks  among  the  finest  local  histories  in 
this  section.  He  has  also  written  a  history  of  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  and  in 
1928  compiled  the  Synodal  Decrees  of  the  Diocese  of  Ogdensburg. 

Rev.  Garand  is  identified  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus.

Albert  Priest  Newell. — As  treasurer  of  the  Newell  Manufacturing 
Company,  of  Ogdensburg,  Albert  Priest  Newell  is  identified  with  some 
of  the  most  important  business  enterprises  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He 
was  born  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  3,  1882,  the  son  of  Hon.  Edgar  Allan 
and  Addie  B.  (Priest)  Newell. 

Hon.  Edgar  Allan  Newell  was  born  at  Ogdensburg,  May  10,  1853,  the 
oldest  son  of  William  A.  and  Sarah  (Miller)  Newell,  and  died  in  this 
city,  Aug.  20,  1920.  He  attended  Ogdensburg  Academy  and  Potsdam 
State  Normal  School.  He  began  his  business  career  in  association  with 
H.  F.  Lawrence,  who  conducted  a  retail  stationery  business.  At  the 
death  of  Mr.  Lawrence  in  1878  he  purchased  the  store,  in  partnership 
with  his  father,  William  A.  Newell  and  Eugene  Smith.  It  was  then  con¬ 
ducted  as  Newell-Smith  &  Company  until  1891,  when  the  business  was 
incorporated  as  the  Edgar  A.  Newell  Company,  with  Mr.  Newell  as  presi¬ 
dent  and  general  manager.  It  subsequently  became  a  leading  wholesale 
house  and  has  an  extensive  trade.  In  1903  Mr.  Newell  organized  the 
Newell  Manufacturing  Company,  who  have  become  nationally  known 
manufacturers  of  brass  goods,  with  factories  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  Pres¬ 
cott,  Ont.,  and  Freeport,  Ill.  They  are  makers  of  extension  curtain  rods, 
flat,  round  and  ornamental;  and  also  manufacture  brass  ash  trays  and 
drapery  hardware.  Edgar  Allan  Newell  also  became  founder  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Ogdensburg  Loan  &  Savings  Association;  director  of  the 
National  Bank  of  Ogdensburg;  director  of  the  Ogdensburg  Improvement 
Company;  and  numerous  other  companies.  He  was  a  Republican  and 
served  as  mayor  of  Ogdensburg  in  1889,  1890,  1893  and  1897,  1898. 
In  1909  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Commission 
of  Prisons  by  Governor  Hughes,  and  two  years  later  became  president 
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of  the  New  York  Development  League.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  and 
first  president  of  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  International  Memorial  High¬ 
way  Association  of  New  York  State,  and  was  one  of  the  first  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  possibilities  of  the  undeveloped  water  power  in  the  North  Coun¬ 
try,  to  which  subject  he  gave  much  thought  and  time.  He  was  made 
honorary  president  for  life  of  the  Northern  New  York  Development 
League  at  the  end  of  his  two  terms  as  president.  Mr.  Newell  also  was 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  was  president  of  the  United 
Charities  Association.  He  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights 
of  Pythias,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  held  membership  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  also  trustee  of  the  Union  Mission,  a 
non-sectarian  church  society. 

Addie  B.  (Priest)  Newell  was  born  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  27,  1854, 
and  died  Oct.  7,  1926.  She  was  a  descendant  of  Degory  Priest,  of  May¬ 
flower  fame.  Her  parents  were  Capt.  Luther  and  Elizabeth  (Rose)  Priest. 
Capt.  Luther  Priest  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  captain  of  Company  E, 
106th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry  which  was  recruited  at  Potsdam, 
N.  Y.  He  died  March  14,  1863,  at  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  and  is  buried  at 
Parishville,  N.  Y.  He  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Franklin  Priest  who  came 
to  Parishville  from  Littleton,  Mass.,  in  1814  and  was  appointed  captain  in 
the  New  York  State  Militia  by  Gov.  DeWitt  Clinton.  His  father  was 
Capt.  Jacob  Priest  who  was  a  Minute  Man  at  the  battle  of  Lexington 
during  the  American  Revolution. 

To  Edgar  Allan  and  Addie  B.  (Priest)  Newell  were  born  two  sons: 
1.  Albert  Priest,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  William  Allen,  born  April 
23,  1883,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Albert  Priest  Newell  received  his  early  education  in  the  Potsdam  and 
Ogdensburg  schools,  being  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School 
in  1901.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Williams  College 
in  1905,  and  became  a  member  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity  and  Gargoyle 
honorary  society.  He  then  studied  law  at  Columbia  University  and  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1909  and  the  Missouri  Bar  in  1910. 
Mr.  Newell  was  associated  in  practice  with  Ward,  Hadley  &  Neill,  of  Kan¬ 
sas  City,  Mo.,  until  1912,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  Ogdensburg.  He 
engaged  in  private  practice  in  this  city  until  1920,  and  in  that  year 
retired  from  his  profession  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  his  duties  as 
treasurer  of  the  Newell  Manufacturing  Company.  He  is  also  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Newell  Manufacturing  Company,  Ltd.,  of  Prescott,  Ont.,  vice 
president  of  the  Western  Newell  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Freeport, 
Ill.,  director  of  the  Ogdensburg  Improvement  Company,  and  former 

director  of  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  International  Memorial  Highway 
Association. 
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On  Nov.  15,  1916,  Mr.  Newell  married  Miss  Ella  B.  Waterman,  who 
was  born  at  Ogdensburg,  May  23,  1890,  the  daughter  of  Harry  McNaugh- 
ton  and  Ella  (Slaght)  Waterman.  Mr.  Waterman  died  in  1892  and  his 
wife  died  in  1895.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newell  have  been  born  two  children: 

1.  Edgar  Allan  II,  born  April  8,  1917,  attends  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy. 

2.  Margaret  Waterman,  born  Oct.  28,  1920,  attends  the  grade  schools. 
Mr.  Newell  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church, 

and  is  affiliated  with  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  128,  Past 
Master;  Ogdensburg  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Ogdensburg  Commandery,  K.  T.; 
Media  Temple,  Watertown ;  Knights  of  Pythias ;  Elks  Lodge ;  Rotary  Club ; 
Century  Club ;  Ogdensburg  Country  Club ;  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  Pontiac 
Game  Club,  of  Sheenboro,  Quebec;  and  Williams  Club,  of  New  York  City. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Newell  waived  deferred  classification  and 
was  accepted  for  full  military  service.  He  reported  for  entrainment  at 
the  armory  but  never  saw  active  service.  He  was  vice  chairman  of  the 
Liberty  Loan  Committee  throughout  St.  Lawrence  County  during  the  war. 


William  Allan  Newell. — Among  the  leading  business  men  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  whose  initiative,  energy,  and  industry  have  done  much  in  develop¬ 
ing  the  business  life  of  this  city,  is  William  Allan  Newell,  who  is  presi¬ 
dent  of  The  Newell  Manufacturing  Company.  He  was  born  at  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  April  22,  1883,  the  younger  son  of  Hon.  Edgar  Allan  and  Addie  B. 
(Priest)  Newell. 

The  biography  of  Hon.  Edgar  Allan  Newell,  who  was  the  founder 
of  The  Newell  Manufacturing  Company,  appears  elsewhere  in  this  his¬ 
tory  in  the  biography  of  his  son,  Albert  Priest  Newell. 

The  early  education  of  William  Allan  Newell  was  received  in  the 
public  schools  of  Ogdensburg,  and  in  1901  he  was  graduated  from  Pots¬ 
dam  State  Normal  School.  Four  years  later  he  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Williams  College,  where  he  was  captain  of  the  varsity 
track  team,  a  member  of  the  Gargoyle  Honorary  Society,  and  Phi  Delta 
Theta  fraternity.  Mr.  Newell  returned  to  Ogdensburg  in  1905  and  has 
since  been  identified  with  the  interests  of  The  Newell  Manufacturing 
Company.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1920  he  succeeded  to  the 
presidency,  and  he  is  also  president  of  the  Newell  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany,  Ltd.,  of  Prescott,  Ont.,  a  director  of  the  Western  Newell  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  of  Freeport,  Ill. ;  vice  president  of  the  Ogdensburg  Trust 
Company;  and  trustee  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Savings  Bank. 

On  Oct.  10,  1917,  Mr.  Newell  married  Miss  Edith  deLano  Judson, 
who  was  born  at  Middleport,  N.  Y.,  March  7,  1893.  She  is  the  daughter 
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of  George  Davis  and  Harriet  (DeLano)  Judson,  natives  of  Lockport 
and  Middleport,  respectively.  Mr.  Judson,  who  has  successfully  practiced 
law  at  Lockport  for  half  a  century,  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  Univer- 
sity,  class  of  1880.  He  studied  at  Harvard  Law  School,  and  for  25  years 
has  also  been  Judge  of  Bankruptcy  Court  in  Niagara  and  Olean  counties. 
His  uncle,  Absalom  Gaines,  was  the  second  president  of  St.  Lawrence 
University.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newell  have  been  born  two  children:  1. 
Barbara  Claire,  born  Oct.  20,  1918.  2.  George  Judson,  born  March  6, 
1920. 

Politically  Mr.  Newell  is  a  Republican,  and  during  1928-29  was  mayor 
of  Ogdensburg.  He  also  was  Republican  State  Committeeman  in  1914- 
15-16.  He  is  a  director  of  the  New  York  State  Economic  Council,  trustee 
of  Clarkson  College,  and  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Historical 
Society.  During  the  World  War  he  was  stationed  at  Madison  Barracks, 
where  he  attended  the  First  Officers  Training  Camp. 

Mr.  Newell’s  lodge  and  club  affiliations  are:  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.,  No.  128 ;  Ogdensburg  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Ogdensburg  Commandery, 
K.  T.;  Media  Temple,  Watertown;  Knights  of  Pythias;  Sons  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Revolution;  Rotary  Club;  B.  P.  0.  E.;  Ogdensburg  Country  Club, 
president  in  1924-25;  Century  Club,  president  in  1920;  University  Club 
of  Syracuse;  Williams  Club  of  New  York  City;  Pontiac  Game  Club  of 
Quebec;  and  American  Legion.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church. 

Capt.  Luther  Priest,  maternal  grandfather  of  William  Allan  Newell, 
served  during  the  Civil  War  as  captain  of  Company  E,  106th  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  recruited  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  He  died  March  14,  1863, 
at  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  and  is  buried  at  Parishville,  N.  Y.  He  was  the 
son  of  Capt.  Franklin  Priest,  who  came  to  Parishville  from  Littleton, 
Mass.,  in  1814,  being  appointed  captain  in  the  New  York  State  Militia  by 
Gov.  DeWitt  Clinton.  His  father  was  Capt.  Jacob  Priest,  who  was  a 
Minute  Man  at  the  Battle  of  Lexington  during  the  American  Revolution. 


Nathan  T.  Lovejoy. — One  of  the  oldest  attorneys  of  St.  Lawrence 
County  is  Nathan  T.  Lovejoy,  who  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at 
Ogdensburg,  with  offices  at  203  Ford  Street.  He  is  a  native  of  this  county, 
born  at  Oswegatchie,  Sept.  7,  1867,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Maria  (Barber) 
Lovejoy. 

Henry  Lovejoy  spent  his  entire  life  in  St.  Lawrence  County  and  was  a 
prosperous  dairy  farmer.  He  was  born  at  Oswegatchie,  and  at  an  early 
age  became  interested  in  farming,  becoming  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of 
400  acres.  In  1873  he  came  to  Ogdensburg  and  established  a  business  as 
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a  manufacturer  of  sash  doors  and  blinds,  being  associated  with  his  broth¬ 
ers.  The  firm  of  Lovejoy  Brothers  continued  for  several  years  and  was 
later  reorganized  as  the  Henry  Lovejoy  Company.  He  also  owned  and 
managed  the  Lovejoy  Hotel  and  it  is  now  operated  as  the  Ogdensburg 
Hotel.  Both  Mr.  Lovejoy  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in 
Pine  Hill  Cemetery,  Oswegatchie.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as 
alderman  of  the  second  ward.  There  were  three  sons  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lovejoy:  1.  Charles  A.,  deceased.  2.  Garrett,  deceased.  3.  Na¬ 
than  T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Nathan  T.  Lovejoy  was  spent  at  Oswegatchie,  and 
he  received  his  education  in  the  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Michigan.  He  received  a  degree  in  law  at  the  Albany  Law  School 
in  1890,  and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  September,  1890.  He 
then  located  at  Chelan,  Wash.  He  returned  to  the  Lovejoy  homestead 
then  and  continued  to  manage  the  farm  for  20  years,  at  the  same  time 
being  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Oswegatchie.  From  1908  until 
1912  Mr.  Lovejoy  served  as  supervisor,  and  from  1916  until  1918  he  again 
held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  Oswegatchie.  In  1930  he  was  elected 
supervisor  of  the  first  ward  in  the  City  of  Ogdensburg.  He  has  main¬ 
tained  his  law  practice  in  the  latter  city  since  1923.  Mr.  Lovejoy  is  still 
the  owner  of  the  old  homestead  of  400  acres,  which  he  successfully  oper¬ 
ates  as  a  dairy  farm. 

On  Feb.  4,  1893,  Mr.  Lovejoy  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Hattie 
M.  Welch,  who  was  born  at  Oxboy,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Sylvester  and 
Mary  (Gorman)  Welch.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lovejoy  had 
a  son,  Nathan  H.,  who  is  deceased.  He  is  buried  in  Pine  Hill  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Lovejoy  is  a  Democrat,  and  is  affiliated  with  Ogdensburg  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  128. 


Felix  Boyer,  who  has  since  1909  engaged  in  the  grocery  and  meat 
business  at  19-21  Lake  Street,  is  prominent  in  the  business  life  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  where  he  is  also  well  known  as  the  proprietor  of  the  Oswegatchie 
Hotel.  Mr.  Boyer  was  born  in  this  city,  April  1,  1880,  the  son  of  Moses 
and  Fanny  (Truckey)  Boyer. 

Moses  Boyer  was  a  native  of  Ontario,  born  at  Valleyfield,  where  he 
was  reared.  He  started  out  in  life  when  nine  years  of  age  and  became  a 
mason  contractor.  For  many  years  he  was  well  known  in  Denver,  Colo., 
and  later  came  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he  gained  a  wide  reputation  as  a 
master  workman  in  his  particular  trade.  He  completed  numerous  im¬ 
portant  contracts,  including  the  State  Capitol  building  at  Albany,  and 
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New  York  State  Hospital  at  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Boyer  died  April  15,  1901, 
and  his  wife  died  in  January,  1899.  She  was  also  a  native  of  Ontario. 
Mr.  Boyer  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  held  membership  in  Notre 
Dame  Catholic  Church  in  this  city.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyer  were  born 
the  following  children:  1.  Moses,  merchant,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  2. 
Fanny,  married  Frank  Yea,  lives  at  Buffalo.  3.  Dora,  married  Delphos 
LaRocque,  who  died  in  May,  1914.  4.  Felix,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
5.  Frederick,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  6.  Elizabeth,  who  died  in  infancy. 

The  education  of  Felix  Boyer  was  received  in  the  public  schools  of 
Ogdensburg  and  Albany.  He  also  attended  Holy  Cross  Academy  in 
Ogdensburg.  Throughout  his  business  career  he  has  been  interested  in 
the  grocery  business,  and  as  mentioned  above,  established  his  present 
store  in  1909.  He  has  owned  and  managed  the  hotel  since  1926. 

On  April  25,  1914,  Mr.  Boyer  married  Miss  Antoinette  Valley,  of 
Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Alexandria  and  Eleanor  (Goyette)  Valley.

Mr.  Boyer  is  independent  in  politics.  He  and  his  family  are  active 
members  of  Notre  Dame  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Fred  T.  Stickley  is  well  and  favorably  known  in  Ogdensburg,  where  he 
is  superintendent  of  the  Standard  Shade  Roller  Corporation.  He  was  born 

at  Saginaw,  Mich.,  Feb.  9,  1865,  the  son  of  Oliver  and  Abbie  (Earl) 
Stickley. 

Oliver  Stickley,  who  died  in  1907,  was  a  native  of  Batavia,  Genessee 
County,  N.  Y.  He  was  reared  and  educated  in  Oswego  and  during  most 
of  his  life  lived  in  Michigan  where  he  was  interested  in  the  lumber  busi¬ 
ness.  He  then  was  identified  with  the  Minetto  Shade  Cloth  Company  for 
12  years.  His  wife  was  born  at  Bridgeport,  Mich.,  and  died  in  1905.  Mr. 
Stickley  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episco¬ 
pal  Church.  There  were  two  sons  in  the  Stickley  family:  1.  Fred  T.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Oscar,  who  is  interested  in  the  manufacture  of 
shingles,  at  Seattle,  Wash. 

Fred  T.  Stickley  attended  the  public  schools  of  Saginaw,  Mich.,  and 
spent  four  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Saginaw  Shingle  Mills.  He  then 
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became  identified  with  the  Saginaw  Manufacturing  Company,  makers  of 
shade  rollers,  and  he  was  connected  with  this  concern  until  1888,  when  he 
went  to  Minetto  as  superintendent  of  the  Minetto  Shade  Cloth  Company. 
Mr.  Stickley  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1915  to  accept  his  present  position  as 
superintendent  of  the  Standard  Shade  Roller  Corporation.

Walter 
James,  born  in  1888.  He  is  master  mechanic  with  the  Standard  Shade 
Roller  Corporation.  He  married  Miss  Bessie  Johnson,  of  Ogdensburg,  and 
they  have  a  daughter,  Barbara  Johnson,  born  Nov.  27,  1920.  2.  George 
Oliver,  born  in  1890.  He  is  engaged  in  the  grocery  business  at  Minetto. 
He  married  Miss  Ellen  Wauth,  of  Minetto. 

Mr.  Stickley  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  in  1931  was  elected 
alderman  from  the  second  ward  in  Ogdensburg.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church  and  belongs  to  Frontier  City  Lodge  No.  422,  F.  & 
A.  M.,  of  Oswego. 


George  J.  Madden  is  president  of  the  Madden  Coal  Corporation,  one  of 
the  important  industries  of  Ogdensburg,  and  he  is  recognized  as  a  leader 
in  financial  circles  throughout  the  North  Country.  Mr.  Madden  was  born 
at  Middletown,  Orange  County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  23,  1888,  the  son  of  Theodore 
F.  and  Emma  (Doolittle)  Madden. 

Theodore  F.  Madden,  born  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  lives  retired  at  Middle- 
town.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  interested  in  the  real  estate  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  latter  city.  He  is  a  Democrat  and  a  member  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Catholic  Church.  His  wife  died  in  1890  and  is  buried  in  Middletown. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Edward,  died  in  infancy.  2.  John,  died  in  infancy. 
3.  Frank,  who  died  in  1924.  4.  Bertha,  who  died  in  infancy.  5.  George  J., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

George  J.  Madden  was  reared  and  educated  in  Middletown.  He  began 
his  business  career  in  1907  with  the  Donald  Steamship  Company,  18  Broad¬ 
way,  New  York  City,  and  was  connected  with  their  offices  until  1916.  At 
that  time  he  went  to  Montreal  as  manager  of  the  Canada  Shipping  Com¬ 
pany.  When  the  firm  was  amalgamated  two  years  later  with  the  George 
Hall  Corporation  of  Ogdensburg,  Mr.  Madden  came  to  this  city  as  secre¬ 
tary  for  the  new  corporation,  also  being  in  charge  of  their  steamship 
operations.  In  August,  1926,  he  founded  the  Madden  Coal  Corporation. 
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The  officers  were:  Mr.  Madden,  president;  J.  Meehan,  vice  president;  and 
Harry  M.  Atwood,  secretary.  Mr.  Atwood  retired  from  the  firm  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1930,  and  the  corporation  is  now  controlled  by  Messrs.  Madden  & 
Meehan.  They  are  owners  of  the  Joseph  W.  Simpson,  a  2,000  ton 
freighter,  which  operates  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

On  Sept.  3,  1913,  Mr.  Madden  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Wini¬ 
fred  Marie  Deeney,  of  New  York  City,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Theresa 
Deeney,  natives  of  Ireland.  The  former  died  in  1918  and  the  latter  in 
1924.

Since  1929  Mr.  Madden  has  served  as  alderman  from  the  Third  Ward. 
During  1925-28  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  City  of 
Ogdensburg.  He  is  president  of  St.  John’s  Hospital  Corporation,  and 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Ogdensburg  City  Orphanage.  Politi¬ 
cally,  Mr.  Madden  is  a  Democrat.  He  and  his  family  hold  membership  in 
St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
B.  P.  O.  Elks,  Rotary  Club,  Century  Club,  Ogdensburg  Country  Club,  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Leon  L.  Samson,  M.  D.,  is  among  the  highly  successful  professional 
men  of  Jefferson  County,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Alex¬ 
andria  Bay.  He  was  born  at  Parishville,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Aug.  18, 
1878,  the  son  of  Lafayette  and  Elmina  (Eastman)  Samson. 

Lafayette  Samson  lived  in  St.  Lawrence  County  throughout  his  life 
and  was  a  prosperous  farmer.  He  was  born  at  Parishville,  in  1845,  and 
died  in  1901.  His  wife  was  born  at  Stockholm  in  1851  and  died  in  1901. 
Both  are  buried  at  Southville,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Universalist  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samson  were  the  par¬ 
ents  of  two  sons:  Leon  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Frank  L.,  who 
lives  on  the  old  homestead. 

Leon  L.  Samson  attended  district  school  No.  13  near  Stockholm  in  St. 
Lawrence  County,  and  in  1900  was  graduated  from  Potsdam  Normal 
School.  He  began  his  teaching  career  in  the  former  school  and  also 
taught  at  Childwold,  Ft.  Jackson,  and  Nicholville.  In  1905  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  with  honors  from  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Vermont, 
and  became  a  licensed  physician,  Sept.  29,  1905.  He  began  his  professional

She 
is  a  registered  nurse  and  is  connected  with  the  surgical  department  of 
French  Hospital.  2.  Loyal  C.,  a  graduate  of  Alexandria  Bay  High  School, 
lives  at  home. 

Dr.  Samson  is  a  Republican,  and  is  affiliated  with  Elk  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.  No.  577,  Nicholville,  Past  Master;  Elk  Lodge,  R.  A.  M.  No.  197, 
Past  Secretary;  Franklin  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  60;  Media  Temple;  and 
Nu  Sigma  Nu  fraternity.  He  is  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Alex¬ 
andria  Bay. 


James  A.  McGillis. — The  City  of  Ogdensburg  lost  one  of  its  most 
prominent  and  representative  citizens  in  the  death  of  James  A.  McGillis 
on  Feb.  23,  1919.  He  was  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Watertown, 
Feb.  11,  1867,  the  son  of  Lauchlin  and  Almira  Miranda  (Petus)  McGillis. 

Lauchlin  McGillis  was  the  founder  of  the  busines  in  Ogdensburg,  which 
bears  his  name  today.  He  was  born  in  Dundee  County,  Canada,  and  his 
wife  was  also  a  native  of  Canada.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Fort  Covington  and  in  1859  came  to  Watertown,  where  he  was 
interested  in  the  furniture  business  until  1876.  He  purchased  the  store 
of  Henry  Rockwell  in  Ogdensburg  in  that  year  and  became  associated 
with  the  late  A.  M.  Herriman.  The  business  was  conducted  at  16-18 
Lake  Street,  and  later  was  moved  to  124  Ford  Street,  where  it  was  con¬ 
tinued  by  Mr.  McGillis  until  his  death  on  Sept.  23,  1906.  His  wife  died 
in  June,  1910.  Both  are  buried  in  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  McGillis  was  a  Re¬ 
publican,  a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McGillis  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Catherine  Isabelle,  who 
died  in  1922,  was  the  wife  of  Robert  T.  Baker,  who  is  vice  president  of 
the  McGillis  Furniture  Company.  2.  Neil,  who  died  in  infancy.  3.  James 
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A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Norman  Peter,  who  died  in  1900.  5. 
John.  6.  Mary,  who  died  in  1923.  7.  Joseph  Leslie,  who  died  in  1918. 
8.  Henry  Lauchlin,  lives  at  Seattle,  Wash.  9.  Alice  J.,  who  died  in  1922, 
was  the  wife  of  Rodger  D.  Granger.  10.  Charles  Stewart,  who  is  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer  of  the  McGillis  Furniture  Company.  11.  Flora  Louise, 
married  L.  B.  Baire,  lives  at  Ogdensburg. 

The  education  of  James  A.  McGillis  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg,  and  throughout  his  life  he  was  interested 
in  the  business  which  had  been  founded  by  his  father  in  Ogdensburg. 
Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1906  he  continued  the  business  with  his 
brother,  Charles  S.,  and  it  was  incorporated  in  1910  with  James  A.  Mc¬ 
Gillis  as  president.  He  served  in  that  capacity  until  his  death  and  was 
succeeded  in  the  office  by  his  widow,  Harriet  McGillis.  Mr.  McGillis  also 
had  extensive  land  holdings  and  numerous  business  interests  in  St.  Law^ 
rence  County. 

In  January,  1885,  Mr.  McGillis  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Harriet  Judson,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Harriet 
(Bean)  Judson.  The  former  died  in  1876  and  the  latter  in  1889.  Both 
were  natives  of  New  York  and  are  buried  at  Ogdensburg.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  McGillis  were  born  two  children:  1.  James  J.,  born  in  1886,  died 
in  infancy.  2.  Harriet  Marjorie,  born  in  1891,  died  in  1901. 

Mr.  McGillis  was  always  a  Republican.  He  was  an  active  member  of 
St.  Johns  Episcopal  Church,  and  his  lodge  affiliations  were:  Ogdensburg 
Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  705;  Ogdensburg  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  63;  Order 
of  Eastern  Star,  No.  71;  B.  P.  O.  Elks;  Maccabees;  charter  member  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias;  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  No.  590.  He  also  belonged  to  the  Ogdensburg  Gun  Club. 


Ernest  William  Hopwood  is  well  and  favorably  known  in  Ogdensburg, 
where  he  is  the  proprietor  of  the  West  Side  Flower  Shop,  118  King  Street! 
He  is  a  native  of  England,  born  at  Cheltenham,  March  3,  1871,  the  son  of 
William  and  Harriet  (Townsend)  Hopwood. 

William  Hopwood,  who  died  in  1927,  lived  in  England  throughout  his 
life.  His  wife  was  also  born  there  and  died  in  1916.  In  his  father’s  busi¬ 
ness  he  acquired  a  thorough  knowledge  of  flowers  and  for  many  years 
owned  and  operated  the  finest  flower  shop  in  Cheltenham.  He  was  a  Lib¬ 
eral  and  held  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hop- 
wood  were  born  two  children:  1.  Ernest  William,  the  subject  of  this 

sketch.  2.  Ella  Mabel,  who  died  in  1928,  was  the  wife  of  Clarence  James, 
of  Cheltenham. 
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Ernest  William  Hopwood  attended  private  schools  in  England  and  as  a 
young  man  was  identified  with  his  father’s  business.  In  1889  he  went  to 
West  Central  Canada.  He  returned  to  his  native  land,  however,  in  1891, 
and  remained  with  his  father’s  business  until  1896  when  he  came  to  the 
United  States  and  settled  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Mr.  Hopwood  was 
identified  with  various  flower  gardens  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Madison,  N.  J., 
Stattsburg,  N.  Y.,  and  Morris  Plains,  N.  J.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  in 
January,  1910,  and  until  1922  was  florist  and  gardener  for  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  State  Hospital.  He  then  went  to  Malone,  N.  Y.,  and  assisted  in  the 
management  of  the  store  and  business  of  Luther  Haskell,  florist.  In  1923 
Mr.  Hopwood  returned  to  Ogdensburg  and  in  that  year  established  his 
present  business. 

On  April  12,  1914,  Mr.  Hopwood  married  Miss  Mary  Farrell,  of  Mait¬ 
land,  Ontario,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Bridget  (Burns)  Farrell,  na¬ 
tives  of  Ireland.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Ontario.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hopwood  have  a  son,  William  Ernest,  born  June  21,  1919. 

Mr.  Hopwood  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  and  belongs  to  the 
Knights  of  Columbus. 


Sidney  W.  Smith,  Jr. — One  of  the  prominent  citizens  and  able  young 
attorneys  of  Ogdensburg  is  Sidney  W.  Smith,  Jr.,  who  is  a  veteran  of 
the  World  War.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Oct.  10,  1893,  the  son  of  Sid¬ 
ney  W.  and  Julia  (Leahy)  Smith. 

Sidney  W.  Smith,  Sr.,  died  in  Ogdensburg,  May  15,  1916.  He  had 
lived  here  during  his  early  life  and  later  was  located  at  Cornwall,  Ont., 
where  he  was  engaged  as  a  hotel  clerk.  He  later  returned  to  Ogdens¬ 
burg  and  established  a  wholesale  liquor  business,  with  which  he  was 
successfully  identified  with  until  the  time  of  his  death.  His  widow  was 
born  in  Ogdensburg  and  resides  at  332  State  Street.  Mr.  Smith  was  a 
Democrat,  and  served  as  alderman  of  the  second  ward.  He  was  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  and  Elk  lodges  and  belonged  to  the  Chippewa  Yacht 
Club.  He  held  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Mrs.  Smith  is  a 
member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  were 
born  three  children:  1.  Mary  Frances,  married  Erhard  Schmidt,  lives 
at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  2.  Helen  R.,  married  William  C.  Giles,  lives  at  Spring- 
field,  Mass.  3.  Sidney  W.,  Jr.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Sidney  W.  Smith,  Jr.,  attended  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  spent 
three  years  at  Cornell  University.  He  was  then  identified  with  his 
father’s  business  in  this  city  until  May,  1918,  at  which  time  he  enlisted 
for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  was  transferred  from  the  motor  trans- 
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port  service  to  the  artillery  corps  in  August,  1918,  and  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Taylor,  Louisville,  Ky.,  at  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 
Upon  his  return  to  Ogdensburg,  Mr.  Smith  became  interested  in  the  whole¬ 
sale  grocery  business  as  president  of  the  firm  of  Smith  &  Briggs.  He 
disposed  of  his  business  interests  in  1922  and  entered  Albany  Law  School 
from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1925.  He  has  since  been 
engaged  in  successful  practice  at  Ogdensburg,  with  offices  at  325  State 
Street. 

On  Aug.  26,  1919,  Mr.  Smith  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margery 
Daly,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Walter  S.  and  Elizabeth 
(Moran)  Daly.  Dr.  Daly,  who  died  March  19,  1918,  was  a  leading  sur¬ 
geon  of  Ogdensburg,  where  he  specialized  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  of 
the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat.  He  attended  St.  Mary’s  Jesuit  College, 
Montreal,  and  was  a  graduate  of  McGill  University.  He  also  took  grad¬ 
uate  work  in  New  York  City,  Berlin,  and  Vienna.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York 
State,  and  American  Medical  Associations.  He  held  membership  in  St. 
Mary’s  Catholic  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks 
Lodge,  Century  Club,  and  Ogdensburg  Club.  Politically  he  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  His  wife  was 
born  at  Prescott,  Ont.,  and  died  in  Ogdensburg,  April  3,  1898.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Smith  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Sidney  W.,  III.,  born 
May  13,  1920.  2.  Moran  M.,  born  June  1,  1921.  Both  attend  St.  Mary’s 
Academy. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican,  and  during  1927-28  served  as  supervisor 
of  Ogdensburg.  At  the  present  time  he  is  chairman  of  the  Ogdensburg 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Cen¬ 
tury  Club,  Ogdensburg  Club,  Country  Club,  and  American  Legion.  He 
and  his  family  are  members  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church. 


John  M.  Nichols. — A  substantial  and  widely  known  citizen  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  is  John  M.  Nichols,  who  is  probation  officer,  with  headquar¬ 
ters  in  Ogdensburg.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Jan.  11,  1884,  the  son  of 
Charles  E.  and  Anna  (Snowden)  Nichols. 

Charles  E.  Nichols  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg  and  died  there,  July  4, 
1931.  His  widow  is  a  resident  of  Ogdensburg  and  was  born  at  Kalamazoo, 
Mich.  Mr.  Nichols  was  reared  and  educated  in  Ogdensburg  and  was  a 
carpenter  by  trade.  He  later  successfully  conducted  a  lumber  business  on 
the  site  of  the  present  armory.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  Nichols’  parents  had  come  to  New  York 
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from  Vermont  about  1800  and  settled  on  two  farms — near  Black  Lake. 
The  original  Nichols  homestead  is  still  in  the  possession  of  members  of 
this  family.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Nichols  were  born  eight  chil¬ 
dren,  as  follows:  1.  Marian  Belle,  who  died  in  1874.  2.  Lulu  Maude,  de¬ 
ceased,  was  the  wife  of  Burton  J.  Earl.

The  boyhood  of  John  M.  Nichols  was  spent  in  Ogdensburg  and  he  is  a 
graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  the  Washington  Detective 
Training  School,  in  Washington,  D.  C.  From  January,  1904,  until  May, 
1913,  he  was  identified  with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Ogdensburg  in  a 
clerical  capacity.  He  then  managed  a  coal  and  wood  business  for  a  year, 
after  which  he  accepted  the  appointment  as  county  probation  officer  on 
Feb.  18,  1915.  He  also  is  probation  officer  in  the  Children’s  Court. 

On  Sept.  29,  1909,  Mr.  Nichols  married  Miss  Nellie  Haley,  the  daughter 
of  Charles  and  Isabelle  (Woodley)  Haley,  of  Ogdensburg.  The  former 
lives  in  this  city,  and  the  latter  died  in  1927.  To  John  M.  and  Nellie 
(Haley)  Nichols  have  been  born  five  children:  1.  Howard  Haley,  born 
Oct.  16,  1910,  attends  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1932.  2.  James

John  C.  Tulloch. — Among  St.  Lawrence  County’s  most  prominent  at¬ 
torneys  is  John  C.  Tulloch,  of  Ogdensburg,  who  has  also  been  collector  of 
United  States  customs  for  St.  Lawrence  District  No.  7  since  1923.  He  was 
born  at  Louisville,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Oct.  22,  1869,  the  son  of  John 
and  Amanda  (Shaver)  Tulloch. 

John  Tulloch  was  a  native  of  Scotland  and  his  wife  was  born  in  On¬ 
tario,  Canada.  He  was  brought  to  the  United  States  by  his  parents  at  the 
age  of  five  years,  and  they  located  near  Louisville,  N.  Y.  Throughout  his 
life  he  was  a  successful  farmer.  He  died  in  May,  1922,  and  his  wife  died 
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in  1917.  Both  are  buried  in  St.  Matthews  Cemetery,  Woodlands,  Ontario. 
Mr.  Tulloch  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  There  were  three  children  in  the  Tulloch  family:  1.  Agnes  M., 
deceased.  2.  John  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Minnie,  deceased. 

The  boyhood  of  John  C.  Tulloch  was  spent  on  his  father's  farm  and  he 
attended  the  district  schools.  He  was  graduated  from  high  school  at 
Cornwall,  Ontario,  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Albert 
College,  now  affiliated  with  Toronto  University,  in  1893.  He  then  at¬ 
tended  the  Law  School  of  New  York  University  during  1896-97  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  December,  1898.  Mr.  Tulloch  immediately  estab¬ 
lished  a  private  practice  at  Ogdensburg,  with  offices  at  76  Ford  Street, 
ahd  in  1920  he  removed  to  his  present  offices  at  209  Ford  Street.  From 
1901  until  1918  Mr.  Tulloch  held  the  office  of  referee  of  bankruptcy  in  St. 
Lawrence  County. 

Mr.  Tulloch  was  a  director  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  for  eight  years,  and  a  director  of  the  Ogdensburg  Savings  &  Loan 
Association  and  its  attorney.  He  was  president  of  the  Northern  Coun¬ 
ties  Realty  Company  for  16  years,  president  of  the  L.  S.  Land  Company, 
and  president  of  the  R.  T.  R.  Realty  Company. 

On  Dec.  22,  1898,  Mr.  Tulloch  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice 
M.  Cameron,  of  Shakespeare,  Ontario,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  John  J.  and 
Susie  (Hawksworth)  Cameron.  Mr.  Cameron  died  in  1921  and  his  wife 
died  in  1899.  Both  were  natives  of  Nova  Scotia.  He  was  a  minister  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  served  as  pastor  of  a  church  at  Athens, 
Ontario.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tulloch  have  been  born  three  children:  1.  Eliza¬ 
beth,  born  Jan.  12,  1901,  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and 
Smith  College,  Northampton,  Mass.,  where  she  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1922.  She  is  a  teacher  of  English  at  Danbury  High 
School,  Danbury,  Conn.  2.  Helen  A.,  born  Sept.  11,  1903,  a  graduate  of 
Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  Smith  College,  Northampton,  Mass.,  where 
she  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1924.  She  is  now  secre¬ 
tary  to  the  principal  of  Lincoln  School,  which  is  identified  with  Columbia 
University,  New  York  City.  3.  Donald  C.,  born  July  16,  1905,  a  graduate 
of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  Colgate  University,  class  of  1927,  and 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Syracuse  University  in  1931.  He  is  now 
an  interne  in  Atlantic  City  Hospital.  He  married  Miss  Ruth  Taddiken,  of 
Ogdensburg. 

Mr.  Tulloch  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Republican  state  committee  and  St.  Lawrence  County  Republican  com¬ 
mittee.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  belongs  to  the  Cen¬ 
tury  Club,  Ogdensburg  Country  Club,  and  Ogdensburg  Sportsmen's  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  since  1901 
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and  served  as  its  president  for  six  years.  He  and  his  family  are  active 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  has  been  a  trustee  since 
1906. 


J.  William  Rutherford,  who  is  assistant  collector  of  United  States  cus¬ 
toms  at  Ogdensburg,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  substantial  citizens  of 
St.  Lawrence  County,  and  he  is  a  member  of  an  old  and  honored  family  of 
the  North  Country.  He  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Waddington,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  Dec.  4,  1866,  the  son  of  George  F.  and  Christina  (Elliott) 
Rutherford. 

George  F.  Rutherford  was  born  in  Waddington,  N.  Y.,  and  for  many 
years  ranked  among  the  representative  farmers  of  that  section.  He  re¬ 
sided  on  the  old  Rutherford  homestead,  where  his  parents  had  settled 
after  their  arrival  from  Scotland.  Mr.  Rutherford  was  a  Republican  and 
took  a  prominent  part  in  local  politics.  He  held  membership  in  the  Scotch 
Presbyterian  Church,  as  did  his  wife.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried 
in  Waddington.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rutherford  were  born  the  following 
children:  1.  Thomas  F.,  deceased.  2.  Adam  E.,  deceased.  3.  Maurice  E., 
assistant  cashier,  U.  S.  Customs,  Ogdensburg.  4.  J.  William,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  5.  George,  died  in  infancy.  George  F.  Rutherford  mar¬ 
ried  (second)  E.  Jane  Porteous,  of  Waddington,  N.  Y.,  where  she  now 
resides.  No  children  were  born  to  this  union. 

J.  William  Rutherford  attended  the  Waddington  schools  and  also  was 
a  student  at  Madrid,  N.  Y.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
at  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1890,  and  during  the  following  year  was  a 
teacher  in  the  high  school  at  Bridgehampton,  Long  Island.  He  then 
located  at  Nicholville,  N.  Y.,  as  principal  of  the  high  school.  His  next 
position  was  as  principal  of  Waddington  High  School,  where  he  remained 
for  six  years.  On  Aug.  25,  1899,  Mr.  Rutherford  entered  the  service  of 
the  United  States  Customs  office  as  deputy  collector  and  inspector,  and  in 
1907  he  was  promoted  to  the  office  of  special  deputy  collector.  On  April 
13,  1923,  he  became  assistant  collector. 

Mr.  Rutherford  was  married  on  June  27,  1896,  to  Miss  Ella  H.  Hob- 
kirk,  of  Waddington,  the  daughter  of  Adam  A.  and  Margaret  (Ruther¬ 
ford)  Hobkirk.

Antoine  Paul  Tessier  is  prominent  throughout  the  North  Country  as 
president  of  the  A.  P.  Tessier  Lumber  Company,  Inc.,  of  Tupper  Lake. 
He  was  born  at  Cheneyville,  Quebec,  Canada,  Jan.  31,  1879,  the  son  of 
Antoine  and  Odile  (Proulx)  Tessier. 

Antoine  P.  Tessier,  a  native  of  Quebec,  Canada,  was  born  in  1847  and 
died  at  Tupper  Lake  in  1921.  He  was  a  building  contractor  and  had  only 
lived  in  the  United  States  three  years  prior  to  his  death.  He  was  married 
in  1865  to  Miss  Odile  Proulx,  also  of  Cheneyville,  Quebec.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Joseph,  born  in  1869,  died  in  Montreal,  Canada,  in  1931.  2. 

Laura,  born  in  1871,  died  in  1921,  was  the  wife  of  Alfred  Girard,  of  Mon¬ 
treal.

4.  Antoine  Paul,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Eugene,  born  in  1885,  died 
while  in  service  with  a  Canadian  regiment  during  the  World  War. 

The  boyhood  of  Antoine  Paul  Tessier  was  spent  in  Ottawa,  Ontario, 
where  his  family  had  located  in  1881.  After  his  graduation  from  high 
school  in  1897  he  took  a  correspondence  course  in  bookkeeping  from  the 
International  Correspondence  School,  of  Scranton,  Pa.  Mr.  Tessier  came 
to  Tupper  Lake  in  1898  and  immediately  entered  the  employ  of  the  Santa 
Clara  Lumber  Company,  with  whom  he  was  identified  for  a  period  of  25 
years.  He  began  as  a  log  scaler  and  bookkeeper  and  worked  his  way 
through  the  various  departments  of  the  business  until  he  became  thor¬ 
oughly  familiar  with  all  the  phases  of  the  lumber  industry  from  the  woods 
end  to  office  work.  When  the  business  was  liquidated  in  1927  Mr.  Tessier 
became  associated  with  Henry  Smith  under  the  firm  name  of  Smith  & 
Tessier  and  they  continued  together  for  one  year,  at  which  time  Mr.  Tes¬ 
sier  became  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise,  which  was  incorporated  at  that 
time  as  the  A.  P.  Tessier  Lumber  Company,  Inc. 

Mr.  Tessier  was  married  (first)  in  1902  to  Miss  Vina  Petelle,  of  Tup¬ 
per  Lake,  who  died  in  1907.  To  them  were  born  three  children:  1.  Bea¬ 
trice,  born  in  1904,  married  J.  Craig  Ryan,  lives  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  2.  Mar¬ 
garet,  born  in  1906,  married  Elde  Grauchier,  lives  at  Tupper  Lake.  3. 
Arthur,  born  in  1907,  died  in  infancy.  Mr.  Tessier  was  married  (second) 
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in  1915  to  Miss  Anna  Laloude,  who  died  in  December,  1927.  She  is  buried 
in  Tupper  Lake  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Tessier  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
St.  John’s  Society,  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  and  the  Court  of  Honor  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America. 


Ralph  J.  Morissette. — One  of  the  best  known  citizens  of  St.  Lawrence 
County  is  Ralph  J.  Morissette,  who  is  mayor  of  Ogdensburg  and  one  of 
the  city’s  representative  business  men.  He  was  born  at  Ogdensburg, 
April  7,  1888,  the  son  of  Alphonso  and  Emma  (Sylvan)  Morissette. 

Alphonso  Morissette  was  born  in  Chicago  and  now  lives  retired  at 
Ogdensburg.  His  wife,  also  a  native  of  Chicago,  died  in  1912,  and  is 
buried  in  Notre  Dame  Cemetery,  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Morissette  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Chicago  and  was  a  shipbuilder,  his  father  being 
identified  with  that  business  for  many  years.  Mr.  Morissette  later  be¬ 
came  master  mechanic  for  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  in  Ogdens¬ 
burg  and  for  ten  years  he  was  a  carpenter  on  a  revenue  cutter  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy.  He  then  returned  to  Ogdensburg,  and  in  1917  was  drafted 
by  the  government  and  sent  to  Beaumont,  Texas,  where  he  was 
connected  with  the  shipbuilding  department.  At  the  close  of 
the  war  Mr.  Marissette  returned  to  this  city  and  has  since  lived 
retired.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morissette:

Ralph  J.  Morissette  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ogdensburg  and 
also  was  a  student  at  Ogdensburg  Business  College.  In  1906  he  became 
interested  in  the  plumbing  business  in  Chicago  with  Fitz  Uden,  but  after 
a  short  time  he  returned  to  this  city  and  entered  the  employ  of  Edward 
Burns,  plumbing  contractor,  with  whom  he  was  associated  until  1912. 
He  then  traveled  as  a  heating  expert  for  the  Montreal  Fuel  Company  until 
Aug.  15,  1916,  at  which  time  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y.  He  served  as  a  first  class  plumber  and  steam  fitter  and  later  be¬ 
came  chief  machinist’s  mate,  being  discharged  as  chief  warrant.  He 
served  with  the  navy  for  three  years  and  during  the  war  period  served 
on  transports  plying  between  England  and  France  and  the  United  States. 
After  his  discharge,  Mr.  Morissette  again  located  at  Ogdensburg  and 
established  his  present  business  on  Lake  Street.  He  also  conducted  a 
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branch  shop  at  Brushton,  N.  Y.,  which  he  later  sold  to  Edgar  Whitney. 
Another  successful  business  enterprise  of  Mr.  Morissette’s  is  a  gasoline 
service  station,  which  is  located  on  Riverside  Drive  in  Ogdensburg. 

On  Oct.  5,  1909,  Mr.  Morissette  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Maude  Collison,  of  Iroquois  Province,  Ontario,  the  daughter  of  Hugh  and 
Mary  (Roumbaugh)  Collison.  The  former  lives  retired  in  Canada  and 
the  latter  died  in  1892.

Reuben  W.  Dobisky. — One  of  the  outstanding  figures  in  the  mercan¬ 
tile  business  of  Ogdensburg  is  Reuben  W.  Dobisky,  who  is  secretary,  treas¬ 
urer  and  manager  of  the  Surprise  Merchandise  Company,  10-12-14  Ford 
Street.  He  was  born  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  28,  1872,  the  son  of  Abra¬ 
ham  and  Esther  (Bergman)  Dobisky. 

Abraham  Dobisky  was  a  native  of  Poland,  as  was  his  wife.  They  died 
in  1920  and  1921  respectively.  They  emigrated  to  this  country  in  early 
life  and  located  at  Syracuse.  During  his  business  career  Mr.  Dobisky  was 
a  traveling  merchant  in  New  York  State.  In  later  years  he  lived  retired  in 
Ogdensburg.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Jewish 
Synagogue.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dobisky  were  born  seven  children:  1.  Reuben 
W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Lyman,  who  died  in  1891.  3.  Ida  Sarah, 
lives  in  New  York  City.

Reuben  W.  Dobisky  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He 
was  a  clerk  for  one  year  in  the  clothing  store  of  W.  H.  Young,  and  spent 
ten  years  in  the  employ  of  Charles  Paris.  He  was  then  associated  with 
Friedman  Brothers  for  two  years  and  in  1902  established  his  present 

business.  It  was  incorporated  in  1927  with  Mr.  Dobisky  as  secretary  and 
treasurer. 

Mr.  Dobisky  was  married  (first)  in  1906  to  Miss  Julia  Pray,  of  Og¬ 
densburg,  who  died  in  1911.

Charles  S.  Cantwell,  who  is  managing  editor  of  the  Republican-Journal 
at  Ogdensburg,  is  widely  known  in  newspaper  circles  in  St.  Lawrence 
County  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Malone, 
Franklin  County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  19,  1896,  the  son  of  Charles  A.  and  Tamson 
(Donaldson)  Cantwell. 

Charles  A.  Cantwell  lives  retired  at  Malone,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  in 
that  city  and  received  his  early  education  there.  He  is  also  a  graduate  of 
Albany  Business  College,  and  for  a  period  of  14  years  owned  and  success¬ 
fully  managed  a  mercantile  establishment  at  Malone.  He  then  became  an 
electrical  contractor  and  from  1926  until  the  time  of  his  retirement  was 
United  States  customs  collector  at  Trout  River,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Cantwell  is  a 
Democrat  and  is  a  member  of  the  Malone  Democratic  Committee.  He  is 
an  active  and  prominent  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  His 
wife,  born  at  North  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  died  in  1929  and  is  buried  in  Malone.

Homer  M.  Wallace  is  president  and  treasurer  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
Wholesale  Grocery  Company,  303-7  North  Water  Street,  which  was 
founded  by  his  father  in  Ogdensburg  many  years  ago.  Mr.  Wallace  was 
born  in  this  city,  Feb.  19,  1877,  the  son  of  Franklin  D.  and  Martha  J 
(Rankin)  Wallace. 

Franklin  D.  Wallace,  who  died  Dec.  25,  1924,  was  a  native  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  born  at  Lisbon.  His  brother,  Lewis  Wallace,  had  become 
identified  with  the  wholesale  grocery  firm  of  Austin,  Nichols  &  Company, 
New  York  City,  and  at  an  early  age  Franklin  D.  Wallace  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  same  business  as  a  traveling  representative  of  Francis  H. 
Leggett,  wholesale  grocer,  of  New  York.  He  later  became  associated  with 
C.  S.  Westbrook  in  the  establishment  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Wholesale 
Grocery  Company  at  Ogdensburg.  He  served  as  manager  until  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  business  when  the  following  officers  were  elected: 
Franklin  D.  Wallace,  president  and  treasurer;  Howard  B.  Wallace,  vice 
president ;  Homer  M.  Wallace,  secretary.

N.  Y.  They  have  two  daughters:  1.  Lora  Mary,  married  Lyle  Cham¬ 
bers,  lives  at  Ogdensburg,  and  they  have  two  children.  2.  Lucy,  who  is  a 
stenographer  in  the  offices  of  John  C.  Tulloch,  attorney,  Ogdensburg. 
Both  daughters  are  graduates  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy. 

Mr.  Gilroy  is  a  Republican  and  in  1921  was  a  candidate  for  mayor. 
He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  and  Elk  lodges,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  and  his  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


Estace  John  Earl,  who  is  United  States  Deputy  Marshal  of  the  North¬ 
ern  District  of  New  York,  is  one  of  the  well  known  citizens  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  where  he  was  born  March  15,  1874,  the  son  of  John  and  Nellie 
(Winslow)  Earl. 

John  Earl  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Ogdensburg.  During  his  entire 
life  he  was  interested  in  the  contracting  and  building  business,  and  also 
operated  a  sand  and  gravel  business  in  Ogdensburg,  and  for  several  years 
served  the  city  as  commissioner  of  public  works.  Mr.  Earl  died  in  June, 
1917.  His  wife  was  born  at  Potsdam  and  died  in  1880.  He  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  and  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church.  His  wife  held  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Methodist-Episcopal  Church.  There  were  five  children  in  the 
Earl  family:  1.  Alice,  died  in  infancy.  2.  Elmer,  deceased.  3.  Evan¬ 
geline  May,  married  John  H.  Kennedy,  lives  at  Canton,  N.  Y.  4.  Estace 
John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Burton  J.,  lives  at  Ogdensburg. 

Estace  John  Earl  was  reared  and  educated  in  Ogdensburg  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He  was  associated  in  the  sand 
and  gravel  business  with  his  father  until  the  latter’s  death  in  1917.  He 
then  conducted  the  business  alone  for  two  years,  at  which  time  it  was 
sold  to  the  Ogdensburg  Brick  &  Sand  Company.  Mr.  Earl  then  engaged 
in  the  contract  and  building  business  in  this  city  until  1925.  He  received 
the  appointment  as  United  States  Deputy  Marshal  on  June  12,  1925, 
which  office  he  now  holds. 

On  Jan.  11,  1906,  Mr.  Earl  married  Miss  Fanny  Blanche  McCartney, 
born  in  Lisbon,  N.  Y.,  and  a  resident  of  Potsdam  at  the  time  of  her  mar¬ 
riage.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Sarah  (Mcllwee)  McCartney, 
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both  natives  of  Lisbon.  Mr.  McCartney  died  in  1896  and  his  wife 
died  Nov.  8,  1931.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earl  were  born  four  children:  1. 
Estace  Vernon,  born  May  5,  1907,  engaged  in  the  radio  business  at  Ogdens- 
burg.  2.  Kenneth  McCartney,  born  Aug.  21,  1909,  employed  in  Murray’s 
Clothing  Store,  Ogdensburg.  3.  Zella  Wava,  born  Sept.  13,  1911,  a  stu¬ 
dent  nurse  at  A.  Barton  Hepburn  Hospital,  Ogdensburg.  4.  Phyllis 
Fanny,  born  Sept.  30,  1913,  attends  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy. 

Politically  Mr.  Earl  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
Knights  of  Pythias. 


Charles  Middlebrook  Palmer.— The  career  of  Charles  M.  Palmer  has 
been  identified  with  newspaper  work  for  more  than  half  a  century,  during 
which  time  he  has  been  associated  with  numerous  publications,  and  he  is 
one  of  Franklin  County’s  most  prominent  citizens.  Mr.  Palmer  lives  at 
Saranac  Lake  with  his  family,  his  offices  being  located  in  New  York  City. 
He  was  born  at  Mindoro,  La  Crosse  County,  Wis.,  Oct.  3,  1856,  the  son  of 
Cassius  Cornelius  and  Helen  (Dean)  Palmer. 

The  Palmer  family  came  to  the  United  States  from  England  in  1635. 
The  great-grandfather  of  Charles  M.  Palmer  was  a  soldier  in  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Revolution,  and  his  son  served  throughout  the  War  of  1812. 

Cassius  C.  Palmer  was  born  at  New  Haven,  Vt.,  in  1830.  As  a  young 
man  he  went  to  Wisconsin  to  teach  school  and  later  became  interested  in 
the  mercantile  business.  He  successfully  managed  a  store  at  West  Salem, 
LaCrosse  County,  for  many  years,  and  in  1869  was  elected  as  a  member 
of  the  Wisconsin  legislature.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Palmer  was  a  Re¬ 
publican.  He  died  in  1888  and  is  buried  in  West  Salem  Cemetery.  Mr. 
Palmer  was  married  in  1853  to  Miss  Helen  Dean,  the  daughter  of  Ezra 
Dean,  a  native  of  Vergennes,  Vermont.  To  them  were  bom  five  children: 
1.  Arthur,  born  in  1854,  died  in  infancy.  2.  Charles  M.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Emma,  born  in  1858,  married  M.  C.  Moore,  retired  newspaper 
owner  of  Minneapolis  and  Milwaukee.  They  live  at  Beverly  Hills,  Calif. 
4.  George,  born  in  1860,  died  in  1904.  5.  Nellie,  born  in  1867,  married 
James  H.  Taylor,  banker,  and  lives  at  Hollywood,  Calif. 

After  his  graduation  from  West  Salem  High  School  in  1873,  Charles 
M.  Palmer  spent  one  year  in  the  engineering  department  of  the  Chicago 
and  North  Western  Railway  and  one  year  in  his  father’s  store.  The  mer¬ 
cantile  business  did  not  appeal  to  him,  however,  and  in  1875  he  went  to 
Tecumseh,  Neb.,  as  a  school  teacher.  He  returned  to  LaCrosse,  Wis.,  the 
following  year  and  was  employed  in  the  circulation  department  of  the 
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LaCrosse  Chronicle.  Later  he  accepted  the  post  of  city  editor  of  the 
LaCrosse  Republican  and  Leader,  and  in  October,  1879,  Mr.  Palmer  became 
business  manager  of  the  Northwestern  Miller,  which  was  published  in 
Minneapolis  at  that  time,  although  it  had  been  established  in  LaCrosse 
in  1873.  He  became  owner  of  the  latter  publication  in  1881  and  was  iden¬ 
tified  with  it  until  1904.  During  1887-88-89  he  was  also  part  owner  of  the 
Minneapolis  Tribune  and  Minneapolis  Journal,  which  he  sold  in  1901  and 
1903  respectively.  In  January,  1890,  Mr.  Palmer  located  in  San  Francisco, 
Calif.,  and  for  four  years  served  as  business  manager  of  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner,  severing  that  connection  in  October,  1903.  In  1889,  in  associa¬ 
tion  with  E.  B.  Haskell,  he  bought  the  St.  Joseph  Daily  News  and  later 
acquired  the  St.  Joseph  Gazette,  which  interests  he  still  retains.  In  1895 
Mr.  Palmer  purchased  the  New  York  Journal  for  William  Randolph 
Hearst,  and  served  as  its  business  manager  for  four  years.  In  1899  he 
established  offices  in  New  York  City  as  a  newspaper  broker,  with  which 
work  he  is  still  identified.  Mr.  Palmer  took  his  wife  and  two  sons  to  Europe 
in  1904,  and  remained  abroad  for  two  years.  In  the  spring  of  1907  the 
family  located  in  Northern  New  York  on  account  of  his  son’s  health. 
After  spending  a  year  at  Lake  Placid,  they  removed  to  Saranac  Lake.  The 
family  residence  is  at  135  Park  Avenue. 

On  Sept.  28,  1881,  Mr.  Palmer  married  Miss  Mary  Sill,  the  daughter  of 
William  R.  Sill,  one  of  the  pioneer  railroad  builders  of  the  Northwest.  To 
them  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Charles  S.,  born  Sept.  10,  1885,  for  many 
years  engaged  in  the  publication  of  Trade  papers,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake. 
2.  Dean,  born  Nov.  30,  1887,  a  graduate  of  Montclair  Military  Academy, 
associated  with  his  father’s  newspaper  interests  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Palmer  is  a  Republican,  a  vestryman  of  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal 
Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  Saranac  Club,  and  Union  League  of  New  York 
City. 


Wadhams  Hall  Preparatory  College,  named  for  the  first  bishop  of 
Ogdensburg,  Rt.  Rev.  Edgar  Wadhams,  was  opened  on  Sept.  8,  1924,  by 
Rt.  Rev.  J.  H.  Conroy,  D.  D.,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  vocations  to 
the  priesthood  in  high  school  graduates  of  the  diocese.  Although  four 
years  of  high  school  preparation  are  required  for  entrance,  capable  stu¬ 
dents  without  Latin  preparation  may  be  admitted  upon  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  their  pastors,  but  a  three  years’  course  of  studies  is  required  of 
them  before  their  admittance  to  philosophy.  The  two  years  of  prepara¬ 
tion  in  Wadhams  Hall,  however,  is  considered  sufficient  for  the  two  years 
of  philosophy  and  four  years  of  theology  before  ordination.  The  college, 
located  at  214  Hamilton  Street,  Ogdensburg,  has  ample  accommodations 
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for  18  young  men.  Residence  at  the  hall  is  demanded  of  all  students 
even  those  living  in  the  city.  The  chapel,  classrooms,  dormitories  and 
refectory  are  all  located  in  the  same  building.  A  spirit  of  prayer  and 
study  is  found  in  Wadhams  Hall  to  fully  develop  the  worthy  aspirant 
to  Sacred  Orders. 

From  1924  until  1931  over  100  applications  have  been  received  for 
admission.  Of  these  66  were  acceptable.  At  present  there  are  12  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  college  and  30  in  major  seminaries  at  Toronto,  Montreal, 
Emmitsburg,  and  Louvain,  Belgium.  The  faculty  consists  of  Rev.  J.  M. 
Hogan,  A.  M.,  dean;  Rev.  M.  J.  O’Reilly  and  Rev.  L.  B.  Berubee. 

The  college  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Doctor  Vollmer  in 
charge  for  seven  years.  The  college  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
Bishop  Conroy,  present  bishop  of  Ogdensburg. 


Frank  I.  Bateman  is  active  and  progressive  in  the  business  life  of 
Ogdensburg,  where  he  is  proprietor  of  the  Frank  I.  Bateman  Company, 
specialty  produce  jobbers,  located  at  319  Crescent  Street.  He  was  born 
at  Baltimore,  Md.,  Aug.  6,  1877,  the  son  of  Samuel  D.  and  Elizabeth  (Rob¬ 
inson)  Bateman. 

Samuel  D.  Bateman  died  in  1906.  He  was  a  native  of  Baltimore,  Md., 
and  as  a  young  man  became  interested  in  the  newspaper  business  as  a 
compositor  on  the  “Baltimore  American,”  pioneer  publication  of  that  city, 
and  he  served  in  that  capacity  for  a  period  of  40  years.  He  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat  and  a  member  of  St.  John’s  Church,  of  Baltimore.  His  wife  died  in 
Baltimore  in  1882.  Their  children  were:  1.  George  R.,  who  died  in  1926. 
2.  Samuel  Leo,  who  lives  at  Baltimore.  3.  James  O.,  lives  at  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.  4.  Margaret,  lives  at  Baltimore.  5.  Clara,  lives  at  Baltimore. 
6.  Frank  I.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  7.  William  S.  8.  Constance,  mar¬ 
ried  Edward  Dempsey.  Both  live  in  Baltimore. 

Frank  I.  Bateman  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  Baltimore.  He 
spent  eight  years  on  the  farm  of  his  uncle,  Joseph  Lancaster,  in  Charles 
County,  Md.  He  served  during  the  Spanish-American  War  as  a  private 
in  the  Fifth  Maryland  U.  S.  Volunteers,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  was 
located  at  Huntsville,  Ala.  He  was  discharged  Oct.  22,  1898,  and  at  that 
time  became  identified  with  the  Seidenburg  Cigar  Company  of  New  York 
City ,  which  later  was  absorbed  by  the  American  Tobacco  Company,  and 
Mr.  Bateman  continued  with  that  organization  until  1910.  During  the 
following  two  years  he  was  a  representative  of  the  American  Meerschaum 
Pipe  Company.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1912  and  for  three  years  was 
a  salesman  in  the  employ  of  the  Herrington  Brothers  &  Smith  Fruit  & 
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Produce  Company.  He  spent  five  years  with  the  George  G.  Daniels  Bakery 
Company,  and  in  1920  became  a  salesman  for  the  Capital  City  Products 
Company.  He  has  engaged  in  business  for  himself  since  1921. 

On  Aug.  6,  1900,  Mr.  Bateman  married  Miss  Amelia  Bilz,  of  New  York 
City,  the  daughter  of  Henry  C.  and  Lena  (Sweig)  Bilz,  natives  of  New 
York  City.  Mr.  Bilz  lives  in  Ogdensburg.  His  wife  died  in  1919  and  is 
buried  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bateman  were  born  four  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Anna  C.,  born  May  4,  1901,  married  Franklin  Sanford,  lives  at 
Ogdensburg.  2.  Emma  E.,  born  Aug.  18,  1903,  married  Emmett  Haskett, 
lives  at  Ogdensburg.  They  have  a  son,  Patrick  Emmett,  born  Feb.  18, 
1931.  3.  Frank  B.,  born  Aug.  13,  1905,  associated  in  business  with  his 
father.  He  married  Miss  Elsie  Baker  of  Ogdensburg,  and  they  have  two 
children:  1.  Frank  B.,  Jr.,  born  Feb.  4,  1927.  2.  Patricia  Ann,  born 

June  24,  1931.  4.  James  William,  born  Aug.  30,  1916,  attends  Ogdens¬ 
burg  Free  Academy. 

Mr.  Bateman  is  a  Democrat,  and  is  serving  as  alderman  of  the  First 
Ward.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the 
Elks  Lodge  and  Belmont  Golf  Club. 

Samuel  L.  Robinson,  maternal  grandfather  of  Mr.  Bateman,  served  as 
sheriff  of  Baltimore  County,  Maryland.  He  was  a  candidate  for  U.  S. 
Congress  in  1888,  being  defeated  by  Fred  Talbot,  who  served  as  a  member 
of  that  body  for  many  years. 


Horace  Allen,  of  Ogdensburg,  is  among  the  reliable  and  substantial 
business  men  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Hammond,  May 
24,  1872,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  (Rogers)  Allen. 

Thomas  Allen  died  in  1902  and  his  wife  died  in  1904.  They  both  were 
natives  of  Hammond,  N.  Y.,  where  they  are  buried.  During  his  life  Mr. 
Allen  engaged  in  farming  and  was  especially  interested  in  dairying,  being 
the  owner  of  two  fine  dairy  farms.  He  served  as  supervisor  of  highways 
for  35  years  and  was  a  member  of  the  grange.  Politically  he  was  a  Re¬ 
publican  and  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Allen  were  born  four  children:  1.  Mary  L.,  married  Almond  Chase, 
lives  at  Gouverneur.  2.  Jennie,  married  James  McGregor,  lives  at  Ham¬ 
mond.  3.  Horace,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  William  R.,  who  died  in

The  early  life  of  Horace  Allen  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm  near 
Hammond,  and  after  his  graduation  from  Hammond  High  School  he  was 
a  student  at  Cornell  University.  He  returned  to  his  father’s  farm  for  six 
years  and  later  owned  and  operated  a  tug  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River.

and  Mrs.  Allen  were  born  two  daughters:  1.  Marjorie  Louise,  born  Aug. 
17,  1902,  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy,  and  St.  Lawrence 
University,  class  of  1924.  She  has  also  taken  graduate  work  at  Syracuse 
and  McGill  University,  and  is  a  teacher  at  Gouverneur  High  School.  2. 
Marian  D.,  born  Dec.  30,  1906,  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy 
and  Cortland  Normal  School,  class  of  1926.  She  is  a  teacher  at  Fredonia 
High  School. 

Mr.  Allen  is  a  Republican,  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Elk  lodges.  He 
also  belongs  to  the  Grange. 

Mr.  Allen  is  the  owner  of  the  old  Allen  homestead  near  Hammond, 
which  is  one  of  the  finest  dairy  farms  in  that  section  of  the  state. 


Daniel  J.  McConville. — One  of  the  better  known  business  men  of 
Ogdensburg  is  Daniel  J.  McConville,  who  is  identified  with  the  Arthur  F. 
McConville  General  Contracting  Company,  and  he  is  a  veteran  of  the 
World  War.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  March  25,  1890,  the  son  of  Joseph 
and  Mary  (McFall)  McConville. 

Joseph  McConville,  retired,  is  highly  esteemed  in  Ogdensburg.  He  is 
a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  born  at  Ogdensburg.  As  a  young  man 
he  spent  five  years  in  Chicago,  Ill.  He  returned  to  Ogdensburg  and  in 
1865  established  a  general  contracting  business  here.  It  is  now  known 
as  the  Arthur  F.  McConville  Company.  They  are  specialists  in  road 
building  and  also  do  general  contracting  work,  trucking,  and  storage. 
Mr.  McConville  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  for  many  wears  has  been  a 
member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Cornwall, 
Ont.  Their  children  are:  1.  Arthur  F.,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  2.  Mabel, 
married  William  Green,  farmer,  lives  on  Canton  Road,  Ogdensburg.  3.

Mr.  McConville  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  an  active  member 
of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church. 


Arthur  Eugene  Sansoucy. — Outstanding  among  St.  Lawrence  County’s 
most  prominent  citizens  is  Arthur  Eugene  Sansoucy,  retired,  who  was  for 
many  yeears  owner  and  publisher  of  the  Ogdensburg  Republican-Journal. 
He  was  born  at  North  Adams,  Mass.,  Aug.  12,  1880,  the  son  of  N.  J.  and 
Eleanor  (Germaine)  Sansoucy. 

N.  J.  Sansoucy,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Canada.  His  wife  was  born 
at  Bennington,  Vt.,  and  died  in  1884.  He  died  in  1915.  Both  are  buried 
at  North  Adams.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Sansoucy  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  at  North  Adams.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in 
Notre  Dame  Catholic  Church.  Three  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sansoucy:  1.  Louis  Thomas,  who  died  July  14,  1901.  2.  Ida  May,  who 
died  May  24,  1911.  3.  Arthur  Eugene,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  By  a 
former  marriage,  N.  J.  Sansoucy  had  another  daughter,  Nellie  Adele,  who 
died  July  12,  1882. 

Arthur  Eugene  Sansoucy  was  reared  and  educated  at  North  Adams, 
Mass.  He  began  his  newspaper  career  as  an  apprentice  printer  at  North 
Adams,  on  the  North  Adams  Transcript,  and  in  1897  became  identified 
with  the  Glens  Falls  Times  as  a  linotype  operator.  He  remained  with 
that  publication  until  1909  at  which  time  he  worked  on  the  Post-Star 
of  Glens  Falls  as  general  manager.  He  successfully  filled  that  position 
until  January,  1918,  and  in  that  year  came  to  Ogdensburg  as  general 
manager  of  the  Ogdensburg  Journal.  Mr.  Sansoucy  purchased  a  third 
interest  in  the  newspaper  in  1923  and  after  several  months  became  its 
owner.  He  disposed  of  his  interests  on  May  1,  1928,  to  the  Gannett 
Corporation  of  Rochester,  and  at  that  time  retired  from  newspaper 
work.  He,  however,  is  one  of  the  city’s  leading  bond  salesmen. 

Mr.  Sansoucy  was  married  (first)  on  Nov.  28,  1899,  to  Miss  Aurelia 
De  Marsh,  of  Glens  Falls,  the  daughter  of  Fred  and  Azalia  (Mitchell) 
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De  Marsh.  Mr.  De  Marsh  was  born  at  Saranac  and  resides  at  Glens 
Falls.  His  wife  was  bom  in  the  latter  city  and  died  in  1918.  Aurelia 
(De  Marsh)  Sansoucy  died  June  27,  1920,  and  is  buried  at  Glens  Falls. 
She  is  survived  by  three  children:  1.  Germaine  Angelus,  born  July  15, 
1902,  a  graduate  of  St.  Mary’s  Academy.  She  married  Ronald  T.  Adams, 
and  lives  at  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.  They  have  three  children:  Eleanor, 
Wayne,  and  Raymond.  2.  Leo  Eugene,  born  April  26,  1909,  is  identified 
with  the  Hammond  Advertiser,  lives  at  Hammond,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  St.  Mary’s  Academy.  3.  Regina  May,  born  Nov.  30,  1911,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Immaculate  Heart  Academy,  Watertown,  now  a  student  nurse  at  A. 
Barton  Hepburn  Hospital,  Ogdensburg.  On  Feb.  27,  1922,  Mr.  Sansoucy 
was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Irene  M.  Clark,  of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  the 
daughter  of  Edward  F.  and  Myra  A.  (Dewey)  Clark,  natives  of  Franklin 
and  St.  Lawrence  counties  respectively.  The  former  is  deceased  and 
the  latter  lives  at  Long  Beach,  Calif.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sansoucy  have  a  son, 
Arthur  Eugene,  Jr.,  born  April  10,  1924. 

Mr.  Sansoucy  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  in  1922  was  a  candi¬ 
date  for  the  office  of  mayor  of  Ogdensburg.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s 
Cathedral,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Century  Club  and  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  He  formerly  held  membership  in  the  Rotary  Club,  Asso¬ 
ciated  Press,  and  New  York  State  Publishers  Association,  and  American 
Publishers  Association. 


Edward  Cornish  Rider. — Associated  with  the  Northern  New  York  In¬ 
stitute  for  Deaf  Mutes  since  1884,  Mr.  Rider,  superintendent,  is  one  of 
the  best  known  citizens  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Mexico, 
N.  Y.,  Nov.  23,  1863,  the  son  of  Henry  C.  and  Helen  A.  (Chandler)  Rider. 

Henry  C.  Rider  was  born  at  Esperance,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  14,  1832.  At  the 
age  of  four  years  he  contracted  scarlet  fever  from  which  he  suffered  the 
total  loss  of  hearing,  and  as  so  often  happens  when  the  sense  of  hearing 
is  lost  so  early  in  life  he  soon  forgot  his  rudimentary  speech.  In  1846 
he  entered  a  New  York  institution  for  instruction  of  the  deaf,  and  com¬ 
pleted  the  course  in  six  years.  He  was  graduated  with  honors  in  1855. 
Two  years  later  he  married  Miss  Helen  A.  Chandler,  the  daughter  of 
Peter  and  Anna  (Gunn)  Chandler,  of  Mexico,  N.  Y.  She  was  also  a  deaf 
mute  and  a  graduate  of  the  same  institution  which  Mr.  Rider  attended. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rider  were  born  seven  children,  all  in  full  possession  of 
their  five  senses.  Four  died  in  infancy.  The  other  children  were:  1. 
Lewis  C.,  for  a  time  a  teacher  in  the  Northern  New  York  Institute  for 
Deaf  Mutes,  which  was  founded  by  his  father  in  Malone  in  1884.  Lewis 
C.  Rider  died  Feb.  8,  1913.  2.  Grace  was  assistant  matron  at  the  insti- 
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tution  at  the  time  of  her  death,  Dec.  6,  1889.  3.  Edward  C.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  Henry  C.  Rider  died  May  16,  1913,  and  his  wife,  Helen  A. 
Rider,  died  Oct.  13,  1901.  Both  are  buried  in  cemetery  at  Mexico,  N.  Y. 

Henry  C.  Rider  was  founder  of  the  Deaf  Mutes  Journal  in  1872.  It 
was  later  sold  to  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and 
became  the  leading  publication  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 

Edward  C.  Rider  attended  the  public  schools  of  Mexico,  N.  Y.,  and 
completed  one  year  of  study  in  the  Medical  School  of  Syracuse  Univer¬ 
sity,  when  he  transferred  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Columbia  University.  After  two  years  he  was  called  to  Malone  as  an 
assistant  to  his  father  at  the  institution.  He  has  been  identified  with 
this  work  since  1884,  having  been  appointed  principal  in  1892,  and  super¬ 
intendent  in  1896. 

On  April  4,  1892,  Mr.  Rider  married  Miss  Ella  Grace  Winslow,  the 
daughter  of  Harvey  and  Sarah  (Walbridge)  Winslow,  of  North  Stock¬ 
holm,  N.  Y.  She  served  as  supervisor  of  girls  and  until  1927  was  a 
teacher  in  the  Institution.  They  have  two  sons:  1.  Darrel  W.,  born 
June  25,  1903.  He  attended  Colgate  University  and  is  now  a  teacher 
at  the  Malone  School  for  the  Deaf.  He  is  married  and  has  a  son, 
David  Rider,  born  March  21,  1930.  2.  Lynton  Chandler  Rider,  born  Oct. 
19,  1914,  is  now  a  pupil  in  the  Malone  School  for  the  Deaf. 

By  a  former  marriage  Mr.  Rider  has  another  son,  Edward  Taylor 
Rider,  born  March  17,  1886.  He  is  engaged  in  the  coal  business  at  Malone. 

Mr.  Rider  attends  the  Congregational  Church  of  Malone  and  is 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  was  the  first  president  of  the 
Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club  and  owns  a  fishing  camp  on  Indian  Lake.  He 
was  president  of  Malone  Golf  Club  and  also  served  as  president  of  the 
Malone  Club,  at  one  time  a  prominent  civic  organization.  Mrs.  Rider  is 
a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Rider  took  a  prominent  part  in  local  affairs, 
being  county  director  of  State  Military  Census;  county  enrolling  officer, 
U.  S.  Public  Service  Reserve;  county  chairman  Food  Conservation,  Pledge 
Card  Campaign;  county  distributor  1918  “Home  Cards;”  county  chair¬ 
man  War  Chest  Drive;  scout  master,  Troop  No.  2,  Malone;  chairman 
Malone  Merchants  Conservation  Association;  field  examiner  Bureau  of 
War  Risk  Insurance;  member  Liberty  Loan  Central  Committee;  mem¬ 
ber  Finance  Committee  Malone  Chapter  Red  Cross;  county  representative 
Salvation  Army;  county  chairman  “Four  Minute  Men;”  chairman  Frank¬ 
lin  County  Home  Defense  Committee;  president  Franklin  County  War 
Chest,  Inc.;  chief  local  division  American  Protective  League.  In  1925, 
he  was  appointed  historian  for  the  County  of  Franklin  and  since  then  he 
not  only  has  written  an  account  of  the  activities  in  which  the  people  of 
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Franklin  County  engaged  during  the  World  War  but  he  has  prepared  a 
record  of  all  Franklin  County  men  who  volunteered  or  were  drafted.  He 
has  attained  much  prominence  as  a  public  speaker  and  also  as  a  toast¬ 
master. 


William  Cary  Hull. — Among  the  principal  industries  of  Franklin 
County,  and  indeed  in  the  front  rank  with  the  chief  wood-working  plants 
in  this  section  of  the  State,  is  the  Oval  Wood  Dish  Corporation,  Tupper 
Lake  Junction,  of  which  William  Cary  Hull  is  president;  Gerald  P.  Hull, 
vice  president ;  and  Henry  C.  Hull,  lumber  sales  manager. 

William  Cary  Hull  was  born  in  Wauseon,  Ohio,  Oct.  24,  1869,  the  son 
of  Henry  S.  and  Katherine  (Pfeiffer)  Hull.  Henry  S.  Hull  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  in  1845  and  in  early  life  was  engaged  in  the  mercantile 
business  at  Wauseon,  Ohio.  In  1883  he  became  interested  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  an  oval  wood  dish  that  could  be  used  by  retail  merchants  as  a 
receptacle  in  the  sale  of  lard,  butter,  and  other  similar  items  of  merchan¬ 
dise,  and  then  discarded  like  a  paper  bag.  In  1887  he  moved  the  manu¬ 
facturing  plant  to  Mancelona,  Mich.,  and  subsequently  in  1892  to  Traverse 
City,  Mich.,  near  the  hardwood  lumber  supply,  so  necessary  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  his  product.  The  company  which  had  been  a  partnership  was 
incorporated  under  the  name  of  The  Oval  Wood  Dish  Corporation.  The 
company  was  also  active  in  the  hardwood  lumber  business  and  owned  vast 
tracts  of  timber  in  Michigan.  The  plant  at  Tupper  Lake  was  built  in 
1916-1917.  He  retired  from  active  business  in  1908  and  died  in  1923. 
He  is  buried  in  Traverse  City,  Mich.  He  was  married  in  1866  to  Miss 
Katherine  Pfeiffer,  a  daughter  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Pfeiffer,  a  native  of  Ohio. 
Mrs.  Hull  before  her  marriage  was  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of 
Napoleon,  Ohio.  She  now  resides  in  Traverse  City.  Two  children  were 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hull :  Ola,  who  lives  at  home ;  and  William  C.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  C.  Hull  began  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Wauseon, 
and  was  graduated  from  Pennsylvania  Military  College  at  Chester,  Pa.,  in 
1890.  During  his  college  days  he  was  active  in  athletics  and  after  gradua¬ 
tion  played  professional  baseball  for  one  season  with  the  Jamestown,  N.  Y. 
club.  Then  he  learned  stenography  and  bookkeeping  and  became  secretary 
and  assistant  to  his  father  in  the  manufacturing  plant  at  Mancelona.  In 
1907  he  was  made  vice  president  and  general  manager  of  the  company.  It 
was  while  he  was  serving  in  this  capacity  that  the  plant  at  Tupper  Lake 
Junction  was  built.  He  moved  to  Tupper  Lake  in  1916  and  in  1919  suc¬ 
ceeded  to  the  presidency  of  the  company  and  he  still  holds  the  chief 
executive  post. 
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On  Sept.  21,  1891,  Mr.  Hull  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Katherine 
Lola  Peckham,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  G.  Peckham,  of  Mancelona,  Mich. 
They  are  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Henry  C.,  born  in  1894.  He 
attended  Olivet  College,  Olivet,  Mich.,  and  in  1919  became  sales  manager 
for  the  lumber  department  of  the  Oval  Wood  Dish  Corporation.  2.  Gerald 
P.,  born  in  1896,  attended  Olivet  College.  He  is  now  serving  as  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company.  3.  Richard,  born  in  1898,  attended  Colgate  College 
and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  is  in  the  sign  manufacturing  busi¬ 
ness  in  West  Winfield,  N.  Y.  4.  William  C.,  Jr.,  born  in  1901,  attended  Cor¬ 
nell  University  and  was  graduated  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  in  1922.  He  is  in  the  employ  of  F.  L.  Carlisle  &  Company, 
bankers,  New  York  City.  5.  Jane  J.,  a  graduate  of  Smith  College,  is  en¬ 
gaged  in  secretarial  work  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Hull  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  Past  Master  of 
Traverse  City  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.;  a  Knight  Templar,  and  is  also  a  32nd 
degree  Mason,  being  a  member  of  Grand  Rapids  (Mich.)  Consistory; 
Saladin  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine;  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Traverse  City;  and 
Masonic  Club  of  Tupper  Lake.  For  the  past  eight  years  Mr.  Hull  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associated  Industries  of 
the  State  of  New  York ;  and  is  a  director  of  The  American  Life  Insurance 
Company,  of  Detroit,  Mich. 

In  1907  Mr.  Hull  organized  and  was  president  of  the  North  Branch 
Flooring  Company,  of  Chicago,  for  ten  years,  and  is  still  one  of  its  direc¬ 
tors.  In  1914  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Michigan  Hardwood  Manu¬ 
facturers  Association,  an  organization  of  96  hardwood  lumber  manufac¬ 
turers,  and  held  the  office  for  two  years,  and  for  more  than  ten  years 
was  an  active  member  of  the  association.  He  is  also  an  officer  in  two  other 
lumber  companies  in  Michigan. 

Mr.  Hull’s  recreations  are  golf  and  baseball. 


Rev.  John  M.  Hogan,  A.  M. — As  dean  of  Wadhams  Hall,  Ogdensburg, 
Rev.  Hogan  is  recognized  as  one  of  St.  Lawrence  County’s  most  prominent 
and  influential  citizens.  He  was  born  at  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  March  13, 
1892,  the  son  of  James  Maxwell  and  Mary  Jane  (O’Connor)  Hogan. 

James  Maxwell  Hogan  was  born  in  Watertown,  May  9,  1858.  He  at¬ 
tended  Arsenal  Street  School,  and  was  graduated  from  Watertown  High 
School  in  1879.  He  was  then  employed  in  the  railway  mail  service  for 
nine  years,  after  which  he  spent  30  years  as  a  postal  clerk  in  the  Water- 
town  post  office.  Mr.  Hogan  was  retired  from  the  service  in  May,  1924. 
He  lives  at  224  Paddock  Street.  Mary  Jane  (O’Connor)  Hogan  was  born 
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Nov.  11,  1857,  and  died  March  2,  1931.  She  is  buried  in  Glenwood  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hogan  were  born  six  children:  1. 
J.  V.,  civil  engineer,  assistant  to  the  president  of  the  Arundel  Corpora¬ 
tion,  Baltimore,  Md.  2.  Mary,  deceased.  3.  James,  deceased.  4.  John 
M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Claire  C.  6.  Ethel  M.  The  latter  two 
are  teachers  in  Watertown,  and  live  at  home. 

John  M.  Hogan  obtained  his  early  schooling  in  Arsenal  and  Mullin 
Street  schools,  and  in  1911  was  graduated  from  Watertown  High  School. 
He  attended  Holy  Cross  College,  Worcester,  Mass.,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1915  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  cum  laude.  He 
then  entered  Grand  Seminary,  Montreal,  which  is  conducted  by  the 
Fathers  of  St.  Sulpice,  and  he  remained  there  from  1915  until  1918.  Due 
to  a  shortage  of  priests  in  the  diocese,  nine  chaplains  enlisted  in  the 
army  from  Ogdensburg  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  Consequently  the 
course  was  shortened  and  Rev.  Hogan  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
three  months  ahead  of  his  class,  after  being  tutored  by  Franciscan  Fa¬ 
thers  at  Croghan,  N.  Y.,  during  the  summer  of  1918.  He  was  ordained  at 
St.  Mary’s  Cathedral,  Ogdensburg,  Sept.  8,  1918,  by  Rt.  Rev.  J.  H.  Con¬ 
roy,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Ogdensburg.  He  immediately  received  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  assistant  pastor  at  Sacred  Heart  Church,  Massena,  N.  Y.,  and  in 
November,  1918,  was  transferred  to  Cathedral  parish  in  Ogdensburg  as 
an  assistant  and  as  an  instructor  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy.  Rev.  Hogan 
became  assistant  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Potsdam,  in  1920,  and  remained 
there  until  1924.  In  the  latter  year  he  received  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  at  Holy  Cross  College.  From  1924  until  1931  he  was  an  instructor 
at  Wadhams  Hall,  preparatory  college,  and  in  December,  1931,  became 
dean  of  the  institution. 


Frank  Joseph  Wagner  is  a  leading  citizen  of  Malone,  and  well  known 
throughout  the  North  Country  as  a  public  accountant.  He  was  born 

at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  24,  1890,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Rose  (Bloch) 
Wagner. 

Charles  Wagner  was  a  native  of  Czecho-Slovakia  and  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1887.  He  spent  seven  years  as  a  hotel  proprietor  in 
Brooklyn,  after  which  he  returned  to  his  native  land.  He  died  in  Ger¬ 
many  in  1925,  and  his  wife  died  there  in  1914.  Their  children  were: 

Frank  Joseph,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Hildegarde,  who  lives  in 
Munich,  Germany. 

When  he  was  four  years  old  Frank  Joseph  Wagner  went  to  Germany 
with  his  parents  and  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of  Munich.  He 
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returned  to  the  United  States  in  1914,  when  accorded  the  right  to  select 
the  country  to  which  he  wished  to  give  allegiance,  and  he  settled  in  New 
York  City,  where  he  spent  several  years  as  a  public  accountant  in  the 
employ  of  several  leading  business  institutions.  Mr.  Wagner  came  to 
Malone  in  1920  where  he  has  since  been  recognized  as  an  expert  account¬ 
ant  and  specialist  on  income  tax  work,  being  admitted  to  practice  before 
the  U.  S.  Treasury  Department  in  connection  with  income  tax  work.  He 
is  connected  with  several  notable  corporations,  having  charge  of  their 
audit  systems  and  financial  reports.  Among  his  clients  he  numbers  more 
than  200  business  organizations  in  the  North  Country.  From  1923  until 
1930  Mr.  Wagner  also  conducted  a  private  accounting  school  at  his  home 
at  100  Elm  Street.  He  has  recently  made  connections  with  a  number  of 
steamship  lines  between  the  United  States  and  Europe  and  is  making 
preparations  to  personally  conduct  tours  abroad. 

On  Jan.  17,  1912,  Mr.  Wagner  married  Miss  Paula  F.  Moedder,  the 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Frieda  Moedder,  of  Munich,  Germany.  The  former 

is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  in  Munich.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wagner  have  no 
children. 

Politically  Mr.  Wagner  is  a  Democrat.  His  wife  holds  membership 
in  the  Congregational  Church  of  Malone. 


George  Herbert  Hale. — One  of  Malone’s  representative  business  men 
is  George  Herbert  Hale,  who  enjoys  the  distinction  of  having  success¬ 
fully  engaged  in  the  insurance  business  for  a  longer  continuous  period 
than  any  insurance  agent  in  Franklin  County.  On  March  1,  1932,  he  will 
complete  41  years  of  active  business,  representing  many  widely  known 
fire  insurance  companies.  He  was  born  at  Malone,  Nov.  17,  1867,  the 
son  of  George  W.  and  Charlotte  (Spear)  Hale. 

George  W.  Hale  was  born  at  Stowe,  Vt.,  Dec.  9,  1827.  His  early 
life  was  spent  there  and  he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools.  As  a 
young  man  he  went  to  Boston,  Mass.,  where  he  was  interested  for  a  short 
time  in  the  commission  business.  He  then  removed  to  Northern  New 
York  and  settled  at  Malone  in  1846,  where  for  a  time  he  was  engaged  in 
the  buying  and  shipping  of  farm  produce  and  poultry  to  the  Boston 
market.  Later  he  became  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  potato  starch, 
and  at  one  time  owned  and  operated  seven  factories  in  Franklin  County! 
This  starch  was  used  as  sizing  for  print  cloth,  and  Mr.  Hale  found  a  ready 
market  in  the  textile  factories  of  New  England.  Corn  starch  and  other 
starches  later  replaced  the  demand  for  potato  starch  and  the  business 
gradually  declined  until  Mr.  Hale  disposed  of  his  interests  and  went  to 
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California.  He  located  in  San  Diego  in  1887  and  became  interested  in 
raising  citrus  fruits.  He  died  Dec.  1,  1910,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside 
Cemetery,  Malone.  Mr.  Hale  was  married  (first)  on  Jan.  14,  1846,  to 
Miss  Charlotte  Spear,  the  daughter  of  Charles  Spear,  of  Parishville, 
N.  Y.  Mrs.  Hale  died  Aug.  4,  1890.  Their  children  were:  George  Her¬ 
bert,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Frances,  born  June  17,  1869.  She  is 
a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  and  is  the  wife  of  Clifford  C.  Fay,  who 
is  private  secretary  to  Henry  W.  Cannon,  formerly  president,  now  retired, 
of  the  Chase  National  Bank,  New  York  City.  They  have  a  son,  George 
Fay,  who  is  an  official  of  the  Chase  National  Bank. 

George  W.  Hale  was  married  (second)  in  1895  to  Josephine  (Bowen) 
Merchant,  the  widow  of  A.  N.  Merchant,  and  daughter  of  Oscar  Bowen, 
of  Moira,  N.  Y.  She  died  Aug.  20,  1923,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside 
Cemetery,  Malone. 

George  Herbert  Hale  is  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  class  of 
1887.  He  spent  a  year  in  California  with  his  parents  and  upon  his  re¬ 
turn  to  Malone  in  1889  he  became  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Hadley  & 
Hadley,  a  firm  which  was  then  prominent  in  the  local  fire  insurance  field. 
The  firm  name  later  was  changed  to  Hadley,  Channell  &  Hadley,  F.  S. 
Channel,  now  retired,  coming  into  the  firm  as  an  active  partner.  On 
March  1,  1891,  Mr.  Hale  formed  a  partnership  with  the  late  Fred  O’Neil, 
who  was  later  to  serve  as  Malone’s  postmaster  for  a  number  of  years. 
This  partnership  continued  until  the  time  of  Mr.  O’Neil’s  death  in  October, 
1915.  Mr.  Hale  then  became  sole  owner  of  the  agency,  but  retained  the 
firm  name,  O’Neil  &  Hale,  which  title  the  agency  still  bears. 

Besides  devoting  his  energy  to  the  insurance  business,  Mr.  Hale  has 
formed  other  business  connections.  He  was  for  a  long  period  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Farmers  National  Bank  of  Malone,  and 
was  elected  president  of  the  institution  in  January,  1924,  a  position  which 
he  now  holds.  He  has  also  been  connected  with  the  Lawrence-Webster 
Company  for  several  years. 

On  Nov.  27,  1894,  Mr.  Hale  married  Miss  Gertrude  F.  French,  the 
daughter  of  Hiram  T.  and  Hannah  (Wells)  French.  Mr.  French  was  for 
a  number  of  years  cashier  of  the  Peoples  National  Bank  of  Malone.  Two 
children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hale:  Robert  F.,  born  Dec.  24,  1898, 
a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  now  associated  in  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness  with  his  father;  and  Dorothy  H.,  born  Dec.  1,  1903,  a  graduate  of 
Franklin  Academy  and  LaSalle  Seminary,  of  Auburndale,  Mass.,  now 
lives  at  home. 

Mr.  Hale  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a 
Knight  Templar  and  member  of  Karnak  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine 
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at  Montreal  since  1908.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Malone  Golf 
Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  president  of  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  of  the  Farrar  Home,  a  member  of  the  general  board  of  trustees 
of  Alice  Hyde  Hospital,  of  which  he  was  president  for  many  years,  and 
a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Northern  New  York  Institute 

for  Deaf  Mutes  at  Malone.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Malone  Board  of 
Education. 

Mr.  Hale  holds  membership  in  the  St.  Bernard  Fish  &  Game  Club, 
and  is  the  owner  of  a  fine  hunting  and  fishing  lodge  on  Lake  Titus. 


Robert  Henry  Parks,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  numbered 
among  the  representative  young  business  men  of  Malone.  He  was  born 

at  Manchester,  N.  H.,  Sept.  4,  1895,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Lilias 
(Bellows)  Parks. 

William  H.  Parks  was  born  at  Burke,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  25,  1868.  For  20 
years  he  was  employed  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  lived  at 
Manchester,  N.  H.  He  now  lives  retired  in  Malone.  Mr.  Parks  was  mar¬ 
ried  May  24,  1889,  to  Miss  Lilias  Bellows,  the  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Orpha  (Kent)  Bellows,  of  Burke,  N.  Y.  To  them  were  born  five  children! 
1.  Alice,  married  Roy  P.  Jones,  lives  at  Fay,  N.  Y.  2.  Robert  Henry,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Orpha,  married  Frank  Bradt,  lives  at  Schenec¬ 
tady,  N.  Y.  4.  William  George,  lives  at  Schenectady.  5.  Clifford  Eugene, 
born  July  14,  1906,  lives  at  Albany.  Lilias  (Bellows)  Parks  died  in  1914 
and  is  buried  in  Ridgeway  Cemetery,  at  Burke.  Her  mother,  Orpha 
(Kent)  Bellows  was  the  owner  of  the  first  creamery  in  Franklin  County, 
which  was  known  as  the  Ketcham  Butter  Factory.  She  later  operated 
a  plant  at  Constable,  the  latter  now  being  in  the  possession  of  Armstrong 
&  Parks.  This  fact  establishes  Robert  Henry  Parks  as  being  descended 
from  the  pioneer  buttermaker  of  Franklin  County. 

Robert  Henry  Parks  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Manchester 
and  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1914,  where  he 
specialized  in  the  study  of  dairying.  He  spent  two  years  in  the  employ 
of  the  Heath  Creamery  at  Potsdam  and  operated  the  Star  Creamery  at 
West  Hill,  N.  Y.,  for  one  year.  He  was  then  identified  with  the  Burke 
branch  of  the  Mutual  McDermott  Milk  Company  of  New  York  City.  On 
April  1,  1918,  Mr.  Parks  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  went 
to  France  in  June  as  a  member  of  the  78th  Division.  He  saw  active 
service  at  St.  Mihiel,  Verdun,  Aaras,  and  during  the  Argonne  offensive, 
being  severely  gassed  and  wounded.  After  two  months  in  foreign  hos¬ 
pitals  he  returned  to  the  United  States,  June  7,  1919. 
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Mr.  Parks  then  spent  five  years  in  the  employ  of  W.  H.  Costlow,  of 
Malone,  and  for  one  year  was  identified  with  the  State  Farm  Bureau  in 
the  supervision  of  testing  dairy  cattle.  In  1927  he  formed  a  partnership 
with  Floyd  Armstrong  as  proprietors  of  a  dairy  and  creamery  business 
at  Constable,  and  they  are  also  proprietors  of  the  City  Farm  Creamery 
and  Grocery  at  Malone.  They  operate  two  food  stores,  at  25  Harrison 
Place  and  at  Malone  Junction. 

Mr.  Parks  was  married  on  Sept.  2,  1920,  to  Miss  Lillian  Edna  Kay,  the 
daughter  of  John  Kay,  of  Belmont,  N.  Y.  They  have  a  daughter,  Shirley 
Kay,  born  Nov.  24,  1926. 

Mr.  Parks  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  American 
Legion,  and  Malone  Grange. 


Raymond  George  Perkins,  M.  D. — Throughout  his  professional  career, 
Dr.  Perkins,  of  Malone,  has  held  high  rank  among  the  leading  surgeons 
of  Northern  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Highland,  Ulster  County,  April 
29,  1884,  the  son  of  George  Alverson  and  Catherine  (Wood)  Perkins. 

George  Alverson  Perkins  was  born  at  Highland,  April  23,  1857.  For 
a  number  of  years  he  has  been  a  successful  fruit  grower  at  Valatie, 
N.  Y.  He  was  married  in  1882  to  Miss  Catherine  Wood,  the  daughter  of 
George  Wood,  of  Milton,  N.  Y.  Their  children  are:  1.  Raymond  George, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  James  Harris,  born  in  1891,  is  a  graduate 
of  the  State  Agricultural  College  at  Morristown,  N.  Y.,  now  associated 
with  his  father.  3.  Flora,  born  in  1886,  unmarried,  lives  at  home. 

Raymond  George  Perkins  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Highland  and  in  1902  was  graduated  from  Poughkeepsie  High 
School.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  at  Syracuse 
University  in  1907,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  same 
institution  in  1911.  Dr.  Perkins  served  as  interne  for  one  year  at  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  Utica,  after  which  he  engaged  in  private  practice  at 
Rochester,  Minn.  For  a  time  he  was  also  associated  with  Dr.  Charles  T. 
Granger.  Dr.  Perkins  then  took  graduate  work  in  London,  England, 
where  he  specialized  in  the  study  of  tropical  diseases,  preparatory  to  be¬ 
coming  a  Medical  Missionary  in  Java.  He  went  to  the  Orient  via  the 
Suez  Canal  in  1915,  and  returned  to  the  United  States  four  years  later. 
After  several  months  spent  in  graduate  work  at  Syracuse  University, 
Dr.  Perkins  practiced  for  a  time  at  Ogdensburg.  Soon,  however,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Java,  where  he  remained  for  three  and  one-half  years.  Upon 
his  return  to  this  country  in  1924,  he  established  his  present  practice  at 
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Malone,  which  is  confined  exclusively  to  surgery.  Dr.  Perkins  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Franklin  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical 
associations,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

On  June  26,  1913,  Dr.  Perkins  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Pearl  McLean,  the  daughter  of  John  W.  and  Deborah  (Cowdy)  McLean, 
of  Harrowsmith,  Ont.  The  former  is  deceased. 

Dr.  Perkins  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Alpha  Omega  Alpha  frater- 
nity,  Kiwanis  Club,  and  Malone  Golf  Club.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are 
members  of  the  Elm  City  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star. 


Floyd  Capron  Tarbell. — Numbered  among  the  substantial  citizens  of 
Franklin  County,  Floyd  C.  Tarbell  is  well  known  in  Malone,  where  he  is 
interested  in  the  dairy  business  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Aldrich  & 
Tarbell,  29  Morton  Street.  He  was  born  at  North  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  19, 
1885,  the  son  of  Edwin  N.  and  Ida  (Barnum)  Bidwell  Tarbell. 

Edwin  N.  Tarbell  was  a  native  of  North  Bangor,  born  Oct.  22,  1849, 
the  son  of  Ezekiel  Tarbell,  who  came  to  New  York  from  Brandon,  Vt., 
about  1830.  On  April  16,  1876,  Edwin  N.  Tarbell  married  Miss  Ida  Bid- 
well,  the  daughter  of  Watts  Barnum,  of  North  Bangor.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Willa,  who  died  in  infancy.  2.  Ralph,  born  in  1878,  rural  mail 
carrier,  lives  at  North  Bangor.  3.  Madora,  married  James  Hildreth,  lives 
at  Malone.  4.  Rupert,  born  in  March,  1882,  is  principal  of  the  high 
school  at  North  Bangor.  5.  Floyd  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6. 
Elwin  A.,  born  in  June,  1892,  farmer,  lives  on  the  Tarbell  homestead.  7. 
Gladys,  married  Gardiner  Stewart,  farmer,  lives  at  Chateaugay,  N.  Y. 

Floyd  C.  Tarbell  has  always  lived  in  Franklin  County.  After  com¬ 
pleting  his  schooling  he  engaged  in  general  farming  with  his  father,  and 
when  27  years  of  age  purchased  a  farm  near  North  Bangor.  Mr.  Tarbell 
specialized  in  the  breeding  of  pure  bred  Jersey  cattle  and  became  widely 
known  as  a  dairy  farmer.  Since  January,  1926,  he  has  been  associated  in 
business  with  Frank  M.  Aldrich,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  history.  They  are  the  owners  of  125  head  of  Jersey  cattle  and  have 
a  well  established  dairy  business  at  Malone.  They  are  distributors  of 
whole  grade  A  milk  exclusively. 

On  April  16,  1913,  Mr.  Tarbell  married  Miss  Ellen  L.  French,  the 
daughter  of  Levi  and  Fannie  (Allen)  French,  of  North  Bangor.  A  son 
died  in  infancy. 

Politically  Mr.  Tarbell  is  a  Republican.  He  attends  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  of  Brushton,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He 
is  also  a  charter  member  of  the  North  Bangor  Grange. 
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John  Chillian  Van  Houten,  Jr. — Identified  with  one  of  the  important 
educational  institutions  of  Franklin  County,  the  Adirondack  Commercial 
School,  of  Malone,  Mr.  Van  Houten  is  widely  known  throughout  North¬ 
ern  New  York.  He  was  born  in  Greenwich  Village,  New  York  City, 
the  only  child  of  John  Chillian  and  Nellie  (Wheeler)  Van  Houten. 

On  the  paternal  side  the  grandparents  of  John  C.  Van  Houten,  Jr., 
were  Jacob  Henry  and  Matilda  (Terhune)  Van  Houten,  descendants  from 
the  early  seventeenth  century  Dutch  and  Huguenot  settlers  of  New  York 
and  New  Jersey.  His  maternal  grandparents  were  John  Madison  and 
Janet  (More)  Wheeler,  of  English  and  Scotch  Colonial  ancestry. 

John  Chillian  Van  Houten  was  born  at  the  family  homestead  in  Saddle 
River,  N.  J.,  July  23,  1863,  and  his  wife  was  born  in  Greenwich  Village, 
April  30,  1867.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1923,  the  elder  Van  Houten 
was  engaged  in  the  shipbuilding  business  in  and  about  New  York  City  and 
New  Jersey.  He  was  an  astute  student  of  social  conditions,  a  Rooseveltian 
in  thought  and  action,  and  wrote  numerous  articles  on  economic  topics. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  educated  in  the  public  and  private 
schools  of  New  York.  In  his  early  years  he  attended  the  Judson  School 
and  Miss  Benson’s  School,  both  in  Greenwich  Village.  He  was  graduated 
at  Dwight  School,  a  preparatory  institution  on  Park  Avenue,  and  then 
attended  New  York  Law  School,  subsequently  studying  at  the  Chicago 
School  of  Law.  He  holds  the  degrees  of  LL.  B.  and  L.  M.  He  is  also  a 
graduate  and  post  graduate  of  the  Pierce  School,  one  of  the  leading  busi¬ 
ness  colleges  of  the  East,  and  holds  a  number  of  special  teacher’s  certifi¬ 
cates  in  various  subjects.  He  is  author  of  the  text  “Practical  Account¬ 
ing,”  recently  published,  and  has  also  written  and  had  published  many 
poems  and  several  popular  songs. 

Mr.  Van  Houten  held  various  office  positions,  being  for  a  time  with 
the  old  Astor  Trust  Company,  of  New  York  City,  and  for  five  years  taught 
and  was  department  head  of  commercial  studies  at  one  of  the  large  New 
York  City  business  colleges,  where  he  became  known  as  an  authority  on 
the  subject  of  shorthand.  Prior  to  his  locating  in  Malone  in  1923,  he  was 
connected  with  the  New  York  law  firm  of  Steele,  Earl  &  Bell. 

For  the  past  eight  years  Mr.  Van  Houten  has  owned  and  conducted  the 
Adirondack  Commercial  School,  which  he  organized  at  Malone  and  which 
is  now  one  of  the  leading  business  colleges  of  Northern  New  York,  draw¬ 
ing  from  a  vast  territory  extending  from  Lake  Champlain  and  into  Ver¬ 
mont  on  the  East  to  the  St.  Lawrence  on  the  West,  and  from  Canada  on 
the  North  into  the  Adirondack  region  of  Lake  Placid,  Saranac  Lake  and 
Tupper  Lake. 

Mr.  Van  Houten  is  liberal  in  his  political  beliefs  and  is  a  member  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Malone,  of  which  he  is  president  of  the 
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board  of  trustees  and  is  chairman  of  the  Court  of  Honor  of  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America.  He  is  unmarried. 

Mr.  Van  Houten  is  a  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  Colonial  forebears, 
among  the  family  connections  being  John  Paulding,  one  of  the  captors  of 
Major  Andre ;  President  Franklin  Pierce ;  General  “Fightin’  ”  Joe  Wheeler, 
C.  S.  A.;  Col.  Gillian  Van  Houten,  G.  A.  R. ;  George  Washington  Clarke, 
prominent  educator;  among  others.  A  contemporary  relation  is  Joseph 
Dana  Miller,  one  of  America’s  leading  poets,  at  one  time  a  gubernatorial 
candidate,  editor  of  Land  and  Freedom,  and  since  the  death  of  Henry 
George,  the  leading  exponent  of  the  single  tax  movement. 


Lawrence  J.  McCarthy,  journalist  and  inventor,  of  Ogdensburg,  was 
born  in  that  city  Nov.  28,  1894,  son  of  John  Timothy  McCarthy  and  Cath¬ 
erine  Teresa  Donavin.  His  father  was  born  Oct.  22,  1855,  in  Florence, 

Oneida  County,  and  his  mother  Aug.  18,  1860,  in  Charlestown,  Ontario, 
Canada. 

John  T.  McCarthy  attended  a  country  school  and  worked  on  his  father’s 
farm  before  becoming  a  laborer  in  Carthage  in  1872  on  the  Utica  & 
Black  River  Railroad.  He  was  married  Sept.  27,  1875.  The  following 
year  he  was  promoted  to  foreman  in  Philadelphia  and  soon  afterwards 
was  made  foreman  of  the  Carthage  section.  He  was  transferred  to 
Ogdensburg  in  1879  and  as  a  work  train  foreman  helped  to  build  the  rail¬ 
road  between  Carthage  and  Ogdensburg.  After  working  as  foreman  of 
the  section  between  Ogdensburg  and  Morristown  he  was  appointed  acting 
road  master. 

In  1906  he  was  made  extra  gang  foreman  and  had  more  than  100 
men  under  him  in  connection  with  erection  of  a  new  depot  and  round 
house  in  New  York  Central  yards  in  Ogdensburg.  Under  his  direction 
the  big  dike  under  the  railroad  bridge  just  south  of  Ogdensburg  was  built 
and  the  course  of  the  river  changed. 

Some  years  later  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  both  the  New  York  Cen¬ 
tral  yards  in  Ogdensburg  and  the  section  between  that  city  and  Morris¬ 
town.  He  was  appointed  member  of  the  safety  committee  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  division.  When  he  retired  on  pension  Oct.  31,  1925,  after  a 
railroad  service  of  53  years,  6  months  and  14  days,  he  was  in  charge 
of  Ogdensburg  yards.  The  only  vacation  he  took  during  his  career  was 
when  he  attended  the  World’s  fair  in  Chicago  in  1893. 

Mr.  McCarthy  is  acquainted  with  many  officials  of  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  system.  In  his  earlier  years  he  was  a  fellow  employe 
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with  Patrick  E.  Crowley,  former  president  of  the  system,  and  they  have 
been  lifelong  personal  friends. 

Mr.  McCarthy’s  wife’s  brother,  the  late  P.  J.  Donavin,  contractor, 
erected  many  buildings  in  Northern  New  York,  including  a  group  at  St. 
Lawrence  State  Hospital,  Ogdensburg  Elks  Clubhouse  and  the  first  unit 
of  A.  Barton  Hepburn  Hospital.  Another  of  her  brothers,  J.  M.  Donavin, 
was  for  more  than  35  years  a  leading  actor. 

Lawrence  J.  McCarthy  attended  the  public  grade  schools  in  Ogdens¬ 
burg  and  in  his  spare  time  was  a  newsboy.  He  received  his  high  school 
course  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy.  While  attending  that  institution  he 
learned  the  case  in  The  Mirror  printing  plant  and  afterward  served  as 
a  part-time  reporter  for  the  Ogdensburg  Daily  News.  In  1912  he  was 
graduated  from  St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  the 
class  exercises  and  the  alumni  banquet. 

Employed  by  Nathan  Frank’s  Sons  Department  Store,  he  was  placed 
in  charge  of  advertising  and  departmental  statistics.  A  year  or  more 
later  he  became  stenographer  and  assistant  bookkeeper  in  the  office  of 
FitzGibbons  Boiler  Company.  Intricate  steel  work  and  welding  of  every 
description  was  executed  at  the  factory,  including  repairs  to  lake  vessels 
and  locomotives  and  construction  of  paper  mill  machinery.  In  the  shop 
and  the  drafting  department  Mr.  McCarthy  became  familiar  with  me¬ 
chanics  and  designing.  For  some  time  he  served  as  office  manager. 

His  penchant  for  literary  work  reasserting  itself,  he  studied  journal¬ 
ism  and  fiction  writing  under  Thornton  West,  head  of  the  National  Press 
Association,  Indianapolis,  Ind.  His  work  was  accepted  by  the  Frank  A. 
Munsey  Company  of  New  York.  Among  his  published  short  stories  were 
“The  Man  Who  Would  Not  Fight,”  “Cardigan  the  Goat,”  and  “The  Return.” 

He  next  worked  as  a  salesman  in  Syracuse  and  Detroit.  It  was  while 
residing  in  the  latter  city  that  he  became  deeply  interested  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  aviation  and  began  a  study  of  aerodynamics.  Subsequently 
he  returned  to  Ogdensburg  and  after  being  employed  by  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  for  an  interval  was  appointed  local  editor  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg  Weekly  Advance  by  the  late  George  F.  Darrow,  publisher.  He 
inaugurated  the  column  “Under  the  Microscope,”  which  still  is  a  feature 
of  that  publication. 

A  year  later  he  joined  the  reportorial  staff  of  Ogdensburg  Daily  News. 
After  serving  for  some  time  in  that  capacity  he  entered  business  for  him¬ 
self,  establishing  a  cigar  and  confectionery  store  and  restaurant. 

He  resumed  newspaper  activity  as  telegraph  editor  of  the  Daily  News. 
He  was  promoted  to  city  editor  and  finally  made  editor-in-chief.  For 
years  he  was  the  author  of  a  special  column  in  the  Daily  News  which 
was  signed  “Buttinsky.”  He  was  associated  with  the  late  Captain  Henry 
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Holland,  owner  of  the  newspaper,  in  a  number  of  the  most  exciting  polit¬ 
ical  battles  in  the  history  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  During  that  period 

he  was  elected  to  the  Democratic  City  Committee  and  has  held  member¬ 
ship  since. 

Mr.  McCarthy  joined  the  editorial  staff  of  Ogdensburg  Republican- 
Journal  in  1924  when  A.  E.  Sansoucy  was  publisher.  In  1925  he  was 
nominated  Democratic  candidate  for  alderman  from  second  ward  and  in  a 
Republican  landslide  lost  by  three  votes.  Some  time  after  the  Gannet 
interests  took  control  of  the  Republican-Journal  he  relinquished  his  posi¬ 
tion  because  of  temporary  ill  health  and  devoted  his  time  to  free  lance 
newspaper  work.  He  was  an  official  and  publicist  for  the  International 
Theatre  Institute  and  publicity  writer  for  the  Schine  theatrical  syndicate. 
He  represented  the  Retail  Credit  Company  of  Albany  and  the  Commercial 
Service  Company  of  New  York  in  Ogdensburg  territory. 

He  has  been  news  representative  and  feature  story  writer  in  Ogdens¬ 
burg  and  adjacent  territory  for  the  Syracuse  Post-Standard  since  1915. 
He  has  been  correspondent  at  various  times  for  the  Associated  Press, 
International  News  Service,  United  Press,  Universal  Service,  New  York 
World,  New  York  Times,  New  York  Herald-Tribune,  Boston  Globe,  Water- 
town  Standard  and  other  newspapers.  He  has  covered  all  major  news 
events  in  his  territory  for  many  years  and  frequently  contributed  to 
magazines.  He  has  always  been  a  strong  advocate  of  the  proposed  St. 
Lawrence  seaway,  development  of  the  river’s  power  resources  and  im¬ 
provement  of  Ogdensburg  harbor. 

In  1930  Mr.  McCarthy  was  appointed  secretary  of  Governor  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  s  St.  Lawrence  River  Bridge  Commission.  While  functioning 
the  commission  was  an  official  department  of  the  state.  Mr.  McCarthy 
had  charge  of  accounting,  publicity  and  arrangements  for  hearings  and 
movements  of  the  commission  which  negotiated  with  the  highest  author¬ 
ities  in  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Mr.  McCarthy  presented  to  the  State  Legislature  in  Albany  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1931,  the  report  of  the  commission  which  designated  Chimney  Point 
at  Ogdensburg  as  the  most  feasible  site  for  location  of  the  first  of  a  series 
of  three  international  bridges.  He  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  report. 

In  the  same  year  the  United  States  and  Canadian  governments  granted 
him  patents  on  a  safety  aircraft  which  represents  a  radical  departure 
from  the  conventional  type  of  airplane.  He  was  invited  to  exhibit  a 
model  at  the  International  Patent  Exposition  in  Convention  Hall,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa. 

He  has  held  membership  in  the  Elks,  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Eagles 
and  is  a  communicant  of  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  parish  in  Ogdensburg. 
As  an  official  of  Ogdensburg  Press  Club  he  was  director  of  Old  Home 
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Week  celebration  in  Ogdensburg  in  1923.  He  is  an  honorary  member  of 
St.  Lawrence  County  Police  Protective  Association,  member  of  Chartered 
Institute  of  American  Inventors  and  other  organizations.  In  his  news¬ 
paper  and  official  career  he  has  met  persons  in  all  walks  of  life  and 
enjoys  a  wide  acquaintance. 

Mr.  McCarthy  has  five  sisters,  Helen,  Mary  and  Elizabeth  McCarthy, 
and  Mrs.  Catherine  Hubbard,  of  Ogdensburg;  Mrs.  Cornelius  Donavan, 
of  Rome,  N.  Y.  Miss  Elizabeth  McCarthy,  graduate  of  Plattsburgh  Nor¬ 
mal  School,  is  a  teacher.

Frank  Marvin  Aldrich. — One  of  the  progressive  dairymen  of  Franklin 
County  is  Frank  M.  Aldrich,  of  Malone,  who  is  identified  with  the  firm  of 
Aldrich  &  Tarbell.  He  was  born  at  North  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  July  12,  1882, 
the  son  of  Levi  Christopher  and  Charlotte  (Ross)  Aldrich. 

Levi  Christopher  Aldrich  was  a  farmer  during  his  entire  life.  He  was 
born  at  North  Bangor  in  1835  and  died  in  1905.  He  was  married  about 
1850  to  Miss  Charlotte  Ross,  the  daughter  of  Marius  Ross,  of  Dickinson, 
N.  Y.  She  died  in  1928  and  with  her  husband  is  buried  at  Brushton, 

N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Aldrich  the  following  children  were  born:  1. 

Lola,  who  died  in  infancy.  2.  Sarah,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Eli  Saw¬ 
yer,  of  Bangor.  3.  Herbert,  born  in  August,  1876,  retired  farmer,  lives 
at  Bangor.  4.  Pearl,  married  Irving  G.  Caswell,  farmer,  lives  near  Troy, 
N.  Y.  5.  Frank  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Mina,  who  died  in 
1920,  was  the  wife  of  Elwin  Tarbell. 

Frank  M.  Aldrich  was  reared  at  North  Bangor  and  attended  the  public 
schools  of  North  Bangor  and  Brushton.  As  a  young  man  he  was  in¬ 
terested  in  farming  with  his  father  and  later  devoted  his  time  and  in- 
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terest  to  dairying.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1905  Mr.  Aldrich  took 
over  the  management  of  the  farm,  which  was  well  stocked  with  pure 
bred  Jersey  cattle,  and  from  1914  until  1919  he  successfully  managed 
the  Cloverleaf  Creamery.

Mr.  Aldrich  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  and 
his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Brushton. 


Sidney  Prentice  Phelps,  M.  D. — A  representative  citizen  of  Franklin 
County  is  Dr.  Phelps,  who  lives  retired  at  Malone.  He  was  born  at  Nor¬ 
wood,  N.  Y.,  July  20,  1873,  the  son  of  Sidney  Roland  and  Emma  Louise 
(Calkins)  Phelps. 

Sidney  Roland  Phelps  was  born  at  Norfolk,  N.  Y.,  July  28,  1838.  His 
early  life  was  spent  as  a  farmer  and  he  also  owned  and  operated  a  ferry¬ 
boat  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  For  several  years  he  was  steward  on  the 
“Jenny  Lind/’  an  early  passenger  boat  which  ran  between  Ogdensburg 
and  Chicago.  Later  Mr.  Phelps  held  a  clerical  position  in  Chicago  with 
the  Michigan  Central  Railroad.  From  1866  until  1900  he  owned  and 
opeiated  the  Whitney  House  at  Norwood,  N.  Y.  He  also  became  a  pros¬ 
perous  coal  merchant  at  that  place.  Mr.  Phelps  was  prominent  in  Demo¬ 
cratic  politics  in  Northern  New  York  and  was  a  delegate  to  numerous 
national  conventions.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  State  Bank 
of  Norwood  and  a  promoter  of  the  Norwood  Electric  Light  &  Power  Com¬ 
pany.  He  also  acquired  much  valuable  real  estate  in  Norwood,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  Nov.  28,  1908,  he  was  recognized  as  one  of  the 
village’s  outstanding  business  men.  Mr.  Phelps  was  married  on  Sept.  1, 
1870,  to  Miss  Emma  Louise  Calkins,  the  daughter  of  Allen  D.  and  Anne 
Eliza  (Hewitt)  Calkins,  of  Norwood.  Their  children  were:  1.  Jessie

Sidney  Prentice  Phelps  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Norwood,  and  in  1898  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
at  the  University  of  Vermont.  He  also  took  graduate  work  in  the  New 
York  Post  Graduate  Hospital,  and  served  as  interne  for  almost  three 
years  on  Blackwell  Island.  He  then  became  associated  with  Dr.  Abel 
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Mix  Phelps,  prominent  surgeon  of  New  York  City,  with  whom  he  was 
identified  for  three  years.  He  then  returned  to  Norwood  and  engaged 
in  private  practice  until  1915,  when  he  retired.  He  has  since  devoted  his 
time  to  the  management  of  numerous  business  interests  and  has  been 
a  resident  of  Malone  since  1928.  Until  1926  he  had  extensive  holdings  in 
Norwood  and  was  one  of  the  principal  stockholders  in  the  Norwood  Elec¬ 
tric  Light  &  Power  Company.

Maude  Ashley,  the  daughter  of  Loren  R.  and  Angie  E.  Ashley,  of  Nor¬ 
wood.  They  have  two  children:  1.  Rosamond  C.,  born  May  6,  1909,  a 
graduate  of  Mt.  Ida  School,  and  Catherine  Gibbs  School,  Boston,  Mass. 
She  is  now  private  secretary  to  Miss  Jones,  who  is  Dean  of  Women  of  St. 
Lawrence  University.  2.  Sidney  R.,  born  Jan.  18,  1911.  He  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Manlius  School,  class  of  1930,  attends  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

Dr.  Phelps  has  always  been  prominent  in  the  social  and  fraternal  life 
of  the  community  and  holds  membership  in  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Malone 
Fish  &  Game  Club,  Malone  Golf  Club,  and  Daytona  Beach  Gold  Club,  of 
Florida. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Phelps  have  traveled  extensively  throughout  the 
United  States,  and  spend  the  winter  months  in  Florida. 


Maurice  William  Plumb,  professional  engineer,  is  prominent  in  Ma¬ 
lone  and  Franklin  County,  and  is  a  native  of  New  York  State.  He  was 
born  at  North  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  6,  1886,  the  seventh  generation  of  this 
family  to  be  born  on  American  soil,  the  family  being  of  English  origin, 
and  having  settled  first  in  Connecticut. 

Joseph  Plumb,  the  pioneer  of  the  name  in  Northern  New  York,  moved 
from  Middlebury,  Vt.,  to  Moira,  N.  Y.,  in  1802,  and  from  there  to  North 
Bangor,  with  his  son,  William,  then  11  years  of  age.  Joseph  Plumb  be¬ 
came  land  agent  for  the  owners  of  the  tract  including  the  north  half  of 
the  town  of  Bangor,  and  carried  on  a  mercantile  business  and  managed  a 
hotel,  both  enterprises  being  later  carried  on  by  his  son,  William.  In  1827 
William  Plumb  and  Caroline  Tarbell  were  married,  thus  uniting  two  of 
the  pioneer  families  of  New  York,  it  being  two  brothers  of  the  Tarbell 
family  who  were  the  first  white  men  within  the  boundaries  of  Franklin 
County.  To  William  and  Caroline  (Tarbell)  Plumb  were  born  two  sons, 
who  grew  to  manhood:  William  Wallace  and  George.  William  Wallace, 
the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  April  2,  1833,  at  North 
Bangor,  where  he  spent  his  entire  life.  The  original  Plumb  farm  is  now 
occupied  by  two  sons  of  George  Plumb,  Howard  F.  and  William  H. 
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On  June  2,  1880,  William  Wallace  Plumb  and  Abbie  Donaldson  were 
married.  Their  children  were:  Lucia  Beatrice,  who  died  in  infancy 
Maurice,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Herbert  Lansing,  who  is  super¬ 
visor  of  the  Olympic  National  Forest,  at  Olympia,  Wash.  He  is  married 
and  has  two  daughters.  William  Wallace  Plumb  had  two  children  by  a 
former  marriage:  Joseph  Arthur,  who  died  in  1897  at  the  age  of  36 
years,  leaving  two  sons:  Clifford  and  William;  and  Nellie  Plumb  Smith, 
who  now  resides  at  Malone,  who  also  had  two  sons,  George  and  William, 
the  latter  having  died  in  Paris,  France,  in  1919.  He  was  first  lieutenant 
in  the  13th  Aero  Squadron,  U.  S.  A.  Abbie  (Donaldson)  Plumb,  the 
daughter  of  Loren  Donaldson,  and  Sarah  Winkley,  was  born  at  Westville, 
N.  Y.,  Dec.  9,  1860.  Her  father’s  family  emigrated  from  Ireland  many 
years  ago  and  her  mother’s  family  were  from  Lancashire,  England  and 
settled  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  in  1680.  George  Winkley  made  a  perma¬ 
nent  settlement  in  Belmont,  N.  Y.,  in  1831,  and  in  the  following  year 
married  Tamson  Stanton,  of  Strafford,  N.  H.  Of  this  union,  Sarah,  was 
the  second  daughter.  Loren  Donaldson,  son  of  Alanson  D.  and  Eliza 
(Irish)  Donaldson,  was  born  at  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  in  1834. 

William  Wallace  Plumb  died  Jan.  15,  1890,  and  in  1903  his  family 
moved  to  Malone,  where  the  brothers  attended  school  at  Franklin  Acad¬ 
emy.  Later,  Maurice  attended  Cornell  University,  and  was  graduated  in 
1909  with  the  degree  of  Mechanical  Engineer.  His  brother,  Lansing 
Plumb,  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Michigan,  in  1912. 

Maurice  Plumb  received  his  first  general  engineering  experience  in 
the  offices  of  Westinghouse,  Church,  Kerr  &  Company,  in  New  York  City, 
and  then  became  construction  engineer  for  a  firm  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.  In 
1914  he  actively  assisted  in  the  organization  of  a  company  for  handling 
special  concrete  machinery  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  with  headquarters 
in  Montreal,  and  was  later  managing  engineer  of  this  corporation,  super¬ 
vising  installations  of  machinery  in  Canadian  territory.  During  this 
time  he  also  supervised  various  construction  jobs  and  spent  several  months 
organizing  the  inspection  and  production  of  a  high  explosive  shell  plant 
for  the  Steel  Company  of  Canada  at  Montreal.  While  in  Canada,  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Engineers,  and  contributed  to 
engineering  periodicals. 

When  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War,  Mr.  Plumb  returned 
to  Malone  to  enlist  for  service,  and  failing  to  pass  the  physical  examina¬ 
tions  he  went  to  New  York  City,  where  previous  experience  enabled  him 
to  qualify  as  general  assistant  to  the  division  chief  traffic  engineer  of  the 
Wood  Ship  Division,  U.  S.  Shipping  Board,  and  he  served  in  that  capacity 
until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  then  associated  with  T.  L.  MacBean, 
contractor,  of  Montreal  and  New  York,  as  engineer  and  superintendent. 
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in  general  construction  work,  and  on  the  refitting  of  ships.  Mr.  Plumb 
returned  to  Northern  New  York  in  December,  1920,  and  has  since  been 
engaged  in  general  engineering  work,  with  headquarters  in  Malone.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Society  of  Professional  Engineers. 

On  Sept.  5,  1925,  Mr.  Plumb  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Pauline 
L.  Joy,  of  White  River  Junction,  Vt.,  the  daughter  of  Clarence  L.  and 
Lena  (Chamberlain)  Joy.  Mr.  Joy  is  an  educator,  being  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Proctor,  Vt.  Before  her  marriage  Mrs.  Pauline  Plumb  was  a 
student  at  Simmons  College,  Boston,  Mass.  The  ancestors  of  Mrs.  Plumb 
were  pioneers  of  New  Hampshire  and  are  of  English  descent.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Plumb  reside  at  4  Lawrence  Avenue,  Malone,  and  his  mother  lives 
with  them. 

Mr.  Plumb  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  the  Malone  Rotary  Club  and 
the  Malone  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Frederic  Russell  Calkins,  M.  D. — An  established  and  skilled  physician, 
and  prominent  in  the  affairs  both  of  Watertown  and  his  fraternal  associa¬ 
tions,  he  maintains  by  a  high  standard  of  practice  the  best  traditions  of 
his  profession  in  this  part  of  the  state.  Doctor  Calkins  was  born  in 
Jefferson  County,  New  York,  April  16,  1871,  the  son  of  Edmund  B.  and 
Rose  Anne  (Bibbins)  Calkins,  both  natives  of  Jefferson  County,  where 
the  paternal  family  dates  from  the  year  1800.  The  father,  a  contractor, 
died  in  April,  1914. 

Frederic  Russell  Calkins  was  educated  in  the  local  public  schools  and 
at  Ives  Seminary,  obtaining  his  professional  preparation  at  Bellevue  Hos¬ 
pital  Medical  College,  New  York  City,  which  conferred  on  him  in  1894 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  Doctor  Calkins  located  in  Watertown 
and  began  a  general  practice  which  he  continued  for  ten  years.  In  1904, 
however,  that  specialization  in  surgery  began  which  has  made  him  one 
of  the  most  famous  surgeons  in  New  York  State.  He  combines  an  ac¬ 
curacy  of  diagnosis,  delicacy  and  precision  of  touch,  carefulness  of  tech¬ 
nique  and  sympathy  for  the  patient  in  all  his  work  and  thus  accomplishes 
wonderful  results.  In  the  87  years  of  his  practice  he  has  gained  wide 
experience  in  men  and  their  ills.  His  promptness  in  giving  the  best  advice 
and  treatment  of  which  he  is  capable  to  rich  and  poor  alike  is  part  of  his 
strong,  humanitarian  spirit. 

Doctor  Calkins  is  chief  of  the  surgical  staff  of  Good  Samaritan  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  of  Mercy  Hospital.  By  no  means  the  least  of  his  claims  to 
praise  is  his  faculty  for  entering  into  the  general  community  life  in  spite 
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of  the  exigency  of  his  profession.  A  Republican  in  politics,  he  served  as 
coroner  of  Jefferson  County  from  1901  to  1907,  inclusive,  two  terms.  In 
1920  Doctor  Calkins  became  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 
He  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  National  Guard, 
and  during  the  World  War  was  on  the  Examining  Board.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Watertown  Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  and  A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter, 
No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery,  No.  11,  K.  T.;  Central  City 
Consistory,  A.  A.  S.  R.,  32nd  degree;  and  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.; 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  and  the  Benevolent  and  Protec¬ 
tive  Order  of  Elks,  No.  496. 

Doctor  Calkins’  other  affiliations  are  with  the  Watertown  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  the  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club.  He  is  on  the  official  board  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

On  April  23,  1896,  Doctor  Calkins  married  Evangeline  P.  Cadwell,  a 
native  of  his  own  county,  the  daughter  of  Henry  V.  and  Matilda  (Miller) 
Cadwell.  Her  father  died  in  1901,  and  her  mother  is  still  living.  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Calkins  have  one  son,  Frederic  Russell  Calkins,  Jr.,  a  graduate 
of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He 
is  supervisor  in  the  rayon  plant  of  the  Dupont  Corporation  and  lives  at 
Richmond,  Va.  He  married  Martha  Stewart,  and  they  have  four  children: 
Frederic  Russell  Calkins,  III ;  Romola  S. ;  Betty  Joyce  and  James  Stewart. 


Edwin  Dominic  Cook  is  numbered  among  the  progressive  business 
men  of  Chateaugay,  where  he  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  drug  busi¬ 
ness.  He  was  born  in  Belmont,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  21,  1885,  the  son  of  Alphonso 
R.  and  Mary  (Santamore)  Cook,  being  the  oldest  son  of  a  family  of  10 
children. 

Edwin  Dominic  Cook  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  Brainardsville  and  Chateaugay,  and  from  1901  to  1904  he  attended  the 
high  school  of  Chateaugay.

— Among  the  outstanding  business  men  of  Malone  is 
Earl  D.  Maher,  who  is  president  of  the  Malone  Milling  Company,  Inc.  He 
was  born  at  Lawrenceville,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  25,  1876,  the  son  of  Dennis  J. 
and  Mary  (Richmond)  Maher. 

Dennis  J.  Maher,  deceased,  was  born  at  Lawrenceville,  N.  Y.,  April  9, 
1845,  the  son  of  John  B.  and  Margaret  (Moore)  Maher.  John  B.  Maher 
was  born  in  Ireland  in  1814  and  was  a  school  teacher.  An  arithmetic, 
written  by  him,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Maher  family.  Shortly 
after  his  marriage  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  where  he  engaged  in  general  farming  until  his  death  in 
1847.

Harbor.  He  was  discharged  from  the  service  Feb.  22,  1865.  On  June  6, 
1871,  he  married  Miss  Mary  Richmond,  and  to  them  were  born  five  chil¬ 
dren:  1.

Edith,  born  Sept.  18,  1875,  died  in  December,  1906,  was  the 
wife  of  George  Foster,  of  Lawrenceville.  4.  Earl  D.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  5.  Mary,  born  May  7,  1878,  married  Orris  Ford,  lives  near 
Madrid,  N.  Y.  Mary  (Richmond)  Maher  died  May  10,  1878,  and  is  buried 
at  Lawrenceville.  Her  husband,  Dennis  Maher,  later  married  Miss  Julia 

Dana,  the  daughter  of  Moody  Dana,  of  Lawrenceville.  She  now  resides  at 
Moira,  N.  Y. 

Earl  D.  Maher  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lawrenceville  and  in 
1901  was  graduated  from  Winthrop-Brasher  High  School.  He  also  at¬ 
tended  Albany  Business  College.  He  spent  two  years  in  business  in  New 
York  City ,  and  in  1903  located  in  Malone,  where  he  was  identified  with 
various  mercantile  establishments  for  six  years.  He  then  spent  three 
years  as  a  commercial  traveler  in  Northern  New  York,  after  which  he 
became  an  accountant  for  the  Malone  Light  &  Power  Company.  He  served 
in  that  capacity  for  five  years  and  in  1917  assisted  in  the  organization  of 
the  Malone  Milling  Company,  which  is  a  successor  of  Smallman  &  Spencer, 

Malone’s  oldest  industry.  Mr.  Maher  became  president  of  the  new  corpo¬ 
ration. 

On  June  20,  1906,  Mr.  Maher  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Nancy  Alta  Howe,  the  daughter  of  Earl  G.  and  Alta  (Lewis)  Howe,  of 
Belmont.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maher  have  a  son,  Earl 
Howe,  who  attends  Franklin  Academy. 

Politically  Mr.  Maher  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a 
Knight  Templar  and  member  of  Media  Shrine,  at  Watertown;  B.  P.  O. 
Elks,  Rotary  Club,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  has  always  been  an 
active  supporter  of  the  Boy  Scout  movement  in  Malone. 


Karl  Howe  Walbridge. — As  village  clerk  of  Malone,  Mr.  Walbridge  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  prominent  citizens  of  Franklin  County.  He 
was  born  at  Belmont,  N.  Y.,  May  5,  1877,  the  son  of  Nelson  J.  and  Mary 
Louise  (Howe)  Walbridge. 

Nelson  J.  Walbridge  was  born  at  Belmont,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  25,  1846,  the 
son  of  Wayne  Walbridge,  who  was  a  native  of  Sharon,  Vt.,  and  a  promi¬ 
nent  pioneer  of  Northern  New  York.  He  came  here  about  1833  and  set¬ 
tled  on  a  tract  of  200  acres,  which  he  improved  as  a  homestead.  Nelson 
J.  Walbridge  was  one  of  eight  children,  being  the  youngest.  He  was 
reared  and  educated  at  Belmont  and  also  attended  Franklin  Academy  at 
Malone.  He  taught  school  for  several  terms  and  also  was  a  farmer.  He 
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was  married  in  1868  to  Miss  Mary  Louise  Howe,  the  daughter  of  Earl 
George  and  Mary  M.  (Lamberton)  Howe,  of  Belmont  Center,  N.  Y.  To 
this  union  were  born  four  children:  1.  Earl  Wayne,  born  Nov.  23,  1875, 
died  Dec.  23,  1879.  2.  Karl  Howe,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Ralph 
William,  born  Nov.  12,  1879,  identified  with  George  B.  Fletcher,  of  Ox¬ 
ford,  N.  Y.,  who  operates  flour  and  grist  mills  at  that  place.  4.  Eunice 
Blanch,  born  Nov.  21,  1883,  married  Earl  Cox,  who  is  cashier  of  the 
Whitewater  Commercial  and  Savings  Bank,  of  Whitewater,  Wis.  Mary 
Louise  (Howe)  Walbridge  died  Jan.  16,  1889,  and  is  buried  at  Belmont 
Center,  N.  Y.  Nelson  J.  Walbridge  married  (second)  on  Sept.  9,  1890, 
Mrs.  Clara  Weed  Nokes,  the  widow  of  Edward  Nokes,  and  daughter  of 
William  Weed,  of  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.  She  died  Feb.  5,  1931,  at  the  home 
of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Angie  Nokes  Stillwell,  of  Maryville,  Mo.,  and  is 
buried  there.  Nelson  Walbridge  died  Aug.  3,  1919,  and  is  buried  in  Bel¬ 
mont  Center  Cemetery. 

Karl  Howe  Walbridge  grew  up  at  Belmont,  where  he  was  educated. 
He  also  attended  Franklin  Academy,  but  left  school  in  1895  to  enter  the 
employ  of  the  American  Express  Company  at  Malone.  Two  years  later 
he  was  transferred  by  the  company  to  Montpelier,  Vt.,  where  he  remained 
until  1904.  He  then  returned  to  Franklin  County  and  purchased  a  cream¬ 
ery  at  Burke,  which  he  successfully  operated  for  three  years.  At  that 
time  he  located  in  Malone  and  in  1910  became  proprietor  of  the  Malone 
Creamery,  which  he  owned  until  1918.  He  then  resumed  his  former  em¬ 
ployment  with  the  Railway  Express  Company  in  Malone,  but  in  1922 
resigned  to  accept  the  appointment  of  village  clerk,  in  which  capacity 
he  now  serves. 

On  June  1,  1899,  Mr.  Walbridge  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Lena  Maude  Colby,  the  daughter  of  George  Lyman  and  Alice  Dorothy 
(Harran)  Colby,  of  Montpelier,  Vt.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walbridge  have 
been  born  five  children:  1.  Charles  Henry,  born  April  13,  1900,  is  a 
graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  class  of  1918,  now  assistant  manager  of 
the  collection  department  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Branch  of  the  Guaranty 
N.  Y.  2.  Nelson  Lee,  born  June  27,  1902,  is  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Acad- 
Trust  Company  of  New  York  City.  He  is  married  and  lives  at  Yonkers, 
emy,  class  of  1920,  and  the  University  of  Vermont,  class  of  1924,  Bachelor 
of  Science,  now  instructor  in  physics  at  the  latter  institution.  3.  Alice, 
born  July  30,  1910,  is  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  class  of  1928, 
and  Albany  Business  College,  class  of  1930.  4.  Robert  Wayne,  born  Feb. 
11,  1915,  attends  Franklin  Academy.  5.  Calvin  Colby,  born  Nov.  2,  1924, 
at  home. 

Mr.  Walbridge  has  always  been  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  is  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club. 
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Janies  Hyland,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  hardware  busi¬ 
ness  at  Chateaugay  for  the  past  35  years,  is  a  substantial  and  highly 
esteemed  citizen  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Chateaugay,  June 
7,  1869,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Johanna  (Morrisey)  Hyland. 

Michael  Hyland  was  born  in  Queenstown,  Ireland,  May  12,  1833,  and 
was  brought  to  this  country  by  his  mother  when  he  was  six  years  of  age, 
following  the  death  of  his  father.  The  family  settled  just  south  of 
Chateaugay  and  Elizabeth  Hyland  became  the  owner  of  a  well  improved 
farm,  which  is  now  in  the  possession  of  her  grandson,  James  Hyland,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  Michael  Hyland  remained  on  the  homestead  until 
1903.  His  wife,  Johanna  Morrisey,  was  a  native  of  County  Limerick, 
Ireland.  To  Michael  and  Johanna  (Morrisey)  were  born  two  children: 
1.  Mary,  born  in  1865,  married  (first)  P.  H.  Fitzgerald,  of  New  York 
City,  by  whom  three  children  were  born.  He  died  about  1892.  She  was 
married  (second)  to  E.  E.  Prairie,  of  Malone,  N.  Y.  To  this  marriage 
one  child  was  born.  James,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Michael  Hyland 
died  Oct.  12,  1913,  and  his  wife  died  July  18,  1888.  Both  are  buried 
at  Chateaugay. 

James  Hyland  has  always  lived  in  Chateaugay  with  the  exception  of 
five  years  which  were  spent  in  New  York  City  in  the  employ  of  a  building 
contractor  as  timekeeper.  He  returned  to  Chateaugay  in  1894  and  at 
that  time  established  a  hardware  business,  in  partnership  with  his  broth¬ 
er-in-law,  E.  E.  Prairie,  the  business  being  known  as  the  Chateaugay 
Hardware  Company.  After  six  years  Mr.  Prairie  and  James  Hyland  sold 
the  business  to  Humphrey  Brothers.  Three  years  later  James  Hyland 
bought  an  interest  and  it  became  Humphrey  &  Hyland,  and  the  firm  of 
Humphrey  &  Hyland  continued  until  1913,  at  which  time  the  Humphrey 
Brothers  retired  from  business,  and  they  were  succeeded  in  the  business 
by  James  Hyland  &  Company.  Since  1913  this  well  established  firm  has 
been  conducted  as  Hyland  &  Company,  composed  of  James  Hyland,  W.  B. 
Spellman,  Gerald  Hyland  and  T.  F.  Costello. 

On  Nov.  7,  1893,  Mr.  Hyland  married  Miss  Josephine  Spellman,  the 
daughter  of  William  Spellman,  of  Chateaugay.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hyland 
were  born  five  children:  1.  John  William,  born  in  1895,  was  a  graduate 
of  Poughkeepsie  Business  College,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War 
enlisted  in  the  52nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  He  was  sent  to  France  in  August, 
1918,  and  took  active  part  in  the  Battle  of  Chateau  Thiery  and  the 
Argonne  Drive.  While  in  the  service  he  contracted  influenza  and  died  in 
France,  Feb.  5,  1919.  He  is  buried  in  Chateaugay.  2.  Ambrose  R.,  born 
in  1900,  a  graduate  of  Chateaugay  High  School,  the  Catholic  University 
at  Washington,  D.  C.,  class  of  1924,  and  Mt.  St.  Mary’s  Seminary  in 
Maryland.  In  January,  1928,  he  was  ordained  in  Holy  Orders  of  Priest- 
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hood.  He  is  now  located  at  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.  3.  Gerald  Joseph,  born 
in  1903,  is  associated  in  business  with  his  father  at  Chateaugay.  He 
married  Miss  Loretta  Jones  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Louise  Ann. 
4.  Mary  Catherine,  born  in  1907,  a  graduate  of  Chateaugay  High  School 
and  of  the  College  of  New  Rochelle,  class  of  1928,  was  a  teacher  for  two 
years  in  the  public  schools  of  New  York  City,  and  now  is  a  teacher  in 
Chateaugay  High  School  and  lives  at  home.  5.  One  child,  Ellen,  died  in 
infancy. 

Mr.  Hyland  served  as  mayor  of  Chateaugay  for  six  years  and  has 
always  been  a  Democrat.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Rotary  Club,  the 
Grange,  Chateaugay  Fish  and  Game  Club,  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of 
which  he  is  Past  Grand  Knight.  He  and  his  family  are  members  of  St. 
Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  Mrs.  Hyland  belongs  to  the  Catholic 
Daughters  of  America. 


William  Burke  Spellman,  who  is  identified  with  the  Spellman-Oliver 
Company,  of  Chateaugay,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  representative  and 
highly  successful  business  men  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at 
Clinton,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  11,  1880,  the  son  of  William  and  Bridget  (Burke) 
Spellman. 

William  Spellman  was  born  in  County  Tipperary,  Ireland,  in  1845, 
and  emigrated  to  the  United  States  when  he  was  a  boy  of  seven  years. 
He  made  the  voyage  on  a  sailing  vessel  with  his  mother,  Mary  Spellman, 
and  two  older  brothers.  They  settled  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  as  a  young  man 
William  Spellman  entered  the  employ  of  the  Watervleet  Arsenal,  manu¬ 
facturing  shells  and  firearms  for  use  in  the  Civil  War.  He  married 
Bridget  Burke,  and  their  children  were,  as  follows:  Bridget,  married  P. 
E.  Ryan,  lives  at  Malone;  Josephine,  married  James  Hyland,  lives  at 
Chateaugay,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history ;  Timothy, 
who  lives  on  the  old  Spellman  homestead  near  Clinton,  N.  Y. ;  Patrick, 
retired,  lives  at  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y. ;  Margaret,  married  P.  J.  Ryan,  lives 
at  Chateaugay;  and  William  Burke,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Mary,. 
James,  Catherine,  Michael,  and  John  are  deceased. 

William  Burke  Spellman  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and 
attended  Henry  Wallace  Business  College  at  Syracuse,  after  his  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Chateaugay  High  School.  After  several  years  he  engaged  in 
general  farming,  and  became  associated  in  business  with  T.  A.  Oliver, 
under  the  firm  name  of  the  Spellman-Oliver  Company.  They  have  been 
widely  known  road  contractors  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  and 
are  credited  with  having  built  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  surface  high- 
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ways  in  Northern  New  York.  They  also  are  local  dealers  for  the  Ford 
automobile  and  conduct  a  general  flour,  feed  and  coal  business  at 
Chateaugay. 

On  Nov.  8,  1911,  Mr.  Spellman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Isabel  Augusta  Curtin,  of  Marcellus,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah 
and  Catherine  Curtin,  both  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spellman  have  two 
children:  Henry  William,  born  May  5,  1913,  attends  the  Catholic  Uni¬ 
versity,  at  Washington,  D.  C.;  and  Mary  Marcella,  born  June  7,  1916, 
attends  Chateaugay  High  School. 

Politically  Mr.  Spellman  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  and  his 
family  are  members  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  is  Past  Grand  Knight.  His  wife 
belongs  to  the  Catholic  Daughters  of  America. 


Ralph  Lawrence  Hoy. — A  substantial  business  man,  with  practical  ex¬ 
perience  as  a  building  contractor,  Mr.  Hoy,  of  Brainardsville,  takes  a 
prominent  part  in  the  business  life  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at 
Brainardsville,  April  22,  1900,  the  son  of  Fred  M.  and  Minnie  (Gaines) 
Hoy. 

Fred  M.  Hoy  was  born  at  Ellenburg  Depot,  N.  Y.,  March  14,  1870,  the 
son  of  John  Hoy,  who  was  born  at  Napierville,  Ont.,  in  1822.  The  latter 
died  in  1880.  Throughout  his  life  he  had  been  interested  in  the  lumber 
business  and  had  settled  in  New  York  about  1850.  Originally  the  Hoy 
family  had  come  from  Scotland  and  the  father  of  John  Hoy  was  a  sea 
captain,  who  came  to  Canada  about  1815,  and  later  engaged  in  the  milling 
business.  John  Hoy  was  the  father  of  nine  children,  of  whom  Fred  M., 
the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  fourth  in  order  of  birth.. 

Fred  M.  Hoy  was  ten  years  old  when  his  father  was  killed  in  an  acci¬ 
dent  in  a  lumber  mill.  At  an  early  age  he  became  identified  with  the 
business  which  his  father  had  established  but  he  later  located  at  Brain¬ 
ardsville,  where  he  now  lives.  He  was  married  in  1897  to  Miss  Minnie 
Gaines,  the  daughter  of  Fred  Gaines.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoy  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Ralph  Lawrence,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Mar¬ 
jorie,  born  Feb.  23,  1905,  a  graduate  of  Chateaugay  High  School  and 
Plattsburg  Normal  School,  now  the  wife  of  Robert  Kennedy,  of  Chateau¬ 
gay.  3.  Dorothy,  born  Nov.  12,  1912,  attends  Adirondack  Commercial 
College,  Malone. 

Ralph  L.  Hoy  is  a  graduate  of  Chateaugay  High  School,  class  of  1918. 
He  spent  one  year  at  the  Clarkson  School  of  Technology,  Potsdam,  and  is 
a  graduate  of  the  School  of  Music,  University  of  Michigan.  For  a  time  he 
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was  associated  with  his  father’s  business  at  Brainardsville  and  later  was 
associated  with  a  contracting  firm  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  returned 
here,  however,  in  1924  and  established  a  business  of  his  own,  with  offices 
in  Malone.  He  has  completed  such  notable  building  contracts  as  the 
Malone  Airport  Hangar,  Moira  Municipal  Building,  Manson  Brothers 
Garage,  Malone,  Gabriels  Grange  Hall,  and  many  fine  residences. 

On  Dec.  20,  1924,  Mr.  Hoy  married  Miss  Gretchen  Hamlin,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Frank  and  Mary  Hamlin,  of  Adams,  N.  Y.  They  are  the  parents 
of  four  children:  1.  Marshall  Dare,  born  Feb.  22,  1926.  2.  Malcolm 
Gaines,  born  May  28,  1928.  3.  Barbara  Jean,  born  June  14,  1929. 
4.  Lowell  Ralph,  born  Aug.  31,  1930. 

Mr.  Hoy  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  Brainardsville,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Rotary  Club. 
He  belongs  to  the  American  Legion,  having  served  in  the  Student  Army 
Training  Corps  during  the  World  War. 


John  F.  Otis.— As  mayor  of  Oswego  Mr.  Otis  is  widely  known  and  he  is 
numbered  among  the  representative  executives  of  the  North  Country. 
He  is  also  an  inventor  of  national  prominence.  Mr.  Otis  was  born  in  this 
city,  May  15,  1874,  the  son  of  James  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Barnes)  Otis. 

James  E.  Otis,  who  lost  his  life  by  drowning  in  November,  1873,  was 
a  native  of  Oswego,  as  was  also  his  wife.  He  was  a  passenger  on  the 
schooner,  “I.  J.  Jenkins,”  which  sank  off  Nine  Mile  Point  west  of  Oswego, 
with  all  hands  lost.  His  body  was  never  recovered.  His  wife  died  in  1878 
and  is  buried  in  Canada.  Their  children  were:  1.  Catherine,  who  died  in 
1892.  2.  James,  who  died  in  1888.  3.  Margaret,  who  died  in  infancy.  4. 
Mrs.  William  Spencer,  who  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  John  F.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

John  F.  Otis  was  reared  and  educated  in  Prescott,  Ontario,  by  his 
grandmother.  He  later  came  to  Oswego  and  studied  mathematics  under 
the  late  C.  H.  Treadwell.  He  worked  at  various  tasks  and  was  employed 
by  the  Diamond  Match  Company,  Kitts  Manufacturing  Company,  Ames 
Iron  Company,  Frederick  Conde  Knitting  Mills,  and  Howard  Thermostat 
Company.  He  began  as  a  machinist,  and  subsequently  became  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  the  Howard  Thermostat  Company,  located  at  119  West  1st 
Street  and  later  at  335  West  1st  Street.  The  business  was  later  sold  to  the 
Minneapolis  Heat  Regulator  Company,  but  Mr.  Otis  continued  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  boilers.  About  1922  he  disposed  of  part  of  his  business  to 
Edgar  E.  Shannon  and  the  following  year  located  at  9  East  9th  Street, 
where  he  formed  a  partnership  with  William  Sawyer,  under  the  firm  name 
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of  the  Otis-Sawyer  Boiler  &  Foundry  Company.  The  plant  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1924,  and  thereafter  located  at  333  West  Seneca  Street.  It 
continued  until  1926,  at  which  time  Mr.  Sawyer  retired  from  the  firm,  and 
the  business  operated  as  the  Otis  Boiler  Shop  for  almost  two  years.  Mr. 
Otis  then  retired  from  active  business,  at  that  time  selling  his  factory 
to  the  Smith  Heater  Company,  of  Detroit,  Mich.  He  has  maintained  a 
laboratory,  however,  and  spends  much  time  there.  It  is  located  at  117 
West  1st  Street.  Mr.  Otis  is  the  inventor  of  an  automatic  thermostat  for 
temperature  cooling,  the  steam  trap  for  steam  pipes,  the  automatic  elec¬ 
tric  control  for  high  pressure  boilers,  and  all  railroads,  which  are  electri¬ 
fied,  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada,  have  in  use  the  type  of 
boiler  which  Mr.  Otis  has  invented.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers. 

In  October,  1926,  Mr.  Otis  married  Miss  Mabel  Frances  Greenwood, 
of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Fred  and  Mary  (McLaughlin)  Greenwood. 
Mr.  Greenwood  died  in  1927  and  his  widow  lives  in  this  city.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Otis  have  two  children:  Mary  Elizabeth,  born  March  8,  1928,  and 
John  Francis,  born  July  22,  1931. 

Nov.  3,  1931,  Mr.  Otis  was  elected  mayor  of  Oswego,  in  which  capacity 
he  is  now  capably  serving.  He  was  elected  commodore  of  the  Oswego 
Yacht  Club  on  Jan.  1,  1931.  He  is  the  owner  of  two  fine  boats:  the 
cruiser  “Santa  Maria/’  a  40  foot  boat ;  and  the  starboat,  “M.  E.  0.,”  which 
is  named  for  his  daughter. 

Politically,  Mr.  Otis  has  always  been  a  Democrat,  and  he  is  chairman 
of  the  Oswego  County  Democratic  Union.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s 
Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Leather  Stocking  Club,  Eagles  and  Moose  Lodges. 


Charles  Lawrence  Dickert  has  successfully  engaged  in  business  at 
Saranac  Lake  for  a  number  of  years  and  is  prominent  throughout  this 
section  of  New  York  as  a  taxidermist.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City, 
Jan.  13,  1867,  the  son  of  John  and  Amelia  (Seidel)  Dickert. 

John  Dickert  was  a  native  of  Germany,  born  at  Darmstadt,  in  1844. 
He  was  13  years  old  when  he  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents.  They 
lived  in  New  York  City  and  he  engaged  in  the  retail  meat  business  for 
many  years.  He  was  married  in  1863  to  Miss  Amelia  Seidel,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Christian  Seidel,  a  native  of  Germany,  who  was  a  cabinetmaker  by 
trade.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  1.  Charles  L., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Catherine,  born  in  1868,  married  Frank 
Diebolt,  lives  at  Huntington,  L.  I.  3.  John  G.,  M.  D.,  born  in  1870,  is  a 
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well  known  surgeon  in  New  York  City.  4.  Emily,  who  died  in  1924,  was 
the  wife  of  Martin  Diebolt,  of  New  York  City.  5.  Lewis,  born  in  1880, 
pharmacist,  Holland  Hospital,  New  York  City.  6.  Rowena,  born  in  1886, 
married  Dr.  Wilford  Foster,  who  is  in  charge  of  playgrounds  in  New  York 
City. 

Charles  L.  Dickert  attended  the  public  schools  of  New  York  City,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1881.  He  became  an  apprentice  in  the  shops 
of  Frederick  Sauter,  a  celebrated  taxidermist,  of  New  York  City,  and 
remained  in  his  shop  for  five  years.  On  account  of  ill  health  Mr.  Dickert 
came  to  Saranac  Lake  in  1886  and  during  the  following  18  years  was' 
associated  with  the  business  of  H.  H.  Miner,  taxidermist.  In  1904  he 
established  his  own  place  of  business  at  16  Algonquin  Avenue,  and  his 
skill  in  this  particular  business  is  widely  recognized. 

Mr.  Dickert  was  married  (first)  in  1892  to  Miss  Ophelia  Paul,  who 
died  in  1902.  Their  daughter,  Lillian,  was  born  in  1897,  and  is  the  wife 
of  William  C.  Koernig,  accountant,  Saranac  Lake  Hotel.  Mr.  Dickert  was 
married  (second)  in  1904  to  Miss  Fannie  Trombley,  the  daughter  of 
Edgar  Trombley,  of  Saranac  Lake.  They  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter, 
Lorraine,  born  in  1909.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Russell  Sage  College,  at 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  is  the  wife  of  Willard  B.  Green,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse 
University.  Both  are  teachers  in  the  public  schools  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Mr.  Dickert  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  served  as  a  member  of  the 
village  council  for  eight  years,  and  as  president  of  that  body  during 
1921-22.  He  also  held  the  office  of  commissioner  for  three  years.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  the  local  Board  of  Education.  He  and  his  wife 
are  active  members  of  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a  Knight  Templar  and  member  of  Karnac 
Temple,  Montreal. 


Hon.  Warren  Thomas  Thayer,  of  Chateaugay,  has  had  a  distinguished 
careei  as  a  public  official,  and  at  the  present  time  is  serving  as  State 
Senator.  He  was  born  at  Burke,  N.  Y.,  July  12,  1869,  the  son  of  Alfred 
C.  and  Hulda  (Hall)  Thayer. 

Alfred  C.  Thayer,  a  native  of  Burke,  was  born  Feb.  9,  1836,  the  son 
of  Wolcott  A.  Thayer,  who  came  to  New  York  from  Amherst,  Mass.,  in 
1804  and  settled  on  a  tract  of  land  near  Burke.  He  had  nine  children, 
of  whom  Alfred  C.  was  the  oldest.  The  latter  was  a  farmer  throughout 
his  life.  He  was  married  Dec.  31,  1857,  to  Miss  Hulda  Hall,  the  daughter 
of  Lyman  Hall,  who  was  the  son  of  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence,  the  latter  bearing  the  same  name.  The  Halls  had  settled  at 
Burke  in  1802.  Alfred  C.  Thayer  died  March  6,  1910,  and  his  wife  died 
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May  2,  1916.  Both  are  buried  at  Chateaugay.  Their  children  were: 
1.  Herbert  A.,  who  died  in  1885,  was  a  merchant  at  Chateaugay.  2.  Wil¬ 
ber,  silk  importer  and  wholesale  merchant,  lives  at  Boston,  Mass.  3.  Ida, 
married  Frank  Clark,  an  official  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad. 
4.  Warren  Thomas,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Warren  Thomas  Thayer  attended  the  public  schools  of  Burke  and 
Chateaugay,  and  was  graduated  from  high  school  in  1888.  He  then  be¬ 
came  an  apprentice  at  the  printer’s  trade  and  was  employed  for  three 
years  on  the  Chateaugay  Record.  He  then  received  an  appointment  to  a 
clerkship  in  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Department,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  where 
he  remained  for  four  years.  He  spent  a  year  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Factory  Inspector  at  Albany,  and  in  1896  returned  to  Chateaugay  to 
establish  the  Chateaugay  Journal,  of  which  he  was  editor  and  publisher 
for  nine  years.  His  next  public  office  was  as  Deputy  Collector  of  Cus¬ 
toms  for  the  Northern  District  of  New  York,  and  he  served  in  that 
capacity  for  17  years.  Mr.  Thayer  was  elected  to  the  New  York  General 
Assembly  in  1916  and  served  five  years,  afterwards  being  elected  to  the 
State  Senate.  He  has  been  a  delegate  to  the  State  Republican  conven¬ 
tion  for  the  past  30  years.  He  has  also  served  as  town  supervisor  and 
justice  of  the  peace  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Thayer  has  numerous  business  interests.  In  1903  he  was  active 
in  the  organization  of  the  Chateaugay  Excelsior  Company,  and  is  still 
president  of  that  company.  He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Chasm 
Power  Company  and  served  as  vice  president  and  general  manager.  This 
business  was  sold  to  the  Associated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  1925. 
Mr.  Thayer’s  most  important  business  connection  is  that  of  president  of 
W.  T.  Thayer  &  Company,  road  contractors.  The  company  was  organized 
by  him  in  1912  and  its  field  of  operation  has  been  in  Northern  New  York 
and  Vermont.  Mr.  Thayer  has  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  perfecting 
of  the  present  highway  system  in  Northern  New  York. 

On  June  16,  1896,  Mr.  Thayer  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Hassie  L.  Miller,  the  daughter  of  Harmon  and  Louise  Miller,  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Miller,  who  died  in  1921,  was  chief  of  the  U.  S.  Pen¬ 
sion  Bureau.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thayer  have  two  children:  1.  Grace  L.,  born 
Dec.  3,  1903,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College,  and  a  teacher  in  a  private 
school  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  for  two  years  before  her  marriage  to  Norman 
Dutton,  attorney,  of  Philadelphia.  They  have  a  daughter.  2.  Alfred 
Lee,  born  March  23,  1905,  a  graduate  of  Peddie  Institute,  now  connected 
with  the  freight  traffic  department  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad. 

Mr.  Thayer  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  Cen¬ 
tury  Club  of  Ogdensburg,  Albany  Club,  Fort  Orange  Club  of  Albany,  and 
Chateaugay  Fish  and  Game  Club. 
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Fred  Charles  Conrad. — Closely  allied  with  the  civic,  business  and  fra¬ 
ternal  life  of  Saranac  Lake,  Mr.  Conrad  has  served  his  community  in 
numerous  positions  of  public  trust  and  office.  He  was  born  at  Trumbull, 
Conn.,  June  20,  1886,  the  son  of  John  and  Susan  (Hoag)  Conrad. 

John  Conrad  died  in  1888,  being  survived  by  his  widow  and  two  sons, 
Harry  Hoag  and  Fred  Charles.  In  1893  the  family  came  to  Saranac  Lake 
from  Connecticut  on  account  of  the  mother’s  ill  health.  She  died  July  23, 
1931,  and  is  buried  at  Saranac  Lake. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Conrad  has  been  identified  with  local  public  af¬ 
fairs.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  village  tax  col¬ 
lector,  1915-16;  village  trustee,  1917-20;  tax  collector  of  Harriettstown, 
1924-27 ;  and  mayor  of  Saranac  Lake  from  1926  until  July  1,  1929.  He 
resigned  the  latter  office  to  accept  the  appointment  of  postmaster. 

On  Nov.  10,  1924,  Mr.  Conrad  married  Miss  Maud  L.  Liscomb,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Jennie  (Sweeney)  Liscomb,  of  Jay,  N.  Y.  Mr. 
Liscomb  is  deceased. 

Mr.  Conrad  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a  Knight 
Templar  and  member  of  Oriental  Temple,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  High  Priest  of 
Saranac  Lake  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  in  1915-16.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Elks 
Lodge  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Thomas  Henry  Peacock,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  Saranac  Lake 
since  1874,  is  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  the  community.  He  was  born 

at  North  Elba,  N.  Y.,  March  5,  1853,  the  son  of  William  and  Louisa  (Her¬ 
ring)  Peacock. 

William  Peacock  was  born  in  Buckinghamshire,  England,  in  1811.  He 
came  to  the  United  States  with  his  family  in  1847,  and  although  he  had 
studied  for  the  ministry  in  England,  Mr.  Peacock  became  interested  in 
farming  after  his  arrival  in  New  York.  He  also  had  extensive  lumber 
holdings.  He  died  at  North  Elba  in  1887  and  his  wife  died  in  1892.  Their 
children  were:  1.  James,  born  Dec.  2,  1844,  lives  retired  at  Middleboro, 
Vt.  He  has  three  sons,  Byron,  Eugene,  and  Herbert.  2.  Louisa,  born 
Aug.  27,  1846,  died  July  5,  1847,  was  buried  at  sea.  3-4.  Sarah  M.  and 
Rebecca  Marcella,  twins,  born  July  26,  1848.  Sarah,  the  wife  of  George 
Hanmer  died  in  1885.  Rebecca  M.,  the  wife  of  Robert  Huntington,  died 
in  1919.  5.  Mary  Ann,  born  Sept.  2,  1850,  died  in  1893,  was  the  wife  of 
Norman  Frost.  6.  Thomas  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  7.  William 
Riley,  born  in  September,  1855,  died  May  5,  1889.  8-9.  Joseph  and  Emma, 
twins,  born  June  24,  1858.  Joseph  is  a  farmer  and  lives  at  North  Elba. 
Emma,  who  died  in  1915,  was  the  wife  of  Walter  Smith. 
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As  a  young  man  Thomas  Henry  Peacock  was  employed  in  the  lumber 
camps  of  the  Adirondack  mountains,  and  during  the  summer  season  he 
was  employed  as  a  guide  under  the  direction  of  V.  C.  Bartlett,  hotel  owner, 
in  the  upper  Saranac  Lake  region.  At  the  age  of  21  years  Mr.  Peacock 
became  an  independent  guide,  with  Saranac  Lake  as  his  headquarters, 
and  he  was  widely  known  in  this  capacity  from  1877  until  1910.  During 
this  time  he  made  seven  trips  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  accompanying 
parties  of  Eastern  sportsmen.  In  1887  he  operated  Bertrand  Island  Club, 
a  lodge  at  the  lower  end  of  Lake  Opatcong.  During  his  active  career 
Mr.  Peacock  was  a  hunter  of  renown. 

On  Nov.  5,  1891,  Mr.  Peacock  married  Miss  Harriet  Stearns,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Lucinda  Stearns,  of  Jay,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter, 
Virginia  Sarah,  was  born  Aug.  14,  1892.  She  was  graduated  from  the 
Curry  School  of  Expression,  Boston,  Mass.,  in  1916,  and  was  married 
Jan.  10,  1923,  to  A.  Forrest  Stainback,  and  lived  in  the  summer  at  Saranac 
Lake  and  in  the  winter  season  in  North  Carolina  and  Florida.  She  died 
July  14,  1931,  leaving  three  children:  Thomas  Nathaniel,  born  Oct.  19, 
1923;  Harriet  Virginia,  born  May  25,  1925;  and  Florence  Louise,  born 
July  30,  1927.  Harriet  (Stearns)  Peacock  died  Sept.  12,  1921,  and  is 
buried  in  Saranac  Lake  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Peacock  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  lives  at  192  Lake  Street, 
and  for  a  number  of  years  has  had  a  winter  home  at  Weldon,  N.  C. 


Alton  Bailey  Anderson,  who  is  manager  of  the  Pontiac  Theatre  at 
Saranac  Lake,  is  numbered  among  the  city’s  progressive  young  business 
men.  He  was  born  at  Glencove,  L.  I.,  May  25,  1899,  the  son  of  George 
and  Elizabeth  (Bailey)  Anderson. 

George  Anderson,  a  native  of  Norway,  was  born  in  1868.  At  the  age 
of  14  years  he  left  home  and  followed  the  sea.  He  spent  ten  years  in  the 
service  and  traveled  throughout  the  world.  He  settled  in  New  York  City 
in  1892  and  became  successful  as  a  marine  engineer,  being  identified  with 
that  profession  until  his  retirement  in  1928.  He  has  since  lived  at 
Saranac  Lake.  He  was  married  Jan.  1,  1898,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Bailey, 
the  daughter  of  Eugene  Bailey,  who  was  a  sea  captain.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Anderson  were  born  twin  sons:  Alton  Bailey,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
and  Franklin  Gerard,  who  died  at  the  age  of  nine  years. 

After  completing  his  schooling  in  New  York  City,  Alton  B.  Anderson 
was  employed  in  an  oil  refinery  as  a  machinist.  He  became  an  expert 
machinist  and  tool  maker  and  for  nine  years  was  employed  at  Southing- 
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ton,  Conn.  During  that  period  he  also  was  identified  with  orchestra  work 
as  a  violinist,  and  his  heavy  schedule  of  work  and  music  soon  under¬ 
mined  his  health.  He  came  to  Saranac  Lake  and  after  three  years  of 
complete  rest  he  became  identified  with  the  Pontiac  Theatre  in  1925, 
being  advanced  to  the  position  of  manager  five  years  later. 

On  Dec.  7,  1926,  Mr.  Anderson  married  Mrs.  Angie  M.  Hall,  the  widow 
of  Charles  Hall,  a  World  War  veteran.  She  is  a  native  of  Vermont  and 
was  a  teacher  prior  to  her  first  marriage.  By  her  former  marriage  Mrs. 
Anderson  has  two  children:  1.  Ray,  born  in  1920.  2.  Elva,  born  in  1921. 

Mr.  Anderson  is  a  member  of  the  Edgewater,  N.  J.,  Presbyterian 
Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Rotary 
Club.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican. 

The  Anderson  family  lives  at  8  South  Hope  Street. 


Willard  Samuel  Smith. — As  owner  and  manager  of  Pine  Lodge  on 
Lake  Lucretia,  north  of  Gabriels,  Mr.  Smith  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
prominent  citizens  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Gouverneur, 
N.  Y.,  Oct.  1,  1863,  the  son  of  George  W.  and  Marietta  (Petrie)  Smith. 

George  W.  Smith  was  born  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  in  1838,  the  son  of 
Samuel  Smith,  who  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  city  of  Gouverneur.  He 
came  to  New  York  from  Vermont  during  the  early  days  and  settled  on  a 
tract  of  land,  which  is  part  of  the  present  city.  He  became  one  of  its 
most  outstanding  men  and  was  progressive  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  also  was  one  of  the  builders  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  there.  His  son,  George  W.  Smith,  was  a  farmer  throughout  his 
life  and  acquired  the  original  homestead  at  Gouverneur.  He  was  married 
in  1861  to  Miss  Marietta  (Petrie)  Smith,  and  they  were  the  parents  of 
the  following  children:  1.  Willard  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2. 
Charles  E.,  born  in  1865,  lives  retired  at  Buxbridge,  N.  Y.  3-4.  Edward 
and  Edwin,  twins,  born  in  1867.  The  former  met  with  an  accidental 
death  in  1906  and  the  latter  lives  at  Heuvelton,  N.  Y.  5.  Alfred  B.,  born 
in  1869,  died  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  1918.  6.  Lewis  E.,  born  in  1871, 
lives  on  the  old  homestead.  7-8.  Herbert  and  Howard,  twins,  born  in 
1873.  The  former  lives  at  Russell,  N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  died  in  infancy. 
9.  Jennie,  born  in  1875,  died  at  the  age  of  four  years. 

George  W.  Smith  died  in  1905  and  his  wife  died  in  1924.  Both  are 
buried  at  Canton,  N.  Y. 

Willard  Samuel  Smith  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Canton,  N.  Y.  He  was  interested  in  farming  until  1909,  when  he  became 
a  clerk  in  the  Hodgskin  House  at  Canton,  now  the  Hotel  Harrington. 
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After  four  years  he  went  to  Ogdensburg  as  a  hotel  clerk  there,  and  three 
years  later  he  was  employed  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River  boats  as  a  steward. 
In  1919  Mr.  Smith  purchased  the  Waverly  House  at  St.  Regis  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  which  he  successfully  managed  for  three  years.  He  then  became 
proprietor  of  Hotel  Riley  at  Gabriels  for  a  time  and  in  1927  opened  Pine 
Lodge  on  Lake  Lucretia.  The  hotel  grounds  contain  600  acres  and  have 
seven  miles  of  shoreline,  being  located  just  one  mile  north  of  Gabriels. 

Mr.  Smith  was  married  (first)  in  1888  to  Miss  Delia  Mitchell,  the 
daughter  of  Josiah  Mitchell,  of  Black  Lake,  N.  Y.  She  died  in  1903  and 
is  buried  at  Canton,  N.  Y.  To  them  were  born  five  children:  1.  Gilbert 

R. ,  born  in  1889,  a  retired  U.  S.  Army  officer,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. 
2.  Joseph  E.,  born  in  1891,  a  farmer,  lives  near  Gabriels.  3.  Pearl  G., 
born  in  1893,  married  Ward  Young,  lives  at  Gabriels.  4.  Hannah,  born 
in  1896,  is  the  widow  of  Fred  Rombaugh,  lives  at  Pine  Lodge.  5.  Ward 

S. ,  born  in  1899,  identified  with  the  American  Aluminum  Corporation  at 
Massena,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Smith  was  married  (second)  on  Aug.  29,  1913,  to 
Mrs.  Delia  (Presper)  Carroll,  the  widow  of  Daniel  Carroll  and  daughter 
of  Joseph  Presper,  of  St.  Regis  Falls.  They  have  a  daughter,  Irene,  born 
in  1914.  She  attends  Saranac  Lake  High  School.  By  her  first  marriage 
Mrs.  Smith  has  four  children. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  his  wife  belongs  to  the  Catholic  Church. 


Frank  Alexander. — For  more  than  half  a  century  Frank  Alexander 
has  been  a  familiar  figure  in  the  Adirondack  Mountain  region  as  a  profes¬ 
sional  guide.  He  was  born  at  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  May  8,  1855,  the  son  of 
Joseph  and  Betsy  (Campbell)  Alexander. 

Joseph  Alexander,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  7th  Vermont  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Mr.  Alexander  was  a  native  of  Quebec,  Canada,  born  in  1834.  He  had 
come  to  this  country  in  1854  and  in  that  year  was  married  to  Miss  Betsy 
Campbell,  the  daughter  of  Antoine  and  Mary  Campbell,  of  Canada.  Betsy 
(Campbell)  Alexander  died  in  1860  and  is  buried  at  Bangor.  Her  only 
child  was  Frank,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  In  1861  Joseph  Alexander 
married  (second)  Miss  Adelaide  Murray,  a  native  of  Canada,  and  to  them 
were  born  three  children:  1.  Joseph,  born  in  1873,  a  farmer,  lives  in 
Wayne  County,  N.  Y.  2.  Adelaide,  who  died  in  1905.  3.  Margaret,  who 
died  in  1925. 

Frank  Alexander  was  reared  by  his  grandparents  at  Alburg,  Vt.  His 
early  life  was  spent  on  their  farm  and  he  was  thus  employed  until  he 
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was  25  years  of  age.  He  then  became  a  guide  in  the  Adirondack  Moun¬ 
tains,  with  headquarters  at  Paul  Smiths.  He  has  recently  lived  at 
Gabriels. 

On  Nov.  24,  1874,  Mr.  Alexander  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Anna  O’Donnell,  the  daughter  of  James  O’Donnell,  of  Harriettstown, 
N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  1.  Bertha,  born  in  1875,  died  at  the  age  of 
17  years.

Ralph,  born  Nov.  21, 
1889,  lives  at  Utica.  8.  Frank,  Jr.,  born  June  15,  1892,  lives  at  Gabriels. 

Mr.  Alexander  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics. 


Charles  H.  Wardner. — As  proprietor  of  Lake  Clear  Inn,  Mr.  Wardner 
has  been  numbered  among  the  popular  hotel  owners  of  the  Saranac  Lake 
region  for  almost  50  years.  He  was  born  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  July  22,  1854, 
the  son  of  William  H.  and  Clara  (Duntley)  Wardner. 

William  H.  Wardner  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Keeseville,  Essex  County, 
N.  Y.,  in  1821.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming. 
He  married  Miss  Clara  Duntley  and  to  them  were  born  six  children,  of 
whom  Charles  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  is  the  third  in  order  of  birth. 
Mr.  Wardner  died  in  1889  and  his  wife  died  at  Saranac  Lake  in  1902. 

When  Charles  H.  Wardner  was  a  small  child  his  people  settled  in  Essex 
County,  where  he  received  his  education.  He  was  employed  in  the  lumber 
camps  during  the  winter  season  and  as  a  young  man  worked  as  a  guide  in 
the  Adirondack  mountains  during  the  summer  months.  He  purchased  a 
farm  near  Wilmington,  N.  Y.,  in  1880,  and  five  years  later  he  became  in¬ 
terested  in  the  hotel  business  in  the  Saranac  Lake  region.  His  first  ven¬ 
ture  as  a  hotel  owner  was  in  the  upper  Saranac  Lake  region,  and  after 
four  years  he  purchased  a  hotel  at  Bloomingdale,  N.  Y.  Two  years  later 
the  Bloomingdale  Hotel  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  Mr.  Wardner  opened 
“Rustic  Lodge,”  which  he  successfully  managed  for  19  years.  At  the  end 
of  that  time  he  came  to  Lake  Clear  and  purchased  a  small  hotel,  which 
he  has  since  enlarged  and  improved  extensively.  It  accommodates  150 
guests  and  is  one  of  the  attractive  vacation  spots  in  this  region.  Mr. 
Wardner  is  ably  assisted  in  its  management  by  his  son. 

On  Oct.  27,  1880,  Mr.  Wardner  was  united  in  marriage  with  Mrs.  Addie 
E.  Reeves,  the  daughter  of  Roger  Hickok,  of  Wilmington,  N.  Y.  By  her 
former  marriage  Mrs.  Wardner  has  two  sons,  Edward  and  Frederick 
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Reeves.  To  Charles  H.  and  Addie  (Hickok)  Wardner  were  born  two  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Mollie,  born  in  1884,  married  George  Tribance,  lives  at  Hart¬ 
ford,  Conn.  2.  William  H.,  born  in  1888,  associated  in  business  with  his 
father.  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Wardner  died  in  1900  and  is  buried  at  Blooming- 
dale,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Wardner  is  a  Republican,  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 


Bertrand  William  Lord. — One  of  Franklin  County’s  outstanding  busi¬ 
ness  men,  widely  known  in  Malone,  is  Bertrand  William  Lord,  who  is 
associated  with  the  firm  of  Lord  &  Humphrey.  He  was  born  at  Ellen- 

burg,  N.  Y.,  March  3,  1876,  the  son  of  William  Henry  and  Phoebe  (Mc¬ 
Coy)  Lord. 

William  Henry  Lord  was  born  in  the  eastern  part  of  Canada,  Jan.  25, 
1846,  his  father  having  a  few  years  previously  moved  to  Canada  from 
Virginia.  The  history  of  the  Lord  family  states  that  the  grandfather  of 
William  Henry  Lord  joined  the  Colonial  army  from  Virginia  when  a  mere 
youth  and  fought  throughout  the  Revolutionary  War.  William  Henry 
Lord  became  a  butter  manufacturer  in  Northern  New  York  in  later  life. 
He  was  a  Civil  War  veteran,  having  entered  the  service  at  the  age  of  16 
years.  He  died  Nov.  8,  1910,  and  is  buried  at  Worcester,  Mass.  Mr.  Lord 
was  married  in  1872  to  Miss  Phoebe  McCoy,  whose  father  was  a  prosper¬ 
ous  farmer  in  Canada.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lord  were  born  two  sons : 
1.  Edgar  Harold,  born  May  14,  1874.  He  was  a  lumber  manufacturer  for 
many  years  at  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  where  he  died  Jan.  29,  1923.  2.  Bertrand 
William,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Bertrand  William  Lord  attended  the  public  schools  of  Cherubusco, 
N.  Y.,  but  left  school  at  the  age  of  17  years  to  learn  telegraphy  in  the 
employ  of  tne  Rutland  Railroad  Company,  in  whose  employ  he  remained 
for  27  years  as  station  agent  at  Cherubusco.  In  1920  Mr.  Lord  became 
interested  in  business  with  George  G.  Coopey  and  Dustin  Fernie,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Lord-Coopey  &  Fernie.  They  became  successful  road 
contractors  and  bridge  builders,  and  during  the  nine  years  of  association 
this  firm  had  the  contracts  for  the  building  of  15  miles  of  highway,  as 
well  as  nine  concrete  and  iron  bridges  between  Chateaugay  and  Brasher 
Falls.  Mr.  Lord  then  purchased  the  business  interests  of  his  partners 
and  immediately  became  associated  with  George  B.  Humphrey,  of  the 
Malone  Hardware  Company.  The  firm  of  Lord  &  Humphrey  is  complet¬ 
ing  at  the  present  time  three  large  concrete  and  iron  bridges  on  High¬ 
way  No.  10  between  Malone  and  Trout  River.  They  have  headquarters  at 
Malone. 
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On  March  8,  1900,  Mr.  Lord  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Myra 
Mae  Peryer,  the  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Jane  (Morford)  Peryer.  To  them 
were  born  three  children:  1.  Kenneth  Edgar,  born  Dec.  18,  1900,  a 
graduate  of  Dodge  Institute,  at  Valparaiso,  Ind.,  now  in  the  employ  of 
the  Rutland  Railroad  Company,  lives  at  Dannemora,  N.  Y.  He  married 
Miss  Rose  Rock  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Betty  Jane.  2.  Carl  William, 
born  March  10,  1902,  is  associated  in  business  with  his  father  at  Malone. 
3.  Luella  Eva,  born  March  18,  1903,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy, 
Albany  Business  College,  and  St.  Lawrence  University.  She  married 
Ephraim  Moyer  Detwiler,  who  is  plant  engineer  for  the  Worthington 
Pump  &  Machinery  Company,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  They  have  a  daughter, 
Sandra. 

Politically,  Mr.  Lord  is  a  Republican.  He  served  as  Town  Clerk  and 
also  as  deputy  sheriff  for  many  years  while  living  in  Clinton  County.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges.  He  owns  a  fine  lodge  on  Chateaugay  Lake  and 
lives  at  50  Morton  Street,  Malone. 


John  Joseph  O’Connor. — A  well  known  figure  in  the  business  life  of 
Piercefield,  St.  Lawrence  County,  for  many  years  was  Mr.  O’Connor,  who 
was  manager  of  the  International  Hotel.  He  was  born  at  St.  Annicet, 
Quebec,  Canada,  May  21,  1874,  the  son  of  Phillip  and  Hannah  (Connors) 
O’Connor. 

Phillip  O’Connor  was  a  native  of  Ireland  and  came  to  this  country 
with  his  parents,  who  settled  at  Constable,  N.  Y.  He  was  married  in 
1872  to  Miss  Hannah  Connors,  of  St.  Annicet,  Quebec,  Canada.  To  them 
were  born  six  children,  of  whom  John  Joseph,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
was  the  oldest.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O’Connor  are  deceased. 

John  Joseph  O’Connor  was  reared  and  educated  at  Constable,  N.  Y., 
but  left  school  at  an  early  age.  He  was  employed  as  a  stage  driver  for 
several  years  between  Blue  Mountain  Lake  Hotel  and  Black  River  in 
Jefferson  County.  Mr.  O’Connor  came  to  Piercefield  in  1900  and  spent  the 
following  20  years  in  the  employ  of  the  International  Paper  Company,  a 
great  part  of  that  time  being  night  superintendent.  In  1921,  on  account 
of  ill  health,  Mr.  O’Connor  was  obliged  to  retire  from  his  work  and  at 
that  time  became  manager  of  the  International  Hotel.  His  death  occurred 
on  Feb.  20,  1931,  while  he  and  his  wife  were  vacationing  at  San  Diego, 
Calif.  He  is  buried  at  Faust,  N.  Y. 

On  Nov.  30,  1905,  Mr.  O’Connor  married  Miss  Pearl  McDonald,  the 
daughter  of  Kenneth  and  Abigail  (Daines)  McDonald,  of  Piercefield.  Since 
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the  death  of  her  husband,  Mrs.  O’Connor  has  had  the  management  of  the 
hotel  at  Piercefield. 

Politically,  Mr.  O’Connor  was  a  Democrat.  He  was  prominent  in  local 
affairs  but  never  sought  public  office.  He  held  membership  in  the  Catholic 
Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks  of 
Malone. 


Francis  Berger  Trudeau,  M.  D.— One  of  the  influential  figures  in  pro¬ 
fessional  circles  in  the  North  Country  is  Dr.  Francis  Berger  Trudeau, 
who  is  identified  with  Trudeau  Sanitorium,  at  Saranac  Lake.  He  was 
born  at  Saranac  Lake,  Jan.  2,  1887,  the  son  of  Edward  Livingstone 
Trudeau,  M.  D. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Edward  Livingstone  Trudeau  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  history. 

After  his  graduation  from  St.  Paul’s  school,  Concord,  N.  H.,  in  1905, 
Francis  Berger  Trudeau  entered  Yale  University,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1909.  He  was  graduated  from  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in  1913  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and 
after  one  year  as  interne  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Saranac  Lake.  Dr.  Trudeau  is  a  trustee  of  Trudeau  Sanitorium, 
and  is  also  engaged  independently  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  being 
widely  known  as  a  lung  specialist. 

On  July  7,  1914,  Dr.  Trudeau  married  Miss  Helen  Garretson,  the 
daughter  of  Judge  Garretson,  of  Morristown,  N.  J.  Judge  Garretson, 
deceased,  served  as  Supreme  Court  Judge  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 
To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Trudeau  have  been  born  two  sons:  1.  Edward  Liv¬ 
ingston,  II,  born  April  25,  1915,  attended  Baldwin  School,  now  a  student 
at  Valley  Ranch  School,  Cody,  Wyo.  2.  Francis  Garretson,  born  July  21, 
1919,  attended  Baldwin  School,  now  a  student  at  Northwood  School,  Lake 
Placid,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  Trudeau  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal  Church, 
and  he  is  also  warden  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church  at  Paul  Smith’s  New 
York.  He  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  St.  Regis  Yacht  Club,  Saranac  Fish 
and  Game  Club,  Saranac  Boat  and  Waterways  Club,  and  Laurentian  Club 
of  Canada. 

Dr.  Trudeau  is  an  experienced  hunter  and  makes  frequent  trips  into 
the  Canadian  woods  on  big  game  hunts.  He  is  the  owner  of  a  fine  camp 
on  St.  Regis  Lake. 

Dr.  Trudeau  is  identified  with  the  Franklin  County,  New  York  State, 
and  American  Medical  Associations. 
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Edward  Livingston  Trudeau,  M.  D. — The  widespread  and  general 
recognition  of  the  virtue  of  the  atmospheric  conditions  of  the  Adirondack 
Mountains  as  a  cure  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been  brought  about 
and  fostered  by  the  influence  and  activities  in  the  medical  world  by  the 
late  Doctor  Trudeau,  who  was  founder  of  Trudeau  Sanitorium  at  Saranac 
Lake. 

Doctor  Trudeau  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Oct.  5,  1848,  the  son  of 
Dr.  James  and  Cephise  (Berger)  Trudeau.  The  latter  was  the  daughter 
of  Francois  Eloi  Berger,  a  skilled  French  surgeon  who  engaged  in  prac¬ 
tice  in  New  York  City  for  many  years.  Edward  Livingston  Trudeau  was 
one  of  three  children.  When  he  was  three  years  of  age  his  parents 
separated  and  the  father  went  to  New  Orleans,  La.,  his  former  home, 
taking  with  him  their  daughter.  The  mother  and  two  sons  returned  to 
Paris,  France,  where  Edward  received  his  early  education.  In  1865  he 
returned  to  this  country  and  three  years  later  became  a  student  in  the 
College  of  Physicians  &  Surgeons  in  New  York  City,  from  which  he 
received  a  degree  in  1871.  He  then  spent  six  months  as  house  physician 
in  Strangers  Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  during  that  period  he  de¬ 
veloped  incipient  tuberculosis.  He  had  entered  the  offices  of  Dr.  Fessen¬ 
den  Otis,  of  New  York  City,  as  an  assistant,  but  was  unable  to  carry  on 
his  profession  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  his  close 
friends  Doctor  Trudeau  went  on  an  extensive  hunting  trip  in  the  Adiron¬ 
dack  Mountains  in  1873-74.  In  the  latter  year  he  returned  to  New  York 
but  very  soon  felt  that  he  had  not  fully  recovered  his  health,  so  he  went 
to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  where  he  sought  to  regain  his  health.  Again  he  failed 
in  the  undertaking,  and  from  there  went  to  Paul  Smith,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
completely  recovered  in  1876.  Doctor  Trudeau  was  so  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  this  region  as  a  health  resort  that  he  decided  to  locate 
at  Saranac  Lake  and  establish  his  practice  as  a  specialist  in  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Many  years  before  this  his  only  brother  had  been  stricken 
and  had  died  from  tuberculosis  in  New  York  City.  He  had  been  nursed 
and  cared  for  by  Dr.  Trudeau  himself.  This  fact  and  his  own  illness 
made  a  profound  impression  upon  the  Doctor  and  he  thereafter  devoted 
his  entire  practice  to  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

In  1883  Doctor  Trudeau  sought  to  provide  a  sanitorium  for  persons 
of  moderate  means,  where  they  might  secure  help  from  the  dreaded  dis¬ 
ease,  and  he  obtained  16  acres  of  land  on  a  mountain  side  adjacent  to 
Saranac  Lake,  which  is  the  present  site  of  Trudeau  Sanitorium.  This 
project  received  enthusiastic  support  from  friends  of  Doctor  Trudeau  in 
New  York  City  and  the  first  cottage  was  built  in  February,  1885.  His 
first  patients  were  two  young  women  from  New  York  City.  The  sani¬ 
torium  was  completely  equipped  in  that  year,  and  in  December,  1892, 
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Dr.  Edward  R.  Baldwin,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  his¬ 
tory,  was  admitted  to  the  sanitorium.  He  later  became  an  assistant  to 

Doctor  Trudeau  and  subsequently  succeeded  him  as  head  of  the  institu¬ 
tion. 

Doctor  Trudeau  was  married  on  June  29,  1871,  to  Miss  Lottie  Beare, 
the  daughter  of  Reverend  Beare,  a  minister  of  the  Episcopal  Church  at 
Little  Neck,  L.  I.  To  them  were  born  four  children:  1.  One  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  2.  Charlotte,  born  in  1872,  attended  school  in  New  York  City, 
and  while  a  student  contracted  tuberculosis  and  died  on  March  20,  1893. 
3.  Edward  (Ned),  born  in  1876,  a  graduate  of  Yale  University  and  the 
College  of  Physicians  &  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University,  having  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1900.  He  died  in  1901  of 
pneumonia.  4.  Francis  Berger,  born  Jan.  2,  1887,  a  sketch  of  whom  ap¬ 
pears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Dr.  Edward  L.  Trudeau  died  Nov.  15,  1915,  and  is  buried  in  the  ceme¬ 
tery  at  St.  John’s  in  the  Wilderness  Church,  Paul  Smiths.  It  was  Doctor 
Trudeau  who  had  founded  this  church,  which  was  dedicated  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1877,  and  he  was  actively  identified  with  it  until  his  death.  He  also 
took  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Church  of  St.  Luke,  the  Beloved 
Physician,  at  Saranac  Lake,  and  was  among  its  most  ardent  supporters. 


Charles  John  Riley,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  business  at 
Gabriels  for  the  past  30  years,  is  a  representative  citizen  of  Franklin 
County.  He  was  born  at  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  27,  1876,  the  son  of  Edward 
and  Mary  (Daley)  Riley. 

Edward  Riley  was  a  native  of  Bangor,  born  in  March,  1841.  He  was 
a  farmer  throughout  his  life,  most  of  which  was  spent  near  Bangor.  He 
was  married  in  1868  to  Miss  Mary  Daley,  the  daughter  of  Cornelius  and 
Catherine  Daley,  of  Moira,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Riley  died  in  January,  1930,  and  his 
wife  died  in  1914.  Both  are  buried  in  Brushton,  Franklin  County.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riley  were  born  five  children:  1.  Charles  John,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Loretta,  born  in  1878,  married  Edward  Atherton, 
lives  at  St.  Albans,  Vt.  3.  James  J.,  born  in  1880,  died  in  1913,  was 
station  agent  for  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  at  White  River  Junction, 
Vt.  4.  George  B.,  born  in  1882,  lives  in  Franklin  County.  5.  John,  born 
in  1884,  died  at  the  age  of  seven  years. 

Charles  John  Riley  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Bangor  and  Brushton.  At  the  age  of  17  years  he  was  employed  by  his 
father  on  the  farm,  and  after  one  year  he  became  identified  with  the 
Hinckley  Fiber  Company,  of  Hinckley,  N.  Y.  He  spent  three  years  with 
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the  latter  concern,  and  then  became  associated  with  a  general  mercantile 
establishment  at  Gabriels.  At  the  end  of  one  year  he  purchased  the 
business  with  which  he  has  been  identified  since  1901.  He  is  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  hotel  business  at  this  place,  having  purchased  the  Robear 
property  in  1918.  It  was  completely  remodeled  by  him  and  has  since  been 
conducted  as  Hotel  Riley. 

Mr.  Riley  was  married  in  November,  1903,  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Brown, 
the  daughter  of  William  Brown,  of  Malone.  To  them  have  been  born 
the  following  children:  1.  William  E.,  born  Sept.  19,  1904,  a  graduate 
of  Notre  Dame  University,  class  of  1927,  now  associated  with  his  father 
in  business  at  Gabriels.  He  was  graduated  in  electrical  engineering  and 
spent  two  years  with  the  American  Telegraph  &  Telephone  Company  in 
New  York  City.  2.  Mary,  born  May  22,  1906,  attends  New  Rochelle 
College.  3.  Charles  J.,  Jr.,  born  May  1,  1908,  attends  Georgetown  Uni¬ 
versity,  Washington,  D.  C.  James  Riley  Brown,  a  nephew  of  Mrs.  Riley, 
lives  with  the  Riley  family.  His  father,  James  Brown,  is  deceased,  as 
is  also  his  mother. 

Mr.  Riley  is  a  Democrat,  and  has  always  manifested  a  keen  interest 
in  local  politics,  having  been  town  assessor  from  1903  until  1907,  super¬ 
visor  of  Brighton  from  1907  until  1923,  and  member  of  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  of  Franklin  County  during  1926-27. 

Mr.  Riley  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  he 
belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  of  Malone. 


Roy  Wesley  Bury,  M.  D.,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  at  Piercefield,  where  he  is  also  surgeon  for  the  International 
Paper  Company,  is  a  native  of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Newport,  Herki¬ 
mer  County,  March  20,  1890,  the  son  of  Rev.  William  H.  and  Lyda  (Col¬ 
lins)  Bury. 

Rev.  William  H.  Bury  was  born  in  England  in  1838.  Against  the 
wishes  of  his  family  he  studied  for  the  ministry  in  early  life  and  became 
a  missionary  of  the  Methodist  Church.  In  1864  he  came  to  the  United 
States  and  settled  at  Rome,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  of  a  church  there.  For  some 
time  he  was  also  located  at  Pillar  Point,  and  was  pastor  of  a  church  at 
Newport.  He  died  at  Brownville,  N.  Y.,  in  1913  and  is  buried  at  Theresa. 
His  wife  was  a  native  of  Vernon,  N.  Y.  They  were  the  parents  of  six 
children,  of  whom  Roy  Wesley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the 
youngest. 

The  early  education  of  Roy  Wesley  Bury  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  throughout  New  York.  He  was  graduated  from  high  school  in 
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Philadelphia,  N.  Y.,  in  1909  and  then  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  the 
University  of  Buffalo,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  in  1913.  He  was  an  interne  in  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital, 
and  in  1915  he  established  a  private  practice  at  Philadelphia,  where  he 
had  spent  his  early  life.  With  the  exception  of  time  in  the  service  during 
the  World  War  Doctor  Bury  was  located  at  Philadelphia  until  1925.  He 
has  since  been  established  in  practice  at  Piercefield. 

In  September,  1917,  Doctor  Bury  received  the  commission  of  captain 
in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps,  and  served  in  France  with  the  army  and 
later  in  Germany,  being  discharged  from  the  service  in  July,  1919. 

On  Oct.  9,  1926,  Doctor  Bury  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Doris 
Delair,  the  daughter  of  David  Delair,  of  St.  Regis  Falls,  N.  Y. 

Politically,  Doctor  Bury  is  a  Republican.  He  is  identified  with  the  St. 
Lawrence  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State  Medical  Society, 
American  Medical  Association,  and  Industrial  Surgeons  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  American  Legion. 

Doctor  Bury  has  traveled  extensively  throughout  South  America, 
West  Indies,  and  Mexico. 


John  Fitzpatrick.— After  half  a  century  of  service  with  the  Rutland 
Railroad  Company  as  an  engineer,  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  retired  in  July,  1929, 
and  is  a  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Piercefield.  He  was 
born  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  18,  1861,  the  son  of  William  and  Jane 
(Slack)  Fitzpatrick. 

William  Fitzpatrick  was  a  native  of  Manchester,  England.  He  came 
to  the  United  States  when  only  14  years  of  age,  having  shipped  as  a 
cabin  boy  on  a  sailing  vessel  plying  between  Scotland  and  New  York 
City.  Later,  he  worked  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  became  an  engineer  on 
lake  vessels  between  Montreal  and  other  shipping  points.  He  died  in 
1897  and  is  buried  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  was  married  in 
1855  to  Miss  Jane  Slack,  the  daughter  of  John  C.  Slack,  of  Ogdensburg, 
and  they  were  the  parents  of  seven  children,  two  of  whom  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  The  others  were:  1.  William  Edward,  born  in  1857,  died  in  1859. 
2.  William,  born  in  1859,  was  a  Spanish-American  War  veteran  and  died 
in  1899.  3.  John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Isabelle,  born  in  1872, 
the  widow  of  William  Henry  Wright,  lives  at  Piercefield,  and  she  has  a 
son,  John  F.  Wright.  5.  Rose  Ann,  born  in  1874,  married  William  J. 
Clark,  lives  at  Malone  Junction,  N.  Y. 

John  Fitzpatrick  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Malone 
and  attended  Franklin  Academy  for  two  years.  At  the  age  of  18  years 
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he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  as  a  fireman,  and 
soon  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  engineer.  As  mentioned  above,  his 
record  of  50  years  of  service  with  this  company  is  outstanding.

He  was  born  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  July  25,  1886,  the 
son  of  H.  D.  and  Charlotte  L.  (Vandenburg)  Diment. 

H.  D.  Diment,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  of  Oswego,  where 
he  was  president  of  the  Mohawk  Manufacturing  Company.  He  was  born 
at  Schenectady,  where  he  spent  his  early  life.  After  his  graduation  from 
Albany  Business  College  he  was  interested  in  the  wholesale  and  retail 
hardware  business  with  his  father  until  1892.  At  that  time  he  located 
in  Oswego  and  organized  the  Mohawk  Manufacturing  Company.  He  was 
also  a  director  of  the  Nottingham  Knitting  Company.  Mr.  Diment  died 
in  1909  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  His  widow,  a  native 
of  Rensselaer  County,  N.  Y.,  resides  in  Oswego.  Mr.  Diment  was  a  Re¬ 
publican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  belonged  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  Fortnightly  Club,  and  Oswego  Country  Club;  charter 
member  Pleasant  Point  Club.  There  were  four  children  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Diment:  1.

He  was  born  at  Madrid,  N.  Y.,  May  15,  1887,  the  son  of  Hugh 
and  Margaret  (Brennan)  Leonard. 

Hugh  Leonard  was  a  native  of  Madrid,  N.  Y.,  born  Feb.  24,  1848. 
He  was  a  Republican  throughout  his  life  and  held  numerous  public  offices, 
including  that  of  tax  collector.  He  died  in  1916  and  is  buried  at  Wad- 
dington,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Leonard  was  married  in  1869  to  Miss  Margaret  Bren¬ 
nan,  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Ellen  Brennen,  of  Norfolk,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Leonard  were  born  three  children:  1.

W.  H.  Workman. — One  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  Oswego  is 
W.  H.  Workman,  who  is  proprietor  of  Workman’s  Flower  Shop,  at  37 
West  Bridge  Street.  He  was  born  at  Bristol,  England,  April  18,  1867, 
the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Innis)  Workman. 

Both  John  Workman  and  his  wife  were  born  in  England.  He  was  a 
building  contractor  and  met  with  an  accidental  death  in  1878.  He  is 
buried  in  England.  His  widow  died  in  1911  and  is  buried  at  Terre  Haute, 
Ind.  Their  children  were:  1.  Thomas,  who  lives  in  England.  2.  Jane 
Davis,  who  died  in  1927,  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.  3.  Elizabeth,  lives  in  England. 
4.  Frederick,  lives  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.  5.  Alice  Chapman,  lives  at  Los

W.  H.  Workman  lived  in  England  until  he  was  15  years  of  age,  at 
which  time  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.

Charles  A.  Cox. — Prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  Hannibal 
is  Charles  A.  Cox,  lumber  dealer.  He  was  born  at  Hannibal,  Nov.  25, 
1872,  the  son  of  John  A.  and  Emily  (Pearce)  Cox. 

John  A.  Cox  was  born  at  Elbridge,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.  He  lived 
at  Hannibal  most  of  his  life  and  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness  for  a  time  with  W.  R.  Cox.  Later,  he  opened  a  coal,  lumber,  grain 
and  seed  store  there  and  was  actively  identified  with  that  enterprise  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  served  for  many  years  as  justice  of  the  peace, 
school  director,  and  member  of  the  village  board.  Mr.  Cox  died  in  1907 
and  his  wife  died  in  1877.  Both  are  buried  in  Fairdale  Cemetery,  near 
Hannibal.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Cox  was  a  Republican.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cox  had  only  one  child,  Charles  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Charles  A.  Cox  attended  the  public  schools  of  Hannibal  and  also  was 
a  student  at  Oswego  State  Normal  School.  In  early  life  he  became  iden¬ 
tified  with  his  father’s  coal  and  lumber  business.  A  Mr.  Rice  was  associ¬ 
ated  with  them  and  the  firm  of  Cox  &  Rice  continued  after  the  death  of 
the  elder  Mr.  Cox.  After  nine  years  Mr.  Cox  sold  his  interests  to  his 
partner  and  at  that  time  established  an  automobile  business  at  Hannibal, 
being  the  local  agent  for  the  Dodge  automobile.  He  was  associated  with 
his  brother-in-law  and  the  firm  was  conducted  as  H.  A.  Hewitt  &  Com¬ 
pany.  Later,  Mr.  Cox  became  sole  proprietor  of  the  enterprise  and  after 
one  year  as  such  he  sold  out  and  resumed  his  former  interests  with  the 
lumber  and  seed  business,  which  had  been  owned  by  Mr.  Rice.  Mr.  Cox 
was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Hannibal  Telephone  Company  and  served 
as  its  president  for  a  number  of  years. 
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In  1909  Mr.  Cox  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lena  Hewitt,  of 
Sterling,  the  daughter  of  Walter  and  Lillian  (Elliott)  Hewitt.  They  have 
three  sons:  1.  John  Walter,  born  in  1910,  a  graduate  of  Hannibal  High 
School,  attends  Syracuse  University.

Frank  H.  Rowe. — Numbered  among  the  enterprising  citizens  of  Os¬ 
wego  County  is  Frank  H.  Rowe,  who  is  merchant  and  postmaster  of  New 
Haven.  It  is  a  strange  coincidence  that  Mr.  Rowe  and  his  father  have 
been  the  only  citizens  of  New  Haven  to  hold  the  latter  office  since  1898. 
Frank  H.  Rowe  was  born  here,  June  12,  1869,  the  son  of  Augustus  A.  and 
Caroline  M.  (Willmarth)  Rowe. 

Augustus  A.  Rowe,  who  died  in  New  Haven  in  1922,  had  spent  prac¬ 
tically  his  entire  life  at  this  place.  For  30  years  he  conducted  a  general 
mercantile  business  and  also  served  as  postmaster.  He  conducted  a  busi¬ 
ness  for  six  years  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  but  later  returned  to  New  Haven 
and  retired.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  attended  the  Congregational 
Church.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
His  wife  died  in  1914.  Both  are  buried  at  New  Haven.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Frank  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Fred,  who  lives  at 
Baldwinsville,  N.  Y. 

As  a  youth,  Frank  H.  Rowe  was  identified  with  his  father’s  business 
interests  at  New  Haven.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Mexico  High  School  and  took 
a  business  course  in  Syracuse.  He  also  was  located  in  business  in  the 
latter  city  for  four  years.  During  his  career,  Mr.  Rowe  has  farmed  for 
almost  six  years.  He  has  conducted  his  present  general  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness  since  1911  and  in  the  same  year  was  also  appointed  postmaster. 

In  1892  Mr.  Rowe  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lottie  Keeler, 
who  died  at  New  Haven  in  1924.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Manville  and 
Elizabeth  Keeler.  He  died  in  1905  and  his  wife  died  in  1912.  To  Frank  H.

All  are  grad¬ 
uates  of  Mexico  High  School. 

Politically,  Mr.  Rowe  is  a  Republican  and  attends  the  Methodist 
Church.  He  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


George  Abel  Willson,  who  died  at  Malone  on  June  23,  1929,  was  one 
of  Malone’s  most  prominent  citizens  and  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  honored  pioneer  families  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at 
Malone,  July  15,  1858,  the  son  of  George  Grandison  and  Olive  G.  (Hunt¬ 
ington)  Willson. 

George  Grandison  Willson  was  born  at  Malone,  March  27,  1814,  and 
died  Nov.  8,  1893.  He  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  He 
was  the  son  of  Abel  Willson,  who  was  born  at  Keene,  N.  H.,  April  7, 
1786,  and  came  to  Franklin  County  about  1813.  It  is  recorded  that  he 
was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  became  a  merchant  in  Malone  and 
took  an  active  part  in  early  local  politics,  being  supervisor  of  the  town 
of  Malone  for  some  years  and  county  clerk  of  Franklin  County  in  1829, 
which  office  he  held  for  several  terms.  He  was  married  before  coming 
to  Franklin  County  to  Miss  Lucinda  Shirtleff.  To  them  were  born  a  son 
and  two  daughters.  Their  son,  George  Grandison  Willson,  was  educated 
in  the  schools  of  Malone,  and  Franklin  Academy.  He  later  took  a  course 
in  accounting  and  bookkeeping  and  became  very  proficient  in  that  par¬ 
ticular  profession.  For  many  years  he  was  connected  with  one  of  Malone’s 
banking  institutions.  In  1825  Abel  Willson  had  built  a  home  at  147  Duane 
Street,  which  he  occupied  during  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  and  it  was 
in  turn  inherited  by  his  son,  George  Grandison  Willson,  who  occupied  it 
and  later  by  his  son,  George  Abel  Willson.  It  is  at  the  present  time 
being  occupied  by  the  great-grandson  of  the  builder,  Lawrence  H.  Willson, 
the  title  of  the  property  having  remained  in  the  family  for  more  than 
100  years. 

George  Grandison  Willson  was  married  on  Jan.  10,  1855,  to  Miss  Olive 
G.  Huntington,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Daniel  Huntington,  a  prominent  physi¬ 
cian  of  Rochester,  Vt.  To  them  were  born  two  children  who  reached 
maturity:  1.  Harriet  S.,  born  Aug.  10,  1856,  died  Jan.  27,  1880,  buried 
in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  2.  George  Abel,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

George  Abel  Willson  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Malone  vil¬ 
lage  and  attended  Franklin  Academy.  After  leaving  school  he  entered 
the  employ  of  the  McMillan  Woollen  Mills,  of  Malone,  with  whom  he  spent 
many  years.  Later,  he  was  active  in  the  reorganization  of  the  J.  O.  Bal- 
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l^rd  &  Company  Mills,  and  assisted  greatly  in  the  building  up  of  that 
important  organization.  He  served  as  superintendent  of  the  company 
until  1910,  when  he  retired  from  business  and  accepted  the  appointment 
of  superintendent  of  the  Malone  village  water  works.  He  held  that  office 
at  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1923.

Laura 
Frances,  born  March  19,  1889,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  class  of 
1909,  later  attended  Northwestern  University.  She  is  the  wife  of  Charles 
E.  Daily,  of  Malone,  and  they  have  three  children:  Willson,  Jane  and 
Alyson.  3.  Antoinette  Harris,  born  Feb.  20,  1899,  a  graduate  of  Frank¬ 
lin  Academy,  class  of  1917,  and  attended  Syracuse  University.  She  is  the 
wife  of  Dr.  LeRoy  Earle,  dentist,  lives  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.  Seraph 
Jeanette  (Harris)  Willson  died  on  July  9,  1921,  and  is  buried  in  Morning- 
side  Cemetery,  Malone. 

Mr.  Willson  was  married  (second)  on  Aug.  16,  1924,  to  Mrs.  Harriet 
(Havens)  McCoy,  the  widow  of  William  McCoy,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  the 
daughter  of  Henry  Harrison  and  Sarah  (Edwards)  Havens. 

Mr.  Willson  was  a  life  long  Republican.  He  was  a  staunch  member  of 
St.  Mark’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  was  a  32nd  degree  Mason  and  member 
of  Karnak  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 


Lynn  W.  Smith. — Prominent  among  the  younger  attorneys  of  Pulaski 
is  Lynn  W.  Smith,  who  has  been  established  in  practice  in  this  village 
since  1929.  He  was  born  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  July  23,  1907,  the  son  of 
Earl  R.  and  Isabelle  (Beck)  Smith. 

Earl  R.  Smith  was  born  at  Parish,  N.  Y.  He  was  reared  and  educated 
there  and  attended  Albany  Business  College.  Later,  he  farmed  for  many 
years  near  Kasoag  in  Oswego  County.  He  died  in  1923  and  is  buried  in 
Williamstown,  N.  Y.  His  widow  resides  at  Homer,  N.  Y.,  and  is  a  teacher 
in  Homer  Academy.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church.  Mr. 
Smith  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Baptist  church.  He 
also  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  his  wife  served  as  district 
deputy  of  Oswego  County,  Order  of  Eastern  Star.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith 
only  one  child  was  born,  Lynn  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  life  of  Lynn  W.  Smith  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm  and  he 
attended  the  public  schools  at  Kasoag.  He  was  graduated  from  Pulaski 
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Academy  in  1924,  after  which  he  attended  Syracuse  University  for  one 
year.  He  then  entered  Albany  Law  School,  and  received  the  degree  of 
LL.  B.  from  that  institution  in  1928.  After  that  he  served  his  law  clerk¬ 
ship  in  the  office  of  William  K.  Bentley  of  Pulaski,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Smith  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  on  June  27,  1929  and  began  private  practice  in  Pulaski 
where  he  now  retains  an  office  in  the  Pulaski  National  Bank  Building. 

On  July  11,  1931,  Mr.  Smith  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mar¬ 
garet  E.  Daniels  of  LaFargeville,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter 
of  William  and  Martha  (Gibson)  Daniels.

Grover  C.  Boyce. — Outstanding  among  Oswego’s  successful  business 
men  is  Grover  C.  Boyce,  who  is  general  superintendent  of  the  Oswego 
Shade  Cloth  Company. 

The  Boyce  family  came  to  New  York  from  Bennington,  Vt.,  and 
settled  at  Fulton.  Mr.  Boyce  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at 
the  age  of  13  years  he  became  an  office  boy  in  the  employ  of  the  Minetto 
Shade  Cloth  Company,  being  employed  by  A.  S.  Page,  C.  S.  Benson,  and 
Charles  Tremaine.  Mr.  Boyce  remained  with  this  company  for  nine  years, 
at  which  time  the  Minetto  Factory  was  transferred  to  Columbia  Mills.  He 
remained  with  this  company  until  1915.  He  then  became  superintendent 
of  the  Oswego  Shade  Cloth  Company,  which  at  that  time  was  owned  and 
operated  by  Robert  Sloan,  Theodore  Irwin  and  G.  L.  Johnson.  The  busi¬ 
ness  was  later  sold  to  the  Stewart-Hartshorn  Company,  252  Fifth  Avenue, 
New  York  City,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Boyce  became  plant  manager  and 
director.  The  firm  subsequently  purchased  the  Ontario  Knitting  Mills, 
Johnson  &  Lyon  Company,  and  the  Frisby-Stanfield  Knitting  Company. 
The  business  was  completely  reorganized  and  became  one  of  the  most 
modern  bleaching  and  finishing  plants  in  Northern  New  York.  They  are 
producers  of  the  highest  quality  window  shades  and  shade  cloth,  and  are 
manufacturers  of  their  own  paints  and  chemicals.  Spinning  and  weaving 
is  done  in  a  southern  mill  which  is  owned  by  the  company,  and  which 
employs  about  1,800  people.  The  Oswego  plant  employs  about  300. 

Mr.  Boyce  married  Miss  Hazel  H.  Stryker  of  Minetto,  N.  Y.  Their 
children  were:  1.  C.  Leonard,  born  April  6,  1908,  was  drowned  on  Lake 
Ontario,  July  29,  1928.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School,  Deer¬ 
field  (Mass.)  Academy,  and  had  completed  one  year  at  Dartmouth  College 
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at  the  time  of  his  death.  2.  Mildred  M.,  born  June  1,  1911,  a  graduate  of 
Oswego  High  School,  Dana  Hall  Preparatory  School,  now  a  sophomore  at 
Wellesley  College.  3.  Eleanor  Jean,  born  September  13,  1918,  attends 
Kingsford  Park  School,  Oswego. 

Mr.  Boyce  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  district  deputy 
grand  master  of  Oswego  Lodge.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Kb 
wanis  Club,  and  Oswego  Country  Club.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Oswego 
Hospital,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of 
the  Salvation  Army. 

Mr.  Boyce  is  a  director  of  the  Oswego  County  Savings  Bank. 


Albert  E.  Lawrence. — The  Lawrence  undertaking  establishment  of 
Pulaski,  the  most  thoroughly  equipped  in  Oswego  County,  is  owned  by 
Albert  E.  Lawrence.  He  is  a  native  of  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  born  April  4, 
1889,  the  son  of  Fred  E.  and  Fanny  G.  (Griffin)  Lawrence. 

Fred  E.  Lawrence  lives  retired  in  New  York  City.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  were  born  at  Cold-Spring  on  the  Hudson.  He  spent  27  years  in  the 
employ  of  the  New  York  Central  railroad  between  New  York  City  and 
Buffalo,  and  after  his  retirement  from  that  work  he  devoted  37  years 
to  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretarial  work.  Mr.  Lawrence  retired  in  1920.  He  is  a 
Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lawrence’s  only  child  is  Albert  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Albert  E.  Lawrence  attended  the  public  schools  of  New  York  City  and 
at  the  age  of  13  years  located  in  Watertown.

Pulaski  High  School,  class  of  1932. 

Mr.  Lawrence  is  president  of  the  Pulaski  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He 
is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  serving  his  fourth  term  as  village  clerk. 
He  is  affiliated  with  Pulaski  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  415,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  belongs  to  Rainbow  Shore  Country  Club.  He 
and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  of  which  he  is  a 
trustee. 


F.  Earle  McChesney. — One  of  the  North  Country’s  most  prominent  and 
representative  newspaper  men  is  F.  Earle  McChesney,  who  is  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  Pulaski  Democrat.  He  was  born  at  Scriba,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  2, 
1881,  the  son  of  Frank  C.  and  Etta  (Lawton)  McChesney. 

Frank  C.  McChesney  is  a  native  of  Belleville,  Canada,  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Scriba.  He  is  a  retired  cabinet  maker  and  lives  at  Pulaski. 
His  wife  died  Nov.  20,  1919,  and  is  buried  in  Willis  Cemetery,  near 
Pulaski.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McChesney  were  born  the  following  children: 
1.  Alva  C.,  lives  at  Altmar.  2.  Fred  L.,  lives  at  Pulaski.  3.  Mrs.  William 
Thomson  (Lillian  I.),  lives  at  2  River  Drive,  Ilion,  N.  Y.  4.  Newton  S., 
lives  at  Adams,  N.  Y.  5.  F.  Earle,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  attending  Pulaski  Academy,  F.  Earle  McChesney  entered  the 
employ  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  in  1899  at 
Granby,  Conn.,  as  telegraph  operator,  and  continued  there  until  1902, 
when  he  was  transferred  to  Avon,  Conn.,  as  station  agent.  In  1906  he 
resigned  from  the  railroad  service  and  entered  the  general  mercantile 
business,  with  which  he  was  identified  until  late  in  1914  at  Avon.  During 
that  time  he  served  as  town  clerk,  treasurer,  secretary  of  the  board  of 
education,  and  member  of  the  board  of  relief.  He  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  in  1913  and  served  until  the  spring  of  1915.

He  then 
purchased  controlling  interest  in  the  Pulaski  Democrat  and  removed  with 
his  family  to  Pulaski.  He  continued  as  manager  and  editor  of  the  Demo¬ 
crat  until  July,  1916,  and  was  then  identified  with  the  National  War  Work 
Council  during  1918-19-20-21.  He  resumed  active  management  of  the 
Democrat  in  1921,  and  acquired  full  control  in  the  fall  of  1927,  when 
Byron  G.  Seamans  died. 

On  June  24,  1902,  Mr.  McChesney  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Ruth  Maltby  Austin,  of  Pulaski,  the  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Alta 
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(Maltby)  Austin,  natives  of  New  York.  Mr.  Austin  died  in  1900  and  his 
wife  died  Nov.  19,  1930.  To  F.  Earle  and  Ruth  Maltby  (Austin)  McChes- 
ney  were  born  six  children:  1.  Elsie,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University, 
class  of  1925.  She  married  George  R.  Brownell,  and  lives  at  86-35  233rd 
Street,  Queens  Village,  Long  Island.  2.  Frances  Edith,  a  graduate  of 
Syracuse  University,  class  of  1925,  and  studied  at  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris, 
France,  during  the  summer  of  1931.  She  is  a  French  teacher  at  Pulaski 
Academy.  3.  Lillian,  who  attends  Cornell  University.  4.  William  F.,  who 
attends  Clarkson  College  of  Technology  at  Potsdam.  5.  Lois,  attends 
Pulaski  Academy.  6.  Hugh  Maltby,  attends  Pulaski  Academy. 

Mr.  McChesney  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics.  He 
and  his  family  are  prominent  members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  he  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Grange, 
and  Pulaski  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  State 
and  National  Editorial  Associations  and  Northern  New  York  Typothetae. 


Spencer  J.  Ramsey. — Among  Oswego  County’s  representative  busi¬ 
ness  men  is  Spencer  J.  Ramsey,  who  is  identified  with  the  S.  J.  Ramsey 
Department  Store  at  Mexico.  He  is  a  native  of  Oswego  County,  born  at 
Texas,  Dec.  1,  1873,  the  son  of  John  and  Esther  (Stevens)  Ramsey. 

John  Ramsey  was  born  at  Mexico,  N.  Y.,  and  during  his  entire  life 
lived  in  Oswego  County.  He  was  a  farmer  and  also  worked  on  the  canal. 
In  later  life  he  lived  at  Texas.  He  died  in  1900  and  his  wife  died  in  1926. 
Both  are  buried  at  Mexico.  Mr.  Ramsey  was  a  Republican  and  served  as 
postmaster  of  Texas  and  assessor  of  the  town  of  Mexico.  He  and  his 
wife  were  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  children  were: 
1.  Adelia,  who  died  in  1912.  2.  William,  who  died  in  1923.  3.  Ward,  lives 

on  the  family  homestead  at  Texas.  4.  Spencer  J.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Mexico  High  School,  Spencer  J.  Ramsey 
entered  the  general  store  of  Cook  &  Jordan  as  a  clerk.  Later,  the  business 
was  reorganized  as  Cook- Jordan  &  Ramsey,  and  in  1913  Mr.  Ramsey 
became  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise.  This  well  established  business  had 
been  founded  in  1888  by  Cook  &  Hollister.  It  is  one  of  the  fine  stores  in 
the  county  and  Mr.  Ramsey  has  an  excellent  trade.  He  carries  a  complete 
line  of  ready-to-wear  clothing  for  men,  women  and  children. 

In  1899  Mr.  Ramsey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  May  Ball,  of 
Mexico,  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Ella  (Sayles)  Ball.  Mr.  Ball  died  in 
1915  and  his  wife  died  in  1923.  They  are  buried  in  Mexico.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ramsey  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Marjorie,  born  in  1902,  a 
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graduate  of  Mexico  High  School  and  attended  Syracuse  University.  She 
married  Homer  A.  Ludington,  and  they  have  two  children,  Vivian  and 
Ramsey.  They  live  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.  2.  John  H.,  who  attends  Mexico 
High  School,  class  of  1932. 

Politically,  Mr.  Ramsey  is  a  Republican  and  he  has  served  for  many 
years  as  a  member  of  the  local  school  board.  He  is  prominent  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  is  also  active  in  the  civic  life  of  the 
community  in  which  he  lives.  He  is  an  ardent  sportsman  and  owns  a 
fine  motor  boat. 


Joseph  M.  Bonner. — As  district  superintendent  of  public  schools  in 
Oswego  County,  Joseph  M.  Bonner  is  prominent  in  Pulaski,  where  he  also 
holds  the  office  of  mayor.  He  was  born  at  Orwell,  Oswego  County,  April 
7,  1877,  the  son  of  Albert  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Vary)  Bonner. 

Albert  E.  Bonner  was  born  at  Orwell  in  1840  and  died  in  1903.  He  is 
buried  in  Evergreen  Cemetery,  Orwell.  After  attending  Pulaski  Academy, 
Mr.  Bonner  became  interested  in  general  farming  and  was  thus  engaged 
throughout  his  life.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the 
Baptist  Church.  His  brother,  Allen  Davenport  Bonner,  served  throughout 
the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  C,  110th  N.  Y.  V.  I.,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Mary  E.  (Vary)  Bonner 
was  born  at  West  Stephentown,  Rensselaer  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1842,  and 
died  at  Pulaski  in  1923.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Clark  Vary,  who  served 
in  the  War  of  1812.  To  Albert  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Vary)  Bonner  were  born 
three  sons:  1.  Albert,  deceased.  2.  Joseph  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
3.  Rev.  Harry  Vary,  lives  at  McGraws,  N.  Y. 

Joseph  M.  Bonner  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Orwell  and  in  1897  was  graduated  from  Pulaski  Academy.  He  was 
graduated  from  Normal  School  at  Potsdam  and  later  studied  at  Albany 
State  Normal  College  and  Cornell  University.  For  two  years  before 
entering  Potsdam  Normal  Mr.  Bonner  taught  in  the  rural  schools  of 
Oswego  County.  He  subsequently  served  as  principal  of  public  schools  at 
Richville,  Rensselaer  Falls,  Heuvelton  and  Shortsville,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Bonner 
came  to  Oswego  County  on  Jan.  1,  1912,  to  assume  his  present  duties. 
He  is  now  serving  his  fifth  term,  each  of  which  contains  five  years.  He 
is  president  of  the  Oswego  Board  of  Vocational  and  Educational  Ex¬ 
tension. 

In  1906  Mr.  Bonner  married  Miss  Grace  Hart  of  Copenhagen,  N.  Y., 
the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Mary  Hart,  both  deceased. 

Mr.  Bonner  was  elected  mayor  of  Pulaski  for  a  two  year  term  in  March, 
1931.  He  has  served  as  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  is  a

director,  stockholder  and  secretary  of  the  Charles  Tollner’s  Sons  Company, 
Inc.  He  belongs  to  Pulaski  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  which  he  is  past  master 
and  served  as  deputy  grand  master  for  the  Oswego  Masonic  district. 

Mr.  Bonner  is  particularly  interested  in  the  progressive  movement  in 
government  reform.  He  attended  the  14th  Annual  American  Country 
Life  Conference,  which  was  held  at  Cornell  University  in  1931.  It  was 
held  at  Willard  Straight  Conference  Headquarters  and  Mr.  Bonner’s  topic 
of  discussion  was  “Rural  Government.” 


Merritt  A.  Switzer.— Among  the  able  and  highly  successful  attorneys 
of  Oswego  County  is  Merritt  A.  Switzer,  of  Pulaski.  He  is  a  native  of 
Wayne  County,  born  at  Williamson,  May  29,  1888,  the  son  of  Dr.  William 
B.  and  Hattie  J.  (Skellenger)  Switzer. 

Dr.  William  B.  Switzer  is  a  leading  veterinarian  of  Oswego  County 
and  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Central  New  York  Veterinary  Medi¬ 
cal  Association.  He  was  born  in  New  York  and  spent  his  early  life  at 
Williamson.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Ontario  Veterinary  College  and  since 
1899  has  been  located  at  Oswego.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the  New  York 
State  Veterinary  Medical  Association.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of 
the  Congregational  Church,  Frontier  City  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  Knights 

of  Pythias.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Switzer’s  only  child  is  Merritt  A.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  Merritt  A.  Switzer  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Williamson  and  Oswego,  being  graduated  from  Oswego  High 
School  in  1906.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  the  law  school  of 
Syracuse  University  in  1911,  and  after  two  years  of  practice  in  Oswego 
Mr.  Switzer  located  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.  He  came  to  Pulaski,  April  1,  1915, 
as  confidential  clerk  to  the  Hon.  Judge  Hubbs,  who  was  at  that  time 
supreme  court  justice.  Since  that  day  Mr.  Switzer  has  continued  with 
Judgs  Hubbs,  who  later  served  as  justice  of  the  Appellate  division,  Fourth 
department,  and  as  presiding  judge  of  the  same  court.  His  present  office 
is  as  associate  judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals.  Mr.  Switzer  has  also  con¬ 
tinued  in  private  practice  in  Pulaski  and  specializes  in  income  tax  reports. 
He  has  also  served  as  attorney  for  the  Central  New  York  and  New  York 
State  Veterinary  Medical  Associations.  Mr.  Switzer  is  active  in  Repub¬ 
lican  politics  and  was  appointed  village  clerk  of  and  attorney  for  Pulaski 
on  April  1,  1931. 

On  Nov.  28,  1914,  Mr.  Switzer  married  Miss  Jean  Armour  Muir,  of 
Gowanda,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Margaret  (McBride)  Muir, 
natives  of  Scotland  and  Canada  respectively.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Switzer  are 
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the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Edith  Marie,  born  Sept.  9,  1919.  2.  Mer¬ 
ritt  A.,  Jr.,  born  June  27,  1921. 

Mr.  Switzer  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Congregational  Church 
and  he  belongs  to  Pulaski  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  415;  Pulaski  Chapter, 
R.  A.  M.  No.  27,  Past  High  Priest;  Knights  of  Pythias;  Phi  Delta  Phi  fra¬ 
ternity  ;  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fraternity ;  and  Rainbow  Shores  Country  Club. 
He  served  as  secretary  of  the  Pulaski  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  eight 
years. 


A.  G.  Dunbar,  M.  D. — One  of  the  best  known  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  the  North  Country,  successfully  engaged  in  practice  at  Pulaski  since 
1920,  is  Doctor  Dunbar,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was 
born  at  Boyleston,  Oswego  County,  Dec.  30,  1888,  the  son  of  Henry  and 
Emily  (Stevens)  Dunbar. 

Henry  Dunbar  was  born  at  Lacona,  Oswego  County.  He  was  a  Civil 
War  veteran,  having  served  as  a  member  of  Company  I,  193rd  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  held  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public  and  died  at  Orwell,  N.  Y.,  May  22,  1927.  His  wife  was  born  at 
Mexico,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1917.  Both  are  buried  in  Orwell.  Throughout 
his  life  Mr.  Dunbar  followed  the  trades  of  carpenter  and  wagonmaker. 
He  spent  40  years  at  Boyleston,  and  in  later  years  lived  at  Richland.  He 
served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  assessor  and  was  a  Republican  in 
politics.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunbar  were  born  the  following  children:  1. 
Frank,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Sandy  Creek.  2.  Hattie,  who  died  at  the  age 
of  two  years.  3.  Mrs.  N.  J.  Shaffley,  lives  at  Denmark,  Lewis  County, 
N.  Y.  4.  Chester,  lives  at  Richland.  5.  A.  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
6.  Leon,  lives  at  Richland. 

A.  G.  Dunbar  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Lacona  and  Sandy  Creek,  being  graduated  from  Sandy  Creek  High  School 
in  1908.  He  then  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  1912,  after  which  he  spent  one  year  as  interne 
at  Sisters  of  Charity  Emergency  Hospital  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Doctor  Dun¬ 
bar  established  a  private  practice  at  Richland,  N.  Y.,  and  remained  there 
from  1913  until  1917.  He  then  also  held  the  position  of  superintendent 
of  the  Oswego  County  Sanitorium  at  Orwell  for  three  years.  In  August, 

1917,  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  received  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  first  lieutenant,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  He  was  sent  to  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  and  attended  the  officers  training  school  until  March, 

1918.  He  then  sailed  for  overseas  and  served  with  the  British  Expedi- 
tionery  Forces  from  April,  1918,  until  March,  1919.  He  was  promoted  to 
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the  rank  of  captain  and  was  a  member  of  the  19th  British  Division  and 
57th  Field  Ambulance  Company.  After  his  discharge  from  Camp  Dix, 
N.  J.,  May  10,  1919,  Doctor  Dunbar  came  to  Pulaski  and  in  1920  he  became 
associated  with  Dr.  Moore.  The  latter  died  in  1922  and  in  that  year  Dr. 
Dunbar  removed  to  his  present  location  on  Jefferson  Street.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Oswego  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical 
association,  and  belongs  to  the  National  Association  of  Military  Surgeons, 
and  New  York  and  New  England  Railway  Surgeons  Association. 

On  Oct.  15,  1913,  Dr.  Dunbar  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Wil- 
helmina  Margaret  McLaughlin,  of  Buffalo,  the  daughter  of  Edward  J.  and 
Mary  J.  (Seedick)  McLaughlin.  The  former  was  born  at  Buffalo  and  died 
in  May,  1931.  The  latter,  a  native  of  Holland,  N.  Y.,  died  in  May,  1929. 
Both  are  buried  in  Pulaski.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Dunbar  have  an  adopted 
son,  A.  G.,  Jr.  He  was  born  at  Syracuse,  March  22,  1928. 

Dr.  Dunbar  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Elks  Lodge,  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  American  Legion,  40  and  8  Society,  Sons 
of  Veterans,  and  also  holds  membership  in  the  Rainbow  Shore  Country 
Club,  Trout  Springs  Golf  &  Country  Club  of  Osceola,  and  Pulaski  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  been  health  offi¬ 
cer  of  Richland  since  1924. 

Dr.  Dunbar  and  his  family  live  at  20  Park  Street,  Pulaski. 


Bernie  R.  Bothwell. — As  an  able  postmaster  of  Hannibal,  Mr.  Both- 
well  is  prominent  throughout  Oswego  County.  He  was  bom  at  this  place, 
Sept.  28,  1867,  the  son  of  David  and  Maria  (Sykes)  Bothwell. 

David  Bothwell,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  in  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  and  lived  there  during  his  early  life.  He 
sailed  the  Great  Lakes  and  became  a  captain.  Later,  he  located  at  Hanni¬ 
bal  and  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  there  for  many  years.  He 
also  held  the  office  of  postmaster  for  25  years.  He  died  in  1913  and  his 
wife  died  in  1918.  Both  are  buried  at  Hannibal.  He  was  a  Republican 
and  served  as  village  clerk.  He  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Masonic  Lodge  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bothwell  only  one  child  was  born,  Bernie  R.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Raymond  Sykes,  maternal  grandfather  of  Bernie  R.  Bothwell,  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Oswego  County,  and  came  here  from  Vermont 
and  settled  at  Hannibal. 

Bernie  R.  Bothwell  has  always  lived  at  Hannibal.  After  completing 
his  studies  in  the  public  schools  here  he  attended  high  school  at  Syra-

cuse.  For  a  time  he  was  interested  in  the  grocery  business  here  with 
W.  M.  Chillson.  He  has  been  identified  with  the  local  post  office  for  many 
years  and  since  1921  has  been  postmaster.  He  is  also  secretary  of  the 
Hannibal  Fire  Department. 

In  1897  Mr.  Bothwell  married  Miss  Ella  Guile,  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.  They 
have  a  daughter,  Lucille,  born  in  February,  1901.  She  married  James  C. 
Ferris,  and  lives  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.  They  have  three  daughters:  Mary 
Elizabeth,  born  in  1926 ;  Barbara  Jane,  born  in  1927 ;  and  Nancy,  born 
in  1930. 

Politically,  Mr.  Bothwell  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated 
with  Hannibal  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  550,  and  his  wife  belongs  to  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 


Very  Rev.  Dean  Michael  Barry. — In  the  death  of  Dean  Barry,  Oct.  23, 
1914,  the  city  of  Oswego  lost  one  of  its  most  outstanding  religious  and 
civic  leaders.  As  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church  for  almost  half  a 
century,  he  was  one  of  the  city’s  most  beloved  citizens  and  his  passing 
was  a  distinct  loss  to  the  community  in  which  he  had  spent  so  many  years. 
Dean  Barry  was  born  in  County  Cork,  Ireland,  Aug.  15,  1831,  and  came 
to  this  country  with  his  parents  when  he  was  very  young.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  and  reared  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  not  far  from  the  Canadian 
frontier. 

At  the  age  of  16  years  Dean  Barry  went  to  Montreal,  Canada,  and 
there  entered  one  of  the  largest  mercantile  establishments  of  that  time.  He 
soon,  however,  decided  to  seek  the  religious  life  and  in  1858  was  ordained 
to  the  priesthood,  celebrating  his  first  Mass  in  the  Cathedral  at  Montreal. 
The  northern  part  of  New  York  was  then  in  need  of  young  and  active  men 
for  the  priesthood,  and  Father  Barry’s  talents  had  not  escaped  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  his  superiors.  He  became  assistant  pastor  of  St.  Peter’s  Church 
at  Saratoga,  and  after  six  months  became  pastor,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  until  1861.  He  then  was  called  to  St.  James  Church,  at  Carthage, 
where  he  labored  for  eight  years.  Upon  the  death  of  Father  Kelly  in 
1869,  he  was  appointed  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church  in  Oswego, 
and  it  remained  for  the  citizens  of  Oswego  to  enjoy  the  fullest  measure  of 
his  talents,  devotion  and  success.  For  more  than  45  years  he  labored  in 
this  community  for  the  advancement  of  all  concerned. 

Two  years  after  his  arrival  in  Oswego,  Dean  Barry  had  built  the 
present  magnificent  structure  of  St.  Paul’s,  graceful  in  design  and  propor¬ 
tion,  complete  in  its  furnishings,  and  with  an  organ  that  has  been  the 
delight  of  the  citizens  of  the  community. 


VERY  REV.  DEAN  MICHAEL  BARRY 
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Dean  Barry  was  the  founder  of  the  Priory  of  St.  Paul,  an  organization 
which  has  hundreds  of  members  at  the  present  time.  The  parochial  school 
also  stands  as  a  monument  to  his  tireless  efforts  and  as  a  tribute  to  his 
genius.  Priory  Hall,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  2,500,  is  also  another 
worthy  movement  which  was  planned  and  completed  by  him.  The  hand¬ 
some  rectory  was  the  last  work  to  be  completed  by  him  before  his  death. 
For  many  years  he  had  also  been  interested  in  the  improvement  of  St. 
Paul’s  Cemetery,  which  was  developed  into  one  of  the  beautiful  resting 
places  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

In  speaking  of  the  achievements  of  Dean  Barry,  mention  must  be  made 
of  his  work  in  connection  with  St.  Francis  Home,  a  home  for  orphans,  to 
which  he  devoted  much  time  and  thought. 

It  was  also  through  the  efforts  of  Dean  Barry  that  the  Society  of  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul  was  organized  in  Oswego. 

During  all  the  active  years  of  his  life  Dean  Barry  never  dodged  his 
civic  duty  as  he  saw  it.  While  carefully  eschewing  as  far  as  his  earnest 
nature  would  permit  him,  all  politics,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  grapple  with 
problems  of  municipal  reform  and  advancement  when  need  be  and  in  a 
way  that  left  no  doubt  as  to  his  sincerity  and  loftiness  of  purpose.  To 
him,  probably  more  than  to  any  one  man,  the  community  is  indebted  for 
its  present  excellent  system  of  municipal  water  supply  from  the  lake.  He 
was  also  an  ardent  advocate  of  a  comprehensive  system  of  sewers  and 
pavements,  and  in  all  of  these  movements  he  had  the  unqualified  support 
of  the  public.  He  lived  to  see  all  of  the  above  projects  well  on  their  way 
to  completion,  failing  only  in  realizing  the  fruition  af  a  splendid  water 
power  at  the  new  high  dam,  which  some  day  he  had  hoped  would  furnish 
the  city  with  its  own  municipal  lighting  system. 


Andrew  Murray,  Jr.,  is  among  Pulaski’s  most  substantial  merchants 
and  he  also  holds  the  office  of  postmaster.  He  was  born  at  Edinboro, 
Scotland,  June  12,  1880,  the  son  of  Andrew  and  Agnes  J.  (Murray) 
Murray. 

Andrew  Murray,  Sr.,  who  lives  retired  at  Long  Lake,  Hamilton  County, 
New  York,  is  now  84  years  of  age.  He  came  to  the  United  States  about 
1888  and  almost  immediately  became  superintendent  of  the  estate  and 
preserve  of  F.  C.  Durant,  of  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Murray  continued  in  that 
capacity  for  many  years  and  since  his  retirement  he  has  lived  at  Long 
Lake.  He  is  a  Republican  and  holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
His  wife  was  also  a  native  of  Scotland,  born  at  Aberdeen.  She  died  in 
1915  and  is  buried  at  Long  Lake.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murray  were  born 
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the  following  children:  1.  William,  lives  at  Miami,  Fla.  2.  John,  lives  at 
Chester,  Pa.  3.  Margaret  Sabattis,  lives  at  Long  Lake.  4.  Andrew,  Jr., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Isabelle  Cobb,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

The  boyhood  of  Andrew  Murray,  Jr.,  was  spent  in  his  native  land  until 
he  was  eight  years  old.  He  then  was  brought  to  this  country  by  his 
parents  and  he  completed  his  schooling  at  Long  Lake.  He  is  also  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Albany  Business  College  and  attended  Central  City  Business  Col¬ 
lege,  at  Syracuse.  He  became  interested  in  the  wholesale  drug  business 
at  Syracuse  with  Charles  Hubbard,  Son  &  Company,  with  whom  he  was 
identified  for  a  period  of  16  years.  In  1919  Mr.  Murray  came  to  Pulaski 
and  has  since  successfully  engaged  in  business  as  the  proprietor  of  Mur¬ 
ray’s  Store.  He  has  held  the  office  of  postmaster  since  June  19,  1929. 

In  1910  Mr.  Murray  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Una  C.  Cooper, 
of  Syracuse,  the  daughter  of  John  C.  and  Jane  K.  (Kellet)  Cooper,  both 
natives  of  England.  Mr.  Cooper  was  telegraph  editor  of  the  Syracuse 
Journal  for  many  years,  and  is  now  deceased.  His  widow  still  resides  at 
Syracuse.  There  are  four  children  in  the  Murray  family:  1.  Robert  A., 
born  in  1912,  attends  Syracuse  University.  2.  Jane  V.,  born  in  1915,  a 
graduate  of  Pulaski  Academy,  class  of  1931.  3.  Bruce  D.,  born  in  1917, 
attends  Pulaski  High  School.  4.  Dorothy  W.,  born  in  1920. 

Mr.  Murray  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
Grange.  He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  ten 
years  and  is  a  director  of  the  Pulaski  Commercial  Club. 


William  S.  Hillick  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Fulton 
for  more  than  30  years  and  is  prominent  and  highly  esteemed  in  the  com¬ 
munity  where  he  has  spent  so  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Fulton, 
April  7,  1879,  the  son  of  William  P.  and  Mattie  (Sheridan)  Hillick. 

William  P.  Hillick  successfully  engaged  in  the  jewelry  business  in 
Fulton  for  many  years  and  was  also  a  well  known  optician.  He  was  born 
at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  and  before  locating  at  Fulton  in  1876  he  lived  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Hillick  died  in  1921  at  the  age  of  67 
years  and  is  buried  in  Mt.  Adnah  Cemetery,  Fulton.  He  held  the  office  of 
town  clerk  and  city  chamberlain.  He  was  also  secretary  for  many  years 
of  the  Elks  Club  in  Fulton.  His  wife  was  born  in  Whitby,  Ontario,  and 
now  resides  in  this  city  and  is  76  years  of  age.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hillick 
were  born  the  following  children:  1.  William  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Charles  Fredrick,  lives  at  Fulton.  3.  Erma  A.,  unmarried,  lives  at 
Fulton.  4.  Clara,  married  Arthur  Johnson,  lives  at  Brockport,  N.  Y.  5. 
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James  H.,  lives  at  Youngstown,  Ohio.  6.  Blanche,  married  William  Peck, 
lives  at  Eastwood,  N.  Y.  7.  Sarah,  unmarried,  lives  at  Fulton.  8.  Lucy, 
married  Edmond  Clohessey,  lives  at  Union  Springs,  N.  Y. 

The  early  education  of  W.  S.  Hillick  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Fulton  and  after  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1897  he  then  stud¬ 
ied  law  in  the  offices  of  Piper  &  Rice,  Sr.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar 
in  1901,  Mr.  Hillick  established  a  private  practice  in  this  city.  He  held 
the  office  of  city  attorney  from  1916  until  1920,  from  1922  until  1926,  and 
from  1928  until  1932. 

On  Dec.  28,  1904,  Mr.  Hillick  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise 
Nadecker,  of  Cortland,  N.  Y.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Cortland  Normal  School. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hillick  were  born  four  children:  1.  Joseph  T.,  born  in 
1910.  2.  Martha  Jean,  born  in  1913.  3.  William  Peter,  born  in  1916.  4. 
James  Sheridan,  born  in  1919. 

Mr.  Hillick  has  always  been  a  Republican,  and  he  is  chairman  of  the 
Republican  committee  for  the  city  of  Fulton.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  de¬ 
gree,  Elks  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles,  and  Ful¬ 
ton  Citizens  Club. 

The  family  residence  is  located  at  407  South  Fourth  Street,  Fulton. 


Earl  H.  Benson,  who  is  president  and  general  manager  of  the  Regal 
Paper  Company,  of  Pulaski,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  and  highly 
successful  business  men  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Syracuse, 
N.  Y.,  Nov.  23,  1881,  the  son  of  William  C.  and  Mary  (Rider)  Benson. 

William  C.  Benson,  who  died  in  1887,  was  a  native  of  Oswego  County. 
He  was  a  cooper  and  for  many  years  owned  and  managed  a  plant  at 
Hastings  in  Oswego  County.  His  wife  was  born  at  Parish,  Oswego 
County,  and  died  in  1921.  Both  are  buried  at  Hastings.  Later  in  life 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benson  were  residents  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Republi- 
lican  in  politics.  The  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benson  was  Earl  H., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Earl  H.  Benson  attended  the  public  schools  of  Syracuse  until  he  was 
ten  years  of  age.  He  was  then  graduated  from  Parish  High  School,  and 
for  a  time  was  employed  as  a  freight  and  ticket  agent  by  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad.  He  came  to  Pulaski  in  1908  and  three  years  later  was 
active  in  the  organization  of  the  Regal  Paper  Company,  which  was  in¬ 
corporated  in  that  year.  He  has  since  been  president  and  general  man¬ 
ager.  The  company  employs  approximately  100  people  and  are  manufac¬ 
turers  of  paper  novelties,  including  napkins  and  waxed  paper  specialties. 
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In  1902  Mr.  Benson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Edith  Dimon, 
of  Hastings,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  R.  J.  and  Althesta  (Horvis)  Dimon.  The 
former  died  in  1913  and  the  latter  in  1917.  They  are  buried  in  Hastings, 
N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benson  has  been  born  a  son,  Dimon  W.,  born  in 
1903.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Pulaski  High  School  and  Dartmouth  College, 
and  is  now  secretary  of  the  Regal  Paper  Company.  He  married  Miss 
Rhoda  G.  Howard,  of  Pulaski,  and  they  live  there. 

Mr.  Benson  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Pulaski  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.,  Pulaski  Chapter,  Oswego  Commandery,  and  Media  Temple  of  Wa¬ 
tertown.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Syracuse  Consistory.  Mr.  Benson  is  serv¬ 
ing  as  a  member  of  the  village  and  school  boards. 


Ralph  P.  Killam,  photographer,  is  among  the  progressive  business  men 
of  Pulaski,  and  he  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at 
Mexico,  N.  Y.,  April  24,  1888,  the  son  of  Herman  S.  and  Alice  E.  (Pruyne) 
Killam. 

Herman  S.  Killam,  who  died  in  1929,  was  a  native  of  Mexico.  He  was 
a  machinist  by  trade  and  for  several  years  was  employed  by  the  Whitman 
&  Barnes  Company  of  Syracuse.  He  came  to  Pulaski  in  1895  and  re¬ 
mained  in  the  employ  of  the  Ontario  Iron  Company  continuously  until 
1925.  He  then  established  an  automobile  business  at  Sandy  Creek,  in 
partnership  with  his  sons,  Hugh  T.  and  Tracy  N.  Since  the  death  of 
Mr.  Killam  in  1929  the  business  has  been  continued  by  his  sons.  He  was 
a  Republican  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Maccabees.  His 
widow  was  born  at  Oswego  and  now  resides  at  Sandy  Creek.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Killam  were  born  four  children:  1.  Ralph  P.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Hugh  T.,  lives  at  Sandy  Creek.  3.  Tracy  N.,  lives  at  Sandy 
Creek.  4.  Eula,  married  William  York,  lives  at  Syracuse. 

After  his  graduation  from  Pulaski  Academy,  Ralph  P.  Killam  went  to 
New  York  City  with  the  Woolworth  Stores  Syndicate,  with  which  he  was 
identified  for  five  years.  He  engaged  in  the  opening  of  new  stores  and  as 
manager,  but  resigned  on  account  of  ill  health  in  1910  and  returned  to 
Pulaski.  He  later  went  to  Watertown,  where  he  was  identified  with  the 
photographic  studio  of  Mr.  Huested.  The  following  year  he  established 
a  studio  at  Pulaski.  Mr.  Killam  does  both  general  and  commercial  work 
and  has  a  well  appointed  studio. 

In  April,  1918,  Mr.  Killam  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and 
was  sent  to  Madison  Barracks,  N.  Y.  Later  he  studied  at  the  army  aerial 
school  at  Rochester,  after  which  he  was  sent  to  France.  He  was  attached 
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to  the  aerial  headquarters  at  St.  Maxine.  Upon  his  return  to  the  United 
States  he  was  discharged  at  Camp  Upton,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Killam  has  in  his 

possession  hundreds  of  photographs  taken  above  the  battlefields  of  France 
by  airplane. 

In  1915  Mr.  Killam  married  Miss  Florence  Fitch  of  Pulaski,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Edward  B.  and  Anna  (Moran)  Fitch.  They  are  residents  of  Pulaski.

Mr.  Killam  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  and 
he  belongs  to  the  American  Legion. 


Roscoe  C.  Carnol,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  Oswego  County  was  Dr.  Carnol,  of  Pulaski.  He  was  bom  at  Wadding- 

ton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  July  26,  1884,  the  son  of  James  and  Sarah 
(Hatley)  Carnol. 

The  Carnol  family  is  of  Swiss  descent.  James  Carnol  was  a  native  of 
Waddington  and  died  there  in  1888.  He  became  the  owner  of  several  fine 
farms  in  St.  Lawrence  County  and  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Waddington, 
where  he  held  the  offices  of  supervisor  and  assessor.  He  was  a  Republi¬ 
can,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic 
Lodge.  He  had  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  and  belonged  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Sarah  (Hatley)  Carnol  was  born  at  Wad¬ 
dington  and  died  in  1928.  Her  parents  were  natives  of  Scotland  and  early 
settlers  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carnol  were  born  six 
children:  1.  James,  who  lives  at  Hollywood,  Calif.  2.  Oliver,  who  lives 
at  San  Francisco,  Calif.  3.  Florian  E.,  a  lawyer,  and  member  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate,  lives  in  Montana.  4.  Roscoe  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Roy, 
lives  in  Washington.  6.  Gladys,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Roscoe  C.  Carnol  attended  the  public  schools  of  Waddington,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1899.  He  then  was  graduated  from  Potsdam 
State  Normal  School,  and  in  1905  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  at  the  University  of  Maryland.  He  was  an  interne  in  University 
Hospital,  Baltimore,  for  one  year,  after  which  he  engaged  in  private  prac¬ 
tice  at  Georgetown,  S.  C.,  for  three  years.  During  the  following  three 
years  Dr.  Carnol  was  identified  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  Rich¬ 
mond,  Va.,  in  connection  with  the  Rockefeller  Sanitary  Commission.  He 
was  then  put  in  charge  of  the  State  Sanitorium  for  Tuberculosis  at  Berk- 
ville,  Va.,  and  after  three  years  in  that  capacity  he  came  to  New  York. 
Dr.  Carnol  took  two  years  in  graduate  study  at  Iola  Sanitorium,  in  Roches- 
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ter,  and  in  1923  came  to  Orwell  as  superintendent  of  the  Ideal  Rest  Sani- 
torium  at  Orwell.  He  capably  filled  that  position  until  1930,  when  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  private  practice  at  Pulaski  until  his  death,  Jan.  13,  1932.  Dr. 
Carnol  was  a  member  of  the  Oswego  County,  New  York  State  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Medical  Associations. 

Dr.  Carnol  was  identified  with  the  Volunteer  Medical  Service  Corps, 
Council  of  National  Defense,  during  the  World  War,  and  during  1918-19 
was  assistant  surgeon  in  the  U.  S.  public  health  service. 

In  1917  Dr.  Carnol  married  Miss  Bessie  Lee  Blanton,  of  Richmond,  Va., 
the  daughter  of  Barksdale  and  Sarah  Blanton,  natives  of  Virginia,  and 
now  residents  of  Richmond.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Carnol  was  born  a  daughter, 
Nancy  Blanton,  born  May  11,  1931. 

Dr.  Carnol  was  affiliated  with  Rochester  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.,  Pulaski 
Chapter  and  Commandery,  and  Damascus  Temple,  Rochester.  He  also 
belonged  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  900,  Georgetown,  S.  C.,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Pulaski  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  Rainbow  Shore  Country  Club,  and 
Pulaski  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


0.  Bert  Trowbridge. — Among  the  substantial  and  well  known  citizens 
of  Pulaski  is  0.  Bert  Trowbridge,  who  is  plant  superintendent  of  the 
Dairymen’s  League.  He  was  born  at  Andover,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  31,  1889,  the 
son  of  Lee  M.  and  Myrtle  (Davis)  Trowbridge. 

Lee  M.  Trowbridge  is  a  native  of  Germany  and  now  lives  retired  at 
Andover,  N.  Y.  In  early  life  he  was  interested  in  farming  but  later  en¬ 
gaged  in  oil  drilling  and  prospecting.  He  traveled  throughout  the  United 
States  in  this  work.  Mr.  Trowbridge  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Trowbridge  were  born  four 
children:  1.  Mabel,  lives  at  Andover.  2.  0.  Bert,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Clarence,  lives  at  Syracuse.  4.  Lynn,  lives  at  Watertown,  N.  Y. 

0.  Bert  Trowbridge  was  graduated  from  Andover  High  School  in  1909, 
and  then  taught  school  for  two  years.  He  was  graduated  in  agriculture 
from  Alfred  University  in  1913  and  also  took  graduate  work  at  Cornell 
University.  He  became  vice  principal  and  teacher  of  agriculture  at 
Pulaski  High  School,  where  he  continued  for  six  years.  He  then  taught 
for  one  year  at  Goshen,  N.  Y.,  and  for  three  years  was  county  leader  of 
junior  extension  work  in  Oswego  County.  Mr.  Trowbridge’s  next  work 
was  as  manager  of  the  Pulaski  Dairymen’s  Productive  Association,  which 
after  three  years  was  merged  with  the  Hank  &  Schmidt  Dairy  Company, 
and  Mr.  Trowbridge  continued  as  manager  for  three  more  years.  The 
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business  was  then  taken  over  by  the  Dairymen’s  League,  and  Mr.  Trow¬ 
bridge  is  now  plant  superintendent. 

In  1917  Mr.  Trowbridge  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Evelyn 
Schetzow,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Leila  Schetzow, 
natives  of  Germany.  Mr.  Schetzow  died  in  September,  1930,  at  the  age 
of  87  years.  His  widow  resides  in  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Trowbridge 
was  born  a  son,  Robert  Lee,  born  May  4,  1925. 

Mr.  Trowbridge  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and 
has  the  following  lodge  affiliations :  Andover  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Pulaski 
Chapter,  Past  High  Priest;  Lake  Ontario  Commandery,  Oswego;  Media 
Temple,  Watertown;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  Pulaski,  Oswego 
Pomona,  New  York  State,  and  National  Grange.  He  is  past  commander 
of  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  his  grandfather,  Frank  Davis,  having  served 
throughout  the  Civil  War. 


William  C.  Smith,  who  is  vice  president  and  plant  manager  of  the  Ful¬ 
ton  branch  of  the  McHenry  Millhouse  Manufacturing  Company,  is  among 
the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Fulton,  where  he  is  also  a  director  of  the 
Oswego  County  Trust  Company  and  the  Fulton  Savings  Bank.  Mr.  Smith 
was  born  at  Galien,  Mich.,  Jan.  21,  1885,  the  son  of  Philip  H.  and  Mary 
Ellen  (McGlinsey)  Smith. 

Philip  H.  Smith  was  born  in  Snyder  County,  Pa.  In  early  life  he  went 
to  Michigan  where  he  was  interested  in  farming.  Later  he  removed  to 
Bristol,  Ind.,  and  was  living  retired  there  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1924. 
His  widow  was  born  in  Snyder  County,  in  1857,  and  lives  at  Bristol.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Edward  C.  2.  William  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

3.  Ray  C.  4.  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metzger.  All  except  the  subject  are  residents  of 
South  Bend,  Ind. 

William  C.  Smith  was  ten  years  of  age  when  his  family  removed  to 
South  Bend,  Ind.  He  attended  the  public  schools  there  and  in  1903  be¬ 
came  identified  with  the  McHenry-Millhouse  Manufacturing  Company. 
The  company’s  headquarters  are  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  with  branch  plants  at 
Fulton,  N.  Y.,  and  Franklin,  Ohio.  They  are  manufacturers  of  asphalt 
roofing  and  shingles.  The  Fulton  plant  employs  about  50  men  and  was 
established  here  by  Mr.  Smith  in  1917. 

On  Nov.  17,  1911,  Mr.  Smith  married  Miss  Ethlyn  L.  Allen,  a  native  of 
Toronto,  Canada,  the  daughter  of  J.  C.  Allen.  He  died  at  South  Bend, 
Ind.,  in  1929.  His  widow  lives  at  that  place.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  have 
two  children:  1.  Harold  C.,  born  in  1914.  2.  Betty  Jane,  born  in  1918. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  member  of  the  Citizens  Club  of  Fulton,  Rotary  Club, 
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and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Masonic  and  Elk 
Lodges. 


Edwin  W.  Fulton. — As  president  and  general  manager  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Nutyp  Tool  Corporation,  of  Oswego,  Mr.  Fulton  is  numbered  among 
the  representative  and  highly  successful  business  men  of  the  North  Coun¬ 
try,  and  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  prominent  pioneer  families  of  New 
York.  He  was  born  at  Carthage,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  20,  1872,  the  son  of  John  C. 
and  Mary  Louise  (Woodward)  Fulton. 

John  C.  Fulton  was  born  at  Wilna,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  14,  1844,  and  died  at 
Carthage,  Sept.  8,  1889.  He  began  to  teach  school  when  16  years  of  age. 
He  later  attended  Lowville  Academy  and  began  to  study  law  in  the  office 
of  Starbuck  &  Sawyer,  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Fulton  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  and  began  his  professional  career  at  Philadelphia,  N.  Y.,  but  after  a 
year  removed  to  Carthage,  where  he  became  associated  with  Allen  E. 
Kilby,  under  the  firm  name  of  Fulton  &  Kilby.  In  the  years  that  followed 
Mr.  Fulton  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  attorneys  in  the  North 
Country  and  established  an  excellent  reputation.  His  widow  resides  in 
Oil  City,  Pa.  Their  children  were:  1.  Carrie  E.,  born  Dec.  2,  1870, 
resides  at  Harrison,  N.  Y.  2.  Edwin  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3. 
Mabel  A.,  born  Sept.  29,  1874,  wife  of  C.  W.  Gleason,  Oil  City,  Pa.  4.  Beth 
W.,  born  Oct.  23,  1880,  died  Aug.  14,  1889.  5.  Herbert  F.,  born  Dec.  6, 
1883,  died  Aug.  12,  1889. 

Edwin  W.  Fulton  attended  the  Carthage  public  schools,  and  as  a  young 
man  learned  the  trade  of  machinist  with  Ryther  &  Pringle.  He  was  con¬ 
nected  with  their  foundries  for  a  period  of  seven  years  and  in  1896 
entered  the  employ  of  Bagley  &  Sewall,  manufacturers  of  paper  machin¬ 
ery,  at  Watertown.  In  June,  1905,  Mr.  Fulton  went  to  Lowville,  N.  Y., 
and  organized  the  Fulton  Machine  &  Vise  Company,  buying  out  the  in¬ 
terests  of  Lafayette  Wetmore.  The  entire  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire  in 
May,  1907,  with  a  loss  of  $22,000,  but  was  soon  rebuilt,  business  being 
resumed  in  October  of  the  same  year.  At  that  time  the  capital  was 
increased  from  $30,000  to  $50,000,  and  Mr.  Fulton  continued  there  until 
1924,  at  which  time  he  disposed  of  the  business  and  came  to  Oswego  with 
the  Oswego  Tool  Company  as  manager.  In  August,  1930,  a  new  corpora¬ 
tion  was  formed  and  known  as  the  International  Nutyp  Tool  Corporation, 
with  Mr.  Fulton  as  president  and  general  manager. 

Mr.  Fulton  was  married  on  June  30,  1896,  to  Miss  Myrtle  L.  Strickland, 
the  daughter  of  George  and  Ada  (Massey)  Strickland,  of  Philadelphia, 
N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fulton  were  born  three  children:  1.  Ruth,  who 
married  Henry  W.  Green,  of  Carthage.  She  died  in  February,  1929,  leav- 
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ing  two  children,  Richard  and  Helen.  They  live  at  Natural  Bridge,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County.  2.  George  Lucas,  lives  at  Oswego,  where  he  is  associated  in 
business  with  his  father.  He  married  Miss  Helen  Burdick,  of  Lowville, 
and  they  have  three  daughters :  Mary  Louise,  Anne,  and  Beverly.  3.  Dor¬ 
othy  E.,  a  teacher  in  the  Rochester  schools.  He  is  a  World  War  veteran 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

Politically,  Mr.  Fulton  is  a  Republican.  During  the  Roosevelt  regime 
he  was  county  chairman  of  the  Progressive  party  in  Lewis  County.  He 
is  affiliated  with  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  is  an  active  member  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.  The  family  residence  is  located  at  122  East  4th  Street. 

The  Fulton  family  claims  relationship  to  Robert  Fulton,  the  steamboat 
inventor.  James  Fulton,  grandfather  of  Edwin  W.  Fulton,  was  the  son 
of  Caleb  Fulton,  who  was  born  April  17,  1816.  He  died  June  21,  1868. 
He  was  married  in  November,  1843,  to  Caroline  Nichols,  and  lived  at 
Wilna,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  John  C.,  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Francis,  born  Feb.  1,  1846,  died  Dec.  13,  1886.  He  had  a 
daughter,  Lucy.  3.  Simeon,  born  June  6,  1848,  died  Sept.  23,  1864,  un¬ 
married.  4.  Mary  born  March  8,  1851,  married  a  Mr.  Wilkinson,  and  their 
children  were:  Claude,  Frank,  Larissa  and  Eva  Wilkinson.  5.  Larissa, 
born  Feb.  15,  1853,  died  June  9,  1871,  unmarried. 

Caleb  Fulton,  great  grandfather  of  Edwin  W.  Fulton,  was  born  May  11, 
1777.  He  went  from  Colerain,  Mass.,  to  Wilna,  Jefferson  County,  in  1810. 
There  he  took  up  50  acres  of  land  and  built  a  log  house  on  Road  No.  62. 
He  was  a  soldier  during  the  War  of  1812.  He  married  Polly  Barnes,  and 
their  children  were:  Simeon,  James,  Elisha,  Fanny,  Mary,  Sally,  Lydia 
Philura,  and  William. 


Frank  Edward  Fox,  M.  D.,  deceased,  was  actively  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  at  Fulton  for  many  years,  and  was  a  representative  citi¬ 
zen  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Rose,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  1,  1876,  the  son 
of  Fred  and  Permelia  (Falkey)  Fox. 

Louis  Philip  Fox  was  born  in  Alsace-Lorraine.  He  was  educated  there 
and  served  as  chaplain  in  the  French  army.  He  came  to  this  country  in 
early  life  and  became  a  prosperous  farmer  at  Rose,  Wayne  County,  N.  Y. 
He  enlisted  and  served  throughout  the  Civil  War.  He  later  married  Miss 
Lena  Horn,  who  was  of  German  descent.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  bur¬ 
ied  in  Ferguson  Cemetery,  Rose.  Their  children  were:  1.  George,  who 
died  in  California.  2.  Lena,  married  Cornelius  Barton,  of  Lyons,  N.  Y. 
3.  Fred,  mention  of  whom  is  made  below.  4.  Louis,  lived  at  Lyons.  5. 
Saloma,  married  Ovid  Jeffers,  of  Galena,  N.  Y.  6.  Carrie,  married  Henry 
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Loucks,  of  Brooklyn.  7.  Louise,  married  William  Goetzman,  of  Galena. 
8.  Charles,  married  Mary  Licks.  9.  Jennie,  married  John  W.  Stewart,  of 
Lyons.  10.  William,  died  at  the  age  of  19  years.  11.  Charlotte,  died  in 
infancy. 

Fred  Fox  was  born  at  Rose,  N.  Y.  He  became  one  of  the  most  pros¬ 
perous  farmers  of  Wayne  County,  and  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Wol¬ 
cott,  N.  Y.  He  married  Miss  Cornelia  Falkey,  and  they  were  the  parents 
of  five  children,  of  whom  Frank  Edward,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  youngest. 

Frank  Edward  Fox  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Wolcott.  He  studied  medicine  at  the  Baltimore  Medical  College,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1901. 
During  the  following  year  he  was  surgeon  for  the  Maryland  Steel  Com¬ 
pany,  at  Sparrows  Point,  Md.,  and  in  1902  Dr.  Fox  located  in  Fulton.  He 
continued  in  practice  here  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Dr.  Fox  was  mayor  of  Fulton  during  1912-14,  and  served  during  the 
World  War  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  medical  corps,  U.  S. 
Army.  He  spent  15  months  in  overseas  duty  and  was  discharged  with 
the  rank  of  major.  Dr.  Fox  was  president  of  the  local  board  of  health, 
and  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  fifth  district,  New  York  Medical  So¬ 
ciety,  Oswego  County  Medical  Society,  Fulton  Academy  of  Medicine,  New 
York  State  Medical  Society,  and  the  American  Medical  Association.  He 
also  belonged  to  Phi  Chi  fraternity.  In  1903  Dr.  Fox  married  Miss  May 
Belle  Wetmore,  of  Peoria,  Ill.,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  Wetmore. 
They  had  three  sons:  1.  F.  Edward,  M.  D.,  mention  of  whom  is  made  be¬ 
low.  2.  George  F.,  born  April  22,  1907 ;  he  was  accidently  killed  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  1912.  3.  Wayne  W.,  born  June  23,  1908,  a  graduate  of  the  Secondary 
School  of  Fulton,  and  in  1925  was  graduated  from  Fulton  High  School  as 
salutatorian  of  his  class.  In  1929  he  was  graduated  from  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity,  with  degree  of  A.  B.  He  is  now  a  junior  in  the  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity  College  of  Medicine  and  member  of  Phi  Chi  Medical  Fraternity. 

Dr.  Fox  was  affiliated  with  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Amer¬ 
ican  Legion,  and  Masonic  Lodge.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Fulton  and  was  a  fellow  of 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

F.  Edward  Fox  attended  the  Fulton  High  School.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Dean  Academy,  in  1922  at  Franklin,  Mass.,  and  received  the  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Syracuse  University,  B.  A. 
degree  in  1926,  having  received  his  medical  degree  in  June,  1930.  After 
a  year  as  interne  at  Holy  Name  Hospital  at  Teaneck,  N.  J.,  Dr.  Fox  re¬ 
turned  to  Fulton  to  carry  on  the  practice  which  had  been  established  by 
his  father. 
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On  May  27,  1929,  Dr.  Fox  married  Miss  Dorothy  Ann  Bird,  of  Oswego, 
a  graduate  of  Lee  Memorial  Hospital,  class  of  1927.  She  is  the  daughter 
of  Jesse  and  Cora  (McDonald)  Bird.  The  former  lives  retired  at  Oswego. 
The  latter  died  in  September,  1929. 

Dr.  Fox  is  identified  with  the  Oswego  County,  New  York  State,  and 
American  Medical  Association.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  and  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  In  January,  1932,  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  health  officer  and  city  physician  of  Fulton,  N.  Y. 


H.  Louis  Wallace. — One  of  the  most  influential  figures  in  professional 
circles  in  the  North  Country  is  H.  Louis  Wallace,  successful  lawyer,  who 
has  served  as  county  attorney  of  Oswego  County  since  1921.  He  was  born 

at  Sandy  Creek,  July  4,  1871,  the  son  of  Asahel  C.  and  Hattie  (Park) 
Wallace. 

Asahel  C.  Wallace,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  served 
throughout  the  war  period  as  a  member  of  the  24th  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry.  His  regiment  was  the  first  to  leave  from  Oswego  County.  Mr. 
Wallace  held  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  was  a 
Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  died  in  1879  and 
is  buried  at  Sandy  Creek.  His  wife  was  born  at  Williamstown,  Oswego 

County,  and  died  in  1878.  Their  only  child  was  H.  Louis,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

Sage  Park,  maternal  great  grandfather  of  H.  Louis  Wallace,  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  of  Oswego  County,  and  owned  a  saw  mill  at  Amboy. 

H.  Louis  Wallace  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Sandy  Creek.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Hamilton  College,  and  read  law  in 
the  office  of  Udell  Bartlett,  at  Sandy  Creek,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
September,  1895,  and  the  following  January  established  a  private  practice 
at  this  place,  where  he  has  continued  to  the  present  time.  Mr.  Wallace 
was  appointed  assistant  district  attorney  in  1896  and  served  under  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  Bartlett  for  seven  years,  and  three  years  under  district 
attorney  William  B.  Baer.  He  held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  Sandy  Creek 
from  1913  until  1921,  and  in  the  latter  year  assumed  the  office  of  county 
attorney.  Since  1900  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  local  board  of  educa¬ 
tion  and  has  served  as  president  of  that  organization  since  1925.  He  also 
was  village  president  from  1917  until  1921,  and  has  held  the  office  of 
village  clerk  continuously  since  1892. 

On  Jan.  28,  1896,  Mr.  Wallace  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cecile 
E.  Barney,  of  Sandy  Creek,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Leonore  (Lind¬ 
sey)  Barney.  The  former  died  in  1911  and  the  latter  resides  at  Sandy 
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Creek.  They  were  born  in  Jefferson  County  and  Oswego  County  respec¬ 
tively.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace  have  no  children. 

Stephen  Lindsey,  great-great-grandfather  of  Mrs.  Wallace,  was  born 
at  Stafford,  Conn.,  and  in  early  life  removed  to  Vermont.  In  1803,  accom¬ 
panied  by  William  Skinner,  he  came  to  New  York  and  located  in  the 
present  village  of  Sandy  Creek,  they  being  the  first  settlers  of  this  village. 
Mr.  Skinner  settled  in  the  eastern  part  of  what  is  now  Lacona  village  and 
purchased  400  acres  of  land.  Mr.  Lindsey  went  on  to  Ellisburg,  but  soon 
returned  and  settled  in  the  extreme  northwest  corner  of  Sandy  Creek. 
His  daughter,  Eunice,  then  about  12  years  of  age,  died  that  summer  and 
was  the  first  white  person  whose  death  occurred  in  the  town  of  Sandy 
Creek.  Stephen  Lindsey  was  a  soldier  under  Gen.  George  Washington 
throughout  the  Revolutionary  War  and  spent  eight  years  in  the  service. 
His  three  brothers  were  killed  while  in  the  service  of  that  war. 

Mrs.  Wallace’s  father  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  member 
of  the  189th  New  York  Regiment  and  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  For  almost  half  a  century  he  successfully  engaged  in 
the  jewelry  business  at  Sandy  Creek. 

Politically  Mr.  Wallace  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Sandy  Creek  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.,  Past  Master;  Pulaski  Chapter;  Watertown  Commandery;  life  mem¬ 
ber  of  Media  Temple,  Watertown;  and  Order  of  Eastern  Star.  He  is  a 
trustee  of  the  Annie  Porter  Ainsworth  Memorial  Library  and  trustee  of 
the  Sandy  Creek  Cemetery  Association. 


Harry  M.  Lewis,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  insurance  and  real 
estate  business  at  Fulton,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born 
in  this  city,  Sept.  14, 1898,  the  son  of  Harry  P.  and  Sarah  (Preston)  Lewis. 

Harry  P.  Lewis  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  of  Oswego 
County.  He  has  spent  30  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Hunter  Arms  Com¬ 
pany  of  Fulton.  His  wife  was  also  born  in  this  city.  They  have  two  sons : 
1.  William,  who  is  identified  with  the  Victoria  Paper  Mills,  of  Fulton.  2. 
Harry  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Fulton  High  School  in  1917,  Harry  M. 
Lewis  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  and  served  throughout  the  war  period, 
being  discharged  in  June,  1919.  He  has  since  been  interested  in  business 
in  Fulton,  and  represents  the  Aetna  Affiliated  Insurance  Company. 

On  June  15,  1922,  Mr.  Lewis  married  Miss  Edith  Brown,  of  Homestead, 
Pa.,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Etta  Brown,  who  are  residents  of 
Oswego.  They  have  a  son,  Richard  E.,  born  in  1923. 
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Mr.  Lewis  is  a  Republican  and  from  1922  until  1930  was  supervisor  of 
the  Second  and  Third  Wards.  He  has  since  served  as  clerk  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  and  is  also  park  commissioner  of  Fulton.  Mr.  Lewis  attends 
the  State  Street  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge  and  American 
Legion,  Homer  Russell  Smith  Post  No.  587. 


Sylvester  D.  Keller,  M.  D. — A  general  practitioner  who  is  held  in  high 
regard  by  his  medical  associates  and  the  general  public  in  and  about 
Fulton,  where  for  many  years  he  has  engaged  in  practice.  Dr.  Keller  is  a 
progressive  representative  of  his  profession.  He  was  born  near  Fulton 

at  the  village  of  Volney,  April  14,  1879,  the  son  of  F.  A.  and  Elizabeth 
Anne  (Churches)  Keller. 

F.  A.  Keller  was  born  at  Schroeppel,  N.  Y.,  July  3,  1849.  He  was  a 
farmer,  and  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  also  owned  a  hotel  in 
Fulton.  He  was  interested  in  trading-  on  the  Erie  Canal  during-  the  early 
days.  Mr.  Keller  was  a  member  of  Volney  Grange.  His  wife  was  born 
April  28,  1859,  the  daughter  of  John  Churches,  who  came  to  New  York 
from  England,  being  among  the  first  settlers  of  Oswego  County.  He  was 
a  farmer  and  builder.  He  married  Jane  Appleby.  F.  A.  Keller  died 
Sept.  21,  1908,  and  his  widow  resides  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  Their  only 
child  was  Sylvester  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  Keller  family  is  of  Dutch  origin,  and  there  are  numerous  descend¬ 
ants  living  in  northern  New  York.  The  family  settled  in  Herkimer  County 
in  1790.  Andrew,  Casper,  Henry,  Honas,  Jacob,  John,  Rudolph,  and  David 
were  early  founders  of  the  Keller  family  in  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y. 
David  Keller  married  Mamie  Moyer. 

Sylvester  D.  Keller  attended  the  public  schools  of  Fulton  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1901.  He  then  entered  the  medical  school  of  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
in  1906.  After  three  years  of  practice  at  Volney  Center,  Dr.  Keller  re¬ 
turned  to  Fulton  in  1909.  In  that  year  he  purchased  the  business  prop¬ 
erty  of  Dr.  Charles  G.  Bacon,  which  he  has  since  occupied.  The  late  Dr. 
Bacon  practiced  medicine  in  Fulton  and  Oswego  County  for  more  than 
half  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  20, 
1814,  and  at  the  age  of  23  years  began  the  study  of  medicine  under  Dr. 
N.  R.  Tefft,  of  Onondaga.  In  1840  he  entered  Albany  Medical  College 

and  in  the  following  year  Dr.  Bacon  located  in  Fulton.  He  died  there  in 
1901. 

During  1912  Dr.  Keller  took  graduate  work  in  surgery  in  the  Poly¬ 
clinic  Hospital,  New  York  City.  He  again  studied  there  in  1915  and  1917. 
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He  has  attended  clinics  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and 
is  widely  known  as  an  industrial  surgeon.  Doctor  Keller  was  president 
of  the  Fulton  Board  of  Health  at  one  time,  and  was  examiner  for  the 
State  Compensation  Commission  from  1924  until  1927.  He  has  also  been 
president  of  the  Oswego  County  Medical  Society,  president  of  the  Fulton 
Academy  of  Medicine,  and  president  of  the  medical  board  of  Lee  Memorial 
Hospital,  of  Fulton. 

Doctor  Keller  is  also  interested  in  the  Henderson-Thomson  Company, 
of  Fulton,  and  was  vice  president  of  the  organization  from  1924  until  the 
death  of  Edward  Quirk.  Doctor  Keller  then  succeeded  to  the  presidency. 
He  has  extensive  business  holdings  in  the  city  and  is  recognized  as  an 
able  business  man  as  well  as  a  successful  physician  and  surgeon. 

On  Oct.  2,  1907,  Doctor  Keller  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Rose 
May  Gifford,  of  Canastota,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Reuben  E.  and  Mary 
Gifford.  Both  were  born  in  New  York.  Mr.  Gifford  is  deceased,  and  his 
widow  resides  at  Canastota. 

Dr.  Keller  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges,  Rotary  Club,  Citizens  Club 
of  Fulton,  Oswego  Yacht  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Maccabees  and 
Modern  Woodmen. 


Lewis  F.  Cornell.— As  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Fulton  Patriot,  Mr. 
Cornell  has  been  identified  with  newspaper  work  throughout  his  life,  and 
is  a  representative  citizen  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Rochester, 
Minn.,  Feb.  5,  1879,  the  son  of  Frank  M.  and  Jessie  (Walker)  Cornell. 

Frank  M.  Cornell  was  born  at  Skaneateles,  N.  Y.,  July  4,  1852.  His 
wife  was  born  at  West  Vienna,  N.  Y.,  June  22,  1855.  He  was  interested 
in  the  newspaper  business  as  an  editor  and  publisher  during  his  entire 
business  career  and  owned  publications  at  Rochester,  Minn.;  Tower  City, 
N.  D.,  and  Valley  City,  N.  D.  From  1892  until  1929  he  was  successfully 
identified  with  the  Fulton  Patriot  as  editor.  Mr.  Cornell  died  here  Oct.  26, 
1929.  His  widow  still  resides  in  Fulton.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cornell  were 
born  two  children:  1.  Lewis  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Myrtle, 
married  Howard  A.  Wilson,  who  is  president  of  the  Citizens  National 
Bank  &  Trust  Company,  of  Fulton. 

In  1883  the  parents  of  Lewis  F.  Cornell  located  at  Tower  City,  N.  D. 
Six  years  later  they  removed  to  Valley  City  and  remained  there  until  1892. 
Mr.  Cornell  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  in  1895  became 
associated  with  his  father’s  newspaper  interests  in  Fulton.  He  succeeded 
as  owner  of  the  publication  upon  the  latter’s  death  in  1929. 
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On  June  10,  1908,  Mr.  Cornell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
Ellen  Pomphret,  of  Fulton,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Ellen  (Sullivan) 
Pomphret,  natives  of  Ireland.  The  latter  died  July  4,  1913,  and  is  buried 
at  Fulton.  There  were  four  children  in  the  Pomphret  family  Anna 
Mary,  George  E.,  and  John  J. 

Mr.  Cornell  is  a  member  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Catholic  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  St.  Joseph’s  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus;  Fulton 
Lodge,  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Past  Exalted  Ruler;  and  Citizens  Club  of  Fulton. 
Since  1920  he  has  been  secretary  of  the  Republican  County  Committee. 


Erwin  J.  Cusack,  M.  D. — In  point  of  continuous  service,  one  of  the  old¬ 
est  practicing  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Oswego  County  is  Dr.  Erwin 
J.  Cusack,  of  Fulton,  who  has  practiced  in  that  community  for  33  years. 
He  has  not  only  been  successful  in  his  profession,  but  has  been  active  in 
business  and  the  affairs  of  citizenship  as  well. 

Dr.  Cusack  was  born  at  Palermo,  Oswego  County,  Aug.  25  1867  thp 
son  of  William  and  Ellen  (Dunn)  Cusack. 

William  Cusack  was  a  native  of  Canada.  He  was  an  early  settler  of 
Oswego  County  and  for  a  number  of  years  successfully  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  at  Palermo  as  a  shoe  merchant.  He  died  there  in  1890  at  the  age  of 
69  years.  His  wife,  also  a  native  of  Canada,  died  in  1911,  at  the  age  of 
81  years.  Both  are  buried  at  Palermo.  Their  children  were:  1.  William 
E.,  lives  at  Granby  Center,  N.  Y.  2.  Frank  J.,  who  died  at  Palermo  in 
1931.  3.  Fred,  who  died  at  Parish,  in  1907.  4.  George  B.,  lives  at  Fulton. 
5.  Howard  D.,  died  Dec.  24,  1931.  6.  Erwin  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

When  he  was  18  years  of  age  Erwin  J.  Cusack  went  to  Mexico,  N.  Y., 
and  attended  Mexico  Academy,  and  in  1887  he  was  graduated.  He  taught 
school  for  four  years  at  Palermo  and  Hastings,  after  which  he  entered 
Albany  Medical  School.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1894,  and  immediately  returned  to  Palermo  for  five  years.  In  1899  Dr. 
Cusack  was  elected  to  the  office  of  coroner  of  Oswego  County  and  located 
in  Fulton  in  that  year.  He  successfully  held  that  office  for  15  years,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  also  engaged  in  private  practice.  He  has  served  as 
health  officer  for  three  terms  and  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Lee  Memor¬ 
ial  Hospital  in  Fulton.  He  is  identified  with  the  Fulton  Academy  of  Medi¬ 
cine,  Oswego  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Medical  Association. 

In  1895  Dr.  Cusack  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ida  M.  Cornell, 
of  Granby  Center,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  W.  and  Helen  Cornell! 
Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Mt.  Aetna  Cemetery,  Fulton.  To  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Cusack  were  born  four  children:  1.  Helen,  a  graduate  of  Fulton 
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High  School  and  Rochester  Business  College,  married  Raymond  F.  Lewis, 
who  is  cashier  of  the  Fulton  Savings  Bank.  They  have  two  sons,  Allen 
C.,  born  in  1925,  and  Robert  W.,  born  in  1927.  2.  William  E.,  a  graduate 
of  Fulton  High  School,  Union  College,  and  Oswego  State  Normal  School. 
He  is  identified  with  the  Union  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Syra¬ 
cuse.  He  married  Miss  Shirley  Snyder,  of  Oswego.  3.  Edward  J.,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Fulton  High  School  and  Colgate  University.  He  is  identified  with 
the  New  York  Trust  Bank  of  New  York  City.  He  married  Miss  Doris 
Sprague,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  E.  W.  Sprague,  prominent  physician  and  sur¬ 
geon  of  Newark,  N.  J.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cusack  live  at  Orange,  N.  J.  They 
have  a  daughter,  Ann  Harriet.  4.  Frances  E.,  who  attends  Fulton  High 
School.  Dr.  Cusack  has  been  an  officer  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
for  many  years,  and  is  affiliated  with  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  144. 


Byron  George  Seamans. — For  many  years  Byron  George  Seamans  was 
a  prominent  citizen  of  Pulaski,  where  he  was  owner  and  editor  of  the 
Pulaski  Democrat  from  1895  until  the  date  of  his  death,  Sept.  14,  1927. 
He  was  born  at  Albion,  N.  Y.,  May  22,  1862,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  Wescott  Seamans. 

At  the  age  of  14  years,  Byron  George  Seamans  left  home.  He  was 
employed  at  milling  and  as  a  farm  hand,  and  at  the  same  time  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  Sandy  Creek  High  School,  where  he  was  later  a  teacher.  He  also 
taught  the  school  at  Ridge  Road.  Mr.  Seamans  learned  the  printing  trade 
in  the  office  of  the  Sandy  Creek  News,  where  he  was  an  apprentice.  In 
1884  he  became  the  proprietor  and  editor  of  the  Copenhagen  News,  soon 
taking  over  similar  duties  with  the  Carthage  Leader.  For  a  time  he  was 
an  associate  on  the  staff  of  the  Watertown  Herald.  In  1885,  Mr.  Seamans 
became  associated  with  the  late  Frank  Munger  in  the  Richfield  Springs 
Mercury.  As  mentioned  above,  he  purchased  the  Pulaski  Democrat  in 
1895. 

In  December,  1886,  Byron  George  Seamans  was  united  in  marriage 
with  Ella  Caswell  Hull,  and  they  had  three  daughters :  1.  Julia,  who  died 
when  16  months  old.  2.  Mrs.  Martin  V.  Graney,  lives  at  Oredell,  N.  J. 
3.  Mrs.  Wesley  H.  Nickerson,  lives  at  Lockport,  N.  Y.  By  her  former  mar¬ 
riage  Mrs.  Seamans  has  a  son,  George  D.  Hull,  who  lives  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y.  Mr.  Seamans  was  also  survived  by  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Rita  Parker, 
of  Pulaski,  and  Mrs.  Minnie  Seamans  Peck,  deceased. 

Mr.  Seamans  was  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  town  and 
county  politics,  and  had  served  as  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Pulaski,  and  was 
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affiliated  with  Pulaski  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Pulaski  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Pu¬ 
laski  Chapter,  0.  E.  S. ;  Lake  Ontario  Commandery  No.  32;  S.  Lake  On¬ 
tario  Commandery;  Knights  Templar  of  Oswego;  Watertown  Shrine;  A. 
S.  Warner  Camp,  Sons  of  Veterans;  Pulaski  Grange;  Celia  Dewey  Sea¬ 
mans  Tent,  D.  U.  C.  C.  W.;  and  Pulaski  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Oswego  County  Child  Welfare  Board. 

On  the  platform  as  a  speaker  he  had  a  certain  style  of  eloquence  and 
grace  of  manner  that  made  their  appeal,  and  Mr.  Seamans  was  called  upon 
a  great  many  times  to  fill  pulpit  vacancies  and  make  other  public  utter¬ 
ances..  This  gave  him  an  opportunity  to  expound  his  philosophy  of  life 
and  his  views  on  current  topics.  His  editorials  in  the  Pulaski  Democrat 
were  widely  commented  upon  and  copied,  and  his  sermonettes  and  human 
interest  stories  had  won  many  friends. 


Eugene  F.  Sullivan.— Among  the  leading  young  attorneys  of  Oswego 
County  is  Eugene  F.  Sullivan,  who  is  associated  with  the  well  known  firm 
of  Fanning  &  Fanning,  in  Fulton.  He  was  born  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Oct. 
2,  1899,  the  son  of  Richard  E.  and  Rose  L.  (Rafferty)  Sullivan. 

Richard  E.  Sullivan  was  born  in  Fulton  and  in  1890  he  went  to  Brook¬ 
lyn,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  employed  as  a  wharfinger.  In  1916  he  returned 
to  Fulton  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  hotel  business  until  his  death,  Oct. 
12,  1922.  His  widow  still  resides  here.  Their  children  were:  1.  Eugene 
Francis,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Anna  Ethel,  married  Vincent  R. 
Smalley,  lives  at  Larchmont,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Hamilton  College 
and  Harvard  Law  School,  class  of  1925.  Mrs.  Smalley  is  a  graduate  of 
Syracuse  University. 

Eugene  F.  Sullivan  received  his  early  education  in  the  Brooklyn  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  and  in  1918  was  graduated  from  Fulton  High  School.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Union  College  in  1922  and 
was  made  a  member  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity  while  a  student  at  that 
institution.  Mr.  Sullivan  then  spent  one  year  in  the  office  of  Hon.  George 
Fanning  in  Fulton,  and  after  receiving  the  degree  of  L.  L.  B.  he  returned 

to  the  firm  of  Fanning  &  Fanning  in  1926,  and  has  since  been  identified 
with  them. 

On  Oct.  18,  1926,  Mr.  Sullivan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ruth 
R.  Reedy,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.  She  is  also  a  lawyer  by  profession,  being  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  Albany  Law  School  in  1924,  and  she  spent  two  years  in 
the  office  of  the  attorney  general  of  New  York  State.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sul¬ 
livan  had  four  children,  the  oldest  were  twins,  bom  in  1927,  died  in  in- 
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fancy,  Eugene  Francis,  Jr.,  born  September,  1928,  and  Jane  Ann,  born 
November,  1930. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Elks  Lodge,  being  present  Exalted  Ruler 
of  Fulton  Lodge.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  3rd  de¬ 
gree,  and  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Os¬ 
wego  County  Bar  Association,  and  Oswego  Country  Club. 


Hubert  L.  Gilman. — Few  men  are  more  prominent  in  Oswego  County 
than  Hubert  L.  Gilman,  who  has  practiced  law  in  the  city  of  Fulton  since 
1909.  He  was  born  there,  Jan.  31,  1882,  the  son  of  Henry  F.  and  Lena 
(Howe)  Gilman. 

Henry  F.  Gilman  was  a  native  of  Vermont  and  his  wife  was  born  at 
Fulton.  As  a  young  man  he  settled  at  Palermo,  Oswego  County,  and  for 
several  years  successfully  operated  a  hotel  at  that  place.  He  was  also 
the  proprietor  of  the  Johnson  House  at  Fulton,  which  he  managed  in  part¬ 
nership  with  his  brother,  Levi  Gilman.  Mr.  Gilman  died  in  1887.  His 
widow  resides  in  Fulton.  Their  only  child  was  Hubert  L.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Fulton  High  School,  Hubert  L.  Gilman  read 
law  in  the  offices  of  Mead  &  Stranahan,  later  being  associated  with  the 
firm  of  Fanning  &  Fanning.  Mr.  Gilman  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1909, 
and  his  entire  professional  career  has  been  spent  at  Fulton. 

Mr.  Gilman  is  a  Republican.  He  maintains  the  old  Gilman  homestead 
of  80  acres  which  is  located  near  Volney. 


A.  P.  Bradt. — Among  the  public  spirited  and  well  known  pioneer  citi¬ 
zens  of  Fulton  is  A.  P.  Bradt,  commercial  printer  and  retired  newspaper 
editor  and  publisher.  He  was  born  at  Ira,  near  Fulton,  May  23,  1851,  the 
son  of  Hiram  H.  and  Mary  Ann  (Van  Wie)  Bradt. 

Hiram  H.  Bradt  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  In  early  life  he  was  a  tailor 
and  he  subsequently  engaged  in  truck  gardening  near  Hannibal,  N.  Y., 
where  he  died  at  the  age  of  93  years.  His  wife,  also  born  at  Albany,  is 
deceased.  Both  are  buried  in  Hannibal  Cemetery. 

The  education  of  A.  P.  Bradt  was  received  in  the  Hannibal  public 
schools  and  he  remained  at  home  until  1876,  at  which  time  he  purchased 
the  old  Hannibal  Reveille,  a  weekly  newspaper  at  Hannibal.  He  was  iden¬ 
tified  with  that  publication  until  1889,  and  then  came  to  Oswego  Falls, 
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where  he  established  the  Oswego  Falls  Observer.  That  paper  later  be¬ 
come  the  Fulton  Observer,  and  Mr.  Bradt  continued  as  editor  and  pub¬ 
lisher  for  a  period  of  41  years.  He  has  been  retired  from  newspaper  work 
since  1921,  but  has  continued  his  printing  business  at  Fulton.  Mr.  Bradt 
has  the  distinction  of  having  been  the  first  printer  to  own  a  linotype  ma¬ 
chine  in  Oswego  County,  and  for  three  years  was  the  sole  owner  of  this 
modern  printing  machinery. 

Mr.  Bradt  was  married  in  August,  1878,  to  Miss  Phebe  A.  Cox,  born  in 
Granby,  Oswego  County.  She  died  Nov.  10,  1930,  at  the  age  of  72  years, 
and  is  buried  in  Fulton.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Martin  H.  and  Sally 
Ann  Cox,  both  of  whom  are  buried  in  Fairdale  Cemetery,  Hannibal.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Bradt  had  no  children. 

Mr.  Bradt  is  independent  in  politics.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Rotary  Club,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Lower 
Falls  Grange  and  American  Men. 


Langdon  C.  Foster. — Prominent  as  city  chamberlain  of  Fulton,  Mr. 
Foster  has  taken  a  leading  part  in  business  affairs  in  Oswego  County  for 
many  years.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  April  27,  1864,  the  son  of  John  D. 
and  Chloe  A.  (Clark)  Foster. 

John  D.  Foster  was  born  in  Canada,  and  in  1862  came  to  New  York 
and  located  in  Fulton.  He  married  Miss  Chloe  A.  Clark  at  Lowville,  N.  Y. 
Mr.  Foster  became  an  influential  figure  in  the  business  life  of  Fulton  and 
was  founder  of  the  Foster  Brothers  Manufacturing  Company,  nationally 
known  manufacturers  of  cutlery  and  butcher  knives  of  all  types.  Mr. 
Foster  died  in  1910,  and  is  buried  in  Fulton.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster  were 
born  the  following  children:  1.  C.  Franklin,  deceased,  was  associated  in 
business  with  his  father  for  many  years.  2.  James  A.,  was  first  mayor  of 
Fulton  in  1902,  and  held  that  office  for  five  years.  He  is  also  deceased. 
3.  John  M.,  who  was  Fulton’s  third  mayor,  and  elected  to  that  office  again 
in  1931,  associated  with  the  Foster  Brothers  &  Chatillon,  Inc.,  cutlery 
manufacturers,  of  Fulton.  4.  Langdon  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5. 
Anna  T.,  married  David  McClure,  retired  school  teacher,  lives  at  Fulton. 
6.  Cora  A.,  the  widow  of  E.  M.  Worden,  lives  at  Fulton. 

Langdon  C.  Foster  grew  up  in  Fulton  and  attended  the  public  schools. 
He  entered  the  employ  of  his  father  and  after  a  year  became  identified 
with  the  First  National  Bank,  now  the  Oswego  County  Trust  Company. 
Mr.  Foster  was  identified  with  that  institution  for  a  period  of  30  years, 
and  was  cashier  for  20  years  of  that  time.  He  resigned  as  secretary  and 
treasurer.  Mr.  Foster  has  had  numerous  business  interests  in  Oswego 
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County  but  has  been  retired  since  1920.  In  that  year  he  accepted  the 
appointment  of  city  chamberlain.  He  also  was  president  of  the  Fulton 
School  Board  from  1902  until  1922. 

On  Jan.  21,  1902,  Mr.  Foster  married  Miss  Abby  Stephens,  of  Fulton, 
the  daughter  of  William  C.  and  Sylvia  (Buell)  Stephens.  Mr.  Stephens, 
deceased,  was  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Fulton  for  many  years  and  served  as 
police  justice.  He  died  at  the  age  of  80  years.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster 
were  born  three  sons:  1.  Alan  S.,  who  is  widely  known  throughout  the 
United  States  as  an  illustrator.  He  is  a  contributor  to  such  publications 
as  Colliers,  Elk’s  Magazine,  and  The  Saturday  Evening  Post.  He  married 
Miss  Stella  F.  Nary,  of  New  York  City,  the  daughter  of  John  W.  Nary, 
formerly  of  Fulton.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster  have  two  children :  John  Lang- 
don  and  Edith  Nary.  2.  Theodore  D.,  who  is  a  World  War  veteran.  He 
is  sales  manager  for  the  General  Electric  Company  at  Bridgeport,  Conn. 
He  married  Miss  Leah  Griffith,  of  New  York  City.  3.  William  S.,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Fulton  High  School,  attended  Union  College  for  two  years,  now  a 
student  at  Buffalo  University. 

Mr.  Foster  is  a  Democrat,  and  is  affiliated  with  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  144.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Fulton,  of 
which  he  has  served  as  secretary- treasurer  for  15  years. 


Floyd  S.  Spangle. — Numbered  among  the  able  and  resourceful  attor¬ 
neys  of  Oswego  County  is  Floyd  S.  Spangle,  of  Fulton,  who  is  also  assist¬ 
ant  United  States  Attorney.  He  was  born  at  Hopewell,  Ontario  County, 
N.  Y.,  Sept.  7,  1887,  the  son  of  William  E.  and  Harriet  (Myers)  Spangle. 

William  E.  Spangle  was  born  at  Hopewell,  N.  Y.,  March  27,  1861.  He 
spent  much  of  his  life  at  that  place  and  was  successful  as  a  merchant.  He 
also  held  the  offices  of  town  clerk  and  postmaster  for  many  years.  Mr. 
Spangle  was  a  Democrat.  He  had  been  a  resident  of  Syracuse  from  1901 
until  the  time  of  his  death,  March  9,  1930.  He  is  buried  at  Hopewell.  He 
took  a  prominent  and  active  part  in  politics  in  Syracuse  during  his  resi¬ 
dence  there  and  was  Democratic  committeeman  in  that  city.  Harriet 
(Myers)  Spangle  was  born  at  Victor,  Ontario  County,  April  24,  1864,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Harriet  Myers,  who  were  natives  of  Germany,  and 
Illinois  respectively.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spangle  were  married  Oct.  30,  1881, 
and  had  two  sons:  1.  Floyd  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Phillip  V., 
born  Aug.  22,  1891,  died  in  1915. 

Floyd  S.  Spangle  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Hopewell,  and  was  14  years  old  when  his  family  removed  to  Syracuse. 
He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  at  Syracuse  University  in  1912,  being  ad- 
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mitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  during  the  same  year,  Federal  courts  in  1913, 
and  Circuit  court  in  1928.  Since  February,  1913,  he  has  engaged  in  pri¬ 
vate  practice  at  Fulton,  and  has  held  the  office  of  assistant  U.  S.  Attorney 
since  1926.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spangle  have  a  daughter,  Harriet  Virginia,  born  at  Ful¬ 
ton,  Jan.  16,  1923. 

Mr.  Spangle  is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  affi¬ 
liated  with  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  144;  Lake  Ontario  Command- 
ery,  Fulton  Chapter,  Past  High  Priest.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Citizens 
Club  and  Maccabees.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican. 


J.  R.  Sullivan.— Closely  connected  with  the  business  life  of  Fulton  for 
many  years  is  J.  R.  Sullivan,  one  of  the  city’s  leading  merchants.  He  was 
born  at  Holyoke,  Mass.,  Oct.  10,  1862,  the  son  of  John  J.  and  Julia  (Barry) 
Sullivan. 

John  J.  Sullivan  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ireland.  Their  marriage 
took  place  at  Holyoke,  Mass.,  and  they  shortly  afterward  located  at  Ful¬ 
ton,  where  Mr.  Sullivan  was  employed  by  the  American  Woolen  Mills.  He 
died  in  1876  at  the  age  of  38  years.  His  wife  died  in  1912.  Both  are 
buried  in  Fulton.  Their  children  were:  1.  Ellen,  married  Thomas  Mc¬ 
Govern,  lives  at  Fulton.  2.  J.  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Mary  Jane, 
resides  in  Fulton.  4.  Margaret,  married  John  Goss,  lives  at  Fulton.  5. 
Dennis  M.,  deceased.  He  was  well  known  as  a  druggist  at  Fulton  for  many 
years. 

J.  R.  Sullivan  attended  the  Fulton  public  schools,  until  he  was  16  years 
of  age,  when  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  dry  goods  store  of  B.  R.  Howe,  until 
1886,  and  in  that  year  engaged  in  business  for  himself  at  Fulton.  He 
located  in  his  present  place  of  business  in  1889,  and  until  1927  was  the 
city’s  most  successful  dry  goods  merchant  and  furniture  dealer.  In  that 
year  he  disposed  of  his  dry  goods  stock  and  has  since  handled  only  furni¬ 
ture,  rugs,  linoleums,  and  draperies. 

In  1909  Mr.  Sullivan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Mrs.  Anne  Satterlee, 
a  native  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Helen  O’Neil. 
They  have  a  son,  John  R.,  Jr.,  who  attends  Cornwall-on-the-Hudson  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  a  Democrat  and  served  as  postmaster  of  Oswego  Falls, 
now  the  city  of  Fulton,  for  eight  years,  from  1884  the  first  time,  until 
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1888,  under  President  Cleveland  and  during  President  Cleveland’s  second 
administration.  Mr.  Sullivan  again  served  as  postmaster  of  Oswego  Falls 
from  1892  until  1896.  He  is  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Knights  of  Columbus,  4th  degree,  Elks 
Lodge,  Citizens  Club,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr.  Sullivan  also  was 
a  member  of  the  local  board  of  education  for  12  years. 

Mr.  Sullivan  has  also  been  vice  president  of  the  Oswego  County  Trust 
Company  at  Fulton  for  a  number  of  years,  and  is  a  director  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  also  a  trustee  of  the  Fulton  Savings  Bank  for  a  number  of  years. 


Paul  C.  Knapp,  D.  D.  S.,  is  a  native  of  New  York  and  has  been  success¬ 
ful  in  his  profession  in  the  city  of  Fulton  for  17  years.  He  was  born  at 
Newark  Valley,  Feb.  16,  1893,  the  son  of  Dr.  Hiram  L.  and  Minnie  (Car¬ 
gill)  Knapp. 

Dr.  Hiram  L.  Knapp  was  born  at  Windham,  Pa.,  in  1865.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  University  of  Buffalo,  and  during  the 
past  42  years  has  been  the  leading  physician  and  surgeon  of  Newark  Val¬ 
ley.  His  wife  was  born  there  in  1865  and  died  in  1929.  To  Doctor  and 
Mrs.  Knapp  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Hiram  L.,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Buffalo,  class  of  1915.  He  is  in  general 
practice  at  Newark  Valley.  2.  Paul  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3. 
Dorothy,  married  Carl  Purple,  electrical  engineer,  lives  at  Albany,  where 
he  is  connected  with  the  New  York  Telephone  Company.  4.  Lester  S., 
M.  D.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Buffalo,  class  of  1926.  He  is  spe¬ 
cializing  in  proctology  in  Buffalo.  5.  Robert  G.,  D.  D.  S.,  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Buffalo,  class  of  1926.  He  is  engaged  in  practice  at 
Whitesboro,  N.  Y. 

Medicine  and  dentistry  have  been  the  chosen  professions  of  the  Knapp 
family  for  six  generations.  It  is  a  strange  coincidence  that  the  first  born 
son  has  become  a  physician.  One  Doctor  Knapp  served  throughout  the 
Civil  War  as  a  member  of  the  Medical  Corps.  He  was  the  father  of  20 
children,  eleven  of  whom  became  successful  surgeons. 

Paul  C.  Knapp  attended  the  public  schools  of  Newark  Valley  and  after 
his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1912  he  entered  the  Thomas  W.  Evans 
Institute  of  Dentistry,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  in  1915.  He  has  since  been  estab¬ 
lished  in  practice  at  Fulton,  and  has  offices  at  112  Oneida  Street. 

On  Feb.  3,  1917,  Dr.  Knapp  married  Miss  Alla  Catherine  Brewster,  of 
Lake  Placid,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Myron  T.  and  Bertha  (Preston) 
Brewster.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Lake  Placid.  Mrs.  Knapp 
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is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Syracuse  where  she  specialized  in  the 
study  of  Art,  and  for  two  years  before  her  marriage  she  was  supervisor 
of  Art  in  Fulton  High  School.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Knapp  have  been  born 
four  children:  1.  Jean  Brewster,  born  in  1918.  2.  Paul  Brewster,  born  in 
1920.  3.  Eloise  Brewster,  born  in  1923.  4.  Richard  Brewster,  born  in 
1928,  died  in  1929. 

Dr.  Knapp  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Citizens  Club.  He  served  as  park  commis¬ 
sioner  of  Fulton  from  1927  to  1931.  In  1928  he  was  vice  president  of  the 
Fifth  District,  New  York  State  Dental  Society.  He  also  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Syracuse  and  American  Dental  Associations. 


Harry  C.  Webb.— One  of  the  prominent  citizens  and  able  business  men 
of  Fulton  is  Harry  C.  Webb,  who  is  president  of  Whitaker  &  Bogardus, 

Inc.,  real  estate  and  insurance  specialists,  with  offices  at  25  South  Second 
Street. 

Mr.  Webb  was  born  in  this  city,  July  10,  1886,  the  son  of  George  C 
and  Charlotte  (Boyd)  Webb. 

George  C.  Webb  was  a  native  of  Oswego  County,  born  at  Mexico, 
Feb.  15,  1854.  In  his  early  youth  he  was  a  telegraph  operator  for  the 
Western  Union  Company  in  New  York  City.  He  soon  became  interested 
in  the  manufacture  of  paper,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Fulton 
Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  in  partnership  with  A.  E.  Nettleton,  nationally 
known  shoe  manufacturer  of  Syracuse.  Mr.  Webb  later  was  interested 
in  the  organization  of  the  Battle  Island  Paper  Company  of  Fulton,  which 
was  later  merged  with  other  paper  mills  under  the  name  of  Arrowhead 
Mills,  Inc.,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  on  April  19,  1927,  Mr.  Webb  was 
a  leader  in  the  business  life  of  this  community.  His  widow,  who  survives 
him,  was  born  at  Owego,  Feb.  14,  1860.  Their  children  were:  1.  Manette 
B.,  married  Jay  H.  Hollingsworth,  lives  at  Fulton.  2.  Harry  C.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  3.  G.  Chandler,  lives  at  Seattle,  Wash.  4.  Bayard  B., 
identified  with  the  American  Telegraph  &  Telephone  Company,  resides  at 
Mt.  Lakes,  N.  J.  5.  Mary  A.,  married  Francois  Peter,  lives  at  Fulton. 

Harry  C.  Webb  attended  the  Fulton  public  schools  and  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  manufacture  of  paper,  being  identified  with  his  father’s  busi¬ 
ness  interests  in  this  city.  He  spent  several  years  in  Canada  in  the 
interests  of  the  pulpwood  business.  He  retired,  however,  in  1913  to 
become  associated  with  Whitaker  &  Bogardus,  Inc.,  and  upon  the  death 
of  0.  S.  Bogardus  in  1925,  Mr.  Webb  became  president  of  the  institution. 
It  is  the  largest  real  estate  and  insurance  firm  in  Oswego  County.  It  was 
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incorporated  Jan.  1,  1912,  succeeding  the  former  firm  of  Whitaker  &  Love- 
joy,  two  pioneer  insurance  men  of  this  city.  Approximately  20  of  the 
leading  insurance  companies  of  the  world  are  represented  by  the  com¬ 
pany  and  as  real  estate  agents  their  scope  is  unlimited. 

The  original  officers  of  the  company  were:  N.  L.  Whitaker,  president; 
O.  S.  Bogardus,  secretary ;  and  M.  C.  Hunter,  treasurer.  Officers  for  1932 
are:  Harry  C.  Webb,  president;  N.  L.  Whitaker,  vice  president;  T.  L. 
McCollum,  vice  president;  H.  M.  Holly,  vice  president;  and  W.  E.  Bo¬ 
gardus,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

On  May  22,  1915,  Mr.  Webb  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice  C. 
Raymond,  of  Ballston  Spa,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  J.  A.  Raymond,  retired. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webb  have  a  son,  Henry  C.,  Jr.,  born  April  15,  1917. 

Mr.  Webb  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  Watertown  Shrine, 
B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Rotary  Club,  Citizens  Club,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Frank  Dudley  Corse. — One  of  the  loyal  and  distinguished  citizens  of 
Oswego  County  was  Frank  Dudley  Corse,  who  died  May  14,  1929.  He 
was  founder  of  the  Corse  Press  and  owner  and  editor  for  many  years  of 
the  Sandy  Creek  News.  He  was  born  at  Bucks  Bridge,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  Sept.  16,  1859,  the  son  of  Albert  Ezra  and  Ellen  (Spencer)  Corse. 

The  Corse  family  traces  its  descent  from  James  Corse  who  settled  at 
Deerfield,  Mass.,  where  he  died  in  1696.  Ezra  Corse,  grandfather  of  Frank 
Dudley  Corse,  was  born  at  Wilmington,  Vt.,  Sept.  23,  1803.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  on  Jan.  1,  1826,  to  Narcissa  Pierce,  a  daughter  of  John  Pierce,  of 
Sandy  Creek,  where  Ezra  Corse  had  come  as  a  youth  and  was  employed  for 
a  time  by  Mr.  Pierce.  Narcissa  (Pierce)  Corse  was  born  July  4,  1808,  and 
died  Oct.  16,  1897,  after  a  married  life  of  over  70  years.  Her  husband 
died  Sept.  6,  1898.  He  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Sandy 
Creek  and  served  for  many  years  as  justice  of  the  peace.  He  had  settled 
there  in  his  seventeenth  year,  being  among  the  earliest  settlers. 

The  eldest  son  of  Ezra  and  Narcissa  Corse  was  Albert  Ezra  Corse, 
who  was  born  at  Sandy  Creek,  May  25,  1829,  and  who  died  Dec.  20,  1898. 
In  1857  he  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Black  River  Conference,  later  being  identified  with  the  Northern  New 
York  Conference.  He  was  the  pastor  of  Methodist  church  in  many  New 
York  towns  and  was  loved  and  respected  wherever  he  went.  From  1868 
until  1873  he  served  as  presiding  elder  of  the  Oswego  district,  Northern 
New  York  Conference,  and  from  1873  until  1877  filled  the  same  position 
in  the  Herkimer  district.  From  1877  until  1881  he  was  editor  of  the 
Ilion  Citizen,  published  at  Ilion,  N.  Y. 
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Albert  Ezra  Corse  married  (first)  Ellen  Spencer,  who  was  born  at  Lis¬ 
bon,  N.  Y.,  m  1830,  and  who  died  in  1872.  Two  children  were  born  to 
them:  1.  Frank  Dudley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ellen  Adersa,  born 
at  South  Canton,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  9,  1867,  died  at  Syracuse,  May  2,  1902.  Rev. 

Corse  married  (second)  Caroline  Green  Ostrander,  a  daughter  of  Gilbert 
Green,  of  Mohawk,  N.  Y. 

Frank  Dudley  Corse  attended  the  public  schools  of  Oswego  and  Ilion 
Following  his  graduation  from  Ilion  High  School  in  1880  he  entered  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1884  with  the  degree  of 

Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  1887  he  also  received  the  Master  of  Arts  degree 
from  that  institution. 

In  1885  Mr.  Corse  became  the  owner  of  the  Sandy  Creek  News,  build¬ 
ing  up  an  extensive  local  circulation,  and  a  wide  reputation  of  more  than 
ocal  extent,  and  through  its  weekly  columns  he  helped  in  moulding  pub¬ 
lic  opinion  by  his  absolute  honesty,  thrift,  modesty,  charity  for  the  short¬ 
comings  of  others,  vision,  high  moral  purpose,  and  devotion  to  ideals  which 
characterized  all  his  dealings.  In  addition  he  established  and  directed  for 
more  than  40  years  a  printing  press  service  of  the  kind  usually  found  only 
m  the  larger  cities,  printing  catalogues,  magazines  and  books  for  distri¬ 
bution  m  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  The  art  and  skill  of  the  old  time 
printer  was  projected  into  the  work  of  The  Corse  Press. 

Mr.  Corse  was  also  active  in  the  general  life  of  the  community,  and 
gave  his  hearty  support  to  all  worthy  movements  whether  civic  or  benevo¬ 
lent  He  served  for  a  time  as  president  of  the  village,  was  a  member  of 
the  local  fire  department,  and  for  six  years  was  on  the  board  of  education 
of  Sandy  Creek  High  School,  as  well  as  serving  several  terms  as  justice 
of  the  peace.  He  also  acted  as  treasurer  and  trustee  and  served  on  the 
official  board  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  was  a 
member  as  well  as  teacher  of  a  class  of  women  for  over  40  years.  He  was 
a  trustee  of  Woodlawn  Cemetery  Association  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  was  a  commissioner  on  the  village  water  board  for  many  years. 

A  Republican  in  politics,  Mr.  Corse  was  active  not  only  in  village  and 
town  affairs,  but  served  several  terms  as  town  and  county  committee¬ 
man,  and  attended  a  number  of  Republican  state  conventions  and  the  na¬ 
tional  convention  held  in  Chicago  in  1912.  As  an  alumnus  of  Syracuse 
University  he  was  always  loyal  as  well  as  interested  in  its  growth  from 
the  time  of  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  for  the  first  college,  which  cere¬ 
mony  he  attended  as  a  youth.  He  rarely  missed  returning  for  the  annual 
reunion  at  commencement  time  and  in  later  years  was  a  conference  visitor 
to  the  commencement  events  as  a  member  from  the  Northern  New  York 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  was  affiliated  with 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity. 
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On  Oct.  4,  1888,  Mr.  Corse  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Ella  Bernice 
Nichols,  who  was  born  at  Sandy  Creek,  April  11,  1863,  a  daughter  of  John 
L.  and  Martha  A.  (Richardson)  Nichols.  To  this  union  was  born  at  the 
time  of  the  mother’s  death,  April  29,  1897,  a  son,  Spencer,  who  died  Oct. 
3,  1912. 

On  Aug.  3,  1898,  Mr.  Corse  married  (second)  Miss  Carrie  Sarah  Nor¬ 
ton,  the  daughter  of  John  Fletcher  and  Harriet  (Stokes)  Norton  of  Sandy 
Creek,  and  a  teacher  in  the  local  schools.  To  this  marriage  was  born 
March  26,  1904,  a  daughter,  Ellen  Harriet,  who  graduated  from  the  local 
high  school  in  1923  and  from  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  1927,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  While  in  college 
she  majored  in  English  and  was  women’s  managing  editor  of  “The  Daily 
Orange.”  Miss  Corse  was  married  Dec.  1,  1928,  to  William  J.  Potter,  Jr., 
of  Ovid,  N.  Y.,  a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Business  Administration, 
Syracuse  University  in  1928.  Mr.  Potter  also  attended  the  School  of 
Printing,  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  and  is  associated  with  The 
Corse  Press.  A  son,  William  Joseph  Potter,  III,  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Potter,  March  23,  1930,  and  a  daughter,  Mary  Ellen,  Oct.  25,  1931. 

One  of  the  high  lights  in  his  business  career  was  the  testimonial  din¬ 
ner  tendered  to  Mr.  Corse  on  the  evening  of  Jan.  22,  1925,  the  occasion  be¬ 
ing  in  recognition  of  the  completion  of  40  years  of  service  to  his  local  com¬ 
munity  as  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Sandy  Creek  News.  Seventy-two 
friends,  neighbors  and  business  associates  gathered  to  do  him  honor  and 
scores  of  letters  and  telegrams  testified  of  the  highest  esteem  and  regard 
for  Mr.  Corse. 


E.  J.  Drury,  M.  D. — For  more  than  half  a  century  Dr.  Drury  has 
taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  professional  life  of  Oswego  County,  where 
he  also  served  for  many  years  as  county  coroner.  He  was  born  at  Granby, 
Oswego  County,  May  17,  1854,  the  son  of  Merritt  B.  and  Julia  Ann  (Mor¬ 
rell)  Drury. 

Merritt  B.  Drury  was  a  native  of  Hannibal,  N.  Y.,  born  in  1814. 
Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  in  Oswego 
County.  He  died  in  1899  and  is  buried  in  Lewis  Cemetery,  North  Granby. 
His  wife  was  a  native  of  Lafayette,  Onondaga  County,  born  in  1818.  She 
died  at  the  age  of  79  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Drury  were  the  parents  of  three 
sons :  1.  Henry  L.,  M.  D.,  died  in  1929  at  the  age  of  84  years.  2.  Cassius 
M.,  a  Civil  War  veteran,  died  in  1918,  at  the  age  of  74  years.  3.  E.  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Fulton  Seminary  in  1873,  E.  J.  Drury  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Buffalo  in 
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1879.  He  engaged  in  private  practice  for  two  years  at  Gilbert  Mills,  Os¬ 
wego  County,  after  which  he  removed  to  Phoenix,  where  he  practiced  for 
40  years,  and  was  health  officer  for  34  years  of  that  time.  He  was  elected 
coroner  of  Oswego  County  in  1884,  1920  and  1924.  The  office  was  then 
abolished.  Since  1916  Dr.  Drury  has  been  located  at  Fulton,  having  re¬ 
moved  here  after  his  residence,  barn  and  office  were  completely  destroyed 
by  fire  in  Phoenix.  He  was  active  during  the  World  War  as  a  member  of 
the  local  draft  board,  and  examined  more  than  2,000  recruits. 

Dr.  Drury  married  Miss  Eldona  M.  Weller,  of  Gilbert  Mills,  who  was 
born  June  12,  1862.  She  was  a  teacher  in  the  Gilbert  Mills  schools  before 
her  marriage.  Mrs.  Drury  died  May  28,  1922,  and  is  buried  in  Mt.  Adna 
Cemetery ,  Fulton.  They  had  a  daughter,  Neva  E.,  who  was  born  at  Phoe¬ 
nix.  She  married  Frank  MacCordy,  of  Fulton. 

Dr.  Drury  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Fulton  Academy  of  Medicine,  Syracuse  Academy  of  Medicine,  and 
Oswego  County  Medical  Society.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Elks  Lodge  and 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Anthony  Joseph  Cincotta,  M.  D.,  of  Fulton,  is  among  the  prominent 
and  capable  young  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Oswego  County  He  was 

born  at  Randallsville,  N.  Y.,  April  3,  1903,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Concetta 
Cincotta. 

Joseph  Cincotta  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Italy.  They  are  residents 
of  Fulton,  residing  at  411  West  Broadway.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cincotta 
were  born  four  children:  1.  Anthony  Joseph,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

2.  Mary,  married  V.  A.  D’Ambrosio,  civil  engineer,  lives  at  Philadelphia. 

3.  Nancy,  married  John  Rossi,  lives  at  Fulton.  4.  Catherine,  married 
Ozario  Lanzafam,  a  farmer,  lives  near  Fulton. 

Anthony  Joseph  Cincotta  attended  the  public  schools  of  Fulton  and  en 
tered  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  after  his  graduation  from  high 
school  m  1920.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  that  insti¬ 
tution  in  1923  and  was  graduated  from  the  medical  school  of  Tufts  Col¬ 
lege  in  1927.  Dr.  Cincotta  returned  to  Fulton  and  established  a  private 
practice  m  this  city.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Oswego  County,  New  York 
State,  and  American  Medical  Association,  and  also  belongs  to  the  Fulton 
Academy  of  Medicine. 

On  May  29,  1930,  Dr.  Cincotta  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  The 
resa  Mehegan,  a  native  of  New  York  City,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Theresa  Mehegan.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  in  Fulton 
Dr.  Cincotta  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Immaculate  Conception 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  and  Citizens  Club  of  Fulton. 
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Albert  F.  Buell,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  business  at  Fulton 
since  1894,  as  a  plumbing  and  heating  contractor,  is  among  Oswego 
County’s  most  representative  business  men.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  the 
son  of  Albert  F.  and  Catherine  (Bogue)  Buell. 

Albert  F.  Buell,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  at  Cazenovia,  N.  Y.,  in  1843,  and  died  Oct.  21,  1921.  As  a  young 
man  he  had  settled  in  Fulton,  and  enlisted  from  here  for  service  in  the 
Civil  War.  After  his  discharge  he  returned  to  Fulton  and  learned  the 
trade  of  plumber.  He  subsequently  located  at  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
was  employed  for  ten  years  by  the  old  Brooks  Locomotive  Boiler  Works. 
Later,  he  went  to  Syracuse  and  Hornell,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1894  again  returned 
to  Fulton  and  became  associated  with  his  two  sons  in  the  plumbing  and 
heating  business.  Mr.  Buell  is  buried  in  Fulton.  His  widow  still  resides 
in  this  city.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buell  had  two  sons:  James  B.,  who  lives  at 
Fulton;  and  Albert  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Hornell  High  School  in  1894,  he  and  his 
brother  organized  the  Buell  Plumbing  and  Heating  Company  of  Fulton. 
They  install  all  types  of  water  supply  systems,  steam  and  hot  water  boil¬ 
ers,  furnaces,  automatic  coal  burners,  and  sanitary  fixtures.  They  are 
also  agents  in  Oswego  County  for  the  celebrated  and  nationally  known 
Williams  “Oil-O-Matic”  oil  burners.  The  business  is  located  at  17  North 
Second  Street. 

Mr.  Buell  married  Miss  Florence  L.  Hand,  of  Syracuse. 

Politically,  Mr.  Buell  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Immaculate 
Conception  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Kiwanis  Club, 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Knights  of  Columbus,  4th  degree. 


John  Follan,  who  is  president  of  the  Marvin-Follan  Coal  Company,  Inc., 
is  one  of  the  best  known  business  men  of  Fulton.  He  was  born  at  Oris- 
kany  Falls,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  15,  1869,  the  son  of  Michael  and 
Catherine  (Watters)  Follan. 

Michael  Follan  was  a  native  of  Ireland  and  died  in  1874  at  Oriskany 
Falls.  His  widow  later  married  a  Mr.  Burgess  of  Fulton.  She  died  in 
1915  and  is  buried  at  Fulton. 

John  Follan  came  to  Fulton  with  his  parents  in  early  childhood.  He 
was  reared  and  educated  at  this  place  and  for  13  years  was  employed  in 
the  store  of  E.  J.  Cronnan,  grocer.  He  then  purchased  the  business  and 
was  altogether  identified  with  that  business  for  38  years.  Mr.  Follan 
spent  12  years  with  the  Henderson-Thompson  Lumber  Company  as  sec¬ 
retary,  and  in  1928  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the  Marvin-Follan 
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Coal  Company,  Inc.,  of  which  he  has  since  served  as  president.  Warren 
E.  Marvin  is  secretary-treasurer.  The  company  is  the  largest  independent 
coal  and  coke  concern  in  the  city  and  are  also  dealers  in  wood.  Their 
offices  are  located  at  6  South  First  Street. 

In  1897  Mr.  Follan  married  (first)  Miss  Mary  Mehagen,  who  died  at 
Fulton  in  1913.  They  had  an  adopted  daughter,  Florence,  who  married 
R.  J.  Keefe,  of  Oswego.  On  May  22,  1929,  Mr.  Follan  married  (second) 
Miss  Mabel  McCrea,  of  Fulton,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Emma  Mc- 
Crea.  Mr.  McCrea  is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  at  Fulton. 

Mr.  Follan  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  Holy 
Family  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 


Hon.  Victor  C.  Lewis.— As  owner  and  manager  of  Hotel  Lewis  in  Ful¬ 
ton,  Mr.  Lewis  is  perhaps  one  of  Oswego  County’s  best  known  and  most 
popular  citizens,  having  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  since  1923.  He  also  was  mayor  of  Fulton  from  1915  until 
1918.  Mr.  Lewis  was  born  at  Fulton,  June  3,  1880,  the  son  of  Thomas 
D.  and  Cora  (Case)  Lewis. 

Thomas  D.  Lewis,  deceased,  was  an  influential  citizen  of  Fulton  and 
Oswego  County  for  many  years.  He  was  born  in  Canada  in  1856  and 
died  in  June,  1920.  Mr.  Lewis  came  to  Fulton  with  his  parents  as  an  in¬ 
fant.  He  was  educated  in  the  Syracuse  public  schools  and  Falley  Semi¬ 
nary  and  then  returned  to  Fulton.  Mr.  Lewis  became  outstanding  in  the 
affairs  of  the  community  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  New  York  for  eight  years.  He  was  also  village  president.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Independent  Or¬ 
der  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mr.  Lewis  married  Miss  Cora  Case,  of  Fulton,  the 
daughter  of  S.  F.  Case,  who  was  founder  and  president  of  the  Citizens 
Bank  of  Fulton.  Mrs.  Lewis  died  May  17,  1931,  at  the  age  of  74  years. 
Both  she  and  her  husband  are  buried  at  Fulton.  Their  children  were: 
1.  Thomas,  Jr.,  deceased.  2.  Victor  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Mur- 
ney  E.,  M.  D.,  a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Medicine,  Columbia  University, 
and  for  25  years  a  successful  physician  and  surgeon  of  New  York  City. 
4.  Sara,  married  Frank  N.  Cantine,  lives  in  New  York  City.  They  have  a 
son,  Thomas. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Fulton,  Victor  C.  Lewis  attended 
Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn.  He  then  spent  four  years  with  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Engineering,  being  located  at  Syracuse,  Oswego  and  Silver 
Beach.  Mr.  Lewis  returned  to  Fulton  in  1908,  and  during  the  following 
15  years  was  a  prosperous  merchant  of  the  city  as  the  owner  of  a  fine 
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tobacco  and  cigar  shop.  Since  about  1922  Mr.  Lewis  has  owned  and  man¬ 
aged  the  Hotel  Lewis. 

Hotel  Lewis  was  founded  more  than  75  years  ago  by  Charles  D.  Case 
and  Dewitt  Gardiner.  During  its  early  history  it  ranked  among  the  lead¬ 
ing  hostelries  in  this  section  of  New  York.  It  was  known  at  that  time  as 
Hotel  Case.  Later,  it  was  taken  over  and  managed  by  Edward  H.  Lewis, 
grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  He  was  a  native  of  Red  Hook, 
N.  Y.  The  hotel  was  thereafter  known  as  Hotel  Lewis  and  it  has  been 
owned  and  managed  by  members  of  this  family  for  more  than  half  a 
century. 

On  June  28,  1905,  Victor  C.  Lewis  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Edith  Hamilton,  of  Lawrence,  Mass.,  the  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Janet 
Hamilton.  During  his  retirement  Mr.  Hamilton  resided  at  Fulton,  where 
he  and  his  wife  are  buried.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  were  born  two  daugh¬ 
ters:  1.  Janet  H.,  a  graduate  of  Waltham  School  for  Girls  and  the  Kath- 
rine  Gibbs  School,  lives  at  home.  2.  Victorine,  a  graduate  of  Fulton  High 
School,  class  of  1931,  now  attending  Syracuse  University. 

Politically,  Mr.  Lewis  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated 
with  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  144,  and  is  a  leading  member  of  the 
community,  being  identified  with  numerous  clubs  and  civic  organizations. 


Charles  L.  Rowe. — Numbered  among  the  outstanding  young  business 
men  of  Oswego  is  Charles  L.  Rowe,  who  is  interested  in  the  real  estate 
business  with  offices  at  221  West  First  Street.  He  was  born  in  this  city, 
Nov.  15,  1904,  the  son  of  Lewis  C.  and  Emma  (Benz)  Rowe. 

The  Rowe  family  numbers  among  its  members  some  of  the  first  set¬ 
tlers  of  Oswego  County.  Norman  Rowe  came  here  in  February,  1817,  a 
year  following  the  organization  of  the  county.  He  settled  at  New  Haven 
where  he  became  prominent  in  public  affairs.  He  held  the  offices  of  justice 
of  the  peace  and  magistrate.  He  served  throughout  the  War  of  1812 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel.  His  son,  Nathan  Rowe,  was  born  at 
New  Haven  in  1823  and  served  as  under  sheriff  in  Oswego  County  in 
1848.  He  was  interested  in  the  clothing  business  in  Oswego  and  for  many 
years  was  superintendent  of  the  Oswego  Water  Works.  He  died  Aug.  29, 
1893.  His  son,  Louis  C.,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born 
Nov.  20,  1861,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Oswego.  He 
studied  law  in  the  offices  of  B.  F.  Charles,  district  attorney,  and  later  was 
associated  with  Newton  W.  Nutting.  Mr.  Rowe  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1884  and  became  one  of  the  representative  attorneys  of  Oswego.  He 
was  appointed  postmaster  in  April,  1894,  and  during  1894-95  was  a  member 
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of  the  Charter  Revision  Commission.  From  1909  until  1915  Mr.  Rowe 
served  as  county  judge,  being  the  first  Democrat  to  ever  hold  that  office 
in  Oswego  County.  He  was  also  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  Fortnightly  Club.  He  died  in  1928  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Oswego.  His  widow  is  a  native  of  Syracuse  and  lives  at  138  West 
Sixth  Street,  Oswego.  Their  children  were:  1.  Abbie  Louise,  married 
W.  E.  Briggs,  lives  at  Williamsport,  Pa.  2.  Nathan  N.,  who  died  Oct.  12, 
1906.  3.  Charles  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Charles  L.  Rowe  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School,  spent  one  year 
at  Amherst  College,  and  took  a  course  in  liberal  arts  at  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  has  since  been  interested  in  the  real  estate  business  in 
Oswego,  and  has  met  with  unusual  success  in  this  particular  field. 

On  Aug.  12,  1928,  Mr.  Rowe  was  married  at  Johnson  City,  N.  Y.,  to 
Miss  Carolyn  S.  Jones,  of  Utica.  They  have  a  daughter,  Jean  Carolyn. 

Mr.  Rowe  is  independent  in  politics  and  holds  membership  in  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church.  He  belongs  to  the  Real  Estate  Board  of  New  York, 
Inc.,  and  the  New  York  State  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards. 


Harry  J.  Burgess. — A  substantial  citizen  of  Oswego  is  Harry  J.  Bur¬ 
gess,  who  is  office  and  credit  manager  for  the  Oswego  Candy  Company, 
of  174  West  Third  Street.  He  was  born  at  Kingston,  Ontario,  in  August! 
1865,  the  son  of  James  D.  and  Annie  M.  (Foote)  Burgess. 


James  D.  Burgess  was  a  building  contractor.  He  was  born  at  Kingston, 
Ontario,  but  spent  most  of  his  life  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  where  he  met 
with  unusual  success  in  business.  He  died  there  in  1925.  His  wife,  also 
born  at  Kingston,  Ontario,  is  deceased.  They  are  buried  at  Kingston, 
Ontario.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burgess  were  born  seven  children,  as  follows: 
1.  Harry  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ada,  married  Rev.  M.  E. 
Ketchum,  deceased,  lives  at  Delaware,  Ohio.  3.  Laura,  married  Rev.

The  education  of  Harry  J.  Burgess  was  received  at  Napanee,  Ontario, 
and  he  began  his  business  career  as  junior  bookkeeper  for  the  Ratuburn 
Company,  of  Desronto,  Ontario.  Later  he  came  to  the  company’s  offices 
in  Oswego,  and  after  a  short  time  went  with  the  Oswego  Gas  Company. 
Later,  he  was  with  Post  &  Henderson,  lumber  dealers,  and  for  a  time  was 
also  a  bookkeeper  and  teller  with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Oswego.  In 
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1921  Mr.  Burgess  accepted  his  present  position  with  the  Oswego  Candy 
Company. 

On  June  14,  1887,  Mr.  Burgess  married  Miss  Mary  Deans,  of  Glasgow, 
Scotland,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  Deans.  Their  son,  Donald  J., 
born  in  1890,  is  a  chemist  at  Natural  Bridge,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Burgess  is  independent  in  politics.  He  holds  membership  in  Grace 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Kiwanis  Club, 
and  Fortnightly  Club. 


Tad  W.  Harding,  who  is  manager  of  the  Sancona  Lumber  Company, 
of  Lacona,  is  active  and  progressive  in  the  business  life  of  Oswego  County. 
He  was  born  here,  Oct.  5,  1871,  the  son  of  Gilbert  N.  and  Dolly  (Tuttle) 
Harding. 

Gilbert  N.  Harding,  who  died  in  1907,  was  a  native  of  Sandy  Creek. 
His  wife  was  a  native  of  Redfield,  N.  Y.,  and  resides  at  Lacona.  For  a 
number  of  years  Mr.  Harding  successfully  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  busi¬ 
ness  at  Lacona,  being  associated  with  J.  S.  Robbins.  He  later  owned  and 
operated  a  grist  mill,  which  is  now  managed  by  Stevens  Brothers.  Mr. 
Harding  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  postmaster  and  town  supervisor. 
He  was  also  nominated  for  assemblyman  on  the  Democratic  ticket.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  was  affiliated  with  Sandy 
Creek  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  Second  Master ;  Pulaski  Chapter,  Pulaski  Com- 
mandery;  and  Media  Shrine,  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harding  had  only 
one  child,  Tad  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  attending  Lacona  High  School,  Tad  W.  Harding  was  associated 
with  his  father’s  milling  business  for  seven  years.  The  mill  was  sold  in 
1914  and  in  that  year  Mr.  Harding  went  to  Winnipeg,  Canada,  being  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  grain  interests  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway.  He 
traveled  extensively  in  this  connection  and  after  a  year  returned  to  La¬ 
cona.  He  later  spent  four  years  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  with  the  American 
Locomotive  Works  during  the  World  War,  and  in  1919  accepted  his  pres¬ 
ent  position  in  Lacona  as  manager  of  the  Sancona  Lumber  Company. 

In  1895  Mr.  Harding  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Charlotte 
Hagan,  of  Mannsville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  James  W.  and  Julia  (Finn) 
Hagan,  both  natives  of  New  York  City.  The  former  died  in  1891  and  the 
latter  in  1893.  They  are  buried  at  Mannsville.  Mr.  Hagan  went  to  Cali¬ 
fornia  during  the  gold  rush  of  ’49  and  met  with  success  in  this  venture. 
He  then  returned  to  Oswego  County,  where  he  had  extensive  land  hold¬ 
ings.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harding  have  a  daughter,  Dolly  J.,  born  in  April, 
1897.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Sandy  Creek  High  School  and  Albany  Business 
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College.  She  married  Howard  P.  Blount,  who  is  vice  president  of  the 
Blount  Lumber  Company  and  manager  of  Crownhurst  Farm,  at  Lacona. 

Mr.  Harding  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree 
Henry  Wright,  grandfather  of  Mr.  Harding,  was  one  of  the  early  set¬ 
tlers  of  the  North  Country,  and  was  a  stage  driver  between  Rome  and 
Watertown.  He  lived  on  the  present  site  of  Redfield. 


Ralph  F.  Theurer,  who  is  proprietor  of  the  Oswego  Dental  Labora¬ 
tories,  is  well  and  favorably  known  in  Oswego.  He  was  born  at  Auburn, 
N.  Y.,  Sept.  9,  1895,  the  son  of  John  M.  and  Frieda  (Bietz)  Theurer. 

•  l0lT  5*  7heUrer  is  a  native  of  Auburn*  He  has  engaged  in  business 
in  that  city  for  many  years  and  is  prominent  and  successful  as  an  interior 

decorator.  His  wife  died  in  1930  and  is  buried  at  Auburn.  Their  only 
child  was  Ralph  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Ralph  F.  Theurer  is  a  graduate  of  Auburn  High  School  and  the  Buffalo 
School  of  Mechanical  Dentistry,  class  of  1926.  For  several  years  he  was 
located  m  Auburn  before  establishing  his  laboratory  in  Oswego. 

On  Sept.  1,  1921,  Mr.  Theurer  married  Miss  Louise  Payne,  of  Auburn, 
the  daughter  of  James  A.  and  Kittie  P.  (Lewis)  Payne,  natives  of  New 
York.  Mr.  Payne  died  in  1914  and  his  widow  lives  at  25  Lewis  Street 
Auburn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Theurer  have  a  daughter,  Joan  Anne. 

Mr.  Theurer  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Kiwanis  Club,  Leather  Stocking  Club, 
Cayuga  County  Sportsmen’s  Association  and  American  Legion. 


Hon.  Harold  F.  Porter,  who  is  Judge  of  the  Jefferson  County  Children’s 
Court,  and  one  of  the  best  known  lawyers  in  Watertown,  was  born  at 
Chamberlin,  S.  D.,  Oct.  5,  1883,  the  son  of  Wilbur  A.  and  Minnie  S. 
(Lewis)  Porter. 

A  sketch  of  Wilbur  A.  Porter  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

The  early  education  of  Harold  F.  Porter  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Chamberlain,  S.  D.,  and  Carthage,  N.  Y.,  the  family  having 
removed  to  New  York  in  1893.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school 
Mr.  Porter  attended  the  Albany  Law  School,  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1907.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar  he  became  associated  in  the 
practice  of  law  with  his  father,  and  this  partnership  continued  until  the 
latter’s  death,  Sept.  10,  1929.  Mr.  Porter  served  as  special  county  judge 
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under  the  late  Governor  Whitman,  and  in  November,  1922,  assumed  his 
present  duties  as  judge  of  the  Children’s  Court. 

On  Sept.  3,  1914,  Mr.  Porter  married  Miss  Margaret  H.  Hosley,  the 
daughter  of  Sanford  J.  and  Estella  (Matthews)  Hosley.  Mr.  Hosley, 
deceased,  was  a  well  known  merchant  of  Madrid,  N.  Y.  His  widow  lives 
at  Rochester.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Porter  have  been  born  six  children: 
Harold  F.,  Jr.,  Margaret  Helen,  Robert  H.,  Wilbur  S.,  Edith,  and  Phillip. 

In  politics  Mr.  Porter  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party,  and  he 
has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  county  committee.  He  belongs 
to  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Carthage  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.  No.  158 ;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows ;  Carthage  Rotary  Club ; 
and  Carlowden  Country  Club. 


Leon  N.  Brown,  who  is  identified  with  the  Diamond  Match  Company 
as  an  accountant,  is  prominently  identified  with  the  social,  civic  and  busi¬ 
ness  life  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  June  2,  1890,  the  son  of 
Frank  L.  and  Alice  (Newell)  Brown. 

Frank  L.  Brown,  deceased,  was  a  leading  business  man  of  Oswego 
for  many  years.  He  was  a  native  of  this  city  and  his  wife  was  born  at 
Apulia,  N.  Y.  In  1884  he  established  a  shoe  business  in  Oswego  and  later 
became  associated  with  Frank  Schilling.  Mr.  Brown  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  Oswego  and  served  as  its  director  and 
treasurer.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
Mr.  Brown  died  in  1925  and  his  widow  lives  at  83  West  Mohawk  Street. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Clara,  married  Maurice  Levy,  of  Albany.  2.  Earl 
D.,  who  is  vice  president  of  the  First  and  Second  National  Bank  of  Oswego. 
3.  Marjorie,  who  is  identified  with  the  Parker  &  Griggs  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  of  Oswego.  4.  Leon  N.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  attending  the  Oswego  Normal  High  School,  Leon  M.  Brown 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Diamond  Match  Company  in  1909  as  assistant 
time  keeper.  Four  years  later  he  became  timekeeper,  and  since  1918 
has  been  accountant. 

On  Sept.  10,  1919,  Mr.  Brown  married  Miss  Helen  C.  Picken,  of 
Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School,  class 
of  1918.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Thomas  H.  and  Laura  (Hubbell)  Picken, 
natives  of  England  and  New  York  respectively.  Mr.  Picken  lives  at 
Yonkers.  His  wife  died  in  1928.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  have  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Dorothy  and  Barbara. 

Mr.  Brown  is  a  Republican  and  is  serving  as  alderman  of  the  Third 
Ward,  and  he  is  also  a  member  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church.  He  is  past 
master  of  Frontier  City  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  422,  and  past  district 
deputy  of  Oswego  Masonic  district. 


George  L,  Munroe  is  among  the  able  young  business  men  of  Oswego, 
where  he  has  been  successful  as  a  funeral  director  since  1921.  He  was 

born  in  this  city,  Sept.  29,  1903,  the  son  of  Herbert  and  Elizabeth 
(Dutcher)  Munroe. 

Herbert  Munroe,  deceased,  was  a  well  known  resident  of  Oswego,  where 
he  spent  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  business  as  a  dealer  in 
fertilizer.  He  died  Feb.  4,  1917,  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery, 
Oswego.  His  widow  was  born  at  Palmyra,  N.  Y.,  and  lives  at  Oswego. 
Their  children  are:  George  L,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  and  Mary, 
born  Oct.  18,  1906,  now  employed  in  the  county  clerk’s  office,  of  Oswego, 
as  a  stenographer. 

George  L.  Munroe  has  always  lived  at  Oswego.  Following  his  gradua¬ 
tion  from  high  school  he  entered  the  Syracuse  School  of  Embalming,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1921.  He  immediately  located  in  Oswego  at 
67  East  6th  Street. 

On  April  14,  1925,  Mr.  Munroe  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Har¬ 
riet  Gates,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Gates,  natives 
of  New  York  and  Canada,  respectively.  They  live  at  120  West  Seneca 
Street,  Oswego. 

Politically,  Mr.  Munroe  is  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Congregational  Church,  and  his  wife  holds  membership  in  Christ 
Church.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 


Wilber  A.  Porter. — One  of  the  most  prominent  attorneys  of  Water- 
town,  where  he  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  for 
more  than  half  a  century,  was  Wilbur  A.  Porter.  He  was  born  on  a  farm 
near  Lorraine,  N.  Y.,  July  28,  1855,  the  son  of  Freeman  and  Almeda 
Porter. 

W.  A.  Porter  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and  attended  the 
collegiate  institute  at  Adams.  After  the  completion  of  his  studies  he 
entered  the  law  office  of  his  uncle,  Judge  Wilber  F.  Porter,  of  Watertown. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1877  and  during  the  following  three  years 
engaged  in  practice  at  Watertown.  He  then  removed  to  Chamberlain, 
S.  D.,  where  he  continued  his  practice  with  success  for  15  years.  While 
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there  he  also  served  as  district  attorney  for  three  successive  terms.  Upon 
his  return  to  West  Carthage,  Mr.  Porter  engaged  in  practice  alone  until 
he  was  joined  by  his  son,  Harold  F.  Porter,  the  firm  being  known  as  W.  A. 
and  H.  F.  Porter.  Mr.  Porter  also  served  as  president  of  the  village  of 
West  Carthage  for  two  terms.  He  was  constantly  engaged  in  civic  work 
and  was  an  outstanding  citizen  of  the  community.  He  died  Sept.  10,  1929. 

In  1877  Mr.  Porter  married  Miss  Minnie  S.  Lewis,  of  Watertown.

O’Keefe,  lives  at  Carthage.  Mrs.  Porter  now  resides  in  Carthage. 

Mr.  Porter  was  a  member  of  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  and  belonged  to 
Carthage  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  158. 


Harold  W.  Bales,  D.  V.  M. — One  of  the  widely  known  men  of  Oswego 
County  is  Doctor  Bales,  who  is  connected  with  the  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  as  county  veterinarian  in  Oswego  County,  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  Oswego.  He  was  born  at  Norton,  Kansas,  Aug.  14,  1885,  the 
son  of  W.  W.  and  Alpha  (Thompson)  Bales. 

W.  W.  Bales  is  a  native  of  Iowa.  He  was  a  farmer  in  early  life  but 
since  1909  has  been  identified  with  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College 
at  Manhattan,  Kans.  His  wife  died  in  1928  and  is  buried  at  Edmond, 
Kans.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bales  were  born  three  children:  1.  Harold  W., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ethel,  a  member  of  the  city  welfare  depart¬ 
ment  at  Atchison,  Kans.  3.  Herbert,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Riley,  Kans. 

After  his  graduation  from  Norton  (Kans.)  High  School,  Harold  W» 
Bales  attended  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College,  from  which  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medicine.  He  practiced  his 
profession  at  Randolph,  Kans.,  for  three  years,  after  which  he  became 
identified  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  He  has  been 
located  at  Oswego  since  1924. 

On  Dec.  25,  1912,  Doctor  Bales  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice

He  also  holds  membership  in  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation. 
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William  Wallace  Hall,  M.  D.— During  the  ten  years  that  he  has  been 
established  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Watertown,  Doctor  Hall  has 
proven  his  skill  as  a  physician  and  his  worth  as  a  citizen,  and  today  stands 
out  as  one  of  the  city’s  foremost  men.  He  was  born  at  South  Addison, 
Steuben  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  26,  1887,  the  son  of  Rev.  Edwin  Gardner 
Wallace  and  Olive  C.  (Hutchings)  Hall. 

Rev.  Edwin  Gardner  Wallace  Hall  was  born  at  Oxbow,  Jefferson 
County,  in  1840,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  West  Danby,  Tompkins 
County,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Cazenovia  Seminary  and  the  Evans¬ 
ton  Theological  Seminary,  being  ordained  at  the  latter  institution  as  a 
minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  then  became  an  evan¬ 
gelist  of  the  Bay  of  Quinty  Conference,  at  Ontario,  Canada,  later  becom¬ 
ing  a  member  of  the  Genesee  Conference  in  Western  New  York.  His 
first  charge  was  at  Greenwood,  Steuben  County,  N.  Y.,  and  he  subse¬ 
quently  was  located  at  Pulteney,  Cohocton,  South  Addison,  Jaspeh,  Gains- 
ville,  Alabama,  Evans,  all  of  New  York;  Knoxville,  Tioga  County,  Pa.; 
Cameron,  Pike,  Ionia,  Nunda,  Holland,  Garland,  Williamsville,  and*  Ken- 
more,  all  of  New  York.  Reverend  Hall  retired  from  the  ministry  at  Ken- 
more  and  resided  there  until  his  death  in  1919.  His  wife  died  in  1901, 
and  both  are  buried  at  Knoxville,  Tioga  County,  Pa.  Reverend  Hall  was 
an  ardent  Prohibitionist.  He  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a  member 
of  the  Tenth  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  held  membership  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  To  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Hall  were  born 
four  sons:  Henry  Edwin,  manufacturer,  lives  at  Elyria,  Ohio;  Clayton 
Gardner,  who  is  manager  of  the  Postal  Telegraph  Company,  Elyria,  Ohio ; 
William  Wallace,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Archie  Lewis,  a  World 
War  veteran  and  proprietor  of  a  restaurant  at  Elyria,  Ohio. 

Rev.  Edwin  Gardner  Hall  was  the  son  of  Caleb  Gardner  and  Catherine 
(Lewis)  Hall,  who  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  They  are  buried  at 
Oxbow.  Olive  C.  (Hutchings)  Hall  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Olive 
(Spencer)  Hutchings.  They  were  natives  of  Tompkins  County,  N.  Y., 
and  are  buried  at  West  Danby. 

William  Wallace  Hall  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Honeoye  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Nunda  High  School.  He 
completed  a  teachers’  training  course  in  1906  and  two  years  later  was 
graduated  from  the  Geneseo  Normal  School.  He  then  taught  school  for 
one  year  at  Mumford,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1909  entered  Syracuse  University, 
from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1913.  He 
was  graduated  from  the  Medical  School  of  that  university  in  1917,  and 
spent  the  following  year  as  an  interne  in  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
Hospital  at  Syracuse.  During  the  World  War  Dr.  Hall  held  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Reserve  Corps.  He  began 
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the  general  practice  of  medicine  at  Henderson,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained 
for  one  year.  From  1919  until  1921  he  was  located  at  Bellville,  and  in 
the  latter  year  established  his  present  practice  in  Watertown.  Dr.  Hall 
served  as  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society  in  1929.  He 
also  holds  membership  in  the  New  York  State  Medical  Socity,  American 
Medical  Association,  and  is  a  Fellow  in  the  American  College  of  Physi¬ 
cians.  He  has  taken  graduate  work  in  Boston,  Mass.,  and  at  the  present 
time  is  chief  of  the  Metabolic  division  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
in  Watertown.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Mercy  Hospital. 

In  1917  Dr.  Hall  married  Miss  Elsie  Rogers,  the  daughter  of  Edward 
and  Maggie  (Martin)  Rogers,  of  Clayton,  N.  Y.  The  former  is  deceased 
and  the  latter  lives  at  Clayton.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Hall  have  been  born 
four  children:  William  W.,  Jr.,  Wendell  Thomas,  Suzanne,  and  Edward 
Rogers. 

Dr.  Hall  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  and  Nu  Sigma  Nu  fraternities, 
and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  also  is  affiliated  with  Rising  Light  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.  No.  637. 

In  1929  Dr.  Hall  purchased  the  old  “stone  house”  which  is  located  at 
Burnham’s  Point,  near  Milliens  Bay,  New  York.  It  was  built  for  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  by  his  brother  Joseph,  and  was  to  have  been  the  home  of 
Napoleon,  who  at  that  time  was  in  exile.  It  is  one  of  the  interesting  land¬ 
marks  in  this  section  of  New  York  and  is  the  summer  residence  of  Dr.  Hall 
and  his  family. 


James  Gilbert  Wendell. — One  of  the  well  known  business  men  of  Os¬ 
wego  is  James  Gilbert  Wendell,  optometrist,  who  is  a  member  of  one  of 
the  pioneer  families  of  this  city.  He  was  born  here,  Aug.  18,  1866,  the 
son  of  Jules  and  Mary  (Rhode)  Wendell. 

Jules  Wendell,  deceased,  was  the  founder  of  Oswego’s  first  and  most 
successful  jewelry  business.  Jules  Wendall  &  Son,  located  at  West  First 
and  Bridge  streets  continued  in  business  from  1860  until  1918,  although 
Mr.  Wendell  died  in  1892.  His  wife  died  in  1898.  Both  are  buried  in 
Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wendall  were  born  six 
children.  Those  now  living  are:  1.  James  Gilbert,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Rachel,  married  W.  E.  Lee,  deceased,  lives  at  129  West 
Fourth  Street,  Oswego.  3.  Louise,  married  J.  G.  Gaskill,  deceased,  lives 
at  54  West  Sixth  Street,  Oswego. 

James  Gilbert  Wendell  attended  the  public  schools  of  Oswego  and 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Hamilton  College  in  1886.  At 
an  early  age  he  became  interested  in  his  father’s  jewelry  business,  which 
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he  disposed  of  in  1918.  He  has  since  devoted  his  entire  time  to  his  pro¬ 
fession  as  an  optometrist. 

.  0n  Sept'  15>  1927>  Mr-  Wendell  married  Elizabeth  Bright  Talley  of 
Wilmington,  Del.  She  was  the  widow  of  former  Adjutant-General  Garrett 
Jefferson  Hart,  of  Delaware,  when  she  married  Mr.  Wendall.  Her  parents 
were  William  Henry  and  Elizabeth  (Bright)  Talley.  Mr.  Talley 
deceased,  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Hezekiah  Talley  of  Delaware’ 
and  a  direct  descendant  of  General  Talleyrand  of  France.  William 
Henry  Talley  was  a  leading  banker  of  Wilmington.  Elizabeth  (Bright) 
Talley  was  descended  from  John  Bright,  at  one  time  Prime  Minister  of 
England.  Her  parents  were  natives  of  France  and  England,  respectively. 
The  Talley  family  were  pioneer  fruit  growers  of  Delaware. 

Politically  Mr.  Wendell  is  a  Democrat.  He  and  his  wife  are  members 
of  Christ  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge 


Frank  J.  Wooster.— A  substantial  and  successful  business  man  of  Ful¬ 
ton  is  Frank  J.  Wooster,  commercial  photographer.  He  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Barker,  Broom  County,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  12,  1871,  the  son  of  Lyman 
and  Lucy  Amelia  (Bowker)  Wooster. 

Lyman  Wooster  spent  his  entire  life  on  the  Wooster  homestead  near 
Barker.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  joiner,  also  a  millwright.  He  died  in 
1881  and  his  wife  is  also  deceased.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  children:  1.  Ada  Courtney,  deceased.  2.  Nellie  Chamberlain,  lives  in 
Fulton.  3.  Lena  Purdy,  deceased.  4.  Cora,  resides  in  the  town  of  Barker. 
5.  Frank  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Fred  R.,  Johnson  City,  N  Y 
7.  Myrnie  Schemerhorn,  LaFayette,  N.  Y. 

Frank  J.  Wooster  spent  his  early  life  on  a  farm  and  attended  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Barker.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  Fulton  since  1905  and 
at  that  time  was  employed  by  R.  B.  McRae,  hardware  dealer.  As  a  result 
of  a  serious  accident,  Mr.  Wooster  retired  from  his  trade  as  a  tinsmith, 
and  m  1909  became  interested  in  photography  and  has  established  a  suc¬ 
cessful  business.  His  place  of  business  is  located  at  221  Utica  Street. 

On  Nov.  17,  1897,  Mr.  Wooster  married  Miss  Eunice  Isadore  Young,  of 
Whitney  Point,  N.  Y.,  born  Dec.  16,  1874.  She  died  in  April,  1908,  and  is 
buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Whitney  Point.

Politically,  Mr.  Wooster  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  and  belongs  to  Whitney  Point  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  795 
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James  O.  Sheldon. — As  president  of  the  Bank  of  Gouverneur,  Mr.  Shel¬ 
don  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the  business  life  of  this  city  for 
many  years,  and  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  families 
of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  April  7,  1863,  the  son 
of  Henry  and  Martha  (Aldous)  Sheldon. 

Henry  Sheldon  was  born  at  Gouverneur,  July  2,  1814,  the  son  of  Tim¬ 
othy  and  Nancy  (Bowen)  Sheldon.  They  were  natives  of  Pawtucket, 
R.  I.,  and  came  to  St.  Lawrence  County  in  1808.  They  settled  on  a  farm 
near  Gouverneur  and  were  prominent  pioneers  of  this  section.  Timothy 
Sheldon’s  wife  was  born  in  1785  and  died  in  1856.  Both  are  buried  at 
Gouverneur.  Their  son,  Henry,  was  educated  at  Gouverneur.  He  went  to 
Michigan  in  1834  but  after  ten  years  returned  to  Gouverneur,  where  he 
conducted  a  book  and  stationery  business  for  a  number  of  years.  Due  to 
ill  health  he  later  retired  and  located  at  Vineland,  N.  J.  After  1  y2  years, 
however,  he  returned  to  Gouverneur,  where  he  died  May  2,  1873.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Gouverneur,  April  16,  1824,  and  died  in  December,  1878. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Stephen  Aldous,  who  was  born  in  England  in 
1793.  He  died  at  Gouverneur,  April  8,  1888.  Henry  Sheldon  was  a  Re¬ 
publican  and  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  To  Henry  and  Martha 
(Aldous)  Sheldon  were  born  five  children:  1.  Julia,  who  died  July  12, 
1920,  was  the  wife  of  Edward  H.  Neary,  attorney,  who  died  Dec.  17,  1918. 
2.  Theodore  B.,  who  died  in  1913.  3.  Emma  J.,  who  died  in  1924,  was  the 
wife  of  Seymour  A.  Easton,  of  Gouverneur.  4.  Arthur  T.,  born  Oct.  1, 
1860,  lives  at  Glen  Rock,  N.  J.  5.  James  0.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

James  0.  Sheldon  attended  the  Gouverneur  public  schools  and  Gou¬ 
verneur  Wesleyan  Seminary.  As  a  young  man  he  served  as  assistant  post¬ 
master  for  three  years  and  later  clerked  in  the  grocery  store  of  Laidlay  & 
Kinney.  In  1883  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  Bank  of  Gouverneur,  and  after 
three  years  was  employed  as  a  bookkeeper  in  the  St.  Lawrence  Quarries, 
Gouverneur.  He  returned  to  the  Bank  of  Gouverneur  in  1888  as  teller, 
later  became  assistant  cashier,  and  in  1909  was  appointed  cashier.

H.  Clifford  Stokes.— One  of  the  progressive  young  business  men  of 
Oswego  is  H.  Clifford  Stokes,  who  is  manager  of  the  Central  New  York 
Mortgage  and  Title  Company,  with  offices  in  the  Second  National  Bank 
Building.  He  was  born  at  Louisville,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  22,  1905,  the  son  of 
Rev.  Samuel  and  Bertha  (Upton)  Stokes. 

Rev.  Samuel  Stokes  is  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church  at  Roches¬ 
ter,  having  been  located  there  since  1928.  He  formerly  had  charges  at 
Syracuse  and  Utica.  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Stokes  had  two  children :  Alberta, 
died  Sept.  9,  1923  and  H.  Clifford,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  H.  Clifford  Stokes  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Syracuse,  and  for  three  years  he  studied  engineering  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  University.  He  became  an  abstract  clerk  with  the  Syracuse  Mort¬ 
gage  and  Title  Company  in  1926,  and  three  years  later  was  appointed  map 
engineer  for  the  city  of  Syracuse.

A.  K.  Rowlison.— Prominent  in  the  affairs  of  Oswego  County  is  A.  K. 
Rowlison,  who  is  serving  as  under  sheriff,  with  offices  in  the  Court  House 
of  Oswego.  He  was  born  at  Scriba,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  2,  1872,  the  son  of  Clinton 
and  Theoda  Maria  (Hill)  Rowlison. 

Clinton  Rowlison,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  served 
with  the  16th  New  York  Cavalry,  and  was  held  prisoner  first  at  Libby 
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Prison  and  later  at  Andersonville  Prison,  after  having  escaped  from  the 
former.  He  participated  in  numerous  important  engagements  of  the 
war,  and  after  his  discharge,  he  became  interested  in  business  at  Ver¬ 
million,  N.  Y.,  as  a  building  contractor.  He  was  recognized  as  a  pioneer 
business  man  of  that  section  and  was  a  substantial  citizen.  He  died 
Jan.  26,  1909,  and  his  wife  died  Jan.  18,  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Ver¬ 
million.  Their  children  were:  May,  married  M.  King,  lives  at  Albany, 
N.  Y. ;  Mina,  married  D.  B.  Kane,  lives  at  Fulton,  N.  Y. ;  Mildred,  deceased, 
was  the  wife  of  Charles  Dolbear;  and  A.  K.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  New  Haven,  N.  Y., 
A.  K.  Rowlison  worked  at  the  trades  of  painter  and  shade  maker.  He 
served  in  the  capacity  of  deputy  sheriff  of  Oswego  County  for  12  years,  as 
county  jailer  for  almost  four  years,  and  has  been  under  sheriff  since  1927.

He  was  born 
here,  Oct.  9,  1870,  the  son  of  William  W.  and  Ellen  (Cronley)  Spencer. 

William  W.  Spencer,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Canada,  born  at  Spen- 
cerville.  His  wife  was  born  in  Oswego.  He  became  a  lake  captain  and 
sailed  the  “Belle  Hanscomb,”  of  Detroit,  for  many  years,  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1905  being  the  oldest  captain  on  the  Lakes  in  point  of  service. 
His  wife  died  in  1906.  Both  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego. 
They  were  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  William  W.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Elizabeth,  lives  at  Oswego.  3.  Ellen,  lives  at  Oswego.  4. 
James  C.,  lives  at  Oswego. 

William  W.  Spencer  has  always  lived  in  Oswego.  After  completing 
his  schooling  in  1886  he  became  interested  in  business  here  as  a  coal 
dealer  and  soon  added  the  insurance  business,  being  associated  with  J.  B. 
Donnelly,  with  offices  in  the  First  National  Bank  Building.  Since  1921 
he  has  had  offices  at  35-7  East  Bridge  Street. 
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In  1921  Mr.  Spencer  married  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Wiegand,  of  Oswego,  the 
daughter  of  John  Otis,  who  is  deceased.  He  was  a  native  of  New  York.

James  B.  Burt.— As  mayor  of  Hannibal,  Mr.  Burt  is  widely  known  as 
the  city’s  pioneer  merchant,  and  he  is  prominent  throughout  Oswego 
County.  He  was  born  here,  Oct.  5,  1857,  the  son  of  James  W.  and  Jane 
(McDonald)  Burt. 

James  W.  Burt  was  the  founder  of  the  clothing  business  in  Hannibal 
which  is  now  conducted  by  his  son.  He  was  a  native  of  Oswego  and  was 
among  the  first  settlers  of  Hannibal  where  he  died  Dec.  5,  1910.  In  early 
life  he  engaged  in  farming  and  in  March,  1857,  opened  a  small  shop  on 
Main  Street,  where  he  became  successful  as  a  dealer  in  men’s  clothing  and 
furnishings.  He  was  thus  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Burt 
served  as  mayor  of  Hannibal  from  1901  until  1906,  and  also  held  the  office 
of  postmaster.  He  was  identified  with  the  railroad  commission  during  the 
building  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  in  this  section  of  the  state. 


Jane  (McDonald)  Burt  was  born  at  Oswego  and  died  in  Hannibal,  May  13, 
1931.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burt  were  born  two  children:  1.  James  B.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Rena,  married  James  R.  Jackman,  lives  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y. 


James  B.  Burt  is  a  graduate  of  Hannibal  High  School.  He  began  his 
business  career  in  Syracuse  as  bookkeeper  for  A.  C.  Yates  &  Company,  and 
remained  there  for  three  years.  He  then  became  a  salesman  for  that  firm 
in  Philadelphia  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  ten  years.  His  next  busi¬ 
ness  connection  was  as  salesman  for  ten  years  with  Rogers,  Peet  &  Com¬ 
pany  in  New  York  City.  Mr.  Burt  then  returned  to  the  employ  of  A.  C. 
Yates  &  Company  for  three  years,  and  for  three  years  was  also  manager 
of  W.  S.  Peck  &  Company,  in  Syracuse.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father 
in  1910  he  returned  to  Hannibal  to  assume  the  management  of  the  store, 
with  which  he  is  still  identified.

1.  Rena,  the  widow  of  Henry  P.  Goble,  lives  at  Oswego,  where  she  is  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  office  of  the  county  treasurer.  2.  Stanley,  who  is  associated 
in  business  with  his  father  at  Hannibal. 

Politically,  Mr.  Burt  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  served  as  post¬ 
master  of  Hannibal  during  the  McKinley  administration,  and  is  now  hold¬ 
ing  the  office  of  mayor.

Ezra  B.  Tucker. — During  a  business  career  of  more  than  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  in  Hannibal,  Ezra  B.  Tucker,  retired,  was  identified  with  the  cheese 
industry  as  president  of  the  Hannibal  Cheese  Company.  He  was  born  at 
Pittsfield,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  13,  1842,  the  son  of  Benoni  and  Lois  (Cook)  Tucker. 

Benoni  Tucker  was  a  native  of  Otsego,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1847.  He 
was  a  carpenter  and  also  engaged  in  general  farming.  His  wife  is  also 
deceased.  They  are  buried  at  Westmoreland,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were: 
1.  Theodama  Houseman.  2.  Betsy  Jane  Chapman.  3.  Juliana  Fenton.  4. 
Eliza  Snell.  5.  Harriet.  6.  Elmira  Payne.  7.  Ezra  B.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  8.  Diana  Louise  Daly.  9.  Alice  Fenton.  All  are  deceased  except 
Ezra  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Ezra  B.  Tucker  was  reared  and  educated  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  From  1855 
until  1857  he  was  employed  with  the  jewelry  business  of  Kline  Brothers, 
at  Utica.  He  then  assisted  in  the  management  of  Beaver  Meadow  Farm, 
Oswego  County.  During  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Tucker  enlisted  and  served 
with  the  184th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  then  engaged  in  the 
cheese  business  at  Pennellville,  Oswego  County,  with  a  Mr.  Sears  until 
1870.  Mr.  Tucker  then  operated  a  factory  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  N.  Y.,  for 
two  years,  and  in  1874  came  to  Hannibal  where  he  owned  and  managed 
the  Hannibal  Cheese  Company  until  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1926. 
He  then  disposed  of  his  holdings  to  the  Sodus  Cooperative  Creamery  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Wolcott,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Tucker  had  the  distinction  of  being  awarded 
first  prize  at  the  New  York  State  Fair  in  1910  for  the  finest  cheese  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  state.  In  1901  cheese  manufactured  in  this  plant  scored 
97!/2  at  the  Pan  American  Exposition  in  Buffalo. 

Mr.  Tucker  was  married  (first)  on  Jan.  3,  1863,  to  Miss  Helen  Brom¬ 
ley.  Their  son,  Clinton  E.,  died  Feb.  16,  1928,  and  is  buried  at  Hannibal. 
Mr.  Tucker  was  married  (second)  on  March  15,  1921,  to  Fanny  R.  Cooley, 
the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Eliza  J.  Rogers.  The  former  a  native  of  Eng¬ 
land  died  in  1891  and  the  latter  died  in  1913.  Both  are  buried  at  Hanni¬ 
bal.  Mr.  Tucker  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  has  held  the  office  of

After  his  graduation  from  West  Monroe  High  School,  Otis  Fuller 
spent  seven  years  in  farming  in  Madison  County,  N.  Y.  He  removed  to 
Central  Square  in  1894  and  during  the  following  seven  years  conducted 
a  bicycle  and  repair  shop.

Stephen  Roy  Lockwood.— About  24  years  ago  Stephen  Roy  Lockwood 
introduced  the  subject  of  agriculture  in  the  New  York  public  school  sys¬ 
tem  as  a  teacher  at  Hannibal,  and  has  the  distinction  of  being  a  pioneer 
in  this  particular  field  of  instruction.  He  was  born  at  North  Hannibal, 

Oswego  County,  March  27,  1877,  the  son  of  Galusha  and  Delia  Ann  (Stark) 
Lockwood. 

Galusha  Lockwood  was  born  in  the  town  of  Hannibal,  N.  Y.  He  was 
a  dealer  in  meats  and  had  a  well  established  business.  He  died  in  1887. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Princetown,  Schenectady  County,  N.  Y.,  and  died 
in  1926,  at  the  age  of  93  years.  Both  are  buried  at  Hannibal.  They 
were  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  this 
denomination  in  Hannibal.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lockwood  were  born  four 
children:  1.  Frederick,  who  died  in  1929.  2.  Cade,  lives  at  Fairdale, 

N.  Y.  3.  Laura  L.,  a  graduate  nurse,  married  Frank  Day,  lives  at  Sodus, 
N.  Y.  4.  Stephen  Roy,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Stephen  Roy  Lockwood  is  a  graduate  of  Fulton  High  School  and 
received  scientific  and  classical  certificates  at  Oswego  State  Normal  School 
in  1900  and  1906,  respectively.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  at  Syracuse  University  in  1922,  and  a  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
in  1927.  Mr.  Lockwood  began  his  teaching  career  on  Long  Island,  N.  Y., 
and  in  1900  came  to  Hannibal  as  high  school  principal.  In  1908,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  he  introduced  the  study  of  agriculture  in  the  local  high 
school,  being  given  a  free  hand  in  the  organization  by  the  school  board, 
but  without  any  state  aid.  Mr.  Lockwood  is  widely  known  as  a  scholar 
of  unusual  ability  and  possesses  insight  into  the  psychology  of  elementary 
and  secondary  pupils  and  sound  philosophy  of  education  in  terms  of  the 
present  economic  and  social  conditions.  Through  his  ability  he  has  won 
recognition  throughout  the  state  of  New  York  in  the  teaching  of  voca¬ 
tional  agriculture.  He  is  a  member  of  the  committee  of  the  Association 
of  Teachers  of  Agriculture  in  New  York,  which  has  just  published 
Twenty  Years  of  Agriculture  in  New  York  State — 1911-1931.”  From 
1921  until  1923  Mr.  Lockwood  was  president  of  this  association.  He  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  committee  on  Nature  Study  and  Agriculture 
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in  the  State  Educational  Department,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Association 
of  Academic  Principals  and  New  York  State  Teachers  Association.  In 
1920  he  was  president  of  the  Oswego  County  High  School  Association. 

On  Aug.  14,  1901,  Mr.  Lockwood  married  Miss  Marietta  Harris,  of 
Middletown,  Orange  County,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Crawford  and 
Mary  E.  (Goldsmith)  Harris.  Mr.  Harris  was  born  July  8,  1846,  at  Mont¬ 
gomery,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1921.  His  wife  died  in  1926.  Both  were  na¬ 
tives  of  New  York.  The  town  of  Crawford,  founded  by  members  of  the 
Crawford  family,  is  named  in  their  honor.  To  Stephen  Roy  and  Marietta 
(Harris)  Lockwood  were  born  five  sons:  1.  Maurice  G.,  farmer  and  coal 
dealer,  lives  at  North  Hannibal.  2.  Robert  R.,  who  is  assistant  attorney 
in  the  patent  office  of  the  Westinghouse  Electric  Company  in  Pittsburgh. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology  and  is  an  elec¬ 
trical  engineer.  3.  Harris  C.,  first  class  midshipman  at  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Academy,  Annapolis.  He  was  the  last  appointee  made  by  the  late  Con¬ 
gressman  Sweet  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.  4-5.  Fred  S.  and  Frank  G.,  twins.  They 
are  students  at  Hannibal  High  School. 

Mr.  Lockwood  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Community  Church, 
of  which  he  has  been  an  elder  since  1903,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Grange,  state  and  national. 


William  F.  Anderson,  who  is  engaged  in  the  lumber  and  builders  sup¬ 
ply  business  at  Potsdam,  is  among  the  city’s  substantial  merchants.  He 
was  born  here,  June  23,  1873,  the  son  of  William  and  Jane  (Johnson) 
Anderson. 

William  Anderson,  who  died  in  1912,  was  a  native  of  England.  He 
came  to  this  country  with  his  mother  and  brothers  and  he  settled  in  Can¬ 
ada.

He  was  born  at  Parish,  and  throughout  his  life  has  been  a  suc¬ 
cessful  farmer  and  stockman  on  the  original  House  homestead  near 
Altmar.  His  wife  was  born  at  Albion,  N.  Y.  Their  children  are:  1.  Alta, 
who  died  in  1894.  2.  Vern,  who  died  in  1895.  3.  Owen  W.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  4.  Gladys,  married  James  Barnard,  lives  at  Altmar. 

The  boyhood  and  early  life  of  Owen  W.  House  was  spent  on  the  farm 
and  he  attended  the  Parish  public  schools.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World 
War  he  entered  the  service  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  7th  Infantry, 
Third  Division,  and  served  in  France  with  that  organization.  He  saw 
active  service  at  the  front,  and  participated  in  such  important  engage¬ 
ments  as  the  Marne  offensive,  Meuse  Argonne  offensive,  Belleau  Wood, 
and  St.  Mihiel.

John  Elmer  C.  Abbott,  D.  D.  S. — Prominent  in  professional  circles  in 
Oswego  County  is  Doctor  Abbott,  who  is  engaged  in  successful  practice 
at  Pulaski.

James  H.  Campbell  is  well  known  among  the  substantial  business  men 
of  Oswego  County,  and  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Altmar.  He  was  born 
there,  Jan.  24,  1857,  the  son  of  Cornelius  and  Elizabeth  (Crosby)  Campbell. 

Cornelius  Campbell  was  a  native  of  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  born  April 
13,  1819.  He  was  among  the  very  early  settlers  of  Altmar  and  for  many 
years  was  foreman  in  the  employ  of  the  Simons  &  Taft  Lumber  Company. 
He  later  engaged  in  business  for  himself  and  also  was  interested  in 
farming.  He  was  prominent  in  local  politics  and  served  as  president  of 
the  village.  Politically  he  was  a  Republican.  Mr.  Campbell  died  March 
10,  1892.  His  wife,  born  Oct.  7,  1829,  at  Lowville,  died  Jan.  3,  1885 
Both  are  buried  at  Altmar.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Campbell  were  born  nine 
children:  1.  Emily,  who  died  in  1892,  was  the  wife  of  Charles  E  Riker 
2.  Albert,  retired,  lives  at  Natural  Bridge,  N.  Y.  3.  Ida,  who  died  in  1906^ 
was  the  wife  of  Monroe  Austin.  4.  Alonzo,  who  died  in  1925.  5.  James 
H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Nettie  J.,  married  Lozelle  Rich,  lives 
at  Sterlingville,  N.  Y.  7.  Frankie,  the  widow  of  Irving  Weston,  lives  at 
O  ean,  N.  Y.  8.  Elizabeth,  deceased.  9.  Hayes,  who  died  in  1890 

James  H.  Campbell  attended  the  public  schools  of  Altmar  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Pulaski  Academy.  He  taught  school  for  three  years  and 
spent  some  time  in  the  employ  of  Wesley  Rich,  a  merchant.  He  later 
went  to  Leadville,  Colo.,  where  he  was  identified  with  the  Mason  Lumber 
Company  for  six  months.  Upon  his  return  to  Altmar  he  was  connected 
with  the  Post  &  Henderson  Lumber  Company  for  one  year,  afterward 
spending  five  years  with  the  George  Marsh  Brick  Company,  of  Hart¬ 
ford,  Conn.  In  1892  Mr.  Campbell  again  returned  to  Altmar  and  upon 
the  death  of  his  father  he  became  owner  of  the  homestead.  Since  1915 
he  has  operated  a  grist  mill  at  Altmar,  and  he  is  also  proprietor  of  the 
Altmar  Garage,  which  was  opened  by  him  in  1923.

The  former  died  May  4,  1918,  and  the  latter  resides 
at  Parish.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Simmons  have  been  born  four  children:  1.

Jan.  17,  1925.  4.  Robert,  born  Nov.  1,  1930. 

Mr.  Simmons  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Rus¬ 
sell  Horning  Post,  American  Legion,  of  which  he  is  second  vice  com¬ 
mander,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Pulaski  Fish  &  Game  Club.

Fenner  J.  Rich  attended  the  public  school  at  Altmar  and  in  1903 
completed  a  course  of  study  at  Albany  Business  College.  He  then  enlisted 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  at  Plattsburg  and  was  in  the  service  until  1906, 
being  discharged  with  the  rank  of  corporal.  From  1906  until  1910  Mr. 
Rich  was  a  clerk  in  the  general  store  of  C.  E.  Reese,  after  which  he 
located  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  as  steward  for  Hotel  Allen.

Square,  is  a  progressive  business  man  and  highly  esteemed  citizen  of 
Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Pleasant  Brook,  N.  Y.,  March  31,  1867, 
the  son  of  Avery  T.  and  Emma  (Dygert)  Low. 

Avery  T.  Low  was  born  at  South  Valley,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1911.  He 
is  buried  at  Central  Square.  In  1868  Mr.  Low  established  the  A.  T.  Low 
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&  Company  store,  with  which  he  was  successfully  identified  until  1892. 
He  then  held  the  office  of  postmaster  until  1897,  and  after  the  completion 
of  his  term  of  office  he  resumed  his  former  business  connections.  He 
became  one  of  Central  Square’s  most  representative  merchants.  His 
widow,  a  native  of  Frankfort,  N.  Y.,  resides  at  Central  Square.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Henry  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Armonelle, 
widow  of  Dr.  H.  P.  Wilcox,  lives  at  Central  Square. 

Henry  C.  Low  grew  up  at  Central  Square  and  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools  here,  being  a  graduate  of  Central  Square  High  School. 
He  was  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  Bort  &  Bailey,  of  Beloit,  Wis.,  for  five  years, 
and  upon  his  return  to  Central  Square  he  taught  in  the  rural  schools  for 
a  time.

Delbert  A.  Gates  is  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  now  resides 
at  Gouverneur.  As  a  young  man  he  was  interested  in  farming  in  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  and  later  lived  in  Kansas.  For  several  years  he  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  cheese  at  Topeka,  and  upon  his  return  to  New  York 
he  owned  and  operated  a  grist  mill  at  Antwerp.  He  resides  in  Gouverneur.

C.  M.  Salisbury,  who  is  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  La- 
cona,  is  prominent  in  the  business  affairs  of  Oswego  County.  He  was 
born  at  Ellisburg,  Jefferson  County,  Sept.  19,  1857,  the  son  of  Theron  P. 
and  Sally  (Alton)  Salisbury. 

Theron  P.  Salisbury  was  born  at  Ellisburg,  his  father  being  one  of  the 
first  settlers  in  that  section  of  Jefferson  County.  The  original  homestead 
contained  107  acres,  and  Mr.  Salisbury  became  the  owner  of  300  acres. 
He  was  living  retired  at  Lacona  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1892.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Sandy  Creek  and  died  in  1877.  They  are  buried  in 
Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Sandy  Creek.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Salisbury 
took  an  active  part  in  local  Republican  politics.

— As  mayor  of  Gouverneur,  Mr.  Freeman  is  a  rep¬ 
resentative  citizen  of  that  community,  and  is  also  a  leader  in  the  business 
affairs  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  being  identified  with  Freeman  Brothers, 
dealers  in  agricultural  implements,  18  Clinton  Street.  He  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Edwards,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Dec.  14,  1874,  the  son  of  Rich¬ 
ard  0.  and  Adelia  Ann  (Sullivan)  Freeman. 

Richard  0.  Freeman  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  St.  Lawrence  County, 
born  in  the  town  of  Edwards.  He  was  a  farmer  throughout  his  life  and 
was  interested  in  dairying.  He  became  the  owner  of  two  farms  of  300 
acres  and  also  owned  1,100  acres  of  land  at  Clear  Lake  and  Beaver  Mea¬ 
dows,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Freeman  died  in  1918  and  his  wife  died  in  1921.  Both 
are  buried  at  Edwards  Village.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  road 
supervisor  and  school  trustee.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belonged  to  Wildwood  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  the  Gouverneur  Grange! 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Freeman  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Sarah, 
married  Hannibal  Noble,  lives  at  Blooming  Prairie,  Minn.  2.  Grant  E., 
who  lives  on  the  old  homestead.  3.  Bruce  T.,  deceased,  had  served  as  a 
member  of  the  police  department  in  New  York  City.  4.  Clara  A.,  lives  at 
Gouverneur.  5.  Henry  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  William,  who  is 
identified  with  Freeman  Brothers,  of  Gouverneur.  7.  Mable,  a  teacher 
before  her  marriage  to  Carl  Wheater,  and  they  live  at  Gouverneur. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Edwards,  Henry  R. 
Freeman  attended  Wesleyan  Seminary  and  in  1899  was  graduated  from 
Potsdam  Normal  School.  He  taught  school  for  one  year  at  Fowler,  St.

At  the  age  of  13  years  A.  R.  Wagner  entered  the  employ  of  the  Caine 
general  store,  of  Adams.  He  had  attended  Adams  High  School  for  two 
years.  Later  he  traveled  out  of  Watertown  as  a  salesman  for  the  Armour 
Packing  Company.  In  1921  Mr.  Wagner  came  to  Lacona  and  purchased 
the  business  interests  of  the  O’Brien  store.

Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  136;  Lake  Ontario  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  165; 
Oswego  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  32;  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks  271,  Oswego.  He 
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also  belongs  to  the  Fortnightly  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church  and  Mrs.  Hardie  holds  membership  in  St.  Mary’s  Catholic 
Church. 


Olin  D.  Cornwell,  who  died  in  1910,  was  a  well  known  and  substantial 
citizen  of  Sandy  Creek  and  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Lorraine, 
N.  Y.,  in  1851,  the  son  of  Francis  and  Priscilla  (Leeper)  Cornwell. 

Francis  Cornwell  lived  on  a  farm  near  Sandy  Creek,  members  of  his 
family  being  early  settlers  of  Jefferson  County.  His  wife  was  born  at 
Lorraine.  Their  children  were:  1.  Madison.  2.  Olin  D.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

After  attending  Pulaski  High  School,  Olin  D.  Cornwell  returned  to 
his  father’s  farm  where  he  remained  until  his  marriage  in  1872.  He  then 
purchased  land  owned  by  William  Bishop  near  Sandy  Creek  and  became 
one  of  the  most  prosperous  farmers  in  the  county. 

On  Jan.  24,  1872,  Mr.  Cornwell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Rosa 
Bishop,  of  Sandy  Creek.  She  is  the  daughter  of  William  and  Cynthia 
(Maxsom)  Bishop.  William  Bishop,  who  died  Oct.  30,  1896,  is  buried  at 
Sandy  Creek.  He  was  a  native  of  Oswego  County  and  in  early  life  was 
a  lake  captain.  Later  he  became  the  owner  of  a  well  improved  farm 
which  was  located  overlooking  Lake  Ontario.  His  wife  died  in  1907.  She 
was  also  a  native  of  Oswego  County.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cornwell  were  born 
two  children:  1.  Lora  J.,  born  Aug.  18,  1873,  the  widow  of  Edward  Clark, 
lives  at  Sandy  Creek.  2.  Alfred,  who  is  second  vice  president  of  the 
Woolworth  Company  in  New  York  City.  He  married  Miss  Margaret 
Churchill  of  New  York  City,  and  they  have  a  son,  Bishop  Churchill.  He 
is  a  high  school  student. 

Olin  D.  Cornwell  was  always  a  Republican.  He  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  Maccabees  and  Grange. 

Mrs.  Cornwell  resides  at  Sandy  Creek. 


Robert  F.  Hutchins. — Among  the  most  progressive  young  business 
men  of  Pulaski  is  Robert  F.  Hutchins,  photographer.  He  was  born  at 
Pulaski,  June  10,  1907,  the  son  of  B.  F.  and  Helen  (Snyder)  Hutchins. 

B.  F.  Hutchins,  deceased,  was  a  well  known  druggist  of  Pulaski  for 
many  years.  He  was  born  in  New  York  and  in  early  life  was  a  farmer. 
He  then  became  interested  in  the  drug  business  at  Parish,  and  in  1900 
was  graduated  from  the  Buffalo  School  of  Pharmacy.  During  the  follow- 
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mg  year  he  was  a  druggist  in  the  employ  of  Hanna  &  Cohling,  in  Syracuse, 
after  which  he  removed  to  Pulaski,  and  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Meacham  Drug  Company.  In  1919  Mr.  Meacham  died  and  at  that  time 
Mr.  Hutchins  assumed  full  control  of  the  business.  He  died  in  November, 
1930,  and  is  buried  in  Pulaski.  His  widow  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County, 
N.  Y.,  and  still  resides  at  Pulaski.  Their  only  child  was  Robert  F.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Pulaski  High  School,  Robert  F.  Hutchins 
was  associated  with  his  father’s  drug  business.  He  soon  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  photography,  however,  and  opened  a  studio  on  Jefferson  Street. 
He  is  recognized  as  an  artist  in  his  work  and  is  well  established.  Mr. 
Hutchins  also  specializes  in  the  development  and  printing  of  amateur 
work. 

Mr.  Hutchins  was  married  on  July  24,  1927,  at  Williamstown,  N.  Y., 
to  Miss  Hattie  Miner,  the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Octavia  (Hilton)  Miner, 
of  Orwell,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hutchins  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Hutchins  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans.  His  wife  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Unitarian  Church. 

Ira  F.  Hutchins,  grandfather  of  Mr.  Hutchins,  was  a  Civil  War  veteran. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  famous  “Black  Horse  Cavalry,”  and  participated 
in  numerous  important  battles  of  the  war.  He  died  in  1907  and  is  buried 
at  Dugway,  N.  Y.  He  held  membership  in  the  J.  B.  Butler  Post,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 


Hon.  Danford  E.  Ainsworth.— A  prominent  figure  in  public  affairs  in 
New  York  State  for  many  years  was  Hon.  Danford  E.  Ainsworth,  who 
died  in  Albany,  Oct.  27,  1927.  He  was  elected  to  the  general  assembly  in 
1885  and  served  as  a  member  of  that  body  in  1886-87-88-89-93-94-95.  He 
was  ever  a  ready  and  forceful  debater  as  well  as  a  public  speaker  of  rare 
ability,  so  that  he  quickly  became  recognized  as  the  Republican  leader 
on  the  floor  of  the  assembly  and  was  in  demand  throughout  the  state  in 
campaigns  and  on  other  occasions  as  well.  In  1894  he  was  chairman  of 
the  leading  assembly  committee,  that  on  ways  and  means,  and  as  such 
directed  the  policy  of  his  party.  In  that  session  he  introduced  upwards 
of  90  measures,  nearly  all  of  which  were  enacted  into  laws. 

The  legislature  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Ainsworth  appropriated 
$1,497,034,  a  reduction  of  $1,299,550  over  the  preceding  year.  In  1895 
he  was  again  the  Republican  leader,  being  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
ways  and  means,  and  a  member  of  the  committee  upon  rules  and  codes. 
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Danford  E.  Ainsworth  was  born  at  Clayton,  Jefferson  County,  Nov.  29, 
1848,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Philomena  (Allen)  Ainsworth.  Most  of  his 
early  years  were  spent  on  a  farm  overlooking  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  and 
throughout  his  life  he  had  a  passionate  fondness  for  that  stream.  At 
the  head  of  Thousand  Island  Park  he  erected  a  cottage  in  the  early  days 
of  the  Park,  where  he  passed  a  portion  of  every  summer  until  the  last 
few  years  of  his  life. 

During  his  early  life  his  family  moved  to  Sandy  Creek,  where  he 
became  the  owner  of  the  property  of  George  Rounds,  located  on  South 
Main  Street.  The  younger  Ainsworth  attended  the  local  schools,  Pulaski 
Academy,  and  Valley  Seminary  in  Fulton.  In  1873,  when  25  years  of 
age,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  having  studied  law  with  Henry  L.  Howe, 
who  later  became  surrogate,  leaving  Mr.  Ainsworth  his  practice.  Their 
offices  were  over  those  now  occupied  by  Sargent  &  Sargent,  then  in  the 
Sandy  Creek  News  Building,  and  still  later  in  the  suite  now  occupied  by 
H.  Louis  Wallace. 

Mr.  Ainsworth  received  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  Union  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Schenectady.  On  June  1,  1895,  he  was  appointed  deputy  super¬ 
intendent  of  public  instruction  under  Charles  R.  Skinner,  and  continued 
in  the  position  until  1904,  when  the  commissioner  of  education  became 
the  head  of  the  school  system  of  the  state  of  New  York.  Mr.  Ainsworth 
was  an  important  factor  at  that  time  in  remodeling  the  school  laws  of 
the  Empire  State,  and  in  seeing  that  they  were  enacted  by  the  state 
legislature.  He  later  served  as  first  deputy  attorney  general  of  the  State 
of  New  York  in  1905-07.  Afterward  in  May,  1907,  he  entered  into  the 
practice  of  his  profession  at  Albany,  where  he  maintained  offices  until 
his  death.  In  that  year  the  firm  was  Ainsworth  &  Steele.  Steele  left 
the  firm  in  1908  and  it  then  became  Ainsworth  &  Sullivan.  In  1915  after 
John  N.  Carlisle  left  the  highway  department,  the  firm  became  Ains¬ 
worth,  Carlisle  &  Sullivan,  and  in  1920  it  was  reorganized  as  Ainsworth, 
Sullivan  &  Archibald. 

Mr.  Ainsworth  served  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  Al¬ 
bany  from  1908  until  1913.  He  was  vice  president  and  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Albany  Law  School,  member  of  the  Albany  Historical 
and  Art  Society,  and  a  member  of  the  Fort  Orange  Club  of  Albany. 

In  1874  Mr.  Ainsworth  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Annie  P. 
Porter  of  Pulaski.  Their  marriage  took  place  at  Waterloo,  Iowa,  where 
she  was  teaching  school.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Nelson  B.  and  Fidelia 
(Dixon)  Porter,  of  the  Lehigh  District,  southeast  of  Pulaski.  She  was 
the  granddaughter  of  Thomas  W.  Dixon  and  of  Scotch  ancestry,  a  thrifty 
race  of  people,  whose  descendants  are  among  the  leading  citizens  of 
Pulaski.  She  was  educated  in  the  Valley  Seminary  and  Pulaski  Academy, 
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where  was  formed  the  friendship  which  resulted  in  their  marriage  the 
year  after  Mr.  Ainsworth  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Mrs.  Ainsworth  died 
April  14,  1927,  at  Southern  Pines,  N.  C.,  and  is  buried  in  Woodlawn  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Sandy  Creek. 

Following  the  death  of  his  wife  Mr.  Ainsworth  unfolded  to  the  city 
of  Sandy  Creek  his  project  to  erect  the  Annie  P.  Ainsworth  Memorial 
Library,  to  which  he  transferred  his  own  library  of  more  than  2,000 
choice  volumes.  This  library  today  is  one  of  the  finest  in  this  section  of 
the  country  and  has  a  wonderful  collection  of  books  of  all  kinds.  There 
are  in  the  Ainsworth  library  over  300  volumes  of  the  life  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  which  is  the  second  best  collection  in  the  United  States. 


D.  Leslie  Gray,  who  is  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Parish,  where  he 
is  president  of  the  Parish  Oil  Company,  Inc.,  is  a  member  of  a  prominent 
family  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Colosse,  Oswego  County, 
April  7,  1887,  the  son  of  James  and  Eva  (Ingersoll)  Gray. 

James  Gray,  who  died  in  Parish,  Nov.  16,  1929,  was  a  native  of  Colosse. 
He  spent  25  years  there  as  a  successful  merchant,  and  then  located  in 
Parish,  where  he  was  the  owner  of  a  general  mercantile  establishment 
from  1901  until  1928.  He  was  also  president  of  the  State  Bank  of  Parish, 
and  took  a  prominent  part  in  local  public  affairs,  being  town  supervisor 
for  three  terms,  and  being  chairman  of  the  Democratic  County  Committee 
for  several  terms.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Democratic  State  Com¬ 
mittee.  In  1926,  at  the  organization  of  the  Parish  Oil  Company,  Inc., 
Mr.  Gray  was  elected  president  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  his 
death.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  a  leading 
figure  in  the  social  and  civic  life  of  the  community.  His  wife  was  born 
at  Palermo,  Oswego  County,  and  died  April  15,  1929.  Both  are  buried  in 
Pleasant  Lawn  Cemetery,  Parish.  They  were  the  parents  of  two  sons: 
1.  D.  Leslie,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  J.  T.,  lives  at  Syracuse. 

After  his  graduation  from  Parish  High  School,  D.  Leslie  Gray  became 
identified  with  the  business  of  his  father,  and  in  1906  became  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  James  Gray  &  Son.  In  1916  the  business  was  reorganized 
as  James  Gray  &  Sons,  and  ten  years  later  Mr.  Gray  purchased  the  in¬ 
terest  of  his  brother,  J.  T.  Gray.  Upon  the  death  of  the  father,  D.  Leslie 
Gray  succeeded  to  the  presidency  of  the  Parish  Oil  Company,  Inc.  The 
general  mercantile  business  which  was  founded  by  James  Gray  was  sold 
to  H.  J.  Hunter,  in  1928. 

On  Oct.  27,  1912,  Mr.  Gray  was  united  in  marriage  with  Lucy  Belle 
Richards,  of  Parish,  the  daughter  of  Willard  C.  and  Cora  E.  (House)

Mr.  Gray  is  a  Democrat  and  is  a  member  of  the  Public  Library  Board 
of  Parish.  Pie  is  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belongs 
to  the  Rainbow  Shore  Country  Club,  of  Pulaski. 


Thomas  A.  E.  Young,  M.  D. — Active  in  his  profession,  Dr.  Young  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  able  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Morristown.  He 
was  born  in  Picton  Township,  Prince  Edward  County,  Ont.,  Oct.  24,  1875, 
the  son  of  D.  M.  and  Minerva  (Denhardt)  Young. 

D.  M.  Young  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward  County,  as  was  also  his 
wife.  He  was  a  farmer  and  stockman  and  was  the  owner  of  three  well 
improved  farms.  He  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1914. 
His  wife  died  in  1916.  Both  are  buried  at  Picton.  He  was  a  Conservative 
in  politics  and  held  numerous  township  offices.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young  were 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  children  were:  1.  Ella,  de¬ 
ceased.  2.  Edward,  deceased.  3.  Clayton,  deceased.  4.  Thomas  A.  E.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Anna,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  William  B. 
Rexford. 

The  boyhood  of  Thomas  A.  E.  Young  was  spent  at  Picton  where  he 
received  his  early  education.  In  1892  he  was  graduated  from  Owen  Sound 
Collegiate  Institute  and  four  years  later  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  at  Toronto  Medical  College.  During  1896-97  he  was  an  interne 
in  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  in  1898  he  enlisted  in  the 
Spanish-American  War.  He  was  a  member  of  the  40th  Separate  Com¬ 
pany,  203rd  Regiment,  but  later  he  asked  for  a  rejection  from  service  on 
account  of  the  termination  of  war,  which  was  granted.  In  1899  Dr.  Young 
began  his  professional  career  at  Pope  Mills,  N.  Y.,  and  the  following  year 
located  at  Rossie,  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  remained  in  the  latter  place 
until  1920,  at  which  time  he  established  a  practice  at  Gouverneur.  He 
has  been  located  at  Morristown  since  1927,  however,  he  maintains  his 
residence  in  Gouverneur.  He  has  served  as  health  officer  for  18  years  and 
is  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
Medical  associations. 

In  1900  Dr.  Young  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cora  Graves,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Patience  Graves.  They  were  natives  of  New  York. 
Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Macomb,  St.  Lawrence  County.  Doc¬ 
tor  and  Mrs.  Young  have  two  daughters:  1.  Bernice,  a  graduate  of  Albany 
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School  of  Certified  Nurses,  now  located  in  New  York  City.  2.  Alta,  a 
graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  married  Kenneth  Fuller,  lives  at 
Youngsville,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  Young  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  Gouverneur  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.  No.  217,  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  772.  He  is  also  a  life  hon¬ 
orary  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters. 


Lowville  Free  Library. — Nearly  a  century  and  a  quarter  ago,  in  1808, 
soon  after  the  formation  of  the  village  itself,  a  “Lowville  Franklin  So¬ 
ciety”  was  formed.  Its  trustees  were  Isaac  Clinton,  Manly  Wellman,  Rob¬ 
ert  McDowell,  Paul  Abbott  and  Ela  Collins.  WLen  this  society  was  dis¬ 
solved,  its  small  collection  of  books  went  to  the  Lowville  Academy  Library. 

In  1816,  a  Franklin  Library  of  Stowe  Square”  made  its  appearance. 
Moses  Waters,  Constant  Bosworth,  Beriah  Nickleson,  Charles  Signourney, 
and  Allen  Briggs  were  its  trustees.  It  had  thirty-three  members  and 
|100.  This  library  was  probably  finally  divided  among-  its  share  holders. 

In  the  present  Library,  a  “Certificate  of  Proceedings  for  Erecting  the 
Lowville  Library  is  carefully  preserved.  This  is  the  original  minutes, 
duly  signed  and  attested,  of  the  first  meeting  ever  held  in  Lowville  which 
had  for  its  object  a  library  building.  On  April  12,  1831,  fifteen  people, 
being  two-thirds  of  its  subscribers,  “did  assemble  at  the  house  of  Jared 
House”  with  $110  in  their  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  affairs 
relative  to  the  erection  of  said  library  building.  These  energetic  men 
were  Isaac  W.  Bostwick,  Kent  Jarvis,  Joseph  A.  Willard,  James  Doig, 
Jared  House,  Lewis  W.  Clark,  Sylvester  G.  Abbott,  James  Richardson, 
Leonard  Harding,  Gerrit  Bostwick,  David  Perry,  Charles  Dayan,  Orrin 
Wilbur,  Stephen  M.  Taylor  and  Edwin  Jarvis.  Seemingly  all  that  is  left 
of  this  undertaking  is  the  quaint  record  itself.  Nearly  one  hundred  years 
passed  before  the  dream  of  a  library  building  became  a  reality. 

In  May,  1875,  a  Lowville  Circulating  Library  was  organized.  Its  trus¬ 
tees  were  Dewitt  C.  West,  Amos  V.  Smiley,  George  W.  Fowler,  V.  Lansing 
Waters,  Francis  K.  Leonard  and  Dr.  H.  Prescott  Chambers.  Much  of 
the  success  of  this  library  was  due  Mrs.  Francis  K.  Leonard,  who  raised 
funds,  purchased  books  and  housed  them  in  her  own  home.  The  900 
volumes  which  belonged  to  this  Library  were  given  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
which  organization  had  a  free  reading-room. 

October  20,  1902,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  home  of  Julius  H.  Wood, 
at  which  time  the  present  Library  Association  was  organized.  W.  H. 
Perry,  principal  of  Lowville  Academy,  was  made  chairman;  Anna  E.  Craw¬ 
ford,  secretary.  Committees  were  appointed  for  ways  and  means  to  sup- 
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port  a  library,  for  a  regular  system  of  subscription  and  membership,  for 
a  constitution  and  by-laws.  Application  was  soon  made  to  the  state  for 
a  charter.  In  June,  1903,  a  provisional  charter  was  granted.  And  at  a 
meeting  held  that  same  month,  the  first  board  of  trustees  was  elected  as 
follows :  W.  H.  Perry,  president ;  Mrs.  C.  P.  Leonard,  vice  president ;  R.  A. 
Van  Namee,  secretary  and  treasurer;  C.  F.  Boshart  and  Mrs.  Minnie  S. 
Jones.  William  Olliver,  Jr.,  and  Peter  McGovern,  being  respectively  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  village  and  supervisor  of  the  town,  were  also  members  of  this 
board.  Miss  Crawford  was  elected  librarian.  The  first  library  rooms, 
under  this  association,  were  in  the  Town  Hall.  Funds  were  raised  through 
bazaars  and  entertainments.  An  annual  canvass  for  subscriptions  was 
conducted  by  Mrs.  F.  C.  Doig  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Phillips.  Miss  Crawford 
gave  of  her  time,  talent  and  experience  to  make  a  success  of  the  under¬ 
taking.  A  permanent  charter  was  granted  in  1906.  In  1911  the  Library 
was  moved  to  rooms  in  the  second  story  of  the  Alhambra  Building. 

At  the  annual  June  meetings  of  the  Library  Association  there  was 
ever  recurring  discussion  in  regard  to  a  building  suitable  for  housing  the 
growing  collection  of  books.  Several  legacies  were  left  the  association, 
among  them  one  of  $3,000  from  the  estate  of  Mary  Leonard  Chambers. 
And  in  1910-12,  during  the  regency  of  Mrs.  Marion  S.  King,  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  started  a  fund  known  as  the  Library  Build¬ 
ing  Fund.  Year  by  year,  this  fund  grew  steadily  and  it  was  destined  to 
become  the  nucleus  of  the  amount  finally  raised  for  the  present  building. 

In  1920,  the  plan  for  building  a  library  received  fresh  impetus  through 
a  gift  from  Mrs.  Clara  Richardson  Reeder  of  Carthage  and  Mrs.  May 
Richardson  Gould  of  Lyons  Falls.  This  was  a  lot  on  Dayan  Street,  the 
site  of  their  parents’  home. 

In  1925,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  take 
up  definitely  the  matter  of  raising  sufficient  funds  to  begin  the  erection  of 
a  Library  on  this  site.  This  committee  was  composed  of  M.  W.  Holt,  L.  S. 
Miller,  H.  N.  Haberer,  J.  S.  Bowen,  C.  H.  Nohle,  E.  J.  Boshart  and 
J.  D.  Dence. 

In  September,  1926,  a  drive  was  put  on  when,  by  popular  subscription, 
about  $23,500  was  raised.  This  added  to  the  amount  already  on  hand, 
made  possible  a  Lowville  Free  Library  Building.  At  this  time  the  build¬ 
ing  committee  consisted  of  W.  J.  Milligan,  L.  S.  Miller,  H.  N.  Haberer, 
E.  J.  Boshart,  J.  S.  Bowen,  Dr.  Hunt  and  Mrs.  F.  G.  Scofield. 

Kinne  and  Frank  of  Utica  were  selected  as  architects,  William  H.  Rich 
Sons  of  Lowville  as  builders.  In  a  little  more  than  a  year  from  the  time 
of  the  drive  the  new  building  was  ready  for  occupancy.  It  was  opened 
for  inspection  by  the  public,  November  10,  1927,  and  for  routine  business, 
November  12. 
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Lowville  Free  Library,  just  above  the  four  corners  on  Dayan  Street, 
is  a  one-story  and  basement  colonial  brick  building  of  colonial  architec¬ 
ture.  The  library  occupies  the  main  floor  with  reading-room,  delivery- 
room,  children’s  room,  stack-room  and  office,  all  modern  and  admirably 
equipped  for  quick  and  convenient  service.  It  has  a  book  capacity  of 
16,000  volumes.  Building  and  site  are  valued  at  $44,000.  In  the  basement 
are  a  lecture  room  and  the  Leonard  Memorial  Room,  occupied  by  the  Lewis 
County  Historical  Association. 

The  present  Board  of  Trustees  is  composed  of  W.  J.  Milligan,  presi¬ 
dent,  who  has  served  in  this  capacity  continuously  since  1908 ;  L.  S.  Miller, 
vice  president;  Mrs.  Marion  S.  King,  secretary  and  treasurer;  Mrs.  F.  C. 
Doig,  Mrs.  F.  G.  Scofield,  Judge  Milton  Carter  and  Attorney  George  S. 
Reed.  H.  N.  Haberer,  president  of  the  village,  and  Myron  Lyman,  super¬ 
visor  of  the  town,  are  members  ex-officio.  The  librarian  is  Miss  Alice  E. 
Allen,  assistant  librarian  being  Mrs.  Mabel  L.  Scates.  Both  have  held 
their  present  positions  since  1920. 


A.  Karl  Arthur.— As  editor  and  owner  of  the  Journal  Republican  at 
Lowville,  Mr.  Arthur  is  prominent  in  newspaper  circles  throughout  this 
section  of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at  Lowville,  June  10,  1881, 
the  son  of  Eugene  and  Flora  (Adams)  Arthur. 

Eugene  Arthur  was  born  in  Lewis  County  at  Glenfield,  Nov.  22,  1858., 
He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Martinsburg,  a  select  military  school  at 
Tivoli,  on  the  Hudson,  and  Cazenovia  Seminary.  He  went  to  Colorado  in 
1878  and  engaged  in  business  with  Tedman  Brothers,  general  merchants, 
with  whom  he  was  identified  for  two  years.  Upon  his  return  to  Lowville 
Mr.  Arthur  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Kirley  &  Arthur,  and  four 
years  later  became  associated  with  Warren  D.  Bates  as  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Arthur  &  Bates,  dealers  in  grain,  feed,  flour,  and  building  supplies. 
Mr.  Bates  died  in  1888  and  Mr.  Arthur  continued  the  business  alone  for 
two  years,  when  he  became  associated  with  F.  L.  Tedman.  They  remained 
as  partners  until  1896  and  Mr.  Arthur  retired  from  active  business  until 
1903,  when  he  established  a  coal  and  wood  business,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Eugene  Arthur  &  Son.  The  business  was  incorporated  in  April,  1909, 
as  the  Arthur  Grain  &  Coal  Company.  Officers  were:  Eugene  Arthur, 
president;  F.  S.  Tedman,  vice  president;  and  A.  Karl  Arthur,  secretary 
and  treasurer.  After  a  number  of  years  Eugene  Arthur  retired  from 
business  and  now  resides  at  Lowville.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  Low¬ 
ville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican  and  has 
served  as  village  trustee  and  president  of  the  school  board.  He  is  a 
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member  of  the  Unitarian  Church.  On  Dec.  2,  1879,  Mr.  Arthur  married 
Miss  Flora  Adams,  who  was  born  at  Lowville,  Jan.  22,  1859,  the  daughter 
of  Parker  Adams.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  have  three  children:  1.  A.  Karl, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Corrinne,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy, 
married  on  Nov.  17,  1909,  to  Leroy  W.  Arthur.  3.  Dorothy. 

A.  Karl  Arthur  attended  Lowville  Academy  and  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  at  Hamilton  College  in  1903,  and  is  a  member  of  Alpha 
Delta  Phi  fraternity.  As  mentioned  above,  he  was  associated  in  business 
with  his  father  until  1929.  He  has  since  been  publisher  and  editor  of  the 
Journal  Republican. 

On  July  21,  1906,  Mr.  Arthur  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice 
Gilfoyle,  of  Detroit,  Mich.  She  was  a  teacher  of  music  in  the  Lowville 
public  schools  before  her  marriage.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  have  two 
daughters:  Phyllis  Marie,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  and 
Virginia,  a  student. 

Mr.  Arthur  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134,  and 
is  past  president  of  the  Lowville  Club  and  director  of  Carlowden  Country 
Club.  He  served  as  member  and  clerk  of  the  School  Board. 


James  H.  Hamer,  who  is  identified  with  the  Hamer  &  Wagner  Coal  & 
Lumber  Company,  of  Lacona,  is  a  substantial  business  man  and  highly 
esteemed  citizen  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Boyleston,  N.  Y., 
July  28,  1877,  the  son  of  Philip  and  Malona  (Huffstader)  Hamer. 

Philip  Hamer,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born 
at  Frankfort,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  and  as  a  young  man  enlisted  in 
the  24th  New  York  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  served  throughout  the  war 
period  and  took  part  in  the  battles  of  Vicksburg,  Bull  Run,  and  Gettys¬ 
burg.  He  subsequently  purchased  a  farm  near  Boyleston,  and  became  one 
of  the  most  successful  farmers  in  that  section  of  Oswego  County.  Mr. 
Hamer  died  in  1878.  His  wife  was  born  at  Boyleston  and  died  in  1915. 
Both  are  buried  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Sandy  Creek.  Mr.  Hamer  was 
a  Republican  and  served  as  town  assessor.  He  was  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hamer’s 
only  child  was  James  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

James  H.  Hamer  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Boyles¬ 
ton  and  Sandy  Creek.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school  he  assisted 
his  mother  in  farming  until  1902.  He  then  conducted  a  grocery  business 
at  Lacona  until  1917,  at  which  time  he  disposed  of  his  interests  to  H.  A. 
Kilby.  He  has  since  carried  on  a  general  insurance  business  at  this  place, 
and  since  1912  has  also  been  interested  in  the  coal  and  lumber  business, 
as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Hamer  &  Wagner. 
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On  Aug.  6,  1903,  Mr.  Hamer  married  Anna  LeClair,  of  Orwell,  N.  Y., 
the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Anna  (Lewis)  LeClair.  They  were  born  at 
Parish,  Oswego  County,  and  are  now  residents  of  North  Syracuse.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hamer  have  a  son,  Philip,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  class  of  1930.  He  is  now  a  graduate  student  in  chemistry  at 
that  institution. 

Mr.  Hamer  is  a  Republican  and  from  1915  until  1927  held  the  office 
of  town  assessor.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Congregational 
Church. 


George  Stephens  Reed. — Having  engaged  in  the  successful  practice  of 
his  profession  at  Lowville  for  almost  30  years,  Mr.  Reed  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  able  and  resourceful  attorneys  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born 
at  Lowville,  Nov.  17,  1878,  the  son  of  Timothy  Millep  and  Amy  J. 
(Stephens)  Reed. 

Timothy  Miller  Reed,  deceased,  was  a  successful  lawyer  and  at  one 
time  served  for  several  terms  as  district  attorney  of  Lewis  County.  He 
was  born  Aug.  18,  1844,  at  Ogdensburg,  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  died 
June  18,  1896.  His  wife,  Amy  Jane  Stephens,  was  born  at  Lowville  June 
18,  1848,  and  died  Jan.  3,  1917.  She  was  a  daughter  of  George  W.  and 
Cynthia  V.  (Brown)  Stephens.  Timothy  Miller  and  Amy  J.  (Stephens) 
Reed  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  George  S.,  subject,  and 
Anna  Miller,  married  Harvey  F.  Farrington,  resides  at  Lowville,  N.  Y. 

George  Stephens  Reed  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lowville, 
and  attended  Lowville  Academy  and  Hamilton  College  at  Clinton,  N.  Y. 
He  left  college,  however,  before  receiving  a  degree  in  order  to  take  up 
the  study  of  law  in  the  offices  of  Merrell,  Ryel  and  Merrell,  the  junior 
member  of  this  firm  being  Hon.  Edgar  S.  K.  Merrell,  now  a  justice  of  the 
New  York  Supreme  Court  for  the  Fifth  Judicial  District.  Mr.  Reed  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1904  and  served  for  a  time  as  surrogate’s  clerk  of 
Lewis  County,  as  well  as  confidential  clerk  to  Judge  Merrell.  He  then 
established  himself  in  the  general  practice  of  his  profession,  with  offices 
at  Lowville.  Mr.  Reed  has  met  with  marked  success  and  has  one  of  the 
most  extensive  and  important  practices  in  the  North  Country.  He  is 
also  connected  with  a  number  of  corporations  and  is  a  director  of  the 
Black  River  National  Bank  and  the  Black  River  Telephone  Company. 
For  many  years  he  was  a  trustee  of  Lowville  Academy,  having  succeeded 
his  father  in  that  office.

Feb.  7,  1920.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Willis  A.  and  Ellen  H.  (Hoffman)

Mr.  Reed  is  identified  with  the  Lewis  County  Bar  Association,  New

Bar  Associations  of  the  Fifth  Judicial  District.  He  is  a  Democrat  in 
politics  and  a  member  of  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  of  Low- 
ville.

Peter  J.  Ulrich,  of  Lowville,  is  a  native  of  Lewis  County,  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  one  of  the  old  substantial  families  of  this  section.  He  has  held  the 
office  of  county  clerk  continuously  since  1919.  Mr.  Ulrich  was  born  at 
Croghan,  Lewis  County,  May  8,  1875,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Yansey) 
Ulrich. 

John  Ulrich  was  born  in  Canada  and  at  the  age  of  18  years  came  to 
the  United  States.  He  was  a  millwright  and  carpenter  by  trade  and  for 
a  number  of  years  owned  and  operated  a  sawmill  and  lumber  business 
at  Croghan.  He  died  in  Emlay  City,  Michigan,  in  1924  at  the  age  of 
76  years.  Mr.  Ulrich  had  removed  to  Michigan  about  1903  and  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  farming.  His  wife  was  born  at  Croghan  and  now  resides  at 
Akron,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ulrich  the  following  children  were  born:

Peter  J.  Ulrich  attended  the  public  schools  of  Croghan  and  Lowville 
Academy.  He  was  associated  with  his  father’s  lumber  interests  at 
Croghan  for  several  years  and  later  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
cheese  in  the  town  of  New  Bremen,  Lewis  County,  for  16  years.  He  sold 
the  business  to  a  farmers  cooperative  organization  in  1914  and  continued 
as  manager  for  three  years.  He  was  then  identified  with  the  Farmers 
Milling  Company,  Inc.,  and  served  as  president  until  1921. 

In  1905  Mr.  Ulrich  was  elected  collector  of  the  town  of  New  Bremen, 
Lewis  County,  and  in  1911  he  was  elected  supervisor  of  the  town  of  New 
Bremen,  and  reelected  to  that  office  for  three  terms.

Hon.  Miller  B.  Moran. — Among  the  younger  generation  of  successful 
lawyers  in  the  North  Country  may  be  mentioned  Miller  B.  Moran,  of  Low¬ 
ville,  who  is  serving  as  district  attorney  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born 
in  this  city,  March  12,  1892,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Eliza  (Miller)  Moran. 

Peter  Moran  was  a  native  of  Lowville  and  died  in  this  city  in  1906. 
During  his  active  career  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  lived 
in  Lewis  County.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  Oneida  County.  By  a  former 
marriage  Mr.  Moran  had  another  son,  William  J.  Moran,  who  is  deceased. 
To  Peter  and  Eliza  (Miller)  Moran  were  born  two  children:  Edna,  un¬ 
married,  lives  at  Washington,  D.  C.;  and  Miller  B.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Lowville  Academy  in  1912,  Miller  B.  Moran 
attended  Purdue  University,  where  he  studied  civil  engineering  for  one 
year.  He  then  entered  the  University  of  Maine,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1916.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Connecticut 
and  later  in  Indiana  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Hammond, 
Ind.,  for  a  short  time  before  his  enlistment  for  service  in  the  World  War.

Frederick  William  Deimage,  M.  D. — One  of  the  most  prominent  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  medical  profession  in  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Doctor  Deimage, 
who  has  successfully  engaged  in  general  practice  at  Hermon  for  more 
than  30  years.  He  was  born  at  St.  Marys,  Ontario,  Canada,  Jan.  27,  1871, 
the  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Rutherford)  Deimage. 

James  Deimage  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  as  was  also  his  wife.  They 
were  married  in  Quebec,  Canada,  and  in  early  life  Mr.  Deimage  was  a 
physical  director.  He  later  was  a  member  of  the  police  force  in  Toronto 
and  subsequently  became  chief  of  police  at  St.  Mary’s,  Ontario.

After  his  graduation  from  St.  Marys  High  School,  Frederick  William 
Deimage  taught  school  for  two  and  one-half  years.  He  then  attended  St. 
Marys  Collegiate  Institute  and  was  graduated  from  the  Model  Training 
School  at  Stratford,  Ont.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  1895  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
at  McGill  University  in  1897.  He  then  spent  two  years  in  practice  at 
Barre,  Vt.,  and  in  May,  1899,  located  at  Russell,  N.  Y.  He  came  to  Her¬ 
mon  in  January,  1900.

W.  Frank  Patten,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  general  insurance 
and  real  estate  business  at  Lowville,  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  prominent 
pioneer  families  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  in  Lowville  Township, 
April  6,  1878,  the  son  of  W.  Frank  and  Mary  C.  (Bannon)  Patten. 

W.  Frank  Patten  was  born  on  the  old  Patten  homestead  at  Stowe 
Square,  Aug.  8,  1851.  He  was  educated  at  Lowville  Academy  and  re¬ 
mained  on  the  homestead  until  1900,  at  which  time  he  removed  to  Low¬ 
ville.  Mr.  Patten  was  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Lowville 
and  was  a  man  of  influence  in  the  community.  He  and  his  family  hold 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  married  Oct.  28,  1874, 
to  Miss  Mary  C.  Bannon,  of  Harrisburg,  Lewis  County,  born  March  12, 
1854.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Bryan  and  Mary  (Pierce)  Bannon.  Bryan 
Bannon  was  a  native  of  Ireland.  Mr.  Patten  died  in  January,  1931,  and 
his  wife  died  in  1924.  Both  are  buried  in  Lowville  Cemetery.  Their 
children  were:  1.  W.  Frank,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Charlotte 
May,  born  April  18,  1883,  died  in  1916.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville 
Academy  and  was  married  Sept.  18,  1904,  to  B.  Brayton  Johnson,  of 
Lowville.  Their  son,  Robert  Patten  Johnson,  was  born  Sept.  5,  1906. 

W.  Frank  Patten  attended  Lowville  Academy  and  Northern  Business 
College  at  Watertown.  He  was  connected  with  the  local  post  office  as 
assistant  postmaster  from  1906  until  1914.  He  then  assumed  control  of 
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the  J.  H.  Wood  Insurance  Company,  which  was  founded  by  Mr.  Wood  in 
1875.  He  handles  general  insurance  and  is  an  extensive  real  estate 
operator. 

On  Dec.  4,  1900,  Mr.  Patten  married  Miss  May  Boshart,  the  daughter 
of  Charles  E.  and  Julia  (Arthur)  Boshart.  Mr.  Boshart  died  in  1906  and 
his  widow  lives  at  Lowville.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patten  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Patten  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134,  and  is  president  of  the 
Kiwanis  Club.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Company. 

The  founder  of  the  Patten  family  in  Lewis  County  was  Jonathan  Pat¬ 
ten,  born  Nov.  13,  1767.  He  was  married  on  March  18,  1799,  to  Wealthy 
Davenport,  and  in  1801  came  to  Lewis  County  and  settled  on  a  tract  of 
land  near  Lowville.  He  became  one  of  the  prosperous  farmers  of  this 
section  and  was  a  prominent  citizen.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Baptist 
Church.  Wealthy  (Davenport)  Patten  died  in  1807  and  Mr.  Patten  later 
married  Betsy  Bacon,  the  widow  of  David  Rice.  Mr.  Patten  died  June  15, 
1838,  and  his  second  wife  died  April  27,  1872.  To  Jonathan  and  Betsy 
(Bacon)  Patten  was  born  a  son,  Daniel,  March  16,  1809.  He  succeeded 
as  owner  of  the  Patten  homestead  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Lowville.  He  was  married  (first)  in  1846  to  Abagail 
Hardy,  who  was  born  in  Jefferson  County.  She  died  in  1847  at  the  age 
of  28  years.  On  Jan.  1,  1849,  Daniel  Patten  married  (second)  Rebecca 
Root,  who  died  Sept.  30,  1851.  To  Daniel  and  Abagail  (Hardy)  Patten 
was  born  a  daughter,  Abbie,  born  Nov.  11,  1846,  died  May  8,  1864.  To 
Daniel  and  Rebecca  (Root)  Patten  was  born  a  son,  B.  Frank,  father  of  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 


-  Fred  A.  Young. — Among  the  leading  young  lawyers  of  Lewis  County 
is  Fred  A.  Young,  of  Lowville,  who  received  the  appointment  of  tax 
attorney  for  Lewis  County  on  July  29,  1931.  He  was  born  at  Whitehall, 
Washington  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  27,  1904,  the  son  of  Dominick  and  Isa¬ 
belle  (Eaton)  Young. 

Dominick  Young  lives  at  Whitehall,  N.  Y.,  and  has  spent  many  years 
in  the  employ  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad.  He  and  his  wife 
are  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Fred  A.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Charles;  Christina;  Minnie;  Lillian;  Angeline;  Carmel;  and  Anna. 

After  his  graduation  from  Whitehall  High  School,  June  23,  1923,  Fred 
A.  Young  attended  St.  Lawrence  University,  from  which  he  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1927.  He  was  then  graduated  from  the 
Albany  Law  School  in  1930  with  LL.  B.  degree  and  during  the  following 
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year  was  a  clerk  in  the  law  offices  of  George  Reed,  at  Lowville.  In  July, 
1931,  he  took  over  the  well  established  practice  of  Robert  G.  Pelton,  with 
offices  on  State  Street.  He  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace  Nov.  3,  1931. 

On  June  6,  1929,  Mr.  Young  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mar¬ 
jorie  Farrington,  of  Lowville,  the  daughter  of  Harvey  Farrington,  who  is 
general  sales  manager  for  the  Kraft-Phenix  Cheese  Corporation.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Young  have  a  son,  Harvey  Farrington  Young,  born  Nov.  2,  1930. 

Mr.  Young  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  holds  membership 
in  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  Kiwanis  Club,  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon  and  Gamma  Eta  Gamma  fraternities.  He  also  is  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Lewis  County  Bar  Association  and  New  York  State  Bar 
Association. 


Hon.  Milton  Carter.— Honored,  respected,  and  esteemed  in  Lowville, 
Judge  Carter  is  prominent  throughout  the  North  Country  as  county  judge 
and  surrogate  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  South  Edwards,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  N.  Y.,  April  10,  1865,  the  son  of  Cornelius  and  Mary  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Knox)  Carter. 

Cornelius  Carter,  son  of  Isaac  Carter,  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  Lewis 
County,  Aug.  29,  1816.  He  was  educated  in  the  local  schools  and  at  Low¬ 
ville  Academy,  and  taught  school  for  a  number  of  years  in  Jefferson  and 
St.  Lawrence  counties.  He  then  read  law  and  became  widely  known  for 
his  unusual  legal  ability.  Mr.  Carter  served  for  30  years  as  justice  of  the 
peace  and  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Edwards  for  ten  years.  He  also 
served  as  Justice  of  Sessions  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  was  familiarly 
known  as  “Squire  Carter.”  He  was  also  recognized  as  a  writer  of  con¬ 
siderable  talent.  In  politics  Mr.  Carter  was  a  supporter  of  the  Republican 
party.  He  married  (first)  Miss  Polly  Winslow,  of  South  Edwards,  who 
died  in  1863.  They  had  four  children :  1.  Hale,  lives  at  Canton,  N.  Y.  2. 
Cora,  who  died  in  infancy.  3.  Orpha  Dancer,  deceased.  4.  Lyle,  lives  at 
Genoa,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Carter  married  (second)  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Knox, 
daughter  of  William  H.  and  Maria  (Earl)  Knox.  She  died  March  21, 
1911.  To  them  were  born  three  children :  1.  Milton,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Ellsworth  J.,  who  died  Aug.  16,  1899.  3.  Charles  A.,  of  Low¬ 
ville,  N.  Y.,  a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Law,  University  of  Michigan.  He 
is  general  agent  for  the  Fraternal  Protective  Insurance  Company. 

Milton  Carter  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  schools  of  South 
Edwards,  and  at  Wesleyan  Seminary,  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.  He  taught  school 
for  some  time  before  taking  up  the  profession  of  law  as  a  clerk  in  the 
offices  of  Earl  Bancroft,  of  Edwards,  and  Hon.  Edward  H.  Neary  of 
Gouverneur.  Mr.  Carter  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  November,  1893. 
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During  his  residence  at  Edwards  and  prior  to  his  admission  to  the  bar 
he  served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  began  his  professional  career  at 
Harrisville,  Lewis  County,  where  he  also  served  as  village  clerk  and  police 
justice.  He  held  the  offices  of  town  clerk  and  supervisor  of  the  town  of 
Diana  and  in  1902  was  elected  District  Attorney  of  Lewis  County,  being 
elected  for  two  successive  terms  of  three  years  each.  He  proved  a 
capable  and  efficient  public  officer  and  on  Feb.  17,  1910,  was  appointed  to 
the  office  of  County  Judge  and  Surrogate  of  Lewis  County  by  Gov.  Charles 
E.  Hughes.  He  has  continued  to  hold  this  important  office,  the  present 
term  of  which  will  expire  Jan.  1,  1935.  Judge  Carter  also  holds  the  re¬ 
sponsible  office  of  Judge  of  the  Children’s  Court  of  Lewis  County. 

During  the  World  War  Judge  Carter  was  chairman  of  the  Legal  Ad¬ 
visory  Board  for  Lewis  County  and  was  also  prominent  as  a  “Four  Min¬ 
ute”  speaker.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Union  free 
school  district,  No.  2,  of  Lowville,  having  held  this  position  for  many 
years.  He  was  one  of  the  promoters  of  the  new  school  here,  which  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $500,000,  and  dedicated  Feb.  9,  1920.  Judge 
Carter  is  president  of  the  Lowville  Board  of  Education,  and  is  president 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  new  Lewis  County  General  Hospital, 
which  was  opened  to  the  public  Aug.  4,  1931. 

Judge  Carter  was  married  at  South  Edwards,  N.  Y.,  on  May  23,  1896, 
to  Miss  Minnie  Olin,  the  daughter  of  Russell  and  Harriet  (Crooker)  Olin. 
She  was  born  near  Orwell,  Oct.  4,  1878.  Judge  and  Mrs.  Carter  are  the 
parents  of  six  children:  1.  Theodore  R.,  born  Jan.  7,  1899.  2.  Ellsworth 
J.,  born  Nov.  24,  1900,  mention  of  whom  is  made  below.  3.  Verna  M., 
born  Dec.  26,  1902,  a  graduate  of  New  York  State  College  at  Albany,  now 
a  teacher  of  French  in  the  Potsdam  High  School.  4.  Ruth  M.,  born  Jan.  1, 
1905,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  St.  Lawrence  University,  now 
a  teacher  at  Homer,  N.  Y.  5.  Milton,  Jr.,  born  Oct.  11,  1908,  attended 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  for  two  years,  and  is  a  graduate  in  Elec¬ 
trical  Engineering  of  Clarkson  School  of  Technology,  class  of  1930.  6. 

Margaiet  E.,  born  Sept.  15,  1910,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  class 
of  1931. 

Ellswoith  J.  Carter  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  received 
the  degrees  of  B.  A.  and  LL.  B.  from  Cornell  University  in  1922  and 
1924,  respectively.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1925  and  engaged  in 
practice  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  and  belongs  to  Clayton  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. 

Judge  Carter  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  the  Lowville 
Baptist  Church,  being  president  of  the  official  board.  He  is  a  member  of 
Lowville  Lodge  No.  134,  F.  and  A.  M.  He  has  been  president  of  the  Lewis 
County  Bar  Association  for  the  past  ten  years  and  is  still  serving  in  that 
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capacity.  He  also  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association;  Low- 
ville  Lodge  No.  759,  I.  O.  0.  F.;  Lewis  County  Historical  Society  and 
Adirondack  Grange  of  Harrisville,  N.  Y. 


Albert  A.  Copeley  has  been  prominent  in  the  business  affairs  of  Low- 
ville  for  almost  40  years,  and  has  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  was 
born  near  New  Bremen,  June  6,  1871,  the  son  af  Samuel  and  Mary 
(Phillips)  Copeley. 

Samuel  Copeley  was  a  native  of  New  York,  and  was  of  Scotch-Irish 
descent.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and 
for  many  years  lived  at  New  Bremen  in  Lewis  County.  His  wife  was 
born  at  Sharon,  N.  Y.,  June  9,  1830,  and  died  March  27,  1920.  They  are 
buried  in  Evergreen  Cemetery,  New  Bremen.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Daniel  and  Mary  Phillips,  natives  of  Germany,  who  settled  in  New  York 
in  1825.  Mr.  Phillips  died  at  the  age  of  102  years  and  his  wife  at  96 
years.  They  are  buried  in  Lowville  Cemetery.  To  Samuel  and  Mary 
(Phillips)  Copeley  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  John,  died  in 
1892.  2.  Harrison,  born  in  1849,  died  in  1909.  3.  Adelaide,  born  April  27, 
1851,  died  in  1920.  4.  Alice,  born  Jan.  27,  1853,  died  Feb.  7,  1903.  5. 

Mrs.  David  R.  Watson,  born  May  18,  1855,  died  July  26,  1926.  6.  Mrs.

Albert  A.  Copeley  attended  the  district  schools  of  Lewis  County  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Utica  Business  College.  For  sev¬ 
eral  years  he  was  connected  with  the  business  of  Leroy  Crawford,  of  Chase 
Lake,  N.  Y.  He  later  spent  three  years  with  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insur¬ 
ance  Company  at  Utica,  and  in  1894  Mr.  Copeley  established  his  present 
insurance  business  at  Lowville. 

Mr.  Copeley  married  Miss  Maud  L.  Happ,  who  was  born  at  Carthage, 
Jefferson  County,  March  20,  1880,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Rose  (Butler) 
Happ.  Mr.  Happ,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  was  a  well  known  business 
man  of  Carthage.  His  widow  resides  at  Sodus,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Copeley  were  born  four  children:  1.  Dr.  L.  H.,  born  May  7,  1906,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  the  Chicago  College  of  Osteopathy,  class 
of  1930.  He  is  associated  in  practice  in  New  York  City  with  Dr.  Clark, 
at  77  Park  Avenue.  He  was  married  in  1928  to  Miss  Mildred  Miner,  of 
Chicago.  2.  Genevieve,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Russell  Sage 
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College.  She  was  a  teacher  at  Fayetteville,  N.  Y.,  for  several  years,  and 
is  now  secretary  to  the  Dean  of  the  University  of  Delaware.  3.  Richard 
Albert,  born  Aug.  16,  1912.  A  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  attends 
Clarkson  College.  4.  Virginia  R.,  a  student. 

Politically  Mr.  Copeley  is  a  Republican.  He  served  for  two  terms  as 
a  member  of  the  New  York  General  Assembly  and  for  many  years  was 
supervisor  of  Lowville.  He  is  tax  commissioner  of  Onondaga  County  and 
has  served  in  that  capacity  for  the  past  15  years. 

Mr.  Copeley  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  he  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134,  and  is 
Past  Noble  Grand  of  I.  0.  0.  F.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Excelsior  Insur¬ 
ance  Company  of  New  York  and  is  one  of  its  founders. 


Jay  S.  Bowen. — One  of  Lowville’s  best  known  citizens  is  Jay  S.  Bowen, 
retired,  who  for  many  years  has  been  identified  with  the  business  and 
financial  interests  of  the  city.  He  was  born  at  Lowville,  April  22,  1871, 
the  son  of  Farnam  J.  and  Sarah  Frances  (Sterling)  Bowen. 

Farnam  J.  Bowen,  deceased,  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Lowville,  where 
he  was  born  July  26,  1830.  He  died  Jan.  12,  1903.  He  acquired  his  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  public  schools  and  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy.  He 
was  interested  in  farming  for  several  years  and  in  1865  moved  to  Low¬ 
ville  and  established  a  general  produce  and  commission  business  in  part¬ 
nership  with  Charles  H.  Curtis,  under  the  firm  name  of  Curtis  &  Bowen. 
The  firm  carried  on  a  large  and  profitable  business  until  1887,  when  Mr. 
Curtis  retired  on  account  of  ill  health.  Mr.  Bowen  continued  as  sole 
owner  of  the  business  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was 
also  a  leader  in  other  business  enterprises  in  the  city,  being  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Black  River  National  Bank.  He  was  elected  vice  presi¬ 
dent  in  1881  and  held  that  office  until  his  death.  Mr.  Bowen  took  a  deep 
interest  in  educational  affairs  and  for  many  years  was  a  trustee  of  Low¬ 
ville  Academy.  He  was  also  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Politically  he  was  a  Republican.  Mr.  Bowen  was  married  Sept.  26,  1853, 
to  Miss  Sarah  Frances  Sterling,  of  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  born 
Oct.  15,  1834.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Solomon  Shuler  and  Eliza  (Sam¬ 
mons)  Sterling.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bowen  were  born  two  sons:  1.  John  F., 

born  Sept.  3,  1868,  died  Oct.  22,  1875.  2.  Jay  S.,  the  subject  of  this 

sketch. 

Levi  and  Electa  M.  (Farnam)  Bowen,  parents  of  Farnam  J.  Bowen, 
were  natives  of  Massachusetts.  The  former  was  born  May  6,  1799.  He 
was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and  in  1822  settled  at  Lowville. 
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During  the  following  year  he  returned  to  Massachusetts  to  marry  Miss 
Electa  M.  Farnam,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Electa  (Linsley)  Farnam. 
They  returned  to  Lowville  and  Mr.  Bowen  continued  his  farming  interests. 
He  became  a  successful  dairy  farmer  and  was  one  of  the  pioneer  cheese 
manufacturers  of  Lewis  County.  He  retired  in  1865  and  died  March  31, 
1871.  His  wife  died  Feb.  12,  1882.  Mr.  Bowen  held  the  rank  of  captain 
of  riflemen  in  the  101st  New  York  Infantry. 

Jay  S.  Bowen  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  attended  Wil¬ 
liams  College.  In  1892  he  became  associated  in  his  father’s  business  in 
Lowville  and  upon  the  latter’s  death  the  enterprise  continued  under  the 
firm  name  of  F.  J.  Bowen  &  Son.  In  1903  Mr.  Bowen  became  a  director 
of  the  Black  River  National  Bank  of  Lowville  and  in  1911  was  elected 
vice  president.  He  served  as  president  of  the  institution  from  January, 
1929,  to  February,  1931,  when  he  resigned. 

Mr.  Bowen  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Lowville  &  Beaver 
River  Railroad  Company,  of  which  he  is  president.  He  is  also  a  director 
of  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket  Company  of  Lowville. 

On  Sept.  19,  1893,  Mr.  Bowen  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Georgiana  Beach,  the  daughter  of  George  Byron  and  Julia  (Greene) 
Beach.  The  Beach  family  settled  at  Lowville  many  years  ago  and  Nelson 
J.  Beach,  father  of  George  Byron  Beach,  was  among  the  most  prominent 
citizens  of  his  time.  He  served  as  senator  and  also  as  canal  commis¬ 
sioner.  He  was  born  at  Hebron,  Conn.,  Sept.  21,  1800,  and  died  Feb.  22, 
1876.  His  early  life  was  spent  as  a  surveyor  and  during  1835  he  was 
active  in  the  building  of  a  canal  from  Rome  to  Lyons  Falls.  He  served  as 
a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  from  Lewis  County  in  1846  and  in  the 
following  year  was  elected  to  the  senate.  He  subsequently  held  the  offices 
of  canal  commissioner  and  United  States  Revenue  Collector. 

To  Jay  S.  and  Georgiana  (Beach)  Bowen  were  born  three  sons:  1. 
Farnam  J.,  who  was  graduated  from  Lowville  Academy  and  Williams 
College.  During  the  World  War  he  served  in  France  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  Sixth  Field  Artillery,  First  Division.  He  is  identified 
with  the  Oneida  Community,  Limited,  silverware  manufacturers.  He 
married  Miss  Harriet  Mensel,  of  Northampton,  Mass.,  and  they  have  two 
children,  John  Farnam  and  Sarah  H.  2.  George  Byron,  a  graduate  of 
Lowville  Academy  and  Williams  College.  He  also  is  a  World  War  veteran, 
having  served  with  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  Corps.  He  is  identified  with 
the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket  Company,  of  Lowville.  He  married  Miss 
Hazel  Hengge,  of  Watertown,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Irene.  3.  Rich¬ 
ard  Herkimer,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Williams  College. 
He  also  is  a  graduate  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  is  pastor  of 
Emmanuel  Congregational  Church,  at  Watertown.  He  married  Miss  Ger- 
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trude  Mensel,  who  is  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Farnam  J.  Bowen.  Their  son  is 
Richard  Hyde  Bowen. 

Mr.  Bowen  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  has  been 
trustee  for  30  years,  and  he  has  been  active  in  the  affairs  of  this  church 
for  nearly  40  years.  Mr.  Bowen  served  as  chairman  of  the  local  board 
of  education  for  three  years,  and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Lowville  Academy  from  1903  until  the  institution  was  merged  with 
Union  Free  School  District  No.  2,  Lowville,  in  1924. 


W.  Harold  Rose,  M.  D.,  who  served  throughout  the  World  War  with 
the  Canadian  forces,  is  one  of  the  able  young  physicians  and  surgeons  of 
St.  Lawrence  County,  engaged  in  practice  at  Potsdam.  He  was  born  at 
Dunbar,  Ontario,  Nov.  3,  1895,  the  son  of  Alex  S.  and  Effie  E.  (Becker) 
Rose. 

Alex  S.  Rose,  who  died  in  Canada,  Nov.  5,  1908,  was  a  farmer  and  spent 
his  entire  life  in  Ontario.  His  widow  resides  at  Potsdam.  Their  only 
child  was  W.  Harold,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

W.  Harold  Rose  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Chesterville  High  School.  He  entered  the  Medical  School 
of  McGill  University  in  1914,  and  in  October  of  that  year  enlisted  in  the 
Canadian  army.  He  sailed  for  overseas  duty  in  the  spring  of  1915  and 
saw  much  active  service  at  the  front  until  he  was  invalided  to  England 
in  November,  1916.  After  several  months  in  an  English  hospital,  he  again 
went  to  the  front  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  as  a  member  of  the 
38th  Battalion,  Canadian  Infantry.  He  participated  in  numerous  impor¬ 
tant  engagements  at  this  time  and  was  again  wounded  twice  and  severely 
gassed.  After  his  discharge  in  September,  1918,  he  returned  to  McGill 
University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1922. 

Dr.  Rose  began  his  professional  career  at  Avonmore,  Ont.,  where  he 
was  located  until  1928.  He  has  since  been  established  in  private  practice 
m  Potsdam  with  offices  at  14  Elm  Street.  He  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Association.

He  belongs  to  the  Potsdam  Club,  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha  fraternity,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
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Louis  M.  Bush,  owner  of  the  Louis  M.  Bush  &  Sons  Milling  Company, 
of  Lowville,  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in  the  business  affairs  of  Lewis 
County.  He  was  born  at  New  Bremen,  Sept.  26,  1868,  the  son  of  John  S. 
and  Elizabeth  (Nortz)  Bush. 

John  S.  Bush  was  born  in  Alsace-Lorraine  and  emigrated  to  this  coun¬ 
try  with  his  parents  at  the  age  of  ten  years.  The  family  settled  at  New 
Bremen,  where  John  S.  Bush  became  a  farmer.  During  the  Civil  War  he 
served  in  Company  F,  186th  Regiment,  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry  and 
was  honorably  discharged.  He  died  in  June,  1926,  at  the  age  of  82  years. 
His  wife  was  born  in  Lewis  County  and  died  in  1924.  They  are  buried 
at  Croghan.  Their  children  were:  1.  Louis  M.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Anna,  married  Henry  Grunert,  lives  at  Lowville.  3.  William  F., 
lives  at  Lowville.  4.  Laura,  who  died  in  1917.  5.  Carrie,  married  Joseph 
LaClair,  lives  at  Old  Forge,  N.  Y.  6.

Louis  M.  Bush  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Bremen  and 
until  1892  engaged  in  general  farming.  He  then  entered  the  employ  of 
Arthur  &  Tedmon  of  Lowville.  In  1898  he  purchased  his  present  milling 
business  from  G.  V.  Morrison.  With  the  exception  of  one  year,  when  Mr. 
Burke  was  associated  with  him,  he  has  carried  on  the  business  under  his 
own  name.  Understanding  with  unusual  keenness  the  opportunities 
afforded  in  this  section,  Mr.  Bush  has  steadily  developed  and  increased 
the  efficiency  of  his  business  until  today,  in  addition  to  the  office  and  main 
plant  on  State  Street,  he  also  maintains  a  branch  store  near  the  railroad, 
and  has  a  siding  capacity  of  eight  cars.  In  fact  this  is  one  of  the  most 
extensive  milling  plants  in  the  North  Country,  with  motor  trucks  operat¬ 
ing  throughout  Lewis  County.  Mr.  Bush  is  a  part  owner  and  manages 
also  a  flour  mill  at  New  Bremen,  being  associated  in  the  latter  enterprise 
with  Sylvester  Virkler.  The  plant  there  was  remodeled  and  enlarged  in 
1930.

Mr.  Bush  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  has  served  six  years  as 
village  trustee.

Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  223;  and  Knights  of  Maccabees.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Lowville  Club,  Kiwanis  Club  and  Lowville  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Mr.  Bush  is  also  a  director  of  the  Black  River  National  Bank  of 
Lowville. 


E.  Gearold  Donnelly  is  among  the  progressive  young  business  men  of 
Lowville,  where  he  is  well  known  in  insurance  circles.  He  was  born  here 
Aug.  8,  1897,  the  son  of  James  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Abrams)  Donnelly. 

James  Joseph  Donnelly  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Aug.  14,  1861, 
the  son  of  Terrence  and  Bridget  (McCollough)  Donnelly.  Both  were 
natives  of  County  Tyrone,  Ireland.  Terrence  Donnelly  was  born  Jan.  1, 
1840,  and  at  the  age  of  ten  years  came  to  this  country  with  his  widowed 
mother.  The  family  settled  in  Philadelphia.  James  Joseph  Donnelly  was 
reared  and  educated  in  that  city  where  he  remained  until  16  years  of  age. 
He  then  came  to  northern  New  York  and  spent  ten  years  working  on  the 
canal.  He  became  a  resident  of  Lowville  in  1896  and  conducted  a  taxi 
business  here  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Donnelly  was  a  Democrat 
and  in  1908  was  elected  sheriff  of  Lewis  County  and  also  served  as  Lewis 
County  probation  officer  from  1911  to  1926.  He  was  affiliated  with  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  No.  159,  and  served  as  Past  Noble 
Grand  in  1910,  also  being  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Jefferson 
District  No.  2.  On  Jan.  1,  1889,  Mr.  Donnelly  married  Miss  Elizabeth 
Abrams,  who  was  born  at  Greig,  Lewis  County,  May  17,  1873.  She 
resides  at  Lowville.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donnelly  were  born  six  children:

He  was  graduated  in  1919  from  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Academy,  Annapolis,  stationed  at  Philadelphia.  He  saw  active  service 
during  the  World  War  with  the  Atlantic  fleet.  He  married  Miss  Gertrude 
Chambers,  of  Louisville,  Ky.  5.  Ruth,  born  April  6,  1905,  died  in  infancy.

E.  Gearold  Donnelly  was  reared  and  educated  at  Lowville.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  class  of  1915,  and  Albany  Business  Col¬ 
lege,  and  began  his  business  career  with  the  General  Electric  Company  at 
Schenectady,  N.  Y.  He  was  identified  with  that  corporation  until  1919, 
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at  which  time  he  returned  to  Lowville  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Richardson 
Company.  Since  1924  Mr.  Donnelly  has  been  interested  in  the  insurance 
business,  and  in  1931  organized  the  firm  of  E.  Gearold  Donnelly.  They 
have  offices  on  State  Street. 

Mr.  Donnelly  married  Miss  Adeline  O’Donnell  of  Lowville,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  and  Anna  O’Donnell.  Mrs.  Donnelly  died  July  21,  1927,  and 
is  buried  in  Lowville  Rural  Cemetery.

Frank  Bowman. — Among  the  representative  lawyers  and  highly  es¬ 
teemed  citizens  of  Lewis  County  is  Frank  Bowman,  who  has  successfully 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Lowville  for  almost  40  years. 
He  was  born  at  Montague,  Lewis  County,  Oct.  10,  1866,  the  son  of  George 
J.  and  Crescenda  (Heimhilger)  Bowman. 

George  J.  Bowman  was  a  native  of  Bavaria,  Germany,  as  was  his  wife. 
He  had  served  in  the  German  army  and  came  to  the  United  States  when 
30  years  of  age.  Soon  after  his  arrival  the  Civil  War  broke  out  and  he 
enlisted  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  93rd  New  York  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry.  He  was  engaged  in  farming  throughout  his  life  and  died  in  1875. 
His  wife  died  in  1913.  Their  children  were:  1.  Anna,  who  died  at  the 
age  of  five  years.  2.  George  L.,  deceased,  married  Alice  Lowe,  still  living. 
He  died  in  1898.  3.  Frank,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Jennie  L., 

married  Robert  M.  Jones,  who  lives  at  Copenhagen.  She  died  in  1931. 
5.  Mary  A.,  married  Fred  E.  Kessler,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Crescenda  Heimhilger  was  a  daughter  of  Colonel  Marcellus  and  Cre¬ 
scenda  (Baumann)  Heimhilger,  who  were  natives  of  Bavaria  and  came 
to  the  United  States  in  1850  and  settled  in  the  town  of  New  Bremen, 
County  of  Lewis  and  State  of  New  York.  Col.  Marcellus  Heimhilger  was 
a  licensed  physician  and  surgeon  in  his  native  country  and  continued  to 
prescribe  for  his  neighbors  in  the  town  of  New  Bremen,  although  he 
charged  no  fee  for  medical  advice.  Colonel  Heimhilger  was  of  noble 
birth  and  served  as  an  officer  in  the  Bavarian  armies,  holding  a  commis¬ 
sion  as  lieutenant  colonel  and  was  connected  with  the  engineering  corps. 
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He  founded  the  German  Evangelical  Church  of  Beaver  Falls,  Lewis  County, 
New  York  and  is  interred  in  the  cemetery  connected  with  that  church. 

Frank  Bowman  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools  of 
Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy, 
class  of  1887,  and  in  that  year  entered  Cornell  University,  from  which 
he  received  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  LL.  B.  in  1892  and  1893, 
respectively.  Mr.  Bowman  has  spent  his  entire  professional  career  at 
Lowville  and  engaged  in  private  practice  until  1904.  He  then  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  late  Hon.  Henry  E.  Turner,  former  county  judge  of 
Lewis  County,  until  the  latter’s  death  in  1912.  Since  that  time  Mr. 
Bowman  has  practiced  alone.

She 
was  a  teacher  before  her  marriage  to  Gordon  H.  P.  Gould,  of  Lyons  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  is  connected  with  the  Gould  Paper  Company.  They  have 
two  daughters,  Jane  B.  and  Mary  Lua.  2.  Katherine  L.,  a  graduate  of 
Lowville  Academy  and  Simmons  College,  of  Boston,  Mass.  She  married 
Noel  E.  Burns,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Jean  M. 

Mr.  Bowman  is  identified  with  the  Democratic  party  in  politics.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  of  which  he  is  trustee,  and  he  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134 ;  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows;  Sons  of  Veterans;  B.  P.  0.  Elks;  Delta  Chi  fraternity,  and 
Kiwanis  Club. 


Fred  Clarence  Jacques. — A  prominent  citizen  of  Lowville,  active  in  the 
business,  civic  and  fraternal  life  of  the  city,  Mr.  Jacques  is  also  one  of 
the  successful  insurance  men  of  the  county.  He  was  born  at  Lowville, 
Aug.  9,  1870,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Nancy  M.  (Waters)  Jacques. 

Jacob  Jacques  was  born  at  Canton  de  Vaud,  Switzerland,  Jan.  23,  1823. 
His  father  was  Louis  Jacques  (Jaquier),  who  died  in  Switzerland  at  the 
age  of  88  years.  His  son,  Jacob,  came  to  the  United  States  in  April, 
1852,  making  the  voyage  on  the  sailing  vessel  “Eastern  Queen.”  He  came 
directly  to  Lewis  County,  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  William  Ebblie 
as  a  farm  laborer.  He  received  $8  per  month  for  his  services  and  was  thus 
employed  for  two  years.  On  Aug.  20,  1862,  he  enlisted  in  the  Civil  War 
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as  a  member  of  Company  L,  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  with  the  rank  of  corporal,  June  26,  1865.  He  then  returned  to 
Lewis  County  and  purchased  a  farm  near  Lowville,  where  he  remained 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  belonged  to  G.  D.  Dailey  Post,  No.  200,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  Politically  he  was  a  Republican.  Mr.  Jacques  was  married 
(first)  on  Sept.  8,  1858,  to  Miss  Anne  Noon,  of  Carthage.  She  died  March 
22,  1862,  leaving  a  son,  John  Edward.  He  was  born  April  22,  1860,  and 
died  in  1898.  Mr.  Jacques  was  married  (second)  on  Dec.  24,  1865,  to 
Nancy  M.  Waters,  who  was  born  at  Lowville,  May  19,  1844,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Waters.  To  this  union  were  born  the  follow¬ 
ing  children:  1.  Charles  E.,  born  April  13,  1867,  hardware  merchant, 
lives  at  Lowville.  2.  Fred  Clarence,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Alice 
May,  born  May  20,  1873,  died  March  26,  1892.  4.  Clinton  Louis,  born 

March  11,  1879,  hardware  merchant,  lives  at  Lowville.  5.  Bessie  W., 
born  April  3,  1882,  married  Porter  A.  House. 

Fred  Clarence  Jacques  attended  rural  schools  and  Lowville  Academy. 
In  1891  he  entered  the  employ  of  V.  Lansing  Waters,  a  leading  dry  goods 
merchant  of  Lowville.  He  remained  with  this  concern  for  many  years 
and  became  sales  manager.  In  1901  he  resigned  and  in  that  year  engaged 
in  business  for  himself  at  Lowville.  He  became  the  proprietor  of  one  of 
the  most  popular  dry  goods  establishments  in  Lowville,  New  York,  and 
was  identified  with  that  enterprise  until  1911.  In  1915  he  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  insurance  business  in  this  city,  and  is  still  engaged  in  that 
capacity. 

Mr.  Jacques  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Stella  Elizabeth  Goutremont, 
who  was  born  at  Harrisburg,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  19,  1873,  the  daughter  of  Wil¬ 
liam  H.  and  Mary  (Forsythe)  Goutremont.  She  was  descended  from 
Jacob  Goutremont,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Harrisburg. 
Mrs.  Jacques  died  in  1914  and  is  buried  at  Lowville.  She  was  associated 
with  her  husband  in  the  dry  goods  business.  Mr.  Jacques  was  married 
(second)  Dec.  12,  1917,  to  Maud  C.  (Davidson)  MacKenzie,  of  Rochester, 
N.  Y.  She  was  born  in  Carlisle,  Ontario,  Canada,  July  21,  1877,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  and  Catherine  (Morden)  Davidson.  By  a  former  marriage 
Mrs.  Jacques  has  a  son,  Arthur  C.  MacKenzie.  He  married  Miss  Vera 
Bush,  the  daughter  of  William  T.  Bush  of  Lowville,  and  they  have  a  son, 
William  Bush  MacKenzie. 

Mr.  Jacques  has  always  taken  a  prominent  part  in  local  politics.  He 
held  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  from  which  he  resigned  in  order  to 
accept  the  office  of  town  clerk  in  1917.  He  successfully  held  that  office 
until  1929.  In  November,  1931,  he  was  again  elected  to  that  office.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  serves  as  elder;  is  affiliated 
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with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134;  Lowville  Chapter,  No.  223, 
R.  A.  M.,  and  served  as  High  Priest  in  1931,  and  upon  retirement  was 
elected  trustee  of  the  chapter. 


Edward  E.  Fowler. — Among  the  most  progressive  and  successful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Lowville  is  Edward  E.  Fowler,  who  is  identified  with  Fowler 
&  Green,  Inc.,  pioneer  hardware  merchants  of  Lewis  County.  He  was 
born  at  Lowville,  March  7,  1884,  the  son  of  Edward  E.  and  Josephine  A. 
(Sackrider)  Fowler. 

Edward  E.  Fowler,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Lowville,  born  July  1, 
1853.  He  was  the  son  of  George  W.  Fowler,  who  was  the  founder  of  the 
present  hardware  business  at  Lowville  in  1860.  In  partnership  with 
Jonathan  Pfister,  George  W.  Fowler  established  the  firm  of  Pfister  & 
Fowler,  which  they  conducted  successfully  until  1864,  at  which  time  Mr. 
Pfister  sold  his  interest  to  Mr.  Fowler,  who  continued  the  business  until 
about  1870.  He  then  took  in  as  partners  his  two  sons,  Edward  E.  and 
Philip  S.  Fowler,  under  the  firm  name  of  G.  W.  Fowler  &  Sons.  Ten  years 
later  Mr.  Fowler  sold  the  business  to  his  three  sons,  a  younger  son, 
Thomas  B.  Fowler,  being  taken  in,  and  the  concern  was  known  as  Fowler 
Brothers.  Thomas  Fowler  sold  his  interest  to  his  brothers  and  they  car¬ 
ried  on  the  business  until  the  death  of  Edward  E.  Fowler,  which  occurred 
in  July,  1922.  In  1923  the  business  was  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
Fowlers’  Sons,  Inc.,  with  Philip  S.  Fowler  as  president;  Edward  E.  Fowler, 
Jr.,  as  vice  president,  and  Philip  H.  Fowler,  son  of  the  president,  as  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer.  Philip  S'.  Fowler  died  on  Jan.  22,  1931.  On  June  6, 
1931,  Philip  S.  Fowler’s  estate  disposed  of  its  interest  to  R.  J.  Green,  who 
with  Edward  E.  Fowler  carries  on  the  business  at  the  present  time  under 
the  firm  name  of  Fowler  &  Green,  Inc. 

George  W.  Fowler,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
born  at  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  20,  1820.  He  later  lived  at 
Oxbow,  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1824  removed  to  Lowville.  He  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  dry  goods  business  for  a  time.  He  married  Elizabeth  Knox 
in  1848.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Squire  Z.  Knox.  From  1856  until  1859 
Mr.  Fowler  was  owner  and  editor  of  the  Lowville  Journal,  and  as  mentioned 
above,  he  was  founder  of  the  Fowler  &  Pfister  Hardware  Company  in 
1860.  He  died  in  November,  1903.  His  wife,  who  was  born  Nov.  21, 
1820,  died  Nov.  29,  1907.  Their  children  were:  Edward  E.,  Philip  S 
Thomas  B.,  Elizabeth  and  Maria. 

Edward  E.  Fowler  was  associated  with  the  interests  of  the  hardware 
business,  which  had  been  established  by  his  father.  He  was  educated  in 
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the  Lowville  public  schools  and  in  1872  was  graduated  from  Lowville 
Academy.  He  was  married  on  Nov.  5,  1879,  to  Miss  Josephine  A.  Sack- 
rider,  of  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  born  June  2,  1855.  He  died  July  6, 
1922,  and  his  wife  died  Jan.  18,  1916.  Both  are  buried  in  Lowville  Rural 
Cemetery.  Josephine  A.  (Sackrider)  Fowler  was  the  daughter  of  Solo¬ 
mon  M.  and  Helen  E.  Sackrider.  To  Edward  E.  and  Josephine  A.  (Sack- 
rider)  Fowler  were  born  three  children:  1.  Edward  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Dr.  Charles  S.,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Michigan,  having  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Sur¬ 
gery  in  1909,  now  lives  at  Rome,  N.  Y.  3.  Mrs.  C.  Fay  Moore,  lives  at 
Lowville.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  attended  Syracuse 
University. 

Edward  E.  Fowler  was  graduated  from  Lowville  Academy  in  1903  and 
since  that  date  has  been  interested  in  business  at  Lowville.  He  married 
Miss  Nellie  Wilson,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
(Gragg)  Wilson.  They  have  had  three  children:  Robert  Wilson,  born 
July  18,  1921,  died  Feb.  9,  1922;  Josephine  Mary;  and  Maxine  Helen. 

Mr.  Fowler  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No. 
134;  Lowville  Chapter  No.  223;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  11; 
and  Media  Temple,  Watertown.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the  Lowville  Club. 


Fay  C.  Snyder. — Well  known  in  Lowville  as  the  city’s  leading  druggist, 
Mr.  Snyder  is  recognized  as  a  dependable  citizen  of  Lewis  County.  He 
was  born  at  Lowville,  Jan.  18,  1867,  the  son  of  John  R.  and  Harriet 
(Clements)  Snyder. 

John  R.  Snyder  was  born  at  New  Bremen,  Lewis  County,  and  died  in 
1867  at  the  age  of  27  years.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade.  His  widow 
later  married  Hiram  C.  Oatman,  of  Lowville,  and  she  died  at  the  age  of 
82  years,  on  Feb.  11,  1926. 

Fay  C.  Snyder  attended  the  public  schools  but  at  the  age  of  14  years 
left  school  to  earn  his  living  as  a  grocer’s  clerk.  In  1883  he  entered  the 
employ  of  Horace  Bush,  druggist,  and  continued  with  him  until  1895,  at 
which  time,  with  D.  Dorrance  Bronson,  he  purchased  the  business  of  W. 
H.  Morrison,  druggist  at  Lowville.  At  that  time  the  firm  of  Bronson  & 
Snyder  was  organized  and  this  partnership  continued  until  1902.  Mr. 
Snyder  has  since  been  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise. 

On  June  15,  1892,  Mr.  Snyder  married  Miss  Hetta  M.  Kellogg,  of 
Lowville,  the  daughter  of  Halsey  and  Mary  T.  (Kidder)  Kellogg.  Mr. 
Kellogg  was  born  in  Lewis  County,  July  24,  1824,  and  his  wife  was  a 
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native  of  Oneida  County.  They  had  four  children:  1.  K.  Collins,  de¬ 
ceased.  2.  Albert,  deceased.  3.  J.  J.,  lives  at  Lowville.  4.  Hetta  M.  Sny¬ 
der.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  have  a  daughter,  Dorothy  C.,  born  Feb.  6, 
1893.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Wheelock  Kindergar¬ 
ten  School.  She  was  married  to  Miller  B.  Moran.  Their  son,  M.  Fay 
Moran,  was  born  April  23,  1920.  Before  her  marriage  she  was  a  teacher 
at  Howe  School,  Schenectady. 

Mr.  Snyder  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  the  Lowville  Club. 


Orrin  Ellsworth  Martin  was  born  in  Westville,  Franklin  County,  Dec. 
22,  1847,  son  of  Hollis  H.  and  Paulina  Martin  and  his  boyhood  days  were 
spent  in  Westville  and  Chateaugay  to  which  place  they  moved  while  in  his 
teens,  and  his  father  established  there  a  blacksmith  and  wheelwright 
shop.  When  he  was  about  21  years  of  age  the  family  moved  to  East  Nor¬ 
folk  where  they  purchased  a  water  power  on  the  Racket  River  and  built 
a  hub  factory,  and  with  his  father  and  brothers  began  the  manufacturing 
of  wagon  hubs  and  wagons.  In  1867  they  moved  to  Norwood  and  built  a 
three  story  frame  building  on  the  corner  of  Mechanic  and  Leonard  Streets, 
and  began  the  manufacturing  of  wagons  and  wagon  hubs  on  a  large  scale. 
This  factory  was  burned  twice  and  rebuilt. 

On  Feb.  15,  1876,  he  married  Mary  J.  Butler  of  West  Potsdam  and  to 
this  union  were  born  three  children,  Edith  L.,  Hollis  W.,  and  Arthur  H. 
Martin.  In  1880  he  moved  to  Ogdensburg  and  there  established  the  0.  E. 
Martin  Hub  Factory  where  he  manufactured  hubs  for  both  domestic  and 
foreign  trade  for  14  years.  About  the  year  1888,  he  returned  to  Norwood 
and  bought  from  the  William  Davis  Estate  the  water  power  rights  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Racket  River  at  Yaleville  and  there  built  and  started  the 
first  ground  wood  pulp  mill  in  the  northern  section  of  the  State  of  New 
Yoik.  Pulp  at  that  time  was  in  its  infancy  in  the  use  of  paper  and  he  ob¬ 
tained  his  raw  material  from  the  Norwood  Manufacturing  Company, 
which  was  operating  a  saw  mill  at  Norwood.  This  raw  material  consisted 
of  the  trimmings  from  the  saw  logs  and  was  floated  down  the  river  and 
taken  out  at  his  mill  and  ground  into  pulp.  He  continued  this  business 
up  until  1904  when  the  mill  took  fire  and  burned. 

In  all  of  these  years  of  his  experience  in  the  manufacturing  and  devel¬ 
opment  of  water  power,  he  had  always  had  an  idea  that  there  was  to  be 
some  day  a  big  development  at  Norfolk  and  about  the  year  1899  he  inter¬ 
ested  Mr.  Charles  H.  Remington  of  Watertown  in  the  development  of  the 
water  power  at  Norfolk.  There  was  formed  the  Remington  &  Martin 
Company  and  they  built  a  two  machine  paper  mill  and  a  two  digester  sul- 
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phite  and  ground  wood  mill.  At  the  time  of  the  building  of  this  mill,  they 
installed  the  largest  paper  machine  in  the  world  at  that  date,  which  was 
164  inches  in  width. 

He  remained  associated  with  the  Remington  &  Martin  Company  for  a 
few  years  when  he  sold  his  interests  out  and  located  in  the  lumber  busi¬ 
ness  at  Low,  Canada,  where  he  formed  the  Low  Lumber  Company  and  con¬ 
tinued  the  manufacturing  of  lumber  until  1911  when  he  returned  to  Nor¬ 
wood  and  formed  the  Martin  Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  comprised  of  his 
sons,  Hollis  W.  and  Arthur  H.,  and  other  members  of  the  family  which 
made  it  a  close  corporation.  He  was  made  president,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death.  Mary  J.  Martin  was  vice  president;  Hollis  W.  Martin, 
secretary ;  Edith  Clarke  Blake,  assistant  secretary ;  and  Arthur  H.  Martin, 
treasurer. 

The  company  developed  and  erected  a  modern  up-to-date  ground  wood 
pulp  mill  on  the  original  site  of  Mr.  Martin’s  pulp  mill  which  burned  in 
1904.  This  mill  is  continuing  in  operation  today. 

In  1923  a  two  machine  tissue  mill  was  added  to  the  pulp  mill  for  the 
manufacturing  of  tissue  papers.  At  the  time  of  the  planning  of  the  paper 
mill  in  connection  with  the  pulp  mill,  Mr.  Martin  was  taken  ill.  He  recov¬ 
ered  from  his  first  attack  but  had  to  give  up  and  took  no  active  interest 
in  the  business  from  then  on. 

In  1923  on  February  8,  after  an  illness  of  about  ten  weeks,  he  passed 
away.  He  was  always  very  interested  in  public  affairs  and  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Norwood  and  served  on  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  church  for  years.  He  was  affiliated  with  What 
Cheer  Lodge  689  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  was  a  member  of 
Lyra  Chapter  of  Eastern  Star  and  a  member  of  St.  Lawrence  Chapter  No. 
24  of  Potsdam.  In  politics  he  was  a  strong  Republican. 

In  1923  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Martin,  his  son  Hollis  W.  was  elected  to 
the  presidency  of  the  company  which  office  he  held  until  his  death  on 
April  15,  1928,  which  was  caused  by  an  automobile  accident  at  a  railroad 
crossing  in  which  he  and  his  daughter,  Marian  A.  Martin  and  cousin,  Flor¬ 
ence  Martin  of  Syracuse,  were  instantly  killed.  They  were  returning  from 
attending  a  funeral  of  their  cousin  in  Chateaugay.  There  are  surviving 
him  one  son,  Hollis  W.  and  his  widow,  Marian  E. 

The  office  of  president  of  the  company  is  now  held  by  Mrs.  Mary  J. 
Martin,  who  takes  an  active  part  in  its  management.  Mrs.  Edith  Clarke 
Blake,  who  lives  in  Potsdam  with  her  two  children,  Ruth  Clarke  and  Alice 
Blake,  is  secretary  of  the  company. 

Arthur  H.  Martin,  who  is  treasurer  of  the  company,  which  office  he  has 
held  since  its  organization,  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  Feb.  9,  1886.  He  re¬ 
ceived  part  of  his  education  in  the  old  No.  1  School  of  Ogdensburg  and 
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the  Norwood  High  School.  He  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the  Low 
Lumber  Company  and  when  the  Martin  Pulp  &  Paper  Company  was 
formed  became  active  in  that  also.  On  April  19,  1916,  he  married  Jennie 
M.  Kiah  of  Ogdensburg  and  to  this  union  were  born  three  children,  Marie 
Margaret,  Helen  Elizabeth  and  Arthur  Ellsworth.  The  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Norwood  and  Mr.  Martin  is  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  Orders  of  the  Blue  Lodge,  The  Chapter,  The  Com- 
mandery,  The  Shrine  and  The  Eastern  Star  and  in  politics  is  a  staunch 
Republican. 


Louis  M.  Toussaint,  insurance,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  reliable  and 
successful  business  men  of  Lowville,  where  he  has  been  identified  with 
Moore,  Levis  &  Toussaint  since  1916.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  May  9, 
1887,  the  son  of  Louis  F.  and  Honora  (Tarpey)  Toussaint. 

Louis  F.  Toussaint,  deceased,  was  a  member  of  a  prominent  pioneer 
family  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Lowville  in  1854  and  died  in 
November,  1926.  Throughout  his  life  he  followed  the  trade  of  a  mason. 
His  father,  Louis  Toussaint,  was  a  native  of  Alsace-Lorraine,  and  was 
among  the  first  settlers  of  Lowville.  He  was  also  a  mason  and  built  many 
of  the  early  structures  in  this  city.  He  served  as  an  officer  throughout 
the  Civil  War  and  died  about  1870.  Louis  F.  Toussaint  married  Miss 
Honora  Tarpey,  who  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1854  and  died  in  Lowville  in 
1927.  Their  children  were:  1.  Mary  Ellen,  married  LeRoy  Haberer,  lives 
at  Lowville.  2.  Edward  L.,  lives  at  Lowville.  3.  Anna  W.,  married  W.  P. 
Chamblee,  lives  at  Oxford,  N.  C.  4.  Mrs.  J.  D.  Parker,  lives  at  Smithfield, 
N.  C.  5.  Louis  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Louis  M.  Toussaint  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Eastman 
Business  College,  class  of  1909.  He  spent  two  years  in  the  employ  of 
A.  H.  Herrick  and  Son,  of  Watertown,  and  from  1913  until  1916  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Black  River  Telephone  Company.  He  then  took  over  the 
insurance  business  with  which  he  is  now  connected.  It  is  the  oldest  in¬ 
surance  agency  in  Lewis  County,  being  organized  in  1859  by  G.  W. 
Fowler,  who  was  the  representative  in  this  district  for  the  Hartford  Fire 
Insurance  Company.  He  disposed  of  the  business  to  Morris  Chase  in 
1867  and  in  1875  it  was  taken  over  by  George  W.  Morrow.  The  follow¬ 
ing  year  it  was  reorganized  as  the  Morrow  &  Hedden  Company,  and  in 
1880  it  was  again  reorganized  as  Hedden  &  Moore.  From  1901  until 
1903  the  agency  was  operated  as  Hedden-Moore  &  Levis,  from  1903  until 
1916  as  Moore  &  Levis,  and  since  the  latter  year  it  has  continued  as 
Moore,  Levis  &  Toussaint.  Mr.  Toussaint  took  over  his  partners’  inter¬ 
ests  in  1925,  but  retained  the  firm  name.  He  is  also  a  director  in  the 
Black  River  National  Bank  of  Lowville. 
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On  May  23,  1913,  Mr.  Toussaint  married  Miss  Sarah  Moore  of  Low- 
ville,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Lowville  Academy,  Utica  Free  Academy, 
and  Oberlin  College.  She  was  a  teacher  in  the  Watertown  schools.  She 
is  the  daughter  of  Charles  D.  and  Frances  (Hedden)  Moore.  Mr.  Moore 
died  in  1916  and  his  wife  died  in  1925.  They  had  three  daughters: 
1.  Anna,  married  Dr.  Volovia,  lives  at  Lowville.  2.  Mary,  married  Charles 
E.  Pelton,  both  deceased.  3.  Sarah,  the  wife  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Toussaint  have  a  daughter,  Mary  Moore,  who  attends  Low¬ 
ville  Academy. 

Mr.  Toussaint  has  always  been  a  Democrat. 


Nathaniel  F.  Breen,  who  is  a  leading  lawyer  of  Watertown,  is  a  native 
of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Montague,  Lewis  County,  and  his  wife, 
Nellie  V.  (Hanley)  Breen,  is  a  native  of  Kingston,  Ontario. 

Mr.  Breen  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  later 
took  up  the  study  of  law,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1884.  He  was 
associated  in  practice  with  his  brother,  Isaac  R.  Breen,  as  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Breen  &  Breen,  about  1894,  but  is  now  engaged  in  private 
practice  in  Watertown. 

Nathaniel  F.  Breen  is  the  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Eleanor  (Smith) 
Breen.  He  was  born  in  the  north  of  Ireland  in  1816  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  Smith  Falls,  Ontario,  born  in  1823.  They  were  prominent  pio¬ 
neer  settlers  of  Montague,  Lewis  County,  and  later  lived  in  Jefferson 
County,  where  Mr.  Breen  became  a  prosperous  farmer. 

The  only  child  born  to  Nathaniel  F.  and  Nellie  V.  (Hanley)  Breen  was 
Donald  H.,  of  Watertown. 

Donald  H.  Breen  was  born  in  this  city,  Oct.  11,  1895.  He  grew  up 
here  and  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  being  graduated 
from  Watertown  High  School  in  1914.  He  then  studied  civil  engineering 
at  Cornell  University,  and  began  his  professional  career  as  assistant  engi¬ 
neer  for  the  city  of  Watertown,  and  later  became  resident  engineer  for 
the  Concrete  Steel  Engineering  Company.  For  a  time  he  was  identified 
with  the  engineering  department  of  Remington  &  Vosburg,  Camden,  N.  J., 
and  was  also  construction  engineer  on  the  Walt  Whitman  Hotel  in  Cam¬ 
den,  for  the  H.  L.  Stevens  Company,  of  New  York  and  Chicago.  In  1924 
he  established  the  Donald  H.  Breen  Company,  engineers  and  general  con¬ 
tractors,  with  offices  in  the  Flower  Building,  and  in  May,  1931,  offices  and 
warehouse  were  occupied  at  467  Factory  Street.  Mr.  Breen  was  resident 
engineer  on  the  Mill  Street  Bridge,  and  completed  contracts  for  bridges 
at  Adams  Center,  and  on  the  Watertown  Road,  as  well  as  Fisher’s  Land- 
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ing  Bridge.  He  has  had  numerous  contracts  in  the  Thousand  Island  Dis¬ 
trict  for  the  General  Electric  Company. 

In  1925  Donald  H.  Breen  married  Miss  Grace  Everett,  the  daughter  of 
E.  A.  and  Grace  (DeLong)  Everett,  natives  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Everett 
lives  in  Watertown.  His  wife  is  deceased. 

In  politics  Nathaniel  F.  Breen  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of 
Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge.  His  son  is  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  New  York  State  Association  of  Professional  Engineers. 


Hon.  Newton  A.  Aldrich,  deceased,  was  a  most  influential  figure  in  the 
business  and  civic  life  of  Gouverneur  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at 
Luzerne,  Warren  County,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  1830,  the  son  of  Seth  and  Myra 
(Adams)  Aldrich.  The  latter  were  prominent  citizens  of  Warren  County 
and  extensive  land  owners  of  that  section. 

Newton  A.  Aldrich  spent  his  boyhood  on  his  father’s  farm  and  at¬ 
tended  the  district  school.  He  also  was  a  student  at  Glens  Falls  Acad¬ 
emy.  Early  in  life  he  became  interested  in  the  mercantile  business  and 
also  became  a  leader  in  public  affairs.  At  the  age  of  21  years  he  was 
elected  supervisor  of  Warren  County,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for 
three  successive  terms.  His  progress  in  political  affairs  was  remarkable 
and  in  1862  Mr.  Aldrich  was  elected  to  the  New  York  General  Assembly 
from  Warren  County.  In  the  meantime  his  business  affairs  increased  to 
such  an  extent  that  he  declined  a  second  nomination  as  a  member  of  the 
Assembly. 

In  1866  Mr.  Aldrich  became  identified  with  important  business  inter¬ 
ests  in  Gouverneur  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  firm  of  Weston,  Dean  & 
Aldrich,  lumber  dealers.  During  the  following  year  he  removed  to  this 
city  and  took  active  charge  of  the  erection  of  a  large  sawmill  at  Natural 
Dam.  In  1900  the  Aldrich  Paper  Company  was  organized  and  in  that 
year  assumed  the  interests  of  the  former  business.  Mr.  Aldrich  served 
as  a  director  of  the  Aldrich  Paper  Company,  as  vice  president  of  the 
United  States  Talc  Company,  and  as  vice  president  of  the  International 
Lace  Manufacturing  Company.  In  1892  he  was  elected  president  of  the 
Bank  of  Gouverneur,  which  office  he  held  until  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1909. 

In  1872  Mr.  Aldrich  was  elected  a  member  of  the  town  board  of  super¬ 
visors  at  Gouverneur  and  held  that  office  continuously  until  1892.  He 
served  on  important  committees,  and  in  1886  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Levi 
P.  Morton  as  chairman  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  in  which  capacity 
he  rendered  valuable  service  until  his  death.  For  25  years  Mr.  Aldrich 
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was  also  a  trustee  of  Gouverneur-Wesleyan  Seminary.  He  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  in  politics  and  served  as  village  trustee. 

The  generosity  and  public  spirit  of  Mr.  Aldrich  found  a  worthy  ob¬ 
ject  in  the  Gouverneur  Public  Library,  in  whose  affairs  he  was  keenly 
interested.  While  serving  as  president  of  the  town  board  in  1888  a  lease 
was  consummated  whereby  the  Seminary  House  was  used  as  a  village 
reading  room.  This  was  occupied  as  such  until  1894,  at  which  time  the 
space  used  for  library  purposes  was  required  for  use  as  a  high  school. 
Rooms  for  the  library  were  then  leased  in  the  St.  Lawrence  Building,  and 
in  1895  Judge  Smith  purchased  the  Sheldon  property  and  donated  it  to 
the  Public  Library  Association.  As  the  demand  for  books  and  periodi¬ 
cals  increased  more  room  was  required  and  Mr.  Aldrich  gave  to  the  city 
of  Gouverneur  the  present  library  building,  which  was  opened  in  1900. 

On  March  17,  1858,  Mr.  Aldrich  married  Miss  Catherine  J.  Griffin, 
whose  family  ancestry  may  be  traced  to  Wales.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Aldrich 
was  born  a  son,  Herbert  Griffin  Aldrich.  He  was  born  at  Luzerne,  War¬ 
ren  County,  Dec.  3,  1860,  and  came  to  Gouverneur  with  his  parents  at  the 
age  of  six  years.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  prominent  in  the  city’s 
business  life.  He  died  here  Jan.  24,  1926. 


Paul  G.  Germann. — As  a  successful  Doctor  of  Osteopathy,  having  en¬ 
gaged  in  practice  at  Lowville  since  1927,  Dr.  Germann  is  widely  known 
throughout  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  20,  1904,  the 
son  of  Albert  W.  and  Gertrude  (Cornelius)  Germann. 

Albert  W.  Germann  was  born  at  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  in  1876.  He  re¬ 
moved  to  Utica  in  early  life  and  has  been  associated  with  the  Frasier 
Department  Store  for  a  period  of  41  years.  During  the  last  few  years 
he  has  been  buyer  for  the  store.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Utica.  Their 
only  child  is  Paul  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Utica  High  School,  Paul  G.  Germann  en¬ 
tered  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Osteopathy,  where  he  completed  a 
four  years  course  in  1926,  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Osteopathy.  He 
was  then  connected  with  a  Philadelphia  hospital  as  interne  and  began  his 
private  practice  at  Carthage,  in  association  with  Dr.  George  V.  Webster. 
Since  October,  1927,  Dr.  Germann  has  been  located  at  Lowville,  where  he 
has  already  established  an  excellent  practice.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Northern  New  York,  New  York  State  and  American  Osteopathic  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

On  Oct.  5,  1926,  Dr.  Germann  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Doris 
Lloyd,  who  was  born  at  Anglesea,  Wales,  and  came  to  this  country  with 
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her  parents  when  four  years  of  age.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Edward 
Lloyd.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Germann  have  a  daughter,  Patricia. 

Dr.  Germann  is  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  and  is  affiliated 
with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134,  and  Iota  Tau  Sigma  fraternity, 
Philadelphia  College  of  Osteopathy. 


William  Theodore  Bush. — A  leading  citizen  of  Lowville,  Mr.  Bush  is 
prominent  in  the  business  life  of  the  city  as  proprietor  of  the  pharmacy 
of  Horace  Bush  &  Son.  He  was  born  at  Canajoharie,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  30, 
1860,  the  son  of  Horace  and  Ellen  P.  (Hodge)  Bush. 

Horace  Bush,  who  died  Dec.  31,  1913,  was  prominent  in  Lewis  County 
as  founder  of  the  pharmacy  in  Lowville  which  bears  his  name.  The  busi¬ 
ness  was  established  by  him  in  1867.  His  wife  died  Feb.  22,  1903. 

William  Theodore  Bush  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lowville  and 
Lowville  Academy,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1879.  He  became  a 
student  at  Hamilton  College  and  graduated  from  that  institution  in  1883 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Three  years  later  he  received  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  In  college  Mr.  Bush  had  been  awarded  a  prize 
in  chemistry  and  he  was  therefore  following  a  natural  inclination  when, 
on  July  1,  1883,  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  drug  store  which  had  been 
founded  by  his  father  in  1867.  The  following  year  he  was  admitted  to 
partnership  in  the  pharmacy,  the  name  Horace  Bush  &  Son  being  adopted 
at  that  time.  Since  the  death  of  his  father  in  1913  Mr.  Bush  has  carried 
on  the  business  alone,  and  with  good  clerical  help  has  maintained  a  high 
standard  for  the  purity  of  the  drugs  used  and  the  carefulness  in  filling 
prescriptions. 

On  Oct.  2,  1884,  Mr.  Bush  married  Miss  Hattie  Benedict  Settle,  the 
daughter  of  Eli  and  Harriet  (Benedict)  Settle,  of  Watertown.  Eli  Settle 
died  Jan.  3,  1915.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bush  was  born  on  April  27,  1886,  a 
daughter,  Vera  Isabel.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Vas- 
sar  College.  On  Sept.  24,  1924,  she  married  Arthur  Charles  MacKenzie, 
of  Lowville.  They  have  a  son,  William  Bush  MacKenzie,  born  Aug.  9, 
1925. 

Mr.  Bush  is  a  Republican  and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  has  been  a  trustee  of  Lowville  Rural  Ceme¬ 
tery  since  1914,  and  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  president  of  the 
board. 

Mr.  Bush  is  a  prominent  Mason,  being  Past  Master  of  Lowville  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  134,  and  its  treasurer  since  1912;  Past  High  Priest  of 
Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  223,  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
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tees  of  the  Masonic  Temple.  By  appointment  on  July  8,  1893,  he  served 
as  assistant  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  16th  Masonic  District.  He  is  a  char¬ 
ter  member  of  the  Lowville  Club,  and  held  the  office  of  president  during 
1918-19.  He  also  belongs  to  Alpha  Delta  Phi  fraternity. 


Charles  Howard  Evans,  M.  D. — Among  the  better  known  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  Lewis  County  is  Doctor  Evans,  who  has  a  well  estab¬ 
lished  practice  at  Lowville.  He  was  born  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  June  13, 
1882,  the  son  of  Evan  J.  and  Harriet  (Rowley)  Evans. 

Evan  J.  Evans  was  born  in  Wales  and  was  nine  years  old  when  his 
parents  came  to  this  country  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Rome,  N.  Y. 
He  was  a  carpenter  throughout  his  life,  and  saw  service  during  the  Civil 
War.  He  later  located  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  in  1911,  at  the 
age  of  72  years.  His  wife  was  born  at  Syracuse,  and  died  in  1928,  at  the 
age  of  80  years.  Both  are  buried  in  Myrtle  Hill  Cemetery,  Syracuse. 
They  were  the  parents  of  11  children  who  grew  to  maturity,  two  of  whom 
were  professional  men:  1.  Charles  Howard,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Orry  R.,  lawyer,  lives  at  Syracuse. 

The  early  life  of  Charles  Howard  Evans  was  spent  in  Syracuse  and 
he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  studied  Premedical  in  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  also  studied  medicine  at  Syracuse  University,  from  which 
he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1909.  For  a  number  of 
years  Doctor  Evans  remained  in  general  practice  at  Syracuse,  and  since 
1930  he  has  been  located  at  Lowville.  He  is  an  associate  member  of  the 
staff  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  Watertown,  and  a  member  of  the  Lewis 
County  Hospital  staff,  of  Lowville.  He  is  also  identified  with  the  Lewis 
County  and  New  York  State  Medical  Societies,  and  American  Medical 
Association. 

On  Dec.  6,  1911,  Doctor  Evans  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  May 
McKinnon,  a  graduate  of  University  Hospital  of  Good  Shepherd,  Syra¬ 
cuse,  and  the  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  McKinnon.  Mrs.  Evans  is  a 
native  of  Alexandria,  Ontario,  Canada,  and  is  a  sister  of  Dr.  George 
McKinnon,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Medical  School  of  McGill  University, 
and  now  a  prominent  surgeon  of  Crambrook,  British  Columbia,  where  he 
is  the  owner  of  a  fine  private  hospital. 

To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Evans  have  been  born  four  children:  1.  Charles, 
born  in  1913,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  High  School,  now  a  medical  stu¬ 
dent  at  Duke  University  in  North  Carolina.  2.  Ronald  McKinnon,  born 
in  1916,  attends  Lowville  Academy.  3.  Muriel  Alice,  born  in  1918. 

Fraternally,  Doctor  Evans  is  identified  with  Onondaga  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.,  No.  802,  and  the  Kiwanis  Club. 
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Frank  Fay  Williams,  M.  D.,  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  at  Canton  for  more  than  45  years,  and  is  numbered 
among  the  leading  physicians  in  his  native  County  of  St.  Lawrence,  his 
office  being  at  119  Main  Street.  He  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  New  York  State 
Homeopathic  Medical  Society,  American  Medical  Association,  and  the 
American  Institute  of  Homeopathy. 

Dr.  Williams  was  born  at  Stockholm,  St.  Lawrence  County,  July  10, 
1857,  the  son  of  Selden  and  S.  Jane  (Sumner)  Williams. 

Selden  Williams  was  born  at  Jamaica,  Vt.,  March  21,  1878.  His  mother 
died  when  he  was  five  years  of  age  and  he  was  educated  by  an  uncle, 
George  Strait,  who  had  settled  at  Stockholm  in  1812.  At  the  age  of  21 
years  Selden  Williams  went  to  Manchester,  Vt.  He  later  returned  to  New 
York  where  he  became  a  farmer.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as 
excise  commissioner  and  overseer  of  the  poor.  He  was  a  prominent  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Mr.  Williams  died  Nov.  11,  1899.  His  wife, 
born  at  Stockholm,  May  10,  1834,  died  Jan.  28,  1877.  Both  are  buried  at 
Stockholm.  They  had  three  children:  1.  Willis  Selden,  deceased.  2. 
Frank  Fay,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Ellen  Eliza,  who  died  in  1887. 
Selden  Williams  married  (second)  in  1879  Miss  Anne  Turner,  who  was 
born  Dec.  2,  1838.  She  lives  at  West  Stockholm,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter, 
Josie,  married  George  Brown  and  lives  at  West  Stockholm. 

Frank  Fay  Williams  received  his  early  education  at  West  Stockholm. 
He  was  graduated  from  Potsdam  Normal  School  in  1879,  spent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  years  as  principal  of  Heuvelton  Union  School,  and  during  that 
time  also  studied  medicine  in  the  office  of  the  late  Dr.  H.  D.  Brown,  of 
Potsdam.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  New  York 
Homeopathic  Medical  College  in  1883,  and  began  as  an  assistant  to  Dr. 
Brown.  He  came  to  Canton  in  January,  1884,  where  he  has  since  given 
his  attention  to  a  general  practice.  Dr.  Williams  took  graduate  work  in 
Chicago  during  1890-91,  with  Dr.  E.  H.  Pratt;  in  New  York  City  in  1889 
with  Dr.  Pratt;  and  during  1917  studied  at  a  school  of  pathology  and 
operative  surgery. 

In  1884  Dr.  Williams  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lily  A.  Thorn¬ 
ton,  the  daughter  of  Alonzo  and  Elizabeth  (Austin)  Thornton.  Both  were 
natives  of  DePeyster  and  are  buried  in  Canton.  He  was  interested  in  the 
lumber  business.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Williams  were  born  four  children: 
1.  Alice  Jane,  born  May  30,  1885,  died  March  17,  1888.  2.  Frank  Fay,  Jr., 
a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1912,  and  the  New  York 
Homeopathic  Medical  College,  class  of  1917.  He  was  interne  in  Flower 
Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  is  now  identified  with  Patton  State  Hos¬ 
pital  at  Patton,  California.  He  married  Miss  Pauline  Whitney,  and  they 
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have  two  children:  Paul  Whitney,  and  Jane  Elizabeth.  During  1912-13 
Dr.  Williams  was  assistant  football  coach  at  Columbia  University.  3.  Sel- 
den  Thornton,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1913 ;  Woos¬ 
ter  Institute  of  Technology,  class  of  1916;  and  Master  of  Science  degree 
from  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1929.  He  is  identified  with  the  Schroeder 
Valve  Company,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  He  married  Miss  Ella  Vagler,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  they  have  three  children:  Selden 
Thornton,  Jr.;  Constance;  and  Eleanor.  They  live  at  Bellerose,  L.  I.  4. 
Edward  Everett,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1919,  and 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University,  class  of 
1923.  During  1923-24  he  was  interne  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  Hospital,  and  in 
January,  1925,  established  a  private  practice  at  Naugatuck,  Conn.  He 
was  married  in  1925  to  Miss  Dorothy  Cheetham. 

Dr.  Williams  is  a  Republican,  and  for  six  years  served  as  county  com¬ 
mitteeman.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  lodge  affiliations:  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  Ill,  past 
master  in  1891-92,  and  grand  steward  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York;  St.  Lawrence  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  132,  past  high  priest;  and 
past  grand  representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  So.  Dakota;  St.  Law¬ 
rence  Council  R.  &  S.  M.  No.  77,  Past  Illustrious  Master,  and  Past  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Grand  Council  of  New  Hampshire;  St.  Lawrence  Com- 
mandery  K.  T.  No.  28,  Past  Commander  during  1914-15 ;  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion,  14th  degree,  Norwood,  N.  Y. ;  Rose  Croix  &  Princes  of  Jerusalem, 
Watertown ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  of  which  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Watertown  class  in  1929;  and  Media  Temple. 

Doctor  Williams  is  president  of  the  Club  of  Canton,  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  board  of  managers  for  15  years. 


William  J.  Milligan. — Since  1929  William  J.  Milligan  has  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Company,  of  Lowville,  and  he  is  among 
the  able  business  men  who  have  assumed  civic  leadership  in  -the  com¬ 
munity.  He  was  born  in  Sullivan  County,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  18,  1859,  the  son 
of  Joseph  and  Margaret  (Anderson)  Milligan. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools,  William  J.  Milligan  be¬ 
gan  his  business  career  as  a  clerk  in  the  Black  River  National  Bank,  of 
Lowville,  where  he  remained  for  five  years.  He  then  engaged  in  the 
insurance  business  in  partnership  with  Julius  H.  Wood,  and  the  firm  of 
Wood  &  Milligan  continued  for  ten  years.  In  1895  Mr.  Milligan  became 
associated  with  the  old  First  National  Bank  of  Lowville.  He  served  in 
various  capacities  and  was  cashier  of  the  institution  when  it  was  reor- 
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ganized  as  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Company.  He  then  became  secretary 
and  treasurer,  and  was  elected  president  on  Jan.  1,  1929.  He  is  also  a 
director  of  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket  Company. 

Mr.  Milligan  married  (first)  Miss  Carrie  Powers  House,  the  daughter 
of  Charles  and  Sarah  Emmeline  (Powers)  House.  Their  son,  Charles 
Harry  Milligan,  is  identified  with  the  Gould  Paper  Company  of  Lyons 
Falls.  He  married  Miss  Leah  Fellows,  of  Lowville. 

Mr.  Milligan  married  (second)  Miss  Martha  Vanche  Fuller,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Daniel  Webster  and  Irene  (Woodcock)  Fuller,  whose  ancestors  were 
early  settlers  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.  They  located  at  Fullerville 
and  were  founders  of  the  Fullerville  Iron  Works.  Mrs.  Milligan  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  tenth  generation  of  the  Fuller  family  in  America,  and  traces 
her  ancestry  to  Edward  Fuller,  who  with  his  wife  and  son,  Samuel,  and 
his  brother,  Dr.  Samuel  Fuller  (on  the  paternal  side)  came  to  America 
with  the  Pilgrims  on  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  Edward  Fuller,  Samuel 
Fuller,  and  Francis  Eaton  (maternal  side)  were  signers  of  the  compact 
drawn  up  in  the  cabin  of  the  Mayflower  before  landing  at  Cape  Cod. 

Mrs.  Milligan  is  a  member  of  the  foremost  patriotic  organizations  of 
the  country,  including  the  Daughters  of  the  Mayflower,  Daughters  of  the 
Founders  and  Patriots  of  America,  Past  Regent  of  Lowville  chapter, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  Daughters  of  1812.  She  is  also 
Past  Matron  of  Zenith  Chapter,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  She  is  active  in 
local  club  affairs,  being  Past  President  of  the  Lowville  Civic  Club,  North¬ 
ern  New  York  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  Past  Director  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  Chairman  of  the  Library  Extension  State 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  and  Director  of  the  New  York  State  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Women’s  Clubs  for  the  Fifth  District.  During  the  World  War  she 
lived  up  to  the  traditions  of  her  family  and  devoted  time  and  energy  to 
all  war  activities  as  county  chairman  of  the  National  League  for  Women’s 
Service.  She  was  instrumental  in  providing  a  kit  bag  for  every  boy  who 
entered  military  service  from  Lewis  County,  and  personally  saw  each  con¬ 
tingent  to  the  train  as  it  left  home.  This  service  won  for  her  the  affec¬ 
tionate  title  of  “Mother”  to  the  boys.  In  politics  Mrs.  Milligan  is  a 
Democrat  and  is  a  member  of  the  State  Committee.  She  is  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  education,  and  with  her  vigorous  and  magnetic  personality  she 
has  been  an  important  factor  in  all  phases  of  community  life.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  and  of  Crane  Institute  of 
Music  and  Drawing.

&  A.  M.,  No.  134,  Past  Worshipful  Master;  Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M., 
No.  223,  Past  High  Priest;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  11;  and 
Media  Temple,  Watertown.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Lowville  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  and  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club,  Citizens  Club,  and 
Carlowden  Country  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  is  a  prominent  Democrat. 


Charles  A.  Mills. — Among  the  practical  and  successful  business  men 
of  Lewis  County  is  Charles  A.  Mills,  who  for  many  years  was  identified 
with  the  Lowville  Mills  Laundry.  He  was  born  at  Lowville,  Jan.  2,  1854, 
the  son  of  Delos  and  Pamela  (Lansing)  Mills. 

Delos  Mills  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  at  Lowville  in  1819  and  died  here 
in  1895.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming.  His 
wife  died  in  1913  at  the  age  of  84  years.  Both  are  buried  at  Lowville. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Harriet,  who  died  in  1900,  was  the  wife  of  A.  G. 
Boshart.  2.  Emma,  who  died  in  1926,  was  the  wife  of  G.  D.  Jackson. 
3.  Nellie  J.,  who  died  in  1910,  was  the  wife  of  L.  B.  Searl.  4.  Charles  A., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Charles  A.  Mills  attended  Lowville  Academy  and  as  a  young  man  en¬ 
gaged  in  farming  with  his  father  in  Lowville  township.  He  came  to  Low¬ 
ville  in  1901  and  at  that  time  became  interested  in  the  laundry  business, 
having  purchased  the  plant  of  Benjamin  Rolf.  The  business  had  been 
founded  in  1876  by  Herman  Patten.  He  sold  his  interest  to  George 
Shepard  who  later  was  succeeded  by  Benjamin  Rolf.  The  Lowville  Mills 
Laundry  is  therefore  the  oldest  enterprise  of  its  kind  in  Lewis  County, 
and  still  numbers  among  its  customers  some  of  its  first  clientele.  On 
Oct.  3,  1931,  Mr.  Mills  sold  his  business  to  A.  E.  Wilkinson  and  Jack 
Spina,  and  retired. 

On  Feb.  13,  1879,  Mr.  Mills  married  Miss  Augusta  L.  Stiles,  of  Mar- 
tinsburg,  Lewis  County.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Dwight  and  Lucretia 
(Stanton)  Stiles,  natives  of  Martinsburg,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased  and 
buried  in  East  Martinsburg.  He  was  a  farmer.  To  Charles  A.  and 
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Augusta  L.  (Stiles)  Mills  were  born  two  children:  Charles  Lansing  Mills, 
born  in  1883,  died  in  infancy;  and  Lilah  P.,  born  Dec.  5,  1888,  died  in 
1927.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Utica  School  of 
Commerce.  She  was  the  wife  of  J.  B.  Reutter,  who  is  identified  with  the 
Boshart  Corporation  of  Utica. 

Mr.  Mills  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134,  and 
is  a  charter  member  of  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  being  a  delegate  to  the 
National  convention  of  the  latter  organization  which  was  held  in  Albany 
in  1931.  Mr.  Mills  is  also  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Lowville,  the 
Lowville  Chapter,  0.  E.  S.,  and  Lowville  Fish  and  Game  Club.  Mrs.  Mills 
is  a  member  of  the  Lowville  Chapter,  0.  E.  S. 


Abraham  Narrows,  who  has  engaged  in  business  at  Lowville  for  many 
years  as  the  proprietor  of  a  monument  works,  is  recognized  as  a  substan¬ 
tial  citizen  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  LeRaysville,  Jefferson 
County,  N.  Y.,  May  13,  1856,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Harriet  (St.  John) 
Narrows. 

Joseph  Narrows  lived  at  Lowville,  N.  Y.,  for  many  years  and  was  a 
wagon  maker  by  trade.  Later,  he  was  a  cooper.  He  later  moved  to 
Carthage,  N.  Y.,  where  he  followed  wagon  making.  He  died  at  the  age 
of  91  years  and  his  wife,  a  native  of  Canada,  died  at  the  age  of  88  years. 
Both  are  buried  in  the  Catholic  Cemetery  at  Carthage.  They  were  the 
parents  of  16  children,  of  whom  only  three  survive. 

The  early  life  of  Abraham  Narrows  was  spent  at  LeRaysville,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  and  when  15  years  of  age  he  was  employed  in  a  tannery  at 
Belfort,  Lewis  County.  He  subsequently  learned  the  trade  of  stone  mason 
and  marble  cutter,  and  many  years  ago  became  identified  with  the  marble 
works  of  Isaac  Puffer  at  Lowville.  Mr.  Narrows  has  continued  his  inter¬ 
ests  with  the  same  monumental  business  for  more  than  45  years  and  has 
been  owner  of  the  shop  since  1913.  Its  former  proprietors  were  John 
Morrison  and  later  H.  A.  Bingham.  It  is  the  only  business  of  this  type 
in  Lewis  County  and  is  well  established.  At  the  present  time  Mr.  Nar¬ 
rows  is  assisted  in  the  enterprise  by  his  son,  Clifford  Narrows. 

In  1875  Mr.  Narrows  married  Miss  Maria  Bigness,  of  Lowville,  born 
in  1855,  a  daughter  of  Eli  and  Lucy  (Martin)  Bigness.  They  were  natives 
of  Canada  and  are  buried  at  Lowville,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  shoemaker  by 
trade.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Narrows:  1. 
Clifford,  mention  of  whom  is  made  below.  2.  Eva,  born  Feb.  22,  1889, 
married  Fred  Ostrom  and  lives  at  Carthage.  They  have  six  children: 
Clifford,  Frederick,  Clarence,  Kenneth,  Mary  and  Francis.  3.  Lilly  May, 
born  June  13,  1881,  died  in  1882. 
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Clifford  Narrows  was  born  at  Lowville,  March  2,  1887.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  Lowville  public  schools  and  for  a  number  of  years  has  been 
a  motion  picture  operator,  being-  identified  with  theaters  in  Carthage, 
Watertown,  and  Lowville.  At  the  present  time  he  is  operator  of  the 
Avalon  Theatre  in  Lowville.  He  is  also  identified  with  his  father’s  monu¬ 
mental  business  in  this  city.  Mr.  Narrows  enlisted  for  service  during 
the  World  War  on  March  8,  1918,  and  was  sent  to  San  Antonio,  Texas. 
He  served  with  the  233rd  Aero  Squadron,  at  Houston,  and  was  discharged 
Dec.  2,  1918.  He  was  married  June  29,  1919,  at  Carthage  to  Miss  Mil¬ 
dred  E.  Parker,  of  that  city,  the  daughter  of  Lester  A.  Parker.  He  is 
deceased  and  his  widow  lives  at  Carthage.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Narrows 
have  been  born  three  children :  Annette,  Howard,  and  Patricia. 

Abraham  Narrows  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family 
are  members  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church  at  Lowville. 


Dickinson  E.  Griffith. — With  numerous  business  and  civic  interests 
Mr.  Griffith  is  one  of  the  representative  citizens  and  business  men  of 
Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Ogdensburg,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y., 
April  28,  1881,  the  son  of  Dickinson  C.  and  Lizzie  Melissa  (Butts)  Griffith. 

Dickinson  C.  Griffith  was  born  at  Lincoln,  Vt.,  December  3,  1849.  When 
a  young  man  he  went  to  Ogdensburg  in  the  employ  of  an  express  com¬ 
pany  which  later  merged  with  the  American  Express  Company.  In  1894 
Mr.  Griffith  was  transferred  to  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  in  charge  of  the  com¬ 
pany’s  northern  territory  and  in  1905  went  to  Utica  as  General  Agent, 
which  position  he  occupied  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Jan.  4,  1909.  His 
wife  was  born  at  New  Bremen,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  25,  1843.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Butts  who  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  His 
family  was  among  the  early  settlers  of  Lewis  County.  To  Dickinson  C. 
and  Lizzie  M.  Griffith  were  born  three  children:  1.  Charles  D.,  retired, 
who  was  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1898  and  now  lives  in  Water- 
town.  He  married  Miss  Grace  Wilmot  of  Watertown.  2.  Dickinson  E., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Laura  L.,  unmarried,  who  lives  at  Utica, 
N.  Y. 

Dickinson  E.  Griffith  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Ogdensburg  and  the  Watertown  High  School.  He  was  graduated  from 
Union  College  in  the  class  of  1902  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
He  read  law  in  the  office  of  Rogers,  Atwell  and  Rogers  and  the  office  of 
Brown  Carlisle  and  Hugo  in  Watertown  and  attended  New  York  Law 
School.  He  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1904.  After  an  en¬ 
gagement  in  the  Law  Department  of  the  Title  Guarantee  &  Trust  Com- 
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pany  in  Brooklyn,  he  went  with  the  firm  of  Edward  M.  Grout  and  Paul 
Grout.  From  1907  to  1918  he  was  associated  with  the  firm  of  Reeves 
and  Todd  in  New  York  City  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  the  lat¬ 
ter  year  he  was  commissioned  Captain  in  the  United  States  Army  and 
was  assigned  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Military  Intelligence.  Cap¬ 
tain  Griffith  served  in  the  Military  Intelligence  Division,  G.  S.,  from 
August,  1918,  to  June,  1919.  Upon  receiving  his  discharge  from  the 
service  he  came  to  Lewis  County  on  legal  matters  connected  with  water 
power  sites  on  Beaver  River.  In  the  fall  of  1919  he  participated  in  or¬ 
ganizing  The  Beaverland  Corporation,  which  purchased  a  plant  at  Low- 
ville  for  the  manufacture  of  paper  products.  Under  the  management  of 
Mr.  Griffith,  the  company  manufactured  milk  bottle  caps,  filing  folders, 
eggcase  fillers  and  other  paper  products  until  Dec.  31,  1925.  The  plant 
was  then  sold  to  the  Smith-Lewis  Fibre  Can  Corporation,  of  which  com¬ 
pany  Mr.  Griffith  became  one  of  the  managing  directors.  The  company 
is  a  widely  known  manufacturer  of  paper  cans,  ice  cream  containers,  egg 
cartons,  food  and  oyster  pails  and  other  paper  products.  Mr.  Griffith  is 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  He  is  also  a  director  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Black  River  National  Bank  of  Lowville  and  director,  officer  and  counsel 
of  a  number  of  other  corporations. 

On  May  18,  1912,  Mr.  Griffith  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Hester 
Belle  Mullen  of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  the  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Martha  (Fine) 
Mullen.  Mrs.  Griffith  is  a  graduate  of  Miss  Marshall’s  School,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Griffith  have  been  born  four  children,  a 
son  who  died  in  infancy  and:  1.  Hester  Belle,  2.  Martha,  and  3.  Dickin¬ 
son  E.,  Jr.,  who  are  students  in  the  Lowville  schools. 

Mr.  Griffith  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  and  Trustee  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lowville.  For  a  number  of  years  he  has 
served  as  President  of  the  Lewis  County  Health  Association,  represent¬ 
ing  which  he  is  a  member  of  the  State  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  and 
Public  Health  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Lewis  County  Public  Health  Nursing  Committee  and  a  Director  of 
the  Lewis  County  Humane  Society.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Lewis  County  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  He  is 
Vice-President  of  the  Jefferson-Lewis  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  Amer¬ 
ica  and  an  active  member  of  the  American  Legion,  being  Treasurer  and 
Past  Commander  of  Lowville  Post  No.  162  and  also  having  served  as 
County  Commander.  He  is  a  member  of  Lowville  Lodge  No.  134,  F.  & 
A.  M.,  of  which  lodge  his  grandfather,  Thomas  Butts,  was  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber.  He  is  also  a  member  of  and  on  the  governing  boards  of  the  Low¬ 
ville  Club  and  the  Carlowden  Country  Club. 
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Gilbert  Atwater  Blackmon. — In  Lewis  County  the  name  of  Gilbert  At¬ 
water  Blackmon  has  long  been  identified  with  the  Lowville-Beaver  Falls 
Railroad  Company,  of  which  he  is  secretary  and  general  manager.  He 
was  born  at  Hammond,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Aug.  25,  1855,  the  son  of 
Frederick  W.  A.  and  Diadama  (Franklin)  Blackmon. 

Frederick  W.  A.  Blackmon  was  born  at  Hammond,  July  22,  1824.  He 
was  married  (first)  on  Nov.  8,  1849,  to  Diamada  Franklin.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were:  1.  Harriet  Anne,  married  D.  D.  Moyer.  2.  Mary  Louise,  de¬ 
ceased,  was  the  wife  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Selleck,  of  Riverside,  Calif.  3.  Gilbert 
Atwater,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Frank,  who  died  in  infancy.  He 
was  married  (second)  to  Christina  Lambrie.  They  had  two  sons,  George 
S.  and  Frank.  Both  are  deceased. 

Gilbert  Atwater  Blackmon  is  the  eighth  generation  descended  from 
John  Blackmon,  who  was  born  in  England  and  settled  at  Dorchester, 
Mass.,  about  1640.  He  died  April  28,  1675.  His  son,  John,  was  born  at 
Dorchester,  Aug.  10,  1656,  and  was  a  soldier  in  King  Phillip’s  war.  He 
had  a  family  of  13  children.  Samuel  Blackmon  was  born  Jan.  18,  1701, 
and  settled  at  Windham,  Conn.  His  second  son,  Samuel,  was  born  Nov. 
23,  1736,  and  died  in  1820.  His  son,  Samuel,  was  born  at  Woodstock, 
Mass.,  and  from  July,  1779,  until  April,  1780,  was  a  member  of  Capt. 
Cook’s  Company,  Col.  Chapin’s  regiment.  He  moved  to  Westmoreland, 
Oneida  County,  and  later  to  Lewis  County.  His  son,  Dr.  Hiram  Black¬ 
mon,  was  born  Dec.  28,  1797,  and  died  Feb.  8,  1838.  He  was  a  prominent 
physician  and  surgeon  of  Hammond  for  many  years.  He  was  married  on 
June  18,  1822,  to  Harriet  Smith,  who  was  born  April  17,  1803.  Their 
children  were:  Frederick  W.  A.,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Anastasia;  Gerard;  Kate;  and  George  Smith  Blackmon. 

Gilbert  Atwater  Blackmon  was  educated  in  the  Hammond  public 
schools,  and  as  a  young  man  entered  the  employ  of  Kilmer  &  Jepson, 
merchants  of  Gouverneur,  with  whom  he  was  identified  for  six  years. 
He  then  came  to  Lowville  as  a  salesman  for  T.  J.  Roberts  &  Company,  of 
New  York  City,  and  in  1886  he  acquired  the  interests  of  the  Lowville 
Iron  Works,  manufacturers  of  wood  pulp  grinders,  hydraulic  pumps,  etc. 
In  1890  Mr.  Blackmon  established  a  coal  and  wood  business  at  Lowville, 
with  which  he  was  actively  identified  until  1903.  In  that  year  he  became 
interested  in  the  construction  of  the  Lowville-Beaver  River  Railroad, 
which  is  a  short  line  of  15  miles  between  Lowville  and  the  Adirondack 
Mountains,  with  its  terminal  at  Croghan.  This  short  but  important  line 
has  furnished  an  outlet  for  a  large  and  fertile  agricultural  region  east  of 
the  Black  River,  as  well  as  for  the  shipment  of  pulp,  paper,  and  mill 
products  in  that  region.  It  was  completed  in  August,  1905,  with  Mr. 
Blackmon  as  general  superintendent,  and  the  road  began  operation  in

January,  1906.  It  has  a  capital  stock  of  $200,000  and  is  in  excellent 
financial  condition. 

On  Nov.  8,  1881,  Mr.  Blackmon  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Olivia  Crouch,  who  was  born  July  1,  1859,  the  daughter  of  Chauncey  and 
Mary  (Bosworth)  Crouch.  Their  children  were:  1.  Mary  Jessie,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Lowville  Academy,  married  F.  L.  Parker,  on  Jan.  20,  1903,  and 
they  have  two  children:  Frederick  and  Janet.  2.  Franklin,  who  died  in 
infancy.  3.  Gilbert  Crouch  Blackmon,  born  March  31,  1891.  Olivia 
(Crouch)  Blackmon  died  Dec.  17,  1891,  and  is  buried  at  Lowville.  Mr. 
Blackmon  was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Nellie  M.  Boshart,  who  died 
Jan.  17,  1920.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Charles  D.  and  Margaret  (Quack- 
enbush)  Boshart.  To  this  union  was  born  a  daughter,  Helen  Margaret, 
who  married  Nathaniel  E.  Merrill,  the  son  of  Judge  E.  S.  K.  Merrell,  of 
Lowville. 

Mr.  Blackmon  is  a  member  of  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  134, 
with  which  he  has  been  affiliated  for  45  years.  He  also  belongs  to  the 
Lowville  Club,  of  which  he  is  past  president,  and  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  for  12  years. 


Henry  Allen  Mcllmoyl,  M.  D. — Throughout  his  highly  successful  medi¬ 
cal  career,  Dr.  Mcllmoyl,  of  Ogdensburg,  has  been  prominent  in  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  He  was  born  at  Cardinal,  Ont.,  April  5,  1854,  the  son  of 
John  and  Eliza  (Shaver)  Mcllmoyl. 

John  Mcllmoyl  was  born  at  Edwardsburg,  Ont.,  in  1810,  and  died  in 
1854.  He  was  educated  in  Canada  and  during  his  life  was  a  farmer.  He 
also  was  prominent  in  local  politics  and  was  recognized  as  an  influential 
figure  in  his  community,  being  a  Conservative  in  politics.  He  served  as 
district  judge  and  also  as  coroner.  Mr.  Mcllmoyl  married  three  times,  his 
third  wife  being  Eliza  Shaver,  who  was  born  at  Iroquois,  Ontario,  in  1824. 
She  died  in  1856.  To  them  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Eliza¬ 
beth.  2.  John.  3.  Henry  Allen,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Henry  Allen  Mcllmoyl  attended  the  public  schools  of  Iroquois  and  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  McGill  University  in  1876.  He 
began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  and  remained  there 
until  1893.  Doctor  Mcllmoyl  then  came  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he  has 
since  conducted  a  lucrative  practice.  He  has  a  reputation  for  skill  and 
thorough  medical  knowledge,  and  has  kept  pace  with  his  chosen  profession 
in  its  steady  advancement.  He  holds  membership  in  the  St.  Lawrence 
County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associations. 

On  June  14,  1876,  Doctor  Mcllmoyl  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Sophia  Wert,  the  daughter  of  Gordon  Wert,  of  Iroquois,  Ont.  Mrs.  Me- 
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Ilmoyl  died  March  27,  1927,  and  is  buried  in  Ogdensburg.  They  had  no 
children. 

Doctor  Mcllmoyl  is  an  active  and  prominent  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  is  an  ardent  Prohibitionist,  having  made  frequent  public  ad¬ 
dresses  in  defense  of  the  subject.  He  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  Elijah  White  Lodge. 

Thomas  Mcllmoyl,  grandfather  of  Henry  Allen  Mcllmoyl,  was  a  native 
of  Ireland,  and  settled  in  Canada  with  his  family  when  18  years  of  age. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England.  He  died  in  1850  at  the  age 
of  89  years.  His  children  were:  Mary;  John,  the  father  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch ;  and  James  Dysart.  Thomas  Mcllmoyl  was  the  son  of  John 
Mcllmoyl,  a  native  of  County  Antrim,  Ireland.  The  Mcllmoyl  family  came 
to  New  York  in  June,  1774,  and  settled  near  Saratoga.  Four  years  later 
they  went  to  Canada  and  located  on  a  farm  near  Edwardsburg.  The  Mc¬ 
llmoyl  homestead,  built  in  1796,  is  still  standing  in  Edwardsburg.  John 
Mcllmoyl  married  Mary  Dysart.  Their  children  were:  Mary,  Samuel, 
Hugh,  John,  Thomas,  and  Jane. 


Hon.  Humphrey  E.  Slocum.— As  past  vice  president  of  the  J.  P.  Lewis 
Paper  Company,  of  Beaver  Falls,  Mr.  Slocum  has  taken  a  prominent 
part  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  the  community.  He  was  born  at 
Northampton,  Fulton  County,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  11,  1849,  the  son  of  Humphrey 
and  Caroline  (Newton)  Slocum. 

Humphrey  Slocum  was  a  native  of  Fulton  County  and  died  in  1870. 
He  was  a  farmer  throughout  his  life  and  owned  a  well  improved  farm  of 
150  acres.  Mr.  Slocum  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Church.  His  wife  died  in  1901,  and  is  buried  at  North ville. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slocum  were  born  three  children:  1.  John  Newton,  who 
died  in  1914.  2.  Julia  E.,  who  died  in  1910,  was  the  wife  of  J.  P.  Lewis. 
3.  Humphrey  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  education  of  Humphrey  E.  Slocum  was  received  in  private  and 
public  schools,  and  for  a  time  he  was  associated  with  his  brother’s  dry 
goods  business  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.  In  1873  he  became  a  partner  in 
the  business  and  after  two  years  they  removed  to  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  in  1875, 
and  continued  the  business  as  J.  M.  Slocum  &  Brother.  This  firm  con¬ 
tinued  until  1888,  at  which  time  Humphrey  E.  Slocum  retired  from  the 
business  and  again  located  at  Niagara  Falls  in  the  coal  business.  After 
a  year  he  purchased  the  dry  goods  business  of  Thomas  Welch,  and  con¬ 
tinued  it  until  1892  under  the  firm  name  of  H.  E.  Slocum  &  Co.  Mr. 
Slocum  then  came  to  Beaver  Falls  and  in  partnership  with  J.  P.  Lewis 
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built  a  large  paper  and  pulp  mill.  The  business  was  known  as  J.  P.  Lewis 
Company,  and  Mr.  Slocum  held  the  office  of  vice  president  until  1912, 
when  he  retired  from  active  management.  He  has  still  maintained  a 
financial  interest  in  the  business. 

Mr.  Slocum  was  elected  to  the  New  York  General  Assembly  in  1904 
and  served  for  two  years  and  served  on  important  committees.  He  was 
again  elected  to  that  office  and  served  during  1911.  Mr.  Slocum  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Beaver  Falls  Board  of  Education  for  25  years  and  is 
vice  president  and  director  of  the  Lewis  County  Agricultural  Association. 

On  June  24,  1874,  Mr.  Slocum  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Frances  M.  Binkley,  of  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah 
and  Christina  (Wagner)  Binkley.  Both  are  deceased.  Mrs.  Slocum  died 
June  15,  1927,  and  is  buried  at  Niagara  Falls.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slocum’s 
children  were:  1.  J.  Frederick,  broker,  lives  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  2.  Harry 
S.,  an  electrical  engineer,  lives  at  Bluefield,  W.  Va. 

Politically,  Mr.  Slocum  is  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated  with  Lowville 
Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  134,  and  the  Lewis  County  Farm  Bureau. 


Ernest  S.  Nuspliger,  who  is  general  manager  of  the  J.  P.  Lewis  Paper 
Company,  of  Beaver  Falls,  is  well  and  favorably  known  in  Lewis  County, 
where  he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  He  was  born  at  Croghan,  July  18, 
1888,  the  son  of  Jacob  J.  and  Mary  Anna  (Keppeli)  Nuspliger. 

Jacob  J.  Nuspliger  is  a  native  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  and  now  resides 
retired  at  Naumberg,  Lewis  County.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Berne. 
At  the  age  of  18  years  Mr.  Nuspliger  came  to  the  United  States  and  set¬ 
tled  at  Beaver  Falls  in  1882.  He  was  employed  at  the  Miller  House  until 
1892,  and  at  that  time  rented  a  farm  at  Perryville,  Madison  County,  N.  Y. 
The  following  year,  however,  he  returned  to  Beaver  Falls  and  entered  the 
employ  of  T.  B.  Basselin,  lumber  dealer  and  sawmill  owner.  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  he  is  superintendent  of  the  J.  P.  Lewis  Farm,  near  Beaver  Falls. 
Mr.  Nuspliger  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Noble  Grand.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nuspliger  were  born  seven  children:  1.  Ida  M.,  a  nurse, 
lives  at  Beaver  Falls.  2.  Ernest  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Walter 
F.,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Castorland,  N.  Y.  4.  Charlotte,  married  Frank 
Fredenburg,  lives  at  Beaver  Falls.  5.  Fred  J.,  lives  at  Castorland,  N.  Y. 
6.  Lena,  married  Walter  Hirschey,  lives  at  Naumberg,  N.  Y.  7.  Stewart, 
lives  at  Syracuse. 

The  early  education  of  Ernest  S.  Nuspliger  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Croghan,  Perryville,  and  Naumberg.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Low- 
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ville  High  School  and  Albany  Business  College,  class  of  1910.  In  1901  he 
was  employed  on  the  farm  of  Joseph  Bellair,  and  he  later  worked  for 
David  Schontz.  He  then  was  employed  in  the  sawmill  of  T.  B.  Basselin. 
Subsequently,  Mr.  Nuspliger  learned  the  machinist  trade,  and  in  1906 
again  went  with  Mr.  Basselin.  The  following  year  he  became  agent  for 
the  Lowville  &  Beaver  River  Railroad  Company  at  Beaver  Falls.  On 
July  31,  1909,  he  entered  Albany  Business  College,  as  mentioned  above, 
and  after  the  completion  of  that  course  he  became  identified  with  the 
J.  P.  Lewis  Paper  Company  as  cost  accountant.  In  1912  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  position  of  sales  manager  and  since  1926  Mr.  Nuspliger  has 
been  general  manager  of  the  business. 

On  March  20,  1913,  Mr.  Nuspliger  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Hazel  Watson,  of  Potsdam,  the  daughter  of  Byron  and  Jeanette  (Cheney) 
Watson.  The  former  died  in  1896  and  the  latter  lives  at  Beaver  Falls. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nuspliger  have  four  children:  1.  Eleanor  H.,  a  graduate 
of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  where  she  studied  kindergarten  work. 
2.  Margaret  L.,  attends  Beaver  Halls  High  School.  3.  Ernest  Samuel,  Jr., 
a  student.  4.  Carol  J.,  born  July  19,  1931. 

Mr.  Nuspliger  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  134.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Beaver  River  Fish  &  Game  Club. 


Raymond  Spencer  Richardson. — Mr.  Richardson,  who  is  associated 
with  the  Miller-Richardson  Company,  is  among  the  most  successful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Lowville  and  Lewis  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  March  5,  1887,  the  son  of  S.  Brown  and 

Mary  Frances  (Dickey)  Richardson. 

A  complete  biography  of  S.  Brown  Richardson  appears  elsewhere  in 

this  history. 

The  early  education  of  Raymond  Spencer  Richardson  was  received  in 
the  public  schools  of  Lowville  and  at  Lowville  Academy.  He  was  grad¬ 
uated  from  Dr.  Holbrook’s  preparatory  school  in  1907  and  spent  one 
year  as  a  student  at  Hamilton  College.  At  the  age  of  21  years  he  became 
associated  with  the  Lowville  Cold  Storage  Company.  He  remained  as 
assistant  superintendent  until  1919.  From  1919  to  1928  he  was  asso¬ 
ciated  as  a  partner  in  the  Richardson  and  Company  and  in  1928  the  com¬ 
pany  was  merged  with  the  Kraft-Phenix  Cheese  Company,  Inc.  The  lat¬ 
ter  had  previously  absorbed  Richardson  &  Company,  cheese  manufactur¬ 
ers.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket  Company,  of  Lowville, 
and  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Company. 
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During  the  World  War  Mr.  Richardson  served  with  the  rank  of  second 
lieutenant  in  the  air  service  and  was  stationed  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas.  He 
was  discharged  Dec.  29,  1918. 

Mr.  Richardson  married  (first)  Sept.  20,  1911,  Miss  Hortense  Fowler, 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  B.  and  Flora  (Kingsley)  Fowler.  She  died  Sept. 
13,  1912,  and  is  buried  at  Lowville.  He  married  (second)  Miss  Ruth  A.

Thomas  A.  Lynch,  M.  D. — One  of  the  best  known  young  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  Lewis  County  is  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Lynch,  of  Croghan.  He 
was  born  at  Haverstraw,  Rockland  County,  N.  Y.,  April  19,  1896,  the  son 
of  John  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Weir)  Lynch. 

John  E.  Lynch,  who  died  in  January,  1929,  is  buried  at  Haverstraw. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Manhattan  College  and  for  a  number  of  years 
engaged  in  business  at  Haverstraw  as  a  brick  manufacturer.  He  later 
located  at  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  where  he  carried  on  the  same  business.  Mr. 
Lynch  was  financially  interested  in  the  Ames  Building  Material  &  Sup¬ 
ply  Company  of  New  York  City.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  for  27  years 
served  as  village  assessor  of  Haverstraw.  He  held  membership  in  the 
Catholic  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Crugers,  N.  Y.,  and  still  resides  at  Haverstraw.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lynch  were  born  nine  children:  1.  Joseph  A.,  D.  D.  S., 
lives  at  Wilmington,  Del.  2.  John  E.  marine  engineer,  identified  with  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  at  Haverstraw.  3.  Alphonsus,  connected  with 
the  New  York  Central  railroad  offices  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  4.  Aloysius,  a 
teacher  at  Jamaica  (N.  Y.)  Training  School,  and  an  instructor  in  mathe¬ 
matics  at  Fordham  University  during  the  Summer  sessions.  5.  Marie, 
the  wife  of  J.  Rafferty,  lives  at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.  6.  Agnes,  married  Wil¬ 
liam  Freeman,  lives  in  New  York  City.  7.  Robert,  who  died  in  1919. 
8.  Edward,  who  died  in  1896.  9.  Veronica,  who  died  in  1894.  10.  Thomas 
A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
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Thomas  A.  Lynch  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Haverstraw 
and  Fordham  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  in  1919.  After  a  year  as  interne  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  at 
Yonkers,  Dr.  Lynch  engaged  in  private  practice  at  Milton,  N.  Y.  During 
the  following  years  he  located  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  remained  until  1921. 
He  has  since  maintained  offices  in  Croghan.  Dr.  Lynch  has  taken  grad¬ 
uate  work  at  the  Berwin  Maternity  Hospital  in  New  York  City.  During 
the  World  war  he  was  connected  with  the  medical  corps,  U.  S.  Army, 
stationed  at  Fordham  University.

He  also 
holds  membership  in  the  Lewis  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
Medical  Association. 


Roscoe  Lewis  Duffer  is  an  active  and  progressive  young  business  man 
of  Croghan,  where  he  is  local  representative  of  the  Ford  Motor  Company. 
He  was  born  here,  Aug.  7,  1910,  the  son  of  Lewis  J.  and  Grace  A.  (Cam- 
pany)  Duffer. 

Lewis  J.  Duffer,  who  died  Sept.  28,  1930,  was  a  representative  citizen 
of  Croghan.  He  spent  his  life  here  and  as  a  young  man  operated  a  stage 
coach  line  between  Croghan,  Lowville,  Castorland,  and  Big  Four,  N.  Y. 
He  then  was  well  known  as  the  manager  and  owner  of  the  Miller  House 
at  Croghan  for  18  years,  and  in  1921  Mr.  Duffer  purchased  the  automo¬ 
bile  business  of  William  Andre,  Ford  agent  in  this  district.  He  was 
identified  with  this  enterprise  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Duffer 
was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  supervisor,  water  commissioner,  and  vil¬ 
lage  trustee.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  Stephen’s  Catholic  Church  and 
belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  and  Beaver  River  Fish 
&  Game  Club.  Grace  A.  (Campany)  Duffer  still  resides  at  Croghan,  where 
she  was  born.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duffer  were  born  two  children :  1.  Roscoe 
Lewis,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Elizabeth,  a  student. 

The  education  of  Roscoe  Lewis  Duffer  was  received  in  the  Father  Leo 
Memorial  School  of  Croghan  and  Lowville  Academy.  He  attended  Union 
College  for  two  years  and  studied  at  Syracuse  University  for  one  Sum¬ 
mer  session.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1930,  Mr.  Duffer  left  college 
in  order  to  carry  on  the  automobile  business  which  had  been  established 
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by  his  father.  He  is  also  local  representative  for  the  New  York  Utilities 
Corporation. 

Mr.  Duffer  is  a  member  of  St.  Stephen’s  Catholic  Church,  Omega 
Gamma  Delta  fraternity,  and  Beaver  River  Fish  &  Game  Club.  Politically 
he  is  a  Democrat. 


Benjamin  F.  Zehr. — One  of  the  substantial  business  men  of  Lewis 
County  is  Benjamin  F.  Zehr  of  Croghan,  who  is  identified  with  the  Leh¬ 
man  &  Zehr  Lumber  Company.  He  was  born  at  Indian  River,  Lewis 
County,  March  20,  1886,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Catherine  (Martin)  Zehr. 

Michael  Zehr  was  born  at  Croghan  where  he  was  reared  and  educated. 
Practically  his  entire  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  near  Indian  River,  which 
was  the  Zehr  homestead.  It  contained  312  acres  of  land.  Mr.  Zehr  was 
also  interested  in  the  bee  industry,  and  had  as  many  as  130  colonies.  He 
was  a  Republican  and  cast  his  first  vote  at  Croghan  for  President  Lincoln, 
during  his  second  election.  In  that  year  there  were  only  13  Republican 
voters  in  Croghan.  Mr.  Zehr  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Mennonite 
Church.  He  died  in  1917.  Catherine  (Martin)  Zehr  was  born  in  Alsace- 
Lorraine  in  1840  and  was  three  years  of  age  when  she  came  to  this  coun¬ 
try  with  her  father,  a  brother,  and  a  sister.  She  is  now  living  at  Beaver 
Falls  with  her  daughter  and  is  90  years  of  age.  There  were  13  children 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zehr.  1.  Joseph  M.,  farmer,  lives  near  Indian  River. 
2.  Anna,  deceased.  3.  Mary,  married  Chris  Lehman,  lives  at  New  Bremen. 

4.  John,  who  is  identified  with  the  Lehman  &  Zehr  Lumber  Company. 

5.  Andrew,  deceased.  6.  Chris,  deceased.  7.  Michael,  farmer,  lives  in 
Erie  County,  N.  Y.  8.  Lena,  married  Joseph  Yousey,  lives  at  Beaver 
Falls.  9.  Catherine,  married  Simon  Lehman,  lives  at  Beaver  Falls. 

10.  Rachael,  who  died  in  1905,  was  a  nurse  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Utica. 

11.  Anna,  married  Burton  Thompson,  lives  at  Worth,  N.  Y.  12.  Martha, 
married  Harold  Chaffee,  lives  at  Naumburg,  N.  Y.  13.  Benjamin  F.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Benjamin  F.  Zehr  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  at  Indian  River  and 
attended  the  district  school.  He  became  a  carpenter  and  was  employed 
as  foreman  in  the  sawmill  of  John  Lehman.  In  1917  he  purchased  the 
mill,  which  he  operated  alone  until  Nov.  1,  1922.  He  then  combined  his 
business  interests  with  John  Lehman,  owner  of  a  sash  and  blind  factory. 
Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Lehman  in  July,  1925,  his  interests  were  controlled 
by  his  widow.  The  original  name  of  the  company  has  been  retained,  and 
it  is  among  the  largest  lumber  concerns  in  Lewis  County.  This  firm  is 
also  engaged  in  contract  building  and  have  built  many  houses  in  this 
vicinity  and  a  public  school  at  Belfort,  N.  Y. 
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On  Oct.  15,  1912,  Mr.  Zehr  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Susanna 
Lehman,  a  native  of  Canada,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Magdalene  (Ken¬ 
nel)  Lehman.  The  former  died  July  25,  1925,  and  is  buried  at  Croghan. 
He  was  born  at  Beaver  Falls,  and  for  a  time  was  interested  in  the  lumber 
business  at  Wellesley,  Canada.  He  also  conducted  a  furniture  business 
at  that  place  for  15  years.  Upon  his  return  to  Croghan,  Mr.  Lehman 
purchased  the  sawmill  of  Joseph  Farney  and  the  sash  and  blind  factory 
of  the  Virkler  estate.  As  mentioned  above,  he  later  became  associated 
in  business  with  Mr.  Zehr.  Magdalene  (Kennel)  Lehman  resides  at 
Croghan.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zehr  have  three  children.  Kathleen,  born  Dec. 
26,  1917,  student  at  Beaver  Falls  High  School;  Charlotte,  born  Dec.  14, 
1919 ;  and  Mark,  born  Aug.  27,  1922 — all  students. 

Mr.  Zehr  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Mennonite  Church,  and 
he  belongs  to  the  Beaver  River  Fish  &  Game  Club.  In  politics  he  is  a 
Republican.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Croghan  National  Bank. 


C.  A.  Schlieder,  D.  D.  S. — Among  the  representative  professional  men 
of  Lewis  County,  Dr.  Schlieder,  dental  surgeon  of  Lowville,  has  a  wide 
acquaintance  throughout  Lewis  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War.  He  was  born  at  Castorland,  March  1,  1896,  the  son  of  John  R.  and 
Barbara  (Zehr)  Schlieder. 

John  R.  Schlieder  was  born  at  Naumburg,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  10,  1863,  and  his 
wife  was  born  at  Croghan,  Nov.  12,  1863.  For  a  quarter  of  a  century  he 
has  successfully  engaged  in  the  coal  business  at  Lowville.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Schlieder  were  born  four  children:  1.  Irene,  married  Urban  Farney, 
lives  at  Lowville.  2.  Ruth,  married  Charles  Geweye,  lives  at  Lowville. 
3.  C.  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Louise,  unmarried,  lives  at  Low¬ 
ville,  N.  Y. 

The  early  education  of  C.  A.  Schlieder  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Lov/ville  and  he  was  graduated  from  Lowville  Academy  in 
1915.  He  then  received  a  degree  from  the  Buffalo  College  of  Dentistry 
in  1918  and  immediately  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War.  Dr. 
Schlieder  served  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  and  was  stationed  at 
Montgomery,  Ala.  He  later  was  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon,  Ga.  Dr.

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Charles  H.  Rogers,  who  is  owner  of  the  Rogers  Flour  &  Feed  Mill,  is 
one  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  Canton,  where  he  is  also  well 
known  as  mayor.  He  was  born  at  Canton,  July  8,  1868,  the  son  of  J.  Henry 
and  Margaret  (Simmons)  Rogers. 

J.  Henry  Rogers,  a  native  of  New  York,  died  in  1876.  He  was  station 
agent  at  Canton  and  later  served  in  that  capacity  at  Ogdensburg.  His 
death  followed  the  rescue  of  three  young  girls  in  the  St.  Lawrence  river, 
when  he  contracted  pneumonia.  Mr.  Rogers  was  a  Republican,  a  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  His  wife 
died  in  1886.  Both  are  buried  at  Canton.  Their  children  were:  1.  Charles 
H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Fred  W.,  lives  at  Potsdam.  3.  Bessie, 
married  M.  Sweet,  lives  at  Portland,  Ore.  4.  Mabel,  who  died  in  1877. 

Charles  H.  Rogers  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ogdensburg  and  Can¬ 
ton.  He  became  interested  in  the  transfer  business  in  the  latter  city  and 
was  thus  successfully  engaged  for  almost  30  years.  Since  1918  he  has 
conducted  the  Rogers  Flour  and  Feed  Mill  at  66  Minor  Street. 

In  1892  Mr.  Rogers  married  Miss  Carrie  I.  Bowen,  who  died  in  March, 
1930,  and  is  buried  in  Canton.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William  C.  and 
Drazilla  (Miles)  Bowen,  the  former  a  native  of  Canada  and  the  latter  of 
New  York.  Mr.  Rogers  was  married  Sept.  30,  1931,  to  Grace  B.  Dailey. 

Mr.  Rogers  has  always  been  a  Republican.  ,He  served  continuously  as 
village  trustee  from  1924  until  1931,  at  which  time  he  assumed  the  duties 
of  mayor.  For  almost  half  a  century  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Clay¬ 
ton  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  being  foreman  of  Hose  Company  No.  2. 
He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  being  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  he  belongs  to  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. 
No.  Ill,  and  Club  of  Canton. 


Howard  E.  Kelsey  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War  and  one  of  the  rep¬ 
resentative  citizens  of  Copenhagen,  where  he  is  interested  in  the  hard¬ 
ware  business.  He  was  born  at  Hammond,  St.  Lawrence  County,  May 
26,  1889,  the  son  of  Harmon  E.  and  Eva  (Lewis)  Kelsey. 

Harmon  E.  Kelsey  was  born  at  Harrisburg,  Lewis  County,  and  now 
resides  at  Copenhagen.  In  early  childhood  his  parents  removed  to 
Gouverneur,  and  later  to  Hammond,  N.  Y.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  until  1918  was  interested  in  farming  in  Lewis  County.

identified  until  February,  1929.  The  business  was  then  taken  over  by 
his  son  and  Mr.  Kelsey  purchased  the  store  of  W.  P.  Carpenter  &  Com¬ 
pany,  hardware  dealers.  He  is  now  identified  with  that  enterprise  which 
is  known  as  the  Copenhagen  Hardware  Company.  Mr.  Kelsey  is  a  Re¬ 
publican  and  served  as  highway  commissioner.  He  has  been  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  Lodge  for  the  past  37  years.  Eva  (Lewis)  Kelsey  was 
born  at  Harrisburg,  and  died  in  April,  1896.  She  is  buried  in  Riverside 
Cemetery,  Copenhagen.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kelsey  were  born  the  follow¬ 
ing  children:  1.  Pearl,  married  Frank  Bogardus,  lives  at  Copenhagen. 
2.  John  Earl,  lives  at  Edgewater,  N.  Y.  3.  Howard  E.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  4.  Fay  Warren,  lives  at  Carthage,  N.  Y.  5.  Earl,  twin 
brother  of  Fay  Warren,  died  in  1902.  Harmon  E.  Kelsey  married  (sec¬ 
ond)  in  1897  to  Miss  Ada  Alexander,  of  Copenhagen,  and  their  children 
were:  1.  Ella  M.,  unmarried,  lives  at  home.  2.  Earl,  who  died  in  1901. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  district  schools  of  St.  Lawrence  County, 
Howard  E.  Kelsey  worked  on  his  father’s  farm.  He  also  was  later  em¬ 
ployed  by  Erwin  Allen  on  a  farm  and  for  Fred  Bishop’s  cheese  factory 
at  South  Champion,  N.  Y.,  and  after  several  years  Mr.  Kelsey  engaged 
in  road  construction  work  for  the  St.  Regis  Construction  Company,  being 
employed  on  State  Road  No.  937.  He  also  worked  for  the  Joseph  Walker 
Construction  Company  and  Ross  &  Hollenbeck  Construction  Company  in 
charge  of  the  roller.  In  January,  1916,  Mr.  Kelsey  purchased  the  hard¬ 
ware  business  of  W.  P.  Knowlton  &  Son  in  partnership  with  Fay  Archer. 
On  May  9,  1918,  Mr.  Kelsey  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and 
served  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  13th  Battalion,  New  York  Infantry. 
After  his  discharge  in  1919  Mr.  Kelsey  located  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  with  the 
Savage  Arms  Company,  but  in  a  few  months,  he  went  to  Lacona  and 
became  associated  with  the  Archer  Hardware  Company.  As  mentioned 
above,  Mr.  Kelsey  was  associated  in  business  with  his  father  at  Copen¬ 
hagen  for  a  time,  but  since  February,  1928,  he  has  conducted  the  business 
alone. 

On  Jan.  27,  1919,  Mr.  Kelsey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lulu 
Isabel  Smith,  of  Oswego  County,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Laura 
(Joyner)  Smith.  The  former  died  on  Sept.  5,  1905,  and  the  latter  re¬ 
sides  at  Copenhagen.  Both  were  born  in  Oswego  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Kelsey  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Kelsey  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  has  held  the 
office  of  mayor  of  Copenhagen  and  has  served  as  village  trustee  for  a 
four-year  period.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  has 
the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Orient  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  238, 
Master,  1931-32;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  No.  831,  Noble  Grand 
in  1925;  American  Legion,  Floyd  Ling  Post  No.  723,  Commander  from 
1923  until  1926 ;  and  Community  Fish  &  Game  Club. 
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W.  A.  Twining. — As  a  director  of  the  Copenhagen  National  Bank,  Mr. 
Twining  is  also  one  of  the  city’s  representative  merchants,  and  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  well  known  pioneer  family  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at 
Copenhagen,  Nov.  8,  1897,  the  son  of  William  J.  and  Elizabeth  (Daven¬ 
port)  Twining. 

William  J.  Twining,  father  of  our  subject,  was  born  near  Copenhagen 
in  1849  and  died  in  1920  ;  and  is  buried  in  South  Champion.  His  wife  was 
born  in  Copenhagen  and  died  in  1908  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery 
at  Copenhagen.  William  J.  Twining  followed  farming  and  the  lumber 
business  during  his  entire  life.  He  was  educated  in  the  district  schools 
and  was  graduated  from  Clinton  Liberal  Institute.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Copenhagen  National  Bank  and  was  its  president  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  a  member  of  the 
local  board  of  education.  They  had  two  sons:  John,  who  died  in  1912; 
and  W.  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  J.  Twining  was  a  son  of  John  and  Evelyn  (Smith)  Twining. 
Both  were  born  in  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.  They  are  buried  in  South 
Champion,  N.  Y.  They  came  to  Lewis  County,  near  Copenhagen,  and  pur¬ 
chased  a  farm,  where  he  was  a  successful  farmer. 

John  Twining  was  a  son  of  William  Twining,  a  native  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  who  was  the  founder  of  the  prominent  Twining  family  in  Lewis 
County.  He  settled  in  Jefferson  County,  near  the  Lewis  County  line,  in 
1818.  He  immediately  purchased  several  hundred  acres  of  land  in  the 
town  of  Champion  and  became  a  prosperous  farmer. 

W.  A.  Twining  attended  the  Copenhagen  public  schools  and  spent 
three  years  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  interested 
in  the  study  of  business  administration.  At  his  father’s  death  in  1920 
Mr.  Twining  was  called  to  Copenhagen  to  look  after  his  interests.  In 
1926  he  engaged  in  business  for  himself  as  the  owner  of  a  grist  mill.  He 
has  established  an  excellent  business  as  a  dealer  in  feeds  and  farm  sup¬ 
plies,  and  is  prominent  throughout  the  county.  He  owns  and  operates 
the  old  Twining  farm  and  is  actively  interested  in  forestry  and  conser¬ 
vation. 

On  Feb.  22,  1922,  Mr.  Twining  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Leda 
M.  Sage,  of  Champion,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Edward  P.  and  Ellen  (Mc- 
Nett)  Sage,  natives  of  Lewis  and  Jefferson  counties,  respectively.  They 
are  now  residents  of  Copenhagen.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Twining  have  been 
born  two  children:  William  J.,  born  May  31,  1926.  2.  Ellen  0.,  born 

Jan.  12,  1928. 

Politically,  Mr.  Twining  is  a  Democrat  and  in  1930  was  a  candidate 
for  a  member  of  the  Assembly,  and  in  1931,  although  unsuccessful,  he 
polled  a  larger  vote  than  any  other  Democratic  candidate  for  that  Lewis 
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County  office  ever  received,  this  being  a  strong  Republican  county.  He 
has  held  the  offices  of  school  director  and  village  trustee.  Mr.  Twining 
is  affiliated  with  Copenhagen  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  231;  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  No.  831 ;  the  Grange ;  Lowville  Fish  &  Game  Club ; 
Community  Fish  &  Game  Club;  and  Lewis  County  Farm  Bureau.  He 
and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 


Benjamin  H.  Demo,  who  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  business 
men  of  Croghan,  has  been  cashier  of  the  Croghan  National  Bank  since 
1927.  He  was  born  at  Massena,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Nov.  27,  1897,  the 
son  of  Benjamin  J.  and  Julia  (Love)  Demo. 

Benjamin  J.  Demo  has  always  lived  at  Massena.  He  was  reared  and 
educated  there  and  for  28  years  served  as  chief  of  the  city  police.  He 
also  was  deputy  sheriff  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  at  the  present  time 
holds  the  office  of  constable.  His  wife  was  born  at  Norfolk,  N.  Y.  They 
are  the  parents  of  six  children.  Frank  J.,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  is  assistant 
manager  of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company ;  Ella,  married  Ray 
B.  Comins,  resides  at  Massena,  N.  Y.;  Samuel  A.,  Massena,  N.  Y.;  Ben¬ 
jamin  H.,  subject  of  this  sketch;  Joseph  C.,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  is  assis¬ 
tant  manager  of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company ;  and  Myrtle, 
school  teacher,  Massena,  N.  Y. 

Benjamin  H.  Demo  attended  Massena  High  School  and  Hamilton  High 
School  and  spent  two  years  at  Colgate  University.  In  1917  he  became 
identified  with  the  First  National  Bank  &  Trust  Company,  of  Massena, 
and  served  in  that  capacity  until  1927.  During  that  time  he  was  also 
coach  of  the  Massena  High  School  football  team,  which  was  undefeated 
for  five  years  of  that  period,  and  in  1921  they  were  rated  as  New  York 
State  scholastic  champions.  In  1927  Mr.  Demo  came  to  Croghan  as 
cashier  of  the  Croghan  National  Bank.  During  the  World  War  he  served 
with  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps,  and  was  honorably  discharged.

Mr.  Demo  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  St.  Stephen’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Malone  Lodge,  B.  P.  0.  Elks;  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi  fraternity. 
He  served  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Jefferson  and  Lewis  Coun- 
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ties  Bankers  Association  during  1927-28,  and  while  at  Massena  he  was 
trustee  of  the  Citizens  Club  and  also  served  as  treasurer  of  Massena  Post 
No.  79,  American  Legion. 

In  1931  he  was  appointed  as  one  of  three  bankers  of  Lewis  County  to 
organize  the  National  Credit  Corporation  in  the  Fourth  District. 


Jay  Markham  is  one  of  the  active  and  progressive  business  men  of 
Lewis  County,  and  has  been  identified  with  the  milling  interests  of  Lyons 
Falls  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Port  Leyden,  N.  Y.,  March  5, 
1871,  the  son  of  Homer  Collins  and  Jessie  (Cornice)  Markham. 

Homer  Collins  Markham,  who  died  in  1915,  was  a  representative  citi¬ 
zen  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  West  Turin,  and  was 
educated  in  Whitestown  Seminary,  at  Whitestown,  N.  Y.  He  became  in¬ 
terested  in  the  butter  and  cheese  business  and  also  was  prominent  as  a 
manufacturer  of  agricultural  implements.  He  received  a  patent  in  1871, 
with  his  brother,  DeWitt,  on  the  Eureka  Mower  and  Flexible  Cutter.  Mr. 
Markham  removed  to  Lyons  Falls  in  1873  where  he  built  and  was  success¬ 
ful  as  the  owner  of  a  milling  business.  He  also  was  prominent  as  a  cattle¬ 
man  and  was  the  second  person  to  introduce  Holstein  cattle  to  the  North 
Country.  In  1896  Mr.  Markham  also  became  president  of  the  Beauty 
Springs  Water  Company.  He  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the  Black 
River  Telephone  Company  and  served  as  its  president  for  five  years.  He 
was  postmaster  and  village  supervisor.  Politically  Mr.  Markham  was  a 
Democrat,  and  he  was  affiliated  with  Turin  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  184, 
of  which  he  became  a  member  in  1875.  Jessie  (Cornice)  Markham  was 
born  at  Lee  Center,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.  She  resides  at  Lyons  Falls. 
There  were  four  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Markham.  1.  Jay,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Frances,  married  Henry  F.  Timberman,  lives 
at  Lowville,  N.  Y.  3.  Homer,  lives  at  Lyons  Falls.  4.  Dewitt,  lives  at 
Camden,  N.  J. 

Jay  Markham  attended  Ives  Seminary  after  his  graduation  from  the 
public  schools  of  Port  Leyden.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Albany  Business 
College,  and  for  a  time  was  associated  with  his  father’s  business  inter¬ 
ests  at  Lyons  Falls.  He  later  became  identified  with  the  milling  concern 
of  0.  E.  Davis  &  Company,  and  in  1895  purchased  the  business.  He  is 
also  a  director  of  the  Lyons  Falls  National  Bank. 

On  July  31,  1895,  Mr.  Markham  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Louie  Jones,  of  Constableville,  the  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Mary  (Mil¬ 
lard)  Jones.  Mr.  Jones  died  in  1893  and  is  buried  at  Turin.  His  widow 
resides  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Markham  have  two  daughters: 
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1.  Marian,  married  Lynn  B.  Parker,  lives  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  2.  Cath¬ 
erine,  married  Robert  Barnham,  lives  at  Ilion,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Markham  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  be¬ 
longs  to  Turin  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  184,  and  in  politics  is  a  Republican. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  first  board  of  village  trustees  at  the  incorporation 
of  Lyons  Falls. 


Frank  Hoskins. — One  of  the  better  known  business  men  of  Lewis 
County  is  Frank  Hoskins,  who  has  been  interested  in  the  lumber  and 
builders  supply  business  at  Lyons  Falls  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at 
Greig,  Lewis  County,  March  30,  1863,  the  son  of  Samuel  M.  and  Armena 
(Schwartz)  Hoskins. 

Samuel  M.  Hoskins,  who  died  Sept.  8,  1894,  was  a  farmer  throughout 
his  life.  He  operated  land  near  Turin  and  subsequently  lived  at  Greig. 
He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  served  as 
school  trustee.  His  wife  was  born  in  Essex  County,  N.  Y.,  and  died  at 
Turin  in  1903.  She  was  the  granddaughter  of  Capt.  Jenks,  who  was 
stationed  at  Sackets  Harbor  during  the  War  of  1812.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hoskins  were  born  six  children:  1.  Cyrus  H.,  who  died  in  1859.  2.  Ida 
M.,  who  died  in  June,  1930,  was  the  wife  of  James  Howie.  3.  Frank,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  George  H.,  retired,  lives  at  Randolph,  N.  Y.  5. 
Edgar  C.,  contractor  and  builder,  lives  at  Collinsville,  N.  Y.  6.  A.  Minerva, 
died  April  15,  1882. 

Frank  Hoskins  spent  his  early  life  at  Greig,  where  he  was  educated. 
At  an  early  age  he  learned  the  building  trades  and  soon  became  promi¬ 
nent  as  superintendent  in  the  erection  of  public  buildings  in  this  section 
of  New  York.  He  established  his  own  business  at  Lyons  Falls  in  1889, 
and  completed  contracts  for  the  erection  of  paper  mills  for  Moyer  & 
Pratt,  Moyer  &  Williams,  Moyer  &  Palen,  Moyer  &  Son,  and  Moyer 
Brothers.  Since  1903  he  has  also  conducted  a  lumber  business  and 
handles  a  complete  line  of  builders  supplies. 

On  June  3,  1885,  Mr.  Hoskins  married  Miss  Rose  L.  Chaufty,  of  Port 
Leyden,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Eloise  (Manigold)  Chaufty.  The 
former  died  in  1903  and  the  latter  died  in  1876.  Seven  children  were 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoskins:  1.  Marian  E.,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State 
Normal  School  and  New  York  University,  now  a  high  school  teacher.  2. 
Eva  L.,  a  graduate  of  Boonville  Teachers  College,  married  Guy  F.  Harris, 
lives  at  Lyons  Falls.  3.  Frank  L.,  a  graduate  of  U.  S.  Military  Academy 
at  West  Point,  class  of  1914,  now  holds  the  rank  of  major,  U.  S.  Army, 
stationed  at  Honolulu.  4.  Carrie  A.,  married  Alvin  Lason,  lives  at  Lyons 
Falls.  5.  Fred  M.,  a  graduate  of  the  Law  School  of  Cornell  University, 
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class  of  1919,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1920.  He  was  associated  in 
practice  with  the  firm  of  Decker  &  Smith  at  Syracuse  for  three  years, 
spent  three  years  as  manager  of  the  Doyle  Hardware  Company  store  at 
Dolgeville,  N.  Y.,  and  since  1925  has  been  associated  in  business  with  his 
father.  6.  Florence,  married  Edward  Murray,  lives  at  Utica.  7.  Clarence 
C.,  served  in  the  army  on  the  Mexican  Border  for  three  years.  He  is  also 
associated  in  business  with  his  father. 

In  politics  Mr.  Hoskins  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party.  He 
has  been  president  of  the  village  for  three  years,  and  has  served  as  water 
commissioner,  school  trustee,  and  justice  of  the  peace.  He  was  elected  in 
1908  as  a  member  of  the  Lewis  County  Board  of  Supervisors  and  repre¬ 
sented  the  town  of  West  Turin  for  three  years. 


William  Morris,  who  lives  retired  at  Lyons  Falls,  is  well  known  in 
that  community  and  has  served  as  mayor  since  1928.  He  is  also  town 
assessor  and  has  held  the  office  of  village  trustee.  Mr.  Morris  was  born 
at  Greig,  Lewis  County,  May  7,  1861,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Johanna 
(Ott)  Morris. 

Jacob  Morris  was  born  in  Germany.  He  came  to  this  country  in  early 
life  and  settled  at  Greig,  where  he  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the 
Charles  Pratt  Tannery.  He  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Fifth  New  York  Artillery  and  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner 
and  died  in  Libby  Prison.  Mr.  Morris  died  in  1864  and  is  buried  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  His  wife,  also  born  in  Germany,  died  in  1906,  and  is  buried  at 
Lowville.  Their  children  were:  1.  Margaret,  married  Fred  Singer,  lives 
at  Lowville.  2.  William,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  John,  lives  at 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  boyhood  of  William  Morris  was  spent  at  Greig  and  Lowville,  and 
he  attended  the  district  school.  He  engaged  in  the  meat  business  at  Low¬ 
ville  from  1881  until  1889  and  during  the  following  five  years  traveled 
in  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota.  Upon  his  return  to  Lowville  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  retail  meat  business.  He  later  lived  at  Castorland  and  Croghan, 
and  in  1905  came  to  Lyons  Falls.  He  has  lived  retired  since  1928. 

Mr.  Morris  was  married  (first)  June  23,  1879,  to  Miss  Nora  Cannon,  of 
Harrisburg,  N.  Y.  She  died  June  22,  1888,  and  is  buried  at  Lowville. 
Their  children  were:  1.  John,  a  World  War  veteran,  lives  at  Thendara, 

William  H.,  mer¬ 
chant,  lives  at  Mt.  Holly,  N.  J.  Mr.  Morris  married  (second),  April  18, 
1915,  Miss  Lena  Zimmer,  of  Haymarket,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Peter 
and  Maria  (Smith)  Zimmer.  They  were  natives  of  Germany  and  Lewis 
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County,  respectively.  Both  died  in  1900  and  are  buried  at  Mohawk 
Hill,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Morris  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his  wife  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  of  Lyons  Falls. 


Frank  M.  Ringrose,  M.  D.,  has  been  established  in  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine  at  Constableville  since  1896  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading 
professional  men  of  Lewis  and  Oneida  counties.  He  was  born  at  Whites- 
town,  Oneida  County,  Jan.  19,  1867,  the  son  of  Matthew  and  Miriam 
(Metcalf)  Ringrose. 

Matthew  Ringrose  was  born  in  England.  At  the  age  of  eleven  years 
he  came  to  this  country  with  his  father  and  spent  his  early  life  at 
Whitestown,  N.  Y.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  for 
service  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  117th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry. 
After  the  close  of  the  war  he  resumed  his  farming  interests  at  Whitestown 
where  he  died  in  1906.  His  wife  was  born  at  Whitestown  and  died  Sept. 
29,  1909.  They  are  buried  at  Point  Rock,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Ringrose  was  a 
Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  belonged  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ringrose  were  born  seven 
children:  1.  Fred  M.,  farmer,  lives  at  Wheatland,  Wyo.  2.  Frank  M., 
twin  brother  of  Fred  M.,  and  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Edwin,  lives  at 
North  Western,  N.  Y.  4.  David  S.,  who  died  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  in  1925. 
5.  Ward  E.,  farmer,  lives  on  the  homestead  near  Point  Rock,  N.  Y.  6. 
Bertram,  who  died  in  1889.  7.  Mary  E.,  married  Walter  Harrnacker,  lives 
at  Rome,  N.  Y. 

After  his  graduation  from  Point  Rock  District  School  and  Lee  Centre 
Union  School,  Frank  M.  Ringrose  attended  Ives  Seminary  at  Antwerp. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Syracuse  University  in 
1894,  interned  at  Lying-In  Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  began  his  pro¬ 
fessional  career  at  Point  Rock.  He  came  to  Constableville  in  April,  1896, 
where  he  has  established  an  excellent  practice.  Dr.  Ringrose  is  health 
officer  of  Highmarket,  Lewis,  town  of  Turin,  West  Turin,  Constableville 
and  village  of  Turin.  He  served  as  coroner  of  Lewis  County  from  1909 
to  1912  and  is  identified  with  the  Lewis  County,  Oneida  County,  New 
York  State  Medical  societies  and  American  Medical  Association.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Lewis  County  General  Hospital.

Dr.  Ringrose  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  president  and 
as  president  of  the  Board  of  Education.  He  and  his  family  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  he  belongs  to  Turin  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  184. 


Lee  Walter  Doxtater,  D.  D.  S. — Prominent  among  the  younger  profes¬ 
sional  men  of  the  North  Country,  and  one  who  has  achieved  international 
success  in  his  chosen  profession,  is  Dr.  Lee  Walter  Doxtater,  of  Lowville, 
whose  offices  are  in  New  York  City,  located  at  100  Central  Park  South. 
He  was  born  on  a  government  claim  in  South  Dakota,  Aug.  26,  1885,  the 
son  of  William  G.  and  Martha  Louise  (Gilligan)  Doxtater. 

William  G.  Doxtater  was  a  native  of  Fon-du-Lac,  Wis.,  born  in  1864. 
He  was  a  son  of  Adam  and  Ellen  (Hogan)  Doxtater,  the  former  a  native 
of  Holland,  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Ireland.  He  is  buried  in  Fon-du- 
Lac,  Wis.  She  is  buried  in  West  Lowville  Cemetery.  He  was  a  farmer. 
Early  in  life  William  G.  Doxtater  located  at  Harrold,  S.  D.,  where  he 
took  up  a  homestead  claim.  He  died  in  Sauk  Centre  in  1887  and  is  buried 
in  Sauk  Centre,  Minn.  He  was  a  farmer.  After  his  death  Mrs.  Doxtater 
returned  East  with  her  small  son,  Lee  Walter,  and  located  at  Harrisburg, 
Lewis  County.  She  now  resides  at  Lowville.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
James  and  Mary  (Kevlan)  Gilligan,  who  were  natives  of  County  Sligo, 
Ireland.  They  were  early  settlers  of  Vermont  and  in  1856  came  to  New 
York  State  and  located  at  Harrisburg,  where  Mr.  Gilligan  had  extensive 
farming  interests.  He  died  at  Harrisburg  in  1892  at  the  age  of  81  years, 
and  his  wife  died  in  1896,  aged  76  years.  They  are  buried  in  Lowville 
Rural  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gilligan  the  following  children  were 
born:  Patrick,  Bartholomew,  John,  Michael,  James,  all  deceased;  Peter, 
died  May  24,  1931;  Catherine,  was  the  wife  of  Richard  Garrett,  died  at 
Mayo  Brothers  Hospital,  Rochester,  Minn.,  and  is  buried  in  Harrold,  S.  D. ;

Mrs.  Martha  Louise  Doxtater  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and 
Lowville  Academy.  She  is  a  member  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church  of 
Lowville.  She  and  her  sister  joined  the  Third  Order  of  St.  Dominic,  New 
York  City,  and  are  professed  members  at  St.  Vincent  Ferrer’s  Church, 
66  Lexington  Avenue,  New  York  City. 

Lee  Walter  Doxtater  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  class  of  1905, 
and  in  1909  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  at  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Michigan.  He  had  received  the  appointment  to  Annapolis 
Naval  Academy  through  Congressman  Charles  L.  Knapp,  but  inasmuch  as 
his  mother  did  not  approve  of  a  military  career,  Dr.  Doxtater  entered  the 
University  of  Michigan,  as  mentioned  above,  and  was  valedictorian  of  his 
class  of  1909.  He  immediately  established  a  private  practice  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  has  met  with  remarkable  success.  He  has  been  summoned 
on  several  occasions  to  speak  before  the  American  Dental  Association  and 
is  widely  known  as  a  lecturer  on  constructive  dentistry.  He  has  also 
conducted  numerous  clinics  and  is  a  frequent  contributor  to  dental  maga¬ 
zines  throughout  the  country.  Dr.  Doxtater  is  internationally  known 
through  his  inventive  genius  and  has  introduced  numerous  new  processes 
to  the  dental  profession.

Simpson,  who  died  March  15,  1930.  She  is  buried  in  Lakewood  Cemetery, 
Minneapolis,  Minn.  Mrs.  Doxtater  was  a  graduate  of  Bishopthorpe  Manor. 

Mr.  Doxtater  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Lotus  Club  of  New 
York  City,  Pilgrim  Society,  Westchester  Club,  New  York  Athletic  Club, 
and  Camp  Fire  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  and  the  American  Dental  Association. 

Dr.  Doxtater  is  the  author  of  Procedures  in  Modern  Crown  and  Bridge- 
work  (1931).  This  book  is  also  being  published  in  several  European 
languages. 


Earl  S.  Markham,  veterinarian,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War  and  a 
leading  citizen  of  Lewis  County,  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
his  profession  at  Constableville.  He  was  born  here,  Feb.  20,  1887,  the 
son  of  Simeon  B.  and  Jennie  (Capron)  Markham. 

Simeon  B.  Markham  died  at  Constableville  in  1897.  He  spent  his 
entire  life  in  this  village  and  for  several  years  conducted  a  general  mer¬ 
cantile  business.  He  later  became  associated  with  his  brother,  Anthony 
Markham,  but  in  1881  purchased  the  latter’s  interests.  After  his  death 
the  business  was  managed  by  his  widow  until  1929.  It  was  then  sold  to 
the  Victory  Chain  Stores.  Mr.  Markham  was  a  Republican  and  served  for 
many  years  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  education.  His  widow  is  a  native 
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of  Constableville,  N.  Y.  There  were  three  sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Markham.  1.  Earl  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Burt  C.,  druggist, 
lives  at  Utica.  3.  Miles  C.,  veterinarian,  lives  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y. 

Earl  S.  Markham  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Constableville  and  attended  a  preparatory  school  at  Clinton,  N.  Y.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  Utica  Business  College  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Veterinary  Medicine  at  Cornell  University  in  1912.  In  that  year  he 
located  at  Constableville,  and  was  successful  in  practice  there  until  the 
time  of  his  commission  for  service  in  the  World  War,  in  November,  1917. 
He  was  commissioned  from  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  was  sent  to  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  where  he  served  as  second  lieutenant,  Veterinarian  Corps,  U.  S. 
Army.  He  remained  there  as  an  inspector  and  purchaser  of  horses  for 
the  government  and  later  was  transferred  to  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  subse¬ 
quently  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.  He  was  discharged  as  a  first  lieutenant  in 
April,  1919,  and  resumed  his  former  practice  at  Constableville.  He  has 
served  as  State  Veterinarian  and  holds  membership  in  the  Northern  New 
York  Veterinary  Society  and  American  Veterinary  Association. 

On  Oct.  24,  1922,  Dr.  Markham  married  Miss  Clara  C.  Zimmer,  of 
Constableville,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Catherine  (Heiler)  Zimmer, 
natives  of  Lewis  County.  Mr.  Zimmer  operated  Hotel  Zimmer  at  Con¬ 
stableville  for  ten  years,  and  served  as  highway  superintendent.  He  has 
also  been  interested  in  farming.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Markham  have  three 
children:  1.  Bruce  S.,  born  Oct.  7,  1923.  2.  Janet  C.,  born  Sept.  16,  1927. 
3.  Roger  Earl,  born  March  15,  1931. 

Dr.  Markham  is  a  Republican  and  from  1919  until  1925  was  mayor  of 
Constableville.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Turin  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  184;  Lowville 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Rome  Commandery,  K.  T.,  and  Ziyara  Temple,  A.  A. 
0.  N.  M.  S. ;  B.  P.  0.  Elks ;  and  Alpha  Psi  fraternity.  He  also  is  a  member 
of  the  American  Legion,  being  Past  Commander  of  Constable  Post, 
No.  604. 


Claude  H.  Vadney,  M.  D. — One  of  the  able  young  professional  men 
of  Lewis  County  is  Dr.  Vadney,  physician  and  surgeon,  of  Lyons  Falls. 
He  was  born  at  Meridan,  Conn.,  Nov.  19,  1903,  the  son  of  Henry  and  L. 
(Laqurre)  Vadney. 

Henry  Vadney  is  a  native  of  Meridan,  Conn.,  and  now  lives  retired  at 
Lyons  Falls.  He  was  a  silversmith  by  trade  and  spent  many  years  in 
the  employ  of  the  International  Silver  Company.  He  later  was  associated 
with  the  United  Community  Silver  Company,  of  Sherrill,  N.  Y.  Mr. 
Vadney  is  a  Republican.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Meridan.  They  have 
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two  sons:  1.  Claude  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Harold,  who  is 
associated  with  Sears,  Roebuck  Company  of  Chicago. 

Claude  H.  Vadney  is  a  graduate  of  Sherrill  High  School,  1923,  and 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Colgate  University,  1926. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Medical  School  of  Syracuse  University  in 
1929,  and  served  as  interne  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  Chicago.  He  also 
was  connected  with  Faxton  Hospital,  at  Utica,  for  two  months,  and  during 
1929-30  engaged  in  private  practice  at  Copenhagen.  In  October,  1930, 
Dr.  Vadney  came  to  Lyons  Falls  and  at  that  time  took  over  the  practice 
of  Dr.  Paul  Jerrard.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Lewis  County  Me¬ 
morial  Hospital,  Faxton  General  Hospital  at  Utica,  and  Mercy  Hospital 
at  Watertown.  Dr.  Vadney  is  also  identified  with  the  Lewis  County,  New 
York  State  Medical  Societies  and  a  fellow  of  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

On  Sept.  29,  1928,  Dr.  Vadney  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Olive 
Goodrich,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Vadney  have  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Eleanor,  born  Sept.  28,  1930,  and  a  son,  Richard,  born  Nov.  3,  1931. 

Politically  Dr.  Vadney  is  a  Republican.  In  November,  1931,  he  was 
elected  coroner  of  Lewis  County  and  took  office  Jan.  1,  1932.  He  holds 
membership  in  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  of  Lyons  Falls.  He 
is  a  member  of  Nu  Sigma  Nu  and  Theta  Chi. 


Nelson  J.  Clark.— One  of  the  substantial  and  widely  known  citizens 
of  Lewis  County  is  Nelson  J.  Clark,  who  is  mayor  of  Constableville.  He 
was  born  at  West  Turin,  N.  Y.,  May  4,  1859,  the  son  of  Horace  and 
Christina  (Van  Koughnet)  Clark. 

Horace  Clark,  who  died  in  1904,  was  a  native  of  Lewis  County,  born 
at  West  Turin.  His  father,  Peulthia  Clark,  came  to  New  York  from  Con¬ 
necticut  during  the  early  days  and  settled  on  a  farm  in  Lewis  County.  The 
homestead  was  later  owned  and  operated  by  Horace  Clark,  who  became  a 
successful  dairy  farmer.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  village 
assessor  of  West  Turin  for  a  number  of  years.  He  also  held  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Church.  Christina  (Van  Koughnet)  ClarK  was  born 
at  West  Turin,  Feb.  6,  1832,  and  died  Dec.  5,  1908.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clark  are  buried  at  Constableville.  Their  children  were:  1.  Nelson  J., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Catherine  E.,  married  Michael  B.  Farrell, 
lives  at  Constableville. 

The  education  of  Nelson  J.  Clark  was  received  in  the  public  schools  of 
West  Turin,  and  after  he  attended  Oswego  State  Normal  School,  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  teaching  profession.  He  was  a  teacher  in  the  Rural  Valley 
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School,  near  Constableville,  and  also  taught  at  Talcottville,  Lyonsdale, 
Glenfield,  Houseville,  and  Martinsburg.  He  then  entered  Utica  Business 
College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1888.  Mr.  Clark  began  his  busi¬ 
ness  career  in  the  employ  of  Dean  &  Wheelock  Company,  at  Holyoke, 
Mass.,  as  bookkeeper,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  for  a  period  of  20 
years.  He  then  purchased  a  farm  near  Constableville,  which  he  success¬ 
fully  operated  until  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1929.  It  was  sold  at  that 
time  to  Mrs.  Anna  P.  Abbey. 

In  1930  Mr.  Clark  was  elected  mayor  of  the  village.  He  is  also  village 
assessor,  and  from  1914  until  1928  was  assessor  of  West  Turin.  He  has 
been  clerk  of  the  local  school  board  since  January,  1922,  and  is  secretary 
of  the  Constableville  Rural  Cemetery  Association,  Inc. 

Mr.  Clark  has  always  been  a  Republican,  and  attends  the  Methodist 
Church.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Leyden  Grange.  He  is  unmarried. 


Charles  T.  Taylor,  who  is  serving  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  West 
Turin,  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  well  known  families  of  Lewis  County. 
He  was  born  at  Constableville,  June  3,  1898,  the  son  of  F.  E.  and  Anna 
(Newhart)  Taylor. 

F.  E.  Taylor  died  at  Constableville,  July  12,  1926.  He  was  born  here 
and  received  his  early  education  in  the  local  public  schools.  He  was  also 
a  graduate  of  Utica  Business  College.  In  early  life  he  was  interested  in 
the  hardware  business  here  and  for  26  years  was  a  traveling  representa¬ 
tive  for  Charles  Miller  &  Company,  of  Utica.  Mr.  Taylor  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  and  served  for  two  terms  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  West  Turin. 
He  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  and  belonged  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge.  His  wife  was  born  at  Constableville,  where  she  still 
resides.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  were  born  four  children:  1.  Blanche, 
married  Burton  Rockwell,  lives  at  Oriskany  Falls,  N.  Y.  2.  Harold  J., 
teacher,  Constableville  High  School.  3.  Charles  T.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  4.  Henry,  who  is  engaged  in  the  trucking  and  transfer  business 
at  Constableville. 

Charles  T.  Taylor  attended  Constableville  High  School  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  New  York  State  School  of  Agriculture  at  Morrisville,  from 
which  he  received  a  degree  in  1916.  He  then  spent  four  years  as  man¬ 
ager  of  his  father’s  farm  and  in  1921  became  interested  in  the  trucking 
and  transfer  business  at  Constableville.  Since  1925  his  brother,  Henry, 
has  been  associated  with  him. 

On  Sept.  5,  1921,  Mr.  Taylor  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eleanor 
Bower,  of  Constableville,  the  daughter  of  Jacob  F.  and  Rose  (Scheidleman) 
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Bower.  He  is  a  retired  cheese  manufacturer  and  lives  at  Constableville. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Lewis  County.  He  is  a  Democrat  and 
a  member  of  the  German  Lutheran  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  have 
been  born  two  daughters :  1.  Elizabeth  Ann,  born  May  7,  1923.  2.  Ruth 
Eleanor,  born  Nov.  23,  1924. 

Mr.  Taylor  is  a  Republican,  and  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  super¬ 
visor  in  1926  at  the  death  of  his  father  and  elected  in  1927,  reelected  in 
1929  and  in  1931.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

Mr.  Taylor  is  also  a  director  of  the  Lyons  Falls  National  Bank. 


Charles  V.  Harris. — Highly  esteemed  in  the  community  where  he  has 
spent  his  entire  life,  Mr.  Harris  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Lyons  Falls, 
N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Greig,  Lewis  County,  Oct.  3,  1852,  the  son  of 
Emmett  and  Ellen  Minerva  (Gould)  Harris. 

Emmett  Harris,  who  died  June  2,  1909,  was  a  native  of  Albany  County, 
N.  Y.  He  was  a  mason  by  trade  and  also  was  interested  in  farming.  He 
lived  in  Wisconsin  for  several  years  but  later  returned  to  Lewis  County 
and  owned  and  operated  a  dairy  farm  near  Greig.  Mr.  Harris  was  a 
Democrat  and  served  as  town  clerk,  collector,  and  school  trustee.  He 
held  membership  in  the  Universalist  Church.  His  wife  was  born  at 
Greig  and  died  June  21,  1885.  There  were  seven  children  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harris:  1.  Stella  M.,  married  Travis  Wells,  died  at  Brockport,  N.  Y., 
in  1922.  2.  Lafayette,  lives  at  Orville,  Wash.  3.  Charles  V.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  4.  Ralph,  who  died  in  1907.  5.  Edward  B.,  who  died  in 
1929.  6.  Betsy  Catherine,  married  Josiah  Wood,  lives  at  Williamsburg, 
Va.  7.  Christopher,  who  died  in  1868. 

The  boyhood  of  Charles  V.  Harris  was  spent  at  Greig,  where  he  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools.  After  leaving  school  he  went  to  New  Jersey 
and  was  employed  by  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  Railroad  for 
a  short  time.  In  1870  he  returned  to  Greig  and  learned  the  mason  trade 
and  with  his  father  worked  on  the  first  hotel  at  Old  Forge,  N.  Y.,  in  1870. 
In  1872  he  went  to  Abeline,  Kans.,  to  work  at  his  trade,  but  on  account 
of  business  conditions  he  returned  east.  Mr.  Harris  became  a  mason  con¬ 
tractor  and  during  1894-95  was  employed  by  the  J.  P.  Gould  Company. 
He  also  served  as  state  inspector  in  1893  in  charge  of  the  rebuilding  of 
locks.  Mr.  Harris  became  interested  in  the  hotel  business  in  1896  as 
owner  of  the  Harris  House,  of  Lyons  Falls,  N.  Y.,  which  was  operated  by 
him  until  1900.  It  was  then  sold  to  John  Beck  and  two  years  later  Mr. 
Harris  returned  to  the  employ  of  the  Gould  Company.  For  a  number  of 
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years  Mr.  Harris  has  lived  retired  at  Lyons  Falls.  He  has  served  as  vil¬ 
lage  collector  and  assessor. 

On  Nov.  12,  1874,  Mr.  Harris  married  Miss  Martina  Roberts,  of  Port 
Leyden,  the  daughter  of  Merritt  and  Eliza  (Chase)  Roberts.  The  former 
died  in  1854  and  the  latter  in  1878.  Both  were  natives  of  Lewis  County. 
Martina  (Roberts)  Harris  died  in  1918  and  is  buried  at  Port  Leyden.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Merritt  R.,  lives  at  Port 
Leyden,  N.  Y.  2.  Kenneth  N.,  who  is  manager  of  the  Doyle  Hardware 
Company  at  Lyons  Falls.  He  married  Rosabell  Wier  of  Port  Leyden. 
They  have  four  sons:  Charles  R.,  attorney,  New  York  City;  Robert,  real 
estate  broker,  New  York  City;  John  and  Paul. 

Politically  Mr.  Harris  is  independent.  He  belongs  to  the  Lyons  Falls 
Club. 


Charles  J.  Bowman,  who  has  been  identified  with  the  Lewis  County 
Infirmary  as  superintendent  since  1908,  is  a  leading  citizen  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  was  born  at  Watson,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  1868,  the  son  of  Isaac 
and  Frances  (Rogers)  Bowman. 

Isaac  Bowman  was  a  native  of  Watson,  born  in  1839.  He  died  in 
1906.  Mr.  Bowman  was  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Little)  Bowman,  who 
were  natives  of  Vermont  and  among  the  first  settlers  of  Lewis  County. 
The  Bowmans  became  successful  farmers  and  leading  citizens  of  this  sec¬ 
tion.  Isaac  Bowman  married  Frances  Rogers,  who  was  born  at  Deer 
River,  N.  Y.,  in  1848.  She  died  in  1921.  Their  children  were:  1.  Mary, 
deceased.  2.  Charles  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Nellie,  married 
Harry  Klein,  lives  at  Watertown.  4.  Laura,  married  Nicholas  Stoeffle, 
lives  at  Lowville.  5.  Ida,  married  David  McSweeney,  lives  at  Lowville.  6. 
Earl,  farmer,  lives  at  Constableville.  7.  Cora,  married  E.  A.  Gerrard, 
lives  at  Hamlin  Corners,  N.  Y.  8.  Fred,  lives  at  Old  Forge,  N.  Y.  9. 
Benjamin,  died  at  the  age  of  eight  years. 

Charles  J.  Bowman  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watson  and  in  early 
life  was  associated  with  his  father’s  farming  interests.  He  spent  nine 
years  in  the  employ  of  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket  Company,  and  later 
returned  to  farming  for  one  year.  He  accepted  his  present  position  in 
1908.  He  was  appointed  under  Lyman  Brown,  general  superintendent, 
who  died  in  November,  1908.  He  was  succeeded  by  Lewis  Strong,  who 
held  that  office  for  12  years.  J.  L.  Benton,  of  Turin,  was  general  super¬ 
intendent.  He  died  in  November,  1931,  and  Fred  W.  Studer  is  now  gen¬ 
eral  superintendent. 

On  Dec.  12,  1889,  Mr.  Bowman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ida 
L.  Williams,  of  Watson,  the  daughter  of  Alfred  and  Matilda  (Bentley)

Williams,  natives  of  Rome  and  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  Both  are 
deceased  and  are  buried  in  Lowville  Rural  Cemetery.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bow¬ 
man  have  two  daughters:  1.  Grace,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy, 
married  Dr.  Schleider,  dentist,  lives  at  Lowville,  and  they  have  two  chil¬ 
dren,  Jean  and  John.  2.  Dorothy,  attends  Lowville  Academy. 

Politically  Mr.  Bowman  is  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated  with  Lowville 
Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134;  Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Com- 
mandery,  K.  T.  No.  11,  and  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.,  Watertown. 

The  Lewis  County  Infirmary  was  organized  in  1824  by  act  of  the  New 
York  state  legislature.  At  that  time  Jonathan  Collins,  Charles  D.  Moore, 
and  Stephen  Hart,  were  appointed  to  purchase  a  site  for  the  institution. 
The  farm  of  Major  David  Cobb,  which  contained  57  acres,  southwest  of 
the  village  of  Lowville,  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $1,650.  The  first 
superintendent  was  Nathaniel  Merriam,  and  he  was  assisted  by  Philo 
Rockwell,  Stephen  Leonard,  Paul  Abbott,  and  Samuel  Allen.  By  act  of 
the  legislature  the  number  of  superintendents  was  reduced  to  three,  and 
later  to  one.  Later  officers  were:  John  Oster,  of  Turin;  Frank  Gerrard, 
of  Croghan;  and  Roderick  McRay.  Mr.  Bowman  has  established  a  record 
in  the  number  of  years  of  service  at  the  institution. 

In  1846  a  stone  building  was  erected.  It  was  replaced  by  the  present 
brick  structure  in  1868,  which  is  three  stories.  It  was  erected  at  a  cost 
of  $11,450.  The  building  has  since  been  enlarged  and  improved.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  56  people  living  at  the  infirmary.  The  cost  of 
operation  is  estimated  at  $30,000  annually. 


Sylvester  Bernard  Finnegan. — One  of  the  best  known  and  most  depend¬ 
able  men  of  Lowville  is  Sylvester  Bernard  Finnegan,  who  has  been  station 
agent  here  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  for  the  past  25 
years.  He  was  born  at  Fort  Kent,  Essex  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  23,  1875,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  (Casey)  Finnegan. 

Thomas  Finnegan  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  as  was  his  wife.  In  early 
life  they  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Potsdam,  St.  Lawrence 
County.  Mr.  Finnegan  became  a  successful  farmer  and  remained  there 
until  1872.  He  then  engaged  in  railroad  construction  work  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  in  1916  at  the  age  of  87  years,  and  is  buried 
at  Massena,  St.  Lawrence  County.  His  wife  died  in  1925,  at  the  age  of  87 
years.  She  is  also  buried  at  Massena. 

At  the  age  of  ten  years,  Sylvester  B.  Finnegan  removed  to  Massena, 
N.  Y.,  with  his  parents.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  was 
graduated  from  Massena  High  School  in  1892.  He  then  entered  the 
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services  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  as  a  telegraph  operator  at 
Massena.  Two  years  later  he  was  transferred  to  Watertown,  and  subse¬ 
quently  was  located  at  Potsdam,  Gouverneur,  and  Lyons  Falls,  N.  Y.  He 
then  came  to  Lowville  as  station  agent  for  the  company. 

On  Aug.  9,  1899,  Mr.  Finnegan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
O’Leary,  and  they  had  four  children:  1.  Catherine  J.,  a  graduate  of  Pots¬ 
dam  State  Normal  School.  She  met  with  an  accidental  death  in  1924.  2. 
Philip  J.,  who  is  associated  with  his  uncle’s  business  at  Saranac  Lake.  3. 
Robert  B.,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  now  employed  in  the  local 
office  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  4.  John  R.,  who  attends  Low¬ 
ville  Academy. 

Mr.  Finnegan  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  3rd  degree. 


Harrison  Oliver  Meredith,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  who  died  in 
Watertown,  April  2,  1931,  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  able  and 
successful  business  men  of  the  city.  He  was  born  at  Jamestown,  N.  Y., 
Nov.  2,  1888,  only  son  and  youngest  child  of  Thomas  and  Jane  (Barber) 
Meredith,  who  came  from  Ontario,  Canada,  early  in  their  married  life  and 
settled  in  New  York  City,  engaging  in  the  professional  and  business  life 
there. 

Harrison  0.  Meredith  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  birth¬ 
place,  later  graduating  from  the  Chamberlain  Military  Institute  at  Ran¬ 
dolph,  N.  Y.,  and  subsequently  from  Columbia  University,  where  he  ob¬ 
tained  his  pharmaceutical  degree.  He  was  licensed  and  continued  hi? 
career  in  New  York  City,  where  he  gained  full  knowledge  of  the  drug 
and  chemical  business  in  various  capacities  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
In  childhood  he  had  shown  an  interest  in  his  father’s  drug  business,  and 
at  the  age  of  21  acquired  his  own  retail  store.  He  later  represented  the 
wholesale  drug  house  of  John  Wyeth  &  Bro.,  Philadelphia,  as  a  traveling 
salesman. 

In  1917  Mr.  Meredith  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  for  service  in  the 
World  War  as  a  member  of  the  Medical  Corps,  and  was  assigned  to  the 
base  hospital  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.,  where  he  was  in  charge  of  the  dispen¬ 
sary.  After  his  discharge  from  the  army  in  1919  he  purchased  an 
interest  and  assisted  in  the  organization  of  a  manufacturing  chemical 
plant  at  Ogdensburg  and  a  few  years  later,  when  E.  R.  Harriman,  of  New 
York  City,  assumed  control,  he  became  associated  with  him.  He  did 
extensive  research  work  in  the  cotton  states  and  was  in  charge  of  field 
experimental  work  with  the  cooperation  of  state  and  federal  stations 
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throughout  the  whole  cotton  growing  area.  He  continued  in  this  capacity 
for  two  years  and  then  was  appointed  general  manager  of  the  company. 
While  connected  with  this  organization  Mr.  Meredith  purchased  an  inter¬ 
est  in  the  Quinn  Drug  Corporation  of  Watertown,  in  April,  1923,  later 
increasing  his  stock  until  he  gained  control  of  the  business.  He  severed 
his  connection  with  the  Harriman  firm  in  September,  1924,  and  established 
his  residence  in  Watertown  as  district  representative  of  the  Norwich 
Pharmacal  Company.  He  retained  this  position  until  March,  1926,  when 
he  resigned  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  his  duties  as  president  of  the 
Quinn  Drug  Company. 

On  Christmas  Day,  1916,  at  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Toronto,  Mr. 
Meredith  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  Renwick,  the  young¬ 
est  daughter  of  Hancock  and  Jane  (Purdy)  Renwick,  early  residents  of 
that  city.  Mr.  Renwick  died  in  1927  and  his  wife  died  in  1913.  They 
are  buried  in  Toronto,  where  Mr.  Renwick  was  a  well  known  real  estate 
broker.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meredith  was  born  a  daughter,  Jane  Barber 
Meredith. 

Mr.  Meredith  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  and  of  the 
Men’s  Club.  He  was  a  member  of  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49, 
and  a  32nd  degree  Mason.  In  politics  he  was  a  Republican  and  belonged 
to  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was  keenly  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  affairs  of  the  American  Legion,  being  an  active  member  of 
Army  and  Navy  Post  No.  61,  Watertown,  and  for  three  years  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  its  executive  committee,  serving  as  chairman  in  1930.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Welfare  Committee  and  County  Membership 
Committee. 


Rhinaldo  J.  Green,  who  is  identified  with  Fowler  &  Green,  Inc.,  hard¬ 
ware  dealers,  is  one  of  the  prominent  and  influential  business  men  of  Low- 
ville.  He  was  born  in  Otsego  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  12,  1883,  the  son  of 
Charles  Henry  and  Frances  Eldora  (Willsey)  Green. 

Charles  Henry  Green  was  born  in  Otsego  County,  July  16,  1858.  His 
wife  was  a  native  of  the  same  county,  born  May  14,  1858.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  rural  schools  of  Westford  and  when  a  young  man  took  up 
the  occupation  of  farming.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  May  3,  1904,  he  was 
the  owner  of  a  large  dairy  farm,  located  on  the  main  thoroughfare  between 
Schenevus  and  Westford,  which  is  now  the  property  of  his  son,  Ray 
Green.  In  politics  Mr.  Green  was  a  Democrat  and  held  many  town  offices, 
among  them  being  supervisor,  road  commissioner  and  superintendent  of 
highways.  He  belonged  to  Schenevus  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Elk  Creek  Methodist  Church.  His  wife  died  in  June,  1916. 
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Both  are  buried  in  Elk  Creek  Cemetery,  Otsego  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Green  were  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Rhinaldo  J.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  2.  Ray,  born  Feb.  15,  1886,  farmer,  lives  at  Elk  Creek.  3. 
Ernest,  born  Oct.  22,  1888,  farmer,  lives  at  Elk  Creek.  4.  Avery  S.,  born 
Oct.  21,  1897,  died  April  13,  1899.  5.  Ethelyn,  born  March  26,  1900,  died 
Oct.  19,  1908. 

Rhinaldo  J.  Green  was  reared  in  the  town  of  Westford  and  at  the  age 
of  17  years  entered  the  employ  of  Julian  L.  Hubbard,  hardware  merchant 
of  Schenevus.  In  1910  he  removed  to  Lowville,  where  he  spent  six  years 
with  the  Fowler  Brothers  Hardware  Company.  In  1916  he  then  formed 
a  partnership  with  Fred  J.  Garnham,  of  Lowville,  and  conducted  a  plumb¬ 
ing  and  heating  business  until  1926,  when  he  purchased  the  interest  of 
Mr.  Garnham,  and  conducted  the  business  alone  until  June  15,  1931.  At 
that  time  he  purchased  a  half  interest  in  the  firm  of  Fowler  Sons,  Inc., 
formerly  Fowler  Brothers.  The  firm  is  now  known  as  Fowler  &  Green, 
Inc.,  with  E.  E.  Fowler  as  his  partner. 

On  Nov.  12,  1908,  Mr.  Green  married  Miss  Grace  Inez  Proper,  who 
was  born  at  Schenevus,  Nov.  12,  1885.  She  is  the  daughter  of  William 
Harrison  and  Sarah  (Scott)  Proper.  The  former  died  Nov.  16,  1889,  and 
is  buried  in  Schenevus  Cemetery.  His  wife  was  born  in  Delaware  County, 
N.  Y.,  July  25,  1857,  the  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Polly  (Harrington) 
Scott,  both  of  Scottish  descent.  She  resides  in  Otsego  County.  Grace 
Inez  Green  was  the  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Proper. 

Grace  (Proper)  Green  was  educated  at  Schenevus  High  School,  and 
Training  Class,  and  was  a  teacher  in  the  rural  schools  of  Otsego  County. 
She  is  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the 
Lowville  Civic  Club,  Twentieth  Century  Club,  and  Northern  New  York 
Federation  of  Women’s  Club.  For  many  years  she  has  been  on  the  Press 
Committee  of  the  New  York  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  and  for 
two  years,  1928-30,  was  chairman  of  this  committee.  During  that  time 
she  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  woman  from  Lewis  County  to 
broadcast  over  the  radio.  Mrs.  Green  is  also  a  past  director  of  the  Fifth 
District  of  the  Northern  New  York  Federation,  and  has  held  important 
committee  positions  in  both  State  and  Northern  federations.  She  has 
always  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  work  of  the  community 
and  county  and  is  at  present  secretary  of  the  Lewis  County  Health  As¬ 
sociation,  executive  secretary  of  the  Associated  Welfare  League  of  Low¬ 
ville,  secretary  of  Lincoln  Day  League,  and  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Johnson  Home  For  Children,  Inc.  Mrs.  Green  was  keenly 
interested  in  the  erection  of  the  new  Lewis  County  Hospital,  and  at  its 
opening  was  selected  as  chairman  of  the  hostess  committee.  For  more 
than  ten  years  she  has  been  identified  with  the  Watertown  Daily  Times, 
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acting  as  their  correspondent  for  this  section.  She  also  represents  the 
Associated  Press  for  Lowville  and  vicinity  and  is  a  contact  reporter  in 
this  section  for  various  other  city  dailies. 

To  Rhinaldo  J.  and  Grace  Inez  (Proper)  Green  were  born  two  daugh¬ 
ters:  1.  Vivian  Mary,  born  Jan.  21,  1913,  attends  St.  Lawrence  Univer¬ 
sity.  She  is  a  charter  member  of  the  National  Honorary  Society  of  Low¬ 
ville  Academy,  member  of  Gamma  Delta  Gamma  sorority,  and  during 
her  senior  year  in  high  school  was  awarded  a  State  scholarship  at  St. 
Lawrence  University.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the  Women’s  Glee  Club. 
2.  Frances  Josephine,  born  Feb.  22,  1915,  attends  Lowville  Academy.  She 
is  interested  in  athletics  and  is  a  member  of  the  Academy  basket-ball 
team.  She  also  belongs  to  Gamma  Delta  Gamma  sorority. 

Mr.  Green  is  a  member  of  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  134; 
Citizens  Club;  Treasurer  of  the  Kiwanis  Club;  charter  member  of  Car- 
lowden  Country  Club;  and  member  of  the  Lowville  Fish  &  Game  Club. 
He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  a  member  of  Lowville  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  is  also  a  past  director  of  the  Johnson  Home  for  Children,  Inc. 


Clarence  D.  Claus,  who  is  proprietor  of  the  Claus  retail  dairy,  is  among 
the  progressive  business  men  of  Lowville,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Turin, 
Lewis  County,  June  18,  1875,  the  son  of  Jerome  and  Abagail  (Swack- 
hammer)  Claus. 

Jerome  Claus  was  born  at  Oppenheim,  N.  Y.,  and  settled  at  Turin  in 
1873.  During  his  life  he  was  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese. 
He  died  in  1921  and  his  wife,  born  at  Turin,  died  in  1896.  Both  are  buried 
in  Swackhammer  Cemetery,  near  Turin.  Their  only  child  was  Clarence  D., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Clarence  D.  Claus  attended  school  at  Houseville,  Lewis  County,  and  at 
the  age  of  14  years  was  employed  in  a  cheese  factory  in  Houseville,  Lewis 
County.  He  has  always  been  identified  with  the  dairy  industry  and  since 
1914  has  conducted  his  retail  business  at  Lowville.  He  has  been  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  this  city  since  1908. 

On  Feb.  6,  1901,  Mr.  Claus  married  Miss  Kathryn  Heckman,  of  Red¬ 
wood,  Jefferson  County,  born  March  27,  1880.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
David  and  Margaret  (Hartman)  Heckman,  the  former  was  born  in  Ger¬ 
many,  March  22,  1851,  and  died  July  26,  1926.  The  latter  was  born  at 
Redwood  Aug.  19,  1853,  and  resides  at  Martinsburg  and  Lowville,  N.  Y. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heckman  were  born  six  children:  Mrs.  Ernest  Oster, 
lives  at  Martinsburg ;  Kathryn  Claus ;  John,  William,  Anna,  and  Jacob,  all 
deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Claus  have  no  children. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Claus  attend  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lowville. 
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Charles  Zoltan  Mihalyi,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  real  estate 
and  insurance  business  at  Glenfield,  is  widely  known  throughout  the 
North  Country  as  the  owner  of  one  of  the  largest  and  most  valuable 
private  collections  of  specimens  of  the  stone  and  bronze  ages,  and  the 
civilization  of  the  Aztecs  and  Incas.  He  was  born  in  Bojst,  Hungary, 
June  7, 1891,  the  son  of  Emery  and  Christine  (Nagy)  Mihalyi. 

Emery  Mihalyi  was  born  in  Hungary  and  about  1904  he  came  to  the 
United  States  with  his  family  and  settled  in  New  York  City.  Christine 
(Nagy)  Mihalyi,  his  wife,  died  in  1906  and  is  buried  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mihalyi  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Charles  Z., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Helen  A.,  a  teacher  in  the  American  Inter¬ 
national  College,  at  Springfield,  Mass.  3.  Louis  L.,  who  died  in  1917.  4. 
Stephen  S.,  lives  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  5.  Dalma  G.,  who  died  Aug.  28, 

1931. 

Charles  Z.  Mihalyi  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and 
Bojst  High  School  of  his  native  land,  and  when  his  father  located  at 
Glenfield  he  became  interested  in  the  real  estate  business  with  him.  He 
has  been  owner  of  the  agency  since  1926.  He  is  a  representative  of  the 
Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company.  He  also  represents  Copley 
and  Williams  Insurance  Agency  of  Lowville,  N.  Y.,  and  Watertown  Un¬ 
derwriters  Insurance  Company. 

On  Sept.  15,  1920,  Mr.  Mihalyi  married  Miss  Mildred  Betz,  of  Water- 
town,  the  daughter  of  Leonard  and  Nettie  M.  (Tyner)  Betz.  Mr.  Betz 
died  in  1914  and  his  widow  resides  at  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mihalyi 
have  two  sons:  1.  Lewis  L.,  born  in  1921,  a  student.  2.  Charles  Richard, 
born  in  1926,  a  student. 

Mr.  Mihalyi  is  the  president  of  the  Glenfield  Board  of  Education,  vice 
president  of  the  Glendale  Cemetery  Association,  director  of  the  Lewis 
County  Historical  Society,  member  of  the  New  York  State,  Jefferson  and 
Lewis  County  Historical  societies,  and  founder  and  secretary  of  the 
Hungarian- American  Citizens  League  of  Lewis  County.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Indian  Welfare  Association,  New  York  State  Forestry  Association, 
Lewis  County  Forestry  Council,  New  York  State  Developing  Association, 
and  the  Glendale  Grange,  Pamona  Grange  and  New  York  State  Grange. 
He  is  affiliated  with  Turin  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  187,  and  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  No.  759,  Lowville. 

Mr.  Mihalyi  has  devoted  20  years  in  making  his  collection  of  stone  age 
specimens,  and  intends  to  establish  a  museum  sometime  in  the  near  future 
where  they  may  be  properly  displayed.  England,  France,  Belgium,  Den¬ 
mark  and  Hungary,  as  well  as  the  North  and  South  American  continents 
have  yielded  up  their  treasures  to  this  collector,  and  stone  knives,  axes, 
and  pipes  are  side  by  side  with  tusks  of  the  mammoth,  bones  of  the

Allosaurus  and  Mastodon,  and  other  prehistoric  terrors  of  the  stone  age 
man.  Mr.  Mihalyi  not  only  takes  an  interest  in  the  collection  and  preser¬ 
vation  of  early  day  relics,  but  has  read  volume  upon  volume  by  noted 
authors  concerning  the  history  attached  to  each. 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  pieces  in  Mr.  Mihalyi’s  collection  is  a  Turk¬ 
ish  tapestry,  6  feet  by  4  feet,  all  in  hand  work.  The  threads  are  of  finest 
silk  and  linen  and  the  tapestry  was  the  work  of  a  favorite  of  a  famous 
Turkish  harem. 

Mr.  Mihalyi  is  the  owner  of  Ne-Na-To-Re  Park  near  Glenfield,  on  which 
he  has  set  out  65,000  pine  trees. 

Every  year  Mr.  Mihalyi  publishes  a  real  estate  catalogue  and  his  office 
is  the  largest  in  Lewis  County. 


Bernard  J.  Buchal.— Among  the  better  known  business  men  of  Copen¬ 
hagen  is  B.  J.  Buchal,  mill  owner,  and  representative  citizen  of  Lewis 
County.  He  was  born  at  Rodman,  Jefferson  County,  Oct.  30,  1891,  the 
son  of  Paul  and  Bertha  (Klein)  Buchal. 

Paul  Buchal  was  a  native  of  Germany.  At  the  age  of  16  years  he 
came  to  this  country  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Harrisburg,  N.  Y.  Later, 
he  removed  to  Copenhagen.  Mr.  Buchal  spent  several  years  as  a  student 
at  Perkins  Academy,  and  then  began  his  business  career  at  Rodman  with 
the  late  Thomas  McMichael,  merchant.  Mr.  Buchal  continued  in  busi¬ 
ness  there  for  20  years,  after  which  he  operated  a  store  at  Evans  Mills, 
N.  Y.,  for  ten  years,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  interested  in 
business  at  Copenhagen.  He  died  there  on  Jan.  15,  1924.  His  wife,  also 
born  in  Germany,  resides  at  Copenhagen.  Mr.  Buchal  was  a  Democrat 
and  held  membership  in  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Buchal  were  born  two  children:  1.  Bernard  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Mary  V.,  married  Irwin  Burdick,  lives  at  Copenhagen. 

The  early  education  of  Bernard  J.  Buchal  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Rodman  and  he  also  attended  Toronto  Preparatory  College  for 
two  years.  In  1910  Mr.  Buchal  became  affiliated  with  the  Deer  River 
Power  Company,  and  two  years  later  he  located  at  Carthage  with  the 
Carthage  Light  &  Power  Company.  When  the  latter  was  sold  to  the 
Northern  New  York  Utilities  Company,  Mr.  Buchal  was  transferred  to 
Dexter,  N.  Y.,  as  plant  superintendent.  Then  in  1915  he  went  with  Sher¬ 
man  &  Buchal,  electrical  contractors,  but  in  the  following  year  Mr.  Buchal 
returned  to  Copenhagen  and  purchased  the  feed  mill  and  business  of 
Nellis  &  Lampher,  which  he  has  since  successfully  conducted.  He  also 
deals  in  coal,  lumber,  cement  and  builders’  supplies.  The  original  mill 
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was  built  in  1801,  then  known  as  Munger’s  Mills.  They  owned  all  the 
water  rights  on  Deer  River  in  the  vicinity  of  Copenhagen.  This  mill  was 

burned  and  then  rebuilt  by  Eugene  Hurd. 

On  June  16,  1920,  Mr.  Buchal  married  Miss  Agnes  Laughlin,  of 
Pamelia,  Jefferson  County,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (Hughes) 
Laughlin.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Glenwood  Cemetery, 
Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buchal  have  three  sons:  Robert,  Edward, 
and  John. 

Mr.  Buchal  is  a  Democrat  and  for  many  years  has  been  Democratic 
County  Committeeman.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  village  board  of 
elections  and  has  been  chief  of  the  local  fire  department  since  1928.  He 
is  a  director  of  the  Copenhagen  National  Bank.  He  and  his  family  are 
members  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Jefferson 
&  Canadian  Fish  &  Game  Club. 


Robert  M.  Jones,  who  is  identified  with  the  firm  of  Robert  M.  Jones  & 
Son,  general  merchants,  is  prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  affairs  of 
Copenhagen.  He  was  born  at  Steuben,  Oneida  County,  Jan.  22,  1869,  the 
son  of  William  B.  and  Elizabeth  (Jones)  Jones. 

William  B.  Jones  was  born  in  Wales  and  died  Jan.  16,  1919.  He  was 
ten  years  old  when  he  was  brought  to  the  United  States  by  his  parents 
who  settled  on  a  farm  in  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.  He  was  reared  and  edu¬ 
cated  there  and  from  1869  until  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Jones  was  a 
widely  known  farmer  of  Barnes  Corners.  He  was  the  proprietor  of  a 
dairy  farm  and  was  a  progressive  farmer  of  that  community.  Mr.  Jones 
held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  in  politics  was  identified 
with  the  Republican  party.  He  was  town  assessor  for  many  years.  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Jones)  Jones  died  Feb.  14,  1910.  She  was  a  native  of  Manchester, 
England.  There  were  two  sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones :  1.  John  L., 

retired  farmer,  lives  at  Copenhagen.  2.  Robert  M.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Robert  M.  Jones  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm  at 
Barnes  Corners  and  he  attended  the  public  schools  there  and  at  Copen¬ 
hagen.  He  was  employed  during  the  summer  months  in  the  cheese  fac¬ 
tory  of  James  Purcell.  He  then  worked  in  the  store  of  D.  W.  Borden  at 
Barnes  Corners  for  seven  years,  after  which  he  went  to  Watertown  as  a 
clerk  in  the  A.  Bushnell  Store.  On  Aug.  1,  1897,  Mr.  Jones  purchased  the 
store  of  J.  P.  Dakin,  which  he  operated  until  1926.  He  then  took  over  the 
interests  of  William  J.  Murphy  at  Copenhagen  in  July,  1929,  and  reor¬ 
ganized  the  business  as  R.  M.  Jones  &  Son. 
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On  Aug.  5,  1897,  Mr.  Jones  married  Miss  Jennie  L.  Bowman,  of 
Montague,  N.  Y.,  who  died  July  31,  1931.  She  is  buried  at  Barners  Cor¬ 
ners.  She  was  the  daughter  of  George  and  Cassandra  (Hymhilger)  Bow¬ 
man,  natives  of  Germany.  Mr.  Bowman  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Barnes  Corners.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jones’  son,  Robert  W.,  is  a  graduate  of  St.  John’s  Military  Academy, 
at  Manlius,  N.  Y.,  class  of  1923,  and  spent  two  years  at  Syracuse  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  is  now  associated  in  business  with  his  father  at  Copenhagen. 
He  holds  membership  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fraternity. 

Mr.  Jones  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  holds  the  office  of  town 
assessor.  He  also  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge. 


Fred  E.  Hartley  is  a  successful  and  representative  merchant  of  Copen¬ 
hagen,  where  he  is  engaged  in  the  meat  business.  He  was  born  at  Mar- 
tinsburg,  Sept.  3,  1872,  the  son  of  Marcellus  and  Frances  (Flander) 
Hartley. 

Marcellus  Hartley  is  a  native  of  Martinsburg  and  now  resides  at  Wat¬ 
son,  N.  Y.  He  engaged  in  general  farming  near  the  former  place  until 

1906  and  has  since  lived  at  Watson.  Mr.  Hartley  is  a  Republican  and 

served  as  superintendent  of  highways  and  village  clerk.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  Frances  (Flander)  Hartley  died  in  1886  and 
is  buried  at  Glenfield,  N.  Y.  She  was  survived  by  three  children :  1.  Fred 

E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Alice,  married  Peter  Henry,  lives  at 
Martinsburg.  3.  Eldie,  married  Frank  D.  Higby,  lives  at  Houseville, 
N.  Y.  Mr.  Hartley  married  (second)  Miss  Emma  Harwood,  who  died  in 
1890.  They  had  no  children.  He  married  (third)  Mrs.  Nora  Higby. 
Their  son,  Merrill,  lives  at  Old  Forge,  N.  Y. 

Fred  E.  Hartley  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  near  Martinsburg  and 
attended  the  district  schools.  In  1891  he  rented  a  farm  and  three  years 
later  removed  to  Turin,  where  he  remained  until  1899.  He  then  followed 
the  trade  of  carpenter  at  Turin  for  three  years,  after  which  he  became 
associated  with  the  business  of  George  W.  Allen  at  Turin.  In  1906  Mr. 
Hartley  came  to  Copenhagen  and  spent  one  year  in  the  employ  of  W.  C. 
Jones.  He  was  connected  with  the  meat  business  of  F.  J.  Robinson  from 

1907  until  1917  and  in  the  latter  year  purchased  Mr.  Robinson’s  interest, 
and  still  is  in  that  business. 

On  Dec.  22,  1891,  Mr.  Hartley  married  Miss  May  Ingersoll  of  Mar¬ 
tinsburg,  the  daughter  or  Aaron  and  Lorene  (Brown)  Ingersoll.  The 
former  died  in  1921  and  the  latter  resides  at  Martinsburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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Hartley  are  the  parents  of  nine  children:  1.  Florence,  married  George 
Chisholm,  lives  at  Copenhagen.  2.  Alton,  farmer,  lives  near  Copenhagen. 
3.  Ethel,  married  Edward  Chisholm,  lives  at  Omaha,  Neb.  4.  Earl,  who 
is  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  5.  Frances,  married  Roland 
Reome,  lives  at  Oswego.  6.  Lynn,  lives  at  Copenhagen.  7.  Clarence, 
funeral  director,  lives  at  Adams.  8.  Alice,  married  Floyd  Harter,  lives  at 
Copenhagen.  9.  Estelle,  a  graduate  of  Copenhagen  High  School. 

Mr.  Hartley  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  of  Copenhagen  during 
the  past  16  years,  and  for  12  years  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  board 
and  clerk.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  being  Sunday  School 
superintendent,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  is  Senior 
Warden.  He  is  Past  Noble  Grand  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  No.  831,  and  in  1920  was  delegate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  New  York 
City. 


Allen  M.  Wheeler,  who  is  mayor  of  Potsdam,  has  had  a  most  success¬ 
ful  administration  and  is  a  popular  city  official  and  highly  esteemed  citizen. 
He  was  born  at  Parishville,  N.  Y.,  April  28,  1859,  the  son  of  Merritt  and 
Caroline  (Whipple)  Wheeler. 

Merritt  Wheeler  was  born  at  Potsdam,  and  was  a  member  of  one  of  the 
city’s  first  families.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general 
farming.  He  died  at  the  old  Wheeler  homestead  in  1905,  and  is  buried  at 
Potsdam.  His  wife,  born  at  Parishville,  died  in  1891.  Mr.  Wheeler  was  a 
Democrat  and  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the 
local  school  board.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheeler  had  two  sons:  Allen  M.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Sheridan,  who  died  in  1891. 

Allen  M.  Wheeler  grew  up  at  Potsdam  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools.  He  also  attended  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  and  until  1919 
was  interested  in  general  farming.  He  has  since  lived  at  Potsdam.  Mr. 
Wheeler  has  been  prominent  in  the  activities  of  the  Grange  for  more  than 
40  years,  and  since  1911  has  been  secretary.  Politically,  he  is  a  Demo¬ 
crat,  and  he  has  been  mayor  since  1928.  He  had  previously  served  as  vil¬ 
lage  trustee.  Mr.  Wheeler  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  Democrat 
to  be  elected  as  mayor.  During  his  administration  he  has  succeeded  in 
having  the  state  highway  paved  through  the  village. 

In  1890  Mr.  Wheeler  married  Miss  Mary  Frances  Stacey,  of  Ontario. 
She  is  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Clara  (Tuttle)  Stacey.  Both  are  de¬ 
ceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheeler  were  born  three  children:  1.  Carrie, 
born  in  1903,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  and  Columbia 
University,  married  J.  Curry  LaMar,  lives  at  Potsdam.  2.  Helen,  born  in 
1905,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  and  Syracuse  Univer- 
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sity,  married  Oscar  Peddicord,  lives  at  Akron,  Ohio.  3.  Marion,  who  died 
of  influenza  in  1918. 

Mr.  Wheeler  and  his  family  are  members  of  Trinity  Church. 


Ernest  Klock  is  well  and  favorably  known  among  the  substantial  young 
business  men  of  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  La- 
Fargeville,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  23,  1892,  the  son  of  William 
and  Lillian  (Shepherd)  Klock. 

William  Klock  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  and 
are  now  residents  of  Copenhagen.  He  has  been  interested  in  farming 
throughout  his  life,  and  was  the  owner  of  a  fine  dairy  farm,  and  is  now 
retired.  Mr.  Klock  is  a  Democrat  and  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church.  There  are  five  children  in  the  Klock  family:  1.  Fred,  lives  at 
Harrisburg,  Lewis  County.  2.  Ernest,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Gor¬ 
don,  lives  at  Copenhagen.

Mr.  Klock  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Copenhagen 
Fish  &  Game  Club. 


C.  E.  Ryther. — Numbered  among  the  active  and  progressive  business 
men  of  Lewis  County  is  C.  E.  Ryther,  who  is  engaged  in  the  furniture  and 
undertaking  business  at  Copenhagen.  He  was  born  here  Aug.  2,  1878, 
the  son  of  John  A.  and  Cecelia  (Perkins)  Ryther. 

John  A.  Ryther,  who  died  in  1889,  was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County, 
born  at  LaFargeville.  He  was  a  farmer  and  also  followed  the  trade  of 
carpenter.  Politically  Mr.  Ryther  was  a  Republican.  He  held  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Congregational  Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Grange.  He 
married  (first)  Miss  Mary  Perkins,  who  died  in  1875.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Fred,  who  died  in  1901.  2.  Mary  G.,  married  first  to  Duane 
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Terrell,  who  is  deceased,  and  then  married  Arthur  Morris.  They  live  at 
Copenhagen.  Mr.  Ryther  was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Cecelia  Perkins, 
who  died  in  1897.

C.  E.  Ryther  attended  the  public  schools  of  Copenhagen  and  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  was  interested  in  general  farming.  He  also  was  a  carpenter. 
For  eight  years  Mr.  Ryther  was  associated  with  the  furniture  and  under¬ 
taking  establishment  of  F.  P.  Lansing.  In  1916  he  purchased  the  busi¬ 
ness,  with  which  he  has  since  been  identified.

Urban  C.  Hirschey. — Among  the  men  of  business  prominence  in  Lewis 
County  is  Urban  C.  Hirschey,  who  is  president  of  the  Climax  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  of  Castorland.  He  was  born  at  Beaver  Falls,  N.  Y., 
April  17,  1881,  the  son  of  Christian  and  Minnie  (Bachmann)  Hirschey. 

Christian  Hirschey  was  a  native  of  New  Bremen,  Lewis  County,  and 
died  in  1918.  He  was  a  prosperous  farmer  and  for  15  years  was  also  the 
owner  of  the  Cold  Spring  Cheese  Company  at  Beaver  Falls.  He  retired 
in  1907  and  was  living  at  Castorland  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  wife 
was  born  in  Germany  and  died  in  1907.  Both  are  buried  at  Naumburg. 
Mr.  Hirschey  was  independent  in  politics  and  held  membership  in  the 
Evangelical  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hirschey  were  born  two  sons: 

1.  Samuel  L.,  who  died  in  1918,  whose  sketch  appears  in  this  history. 

2.  Urban  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Beaver  Falls  High  School,  Urban  C. 
Hirschey  attended  Charles  Business  College  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  He  spent 
five  years  in  New  York  City  with  the  Charles  Morton  Construction  Com¬ 
pany,  and  later  engaged  in  construction  work  as  a  contractor  in  New 
York.  He  became  associated  with  his  brother  in  1910,  the  Climax  Incu¬ 
bator  &  Brooder  Company,  being  later  reorganized  as  the  Climax  Manu- 
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facturing  Company.  They  had  become  interested  in  the  manufacture  of 
paper  boxes  in  1910  and  three  years  later  discontinued  making  incubators 
and  brooders.  The  firm  are  now  leading  manufacturers  of  folding  paper 
boxes  and  fibre  drums,  and  their  products  are  sold  throughout  the  United 
States,  with  offices  in  Boston,  New  York,  Washington,  Chicago,  and  Los 
Angeles.  Mr.  Hirschey  is  also  a  director  of  the  Carthage  National  Ex¬ 
change  Bank  of  Carthage.

Eri  E.  Barnes. — Prominent  among  the  substantial  and  highly  es¬ 
teemed  citizens  of  Lewis  County  is  Eri  E.  Barnes,  who  is  mayor  of  Copen¬ 
hagen.  He  was  born  at  Boonville,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  July  6,  1856, 
the  son  of  William  and  Sybil  (Joslin)  Barnes. 

William  Barnes  died  at  Boonville  in  1912.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the 
Civil  War,  having  served  as  a  private  in  the  25th  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  remained  in  the  service  for  three  years  and  participated 
in  practically  every  important  engagement  of  the  war.  Throughout  his 
life  Mr.  Barnes  was  a  farmer  and  he  spent  many  years  at  Boonville.  He 
was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His  wife  was  born  at  Boonville  and 
died  in  1923.  Their  children  were:  1.  Alfreta,  who  died  in  1887.  2.  Eri 
E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Nois,  who  died  in  1858. 

The  boyhood  of  Eri  E.  Barnes  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm  and  he 
attended  the  district  schools.  He  worked  as  a  youth  in  sawmills  of  that 
section,  and  for  13  years  was  superintendent  of  the  mill  of  M.  W.  Van- 
ander,  of  Castorland,  N.  Y.  In  1924  Mr.  Barnes  came  to  Copenhagen  as 
superintendent  of  the  mill  of  Miller  &  Rice,  and  three  years  later  he 
established  a  garage  business  at  this  place,  with  which  he  is  now  iden¬ 
tified.

He  is  a  World 
War  veteran  and  served  in  Italy  during  the  war. 

Mr.  Barnes  has  been  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics 
for  many  years  and  has  held  the  office  of  mayor  of  Copenhagen  since 
1931.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge. 


Fred  H.  Woolshlager,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  serving 
as  postmaster  of  Castorland,  and  is  highly  esteemed  in  the  community 
where  he  has  always  lived.  He  was  born  here,  Oct.  24,  1892,  the  son  of 
Jacob  and  Rosalia  (Kohler)  Woolshlager. 

Jacob  Woolshlager  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Wynau  Canton,  Berne, 
Switzerland.  They  have  lived  in  New  York  State  for  many  years  and  are 
well  known  residents  of  Castorland.  Until  1900  he  was  employed  by 
T.  B.  Basselin,  lumber  dealer,  of  Croghan,  and  he  has  since  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  general  farming.  Mr.  Woolshlager  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of 
the  Evangelical  Church  of  Naumburg,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Grange.  There  were  five  children  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woolshlager:  1.  John  F.,  who  is  mayor  of  Castorland. 
2.  Jacob,  Jr.,  farmer,  lives  at  Castorland.  3.  Fred  H.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  4.  Theodore  P.,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  class  of  1922. 
He  specialized  in  the  study  of  forestry  and  is  now  a  government  inspector 
in  that  department.  5.  Clara,  a  teacher  in  the  Carthage  public  schools. 

At  the  age  of  17  years  Fred  H.  Woolshlager  left  Carthage  High  School 
to  enlist  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  He  enlisted  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  May  28,  1910, 
and  was  sent  to  Newport,  R.  I.  After  six  months  of  training  he  served 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  Virginia,  being  honorably  discharged  Oct.  23,-  1913.  He 
then  returned  to  Carthage  High  School.  Mr.  Woolshlager  began  his  busi¬ 
ness  career  with  the  Zellner  Brothers  Dairy  Company  at  Castorland, 
being  identified  with  that  concern  for  three  years.  On  March  27,  1918, 
he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Dix  for  training. 
He  served  in  France  as  a  member  of  Battery  A,  308th  Field  Artillery, 
78th  Division,  where  he  trained  at  Camp  de  Meucon,  department  of  the 
Vanes.  He  later  was  transferred  to  the  remount  division  of  the  308th 
Field  Artillery  at  Chateauburge,  Department  of  Rennes.  Later  he  was 
transferred  to  the  original  battery.  He  served  at  the  front  and  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive,  the  Argonne  offensive  and  the  Toul  de- 
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fensive  sector.  He  was  honorably  discharged  with  the  rank  of  corporal 
in  May,  1919,  and  upon  his  return  to  Castorland  he  spent  two  years  in 
farming  with  his  father.

Mr.  Woolshlager  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,

R.  A.  M.,  No.  223;  and  American  Legion,  Urban  Karcher  Post  No.  850, 
Past  Adjutant  and  Secretary.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Castorland 
Band,  which  was  organized  in  1921,  and  is  a  member  of  the  New  York 
State  League  of  District  Postmasters  and  the  National  League  of  Dis¬ 
trict  Postmasters. 


A.  M.  Seymour,  retired,  is  among  the  highly  esteemed  and  widely 
known  citizens  of  Copenhagen  and  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Den¬ 
mark,  N.  Y.,  March  9,  1850,  the  son  of  William  and  Armida  (Nichols) 
Seymour. 

William  Seymour,  born  at  Lowville,  died  Oct.  1,  1891.  He  was  a  black¬ 
smith  by  trade  and  in  later  life  owned  and  operated  a  farm  at  Deer  River, 
N.  Y.  Politically  he  was  a  Republican.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Low- 
ville  and  died  June  16,  1891.  Both  are  buried  at  Copenhagen.  They  were 
the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  A.  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Anna 
M.,  who  died  in  1927,  was  the  wife  of  John  Higby. 

After  his  graduation  from  Lowville  Academy  in  1868,  A.  M.  Seymour 
taught  in  the  rural  schools  at  Croghan.  He  later  taught  at  Lowville  and 
Deer  River  and  during  the  summer  months  was  employed  on  his  father’s 
farm.  In  1875  Mr.  Seymour  purchased  Deer  River  Hotel,  which  he  suc¬ 
cessfully  operated  until  1884.  In  that  year  he  came  to  Copenhagen  and 
was  interested  in  a  grocery  business  for  a  year.  He  then  was  associated 
with  F.  A.  Bushnell,  farmer  and  stockman.  In  1914  Mr.  Seymour  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Copenhagen  National  Bank,  of  which  he  was 
vice  president  and  manager  until  1918.  He  also  was  active  in  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  North  Country  National  Farm  Loan  Association,  of  which 
he  served  as  president  until  1930,  and  he  is  now  honorary  president. 

Mr.  Seymour  married  (first)  in  March,  1874,  Miss  Saphronia  Bush¬ 
nell,  of  Copenhagen,  who  died  in  1885.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Fred- 
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erick  A.  and  Anna  (Carpenter)  Bushnell.  The  former  died  in  1898  and 
the  latter  is  also  deceased.  To  this  union  there  were  no  children.  On 
Dec.  26,  1890,  Mr.  Seymour  married  (second)  Miss  Belle  Cottrell,  of 
Copenhagen,  the  daughter  of  Franklin  G.  and  Harriet  (Bates)  Cottrell. 
Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cottrell  died  in  1891  and  are  buried  at  Copenhagen. 
Belle  (Cottrell)  Seymour  died  April  26,  1893,  leaving  a  daughter,  Belle 
A.,  who  is  the  wife  of  Roy  H.  Van  Scoik,  of  Wellsville,  N.  Y.  They  have 
one  son,  William  Seymour  Van  Scoik.  On  Oct.  19,  1893,  Mr.  Seymour 
married  (third)  Miss  Mary  E.  Newkirk,  of  Copenhagen,  the  daughter  of 
Garrett  P.  and  Julia  E.  (Parsons)  Newkirk.  Mr.  Newkirk  died  April  21, 
1877,  and  his  wife  died  in  1919.  They  are  buried  at  Copenhagen.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Seymour  have  no  children. 

Politically  Mr.  Seymour  is  a  Republican.  He  served  for  12  years  as 
financial  clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  at  Albany.  He  has  also  held 
numerous  public  offices  in  his  community,  having  been  village  president, 
assessor,  and  trustee.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Grange  and  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star. 


Fred  H.  Pfaff,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  Climax  Manufacturing 
Company,  of  Castorland,  is  a  progressive  and  highly  esteemed  business 
man  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Naumburg,  Dec.  6,  1888,  the  son  of 
Jacob  and  Lettie  (Gates)  Pfaff. 

Jacob  Pfaff  is  identified  with  the  Kline  Floral  Shop,  at  Carthage. 
For  a  number  of  years  he  engaged  in  farming  near  Naumburg  and  was 
successful.  He  is  a  native  of  Great  Bend,  Jefferson  County,  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Denmark,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church.  Two  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pfaff :  1.  Linus  M., 
who  died  Sept.  8,  1922.  2.  Fred  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Fred  H.  Pfaff  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Naumburg  and  West  Carthage.  He  was  connected  with  the 
Smith-Lee  Company  of  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  for  two  years,  and  also  for  a  time 
was  associated  with  his  father’s  farming  interests.  From  1910  until 
1918  he  was  located  at  Camden,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  latter  year  came  to 
Castorland  as  an  employe  of  the  Climax  Manufacturing  Company.  He  was 
promoted  to  his  present  position  as  superintendent  in  1923. 

On  April  14,  1915,  Mr.  Pfaff  married  Miss  Minnie  M.  Schantz,  of 
Castorland,  the  daughter  of  Christopher  and  Mary  (Hirschey)  Schantz. 
Mr.  Schantz  engaged  in  business  at  Castorland  for  many  years  and  died 
there  April  22,  1918.  His  widow  resides  at  Lowville.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Pfaff  have  been  born  four  children:  1.  Lawrence  F.,  born  June  10,  1917, 
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attends  Lowville  High  School.  2.  Avis  Mary,  born  June  11,  1919,  died

Feb.  14,  1928. 

Mr.  Pfaff  is  a  Republican  and  has  held  the  offices  of  village  trustee  and 
school  director.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
and  Beaver  River  Fish  &  Game  Club.  He  also  is  identified  with  the  Boy 
Scouts  Council  in  Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties. 


Thomas  Legge. — Among  the  most  progressive  business  men  of  Lewis 
County  is  Thomas  Legge,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  Harrisville  Paper 
Corporation,  of  Harrisville.  He  was  born  in  Marshfield  County,  Glou- 
chester,  England,  Nov.  21,  1873,  the  son  of  E.  William  and  Wilmette 
(Read)  Legge. 

E.  William  Legge  died  in  England  in  1905  and  his  wife  died  during 
the  following  year.  He  was  a  dairy  farmer.  He  and  his  family  held 
membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  There  were  five  children  in  the 
Legge  family:  1.  Isaac,  who  died  in  1893.  2.  Sarah,  who  died  in  1891. 
3.  Jane,  married  Fred  Slyfield,  lives  in  Manitoba,  Canada.  4.  Joseph, 
farmer,  lives  in  England.  5.  Thomas,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Thomas  Legge  attended  school  in  his  native  land  and  as  a  youth  was 
employed  in  the  paper  mills  of  England.  At  the  age  of  19  years  he  came 
to  the  United  States  and  located  at  Holyoke,  Mass.,  with  the  Parsons 
Paper  Company.  Later,  he  returned  to  England  for  a  short  time,  and 
then  went  to  Kingsley  Falls,  Quebec,  where  he  was  connected  with  the 
Dominion  Paper  Company  for  two  years.  He  also  spent  some  time  in  the 
interests  of  the  J.  C.  Wilson  Paper  Company,  and  then  went  to  Newton 
Falls,  Mass.,  with  the  Bishop  Paper  Company  for  two  years.  His  various 
business  connections  have  included  the  Hartford  City  Paper  Company, 
Curtiss  Bros.  Paper  Company,  Jessup  &  Moore  Paper  Company,  Reading 
Paper  Mills,  West  Virginia  Paper  Company,  Hammermill  Paper  Company, 
Lakeside  Paper  Company,  Friend  Paper  Company,  Savage  Manufacturing 
Company,  Chemical  Paper  Company,  Lincoln  Pulp  &  Paper  Company, 
Harmon  Paper  Company,  and  Mohawk  Paper  Company.  He  served  in 
the  capacity  of  superintendent  of  these  plants  before  coming  to  Harris¬ 
ville  in  November,  1929,  as  superintendent  of  the  Harrisville  Paper  Cor¬ 
poration. 

Mr.  Legge  was  married  (first)  in  June,  1896,  to  Miss  Catherine  Hafer, 
of  Reading,  Pa.,  who  died  Oct.  10,  1906.  To  this  union  were  born  two 
sons :  William,  lives  at  Reading,  Pa. ;  and  Edward,  lives  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 
He  married  (second)  on  April  9,  1913,  Miss  Anna  Walker,  of  New  Bruns- 
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wick,  Canada,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  H.  and  Salena  (Yates)  Walker. 
The  former  died  in  1916  and  the  latter  in  1914.  Both  are  buried  at 
Reading.  They  were  natives  of  England.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Legge  have  a 
son,  Richard  W.,  who  attends  Harrisville  High  School. 

Politically,  Mr.  Legge  is  independent.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  and 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose. 


Fred  C.  Schraub,  retired,  was  for  many  years  identified  with  the  civic 
life  of  Lowville,  where  he  was  born  Jan.  29,  1858.  He  is  the  son  of  Henry 
and  Salome  (Ladenburg)  Schraub. 

Henry  Schraub  was  a  native  of  Germany  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of 
France.  After  their  arrival  in  the  United  States  they  settled  in  Lowville, 
where  Mr.  Schraub  engaged  in  the  barber  business.  He  owned  a  well  im¬ 
proved  farm  of  300  acres  near  Martinsburg,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.  There 
were  three  children  in  the  Schraub  family:  1.  Fred  C.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Anna,  the  widow  of  John  D.  Kelley,  lives  at  New  Haven,  Conn., 
and  has  three  sons,  Frederick,  William,  and  Henry.  3.  Minnie,  married 
J.  F.  Slappy,  retired,  lives  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

Fred  C.  Schraub  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  read  law  in 
the  office  of  Charles  Adams,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1877.  Mr. 
Schraub  became  a  successful  attorney  of  this  city  and  in  1884  was  elected 
district  attorney  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  a  popular  member  of  the  bar. 
He  also  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Lawrence  Hospital 
at  Ogdensburg  and  served  as  Dairy  Commissioner.  He  has  lived  retired 
since  1920.  He  is  a  Democrat  and  was  a  candidate  for  lieutenant  gover¬ 
nor  at  one  time. 

Mr.  Schraub  was  married  May  3,  1909,  to  Christina  (Lumber)  Strife, 
who  was  born  at  New  Bremen,  Lewis  County.  She  was  the  widow  of 
Jacob  Strife,  who  was  born  at  New  Bremen,  Jan.  9,  1850,  and  died  July  15, 
1901.  Mr.  Strife  was  the  owner  of  the  Strife  Hotel,  at  Lowville,  which  he 
successfully  operated  for  20  years.  After  his  death  his  widow  continued 
as  manager  until  her  marriage  in  1909.  He  also  owned  several  fine  farms 
near  Martinsburg  and  Harrisburg.  Mr.  Strife  is  buried  in  Lowville  Rural 
Cemetery.  They  had  no  children.  Fred  C.  and  Christina  (Lumber) 
Schraub  have  no  children. 

Mrs.  Schraub  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  Croghan.  She  is 
the  daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Susan  (Turke)  Lumber,  who  were  natives 
of  Alsace  Lorraine.  The  family  came  to  this  country  many  years  ago  and 
were  early  settlers  of  New  Bremen.  Mr.  Lumber  became  a  successful 
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dairy  farmer.  He  died  in  1922  and  his  wife  died  in  1908.  Both  are  buried 
in  Lowville  Rural  Cemetery.  Their  children  were:  1.  Mary,  deceased, 
was  the  wife  of  George  L.  Bier,  and  they  had  a  son,  LeRoy,  who  lives  at 
Detroit,  Mich.  2.  Mrs.  Susan  Wright,  widow,  lives  at  Lowville.  3.  Cath¬ 
erine,  deceased.  4.  Rose,  unmarried,  lives  at  Lowville.  5.  George,  farmer, 
lives  near  New  Bremen.  6.  Josephine,  married  Frank  Randolph,  died 
October,  1931,  and  she  lives  at  Plainfield,  N.  J.  7.  Louis,  lives  on  the  old 
Lumber  homestead.  He  has  two  children,  Ruth  and  Fay.  8.  Mrs.  Fred 
Pierce,  lives  at  Croghan.  9.  Adelia  Crandell,  lives  at  Croghan.  10.  Eva 
Shields,  deceased.  11.  Christina  Schraub. 

Mrs.  Schraub  is  a  member  of  St.  Peters  Roman  Catholic  Church  and 
Mr.  Schraub  is  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and  served  as  war¬ 
den  for  many  years. 


Henry  Schmoker,  who  has  served  as  postmaster  of  West  Leyden  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  35  years,  is  also  well  known  throughout  Lewis  County  as  a 
substantial  merchant.  He  was  born  at  West  Leyden,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y., 
Jan.  16,  1864,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Schonkel)  Schmoker. 

John  Schmoker  was  born  in  Berne,  Switzerland,  and  died  at  West 
Leyden  in  1881.  He  spent  many  years  in  Lewis  County  and  was  one  of 
the  most  successful  dairy  farmers  in  this  section.  Politically  he  was  a 
Republican  and  he  belonged  to  the  Reformed  Lutheran  Church.  His  wife 
was  also  born  in  Switzerland  and  is  deceased.  They  are  buried  at  West 
Leyden.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schmoker: 
1.  Mary,  married  William  Oakley,  deceased.  2.  Adeline,  married  Fred 
Lehman,  deceased.  3.  Susan  Catherine,  deceased.  4.  John,  retired  farmer, 
lives  at  West  Leyden.  5.  Emma,  married  David  Miller,  lives  at  Boonville. 
6.  Albert,  retired  merchant,  lives  at  Boonville.  7.  Louisa,  deceased.  8. 
Henry,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Henry  Schmoker  was  spent  at  West  Leyden  and  he 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools.  He  was  employed  for  a  time  in  the 
cheese  factory  of  David  Miller  at  Highmarket  and  later  owned  and 
operated  a  grist  mill  at  West  Leyden.  In  1887  Mr.  Schmoker  established 
his  present  hardware  business  here  and  later  added  groceries.  Through¬ 
out  the  years  he  has  continued  as  one  of  the  dependable  merchants  of 
the  community.  During  1888-89  he  also  conducted  a  meat  business.  As 
mentioned  above,  he  accepted  the  appointment  of  postmaster  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1897,  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity. 

On  Feb.  18,  1887,  Mr.  Schmoker  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Anna  Ammon,  who  died  in  1908.  She  was  born  at  West  Leyden,  the 
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daughter  of  Christopher  and  Rachel  (Roser)  Ammon,  natives  of  Ger¬ 
many.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schmoker  had  a  daughter,  Edna  May,  born  May  7, 
1898.  She  is  the  wife  of  Stewart  Kime,  and  lives  at  West  Leyden. 

In  politics  Mr.  Schmoker  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Reformed  Church  and  belongs  to  Booneville  Lodge,  No. 
165,  F.  &  A.  M. 


Fred  W.  Rima,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile 
business  at  Martinsburg,  N.  Y.,  is  a  native  of  Michigan.  He  was  born 
near  Owosso,  Sept.  15,  1875,  the  son  of  Dalton  H.  and  Matilda  (Burley) 
Rima. 

Dalton  H.  Rima  was  a  native  of  Oswego  County,  born  near  Redfield, 
N.  Y.  His  early  life  was  spent  there  and  as  a  young  man  he  went  to 
Michigan.  He  was  in  the  employ  of  Edgar  A.  Newell  of  Owosso  until 
1875,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  Oswego  County  to  resume  his  former 
grain  and  dairy  interests.  He  settled  at  Martinsburg  in  1890  and  besides 
farming  he  was  also  a  stage  driver.  In  1898  he  established  a  business  at 
Martinsburg  with  which  he  was  identified  until  his  death.  A  new  store 
was  built  in  1907  and  in  later  years  Mr.  Rima  was  associated  with  his 
son,  Fred  W.,  who  is  now  owner  of  the  business.  Mr.  Rima  died  Sept.  20, 
1920.  His  widow  resides  at  Martinsburg.  She  was  born  at  Harbor  Beach, 
Mich.  Mr.  Rima  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rima  was  Fred  W.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Fred  W.  Rima  was  reared  and  educated  in  Oswego  County  and  attended 
Lowville  Academy.  For  nine  years  he  owned  and  operated  a  sawmill, 
which  was  formerly  owned  by  Atwell-Taylor  &  Pitcher,  and  in  connection 
with  that  business  he  also  manufactured  cheese  boxes.  He  worked  at 
plumbing  when  the  water  works  was  installed  in  Martinsburg,  and  in 
September,  1919,  became  proprietor  of  the  general  mercantile  business  at 
Martinsburg  which  had  been  established  by  his  father. 

On  Nov.  8,  1898,  Mr.  Rima  married  Miss  Ada  Ingersoll,  of  Martinsburg, 
the  daughter  of  Aaron  and  Lorena  (Brown)  Ingersoll.  The  former  died 
Sept.  20,  1919,  and  the  latter  resides  at  Martinsburg.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rima  were  born  three  children:  1.  Leon  W.  2.  Leo  D.  3.  Thelma  M.,  a 
graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Utica  Business  College.  She  is  a 
stenographer  in  the  Black  River  National  Bank  of  Lowville.  Both  sons 
are  employed  by  the  Lewis  County  department  of  highways. 

Politically  Mr.  Rima  is  a  Republican  and  during  1917-20  was  village 
clerk.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose  and  the  Independent 
Order  of  Foresters. 
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Clarence  W.  Trainor. — Among  the  progressive  business  men  of  Lewis 
County  may  be  mentioned  Clarence  W.  Trainor,  who  has  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  at  West  Leyden  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  as  general  merchant 
and  funeral  director.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Lewis,  Lewis  County, 
N.  Y.,  Nov.  10,  1882,  the  son  of  Michael  W.  and  Rosalthe  (Christian) 
Trainor. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Michael  W.  Trainor  appears  in  this  history  in 
the  biography  of  his  son,  A.  Winfield  Trainor. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  West  Leyden,  Clar¬ 
ence  W.  Trainor  was  associated  with  his  father’s  farming  interests  until 
1906.  He  then  attended  the  Renouard  Training  School  for  Embalmers  in 
New  York  City.  Since  1906  Mr.  Trainor  has  been  established  in  business 
at  West  Leyden,  and  also  operates  a  branch  office  at  Constableville.  He 
purchased  the  general  mercantile  establishment  of  Earl  Schopfer  in  1920, 
and  conducts  that  business  in  connection  with  his  funeral  home. 

Mr.  Trainor  was  married  May  25,  1915,  to  Miss  Mildred  M.  Beyel,  of 
Ava,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Magdalene  (Myers)  Beyel.  Mr. 
Beyel  died  in  1916.  His  father,  Philip  Beyel,  was  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Oneida  County.  Mr.  Beyel  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  German 
Lutheran  Church,  and  belonged  to  West  Leyden  Grange.  His  wife  died 
in  1907  and  is  buried  at  West  Leyden.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Trainor  have  a  son, 
Wesley  A.,  born  July  18,  1923. 

Politically  Mr.  Trainor  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  Boonville 
Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  165,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

Mrs.  Trainor  is  also  a  licensed  embalmer  and  funeral  director,  having 
been  licensed  in  1931. 


Charles  Mayhew. — One  of  the  well  known  citizens  of  Lewis  County  is 
Charles  Mayhew,  who  is  supervisor  of  Diana,  and  a  leading  business  man 
of  Harrisville.  He  was  born  at  Gouverneur,  St.  Lawrence  County,  July  4, 
1869,  the  son  of  James  L.  and  Samantha  Anne  (Vannamee)  Mayhew. 

James  L.  Mayhew,  who  died  in  1900,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War. 
He  was  born  at  Copper  Falls,  N.  Y.,  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
Gouverneur,  and  throughout  his  life  engaged  in  farming.  He  enlisted  in 
the  Civil  War,  July  28,  1863,  and  served  as  a  member  of  Battery  C,  New 
York  Light  Artillery.  After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Mayhew  returned 
to  Gouverneur,  where  he  became  prosperous  as  a  dairy  farmer.  He  was 
a  Republican,  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belonged 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Barnes  Post,  at  Gouverneur.  His 
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wife  died  in  1913.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mayhew  were  born  four  children: 
1.  Charles,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Clinton,  a  farmer,  lives  at  De 
Peyster,  N.  Y.  3.  Cora,  married  William  Parks,  a  farmer,  lives  at 
De  Peyster.  4.  Jennie,  married  Fred  Wells,  lives  at  Gouverneur. 

Charles  Mayhew  was  reared  and  educated  at  Gouverneur,  and  assisted 
his  father  in  farming  until  he  was  21  years  of  age.  He  then  spent  two 
years  in  the  employ  of  Thomas  Phillips,  and  two  years  on  the  farm  of 
S.  F.  Hartley,  near  Gouverneur.  Mr.  Mayhew  then  rented  land  for  five 
years,  after  which  he  purchased  a  farm  on  the  Oswegatchie  River,  near 
Harrisville,  on  Nov.  1,  1900.  He  still  owns  this  farm.  Since  October, 
1916,  Mr.  Mayhew  has  also  been  interested  in  business  at  Harrisville  as 
agent  for  the  Chevrolet  automobile  and  conducts  a  garage. 

Mr.  Mayhew  was  married  (first)  Sept.  15,  1896,  to  Miss  Ella  Bowen, 
of  Fowler,  St.  Lawrence  County.  She  died  Aug.  30,  1917,  and  is  buried 
at  Harrisville.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mahala  (Jones)  Bowen, 
natives  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  respectively.  Mr.  Bowen  died  in 
1883  and  his  wife  died  in  1895.  To  Charles  and  Ella  (Bowen)  Mayhew 
were  born  three  daughters :  1.  Dorothy  Ruth,  married  Floyd  Reader,  lives 
at  Harrisville.  2.  Merle  Kate,  married  S.  F.  Valentine,  lives  at  Harrisville. 
3.  Zelma  LaVerne,  married  Clyde  Williamson.  They  reside  in  Harrisville. 
Mr.  Mayhew  married  (second)  Oct.  5,  1922,  Eva  (Marsh)  Eastman,  of 
Fine,  St.  Lawrence  County.  She  is  the  adopted  daughter  of  Orlin  Marsh. 
By  a  former  marriage  Mrs.  Mayhew  has  a  child,  Ornon  Eastman. 

Mr.  Mayhew  is  a  Republican,  and  from  1909  until  1917  was  superin¬ 
tendent  of  highways  at  Diana.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the  village 
board  for  two  years  and  village  president  for  three  years.  He  has  held 
the  office  of  supervisor  since  1927. 

Mr.  Mayhew  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to 
Diana  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  928,  and  Gouverneur  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  He 
belongs  to  the  Grange. 


Charles  A.  Marcy  is  a  dependable  and  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  West 
Leyden,  where  he  has  lived  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  West  Turin, 
March  15,  1862,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Magdaline  (Meyers)  Marcy. 

Charles  Marcy  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Germany,  and  were  early 
settlers  of  West  Leyden,  where  he  was  a  farmer  and  owned  a  dairy.  Mr. 
Marcy  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the  Lutheran  German 
Church.  Their  children  were:  1.  Margaret,  married  Samuel  Maxwell, 
lives  at  Vernon,  N.  Y.  2.  Amelia,  married  Augustus  Meyers,  deceased, 
lives  at  Vernon,  N.  Y.  3.  William,  deceased.  4.  Charles  A.,  the  subject  of 
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this  sketch.  5.  Catherine,  unmarried,  lives  at  Utica.  6.  Daniel,  captain 
in  the  U.  S.  Army,  stationed  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.  7.  Lena,  married 
Charles  Koons,  lives  at  Vernon,  N.  Y.  8.  Theodore,  who  is  superintendent 
of  the  Brown  &  Chapman  Company,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Charles  A.  Marcy  attended  the  public  schools  of  West  Turin.  He 
worked  on  his  father’s  farm  and  also  learned  the  trade  of  blacksmith, 
which  he  has  followed  throughout  his  life.  He  is  one  of  the  oldest  resi¬ 
dents  of  West  Leyden  and  has  served  as  town  clerk  for  nine  years,  as 
supervisor  of  the  town  of  Lewis,  and  as  equalization  commissioner  for 
18  years. 

On  Dec.  24,  1889,  Mr.  Marcy  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bertha 
J.  Pohl,  of  West  Leyden,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Hanna  (Hower)

Mr.  Marcy  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  affiliated  with  Boonville

James  L.  Humes. — As  former  president  of  the  First  National  Bank, 
of  Harrisville,  Mr.  Humes  has  had  a  notably  long  and  successful  career 
in  business.  He  was  born  at  Diana,  Lewis  County,  Nov.  11,  1864,  the  son 
of  William  and  Maria  (Nichols)  Humes. 

William  Humes  was  a  native  of  Diana.  His  entire  life  was  identified 
with  the  lumber  industry  and  for  many  years  he  was  connected  with  the 
Remington  Paper  Company  in  charge  of  their  lumber  interests.  He  also 
was  associated  with  the  business  of  Thomas  E.  Proctor,  of  Harrisville,  for 
several  years.  In  later  years  he  engaged  in  business  for  himself,  and 
owned  extensive  timber  tracts  throughout  the  North  Country.  In  1891 
he  received  the  appointment  of  forest  commissioner  of  New  York  State. 
Mr.  Humes  died  April  27,  1916.  His  wife,  also  born  at  Diana,  died 
Sept.  27,  1930.  Both  are  buried  at  Harrisville. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools,  James  L.  Humes  fol¬ 
lowed  the  trade  of  tanner.  He  served  as  foreman  of  a  Harrisville  tannery 
until  1890,  at  which  time  he  became  associated  with  the  Remington  Paper 
Company’s  lumber  interests.  In  connection  with  this  position  he  also 
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owned  and  operated  a  saw  mill.  He  became  interested  in  the  lumber 
business  on  a  large  scale.  Mr.  Humes  has  also  been  treasurer  of  the 
Harrisville  Milling  Company  and  treasurer  of  the  Clifton  Lumber  Com¬ 
pany.  He  is  interested  in  farming,  being  widely  known  as  a  breeder  of 
pure  bred  dairy  cattle.  In  1924  he  was  the  owner  of  a  cow  which  ranked 
sixth  in  national  dairy  contests.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Humes  has 
been  president  of  the  First  National  Bank,  and  resigned  in  January,  1932. 
He  is  connected  with  the  Oswegatchie  Paper  Company  as  superintendent 
of  their  forest  lands. 

On  June  1,  1892,  Mr.  Humes  married  Miss  Helen  M.  Weeks,  of  Harris¬ 
ville,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  W.  and  Julia  (Mulveney)  Weeks.  Mr.  Weeks 
was  a  native  of  Canada  and  died  in  1916.  His  wife  was  born  in  Lewis 
County  and  died  in  1920.  Both  are  buried  at  Lewisburg,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Humes  have  no  children. 

Politically  Mr.  Humes  is  a  Democrat,  and  he  has  served  as  village  trus¬ 
tee  and  supervisor.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Harrisville  Rod  &  Gun  Club.  His  wife  is  an 
active  member  of  St.  Francis  Catholic  Church  of  Harrisville. 


Henry  J.  Grant,  retired,  is  a  substantial  and  highly  esteemed  citizen 
of  Edwards,  N.  Y.,  where  he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  He  was  born  here, 
April  29,  1860,  the  son  of  William  and  Lavina  (Bannister)  Grant. 

William  Grant  was  born  at  Edwards,  where  he  died  July  9,  1918.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  throughout  his  life  was 
well  known  as  a  building  contractor  in  this  section.  He  is  credited  with 
having  built  the  Rushton  Hotel,  City  Hall,  Post  Office,  and  Grange  Hall, 
as  well  as  numerous  other  public  buildings  and  business  houses.  He  was 
a  Republican  and  served  as  supervisor  and  highway  commissioner.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and  belonged  to  Wildwood 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  477.  Lavina  (Bannister)  Grant  was  born  at 
South  Edwards  and  died  Oct.  10,  1927.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grant  only  one 
child  was  born,  Henry  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  the  completion  of  his  schooling  at  Edwards,  Henry  J.  Grant 
was  interested  in  farming  until  1887.  He  then  established  a  furniture 
business,  in  partnership  with  his  father,  and  it  continued  as  William  Grant 
&  Son  until  the  father’s  retirement  in  1892.  The  business  was  then  re¬ 
moved  to  the  present  location  of  the  Grange  Hall,  where  it  was  continued 
until  1920.  For  a  time  Mr.  Grant  retired  from  business  and  in  1928  sold 
his  business  property.  His  wife,  formerly  Leta  L.  Watson,  had  conducted 
a  store  from  1888  until  1894,  when  the  store  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It 
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was  rebuilt  and  the  business  of  C.  B.  Watson,  which  had  been  established 
by  her  father,  was  resumed  on  the  present  site  now  owned  by  the  bank. 
Mrs.  Grant  became  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise  in  1909  and  remained 
as  the  successful  manager  until  1928. 

On  May  14,  1890,  Mr.  Grant  married  Miss  Leta  L.  Watson,  a  native  of 
Russell,  the  daughter  of  Cyrus  B.  and  Abagail  (Freeman)  Watson.  Mr. 
Watson  died  March  20,  1920,  and  his  wife  died  Oct.  5,  1927.  Both  are 
buried  at  Edwards.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  had  been  village  supervisor 
and  collector.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grant  was  bom  a  son,  Vernon  Watson, 
born  July  6,  1898.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  and  is  a  chemist  with  the  United  Dairy  Corporation  at  Lodi,  Ohio. 
He  married  Miss  Margaret  Webb,  of  Troy,  Pa.,  and  they  have  two  sons: 
Vernon  Watson,  Jr.,  born  Sept.  4,  1921,  and  George  Webb,  born  June  13, 
1928. 

Mr.  Grant  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  village  clerk, 
trustee,  and  collector.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Wildwood  Lodge 
No.  477,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  which  he  is  past  master  and  past  secretary.  His 
wife  is  a  charter  member  of  Edwards  Chapter  No.  194,  0.  E.  S.,  of  which 
she  is  past  matron  and  past  district  deputy. 


William  Gardner. — Since  1928  Mr.  Gardner  has  been  president  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Edwards  and  he  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in  the 
business  affairs  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  here,  June  2 T, 
1860,  the  son  of  Alvin  L.  and  Christine  (Grieves)  Gardner. 

Alvin  L.  Gardner,  who  died  Sept.  21,  1917,  was  born  at  Sackets  Harbor. 
His  wife  was  a  native  of  Edwards  and  died  March  28,  1927.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  for  several  years  was  employed  on  the 
Great  Lakes.  In  1855  he  established  a  general  mercantile  business  at 
Edwards,  with  which  he  was  identified  until  1860,  when  it  was  taken 
over  by  his  brother,  Lawson  M.  Gardner.  In  that  year  Alvin  L.  Gardner 
purchased  a  farm  of  107  acres  and  later  119  acres  more,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  until  his  retirement  in  1887.  He  was  living  at  Edwards  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Gardner  was  a  Republican  and  his  wife  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  The  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gardner  was  William,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  Gardner  remained  on  his  father’s  farm  until  1892,  having 
rented  the  land  for  a  number  of  years.  In  1896  he  became  superintendent 
of  the  Ontario  Talc  Company  of  Fullerville,  N.  Y.,  but  still  resided  in  Ed¬ 
wards.  In  1904  Mr.  Gardner  resigned  from  his  position  and  retired.  In 
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1914  Mr.  Gardner  took  an  active  part  in  the  organization  of  the  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Edwards,  and  became  a  director.  In  1928  he  was  elected 
president  and  is  serving  in  that  capacity. 

On  Dec.  14,  1881,  Mr.  Gardner  was  married  at  Watertown  to  Miss 
Theresa  Murty,  of  Dekalb,  St.  Lawrence  County.  She  died  March  16, 
1929,  and  is  buried  at  Edwards.  Mrs.  Gardner  was  the  daughter  of  An¬ 
drew  and  Maria  (Kearney)  Murty,  who  were  natives  of  Ireland.  He  died 
in  1902  and  his  wife  died  in  1887.  They  are  buried  at  Richville,  N.  Y.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gardner  had  no  children. 

Mr.  Gardner  is  a  Republican  and  from  1900  until  1910  was  supervisor 
of  the  town  of  Edwards.  He  has  also  been  village  trustee  and  president 
of  the  village  board.  He  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  and  the  Grange. 


Hon.  E.  S.  K.  Merrell,  who  is  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
York  from  the  First  District,  has  made  a  distinguished  record  as  a  lawyer 
and  public  official  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  born  at 
Lowville,  May  21,  1865,  the  son  of  Hon.  Eliada  Sanford  and  Emeline 
(Clark)  Merrell. 

Hon.  Eliada  Sanford  Merrell  was  the  third  son  of  Seth  and  Mabel 
(Sanford)  Merrell,  and  was  born  at  Jefferson,  Schoharie  County,  N.  Y., 
Nov.  21,  1820.  He  removed  with  his  parents  to  Copenhagen,  Lewis 
County,  in  1826,  and  attended  the  public  schools  there.  He  assisted  his 
father  in  farming  and  spent  six  winters  teaching  school.  He  later  at¬ 
tended  Denmark  High  School,  Lowville  Academy,  Black  River  Literary 
School,  and  the  religious  institute  of  Watertown.  He  then  read  law  in 
the  offices  of  RUger  &  Moore,  Watertown,  Dayan  &  Parrish,  Lowville,  and 
Hon.  Francis  Seger,  Lyons  Falls,  and  in  May,  1846,  was  admitted  to  the 
bar.  In  1852  Mr.  Merrell  was  elected  district  attorney  and  was  reelected 
in  1855  and  in  1867.  In  1874  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  County  Judge 
and  Surrogate  of  Lewis  County,  and  held  that  office  until  Jan.  1,  1887. 
He  was  always  a  Democrat  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  public  affairs. 
Mr.  Merrell  was  married  June  17,  1850,  to  Emeline  A.  Clark,  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Phoebe  (Keene)  Clark.  They  had  two  children:  1.  Lorenzo 
Eliada,  born  June  9,  1851,  died  May  20,  1862.  2.  Edgar  S.  K.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

Edgar  S.  K.  Merrell  was  graduated  from  Lowville  Academy  in  1884 
and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  St.  Lawrence  University 
in  1887.  In  June,  1929,  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  D.,  which  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  by  St.  Lawrence  University.  He  had  read  law  in  the 
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office  of  Merrell  &  Ryel,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  November,  1889. 
Mr.  Merrell  became  junior  member  of  the  firm  of  Merrell,  Ryel  &  Merrell 
on  Jan.  1,  1890,  and  the  firm  continued  as  such  until  the  death  of  Hon. 
E.  S.  Merrell  in  1898.  The  partnership  of  Ryel  &  Merrell  then  continued 
as  one  of  the  leading  law  firms  of  Lowville  until  Jan.  1,  1903.  During  his 
connection  with  the  bar  Mr.  Merrell  enjoyed  a  distinctively  representative 
clientele  in  his  native  village  and  district  and  his  career  was  distinguished 
by  unswerving  integrity  and  a  masterful  grasp  of  every  problem  which 
presented  itself  for  solution. 

In  the  fall  election  of  1902  Mr.  Merrell  was  elected  to  the  office  of 
county  judge  and  surrogate  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  and  his  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  duties  of  the  office  was  so  satisfactory  to  his  constituents  and 
the  people  at  large  that  he  was  reelected  in  November,  1908,  his  opponent 
being  the  nominee  of  both  the  Prohibition  and  the  Republican  party.  In 
1909  he  received  the  nomination  of  Democratic  candidate  for  the  office  of 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  from  the  Fifth  Judicial  District,  and  al¬ 
though  the  district  was  formerly  Republican  by  an  approximate  majority 
of  25,000,  Judge  Merrell  was  elected  by  a  large  majority  over  his  Re¬ 
publican  opponent.  This  fact  proved  conclusively  the  esteem  in  which 
he  is  held  by  the  people  and  the  personal  popularity  he  enjoys. 

From  Jan.  1,  1910,  to  May  13  he  served  as  Trial  Justice  of  the  New 
York  State  Supreme  Court. 

May,  1913,  he  was  designated  by  Governor  Sulzer  as  an  Associate 
Justice  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Fourth  Judicial 
Department  and  served  a  five-year  term.  In  May,  1918,  he  was  designated 
by  Governor  Whitman  as  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  Appellate  Division 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  First  Judicial  Department  at  New  York  City. 
Re-designated  as  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  Appellate  Division,  First 
Department  in  May,  1923,  and  served  until  the  expiration  of  his  term 
on  Dec.  31,  1923.  Then  having  been  reelected  in  November,  1923,  as  a 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Judge  Merrell  was  on  Jan.  1,  1924,  re¬ 
designated  by  Governor  Smith  as  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  Appellate 
Division,  First  Department. 

On  Jan.  1,  1929,  he  was  re-designated  by  Governor  Roosevelt  as  an 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Appellate  Division,  First  Department  for  the 
further  term  of  five  years,  and  is  now  serving  as  the  senior  Justice  of  the 
Appellate  Division,  First  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  offices  he  has  filled,  Judge  Merrell  for 
years  served  as  vice  president  of  the  Black  River  National  Bank  of  Low¬ 
ville,  and  as  trustee  of  Lowville  Academy. 

On  Sept.  22,  1891,  Judge  Merrell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Johanna  F.  Voshage,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Adolph  and 
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Anna  (Bruckner)  Voshage.  They  have  two  children:  1.  Charlotte  Eme- 
line,  born  Aug.  9,  1892,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Wellesley 
College,  class  of  1915.  She  was  married  Dec.  28,  1920,  to  Stanley  B. 
Miller,  of  Lowville,  and  they  have  two  sons,  Edgar  Merrell,  born  Nov.  21, 
1924,  and  John  Sanford,  born  Jan.  27,  1927.  2.  Nathaniel  Eliada,  bom 
April  16,  1896,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy.  He  attended  Dartmouth 
College,  Yale  University  and  Columbia  Law  School.  He  served  during  the 
World  War.  Since  1925  he  has  been  identified  with  his  father’s  law  office 
in  Lowville,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  March,  1928.  March  21,  1925, 
he  was  appointed  confidential  clerk  to  his  father  and  still  serving  in  that 
capacity.  He  was  married  June  24,  1925,  to  Miss  Helen  M.  Blackman,  the 
daughter  of  G.  A.  Blackman,  of  Lowville.  They  have  two  sons:  Edgar 
S.  K.  II,  born  Aug.  7,  1926,  and  Nathaniel  Blackman,  born  June  21,  1929. 

Judge  Merrill  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134, 
of  which  he  has  been  a  member  since  1887.  He  belongs  to  the  Lowville 
Club,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  fraternities.  He  owns  fishing 
camps  in  Quebec  and  Crystal  Lake,  Lewis  County,  and  is  a  member  of 
the  Bear  Lake  Fishing  &  Hunting  Club,  of  Quebec,  and  Roaring  Brook 
Fishing  &  Hunting  Club,  Manhattan  Club  of  New  York  City.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Lewis  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Bar  Associa¬ 
tions.  He  is  senior  warden  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Lowville,  N.  Y. 


David  V.  Harmon. — Among  the  prosperous  dairy  farmers  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  is  David  V.  Harmon,  who  is  also  engaged  in  business  at 
Edwards.  He  was  born  here,  Oct.  27,  1886,  the  son  of  Warren  and  Ida 
(Rounds)  Harmon. 

Warren  Harmon  resides  on  a  farm  near  Edwards.  He  was  born  in 
this  county,  and  in  early  life  had  extensive  lumber  interests.  He  is  a  Re¬ 
publican  and  has  served  as  school  trustee.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Grange. 
Ida  (Rounds)  Harmon  was  born  at  Fowler,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Har¬ 
mon  were  born  three  children:  1.  David  V.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Florence  M.  Hopsecker,  lives  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.  3.  Howard  W., 
dairy  farmer,  lives  at  Edwards. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Edwards,  David  V. 
Harmon  was  associated  with  his  father’s  farming  interests.  In  1911  he 
purchased  his  present  farm  of  266  acres  and  in  1923  purchased  the  grist 
mill  of  Urban  0.  Webb.  He  also  has  an  extensive  business  as  a  dealer  in 
coal,  cement  and  building  supplies. 

On  Feb.  22,  1911,  Mr.  Harmon  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
Noble,  of  Edwards,  the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Addie  (Buck)  Noble.  The 
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former  died  in  1921  and  the  latter  resides  at  Edwards.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harmon  have  been  born  four  children :  1.  Marion  Ida,  born  Sept.  9,  1918. 
2.  Frances  Clara,  born  Jan.  22,  1922.  3.  Helen,  born  Jan.  8,  1925.  4. 

Frank  W.,  born  Nov.  22,  1929. 

Mr.  Harmon  was  elected  as  assessor  of  Edwards  in  1929.  He  is  a  Re¬ 
publican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  Farm  Bureau  and  the  Grange. 


Urban  0.  Webb,  who  is  president  of  the  Edwards  Light  &  Power  Com¬ 
pany,  is  representative  of  the  successful  business  men  of  St.  Lawrence 
County.  He  was  born  here,  Aug.  26,  1864,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Ellen 
(Welch)  Webb. 

Robert  Webb  was  a  native  of  Ireland.  As  a  young  boy  he  came  to 
the  United  States  with  his  parents,  who  settled  on  a  farm  near  Edwards 
in  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  interested  in  farming  throughout  his 
life.  He  died  in  1886  and  is  buried  at  Edwards.  His  wife  was  born  at 
Rossie,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1919.  Their  children  were:  1.  Robert  E.,  who 
died  in  1925.  2.  James,  who  died  in  1930.  3.  Horace,  farmer,  lives  at 
Edwards.  4.  Louise,  married  Delbert  Nichols,  who  died  in  1923.  5.  Mary, 
married  Edward  J.  Corey,  lives  at  Fullerville,  N.  Y.  6.  Emily,  married 
Sidney  Main,  lives  at  Herman.  7.  Urban  0.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
Mr.  Webb  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Universalist 

Church. 

Urban  0.  Webb  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  in  St.  Lawrence  County 
and  attended  the  district  school.  He  followed  the  trade  of  carpenter  at 
Edwards  for  ten  years  and  in  1903  purchased  the  grist  mill  of  Ira  C.  Miles, 
which  he  successful  operated  until  1923.  He  then  disposed  of  his  interests 
to  Harmon  &  Noble.  He  had  also  carried  on  an  electrical  business  at 
Edwards  and  in  1910  organized  the  Edwards  Light  &  Power  Company. 
He  and  his  family  are  sole  owners  of  the  business.  The  plant  supplies 
power  to  Edwards,  as  well  as  other  villages  in  that  section  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  The  company  transmits  its  power  from  the  Northern  New 
York  Utilities  Company. 

On  June  1,  1887,  Mr.  Webb  married  Miss  Rhoda  Grant  of  Edwards, 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Anne  (Carney)  Grant,  natives  of  Ireland. 
Mr.  Grant  died  in  1917  and  his  wife  died  in  1916.  They  are  buried  at 
Edwards.  Two  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webb:  1.  Harry  E.,  born 
July  29,  1889,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur  High  School  and  St.  Lawrence 
University,  class  of  1913.  He  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Edwards 
Light  &  Power  Company  and  has  served  as  city  clerk  since  1926.  He 
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was  married  Oct.  5,  1927,  to  Miss  Lillian  Leibrock,  of  Boston,  Mass.  She 
is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  class  of  1923.  They  have  a  daughter, 
Elizabeth  Louise,  born  July  11,  1928.  Mr.  Webb  is  affiliated  with  Edwards 
Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  477,  Gouverneur  Chapter  and  Commandery,  and 
Media  Temple,  Watertown.  He  is  a  Republican.  2.  Grant,  born  Jan.  2, 
1895,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  is  engaged  in  business  at  Edwards 
as  a  hardware  merchant.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Ircel  Bell,  of  Edwards. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Doris  Eva,  born  Oct.  5,  1928. 

Urban  0.  Webb  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church 
of  Edwards,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and 
Edwards  Sportsmen’s  Association. 


Abner  E.  Clark,  who  is  supervisor  of  Edwards,  is  among  the  depend¬ 
able  and  well  known  business  men  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born 
at  Edwards,  Aug.  24,  1876,  the  son  of  Myron  B.  and  Margaret  (Rice) 
Clark. 

Myron  B.  Clark  is  a  native  of  Russell,  N.  Y.  He  attended  the  district 
schools  and  as  a  young  man  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese.  He 
owned  and  operated  plants  at  North  Edwards  and  Elm  Creek.  He  subse¬ 
quently  became  interested  in  dairy  farming  and  after  four  years  pur¬ 
chased  the  Gardner  interest  in  the  firm  of  Webb  &  Gardner,  of  Edwards. 
During  1884-85  Webb  &  Clark  continued  in  business  and  in  the  latter  year 
Mr.  Clark  purchased  the  Gardner  stock  and  located  in  the  Brodie  store.  In 
1887  he  built  a  new  store  adjoining  the  Brodie  store  and  moved  his  stock 
in  that  building.  In  1889  he  became  a  salesman  for  Swartout  &  Cole,  of 
Syracuse.  He  also  traveled  for  J.  M.  Mertens  &  Company  of  Syracuse, 
and  upon  his  return  to  Edwards  purchased  the  Woodcock  general  store, 
which  he  successfully  operated  until  1917.  In  that  year  the  business  was 
destroyed  by  fire.  Mr.  Clark  is  now  identified  with  the  clothing  store 
which  was  owned  by  his  son.  He  is  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  justice 
of  the  peace  and  village  trustee.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Universalist 
Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Margaret 
(Rice)  Clark  was  born  at  Edwards  and  died  July  15,  1926.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Abner  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Eva  May,  married 
Arthur  Gore.  3.  Lulu  D.,  married  P.  Weldon  Padgett.  All  live  at  Edwards. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Edwards,  Abner  E.  Clark  attended 
Potsdam  Normal  School.  During  1896-98  he  was  a  salesman  for  the  Utica 
Clothing  Company,  after  which  he  returned  to  Edwards  to  become  asso¬ 
ciated  with  his  father’s  business.  He  later  became  owner  of  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  in  1902  disposed  of  his  interest  to  John  Lumley.  For  a 
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short  time  thereafter  he  worked  for  the  M.  Wile  Company,  wholesale 
clothiers,  of  Buffalo.  From  1902  until  1904  Mr.  Clark  operated  the 
Cousins  farm.  He  then  became  manager  of  the  store  of  Henry  Grant, 
and  after  one  year  purchased  the  business.  Since  1917  Mr.  Clark  has  been 
assisted  in  the  business  by  his  father. 

Mr.  Clark  married  (first)  Oct.  3,  1900,  Miss  Gertrude  F.  Cousins,  of 
Edwards,  who  died  March  25,  1907.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Florence  (Carey)  Cousins.  Mr.  Cousins  died  in  1900  and  his  wife  died  in 
1913.  They  were  natives  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  are  buried  at 
Edwards.  To  Abner  E.  and  Gertrude  F.  (Cousins)  Clark  was  born  a 
daughter,  Dorothy  J.,  born  March  8,  1907.  She  attended  Potsdam  State 
Normal  School,  and  married  Melburn  Lutz,  of  Kingston,  N.  Y.  He  is 
manager  of  the  F.  W.  Wool  worth  store.  Mr.  Clark  married  (second) 
Oct.  1,  1912,  Miss  Hazel  G.  Bell,  of  Edwards,  the  daughter  of  WilTiam 
Henry  and  Eva  J.  (Boss)  Bell.  The  former  died  in  June,  1904,  and  the 
latter  on  Jan.  11,  1926.  Mr.  Bell  was  born  at  Williamsburg,  Ont.,  and 
his  wife  was  a  native  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clark  have 
two  sons:  1.  Armand  E.,  born  March  26,  1914.  2.  William  M.,  born 

Oct.  17,  1922. 

Mr.  Clark  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  supervisor 
of  Edwards  since  November,  1929.  He  also  has  been  village  clerk,  trustee, 
president,  and  has  been  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Education  since  1911. 

Mrs.  Clark  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  he  belongs  to 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  St.  Lawrence  County  Farm 
Bureau. 


Elon  Raie  Howland  is  numbered  among  the  dependable  business  men 
of  Watertown,  where  he  is  well  known  as  the  owner  of  the  Howland 
Funeral  Chapel,  which  is  located  at  523  State  Street. 

Mr.  Howland  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Henry  Howland,  who  was  a 
passenger  on  the  “Speedwell/’  and  his  brother,  John  Howland  of  the 
“Mayflower,”  the  thirteenth  signer  of  the  Mayflower  Compact.  William 
Howland,  great-great-grandfather  of  Elon  R.  Howland,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  who  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  1776  in  Capt.  Timothy 
Wilmarth’s  company,  came  from  Taunton,  Mass.,  to  the  town  of  Rutland, 
Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  making  the  journey  with  his  wife,  Mary  (Rich¬ 
mond)  Howland,  by  oxteam  in  1804.  He  felled  the  trees  with  which  he 
built  his  own  log  cabin  and  thus  cleared  land  for  his  farm.  One  of  his 
eight  sons  and  two  daughters  was  Rufus  Howland,  who  was  born  in 
Gloucester,  R.  I.  Rufus  Howland  married  Sally  Woodward  of  the  town 
of  Rutland  and  built  their  home  at  what  is  now  Harper’s  Ferry,  where 
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they  reared  a  family  of  eight  children.  Two  of  their  sons,  Elisha  and 
Marvin  Howland  were  prominent  in  politics  and  became  State  senators  in 
Iowa.  Another  son,  Elon  G.  Howland,  became  a  prominent  physician  of 
Watertown,  and  was  president  of  the  Medical  Society  for  many  years. 
Elon  G.  Howland  married  Anna  M.  Weber,  the  daughter  of  Charles  W. 
Weber,  who  owned  large  woolen  mills  in  the  village  of  Watertown,  and 
who  had  married  Polly  Holcomb,  daughter  of  Butler  Holcomb.  Polly 
(Holcomb)  Weber  was  born  on  the  Mohawk  Trail  below  Illion  and  came 
to  Watertown  with  her  husband  about  1830.  Charles  W.  Howland,  son 
of  Elon  G.  and  Anna  M.  (Weber)  Howland,  and  father  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  was  born  at  Knoxboro,  N.  Y.,  July  6,  1860,  and  had  one 
sister,  Mary  Cornelia,  who  married  David  W.  Fairchild,  of  Augusta  Cen¬ 
ter,  N.  Y.  Charles  W.  Howland  was  for  many  years  a  prominent  druggist 
in  Watertown,  until  his  death  in  1890.  He  married  Fanny  J.  Miser,  of 
Watertown,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Caroline  (Hart)  Miser,  of  the 
town  of  Rutland,  whose  father,  Joseph  Miser  came  from  France  in  about 
1802  to  Rutland. 

Elon  R.  Howland,  son  of  Charles  W.  and  Fanny  (Miser)  Howland, 
was  born  on  May  28,  1882,  at  Watertown,  and  attended  the  public  and 
high  schools  there.  He  afterwards  attended  Northern  Business  College, 
and  graduated  from  Dakins  Institute,  a  preparatory  school  at  Syracuse, 
N.  Y.  Later  he  took  a  course  at  Bellevue  Hospital  Training  School  in 
New  York  City.  He  began  as  a  mortician  with  the  firm  of  Hornthall  & 
Company  in  New  York.  In  November,  1906,  he  established  himself  in 
business  in  Watertown,  where  he  has  been  one  of  the  leading  morticians 
for  the  past  25  years.  His  funeral  equipment  is  complete,  including 
funeral  parlors,  and  motorized  vehicles. 

Mr.  Howland  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.; 
Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery,  No.  11, 
K.  T. ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  A.  A.  S.  R.;  Media  Temple, 
A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S.;  Jefferson  Chapter,  No.  406,  O.  E.  S.;  Trinity  White 
Shrine,  No.  6.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows;  Gailand  Rebekah  Lodge;  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles;  Loyal 
Order  of  Moose;  Kiwanis  Club;  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and 
the  Watertown  Golf  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Howland  Society  of 
Boston.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican. 

Elon  R.  Howland  was  married  Nov.  17,  1909,  to  Miss  Lulu  M.  Schall, 
of  Watertown,  a  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Mary  (Lowe)  Schall.  Mrs. 
Howland,  who  was  born  in  Chaumont,  N.  Y.,  is  a  great-great-granddaugh¬ 
ter  of  Daniel  Wright,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Commander  of  the  Post  at 
Sackets  Harbor  during  the  War  of  1812.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  Daughters  of  1812.  Her 
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great-grandfather,  Erastus  Wright,  was  a  colonel  in  the  York  Militia, 
224th  Regiment,  Fourth  Brigade,  12th  Division. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howland  were  born  two  daughters:  Mary  E.;  and 
Orinda  Jane,  who  died  in  April,  1918.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howland  are  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


John  Lumley. — Associated  with  the  business  interests  of  St.  Lawrence 
County  for  forty  years,  John  Lumley,  now  retired,  is  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Edwards,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Hillsboro,  N.  Y.,  May  5,  1864,  the  son 
of  John  and  Sarah  (Morrow)  Lumley. 

John  Lumley,  Sr.,  wos  born  in  the  West  Indies  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  Ireland.  His  early  life  was  spent  at  Brockville,  Ont.,  Canada, 
and  he  was  a  cooper  by  trade.  He  later  came  to  New  York  State  and 
engaged  in  general  farming  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  near  Hillsboro.  He 
was  living  retired  at  Edwards  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Jan.  21,  1887.  His 
wife  died  May  10,  1908.  Both  are  buried  at  South  Edwards.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were  as  follows:  1.  Amina,  born  Feb.  6,  1848,  died  April  18,  1880, 
was  the  wife  of  William  Gibbons.  2.  George  W.,  born  May  24,  1850,  died 
April  22,  1906.  3.  William,  born  May  1,  1852,  died  Aug.  17,  1918.  4. 

Edward,  born  July  16,  1854,  died  June  27,  1927.  5.  Elizabeth,  born  June 
29,  1857,  died  Jan.  8,  1910,  was  the  wife  of  Frank  Smith.  6.  Anna,  born 
July  9,  1859,  died  Feb.  13,  1910,  was  the  wife  of  Charles  Dodds.  7.  Albert, 
born  Dec.  17,  1862,  farmer,  lives  near  Canton,  N.  Y.  8.  John,  Jr.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  9.  Nettie,  born  Feb.  5,  1867,  died  March  5,  1917, 
was  the  wife  of  Roscoe  Todd.  10.  Frank,  born  Nov.  18,  1868,  lives  at 
Indianapolis,  Ind.  11.  Cora,  born  Nov.  20,  1870,  married  Frank  Payne, 
lives  at  Edwards.  12.  Burt,  born  Nov.  6,  1874,  farmer,  lives  at  Brewer- 
ton,  N.  Y. 

John  Lumley  attended  the  public  schools  of  South  Edwards.  He  was 
employed  in  the  lumber  camps  of  St.  Lawrence  County  for  six  years,  and 
in  1887  purchased  the  general  store  of  Milo  W.  Ferguson,  of  South  Ed¬ 
wards,  N.  Y.  He  was  identified  with  that  enterprise  until  1903,  at  which 
time  he  removed  to  Edwards,  N.  Y.,  and  assumed  control  of  the  general 
store  of  E.  A.  Clark.  He  sold  the  business  during  the  following  year  to 
H.  L.  Grant,  and  for  one  year  traveled  as  a  representative  of  the  H.  G. 
Madison  Company,  of  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  In  1905  Mr.  Lumley  then  bought 
the  business  of  James  Shay,  hardware  merchant  of  Edwards.  After  a 
year  he  disposed  of  it  to  John  Beckstead,  and  until  1908  was  retired.  At 
that  time  he  became  proprietor  of  the  business  of  Charles  Carr,  with 
which  he  was  connected  until  1915.  He  then  sold  the  store  to  Eva  Bell, 
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and  at  that  time  purchased  the  dairy  farm  of  Urban  0.  Kerr.  Two  years 
later  it  was  sold  to  Bert  Miller  and  Mr.  Lumley  returned  to  Edwards  as  a 
representative  of  the  International  Harvester  Company.  He  is  still  in 
that  capacity. 

On  Dec.  29,  1885,  Mr.  Lumley  married  Miss  Abagail  Austin,  of  Ed¬ 
wards,  the  daughter  of  Albert  and  Melvina  (Shaw)  Austin.  Mr.  Austin 
died  Nov.  24,  1900,  and  is  buried  at  South  Edwards.  His  wife  is  also  de¬ 
ceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lumley  have  a  son,  B.  Harrison,  who  is  a  graduate 
of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1916.  He  specialized  in  the  study 
of  agriculture  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  poultry  business  at  Edwards. 
B.  Harrison  Lumley  married  (first)  Florence  Andrews,  deceased.  They 
had  one  son,  Earl,  a  student.  He  married  (second)  Theresa  Rosa,  also 
deceased.  He  married  (third)  Mildred  Lathan. 

Mr.  Lumley  is  a  Republican.  He  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace 
since  1919,  as  police  justice  since  1925,  and  as  attendance  officer  since 
1919.  He  has  also  been  president  of  the  village,  trustee,  and  assessor. 
He  attends  the  Methodist  Church,  and  he  is  past  master  of  Wildwood 
Lodge  No.  477,  F.  &  A.  M. 


John  Charles  Neumann.— Not  only  is  John  C.  Neumann  eminent  in  the 
circle  of  manufacturers  of  knitted  goods  and  sports-wear  of  that  material 
throughout  the  country,  in  his  capacity  of  president  and  general  manager 
of  the  Olga  Knitting  Mills,  Inc.,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  but  he  is  also  rap¬ 
idly  forging  to  the  front  as  a  financial  and  civic  leader  of  the  town.  He 
is  a  man  of  great  ambition  for  progress  in  the  town  of  his  adoption  and  is 
so  keen  and  forceful  that  he  is  doing  much  to  bring  about  a  realization  of 
that  ambition.  A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  he  was  born  at  Prague, 
Bohemia,  May  9,  1890,  the  son  of  A.  Joseph  and  Theresa  (Stelzer)  Neu¬ 
mann,  of  that  country,  where  his  father  was  a  merchant. 

John  C.  Neumann  received  a  liberal  education  in  the  Prague  high  and 
commercial  schools.  When  he  was  24  years  of  age  he  came  to  the  United 
States.  He  located  at  first  in  New  York  City  where  he  was  connected 
with  the  manufacture  of  ladies’  garments.  Well  equipped  with  the  tech¬ 
nical  points  of  this  industry  and  with  the  general  rules  of  business  admin¬ 
istration,  he  opened  a  business  of  his  own  in  1919  in  New  York  City,  under 
the  title  of  Olga,  Inc.  The  business  grew  sufficiently  to  interest  others 
and  to  open  up  a  larger  avenue  of  expansion.  In  1924  it  was  moved  to 
Watertown,  where  it  began  to  prosper  at  once  under  the  name  of  the  Olga 
Knitting  Mills,  Inc.,  although  the  product  remained  the  same,  featuring 
ladies’  wear,  sport  dresses,  etc.  The  plant,  located  at  Factory  Square, 
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occupies  some  25,000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  and  employs  about  125 
workers.  The  products  are  sent  all  over  the  United  States,  and  are  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  quality,  attractive  appearance,  and  service  ability.  Mr. 
Neumann  is  president  and  general  manager.  Mr.  Neumann  was  also  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Safety  Tool  Corporation,  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Neumann  has  a 
brother  who  resides  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  is  a  civil  engineer  and  holds 
the  degree  of  Ph.  D. 

Politically,  Mr.  Neumann  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Black  River  Valley  Club,  the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  Kiwanis  Club,  Cold  Creek  Riding  Club,  and  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  He  is  part  owner  of  a  silver  fox  farm  where  he  is  producing  the  finest 
breeding  stock  of  foxes.  He  attends  the  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist. 

Mr.  Neumann  was  married  in  1917  to  Miss  Olga  H.  Spinnler,  of  Switz¬ 
erland,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Ervin  and  Emma  (deWagner)  Spinnler,  na¬ 
tives  of  Switzerland. 


The  Olga  Knitting  Mills,  Inc.,  was  incorporated  in  New  York  City  in 
1919  and  moved  to  Watertown  in  May,  1924.  They  are  widely  known 
manufacturers  of  sportswear  and  children’s  wearing  apparel.  John  C. 
Neumann  is  president  and  general  manager. 

The  company  employs  between  120  and  125  people  most  of  whom  are 
young  women,  and  all  residents  of  Watertown.  Apparel  manufactured  in 
this  plant  is  popular  priced  merchandise  and  is  shipped  to  large  centers 
such  as  New  York  City,  Philadelphia  and  Boston,  and  from  those  centers 
is  distributed  throughout  the  country.  The  weekly  production  operating 
five  and  one-half  days  per  week  on  ladies  dresses  is  about  1,800  dozen  and 
on  children’s  apparel,  brother  and  sister  suits,  is  2,000  dozen. 

Upon  its  removal  to  Watertown,  the  company  took  over  one  of  Nill  & 
Jess  buildings,  which  had  to  be  practically  rebuilt  to  suit  their  type  of 
manufacturing.  The  building  is  a  brick  fireproof  structure,  equipped  with 
sprinkler  system,  and  is  125  x  65  feet.  There  are  four  floors  and  a  base¬ 
ment,  which  is  used  to  generate  electricity  and  also  a  heating  plant  is  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  building.  On  the  first  floor  are  offices  and  the  cutting  depart¬ 
ment  with  all  modern  devices  and  machinery.  The  second  floor  is  utilized 
entirely  for  assembling  and  on  this  floor  there  are  about  120  machines 
located,  the  majority  of  which  are  special  labor  saving  design,  and  in  many 
instances  would  perform  an  operation  of  three  ordinary  machines.  The 
third  floor  is  for  pressing,  examining  and  packing.  All  products  are 
pressed  on  large  steam  pressing  machines  on  which  as  many  as  three  gar¬ 
ments  may  be  pressed  at  one  time.  The  fourth  floor  is  a  modern  stock 
room.  The  building  is  equipped  with  an  elevator,  and  a  frigidaire  system 
on  each  floor  is  available  for  cooling  drinking  water. 
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William  J.  Linnell,  who  for  more  than  half  a  century  has  been  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  public  schools  of  Jefferson  County,  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  able  and  highly  successful  educators  of  northern  New  York,  and  now 
holds  the  office  of  district  superintendent.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  Oct.  18,  1862,  the  son  of  George  D.  and  Elizabeth  (Gray) 
Linnell. 

George  D.  Linnell  was  born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  and  spent 
his  entire  life  as  a  farmer  and  teacher.  His  wife  was  born  at  Clyde, 
Wayne  County.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Clayton  Center,  N.  Y. 
Mr.  Linnell  served  as  assessor  and  was  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Linnell  were  born  four 
children:  William  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  John  Marshall,  lives  at 
Clayton ;  George  Merton,  deceased ;  and  Elizabeth,  married  Earl  A.  Mayer, 
lives  at  Watertown. 

William  J.  Linnell  received  his  early  education  in  district  school  No.  14, 
in  the  town  of  Clayton.  He  also  attended  a  select  school  at  Clayton  Cen¬ 
ter,  and  was  a  student  at  Ives  Seminary.  After  several  years  as  a  rural 
school  teacher  he  was  graduated  from  the  Potsdam  Normal  School  in 
1888,  having  completed  a  three-year  course  of  study  in  two  and  one-half 
years.  He  had  spent  two  years  as  a  teacher  in  Boone  County,  Ill.,  and 
after  his  graduation  from  normal  school  he  taught  at  Three  Mile  Bay, 
where  he  also  served  as  principal  for  four  years.  His  next  position  was 
as  principal  of  Chaumont  High  School,  where  he  remained  until  1895. 
During  the  following  ten  years  he  was  principal  of  the  Brownville  schools. 
In  1906  Mr.  Linnell  was  elected  county  school  commissioner  of  the  Third 
District  of  Jefferson  County,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  in  1912  he 
was  chosen  district  superintendent.  The  towns  of  Adams,  Rodman,  Rut¬ 
land,  and  Watertown  are  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Linnell.  While 
serving  as  school  commissioner  he  substituted  for  a  time  as  principal  of 
Cape  Vincent  High  School.  He  has  the  distinction  of  having  taught  in 
every  high  school  on  the  Cape  Vincent  branch  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  between  Cape  Vincent  and  Watertown. 

During  the  administration  of  Mr.  Linnell  the  Brownville-Glen  Park 
school  received  its  charter  as  a  union  school.  When  he  began  his  work  in 
the  Brownville  institution  it  was  practically  a  rural  school. 

Forty-two  years  ago  Mr.  Linnell,  in  company  with  School  Commis¬ 
sioner  D.  D.  T.  Marshall,  was  active  in  organizing  the  Jefferson  County 
Teachers  Association,  which  at  the  present  time  is  one  of  the  largest 
organizations  in  the  state.  During  the  summer  of  1929  Mr.  Linnell  trav¬ 
eled  extensively  in  Europe,  visiting  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  and 
spent  much  time  in  the  study  of  the  organization  and  development  of  the 
English  elementary  school.  He  was  especially  interested  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Eaton,  Oxford,  and  Winchester  universities. 
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Mr.  Linnell  is  intensely  interested  in  the  professional  growth  of  teach¬ 
ers  in  service,  and  for  a  number  of  years  has  been  helpful  in  organizing 
collegiate  extension  work  for  rural  and  village  teachers  in  Jefferson 
County.  He  is  a  familiar  figure  at  teachers  conferences  in  the  North 
Country,  and  is  an  exceedingly  popular  school  man  in  Jefferson  County, 
being  at  all  times  identified  with  every  effort  put  forth  to  raise  the  stand¬ 
ards  of  the  teaching  profession,  in  which  he  has  recently  completed  51 
years  of  service. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  first  year  of  Mr.  Linnell’s 
career  as  a  teacher  in  1880  he  received  a  monthly  salary  of  $12.00.  The 
following  year  he  received  $20  per  month,  and  during  his  third  year  as 
a  teacher  was  advanced  to  $28.  At  the  latter  salary  he  was  obliged  to 
board  himself  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Linnell  was  married  (first)  in  1888  to  Miss  Harriet  M.  Wells, 
who  died  in  1912.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Remus  and  Mary  Ann 
(Pomeroy)  Wells,  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  Both  are  deceased  and 
are  buried  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  New  York.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Linnell  were 
bom  two  sons:  H.  Wells,  born  Oct.  3,  1889,  is  a  World  War  veteran, 
married  Claire  Pierce;  Don  Clifford,  who  died  July  1,  1926.  He  served 
in  France  during  the  World  War  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  603d  Engi¬ 
neers.  He  married  Catherine  E.  Renwick,  of  Holyoke,  Mass. 

Mr.  Linnell  was  married  (second)  in  1914  to  Miss  Clara  Wells,  the 
daughter  of  Gilbert  Wells,  of  Three  Mile  Bay. 

Mr.  Linnell  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club  and  Masonic  Lodge.  He  is  also  identified 
with  the  New  York  State  Teachers  Association. 


Harold  B.  Johnson,  who  was  recently  reelected  as  president  of  the  New 
York  State  Society  of  Newspaper  Editors,  is  the  president  and  editor 
of  the  Watertown  Daily  Times,  with  which  paper  he  has  been  connected 
for  a  period  of  28  years.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Rossie,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1880,  and  spent  his  early  life  on  a  farm  there. 
He  was  educated  in  Gouverneur  High  School,  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  1899. 

Mr.  Johnson  became  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Watertown  Daily 
Times  in  June,  1904.  He  was  in  turn  reporter,  state  editor,  city  editor 
and  editor.  As  early  as  1911  he  became  a  stockholder  in  the  Brockway 
Company,  publishers  of  The  Times,  and  was  elected  vice  president  soon 
after.  Almost  from  the  time  of  his  first  connection  with  The  Times  he 
wrote  editorials  assisting  Willard  D.  McKinstry,  who  was  editor  at  the 
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time.  Upon  Mr.  McKinstry’s  death  in  1919,  Mr.  Johnson  became  editor 
of  the  paper  and  president  of  the  company,  and  has  remained  in  that 
position  ever  since.  He  has  been  active  in  civic  enterprises,  being  for 
eight  years  a  member  of  the  board  of  education  and  three  years  its  presi¬ 
dent.  He  also  served  two  terms  as  supervisor  of  the  Second  Ward  of 
Watertown  and  for  11  years  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Flower  Memorial  Library,  of  Watertown. 

In  1925  the  St.  Lawrence  University  at  Canton  honored  Mr.  Johnson 
by  conferring  upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters.  Three 
years  ago  the  matter  of  the  organization  of  a  society  of  New  York  state 
newspaper  editors  was  discussed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Society  of  Newspaper  Editors  in  Washington  by  Mr.  Johnson  and  a 
group  of  friends.  As  a  result  the  New  York  State  Society  of  Newspaper 
Editors  was  organized  in  May,  1929,  and  Mr.  Johnson  was  elected  the 
first  president.  He  was  reelected  in  May,  1930,  and  in  1931. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club  and  Jefferson 
County  Golf  Club.  He  is  president  of  the  Brockway  Company,  publishers 
of  the  Watertown  Daily  Times,  president  of  the  Hungerford-Holbrook 
Company,  commercial  printers,  a  director  of  the  Watertown  National 
Bank,  a  trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank,  and  a  director  of  the 
Watertown  Savings,  Loan  &  Building  Association. 

Mr.  Johnson  married  Miss  Jessie  R.  Parsons,  March  4,  1903,  and  they 
have  a  son,  John  B. 


Edwin  E.  Martin,  who  died  Sept.  1,  1930,  was  one  of  the  able  business 
men  of  Watertown,  where  he  was  connected  with  the  Bagley  &  Sewall 
Company  as  Chief  Engineer.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  June  6,  1876, 
the  son  of  William  I.  and  Susan  (McCauley)  Martin. 

The  Martin  family  migrated  from  England  to  Newfoundland,  where 
William  I.  Martin  was  born.  He  located  in  Watertown  in  early  life  and 
for  a  number  of  years  conducted  a  harness  shop  in  this  city.  His  wife 
was  a  native  of  Watertown. 

Edwin  E.  Martin  attended  Arsenal  Street  School.  He  spent  his  entire 
business  career  with  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company.  He  began  as  a  blue 
print  boy  in  the  drafting  department  at  a  salary  of  $2  per  week,  fifty 
cents  of  which  he  paid  each  week  to  an  old  professor  who  taught  him 
algebra  and  geometry.  He  also  took  correspondence  work  in  mechanical 
drawing  and  engineering,  and  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  was  chief 
draftsman  in  the  company’s  employ.  At  the  death  of  Stuart  D.  Lansing, 
president  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company,  Charles  W.  Valentine  was 
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elected  president,  and  Mr.  Martin  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  chief 
engineer,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until  his  death.  He  is  buried  in 
Glenwood  Cemetery. 

On  July  19,  1899,  Mr.  Martin  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Stetson,  the 
daughter  of  the  late  Frank  and  Bessie  Stetson.  They  had  a  son,  Francis 
E.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Martin  was  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church  and  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  and  Black  River  Valley 
Club. 


Francis  E.  Martin  was  born  in  this  city,  June  25,  1900,  the  son  of 
Edwin  E.  and  Elizabeth  L.  (Stetson)  Martin. 

Edwin  E.  Martin’s  biography  appears  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Martin  was  married  in  1929  to  Miss  Winifred  H.  Fuller,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Samuel  S.  and  Stella  (Hanlon)  Fuller,  natives  of  Plattsburg,  N.  Y., 
now  residents  of  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin  have  a  son,  Francis 
E.  Martin,  Jr.,  and  a  daughter,  Ann  Fuller  Martin. 


Wendell  Dow  George,  M.  D. — As  one  of  the  leading  young  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  Watertown,  Doctor  George  is  widely  and  favorably  known 
throughout  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Chaumont,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  7, 
1901,  the  son  of  Henry  L.  and  Mary  E.  (Van  Doren)  George. 

Henry  L.  George,  retired,  is  a  native  of  Brownville,  N.  Y.  As  a  young 
man  he  became  interested  in  the  hardware  business  and  for  over  half 
a  century  was  associated  in  business  with  his  brother,  John  George,  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  George  Brothers.  They  are  now  retired.  Mr. 
George  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He 
and  his  wife  live  at  Chaumont.  Their  children  are:  Frances,  married 
Gilbert  L.  Ainge,  lives  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.;  Emerich  A.,  a  World  War 
veteran,  lives  at  Chaumont;  Wendell  Dow,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
and  H.  Louis,  M.  D.,  a  physician,  lives  at  Boston,  Mass. 

Wendell  Dow  George  grew  up  at  Chaumont,  where  he  received  his 
early  education.  After  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  in 
1918  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Hamilton  College  in 
1922.  He  subsequently  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1926.  During  1926-27-28  Doctor 
George  served  as  an  interne  in  the  New  Haven  Hospital,  Boston  Lying-In 
Hospital,  and  Brookline  (Mass.)  Free  Hospital  for  Women.  He  came  to 
Watertown  in  1928,  where  he  has  since  engaged  in  practice  with  Doctor 
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George  B.  Van  Doren.  They  have  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building. 
Doctor  George  is  a  member  of  the  staffs  of  Mercy  and  Good  Samaritan 
hospitals,  and  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State, 

and  American  Medical  Associations. 

In  1929  Doctor  George  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Frances  L. 
Small,  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Jane  Small,  natives  of  Nova  Scotia 
and  now  residents  of  Brookline,  Mass.  He  is  connected  with  the  S.  S. 
Pierce  Company.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  George  have  two  sons,  Wendell  Dow, 
Jr.,  and  David  Emerich. 

Doctor  George  is  a  Republican,  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  belongs  to  Phi  Upsilon  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honorary  frater¬ 
nities.  He  also  belongs  to  the  alumni  associations  of  Hamilton  College 
and  Harvard  University. 


Loren  E.  Harter  was  born  at  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  on 
Nov.  23,  1871,  his  parents  being  Phillip  A.  Harter  and  Cornelia  (Camp¬ 
bell)  Harter.  His  ancestors  were  early  settlers  of  the  town  of  Denmark, 
Lewis  County,  and  of  the  town  of  Champion,  Jefferson  County. 

Phillip  A.  Harter  (father)  was  born  in  the  town  of  Denmark  in  1831, 
his  parents,  Phillip  P.  Harter  and  Catherine  (Gardinier)  Harter,  having 
come  from  Herkimer  County  to  Denmark  in  1829.  The  Harters  were  of 
German  origin  and  the  Gardiniers  were  of  Holland  ancestry.  Phillip  A. 
Harter  followed  farming  throughout  his  life.  He  took  an  active  part  in 
local  politics,  being  a  lifelong  Democrat.  He  was  a  member  of  the  German 
Lutheran  Reformed  Church.  He  died  in  1905  at  Copenhagen,  and  is 

buried  there. 

Cornelia  (Campbell)  Harter  was  born  in  the  town  of  Champion  in 
1833,  her  parents  being  Lewis  Campbell  and  Fanny  (Kelner)  Campbell. 
The  Campbells  originally  came  from  Scotland  while  the  Kelners  were 
natives  of  Germany.  Lewis  Campbell  was  a  “Forty-Niner”  and  died  and 
was  buried  in  California  in  1851.  Fanny  (Campbell)  Kelner  was  a  life¬ 
long  resident  of  Champion  and  is  buried  at  West  Carthage.  Cornelia 
(Campbell)  Harter  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  all 
her  life.  She  died  at  Copenhagen  in  1922  and  is  buried  there. 

The  children  of  Phillip  A.  Harter  and  Cornelia  (Campbell)  Harter 
were :  Lewis  C.,  who  died  in  1908 ;  Kate,  who  died  in  1927 ;  Fanny  M.,  who 
lives  at  Copenhagen;  and  Loren  E.,  the  subject  of  this  article. 

As  a  boy,  Loren  E.  Harter  attended  the  public  schools  of  Copenhagen, 
and  graduated  from  the  Copenhagen  High  School  in  1891.  He  entered 
Cornell  University  in  the  fall  of  1891  and  graduated  in  1895  with  the 
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degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters.  In  January,  1896,  he  came  to  Watertown, 
where  he  read  law  for  two  years  in  the  office  of  Watson  M.  Rogers  and 
Joseph  Atwell.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  November,  1897,  and  on 
Jan.  1,  1898,  he  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Watertown  with  offices  in 
the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank  Building.  In  the  latter  part  of  1899 
he  formed  a  partnership  with  Archie  C.  Ryder  under  the  firm  name  of 
Harter  &  Ryder.  In  1902,  Charles  A.  Phelps  became  a  member  of  this 
firm,  the  firm  name  being  changed  to  Harter,  Ryder  &  Phelps.  In  1905 
Mr.  Harter  withdrew  from  the  partnership  and  went  to  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
where  he  was  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  for  over  20  years.  In  1926  he 
returned  to  Watertown  and  has  since  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law  there  with  George  H.  Cobb,  Delos  M.  Cosgrove  and  Russell  Wright 
under  the  firm  name  of  Cobb,  Cosgrove,  Harter  &  Wright,  his  firm  being 
one  of  the  leading  law  firms  of  Northern  New  York. 

In  1906  Mr.  Harter  married  Miss  Agnes  E.  Lennox,  a  daughter  of 
George  and  Nancy  Lennox,  formerly  residents  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
Canada.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harter  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Harter  is  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association  and 
a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  the  Delta  Chi  fraternity,  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Watertown,  of  Orient 
Lodge,  No.  238,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  Copenhagen,  and  of  Trinity  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  Watertown.  In  politics  he  is  a  Republican. 


Jerome  M.  Darling,  who  lives  retired  at  LaFargeville,  is  a  director  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  LaFargeville,  and  was  for  several  years  a 
leading  merchant.  He  was  born  at  New  Bremen,  Lewis  County,  Nov.  27, 
1868,  the  son  of  William  and  Julia  (Mider)  Darling. 

Both  William  Darling  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  New  Bremen.  He 
was  a  blacksmith  and  for  many  years  owned  and  operated  a  shop  at 
Lowville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  in  1907.  His  wife  died  in  1876.  Their 
children  were:  Jerome  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Estella,  married 
C.  E.  Bateman,  lives  at  New  Bremen;  Gertrude,  married  Dr.  F.  E.  Jones, 
physician,  lives  at  Beaver  Falls,  N.  Y. ;  and  Wallace  J.,  lives  at  Inlet,  N.  Y. 

Jerome  M.  Darling  was  educated  in  the  New  Bremen  public  schools 
and  as  a  youth  learned  telegraphy  at  Glenfield,  N.  Y.  In  1888  he  became 
an  operator  on  the  old  Utica  and  Black  River  Railroad  at  LaFargeville, 
and  spent  12  years  in  that  company’s  employ.  He  then  went  as  agent 
for  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  at  Beacon  Falls, 
Conn.,  later  being  transferred  to  Naugatuck,  and  Union  City,  Conn.  He 
later  served  for  ten  years  in  the  same  capacity  at  Madison,  Conn.,  and  in 
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1921  retired  from  railroad  work.  In  that  year  he  purchased  the  general 
mercantile  establishment  of  S.  A.  Devendorf,  at  LaFargeville,  which  he 
successfully  conducted  for  eight  years.  T.  M.  Reester  is  now  proprietor. 
Mr.  Darling  has  lived  retired  since  1929. 

In  1921  Mr.  Darling  married  Mrs.  Ethel  B.  Walrath  Snell,  the  daughter 
of  Walter  and  Minnie  (Henry)  Walrath,  natives  of  St.  Lawrence,  N.  Y., 
both  now  deceased.  By  a  former  marriage,  Mr.  Darling  has  three  sons: 
1.  Leland  E.,  lives  at  Madison,  Conn.  He  married  Miss  Catherine  Whedon, 
and  they  have  two  children,  Dorothy  Ann,  and  Lawrence.  2.  Leslie  J., 
lives  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y.  He  married  Miss  Donna  Porter,  of  Worcester, 
Mass.,  and  they  have  three  sons,  Edward,  Donald,  and  Douglas.  3.  V. 
Kenneth,  lives  at  Boston,  Mass.  He  married  Miss  Opal  Boyd,  of  Boston, 
Mass.  Mrs.  Darling  is  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  White 
Shrine,  and  Rebeccas. 

Mr.  Darling  is  affiliated  with  LaFargeville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No. 
171,  and  belongs  to  the  Veterans  Association  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican. 


Edward  J.  Boshart. — As  a  practicing  attorney,  the  career  of  Edward 
J.  Boshart  has  been  identified  with  the  city  of  Lowville  for  more  than  40 
years,  and  he  is  also  vice  president  of  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Company. 
He  was  born  in  this  city,  Aug.  25,  1864,  the  son  of  Charles  D.  and  Mar¬ 
garet  (Quackenbush)  Boshart. 

Charles  D.  Boshart  was  born  in  the  old  Boshart  homestead  near  Low¬ 
ville,  Nov.  2,  1829,  the  youngest  of  a  family  of  12  children.  He  died 
March  16,  1906.  Mr.  Boshart  spent  his  boyhood  on  the  farm,  attended 
the  district  schools,  and  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy.  He  be¬ 
came  widely  known  as  an  extensive  grower  of  hops  in  this  section  and 
was  also  a  prosperous  farmer.  For  18  years  he  represented  his  town  on 
the  Lewis  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  was  also  one  of  the  first  men 
to  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  equalization.  For  more  than  35  years 
he  was  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Lowville,  and  served  as 
president  of  the  institution  from  July,  1873,  until  January,  1903.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  vice  president.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  trustee  of  Lowville  Academy,  and  president  of  the 
Lowville  Rural  Cemetery  Association.  He  was  also  vice  president  of  the 
Lowville  &  Beaver  River  Railroad.  In  politics,  Mr.  Boshart  was  a  life¬ 
long  Republican.  He  married  Miss  Margaret  Quackenbush,  on  Feb.  11, 
1858.  She  was  born  at  Fonda,  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  30,  1829. 
To  them  were  born  five  children:  1.  Julia  C.  E.,  born  Feb.  22,  1859,  died 
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Dec.  7,  1859.  2.  Charles  Fred,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  below.  3.  Nellie 
M.  E.,  married  Gilbert  A.  Blackmon,  lives  at  Lowville.  4.  Edward  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Grace  Eliza,  married  L.  Charles  Davenport, 
lives  at  Lowville. 

Charles  Fred  Boshart  was  born  at  Lowville,  Sept.  17,  1860,  and  died 
on  Oct.  16,  1928.  He  spent  his  early  life  on  the  Boshart  homestead  and 
was  educated  at  Lowville  Academy  and  at  Cornell  University,  from  which 
he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Agriculture  in  1884.  He 
had  numerous  extensive  farming  interests  with  his  father  until  1909. 
Mr.  Boshart  succeeded  his  father  as  vice  president  and  director  of  the 
First  National  Bank,  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
General  Assembly  in  1905.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agri¬ 
culture  in  1907,  and  also  served  on  the  committees  on  taxation  and  re¬ 
trenchment,  ways  and  means,  and  joint  finance  committee  of  the  Senate 
and  Assembly.  In  1917  Governor  Whitman  appointed  him  as  director  of 
the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  at  Geneva,  Ontario 
County,  and  he  was  later  re-appointed  to  that  office  by  Governor  Alfred 
E.  Smith.  During  the  World  War  he  served  as  county  chairman  on  all 
Liberty  Loan  committees  and  also  as  war  savings  chairman.  In  these 
offices  he  made  valuable  contributions  to  the  welfare  of  his  country.  Mr. 
Boshart  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  Grange,  and  Patrons  of  Husbandry.  He  was  married  Oct.  20, 
1887,  to  Clara  Amelia  Smiley,  who  was  born  at  Lowville,  Jan.  6,  1868, 
the  daughter  of  Amos  and  Amelia  (Rea)  Smiley.  For  many  years  Mr. 
Smiley  was  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Lowville  Journal  and  Republican. 
To  Charles  F.  and  Clara  Amelia  (Smiley)  Boshart  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Margaret,  married  George  H.  Babbitt,  lives  at  Albany.  2. 
Charles  Ralph,  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University,  and  Doctor  of  Veterinary 
Medicine.  He  married  Miss  Winsome  Hamilton.  3.  William  Smiley,  born 
June  7,  1896,  died  in  infancy. 

Edward  J.  Boshart  was  graduated  from  Lowville  Academy  in  1884  and 
during  the  following  year  read  law  in  the  office  of  T.  Miller  Reed.  He 
entered  the  Columbia  College  of  Law  in  1886,  from  which  he  received  the 
degree  of  LL.  B.  two  years  later.  He  established  his  present  practice  at 
Lowville  in  1888.  Mr.  Boshart  held  the  office  of  district  attorney  of  Lewis 
County  from  Jan.  1,  1897,  until  Jan.  1,  1903.  He  is  a  director  of  the 
Beaver  River  Railroad  Company,  and  vice  president  and  attorney  for  the 
Lewis  County  Trust  Company. 

On  Oct.  10,  1888,  Mr.  Boshart  married  Miss  Helen  Suits,  of  Davenport, 
Iowa.  They  have  three  daughters:  1.  Katharine,  a  graduate  of  Lowville 
Academy  and  Bradford  Academy.  She  married  Warren  Whittier,  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  lives  at  Pottstown,  Pa.  They  have  a  son,  Weston.  2. 
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Winifred  S.,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Vassar  College.  She 
married  Dr.  Earl  L.  Miller,  dentist,  and  lives  at  Elmira.  They  have  three 
children,  David  G.,  Mary,  and  Charles.  3.  Eleanor  Antoinette,  a  graduate 
of  Lowville  Academy  and  Syracuse  University.  She  married  T.  L.  Collum, 
and  lives  at  Syracuse.  They  have  two  sons,  Edward  and  T.  L.,  Jr. 

Mr.  Boshart  is  a  trustee  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  a 
past  master  and  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  a  member  of  the 
Lewis  County  and  New  York  State  Bar  Associations. 

Garrett  Boshart,  grandfather  of  Edward  J.  Boshart,  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers  of  Lowville.  He  was  the  son  of  Henry  Boshart,  who  was 
born  at  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  July  15,  1771.  He  came  to  Northern  New 
York  in  1799  and  located  on  a  farm  just  north  of  Lowville.  The  original 
Boshart  homestead  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family,  being  owned 
by  the  widow  and  children  of  Charles  Fred  Boshart.  Garrett  Boshart 
married  (first)  Miss  Elizabeth  Ebbly.  His  second  wife  was  Dollie  Goutre- 
mont,  who  was  born  in  Saxony,  Germany,  Jan.  4,  1778.  They  were  mar¬ 
ried  in  1806.  Charles  D.  Boshart,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
was  the  youngest  child  born  to  Garrett  Boshart. 


Murray  MacGregor  Gardner,  M.  D. — With  a  professional  training  and 
practice  inclusive  of  the  field  of  activity  that  demands  his  attention 
throughout  Jefferson  County  and  in  its  hospitals,  and  that  of  overseas  field 
of  service  in  which  all  physicians  at  the  battle  front  and  in  the  base  hos¬ 
pitals  proved  their  own  sterling  valor,  Dr.  Murray  MacGregor  Gardner 
has  established  his  permanent  place  in  the  high  regard  both  of  his  med¬ 
ical  associates  and  of  the  general  public,  and  has  the  record  of  a  very  able 
surgeon.  He  is  a  son  of  Rev.  John  H.  Gardner,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Fort  Covington,  and  Nellie  (Volans)  Gardner. 

Murray  MacGregor  Gardner  was  born  May  3,  1887,  at  Ogdensburg, 
and  he  attended  the  grammar  and  high  schools  at  Fort  Covington.  After 
a  premedical  course  at  Hamilton  College,  he  took  the  medical  course  at 
New  York  University,  and  was  graduated  at  Bellevue  Medical  College, 
in  1914,  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  After  serving  the  in- 
terneship  of  two  years  and  three  months  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  third 
surgeons’  division,  Dr.  Gardner  began  his  general  practice  as  a  surgeon 
in  Watertown  in  the  latter  part  of  1916.  At  the  close  of  his  service  in 
the  World  War,  he  resumed  his  practice  with  his  headquarters  in  the 
Woolworth  Building,  Watertown.  He  is  one  of  Jefferson  County’s  most 
prominent  and  popular  medical  men;  and  he  is  also  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Mercy  and  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan  hospitals. 
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Dr.  Gardner  was  a  member  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical  Corps  from 
October,  1917,  to  March,  1919,  with  the  rank  of  captain.  He  was  over¬ 
seas  during  the  entire  period  of  his  service,  serving  with  the  British  and 
Scotch  20th  Division,  Fifth  Army  Corps,  for  one  year,  his  position  of 
duty  being  that  of  captain  in  charge  of  the  operating  team  of  hospitals 
along  the  active  front.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  service. 

In  his  professional  affiliations,  Dr.  Gardner  is  a  member  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  and  New  York  State  Medical  Societies,  and  the  American 
Medical  Association,  and  he  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons.  His  college  fraternities  are:  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  Nu  Sigma 
Nu ;  and  he  is  also  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Rotary  Club, 
the  Jefferson  County  Fish  and  Game  Association,  and  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  politically 
is  a  Republican. 

Dr.  Gardner  married  April  10,  1917,  Miss  Margaret  Ogden,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Isaac  C.  and  Mary  (Kneass)  Ogden.  They  have  two  children: 
Murray  H.,  and  Mary  Kneass. 


Franklin  P.  Wadley.— A  member  of  one  of  the  pioneer  families  of 
Jefferson  County,  Franklin  P.  Wadley  is  regional  manager  of  the  Eastern 
Greyhound  Lines,  with  headquarters  in  Watertown.  He  was  born  in  the 
Town  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  22,  1885,  the  only  son  of  Clinton  J.  and 
Nettie  F.  Wadley. 

The  Wadley  family  came  to  this  country  from  England  and  settled  in 
New  Hampshire.  Later,  they  located  in  Vermont  and  in  1800  came  to 
Jefferson  County. 

Franklin  P.  Wadley  attended  Watertown  High  School  and  Northern 
Business  School.  As  a  boy  he  was  employed  in  the  dry  goods  store  of 
C.  H.  Anthony.  He  later  was  store  manager  for  the  late  Marshall  Wil¬ 
cox,  and  also  spent  one  year  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Air  Brake 
Company.  In  1902  he  entered  the  superintendent’s  office  of  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad.  Three  years  later  he  went  to  New  York  City  with  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  in  1907  became  associated  with 
the  Corbett  &  Floesch  Company,  who  were  builders  of  the  first  50  miles 
of  the  National  Transcontinental  Railroad,  in  the  Province  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick.  Mr.  Wadley  began  as  timekeeper  and  later  became  assistant  super¬ 
intendent.  After  the  completion  of  the  work  in  1910  he  returned  to  New 
York  City  as  chief  clerk  in  the  offices  of  Prof.  Swain,  of  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity,  who  was  engaged  in  the  revaluation  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad.  In  1911  Mr.  Wadley  returned  to  Watertown  as  assistant  treas- 
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urer  of  John  Weekes  &  Son  Company.  He  became  purchasing  agent  for 
the  Hanna  Paper  Corporation  in  1917  and  served  in  the  same  capacity  for 
the  Norwood  &  St.  Lawrence  Railroad  Company  and  the  Champion  Paper 
Company.  From  1922  until  1924  he  devoted  his  entire  time  to  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Champion  Paper  Company.  On  May  1,  1925,  Mr.  Wadley  be¬ 
came  associated  with  Mark  S.  Wilder  and  A.  Raymond  Cornwall  in  the 
consolidation  of  17  bus  lines  which  entered  the  City  of  Watertown.  The 
newly  organized  business  was  known  as  the  Colonial  Motor  Coach  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  it  was  later  merged  with  the  Greyhound  Lines,  and  there¬ 
after  known  as  the  Eastern  Greyhound  Lines  of  New  York. 

On  Nov.  8,  1911,  Mr.  Wadley  married  Miss  Lelia  Smith,  the  daughter 
of  James  R.  and  Harriet  V.  (LaFave)  Smith. 

Mr.  Wadley  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Madi¬ 
son  Barracks  Polo  Association,  Watertown  Grange,  and  Watertown  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce.  He  is  a  32nd  degree  Mason. 


Chauncey  M.  Dailey. — One  of  the  representative  young  business  men 
of  Watertown  is  Chauncey  M.  Dailey,  who  is  district  agent  of  the  Bankers 
Life  Insurance  Company.  He  was  born  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  24, 
1898,  the  son  of  Frederick  A.  and  Eunice  M.  (Owens)  Dailey. 

Frederick  A.  Dailey  has  lived  in  Watertown  since  1922.  He  was  born 
in  St.  Lawrence  County  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of  Hawley,  Tioga  County, 
Pa.  He  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  as 
a  passenger  conductor.  He  later  lived  at  Gouverneur  where  he  was  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Oswegatchie  Electric  Light  &  Power  Company.  Mr. 
Dailey  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dailey  are  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:  Oscar  L.,  who  was  severely  gassed 
while  in  service  during  the  World  War,  now  in  a  government  hospital  at 
Bath,  N.  Y. ;  Chauncey  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Weldon  0.,  lives  at 
Watertown;  Doretheia,  married  John  J.  Nellon,  lives  at  Watertown;  Edna, 
married  Anson  Youncie,  lives  at  Carthage;  Leona,  married  Francis  Nellon, 
lives  at  Watertown;  and  Allen,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Frederick  A.  Dailey  is  the  son  of  Allen  Dailey,  who  was  born  at  Nat¬ 
ural  Dam,  N.  Y.  He  spent  many  years  in  the  mail  service  of  the  U.  S. 
government  and  is  buried  at  Gouverneur. 

Chauncey  M.  Dailey  attended  the  public  schools  of  Gouverneur  and  in 
1920  was  graduated  from  Cazenovia  Seminary.  He  spent  two  years  at 
Syracuse  University  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  enlisted  in 
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the  U.  S.  Navy.  He  served  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Pittsburgh  throughout  the 
war  period,  and  in  July,  1919,  was  discharged  as  assistant  machinist  mate. 
In  1922  he  became  identified  with  the  Watertown  Standard  and  was  later 
made  manager  of  the  classified  department.  He  became  advertising  di¬ 
rector  in  1927.  In  October,  1929,  Mr.  Dailey  became  a  special  agent  for 
the  Bankers  Life  Insurance  Company  and  the  following  year  was  ap¬ 
pointed  district  manager.  The  territory  covered  by  his  office  includes 
Jefferson,  St.  Lawrence  and  Lewis  counties. 

In  1927  Mr.  Dailey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  M.  Smith, 
the  daughter  of  Fred  H.  and  Jennie  E.  (Schofield)  Smith,  the  former  a 
native  of  Colorado,  and  the  latter  of  New  York.  Mr.  Smith  died  in  Au¬ 
gust,  1929,  and  his  widow  lives  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dailey  have 
two  sons,  Frederic  Addison  and  Robert  Irving. 

Politically,  Mr.  Dailey  is  a  Republican.  He  attends  the  Emmanuel 
Congregational  Church.  He  is  secretary  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  belongs 
to  B.  P.  O.  Elks  No.  496.  He  also  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  Fish  & 
Game  Protective  Association,  of  which  he  has  served  as  president  and 
director. 


Martin  B.  Tillotson  is  widely  known  as  the  capable  superintendent  of 
the  Jefferson  County.  Farm  School,  which  is  located  near  Watertown.  He 
was  born  at  Riverdale,  N.  Y.,  the  son  of  John  S.  and  Charlotte  A.  (Pat¬ 
terson)  Tillotson. 

John  S.  Tillotson  was  a  native  of  Leeds,  England,  and  his  wife  was 
born  at  Salisbury,  Conn.  He  was  a  landscape  gardener  and  after  coming 
to  the  United  States  engaged  in  that  work  at  Hudson,  N.  Y.  Later  he 
became  well  known  as  a  florist  and  landscape  gardener  at  Poughkeepsie. 
He  died  in  1896  and  his  wife  died  in  1926.  Mr.  Tillotson  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  and  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church.  There  were  four  sons 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tillotson:  Arthur,  Lawrence,  and  Joseph,  all  de¬ 
ceased;  and  Martin  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Martin  B.  Tillotson  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Newburgh,  and  at  an  early  age  became  interested  in  business  with  his 
father.  He  continued  in  landscape  work  after  the  latter’s  death,  and  in 
1916  came  to  Watertown  and  purchased  one  of  the  Barber  farms.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War  he  served  as  an  inspector  in  the  employ  of  the  New 
York  Air  Brake  Company.  He  continued  his  farming  activities  until 
April,  1922,  at  which  time  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  Farm  School.  During  his  administration  he  has  completely 
reorganized  the  policies  of  the  institution,  and  has  been  most  successful 
in  its  management. 
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Mr.  Tillotson  married  Miss  Mary  L.  Lennox,  the  daughter  of  George 
and  Nancy  Jane  (Peterson)  Lennox,  the  former  a  native  of  Renfrew, 
Scotland,  and  the  latter  of  Ontario,  Canada.  Mr.  Lennox  died  in  1902 
and  his  wife  died  in  1892.  Their  children  were:  Mary  L.  Tillotson;  Mrs. 
Loren  Harter  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Lawrence,  of  Watertown;  and  Harry  G., 
of  Chicago,  Ill.  Mrs.  Tillotson  is  a  graduate  of  Long  Island  College  Hos¬ 
pital,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  is  a  registered  nurse  and  served  several  months’ 
private  duty  as  a  nurse  in  Europe.  She  visited  several  hospitals  in  dif¬ 
ferent  countries.  She  assists  her  husband  in  the  management  of  the 
Farm  School.  Both  take  an  active  part  in  the  social  and  civic  life  of  the 
community. 

Mr.  Tillotson  is  a  member  of  The  Dutch  Reform  Church,  and  belongs 
to  Paumanok  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  Pentalpha  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  206; 
Trinity  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  68;  and  Kismet  Temple.  He  takes  an 
active  part  in  Boy  Scout  work  and  is  master  of  Troop  No.  14.  In  1930 
he  was  the  organizer  and  chairman  of  the  city  camporal  outdoor  scout 
meetings.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican. 


Hugh  McIntosh. — Prominent  in  the  City  of  Watertown  is  Hugh  Mc¬ 
Intosh,  who  has  held  the  office  of  town  clerk  continuously  since  1913.  He 
was  born  near  Prescott,  Canada,  Sept.  22,  1861,  the  son  of  Matthew  and 
Elizabeth  (Emmerson)  McIntosh. 

Matthew  McIntosh  was  bom  in  Quebec,  Canada,  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  Ireland.  He  was  a  farmer  and  carpenter  by  trade  and  was  a 
resident  of  Canton,  N.  Y.,  from  1864  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr. 
McIntosh  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McIntosh:  1.  Phoebe, 
married  James  Wright,  both  deceased.  2.  Sophia,  the  widow  of  Dr.  Fred 
Hosley,  deceased,  lives  at  Messina,  N.  Y.  3.  Mary,  married  E.  A.  Robert¬ 
son,  lives  at  Watertown.  4.  Belle,  married  C.  B.  Lawrence,  both  deceased. 
5.  Eliza,  the  widow  of  E.  G.  Gurney,  lives  at  Watertown.  6.  Hugh,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  7.  John,  deceased.  He  served  as  postmaster  of 
Canton,  N.  Y.  8.  Cora,  the  widow  of  C.  B.  Lawrence,  lives  at  Watertown. 
9.  James,  deceased. 

Hugh  McIntosh  attended  the  public  schools  of  Canton,  N.  Y.,  his 
parents  having  moved  there  when  he  was  three  years  old.  He  began  his 
business  career  as  a  grocer  with  the  McIntosh  &  Wellwood  Grocery  Com¬ 
pany,  and  later  was  identified  with  the  McIntosh  &  Hosley  Shoe  Store 
for  a  period  of  four  years.  Mr.  McIntosh  came  to  Jefferson  County  in 
1904  and  at  that  time  purchased  his  present  farm  of  75  acres  near  Water- 
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town.  He  continued  his  farming  interests  until  1922,  when  he  rented 
his  farm  and  located  in  Watertown  as  superintendent  of  the  Marble  Block 
and  the  Martin  Estate.  In  August,  1931,  he  returned  to  his  farm. 

In  1901  Mr.  McIntosh  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Martha  A. 
Gifford,  who  died  in  1913,  and  is  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Water- 
town.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Bert  W.  and  Helen  (Walker)  Gifford, 
natives  of  New  York.  He  was  a  prosperous  farmer  of  Jefferson  County 
and  held  the  office  of  town  clerk  in  Watertown  for  a  period  of  40  years. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McIntosh  was  born  a  daughter,  Helen  G.,  who  is  the  wife 
of  Stanley  Brown.  They  live  in  Watertown. 

Mr.  McIntosh  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  belongs  to  Lincoln  League,  Watertown  Grange,  and  Sports¬ 
man’s  Fish  and  Game  Club.  He  has  been  identified  with  St.  Lawrence 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  Ill,  since  1882. 


Alfred  L.  Dezengremel. — One  of  the  best  known  business  men  of 
Cape  Vincent  is  Mr.  Dezengremel,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  Carleton 
Garage,  authorized  Ford  dealers  since  1914,  and  he  is  also  a  director  of 
the  Citizens  Bank  of  Cape  Vincent.  Mr.  Dezengremel  was  born  in  the 
French  settlement  near  Rosiere,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  23,  1881,  the  son  of  Lewis  R. 
and  Esther  (Grapotte)  Dezengremel. 

Lewis  R.  Dezengremel  was  born  near  Rosiere,  and  his  wife  was  born 
at  Cape  Vincent.  He  was  a  miller  and  spent  a  number  of  years  in  Michi¬ 
gan,  but  later  located  in  the  French  settlement  near  his  birthplace.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1905  he  was  living  retired.  He  is  buried  at  Cape 
Vincent  and  his  widow  died  at  Cape  Vincent,  Dec.  14,  1931.  He  was  a 
Democrat  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Dezengremel  were  born  three  children:  Marion,  deceased;  Estelle, 
lives  at  Paris,  France;  and  Alfred  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Lewis  R.  Dezengremel  was  the  son  of  Remy  Dezengremel,  who  was  a 
native  of  France.  He  is  buried  at  Cape  Vincent. 

Alfred  L.  Dezengremel  was  educated  in  the  Cape  Vincent  public 
schools  and  was  graduated  from  Albany  Business  College  in  1899.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  Pan-American  Exposition  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  he  served  as  a  guide, 
and  later  went  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  was  employed  in  the  offices  of 
the  Adams  Express  Company.  In  1905  he  returned  to  Cape  Vincent  and 
in  1912  became  interested  in  the  automobile  business.  As  mentioned 
above  he  has  had  the  local  Ford  Agency  since  1913,  and  has  been  in  his 
present  location  on  Broadway  since  1925.  He  is  also  interested  in  the 
real  estate  business  and  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Citizens  Bank

of  Cape  Vincent.  He  and  his  sister  are  owners  of  1,200  acres  of  fine 
farm  land  in  Jefferson  County. 

In  1911  Mr.  Dezengremel  married  Miss  Melrose  Spafford,  the  daughter 
of  Horace  and  Fredericka  (Strail)  Spafford,  natives  of  New  York  City 
and  Brownville,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  They  are  residents  of  Cape  Vincent 
and  Mr.  Spafford  is  a  retired  druggist.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dezengremel  have 
a  daughter  Marie. 

Mr.  Dezengremel  is  identified  with  the  Democratic  party  in  politics, 
holds  membership  in  St.  Vincent  dePaul  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to 
the  Grange  and  Board  of  Trade. 


Samuel  L.  Hirschey,  deceased,  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens 
and  representative  business  men  of  Lewis  County,  and  founder  of  the 
Climax  Manufacturing  Company  of  Castorland.  He  was  born  at  Beaver 
Falls,  N.  Y.,  July  16,  1874,  the  son  of  Christian  and  Minnie  (Bachman) 
Hirschey. 

Christian  Hirschey  was  a  native  of  New  Bremen,  and  died  in  1918. 
He  was  a  prosperous  farmer  and  for  15  years  was  also  identified  with  the 
Cold  Spring  Cheese  Company  of  Beaver  Falls.  He  was  a  man  of  integrity 
and  honor,  upright  in  all  his  dealings,  and  his  active  career  was  worthy 
of  emulation.  His  wife  was  born  in  Germany  and  died  in  1907.  Both  are 
buried  at  Naumburg.  Mr.  Hirschey  was  independent  in  politics  and  held 
membership  in  the  Evangelical  Church.  There  were  four  children  in  the 
Hirschey  family:  1.  Samuel  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Sarah  B., 
married  Benjamin  Smith,  lives  at  Carthage.  3.  Minnie  M.,  married  Ben¬ 
jamin  Farney,  lives  at  Castorland.  4.  Urban  C.,  who  is  president  of  the 
Climax  Manufacturing  Company. 

Samuel  L.  Hirschey  attended  the  public  schools  of  Beaver  Falls,  and 
for  a  short  time  was  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese  with  his 
father.  He  then  worked  in  a  paper  mill  at  Beaver  Falls,  but  soon  after 
again  followed  the  cheese  and  milk  business  for  nine  years.  He  manifested 
a  keen  interest  in  the  incubator  in  its  earliest  stage  and  was  one  of  the 
originators  of  this  new  idea  in  hatchery.  In  1901  patents  were  granted  to 
Mr.  Hirschey  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  during  that  year  ex¬ 
hibits  were  made  by  him  at  the  Pan-American  Exhibition  in  Buffalo,  the 
highest  awards  of  merit  being  placed  upon  his  machines.  At  Toronto, 
Canada,  he  also  was  awarded  first  prize.  The  machine,  invented  by  Mr. 
Hirschey,  and  known  as  the  “Climax,”  continued  its  great  popularity  and 
was  awarded  high  recognition  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
In  1904  the  Climax  Incubator  &  Brooder  Company  was  organized,  and  a 
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building  for  the  manufacture  of  the  product  was  erected  at  Castorland. 
In  1906  he  began  the  manufacture  of  beaver  and  paste  board  boxes  in 
connection  with  the  other  products.  Mr.  Hirschey  became  associated  in 
the  enterprise  in  1910  with  his  brother,  Urban  C.  Hirschey,  and  three 
years  later  the  manufacture  of  the  incubator  and  brooder  was  discon¬ 
tinued,  the  company  since  being  devoted  entirely  to  the  manufacture  of 
beaver  board  and  paper  boxes.  Samuel  L.  Hirschey  died  Oct.  18,  1918, 
and  is  buried  at  Naumburg.  His  brother  has  continued  as  president. 

Mr.  Hirschey  was  married  (first)  Oct.  21,  1898,  to  Miss  Carrie  A.  Bent, 
of  Croghan,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Darius  and  Elizabeth  (Snell)  Bent,  both 
deceased.  Mrs.  Hirschey  died  May  26,  1902,  and  is  buried  at  Castorland. 
A  child  died  in  infancy.  Mr.  Hirschey  married  (second)  Sept.  28,  1905, 
Miss  Anna  L.  Einbeck,  of  Naumburg,  the  daughter  of  Henry  E.  and  Anna 
(Farney)  Einbeck,  of  Castorland.  The  former  is  deceased.  She  resides 
at  Castorland.  To  Samuel  L.  and  Anna  L.  (Einbeck)  Hirschey  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Naomi  Wilhelmina,  born  Jan.  31,  1907,  employed  in  the 
offices  of  the  Climax  Manufacturing  Company.  2.  Malcolm  E.,  born 
April  4,  1909,  who  studied  law  at  New  York  University.  3.  Vincent,  born 
April  26,  1912,  attends  St.  Lawrence  University. 

Mr.  Hirschey  was  a  Republican  and  had  served  as  village  trustee.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Baptist  Church. 


Rev.  James  J.  McGowan. — As  pastor  of  the  Immaculate  Conception 
Catholic  Church  at  Brownville,  Reverend  McGowan  takes  a  prominent 
a.nd  active  part  in  the  life  of  the  community.  He  is  a  native  of  County 
Sligo,  Ireland,  born  March  17,  1879,  the  son  of  Owen  and  Elizabeth 
(Gildea)  McGowan. 

Owen  McGowan  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  County  Sligo,  Ireland, 
and  are  buried  there.  He  was  a  farmer  and  was  prominent  in  politics, 
being  a  Nationalist.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McGowan:  Sister  McGowan,  Order  of  Hospitaliers  of  St.  Joseph,  Hart¬ 
ford,  Wis. ;  Marie,  Patrick  and  Elizabeth,  who  live  in  County  Sligo,  Ire¬ 
land;  Kate,  lives  at  Brownville;  James  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Annie,  lives  at  Brownville;  and  Ellen,  lives  in  County  Sligo,  Ireland. 

The  early  education  of  Father  McGowan  was  received  in  the  schools 
of  Ireland,  and  he  later  was  tutored  privately.  He  was  graduated  in 
1899  from  Grand  Seminary  of  Philosophy  at  Montreal,  Canada,  and  in 
December,  1904,  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  at  St.  James  Cathedral, 
Montreal,  Canada,  by  the  late  Bishop  Archambeault.  He  then  served  as 
an  assistant  for  nine  months  at  St.  John’s  Church,  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,

after  which  he  was  acting  pastor  at  Fort  Covington,  N.  Y.,  until  1910  at 
St.  Mary’s  Church.  He  came  to  Brownville  as  pastor  of  the  Immaculate 
Conception  Catholic  Church  in  1910.  The  present  church  was  erected  in 
1917  and  the  rectory  was  also  built  in  that  year  by  Father  McGowan. 

Father  McGowan  is  identified  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Water- 
town  Council  No.  259,  4th  degree. 


Immaculate  Conception  Catholic  Church. — From  1888  until  1897  the 
parish  was  attended  for  the  most  part  by  missionaries  of  the  Sacred 
Heart  from  Watertown.  In  the  year  1888  the  All  Saints  Church  of  Chau- 
mont  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Brownville.  Father  Corbett  was  the 
first  resident  pastor,  appointed  in  1897,  and  Mass  was  said  in  an  old 
frame  building  on  the  south  side  of  the  Black  River.  The  Catholics 
bought  the  old  Congregational  Church  in  1900,  and  Chaumont  was  later 
taken  away  from  Brownville. 

Father  Pontur  was  the  next  resident  pastor.  At  a  considerable  ex¬ 
pense  he  completely  remodeled  the  old  church,  and  it  served  the  needs  of 
the  people  until  April  1,  1917,  when  it  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire. 
Rev.  J.  J.  McGowan  was  then  pastor,  having  succeeded  Father  Pontur  in 
1910.  Work  was  started  on  the  new  church  before  the  smoldering  ruins 
ceased  to  smoke,  and  within  one  year  the  present  church  edifice  was  com¬ 
pleted  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.  It  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  small  churches 
in  this  section  of  the  country.  A  new  rectory,  adjoining  the  church  build¬ 
ing,  was  erected  in  1917. 


Adam  Bickelhaupt. — As  president  of  the  Redwood  National  Bank,  vice 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  Thousand  Islands,  and  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank  of  Watertown,  Mr.  Bickel¬ 
haupt  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the  financial  and  commercial 
life  of  Jefferson  County  for  over  half  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Hesse 
Darmstadt,  Germany,  March  10,  1848,  the  son  of  Hieronemus  and  Mar¬ 
garet  (Hartman)  Bickelhaupt. 

Hieronemus  Bickelhaupt  was  a  native  of  Germany  and  came  to  this 
country  with  his  parents  in  1853,  together  with  his  family.  His  father, 
Adam,  died  during  the  voyage  and  was  buried  at  sea.  They  had  made  the 
trip  from  Germany  via  Holland  to  England,  and  from  there  came  to  the 
United  States  on  a  sailing  vessel.  Both  Hieronemus  Bickelhaupt  and  his 
wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Redwood,  N.  Y.  They  were  among 
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the  first  settlers  of  Jefferson  County  and  became  prominent  citizens  of 
this  section. 

Adam  Bickelhaupt,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared  and  edu¬ 
cated  in  Jefferson  County,  and  at  an  early  age  associated  himself  in  the 
mercantile  business  with  Mr.  Byron  Briggs,  under  the  firm  name  of  Briggs 
&  Bickelhaupt.  A  few  years  later  Mr.  Briggs  retired  and  for  a  period  of 
48  years  Mr.  Bickelhaupt  conducted  the  business  alone.  In  1879  he 
started  in  the  cheese  business  which  he  greatly  expanded.  He  was  re¬ 
garded  as  the  leading  limburger  cheese  manufacturer  in  the  entire  East  at 
that  time.  He  owned  and  operated  23  factories.  He  disposed  of  his 
cheese  business  in  1928  to  the  Kraft-Phenix  Cheese  Company.  During 
his  many  years  as  a  dealer  among  farmers  there  are  none  who  do  not 
claim  that  Mr.  Bickelhaupt  paid  them  much  more  than  was  asked  for 
their  milk  which  was  used  in  his  plants.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of 
the  Redwood  National  Bank  and  has  always  served  as  president  of  the 
institution.  Besides  his  banking  connections  above  named,  he  is  also  a 
trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank.  He  served  as  supervisor  of  the 
Town  of  Alexandria  for  several  years. 

On  July  14,  1874,  Mr.  Bickelhaupt  married  Miss  Mina  L.  Olney,  who 
died  in  June,  1921.  Their  children  were:  1.  Ina,  deceased.  2.  Lena,  de¬ 
ceased.  3.  Miles,  lives  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  4.  Carl  0.,  was  identified  with  his 
father’s  business  for  29  years.  He  lives  at  Redwood.  5.  Calla,  married 
Earl  Hathaway,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Bickelhaupt  is  a  Democrat  in  politics,  holds  membership  in  the 
Lutheran  Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Alexandria 
Bay  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  297,  of  which  he  has  been  a  member  since 
1870;  Theresa  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  149;  Watertown  Commandery, 
K.  T.,  No.  11;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple,  life 
member;  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Lakeside  Lodge  No.  328. 


Charles  Joseph  Reeder. — For  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  Charles  J. 
Reeder,  of  Carthage,  has  been  one  of  the  enterprising  and  forceful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Jefferson  County.  He  has  helped  direct  the  prosperous 
growth  of  the  National  Exchange  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  of  which  he 
was  cashier  and  president.  He  was  born  at  San  Diego,  Calif.,  April  16, 
1872,  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  T.  (Giles)  Reeder.  They  were  natives 
of  Edinboro,  Pa.,  where  Isaac  Reeder  was  identified  with  the  lumber 
industry. 

Charles  Joseph  Reeder  attended  the  public  and  high  schools,  State 
Normal  School,  Oberlin  and  Allegheny  Colleges.  His  business  career  be- 
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gan  in  association  with  his  father  in  the  lumber  business.  Later  he 
entered  the  employ  of  W.  C.  Culbertson,  at  Girard,  Pa.  In  1901  he  became 
one  of  the  organizers  of  the  National  Exchange  Bank  of  Carthage,  and 
as  cashier  and  president  he  served  this  institution,  which  has  been  of  out¬ 
standing  service  to  the  community,  until  its  merger  with  the  Carthage 
National  Bank  Jan.  1st,  1932,  when  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
the  new  institution,  The  Carthage  National  Exchange  Bank.  Mr.  Reeder 
is  also  a  director  of  the  Carthage  Timber  Corporation  and  the  Carthage 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  1898  Mr.  Reeder  married  Miss  Clara  Jenny  Richardson,  of  Low- 
ville,  the  daughter  of  R.  J.  and  Jennie  S.  (Rogers)  Richardson.  They 
have  two  sons:  1.  R.  J.  Richardson  Reeder,  a  graduate  of  Carthage  High 
School  and  Hamilton  College,  served  during  the  World  War  in  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Army  Training  Corps.  He  lives  at  Carthage  where  he  is  identified 
with  the  Carthage  Coal  Company.  He  married  Miss  Lois  Waters  and 
they  have  two  children,  Richardson  and  Joy.  2.  Roscoe  Giles,  a  graduate 
of  Carthage  High  School  and  Hamilton  College.  He  lives  at  Carthage 
where  he  is  identified  with  the  Carthage  National  Exchange  Bank.  He 
married  Miss  Louise  Johnson,  and  they  have  two  sons:  Joseph  and 
Samuel. 

Mr.  Reeder  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club,  Carlowden  Country  Club,  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi  fraternity.  His 
lodge  affiliations  are:  Carthage  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  158;  Carthage 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  259;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  11;  Cen¬ 
tral  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple,  Past  Potentate;  and 
Trustee  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Utica,  N.  Y. 


Clara  J.  (Richardson)  Reeder,  of  Carthage,  is  a  member  of  a  promi¬ 
nent  family  of  Northern  New  York.  She  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  Lewis 
County,  the  daughter  of  R.  J.  and  Jennie  S.  (Rogers)  Richardson. 

R.  J.  Richardson,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  of  Lewis 
County.  He  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Low- 
ville.  As  a  young  man  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  but  later 
became  widely  known  and  successful  as  a  broker  in  butter,  cheese,  and 
furs.  He  was  recognized  as  an  authority  in  these  particular  fields.  He 
died  in  1917  and  his  wife  died  in  1892.  Both  are  buried  at  Martinsburg. 
Mr.  Richardson  was  a  warm  personal  friend  of  the  late  Governor  Roswell 
P.  Flower.  Their  particular  recreation  was  trap  shooting  and  they  at¬ 
tended  many  local,  state  and  national  meets  together.  Mr.  Richardson 
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was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Richardson  were  born  two  children:  Clara  J.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ;  and  May,  married  Harry  P.  Gould,  who  is  president  of  the  Gould 
Paper  Company  of  Lyons  Falls,  N.  Y. 

Clara  J.  Richardson  was  educated  in  private  schools,  being  a  graduate 
of  Lowville  Academy.  She  also  attended  the  New  England  Conservatory 
of  Music,  Boston,  and  Packer  Collegiate  Institute,  Brooklyn.  She  was 
married  in  1898  to  Charles  Joseph  Reeder.  A  complete  sketch  of  Mr. 
Reeder  is  found  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Mrs.  Reeder  has  always  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  church,  club, 
and  civic  life  of  Carthage.  She  is  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  she  serves  as  treasurer.  She  is  vice  chairman  of  the 
Jefferson  County  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  and  during  the 
World  War  was  very  active  in  the  work  of  this  organization.  She  is  past 
regent  of  LeRay  de  Chaumont,  Watertown  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution ;  Past  Director  of  the  New  York  State  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution;  Past  Matron  and  Treasurer  since  1914  of  Car¬ 
thage  Chapter,  No.  276,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star;  Past  President  of 
the  Carthage  Shakespearian  Club ;  Past  President  of  the  Carthage  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Women’s  Clubs;  Past  Corresponding  Secretary,  Northern  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Women’s  Clubs;  Past  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
New  York  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs;  Director  of  General  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Women’s  Clubs ;  Treasurer  of  the  National  Council  of  Women 
of  the  United  States.  She  is  also  treasurer  and  trustee  of  the  Carthage 
Free  Library.  With  her  sister,  Mrs.  H.  P.  Gould,  Mrs.  Reeder  gave  to  the 
city  of  Lowville  a  large  plot  of  ground  to  be  used  as  the  site  for  the  Low¬ 
ville  Public  Library. 


Charles  J.  Sweet,  of  Black  River,  is  prominent  in  the  business  life  of 
Jefferson  County,  being  widely  known  as  the  proprietor  of  the  Sweet 
Funeral  Home.  He  was  born  at  what  is  now  Herring,  Jefferson  County, 
Oct.  27,  1863,  the  son  of  Edwin  and  Permela  (Kelsey)  Sweet. 

Both  Edwin  Sweet  and  his  wife  were  born  near  Sterlingville,  N.  Y. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  operated  a  dairy  in  Wilna,  Jefferson  County.  He 
was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  for  many  years  served  as  trustee  of  the 
Sweet  School  District.  He  was  active  in  the  work  of  the  Union  Church 
at  Great  Bend,  and  was  superintendent  of  its  Sunday  School.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Great  Bend.  Their  children  were : 

I.  Eugene,  deceased.  2.  William  Wallace,  lives  at  Carthage.  3.  Charles 

J. ,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Carrie  B.,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of 
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Hon.  John  G.  Peck,  of  Southampton,  L.  I.,  who  served  for  several  terms 
as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly. 

Charles  J.  Sweet  attended  the  district  schools  of  Wilna  and  Carthage 
High  School.  He  taught  school  for  three  terms  in  Champion  and  North 
Wilna,  afterward  being  graduated  from  Ives  Seminary  in  1884.  In  that 
year  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  general  store  of  A.  C.  Douglas,  at  Great 
Bend,  and  two  years  later  he  located  at  Black  River.  In  1887,  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  Joseph  Graves  and  Julius  Poor,  Mr.  Sweet  was  active  in  the 
establishment  of  a  general  mercantile  business  at  Black  River,  under  the 
firm  name  of  C.  J.  Sweet  &  Company.  The  business  was  reorganized  the 
following  year  and  in  1890  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  From  1889 
until  1893  Mr.  Sweet  served  as  assistant  postmaster,  and  from  1893  until 
1897  he  was  agent  at  Black  River  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  In 
the  latter  year  he  was  appointed  postmaster  and  continued  in  that  capac¬ 
ity  for  16  years.  In  1891  Mr.  Sweet  had  become  interested  in  the  insur¬ 
ance  business,  and  is  still  active  in  that  field  of  business  at  Black  River. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Barnes  School  of  Embalming,  New  York  City, 
in  1906,  and  at  that  time  purchased  the  undertaking  business  of  B.  A. 
Dexter,  which  he  now  manages.  He  also  deals  extensively  in  furniture 
and  radios. 

In  1891  Mr.  Sweet  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Helen  E.  Scott,  who 
died  April  26,  1920.  She  is  buried  at  Black  River.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Daniel  Hubbard  and  Lodema  (Snow)  Scott,  the  former  a  native  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  latter  of  Watertown.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr. 
Scott  was  a  Civil  War  veteran  and  was  wounded  in  action  while  serving 
with  a  company  of  New  York  Volunteers.  He  conducted  a  general  mer¬ 
cantile  business  at  Black  River  for  many  years  under  the  firm  name  of 
D.  H.  Scott  &  Son,  and  later  was  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  chairs 
under  the  firm  name  of  Dexter  &  Scott.  To  Charles  J.  and  Helen  E. 
(Scott)  Sweet  was  born  Jan.  1,  1897,  a  son,  Sterling  S.,  who  married  Miss 
Ruth  Beebe  of  Rochester,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Sally.  He  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Syracuse  University,  class  of  1918,  and  served  during  the  World 
War  with  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service.  He  is  now  identified  with  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Company,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Sweet  was  married 
(second)  on  Dec.  22,  1921,  to  Miss  Agnes  M.  Howland,  the  daughter  of 
Cyrus  and  Kate  (Mellon)  Howland,  the  former  born  in  Rutland,  and  the 
latter  near  Theresa.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Brookside 
Cemetery,  Watertown. 

Politically,  Mr.  Sweet  is  a  Republican.  He  has  served  as  town  clerk 
and  village  treasurer  and  for  24  years  was  a  member  of  the  local  board  of 
education  and  held  the  office  of  president  of  that  body  for  20  years.  He 
is  president  of  the  Black  River  Library  Association  and  of  the  Black 
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River  Cemetery  Association.  He  has  been  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Church 
since  1909,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations :  Bethany  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.,  No.  821,  Past  Master;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  59; 
Bethany  Chapter,  0.  E.  S.,  No.  343,  charter  member;  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Noble  Grand,  Riverside  Lodge  No.  334;  and  Crescent 
Rebekah  Lodge  No.  114,  charter  member. 


Major  James  Ernest  McAskill,  M.  D. — Among  the  leading  professional 
men  of  Watertown,  Doctor  McAskill,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War, 
is  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed.  He  was  born  at  Highgate,  Ontario, 
Canada,  Jan.  31,  1888,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Mary  (Gillis)  McAskill. 

Peter  McAskill  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Inverness,  Scotland.  At 
the  age  of  14  years  he  came  to  Canada  with  his  mother  and  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life  in  that  country.  He  became  the  owner  of  150  acres 
of  land  and  was  a  successful  stockman.  In  1900  Mr.  McAskill  retired  and 
moved  to  Highgate,  Ont.,  where  he  died  in  1926.  His  wife  died  in  1929. 
They  are  buried  at  Duart,  Ont.  Mr.  McAskill  was  an  elder  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  and  a  Liberal  in  politics.  The  following  children  were  born 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McAskill:  Neil,  lives  at  Transcona,  Manitoba;  Rev.  John, 
deceased,  was  a  minister  in  the  Presbyterian  Church;  Bella,  married 
James  McWilliam,  lives  at  Clochan;  Effie,  married  John  McWilliam,  lives 
at  Highgate;  Colin,  lives  at  Highgate;  Peter,  lives  at  Vulcan,  Alberta; 
Archie,  deceased;  and  James  Ernest,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

James  Ernest  McAskill  secured  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Ridgetown,  Ont.,  and  in  1906  was  graduated  from  Highgate  High 
School.  After  a  teacher’s  training  course  at  Chatham  he  spent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  years  as  a  teacher  at  Iona,  Canada,  after  which  he  took  up  a 
homestead  in  southern  Alberta,  at  Seven  Persons,  where  he  remained  for 
three  years.  He  subsequently  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  Queens 
University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1914.  He  served  as  interne  in  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital,  and  while 
there  took  military  training.  In  June,  1915,  he  was  commissioned  a  first 
lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Canadian  Army,  and  went  to  Eng¬ 
land  immediately  as  a  member  of  the  Second  Canadian  Mounted  Regi¬ 
ment.  This  command  was  reorganized  and  became  a  unit  of  infantry. 
Doctor  McAskill  served  in  France  and  Belgium  and  after  a  year  of  service 
in  the  infantry  was  transferred  to  field  ambulance  No.  9,  and  later  to 
General  Hospital  No.  1.  He  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  major  in 
April,  1919,  after  having  been  decorated  with  the  English  Military  Cross 
in  1916.  After  his  discharge  from  the  service,  Dr.  McAskill  spent  three 
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years’  interneship  at  the  Manhattan  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital, 
New  York,  and  in  1922  came  to  Watertown  where  he  was  associated  with 
Dr.  James  F.  McCaw.  Since  1931  he  has  been  identified  with  McCaw, 
McAskill  &  Faulkner.  They  have  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  Dr. 
McAskill  has  served  as  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Jefferson 
County  Medical  Society,  and  holds  membership  in  the  New  York  State 
Medical  Society,  American  Medical  Association,  and  American  Laryngolo- 
gical,  Rhinological,  and  Otological  Society. 

In  1919  Dr.  McAskill  married  Miss  Edith  Stenton,  the  daughter  of 
William  and  Jean  Stenton,  natives  of  Canada.  The  former  is  deceased 
and  the  latter  lives  at  Chatham,  Ont.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  McAskill  have  a 
son,  James  Stuart,  born  in  1929. 

Dr.  McAskill  is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion,  Black  River  Val¬ 
ley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  and  Watertown  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  He  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  1931. 


Cyril  P.  Kirley,  M.  D. — An  experienced  physician  and  surgeon,  Dr. 
Kirley  is  one  of  the  public  spirited  citizens  and  representative  men  of 
Lowville,  where  he  is  chief  surgeon  on  the  staff  of  the  Lewis  County  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital.  He  was  born  at  Lynchburg,  Va.,  April  13,  1853,  the  son 
of  Michael  and  Henrietta  (Powell)  Kirley. 

Capt.  Michael  Kirley  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  He  served  throughout 
the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  K,  97th  New  York  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry,  and  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  captain.  He  was  wounded 
during  the  battles  of  Bull  Run  and  Fredericksburg,  and  in  recognition  of 
his  services  was  awarded  the  distinguished  war  medal.  He  died  in  1875 
and  is  buried  in  Lowville  Rural  Cemetery.  Henrietta  (Powell)  Kirley  was 
born  Dec.  17,  1832.  She  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  earliest  families  of 
Lewis  County.  Jonathan  Powell  came  here  from  Windham,  Conn.,  and 
located  in  the  Quaker  settlement  at  Sterlingville.  He  was  a  minister  and 
shortly  before  his  death  he  returned  to  Windham,  where  he  died  and  is 
buried.  His  son,  Jonathan,  was  born  at  Windham,  Jan.  29,  1805,  and 
died  April  7,  1881.  He  was  a  farmer  and  minister  of  the  Quaker  faith. 
He  married  Sarah  Ufford,  of  Lee,  Oneida  County.  They  were  the  parents 
of  five  children:  1.  James,  born  Jan.  22,  1831,  died  in  infancy.  2.  George, 
born  Sept.  28,  1843,  deceased.  3.  Ellen,  born  Feb.  15,  1838,  died  June  16, 
1886.  4.  Henrietta  Kirley.  5.  John,  born  April  20,  1841,  deceased. 

Cyril  P.  Kirley  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lowville  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Lowville  Academy  in  1872.  In  1875  he  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  Kentucky  School  of  Medicine,  part  of  the  Uni-

versity  of  Kentucky,  Louisville,  Ky.  His  entire  professional  career  has 
been  spent  at  Lowville,  where  he  has  engaged  in  successful  practice  since 
1875.  He  has  held  the  offices  of  county  coroner  and  health  officer  and 
has  served  as  pension  examiner.  He  has  also  been  president  of  the  Lewis 
County  Medical  Society  for  several  terms,  and  is  identified  with  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society  and  the  American  Medical  Association. 

In  1881  Dr.  Kirley  married  Miss  Anna  Pauline  Wood,  the  daughter  of 
Lemuel  Sprague  and  Mary  E.  (Johnson)  Wood,  of  Lowville.  Lemuel 
Sprague  Wood  was  born  at  Lowville,  April  17,  1817,  and  was  married 
June  14,  1843,  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Johnson,  of  Cooperstown,  Otsego  County. 
He  died  Aug.  15,  1896,  and  his  wife  died  Nov.  8,  1893.  He  was  interested 
in  the  hotel  business  in  Lewis  County  and  for  many  years  owned  and 
operated  the  old  Central  Hotel  at  Lowville.  There  were  four  children  in 
the  Wood  family:  Julius  H.,  John,  Edward,  and  Anna  Pauline.  Mrs. 
Kirley  is  descended  from  an  early  Colonial  family,  whose  members  served 
not  only  in  the  American  Revolution  but  in  the  War  of  1812.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Daughters  of  Colonial  Wars,  Daughters  of  American  Col¬ 
onists,  Colonial  Dames  of  Vermont,  Society  of  New  England  Women, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  United  States  Daughters  of  1812, 
and  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  Pilgrims.  She  is  president  of  the  Lewis 
County  Historical  Society.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kirley  have  a  daughter,  Mary 
Pauline.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Vassar  College. 

Dr.  Kirley  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Lowville  Club,  University  Club  of  Utica,  and  Carlowden  Country  Club.  He 
has  been  chief  surgeon  of  the  staff  of  the  Lewis  County  General  Hospital 
since  its  inception  and  was  vice  president  of  the  board  of  managers  that 
built  the  hospital.  He  has  also  been  a  trustee  of  this  institution  since  its 
beginning  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  Dr.  Kirley  is  a  member 
of  the  consulting  staff  of  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  Ogdens- 
burg,  N.  Y. 


James  H.  Kessler,  Jr. — Progressive  in  the  field  of  education,  James  H. 
Kessler,  Jr.,  is  prominent  in  Jefferson  County  as  principal  of  Theresa 
High  School.  He  was  born  at  Mexico,  Oswego  County,  Nov.  10,  1906,  the 
son  of  James  H.  and  Bessie  (Barker)  Kessler. 

James  H.  Kessler  has  successfully  engaged  in  business  at  Mexico, 
N.  Y.,  for  a  number  of  years,  having  established  a  meat  and  grocery  busi¬ 
ness  in  1901.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  filled  the  office  of  mayor 
for  ten  years.  He  is  an  Elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  belongs  to 
Mexico  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kessler  are  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Bertha,  married 
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Percy  Lyman,  lives  at  Gary,  Ind.  2.  Ida,  married  Michael  Magroudis, 
lives  at  Gary,  Ind.  3.  J.  Barker,  attorney,  lives  at  Oswego.  4.  James 
H.,  Jr.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Mary,  who  lives  at  home. 

In  1925  Mr.  Kessler  was  graduated  from  Mexico  High  School  and  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Hobart  College  in  1929.  He 
began  his  teaching  career  in  that  year  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
high  school  at  South  Glens  Falls.  In  March,  1930,  he  accepted  his  present 
employment  at  Theresa. 

Mr.  Kessler  was  married  in  1928  to  Miss  Reba  Adsit,  the  daughter  of 
Delbert  Adsit  of  Utica,  N.  Y.  They  have  two  sons:  James  H.  Ill,  and 
Richard  Elliott. 

Mr.  Kessler  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  belongs  to  Theresa  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  174,  and  Theta  Delta  Chi 
fraternity.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion,  New  York  State  Teachers  Association,  Jefferson-Lewis  Principals 
Association,  and  New  York  State  Principals  Association. 


Clifton  F.  Dano. — Prominent  as  the  mayor  of  Brownville,  Mr.  Dano  is 
also  widely  known  in  insurance  circles  in  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born 
at  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  March  21,  1860,  the  son  of  Charles  C. 
and  Mary  Dano. 

Charles  C.  Dano  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  in  Ver¬ 
mont  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  New  York.  During  the  Civil  War  he 
served  with  a  company  of  New  York  infantry  and  died  in  1869.  His 
three  sons,  Peter,  Charles  C.,  Jr.,  and  William,  lost  their  lives  in  service 
during  the  same  war.  Mrs.  Dano  died  in  1901.  Both  are  buried  at  Can¬ 
ton,  N.  Y.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dano: 
Peter,  Charles  C.,  Jr.,  William,  Frank,  Joseph,  all  deceased;  Leslie,  lives 
at  Watertown;  Alonzo,  deceased;  Clifton  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Catherine,  Celestia  and  Philia,  all  deceased. 

When  he  was  two  years  of  age  Clifton  F.  Dano  went  to  Evans  Mills, 
N.  Y.,  with  his  parents,  and  he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  there. 
For  a  time  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  in  1899  came  to 
Brownville,  where  he  was  employed  by  the  Brownville  Iron  Works.  Later, 
he  established  a  bakery  and  grocery  business,  which  he  successfully  con¬ 
ducted  until  1922.  He  has  since  been  interested  in  the  insurance  business 
at  Brownville  and  represents  some  of  the  largest  and  best  known  insur¬ 
ance  companies  in  the  United  States.  Mr.  Dano  was  elected  as  mayor  in 
1926  and  has  continued  in  office  to  the  present  time.  He  has  also  held 
the  offices  of  collector  and  town  assessor,  and  has  been  treasurer  of  the 
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School  District  No.  1,  Brownville,  for  the  past  20  years.  He  is  president 
of  the  Brownville  Cemetery  Association. 

Mr.  Dano  was  married  (first)  in  1885  to  Miss  Anna  Wooliver,  who 
died  in  1892.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Hiram  Wooliver,  a  native  of  St. 
Lawrence  County,  who  died  at  LeRaysville,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  farmer.  To 
Clifton  F.  and  Anna  (Wooliver)  Dano  twin  daughters  were  born:  Ethel 
M.,  married  Joseph  Harris,  lives  at  Oneonta,  N.  Y.,  and  they  have  two 
daughters,  Luella  and  Dorothy;  and  Hazel,  married  Harold  Hyneman, 
lives  at  Watertown,  and  they  have  four  children,  Velma,  Albert,  Harold, 
Jr.,  and  Frederick. 

Mr.  Dano  was  married  (second)  in  1895  to  Miss  Velma  Fowler,  the 
daughter  of  Asabel  and  Levissa  Fowler,  natives  of  New  York.  He  is 
deceased,  and  his  wife  lives  at  LeRaysville. 

Mr.  Dano  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church,  and  belongs  to  Brownville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  53,  Past 
Treasurer;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  59;  Watertown  Comman- 
dery,  K.  T.,  No.  11;  Knights  of  Pythias;  and  Maccabees,  Record  Keeper. 


Frank  E.  Smith. — Prominent  in  the  educational  affairs  of  Jefferson 
County  is  Frank  E.  Smith,  who  has  been  identified  with  the  Brownville 
public  schools  for  almost  20  years.  He  is  now  principal  of  Brownville- 
Glen  Park  High  School.  Mr.  Smith  was  born  at  Fairfield,  Clay  County, 
Neb.,  Nov.  27,  1881,  the  son  of  Fred  B.  and  Alfretta  (Southwell)  Smith. 

Both  Fred  B.  Smith  and  his  wife  were  born  at  Mannsville,  N.  Y.  He 
was  a  farmer  in  early  life  and  in  1879  removed  to  Clay  County,  Neb., 
where  he  was  interested  in  farming  until  1887.  He  then  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  until  1894  and  in  that  year  located  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  where  he  became 
head  fireman  for  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  and  Paper  Company.  In  1918 
Mr.  Smith  removed  to  Watertown  and  was  identified  with  Bushnell’s 
Store  until  his  retirement.  He  still  lives  in  that  city.  His  wife  died  in 
August,  1911,  and  is  buried  at  Mannsville.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  the  Disciples  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  were  born  five  children:  1.  Fred  Wil¬ 
liam,  lives  at  Watertown.  2.  Charles  Robert,  lives  at  Gunns  Corners, 
Jefferson  County.  3.  Frank  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Mary 
Louise,  the  widow  of  Fred  Fisher,  lives  at  Watertown,  where  she  is  a 
teacher  in  the  public  schools.  5.  Amy  Adelle,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Frank  E.  Smith  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  being 
graduated  from  Dexter  High  School  in  1902.  He  followed  the  trade  of 
carpenter  for  five  years,  and  in  September,  1907,  became  a  teacher  in  the 
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public  schools  at  Perch  River.  In  1909  he  became  identified  with  the 
Limerick  public  schools  and  three  years  later  came  to  Brownville.  Since 
1919  Mr.  Smith  has  been  principal.  He  has  taken  extension  work  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  and  St.  Lawrence  universities,  and  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson 
County  Teachers  Association,  Jefferson-Lewis  Principals  Association,  and 
the  New  York  State  Teachers  Association. 

In  1906  Mr.  Smith  married  Miss  Blanche  Bayley,  the  daughter  of 
Winfield  S.  and  Jessie  (Marceau)  Bailey,  who  are  residents  of  Dexter.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Smith  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican  and  is  an  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


William  A.  Slack,  who  lives  retired  at  Black  River,  has  been  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  this  section  for  many  years  and  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  at  Champion,  May  4,  1861,  the  son  of  Albert  W.  and  Nancy 
(Wheelock)  Slack. 

Albert  W.  Slack  was  a  native  of  Leray,  Jefferson  County,  and  until 
1864  engaged  in  general  farming.  At  that  time  he  removed  to  Felts 
Mills  and  engaged  in  business  with  Charles  Roberts  as  proprietors  of  a 
wagon,  sleigh  and  buggy  manufacturing  plant.  Mr.  Slack  was  appointed 
station  agent  for  the  C.  W.  &  S.  H.  Railroad  in  1871  and  was  serving  in 
that  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1892.  He  is  buried  at  Calcium, 
N.  Y.  His  wife  died  in  1864.  Mr.  Slack  was  a  Republican  and  a  member 
of  the  Christian  Church.  Two  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slack: 
Addison  P.,  lives  at  Southerlin,  Ore.;  and  William  A.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  Albert  W.  Slack  married  (second)  Lorinda  (Peck)  Wheelock, 
who  is  deceased.  Their  children  were:  Henry  W.,  lives  at  Lowville; 
Sidney  H.,  lives  at  Felts  Mills;  Carrie  and  Clara,  twins,  both  deceased. 

William  A.  Slack  attended  the  public  schools  of  Felts  Mills,  Water- 
town,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Lyons  High  School.  He  taught  school  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  for  six  years,  and  in  1883  removed  to  Bridgewater,  S.  D., 
where  he  continued  his  teaching  profession  until  1885.  The  following  six 
years  were  spent  in  the  mercantile  business  in  partnership  with  his 
brother  at  Juanita,  Neb.,  and  in  1892  Mr.  Slack  returned  to  Black  River. 
At  that  time  he  purchased  the  Smith  homestead,  the  birthplace  of  his 
wife,  and  actively  engaged  in  general  farming  and  stock-raising  there 
until  his  retirement  in  1919. 

Mr.  Slack  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  served  as  justice  of  the 
peace  for  14  years,  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  15  years,  and 
as  town  supervisor  of  Rutland  from  Jan.  1,  1916,  until  Jan.  1,  1930,  having 
been  reelected  to  the  latter  office  on  seven  successive  occasions. 
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In  1882  Mr.  Slack  married  Miss  Hattie  E.  Smith,  the  daughter  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  P.  and  Persis  L.  (Shead)  Smith,  natives  of  Jefferson  County,  both 
deceased.

Clarence  M.,  who  is  a  veteran 
of  the  World  War,  having  served  in  France  as  a  second  lieutenant  of 
infantry,  and  also  in  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  He  lives  at 
Fort  Edward,  N.  Y.,  and  is  county  agent  of  the  Farm  Bureau  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County.  He  married  Miss  Alda  Deibler,  and  they  have  four  chil¬ 
dren:  C.  Merle,  William  A.,  Eleanor,  and  Miriam.  4.  Charles  S.,  a  civil 
engineer,  lives  at  Syracuse.  He  married  Miss  Annabel  Martin,  and  they 
have  a  daughter,  Sally  Anne.

Mr.  Slack  is  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  be¬ 
longs  to  Bethany  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  821,  and  is  Past  Noble  Grand 
of  Riverside  Lodge  No.  334,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  having 
been  identified  with  the  latter  organization  for  a  period  of  45  years. 


Charles  C.  Jacobs  is  widely  known  in  Jefferson  County  as  the  able 
principal  of  Adams  Center  High  School.  He  was  born  at  Penfield,  Monroe 
County,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  8,  1904,  the  son  of  Walter  and  Maud  (Hill)  Jacobs. 

Walter  Jacobs  is  a  native  of  Wayne  County  and  his  wife  was  born  at 
Penfield,  where  the  family  lives.  He  is  a  successful  truck  farmer  and  is 
also  interested  in  the  poultry  business.  Mr.  Jacobs  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Grange.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Jacobs  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Dr.  Darwin,  dentist,  lives  at 
Rochester.  2.  Dr.  Everett,  physician,  lives  at  Hudson.  3.  Charles  C.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Marion,  married  Irving  Woodworth,  lives  at 
Rochester,  and  they  have  a  son,  William. 

The  early  education  of  Charles  C.  Jacobs  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Penfield,  and  after  his  graduation  from  Fairport  High  School 
in  1921,  he  attended  Geneseo  Normal  School.  Mr.  Jacobs  was  interested 
in  farming  for  one  year  before  engaging  in  the  teaching  profession.  He 
taught  school  for  one  term  at  Walworth,  Monroe  County,  and  in  1927 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Syracuse  University.  Three 
years  later  he  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  the  same  insti¬ 
tution.  From  September,  1927,  until  July  1,  1931,  Mr.  Jacobs  served  as 
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principal  of  Lafargeville  High  School.  He  came  to  Adams  Center  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  year  in  1931.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  Teachers  Association  and  Jefferson-Lewis  Principals  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

In  1927  Mr.  Jacobs  married  Miss  Janet  DeRoos,  the  daughter  of  John 
and  Rica  (DeVriese)  DeRoos.  They  are  natives  of  Holland  and  well 
known  residents  of  Penfield.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacobs  have  a  son,  Ronald 
Charles,  born  April  18,  1931. 

Mr.  Jacobs  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  Lafargeville  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  171;  Pi  Mu  Epsilon,  Kappa  Phi  Kappa,  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  fraternities.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican. 


Charles  Sylvester  Bodman,  Jr.,  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Gouverneur, 
N.  Y.,  Aug.  28,  1882,  the  son  of  Charles  S.  Bodman  and  Anna  (Leary) 
Bodman.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  the  District  School  and  Gouverneur  High  School,  walk¬ 
ing  more  than  three  thousand  miles  to  attend  the  high  school,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1902.  During  his  school  life  in  competitive  examinations 
he  received  a  scholarship  in  Gouverneur  High  School  and  was  awarded 
a  scholarship  to  Cornell  University.  In  1903  he  entered  Albany  Law 
School  (Union  University),  from  which  he  graduated  in  1905  with  the 
degree  of  LL.  B.  On  Sept.  12,  1905,  he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York 
Bar  and  the  following  day  to  the  U.  S.  District  and  Circuit  Courts  and 
immediately  took  up  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y., 
where  he  still  practices  and  resides.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and 
has  served  eight  years  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  nine  years  as  super¬ 
visor  of  the  Town  of  Gouverneur,  during  which  time  he  was  chairman  of 
a  number  of  the  most  important  committees  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
In  1919  he  was  appointed  chairman  of  St.  Lawrence  County  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Committee,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  Jan.  1,  1926, 
and  since  that  date  has  been  regularly  employed  as  attorney  for  such 
committee,  besides  carrying  on  a  general  law  practice. 

Charles  S.  Bodman,  Sr.,  was  born  at  Theresa,  N.  Y.,  May  20,  1852,  the 
son  of  Sylvester  and  Susan  K.  Beardslee  Bodman.  In  his  early  life  he 
taught  school  for  several  years  and  later  specialized  in  farming  and  mar¬ 
ket  gardening  and  is  a  well  known  citizen  of  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
now  resides.  His  wife  was  born  near  Dublin,  Ireland,  a  daughter  of  Mar¬ 
tin  and  Mary  (O’Brien)  Leary,  who  were  well  known  early  settlers  of 
the  Town  of  Macomb,  N.  Y.  She  was  a  successful  teacher  before  her 
marriage  and  during  her  life  was  highly  respected  in  the  community  where 
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she  resided.  They  were  the  parents  of  two  children :  Mary  L.  (now  Mrs. 
George  Whitton),  residing  near  Pompey,  N.  Y.,  and  Charles  S.,  Jr.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 


Charles  Howard  Congdon.— As  publisher  of  the  Watertown  Daily 
Times,  Mr.  Congdon  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  prominent  business  men 
and  representative  citizens  of  Northern  New  York.  He  was  born  in 
Trumansburg,  New  York,  Aug.  31,  1870,  the  son  of  Rev.  Noyes  B.  and 
Ester  E.  (King)  Congdon. 

Rev.  Noyes  B.  Congdon  was  a  member  of  the  first  graduating  class  of 
Syracuse  University  in  1871.  He  was  born  at  Newfield,  N.  Y.,  and  his 
wife  was  a  native  of  Danby,  N.  Y.  As  a  minister  in  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  he  was  a  member  of  the  Genesee  Conference  and  was  promi¬ 
nent  throughout  Western  New  York  during  the  years  of  his  ministry.  He 
died  March  31,  1905,  and  his  wife  died  Aug.  19,  1898. 

Charles  Howard  Congdon  was  educated  at  Genesee  Wesleyan  Seminary 
at  Lima,  N.  Y.,  and  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1897  of  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  began  his  career  as  a  publisher  in  1901  with  the  Geneva 
Courier.  From  1904  to  1908  he  was  vice-president  and  advertising  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Geneva  Daily  Times  and  in  1908  came  to  the  Watertown  Daily 
Times  as  manager,  later  becoming  secretary,  treasurer  and  publisher. 

On  Sept.  1,  1898,  Mr.  Congdon  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Martha  E.  Caldwell  of  Syracuse,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University  of  the 
class  of  1897.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  Leslie  and  Harriet  J. 
(Sherman)  Caldwell  of  that  city,  where  Mr.  Caldwell  was  an  architect 
and  builder. 

Mr.  Congdon  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  newspaper  associa¬ 
tions,  has  been  president  of  the  New  York  Associated  Dailies,  president 
and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  New  York  State  Circulation  Managers 
Association,  and  for  six  years  secretary  of  the  New  York  State  Publishers 
Association,  of  which  he  was  also  one  of  the  organizers. 

Mr.  Congdon  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  has  the  following  club  and  lodge  affiliations:  Rotary  Club,  Black 
River  Valley  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Beta 
Theta  Pi  college  fraternity,  Ark  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  33,  Geneva ;  Water- 
town  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11; 
Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Media  Temple. 

Mr.  Congdon  has  also  been  active  in  promoting  public  health  work  in 
the  county  through  the  Jefferson  County  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Health 
Association,  of  which  he  has  been  president  since  its  organization  in  1922. 
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Louis  Adelsberger. — One  of  the  most  enterprising  business  men  of  Low- 
ville  is  Louis  Adelsberger,  owner  of  Hillside  Gardens,  and  leading  florist 
of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  in  Lehr-Baden  Province,  Germany,  Nov. 
25,  1880. 

The  education  of  Louis  Adelsberger  was  received  in  his  native  land 
and  in  1903  he  came  to  the  United  States.  He  spent  six  years  on  Long 
Island,  after  which  he  came  to  Lowville  as  landscape  gardener  on  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  D.  C.  West.  He  served  in  that  capacity  for  five  years,  and 
in  1916  established  his  present  business.  Hillside  Gardens  are  located 
just  outside  the  city  limits  of  Lowville  on  the  Watertown  road.  Although 
highly  successful  in  the  growing  of  hot  house  plants  and  flowers,  Mr. 
Adelsberger  specializes  in  landscape  gardening,  evergreen  trees,  shrubs 
and  perennial  plants.  The  nursery  and  greenhouses  cover  six  acres. 

On  Nov.  20,  1908,  Mr.  Adelsberger  was  married  in  New  York  City  to 
Miss  Wilhelmina  Katz,  who  was  born  in  Laun,  Austria,  April  29,  1886. 
She  came  to  the  United  States  in  1907.  Their  only  child,  Carolyn,  was 
born  in  New  York  City,  Nov.  24,  1909.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville 
Academy  and  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn,  class  of  1930.  She  is  now 
dietetian  at  Brownville  Hospital,  in  Brooklyn.  She  is  a  member  of  Delta 
Gamma  sorority,  and  American  Dietetic  Association. 

Mr.  Adelsberger  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134. 


Williston  Manley. — An  outstanding  figure  in  newspaper  circles  in  the 
North  Country  is  Williston  Manley,  who,  with  his  son,  Gilbert  Atwood 
Manley,  is  the  popular  owner,  editor  and  publisher  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
Plaindealer,  at  Canton.  He  was  born  at  Northampton,  Mass.,  April  15, 
1865,  the  son  of  Gilbert  B.  and  Martha  (Hyde)  Manley. 

Gilbert  B.  Manley  purchased  the  St.  Lawrence  Plaindealer  in  1873 
from  Col.  S.  B.  Remington,  who  had  founded  it  in  1856.  Gilbert  B.  Man- 
ley  was  born  at  Johnstown,  Fulton  County,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  1,  1829,  and  died 
at  Canton,  July  28,  1900.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  St. 
Lawrence  County.  Both  his  parents  had  died  when  he  was  seven  years 
of  age  and  at  that  time  he  was  adopted  by  Moses  Huntley,  of  Potsdam, 
N.  Y.,  who  reared  and  educated  him.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  old  St. 
Lawrence  Academy  and  Williams  College,  being  a  classmate  of  President 
Garfield  in  1856  at  the  latter  institution.  For  16  years  Mr.  Manley  taught 
school  in  New  York  and,  as  mentioned  above,  he  became  interested  in  the 
newspaper  business  in  1873  as  owner  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Plaindealer. 
Mr.  Manley  was  a  Republican  leader  in  his  community,  and  was  a  promi- 
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nent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  married  in  1856  to 
Miss  Martha  L.  Hyde,  the  daughter  of  Ephriam  Hyde,  a  native  of  Mon- 
son,  Mass.,  and  Harriet  (Green)  Hyde,  a  native  of  Mt.  Holly,  Vt.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Ada  L.,  born  Sept.  2,  1857,  died  in  1930,  was  the  wife 
of  Rollin  E.  Sumner,  who  died  in  1903.  He  was  editor  and  publisher  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  Herold  at  Potsdam.  2.  Williston,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Mark,  M.  D.,  born  in  1868,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Gilbert  B.  Manley  was  the  son  of  Rev.  George  and  Esther  (Smith) 
Manley.  The  former  was  born  at  Sandisfield,  Mass.,  in  1800,  and  was  an 
early  settler  of  DeKalb,  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  died  May  17,  1837, 
and  his  wife  died  July  13,  1837.  Their  children  were:  Allen  Smith;  Rev. 
Elisha  N.;  Frutilla;  Gilbert  B.;  and  Harriet.  Rev.  George  Manley  was 
the  son  of  George  Manley,  who  was  born  at  Sandisfield,  Mass.,  in  1775. 
The  latter  was  the  son  of  William  Manley,  who  was  born  at  Wethersfield, 
Dec.  25,  1735.  He  was  married  Oct.  9,  1752,  to  Mary  Burr.  William  Man- 
ley  was  the  son  of  Lazarus  Manley,  who  was  born  at  Boston,  Mass.,  Jan. 
30,  1703.  He  married  May  25,  1727,  Mary  Carter.  He  died  Nov.  11,  1788, 
and  his  wife  died  in  June,  1786.  Lazarus  Manley  was  the  son  of  William 
Manley,  who  was  born  in  Boston  in  1675.  He  married  Feb.  26,  1700, 
Sarah  Hartshorn.  William  Manley  was  probably  of  Scotch  ancestry  and 
his  family  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Williston  Manley  attended  the  public  schools  of  Canton  and  in  1888 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  St.  Lawrence  University. 
Upon  graduation  he  became  interested  in  the  newspaper  business  with  his 
father.  At  his  father’s  death  in  1900  he  assumed  full  control  of  the 
publication.  Mr.  Manley’s  son,  Gilbert  Atwood  Manley,  has  been  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  paper  since  graduation  from  St.  Lawrence  University  in 
1916,  and  since  1928  he  has  been  a  partner  in  the  business. 

In  1891  Mr.  Manley  married  Miss  Mary  Louise  Atwood,  who  died  in 
1923.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  I.  M.  and  Myra  (Church)  Atwood, 
who  were  natives  of  Holley,  N.  Y.  They  are  buried  at  Canton.  Dr.  At¬ 
wood  came  to  Canton  as  president  of  the  Theological  School  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  University.  He  later  was  general  secretary  of  the  Universalist 
General  Convention  with  headquarters  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1912 
became  pastor  of  the  Canton  Universalist  Church.  He  retired  in  1917  and 
with  his  wife  removed  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  died  soon  after. 
To  Williston  and  Mary  Louise  (Atwood)  Manley  were  born  two  children: 
1.  Elaine,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1914,  now  a 
teacher  at  Passaic,  N.  J.  2.  Gilbert  Atwood,  born  Oct.  31,  1893,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1916.  He  served  in  the  World 
War  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  was  discharged  on  Jan.  9,  1919,  as  a  first 
class  yeoman.  He  was  married  in  1922  to  Miss  Alice  Gertrude  Reynolds, 
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and  they  have  two  children:  Margaret  Louise,  and  Janet.  Mr.  Manley 
is  Past  Commander  of  John  C.  Pegg’s  Post  No.  57,  American  Legion; 
past  president  of  the  Club  of  Canton;  member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  frater¬ 
nity;  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  Ill;  and  St.  Lawrence  Uni¬ 
versity  Alumni  Association,  of  which  he  is  secretary. 

Williston  Manley  is  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated  with  St.  Lawrence 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  Ill;  St.  Lawrence  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  32; 
St.  Lawrence  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  28.  He  has  been  president  of  the 
Canton  Advertising  Club;  president  of  the  Stillwater  Club  for  18  years; 
president  of  the  St.  Lawrence  University  Alumni  Association;  and  holds 
membership  in  the  New  York  State  Press  Association.  He  is  a  trustee 
of  St.  Lawrence  University  and  a  member  of  the  executive  committee.  In 
his  newspaper  work  Mr.  Manley  has  for  many  years  published  a  personal 
column  weekly  entitled  “The  Rounder,”  which  has  attracted  more  than 
local  attention. 


William  J.  L.  Millar,  M.  D.— Descended  from  a  very  old  family  of  phy¬ 
sicians  and  surgeons,  Dr.  Millar,  of  Rensselaer  Falls,  has  himself  had  a 
wide  and  successful  experience  as  a  physician  and  surgeon.  He  was  born 
at  South  Mountain,  Ont.,  May  25,  1865,  the  son  of  Dr.  William  J.  L.  and 
Ada  J.  B.  (West)  Millar. 

Dr.  William  J.  L.  Millar  was  born  at  Newboro,  Province  of  Ontario, 
June  27,  1839,  and  died  Dec.  19,  1904.  His  wife  was  born  at  Kempville, 
Ontario.  She  died  March  6,  1906.  Both  are  buried  in  Blue  Church  Ceme¬ 
tery,  near  Prescott,  Ontario.  William  J.  L.  Millar  read  medicine  in  the 
office  of  his  father,  and  established  offices  at  DeKalb,  St.  Lawrence  County, 
in  1865.  Later,  he  was  located  at  Russell,  N.  Y.,  and  he  subsequently 
studied  at  the  University  of  Buffalo,  from  which  he  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1885.  In  1901  he  removed  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and 
he  was  living  there  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  Republican  and 
held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  To  William  J.  L.  and  Ada 
J.  B.  (West)  Millar  were  born  four  children:  1.  James  C.  W.,  a  ranch 
owner,  lives  at  Malta,  Mont.  2.  William  J.  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
3.  Arthur  W.  W.,  a  contractor,  lives  at  Old  Forge,  N.  Y.  4.  Dr.  Reginald 
C.  M.,  a  physician,  lives  at  Forested,  Mo. 

Dr.  William  J.  L.  Millar,  Sr.,  was  the  son  of  Dr.  William  J.  Millar,  who 
was  born  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  in  1795.  He  was  graduated  from  Dublin 
University,  and  came  to  the  United  States  in  1832,  and  taught  Greek  and 
Latin  in  the  college  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.  Four  years  later  he  was  graduated 
from  the  College  of  Physicians  &  Surgeons  of  the  Western  District,  now 
Syracuse  University.  Later,  he  returned  to  Newboro,  Ontario,  and  prac- 
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ticed  there  successfully  until  his  death  in  1858.  In  1837  he  married  Miss 
Eliza  Moore  of  Brockville,  Ontario.  He  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Alexander 
Millar,  of  the  English  Army,  who  was  killed  during  the  rebellion  in  Ire¬ 
land  in  1798.  He  was  of  Scotch  birth. 

William  J.  L.  Millar,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Russell  and  Canton,  N.  Y.,  and  taught  school  for  some 
time  at  Downerville,  Cranberry  Lake,  Fine,  and  Clare.  During  this  time 
he  studied  medicine  in  the  office  of  his  father,  and  later  entered  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Buffalo,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  in  1893.

Pauline  Edith,  married  R.  J.  Miller,  lives 
at  Richville,  N.  Y.  They  have  four  children:  H.  Murray,  June  Amelia, 
Merrill  Robert,  and  Mary  Jane.  3.  Matthew  W.,  deceased.  4.  Beulah 
Beatrice,  a  teacher  of  music,  lives  at  home. 

Politically,  Doctor  Millar  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Fellowship  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  749,  Past  Master;  and 
Rensselaer  Falls  Grange,  Past  Master  and  Treasurer.  He  was  the  first 
president  of  the  old  Arsenal  Teachers  &  Pupils  Association  of  Russell. 


Percy  E.  Ball,  who  is  principal  of  Evans  Mills  High  School,  is  promi¬ 
nently  identified  with  the  educational  life  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was 
born  at  Theresa,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  4,  1903,  the  son  of  Thomas  E.  and  Clara  E. 
(Parker)  Ball. 

Thomas  E.  Ball  is  a  successful  farmer  and  is  the  owner  of  a  well  im¬ 
proved  farm  of  73  acres  near  Theresa.  He  was  born  in  England  and  was 
19  years  of  age  when  he  came  to  this  country  and  settled  in  Oswego 
County,  N.  Y.  His  wife  was  born  at  Theresa  and  died  there  in  1921. 
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Their  children  are:  1.  Gilbert,  who  is  principal  of  Morristown  (N.  Y.) 
High  School.  2.  Percy  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Sophia,  a  teacher 
of  English  in  Morristown  High  School. 

After  his  graduation  from  Theresa  High  School  in  1920,  Percy  E. 
Ball  devoted  18  months  to  the  teaching  profession  in  Jeiferson  County.

Herman  L.  Vaughan  grew  up  at  Verona,  where  he  received  his  early 
education.  He  was  graduated  from  high  school  in  1925,  and  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Hamilton  College  in  1929.

William  Hall  was  born  at  Natural  Bridge.  As  a  young  man  he  enlisted 
for  service  in  the  Civil  War  and  was  a  member  of  the  20th  New  York 
Volunteer  Cavalry.  After  his  discharge  from  the  service  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  in  business  with  his  father,  a  well  known  manufacturer  of  lime. 
Later,  in  association  with  his  brother,  the  name  of  the  firm  became  Hall 
Brothers  Lime  Company.  Until  his  retirement  Mr.  Hall  was  identified 
with  this  enterprise.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Natural  Bridge,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Universalist

Grover  King,  deceased,  lives  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y. ;  Perley  M.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  Bert,  deceased;  Homer,  deceased;  William,  lives  at  Ilion, 
N.  Y.;  Frank,  lives  at  Orwell,  N.  Y.;  and  Charles,  of  Orwell,  a  World  War 
veteran. 

Perley  M.  Hall  attended  the  public  schools  of  Natural  Bridge  and  was 
graduated  from  high  school  in  1891.  He  was  employed  for  a  time  by  the 
Adams-Duford  Company,  of  Chaumont,  N.  Y.,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  Mr.  Hall  enlisted  June  2,  1898,  and  served  in  Cuba 
as  a  member  of  Company  G,  9th  U.  S.  Regulars,  later  being  transferred  to 
Company  H,  11th  U.  S.  Regular  Infantry,  and  remained  in  Porto  Rico  until 
after  peace  was  declared.

Mr.  Hall  removed  to  his 
present  location  in  1925  and  has  since  had  the  agency  for  the  Nash  and 
Dodge  cars,  as  well  as  Selden  and  Walters  trucks.  His  business  is  located 
at  320  North  School  Street. 

In  1902  Mr.  Hall  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ellen  Ward,  the 
daughter  of  Fred  Ward,  of  Carthage.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  have  three'  chil¬ 
dren:  Howard  and  Lyle,  who  are  associated  in  the  automobile  business 
with  their  father  in  Carthage ;  and  Alice,  a  student.

Dr.  Ben  H.  Bohall,  who  has  since  1916  engaged  in  the  successful  prac¬ 
tice  of  optometry  in  Oswego,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born 
at  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  April  13, 1892,  the  son  of  Harrison  A.  and  Ella  E.  (Bence) 
Bohall. 

Harrison  A.  Bohall,  who  died  in  Oswego  in  1919,  was  a  native  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County.  His  life  was  spent  as  a  farmer  and  merchant  and  for  several 
years  he  lived  in  the  state  of  Iowa.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  living 
retired  in  Oswego.  He  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery.  Mr.  Bohall  was 
a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  widow  re¬ 
sides  at  Troy,  N.  Y. 

After  spending  his  early  life  at  Oneida,  Ben  H.  Bohall  was  graduated 
from  Oswego  High  School.  He  subsequently  entered  Columbia  University 
and  was  graduated  from  the  School  of  Optometry  there  in  1915.  Dr. 
Bohall  took  graduate  work  at  the  South  Bend  College  of  Optics  in  Indiana, 
spent  one  year  in  practice  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  in  1916  came  to  Oswego. 
He  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  on  July  3,  1917,  and  served  as  a 
bugler.  He  was  stationed  at  the  Canadian  border  throughout  the  war 
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period  and  was  discharged  Sept.  1,  1919.  He  immediately  resumed  his 
practice  in  Oswego  at  that  time.  Dr.  Bohall  has  offices  at  63  West  Bridge 
Street.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-City  Optometric  Society,  Syracuse 
Optometric  Society,  New  York  State  Optometric  Society,  American  Opto¬ 
metric  Association,  and  American  Academy  of  Optometry. 

In  1919  Dr.  Bohall  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Beatrice  I.  Bule- 
more,  of  Medina,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  J.  and  Harriet  E. 
(Canham)  Bulemore.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bohall  have  a  son,  Richard  A.,  born 
Aug.  24,  1922. 

Dr.  Bohall  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Oswego  Country  Club,  Leather  Stocking 
Club,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Order  of 
Eastern  Star,  and  Women’s  City  Club  of  Oswego,  and  is  active  in  church 
work. 


J.  Shepard  Hart. — Active  and  progressive  in  the  business  affairs  of 
Oswego  is  J.  Shepard  Hart,  who  is  identified  with  the  Peerless  Ice  Com¬ 
pany,  of  197  West  5th  Street.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  June  15,  1889, 
the  son  of  James  Monroe  and  Sophia  (Ould)  Hart. 

James  Monroe  Hart,  deceased,  was  the  founder  of  the  Peerless  Ice 
Company,  and  was  among  Oswego’s  representative  citizens.  He  was  born 
in  this  city,  as  was  also  his  wife.  For  several  years  after  his  graduation 
from  high  school,  Mr.  Hart  was  interested  in  the  dry  goods  business.  In 
1900  he  established  the  Peerless  Ice  Company,  which  enjoyed  a  splendid 
and  rapid  growth  under  his  capable  management.  The  company’s  business 
at  that  time  extended  within  a  radius  of  60  miles  of  Oswego,  and  approxi¬ 
mately  30,000  tons  of  ice  were  sold  annually.  Mr.  Hart  prided  himself  on 
the  company’s  fine  horses  and  owned  20  teams  for  delivery  service.  He 
was  also  interested  in  farming  and  owned  a  well  improved  farm  of  367 
acres  at  Crystal  Lake,  where  he  specialized  in  dairy  farming.  A  hobby 
of  his  was  pigeons  and  he  owned  more  than  300  birds  at  one  time.  Subse¬ 
quently,  he  disposed  of  his  farm  for  Rochester  business  property.  He  died 
Feb.  26,  1929,  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  His  wife  died 
in  1906.  They  held  membership  in  the  Congregational  Church,  and  Mr. 
Hart  belonged  to  the  Fortnightly  Club.  Politically,  he  was  a  Republican. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hart  were  bom  three  children:  1.  John  J.,  married  Sarah 
Johnson,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  2.  J.  Shepard,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Susan  Clarine,  lives  at  Oswego. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  J.  Shepard  Hart  be¬ 
came  identified  with  his  father’s  business  interests  in  Oswego  and  since 
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the  latter’s  death  in  1929  he  has  been  in  complete  charge  of  the  enterprise. 
The  company  now  operates  a  fleet  of  six  motor  trucks  and  practically 
supplies  the  entire  city  of  Oswego  with  ice. 

On  June  30,  1925,  Mr.  Hart  was  united  in  marriage  at  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
with  Miss  Mollie  Murray,  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  T.  and 
Anna  (Ulton)  Murray.  Mr.  Murray  died  in  Oswego  in  1929  and  is  buried 
in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery.  His  widow  still  lives  in  this  city.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hart  have  two  sons:  1.  James  M.,  born  May  4,  1926.  2.  Murray  Ould, 
born  Nov.  15,  1927. 

Mr.  Hart  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  and  his  wife  belongs  to  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church. 

Mr.  Hart  owns  Crystal  Lake,  which  is  one  of  the  fishermen’s  rendezvous 
in  this  section  of  the  State.  He  is  an  enthusiastic  sportsman  and  especially 
enjoys  fishing  and  hunting. 


Lieut.  John  F.  Woolshlager. — As  supervisor  of  Denmark  and  mayor 
of  Castorland,  John  F.  Woolshlager  is  widely  and  favorably  known  in 
Lewis  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Beaver 
Falls,  N.  Y.,  March  26,  1886,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Rosalia  (Kohler)  Wool¬ 
shlager. 

Jacob  Woolshlager  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Wynau  Canton,  Berne, 
Switzerland.  They  have  lived  in  New  York  State  for  many  years  and  are 
well  known  residents  of  Castorland.  Until  1900  Mr.  Woolshlager  was 
employed  by  T.  B.  Basselin,  lumber  dealer,  of  Croghan,  and  he  has  since 
been  interested  in  general  farming.  Mr.  Woolshlager  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  the  Evangelical  Church,  of  Naumburg,  and  belongs  to  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Grange.  There  were  five  children 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woolshlager:  1.  John  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Jacob,  Jr.,  farmer,  lives  at  Castorland.  3.  Fred  H.,  who  is  postmaster 
of  Castorland.  4.  Theodore  P.,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  class 
of  1922.  He  specialized  in  the  study  of  forestry  and  is  now  a  government 
inspector  in  that  department.  5.  Clara,  a  teacher  in  the  Carthage  public 
schools. 

John.  F.  Woolshlager  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  Castorland. 
For  several  years  he  was  identified  with  the  lumber  interests  of  T.  B. 
Basselin.  On  Nov.  1,  1904,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  was  sent  to 
Norfolk,  Va.,  as  an  apprentice  seaman.  He  served  for  four  years,  being 
honorably  discharged  Oct.  31,  1908,  as  a  second  class  gunner’s  mate.  He 
reenlisted  Jan.  25,  1909,  in  New  York  City  as  a  gunner’s  mate,  and  was 
sent  to  the  Seaman’s  Gunner  School  at  Newport,  R.  I.  He  served  on  the 
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U.  S.  S.  Idaho  for  four  years,  and  was  then  honorably  discharged.  He 
again  enlisted  in  April,  1913,  and  spent  four  months  in  the  study  of 
general  electricity,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Wyo¬ 
ming  as  chief  gunner’s  mate.  After  his  discharge  in  April,  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  attended 
the  First  Officers  Training  School  and  was  commissioned  a  second  lieu¬ 
tenant.  He  was  attached  to  the  312th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  and  in 
May,  1918,  went  overseas  aboard  the  English  transport  ship,  Port  Mel¬ 
bourne.  He  was  stationed  with  the  English  forces  and  was  promoted  to 
first  lieutenant  and  in  August,  1918,  the  organization  was  transferred  to 
the  American  sector.  His  company  participated  in  the  offensive  of  St. 
Mihiel,  and  during  the  Argonne  drive  Lieut.  Woolshlager  was  seriously 
wounded,  Oct.  18,  1918.  He  was  sent  to  Base  Hospital  No.  26,  and  in 
February,  1919,  was  returned  to  the  United  States  and  sent  to  Base 
Hospital  No.  5,  at  Fort  Ontario,  N.  Y.  He  was  later  moved  to  General 
Hospital  No.  2,  and  subsequently  to  Walter  Reed  Hospital  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  He  was  finally  discharged  June  22,  1920,  and  in  that  year  was 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  for  bravery  under  fire  at  the 
Battle  of  the  Argonne.  Mr.  Woolshlager  returned  to  Castorland  and  after 
a  year  of  convalescence  received  the  appointment  of  assistant  postmaster. 
He  served  in  that  capacity  until  1928,  at  which  time  he  assumed  his 
present  duties  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Denmark.  He  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  mayor  of  Castorland  in  1930. 

On  June  22,  1921,  Mr.  Woolshlager  married  Miss  Mabel  E.  McQuown, 
former  army  nurse,  serving  during  the  World  War,  of  Oil  City,  Pa.,  the 
daughter  of  Carl  B.  and  Anna  (James)  McQuown,  natives  of  Pennsylvania. 
Mr.  McQuown  lives  at  Oil  City,  Pa.  His  wife  died  in  1912.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Woolshlager  have  been  born  three  children:  1.  Richard  James,  born 
Dec.  10,  1923.  2.  Rosalia  Anne,  born  July  20,  1925.  3.  Robert  Felix,  born 
Jan.  1,  1932.  Mr.  Woolshlager  is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion. 

Mr.  Woolshlager  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  and  Ismailia  Temple, 
A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S.  He  belongs  to  the  American  Legion,  Urban  Karcher 
Post,  Castorland,  of  which  he  was  commander  in  1922-23-28.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Army  and  Navy  Legion  of  Valor,  78th  Division  Veterans 
Association,  and  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  being  Scout  Master  of  Troop  No. 
58,  Castorland.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Lowville  Fish  &  Game  Club 
and  Beaver  River  Fish  &  Game  Club.  He  is  a  life  member  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association.  In  1924-25-26-27  and  28  he  shot  as  an  individual  at  the 
National  Rifle  matches  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio.  In  1929  he  was  a  member  of 
the  American  Legion  National  Team  and  in  1930-31  a  member  of  the 
American  Legion  International  “F.  I.  D.  A.  C.”  Team  and  was  captain  of 
the  1931  team. 
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Olin  J.  Mowry,  M.  D. — Numbered  among  the  able  young  professional 
men  of  Oswego  County  is  Doctor  Mowry,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in 
practice  at  Minetto.  He  was  born  at  Matteson,  Mich.,  Feb.  4,  1897,  the  son 
of  John  H.  and  Ada  M.  (Annis)  Mowry. 

Christopher  Mowry,  great-great-grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  located  in  St.  Joseph  County,  Mich.,  about  1814,  having  come  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pa.  He  became  a  prosperous  farmer  and  had  a  family  of 
12  children,  of  whom  his  son,  Christopher,  was  the  husband  of  Julia 
Wallace,  and  they  had  six  children.  Their  oldest  son,  John  H.,  was  the 
father  of  Olin  J.  Mowry. 

John  H.  Mowry  was  born  in  Ottawa,  Mich.  He  was  reared  and  educated 
in  St.  Joseph  County  and  is  a  graduate  of  Albion  College.  He  farmed  in 
Michigan  until  1915,  at  which  time  he  sold  his  interests  and  removed  to 
New  York  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Sherburne,  where  he  lived  for  ten 
years.  He  has  since  been  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  640  acres  near  Tully 
in  Onondaga  County.  Mr.  Mowry  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Battle  Creek,  Mich.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  1.  Mrs.  William  Williams,  lives  at  Tully,  N.  Y.  2.  Olin  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Elwell,  lives  at  New  Berlin,  N.  Y.  4.  Mrs.  Paul 
Houck,  lives  at  Tully,  N.  Y.  5.  Neal,  lives  at  Apulia  Station,  N.  Y.  6. 
Newell,  lives  at  Tully,  N.  Y.  7.  Guy,  lives  at  Ithaca,  N.  J.,  attending  Cornell 
University.  8.  Merlin,  lives  at  Tully,  N.  Y.  9.  Clytus,  attends  Syracuse 
University.  10.  Merna,  who  died  in  1915  at  the  age  of  three  years. 

The  boyhood  of  Olin  J.  Mowry  was  spent  in  Michigan,  and  he  is  a 
graduate  of  Mendon  High  School,  class  of  1915.  He  assisted  his  father  in 
farming  for  four  years,  and  after  his  marriage  in  1919  he  became  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Nestle  Food  Company,  where  he  remained  for  18  months. 
He  then  was  associated  with  the  grocery  firm  of  Pope  &  Mowry  at  New 
Berlin,  N.  Y.,  for  a  time,  after  which  he  entered  Syracuse  University.  He 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1926  and  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  in  1929.  After  22  months  as  an  interne  in  the  Syracuse  General 
Hospital  Doctor  Mowry  located  at  Minetto  in  September,  1930.  He  has 
already  established  an  excellent  practice  and  is  well  liked  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 

During  the  World  War  Doctor  Mowry  served  in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Re¬ 
serves  at  Pelham  Bay,  N.  Y.,  and  was  discharged  on  Dec.  31,  1918.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  American  Legion  at  Minetto,  N.  Y. 

On  Oct.  15,  1919,  Doctor  Mowry  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Ruth  E.  Holdridge,  of  New  Berlin,  the  daughter  of  C.  P.  and  Myrtle 
(Thomas)  Holdridge.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holdridge  both  died  in  1927  and  are 
buried  at  New  Berlin,  N.  Y.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Mowry  have  a  daughter, 
Roberta  Jean,  born  Dec.  27,  1929. 
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Doctor  Mowry  is  a  member  of  the  Oswego  County  Medical  Society,  New 
York  State  Medical  Society  and  American  Medical  Association.  He  is 
associated  with  the  staff  of  the  Syracuse  General  Hospital  and  is  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  Oswego  Hospital. 

Politically,  Doctor  Mowry  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  and  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa  fraternity. 

Before  her  marriage  Mrs.  Mowry  was  identified  for  four  years  with 
the  law  firm  of  McKenzie-Smith  &  Lewis,  of  Syracuse,  as  clerk,  and  for 
a  time  was  private  secretary  to  Judge  Lewis. 


John  S.  Parsons. — One  of  the  widely  known  business  men  of  the  North 
Country  is  John  S.  Parsons,  ship  chandler,  who  has  successfully  conducted 
a  business  at  Oswego  for  almost  half  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Oswego, 
Dec.  25,  1864,  the  son  of  Capt.  John  and  Eliza  (McAuley)  Parsons. 

Capt.  John  Parsons  was  a  native  of  Yarmouth,  England,  and  for  many 
years  was  prominent  as  a  master  on  the  Great  Lakes.  He  came  to  the 
United  States  when  20  years  of  age,  after  having  been  on  the  seas  since 
early  boyhood  as  a  sailor.  He  became  identified  with  navigation  on  the 
Great  Lakes  and  was  a  well  known  figure  in  this  region.  He  was  also 
an  ardent  yachtsman.  Mr.  Parsons  served  as  chief  customs  inspector  for 
Oswego  for  many  years  and  was  inspector  of  the  U.  S.  Engineering  Corps 
for  ten  years.  He  was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  served  as  alderman. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  life  long  members  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  he  belonged  to  Frontier  City  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  422.  Mr.  Parsons 
died  in  1912  at  the  age  of  80  years  and  his  wife  died  in  1923.  Both  are 
buried  at  Oswego.  Their  children  were:  Fannie,  who  died  in  1880;  Mrs. 
Charles  S.  Wright,  lives  at  Oswego;  John  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Mrs.  George  H.  Hunt,  lives  at  Oswego;  Mrs.  Fred  C.  Westfall,  lives  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  and  Elizabeth  G.,  who  died  in  1885. 

The  boyhood  of  John  S.  Parsons  was  spent  in  Oswego,  where  he  was 
educated.  On  Aug.  15,  1881,  he  entered  the  employ  of  Daniel  Lyons  & 
Son,  ship  chandler,  and  continued  with  that  firm  until  March  12,  1890,  at 
which  time  Mr.  Parsons  purchased  the  business.  He  is  known  throughout 
this  entire  region  as  a  reliable  business  man  and  handles  a  complete  line 
of  ship  supplies,  including  paints,  oils,  varnishes,  etc.  It  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  complete  business  houses  of  this  type  in  the  Great  Lakes 
district.  Mr.  Parsons  is  also  a  director  of  the  First  &  Second  National 
Bank  &  Trust  Company,  of  Oswego. 

On  Feb.  11,  1902,  Mr.  Parsons  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cora 
M.  Capron,  of  Ilion,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Charles  A.  and  Mary  (Jones) 
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Capron.  He  was  born  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1894.  His  wife  was  a 
native  of  Wales  and  died  in  1927.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Parsons  have  no  children. 
She  is  a  charter  member  of  Fort  Oswego  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution,  and  has  been  regent  for  several  terms.  She  was  State  Librarian  for 
the  D.  A.  R.,  and  is  chairman  of  the  U.  S.  Legislation  of  the  organization. 
Mrs.  Parsons  is  a  graduate  of  the  Oswego  State  Normal  School.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Oswego  Hospital  Society,  the  State  Historical  Society, 
Women’s  City  Club  of  Oswego  and  the  Women’s  National  Republican  Club 
of  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Parsons  has  always  been  a  Republican  in  politics  and  for  40  years 
has  been  county  committeeman  of  the  First  Ward.  In  1888  he  was  elected 
alderman  of  the  First  Ward  of  Oswego,  being  the  youngest  alderman  ever 
elected  to  that  office  in  the  city  up  to  that  time.  In  1898,  until  1900,  he 
served  as  county  clerk  of  Oswego  County.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Oswego 
Historical  Society  and  belongs  to  the  Oswego  Yacht  Club,  Oswego  Country 
Club,  Oswego  City  Club,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations :  Frontier 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  422,  of  which  he  has  been  treasurer  for  27  years; 
Lake  Ontario  Chapter  R.  A.  M. ;  Lake  Ontario  Commandery ;  Media 
Temple;  Elks  Lodge;  and  Kiwanis  Club,  and  National  Republican  Club 
of  New  York  City.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Parsons  have  traveled  extensively,  hav¬ 
ing  made  a  world  cruise  in  1929,  and  they  also  have  visited  the  West 
Indies  on  several  occasions.  They  live  at  56  Montcalm  Street,  Oswego. 

In  1922  Mr.  Parsons  was  chief  of  Federal  Prohibition  Forces  for  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  he  served  as  executive  auditor  for  the  State  of 
New  York  under  Governor  Whitman  in  1918  and  under  Governor  Miller  in 
1921.  He  was  U.  S.  Collector  of  Customs  for  four  years  under  President 
Taft,  and  has  held  the  offices  of  police  and  fire  commissioner. 


Thomas  Henderson  Bennett,  who  lives  retired  from  business  at  150 
West  Sixth  Street,  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  is  a  member  of  a  family  that  has  been 
identified  with  the  history  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  April  4,  1863, 
the  son  of  Isaac  W.  Bennett  and  Helen  M.  (Henderson)  Bennett. 

Isaac  W.  Bennett  was  born  at  Bennetts  Bridge  in  the  town  of  Orwell, 
June  14,  1829,  and  throughout  his  life  was  interested  in  dairy  farming. 
He  and  his  wife  held  membership  in  the  Congregational  Church  at  Altmar, 
N.  Y.  Mr.  Bennett  died  Dec.  18,  1913.  His  wife,  who  was  born  Feb.  4, 
1829,  died  Sept.  21,  1913.  They  had  two  sons:  Gill  H.,  who  died  in  1906, 
and  Thomas  Henderson,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Isaac  W.  Bennett  was  the  son  of  Gill  Bennett,  who  came  with  his 
father,  Nathaniel  Bennett,  and  several  brothers  and  sisters,  to  New  York 
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from  Vermont  in  1803  and  in  the  spring  of  that  year  they  settled  on 
Salmon  River,  in  the  town  of  Orwell  near  what  is  now  known  as  Bennetts 
Bridge.  He  died  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  ninety-seven  years. 

Thomas  Henderson  Bennett  attended  school  near  Bennett  Bridge  and 
the  village  of  Sandy  Creek  and  in  1882  was  graduated  from  Pulaski 
Academy.  For  several  years  thereafter  he  was  employed  by  the  Post  & 
Henderson  Company  at  their  grist  mill  and  lumber  operations  in  Oswego 
County  with  office  at  Altmar,  N.  Y.  In  the  year  1885  he  was  appointed 
Deputy  Collector  of  Customs  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  by  the  late  Isaac  B. 
Poucher,  Collector.  In  the  spring  of  1887  he  resigned  from  that  office 
and  entered  the  employ  of  the  Oswego  Water  Works  Company  and  the 
following  year  he  succeeded  Henry  H.  Lyman  as  secretary  and  superin¬ 
tendent  of  that  company.  Mr.  Bennett  held  that  office  from  1887  to  1905, 
when  the  works  was  sold  to  the  City  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  then  he  remained 
with  it  for  two  years  and  was  the  first  superintendent  and  secretary  under 
city  ownership.  During  his  management  of  the  water  works  he  held  the 
office  of  director,  treasurer,  and  vice  president  of  the  American  Water 
Works  Association,  a  nation  wide  organization.  In  1905  he  again  became 
identified  with  the  Post  &  Henderson  Company  as  manager  of  its  manu¬ 
facturing  business  at  Little  River,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  and  other 
parts  of  the  Adirondacks  which  covered  over  16,000  acres  of  timber  in  the 
last  operation,  equipped  with  a  modern  mills  and  railroad.  In  1911  he 
purchased  the  control  of  the  corporation  and  the  next  year  became  the  sole 
owner  of  its  capital  stock.  During  his  ownership  of  that  company  he  was 
a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Lumber  Dealers  Association  and  served 
as  director,  treasurer  and  was  president  during  the  years  1922-23.  In 
1926  he  disposed  of  his  holdings  in  the  company  to  the  T.  J.  Burke  Lumber 
Company  and  retired  from  business.  He  is  now  vice  president  of  the 
Oswego  County  Savings  Bank,  of  which  he  has  been  a  trustee  for  14  years. 
He  is  director  and  vice  president  of  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  Highway 
Association  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Oswego  County  Automobile 
Club  of  which  he  was  president  for  five  years.  He  was  also  director  and 
president  of  the  State  Automobile  Association  for  two  years.  He  is  vice 
president  of  the  New  York  State  Waterways  Association  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Oswego  Harbor  &  Dock  Commission  since  its  organization 
in  1923. 

In  1900  Mr.  Bennett  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  E.  Scott 
of  Station  Island,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Ruth  (Hardy)  Scott 
of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  natives  of  Becles,  England,  who  settled  in  Oswego  in 
the  early  sixties.  To  this  union  was  born  one  daughter  on  May  19,  1903, 
named  Ruth  Hardy  Bennett,  who  attended  the  schools  of  Oswego  and 
was  graduated  from  Wellesley  College  in  June,  1926,  and  the  same  year

was  married  to  Thomas  G.  Newton,  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  a  graduate  of  Syra¬ 
cuse  University  in  the  class  of  1925,  and  is  now  assistant  employment 
manager  of  the  White  Motor  Car  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Mary 
Scott  Bennett  died  in  November,  1913,  and  in  the  year  1915  Mr.  Bennett 
was  married  to  Anna  F.  Bickford,  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.  Since  1926  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bennett  have  spent  the  winters  in  Florida,  residing  at  615  South 
Ridgewood  Avenue,  Daytona  Beach,  and  the  summer  seasons  at  their  home 
in  Oswego. 


Hon.  Bertrand  H.  Snell. — Outstanding  among  the  citizens  of  Potsdam, 
both  for  his  business  ability  and  for  his  public  spirited  concern  in  the 
affairs  of  the  community,  is  Bertrand  H.  Snell,  who  has  served  continu¬ 
ously  as  a  member  of  congress  from  the  31st  Congressional  District  of 
New  York  since  1915.  Mr.  Snell  -was  born  at  Colton,  St.  Lawrence  County, 
Dec.  9,  1870,  the  son  of  Hollis  and  Flora  (Kimball)  Snell. 

Hollis  Snell  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  in  Clinton 
County,  N.  Y.,  and  spent  most  of  his  life  at  Colton,  where  he  successfully 
engaged  in  the  lumber  business  until  1885,  when  he  removed  to  Potsdam, 
where  he  died  in  1891.  His  wife  was  born  in  Vermont  and  died  in  1911. 
Throughout  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Snell  served  as  a  member  of  the  11th  New 
York  Cavalry.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Two  sons  were  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snell:  Bertrand  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  and  Kimball 
J.,  who  is  identified  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  at  Albany. 

After  his  graduation  from  Colton  High  School,  Bertrand  H.  Snell 
attended  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
1889.  He  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  at  Amherst  College  in  1894,  LL.  D., 
Amherst,  1929,  and  in  that  year  became  identified  with  the  Racquette 
River  Paper  Company.  He  resigned  in  1902  as  secretary  and  general 
manager  of  the  company,  and  at  that  time  sold  his  interests  to  George  W. 
Sisson.  Mr.  Snell  then  entered  the  lumber  business  and  organized  the 
Canton  Lumber  Company,  with  which  he  was  actively  identified  until 
1908.  In  1910  he  purchased  a  power  site  at  Higley  Falls,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
spent  three  years  in  developing  a  plant,  which  was  one  of  the  few  water 
power  developments  owned  and  operated  by  one  man.  It  was  later  leased 
to  the  Aluminum  Company  of  America,  and  subsequently  purchased  by 
them.  In  1907  Mr.  Snell  became  associated  with  the  Phenix  Cheese  Com¬ 
pany  in  New  York  City,  and  was  vice  president  until  1917,  at  which  time 
he  was  elected  president  and  general  manager.  He  retired  from  the  firm 
in  1925.  Mr.  Snell  was  also  one  of  the  owners  of  the  Potsdam  Milling 
Company.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company  of 
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Watertown  and  was  a  director  of  St.  Lawrence  National  Bank  of  Canton, 
Citizens  National  Bank  of  Potsdam,  Gould  Pump  Works  of  Seneca  Falls, 
and  trustee  of  the  Potsdam  Savings  &  Loan  Association. 

In  1915  Mr.  Snell  was  elected  to  congress  and  reelected  to  the  72nd 
congress.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  State  Committee  from 
the  Second  Assembly  District  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Republican  State  Committee.  Mr.  Snell 
was  a  delegate  from  the  31st  Congressional  District  to  the  Republican  Na¬ 
tional  Convention  in  1916,  1920  and  1924  and  delegate  at  large  from 
New  York  in  1928. 

On  June  3,  1903,  Mr.  Snell  married  Miss  Sarah  L.  Merrick,  of  Gouv- 
erneur,  the  daughter  of  Edward  H.  and  Sarah  (Cockran)  Merrick.  Both 
were  natives  of  Canada.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snell  have  two  daughters :  1.  Helen 
L.,  born  May  10,  1904,  a  graduate  of  Crane’s  Institute  of  Music  and 
Columbia  University,  married  Harold  W.  Cheel,  lives  at  Ridgewood,  N.  J. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Barbara  Ann,  born  in  June,  1930.  2.  Sarah  Louise, 
born  Oct.  8,  1912,  a  graduate  of  Emma  Willard  School  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  She 
is  a  sophomore  at  Vassar  College. 

Mr.  Snell  is  a  prominent  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and  is 
senior  warden.  He  is  affiliated  with  Racquette  River  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M., 
Chapter,  Council,  and  St.  Lawrence  Commandery  at  Canton  and  Media 
Temple  at  Watertown.  He  belongs  to  the  Union  League  Club  of  New 
York  City,  Metropolitan  Club  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  Chevy  Chase  Country 
Club  of  Washington,  Burning  Tree  Golf  Club,  Washington,  Amherst  Club 
of  New  York  City,  Century  Club  of  Ogdensburg,  Black  River  Valley  Club 
of  Watertown,  and  Potsdam  Club.  He  also  belongs  to  Beta  Theta  Pi 
fraternity. 


Rev.  W.  Halbert  Campbell. — A  prominent  and  highly  esteemed  citizen 
of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Reverend  Campbell,  who  is  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hammond.  He  was  born  at  LeRoy,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  3, 
1897,  the  son  of  Sylvester  and  Estella  (Hover)  Campbell. 

Sylvester  Campbell  was  born  in  Canada  and  now  lives  retired  at  LeRoy, 
N.  Y.  For  many  years  he  was  actively  engaged  in  farming  and  dairying. 
He  retired  in  1924.  Mr.  Campbell  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as 
justice  of  the  peace.  He  is  an  Elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Estella 
(Hover)  Campbell,  a  native  of  Canada,  died  in  May,  1931,  and  is  buried 
at  LeRoy.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Campbell  were  born  two  children:  1.  W.  Hal¬ 
bert,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ethel,  a  teacher,  Lakewood  High 
School,  lives  at  Lakewood,  Ohio. 
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W.  Halbert  Campbell  received  his  early  education  in  Canada  and  in 
1915  was  graduated  from  LeRoy  High  School.  The  following  year  he 
entered  the  University  of  Rochester,  from  which  he  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1921.  Throughout  the  World  War  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps.  He  was  graduated  from 
Auburn  Theological  Seminary  in  1924,  and  in  that  year  came  to  Ham¬ 
mond  as  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  He  has  served  as 
moderator  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Presbytery  for  two  years. 

In  1917  Rev.  Campbell  married  Miss  Josephine  Lapham,  the  daughter 
of  Frank  B.  and  Nellie  (Bailey)  Lapham,  natives  of  New  York.  Mr. 
Lapham,  a  retired  farmer,  lives  at  Pavilion,  N.  Y.  His  wife  died  in  1922. 

Rev.  Campbell  is  a  Republican.  He  is  chaplain  of  Hammond  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  861,  and  belongs  to  Theta  Chi  fraternity. 


Capt.  Paul  H.  Yon  Zierolshofen,  M.  D. — A  prominent  physician  and 
surgeon  of  Lewis  County  for  45  years,  Dr.  Von  Zierolshofen,  who  is  a 
veteran  of  the  World  War,  has  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  served 
as  coroner  of  Lewis  County  for  86  years,  and  has  been  health  officer  for 
44  years.  Dr.  Von  Zierolshofen  was  bom  at  Basil,  Switzerland,  Jan.  31, 
1863,  the  son  of  William  Henry  and  Rose  (Von  Tschirchnitz)  Von  Zierol¬ 
shofen. 

William  Henry  Von  Zierolshofen  was  a  native  of  Leipsic,  Germany, 
and  died  in  1879.  His  wife,  who  was  born  in  London,  died  in  1866.  Both 
are  buried  in  Leipsic.  Mr.  Von  Zierolshofen  was  a  graduate  of  Leipsic 
University  and  during  the  War  of  1850  fled  to  Switzerland  from  Germany. 
He  was  a  scientist  and  spent  his  entire  life  in  research  work.  The  only 
child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Von  Zierolshofen  was  Paul  H.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

As  a  young  man  Paul  H.  Von  Zierolshofen  attended  the  gymnasium 
and  schools  in  Germany.  He  spent  two  years  at  Leipsic  University,  and 
in  1887  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  New  York  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  had  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1880,  and  after  receiving 
his  degree  he  was  associated  in  practice  at  New  Bremen,  N.  Y.,  with  Dr. 
W.  W.  Jamison.  Dr.  Von  Zierolshofen  came  to  Croghan  in  1892  where  he 
has  since  successfully  engaged  in  practice.  He  enlisted  in  May,  1917,  for 
service  in  the  World  War  and  served  as  assistant  surgeon  at  Fort  Hamil¬ 
ton,  N.  Y.,  and  post  surgeon  at  Fort  Tilden,  N.  Y.  He  was  discharged  with 
the  rank  of  captain  on  Jan.  31,  1919.  Dr.  Von  Zierolshofen  is  identified 
with  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  Military  Surgeons  of  the 
U.  S.  Army,  New  York  State  Health  Officers  Association,  and  is  a  member 
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of  the  staff  of  Ogdensburg  State  Hospital,  and  member  of  the  Lewis 
County  Hospital  staff. 

On  Nov.  9,  1893,  Dr.  Von  Zierolshofen  married  Miss  Minnie  C.  Albrecht, 
of  Lowville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Claude  and  Amy  (Kirch)  Albrecht, 
natives  of  Alsace-Lorraine.  The  former  died  in  1910  and  the  latter  in 
1892.  They  are  buried  at  Lowville.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Von  Zierolshofen 
have  a  son,  William  Henry,  who  is  engaged  in  the  real  estate  busienss  at 
Cohoes,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  World  War  veteran. 

Dr.  Von  Zierolshofen  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  trustee. 
He  was  chief  of  the  Croghan  Fire  Department  for  33  years.  He  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  American  Legion,  and  Croghan  Fish  &  Game 
Club.  His  wife  holds  membership  in  St.  Stephen’s  Catholic  Church.  He 
is  a  captain  in  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  and 
a  member  of  the  Lewis  County  Medical  and  New  York  State  Medical  so¬ 
cieties  and  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  He  holds  a  certificate 
in  Public  Health  from  New  York  University.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
C.  M.  T.  C.  for  a  number  of  years,  resigning  in  1931.  He  is  vice  president 
of  the  Croghan  National  Bank. 


The  Neal-O’Brien  Lumber  Company,  Inc.,  of  Oswego,  is  one  of  the 
oldest  building  supply  houses  in  Northern  New  York.  The  business  was 
organized  80  years  ago  and  was  originally  known  as  Jessmore  &  Pullen. 
Later,  it  became  Jessmore  &  Neal,  then  M.  P.  Neal  &  Company,  and  was 
subsequently  incorporated  as  the  Neal-O’Brien  Lumber  Company. 

The  company’s  business  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  branch 
yards  have  been  established  at  Mexico,  known  as  the  Mexico  Lumber  & 
Coal  Company,  and  at  Lacona,  known  as  the  Sancona  Lumber  Corporation. 
They  are  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  lumber,  lime,  cement  and  building 
materials,  and  are  manufacturers  of  inside  trim.  Offices  are  maintained 
at  75  West  Second  Street,  with  lumber  yards  at  West  2nd  and  Seneca 
streets,  West  2nd  and  Schuyler  streets,  Front  and  VanBuren  streets.  A 
cement  warehouse  is  located  at  Water  and  Schuyler  streets,  and  a  planing 
mill  at  119-21  West  1st  Street. 

The  Neal-O’Brien  Lumber  Company,  Inc.,  holds  membership  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Builders  Supply  Association,  and  the  Associated  Leaders  of  Lumber 
Dealers  of  America. 

Officers  are:  W.  G.  O’Brien,  president;  and  M.  P.  Neal,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  Mr.  O’Brien  is  also  a  director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  Water  Service  Commission,  which  has  charge  of 
the  hydro-electric  power  rights  of  the  City  of  Oswego. 
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Mr.  Neal,  former  mayor  of  Oswego,  is  now  treasurer  of  Oswego  County, 
having  held  that  office  since  1926.  He  was  been  closely  identified  with  the 
civic  life  of  Oswego  and  has  been  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
He  is  also  vice  president  of  the  Oswego  Savings  Bank. 

Both  Mr.  O’Brien  and  Mr.  Neal  are  affiliated  with  K.  of  C.  and  the 
Masonic  Lodges,  Elks  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Loyal  Order  of  Moose, 
and  Fortnightly  Club. 


C.  Adelbert  Stone,  who  is  Welfare  Commissioner  of  Oswego  County, 
has  served  as  superintendent  of  the  County  Home  since  1908,  and  is 
among  the  prominent  public  officials  of  the  community.  He  was  born  in 
the  old  Stone  homestead  at  Scriba,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  5,  1859,  the  son  of  Herbert 
E.  and  Emily  C.  (Himes)  Stone. 

Thomas  Congdon,  great-great-grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
served  throughout  the  Revolutionary  War  and  is  buried  in  Butterfly  Ceme¬ 
tery,  near  Mexico,  N.  Y.  The  great-grandfather,  Major  Hial  Stone,  was  a 
major  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  his  five  sons  also  served  in  the  same  war. 
He  had  settled  in  Scriba  in  1803.  The  homestead  there,  which  was  built 
by  Orrin  Stone  in  1815,  is  still  standing  and  is  owned  by  C.  Adelbert  Stone. 
He  also  owns  two  other  sections  of  the  original  tract,  which  was  taken 
up  in  1803. 

Herbert  E.  Stone  was  born  at  Scriba  in  1829  and  died  Dec.  17,  1903. 
He  is  buried  in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Scriba.  His  wife  was  born  at  Oswego, 
April  23,  1838,  and  died  March  8,  1921.  He  engaged  in  the  general  mer¬ 
cantile  business  at  Scriba  for  a  number  of  years,  having  established  a 
store  there  before  the  Civil  War.  He  also  conducted  the  post  office  and 
managed  the  farm  which  was  inherited  by  him.  Mr.  Stone  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  and  served  as  overseer  of  the  poor  for  25  years.  He  was  a  life  long 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  To  Herbert  E.  and  Emily  C.  (Himes) 
Stone  were  born  three  children:  1.  C.  Adelbert,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Adelia,  who  died  at  Scriba,  June  1,  1927.  3.  Grant  R.,  who  died  at 
Scriba,  March  30,  1915. 

C.  Adelbert  Stone  was  reared  and  educated  at  Scriba  and  also  attended 
Mexico  Academy.  Although  still  legally  a  resident  of  Scriba,  he  has 
resided  for  the  past  23  years  at  the  Oswego  County  Home  in  Mexico,  of 
which  he  is  superintendent. 

On  April  23,  1884,  Mr.  Stone  married  Miss  Harriet  Whittemore,  of 
Scriba.  Their  daughter,  Shirley  A.,  was  born  April  16,  1897.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  Mexico  High  School,  attended  Syracuse  University  for  two 
years,  and  married  George  M.  Penney.  They  have  a  son,  Charles  Adelbert. 
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Politically  Mr.  Stone  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  held  his  first 
public  office  in  1886  as  village  collector  of  Scriba.  He  was  elected  highway 
superintendent  in  1893  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  five  years.  He 
was  then  clerk  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly  under  Assemblyman 
Thomas  Costello  and  F.  G.  Whitney,  from  1901  until  1907.  He  has  served 
many  times  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee  and  as 
chairman  of  the  committee  for  eleven  years. 

Mr.  Stone  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  belongs  to 
Aeonian  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  Oswego;  Mexico  Chapter;  B.  P.  0.  Elks; 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Ontario  Lodge;  and  Scriba  Grange. 
His  wife  holds  membership  in  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
and  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 


Hugh  F.  Carey,  who  has  served  as  superintendent  of  the  Oswego  City 
Home  for  the  past  20  years,  has  a  wide  acquaintance  in  the  community 
and  is  highly  esteemed.  He  was  born  at  Oswego,  November  1,  1876,  the 
son  of  Dennis  and  Ellen  (Gillen)  Carey. 

Dennis  Carey  was  born  at  Cohoes,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of 
Burlington,  Vt.  As  a  young  man  he  came  to  Oswego  with  his  wife  and 
followed  the  trade  of  brass  moulder  here  for  many  years.  He  died  in  1909 
and  his  wife  died  in  1926.  Both  are  buried  at  Oswego.  He  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat  and  held  membership  in  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Carey  were  born  eight  children:  1.  Daniel,  lives  at  Oswego.  2.  Sarah 
Hickey,  who  died  in  1921.  3.  Eddie,  who  met  with  an  accidental  death  in 
1893.  4.  Frank,  who  died  in  1918.  5.  James  M.,  lives  at  Oswego.  6.  Hugh 
F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  7.  Joseph,  lives  at  Oswego.  8.  Fred,  lives 
at  the  family  homestead,  98  East  Seneca  Street,  Oswego. 

Hugh  F.  Carey  received  his  education  in  the  parochial  schools  of  Os¬ 
wego.  As  a  boy  he  learned  telegraphy  and  was  an  operator  in  the  Oswego 
office  for  years,  and  in  1904  received  the  appointment  as  inspector  in  the 
department  of  public  welfare  for  the  city.  He  served  in  that  capacity 
until  1911,  at  which  time  he  became  superintendent  of  the  Oswego  City 
Home.  The  institution  occupies  a  fine  farm  of  140  acres  just  three  miles 
from  the  city  of  Oswego.  It  accommodates  about  70  people,  who  are 
busily  occupied  in  the  operation  of  the  home.  A  splendid  dairy,  extensive 
truck  gardens,  and  well  stocked  poultry  houses  are  evidence  of  the  in¬ 
terest  taken  in  the  home  by  its  workers. 

In  1905  Mr.  Carey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Jane  B.  Handley, 
a  graduate  of  Oswego  Normal  School.  She  is  a  daughter  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  (Collier)  Handley,  of  Oswego.  Mr.  Handley,  now  84  years  of 
age,  lives  in  this  city.  His  wife  died  in  1906.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carey  have

a  son,  William  E.,  born  in  1910.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School 
and  a  member  of  the  1932  class  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School. 

Mr.  Carey  is  a  Democrat.  He  is  treasurer  of  the  State  Superintendents 
of  Public  Welfare  in  the  State  of  New  York.  He  and  his  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  B.  P.  O.  Elks  and 
Knights  of  Columbus,  being  past  treasurer  of  the  latter  organization. 


William  J.  Peach. — Prominent  in  the  business  life  of  Pulaski  is  William 
J.  Peach,  who  is  president  of  The  Peoples  National  Bank.  He  was  born 
in  the  village  of  Pulaski  January  20,  1859,  the  son  of  William  and  Mary 
(Willett)  Peach. 

William  Peach  was  a  native  of  England,  born  in  1833.  At  the  age  of 
20  years  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  soon  settled  at  Pulaski,  where 
he  followed  his  trade  as  a  tanner  in  the  employ  of  George  Peckham.  He 
later  became  a  mason  contractor  and  erected  numerous  buildings  in  the 
village  including  the  old  Pulaski  High  School.  Mr.  Peach  died  in  1922  at 
the  age  of  89  years.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  village  trustee 
and  school  commissioner.  He  held  membership  in  the  Baptist  Church. 
Mary  (Willett)  Peach  was  born  at  Watertown  and  died  in  1873.  Both  are 
buried  at  Pulaski.  Their  children  were:  1.  William  J.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Frank,  who  died  in  1911.  3.  Margaret  L.  West,  who  died  in 
1929.  William  Peach  married  for  his  second  wife  Frances  Lee,  of  Pulaski, 
and  their  children  were:  1.  John  C.,  who  died  in  1931.  2.  Harold  L., 

jeweler,  lives  at  Canastota,  N.  Y. 

William  J.  Peach  obtained  his  education  in  the  Pulaski  public  schools. 
He  has  always  been  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese  and  was 
employed  in  factories  throughout  New  York  State  until  1902,  when  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Pulaski  and  became  associated  with  Brayton  Salisbury.  They 
became  the  owners  of  five  cheese  factories,  and  Mr.  Peach  later  operated 
factories  alone  at  Fulton,  Pulaski,  Baldwinsville,  Ouaquage  and  Onativia, 
N.  Y.  He  later  took  his  son  into  partnership  and  they  operated  under  the 
firm  name  of  W.  J.  Peach  &  Son  until  1928  when  they  merged  their  busi¬ 
ness  with  the  Kraft-Phenix  Cheese  Corporation  and  the  organization  is 
now  known  as  the  Miller-Richardson  Co.,  Inc.,  with  headquarters  at  Low- 
ville. 

In  association  with  other  business  leaders  of  Oswego  County,  Mr. 
Peach  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the  Peoples  National  Bank  in 
1915  and  at  that  time  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
H.  A.  Moody  served  as  president  until  his  death  in  1926  and  at  that  time 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Peach. 
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Mr.  Peach  was  married  first  to  Jeannette  Besanson  of  West  Monroe, 
N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  1.  Mattie  E.,  born  in  1878,  died  in  1902, 
buried  at  Parish,  N.  Y.  She  married  W.  Jay  Hubbs  of  Pulaski  and  their 
daughter  Mattie  E.  is  now  the  wife  of  Irwin  Stuart  and  they  live  in  Brook¬ 
line,  Mass.  2.  Arthur  F.,  born  in  1883,  associated  in  business  with  his 
father  in  Pulaski.  He  married  Miss  Lou  Graham  and  their  daughter, 
Katherine  J.,  married  George  S.  Peck  and  they  live  in  Pulaski.  Mr. 
Peach’s  second  marriage  was  to  Miss  Ellen  B.  Richardson,  of  Maple  view, 
N.  Y.,  in  1892.  She  died  in  1918  and  is  buried  at  Pulaski.  To  William  J. 
and  Ellen  B.  (Richardson)  Peach  were  born  two  daughters:  1.  Emily, 
who  died  in  infancy.  2.  Mildred  R.,  born  in  1904.  She  was  graduated  from 
Pulaski  High  School,  Cazenovia  Seminary  and  Syracuse  University.  She 
married  George  M.  Berry.  They  live  in  Syracuse  where  Mr.  Berry  is  a 
teacher  of  English  in  Central  High  School. 

Mr.  Peach  is  a  Republican.  He  served  as  village  trustee  for  15  years 
and  as  school  director  for  ten  years.  He  is  affiliated  with  Pulaski  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  M. ;  Pulaski  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Lake  Ontario  Commandery;  Media 
Temple  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.,  of  Watertown,  and  32nd  degree  Masons  of  Syra¬ 
cuse  and  B.  P.  0  Elks  271,  Oswego. 

Mr.  Peach  is  the  donor  of  a  handsome  monument  in  the  village  park, 
which  is  dedicated  to  the  World  War  veterans  of  the  town  of  Richland.  It 
is  inscribed  with  the  names  of  the  163  men  who  served  from  this  town. 
A  public  drinking  fountain  was  also  a  gift  to  the  village  from  Mr.  Peach. 


Willard  H.  DeLong. — Identified  with  the  Phoenix  Cemetery  Memorial 
Company,  Mr.  DeLong  is  numbered  among  the  representative  citizens  and 
substantial  business  men  of  Phoenix.  He  was  born  at  Hammond,  St. 
Lawrence  County,  March  8,  1886,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Mary  (Ham¬ 
mond)  DeLong. 

William  H.  DeLong  was  a  native  of  Hammond,  N.  Y.,  and  was  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Hammond  Academy.  He  spent  many  years  at  Morristown,  N.  Y., 
and  had  the  government  contract  to  transport  mail  to  Canadian  boats.  He 
retired  in  1914  and  died  Jan.  25,  1927.  His  widow  resides  at  Morristown 
and  is  83  years  of  age.  Her  uncle  was  the  founder  of  Hammond,  which 
was  named  in  memory  of  him.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  DeLong  were  born  two 
children:  1.  Mrs.  W.  S.  Miller,  lives  at  Oneida,  N.  Y.  2.  Willard  H.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  Mr.  DeLong  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Grange. 

Willard  H.  DeLong  grew  up  on  a  farm  at  Hammond,  N.  Y.,  and  attended 
the  district  schools.  He  spent  three  years  with  S.  H.  Kresge  Company  at 
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Corning,  N.  Y.,  and  later  became  a  traveling  representative  of  the  Gouv- 
erneur  Marble  &  Granite  Company.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War 
in  1914  he  went  to  Canada  and  became  superintendent  of  the  National 
Shell  &  Shrapnel  Company,  munitions  manufacturers.  Upon  his  return 
to  the  United  States  in  1918  he  located  at  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  where  he  had 
charge  of  the  installation  of  the  perpetual  inventory  system  there,  used 
by  the  National  Shell  &  Shrapnel  Company.  He  later  became  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  R.  Y.  Allen,  of  Phoenix,  and  in  1925  purchased  Mr.  Allen’s 
business  in  partnership  with  a  Mr.  Mercurio,  of  Syracuse,  and  they  re¬ 
named  the  business  the  Phoenix  Cemetery  Memorial  Company,  and  at  that 
time  added  a  fine  line  of  Italian  marbles  to  the  company’s  stock.  They 
have  a  well  established  business  and  are  dependable  in  their  transactions 
with  the  public.  It  was  Mr.  DeLong  who  completely  improved  the  old 
Phoenix  Cemetery  recently  by  resetting  stones  and  landscaping.  Mr. 
Mercurio  died  Jan.  23,  1932. 

On  Dec.  9,  1913,  Mr.  DeLong  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mabel 
Bromling,  of  Morristown,  the  daughter  of  A.  G.  and  Mary  (Sandbom) 
Bromling,  of  Morristown.  Their  children  are:  1.  William  Allen,  born 
Oct.  14,  1914,  attends  Phoenix  High  School.  2.  Mary  G.,  born  Jan.  9,  1917, 
attends  Phoenix  High  School. 

Politically,  Mr.  DeLong  is  a  Republican.  He  is  serving  his  second  term 
as  president  of  the  Phoenix  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  and  his  family 
are  active  members  of  the  Congregational  Church. 


Hon.  Clayton  I.  Miller. — A  brilliant  record  of  achievement  and  attain¬ 
ments  is  contained  in  the  biography  of  Judge  Miller,  who  is  a  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Mexico, 
N.  Y.,  June  16,  1868,  the  son  of  William  J.  and  Lydia  (Burlingham)  Miller. 

William  J.  Miller  was  a  native  of  Port  Leyden,  N.  Y.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  and  Mexico  Academy.  During  his  early  life  he  engaged  in 
farming  on  the  Miller  homestead  near  Mexico.  He  later  taught  school  and 
after  several  years  settled  on  a  farm  near  Mexico.  He  died  at  Pulaski, 
N.  Y.,  April  2,  1922.  His  wife  was  born  at  New  Haven,  N.  Y.,  and  died 
March  7,  1925.  Both  are  buried  in  Mexico.  Mr.  Miller  was  a  Republican 
and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  There  were  three  children  in  the 
Miller  family:  1.  Loren  H.,  lives  at  Clinton,  N.  Y.  2.  Clayton  I.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Mollie  B.  Utley,  lives  at  Pulaski. 

The  boyhood  of  Clayton  I.  Miller  was  spent  at  Mexico  and  in  1889  he 
was  graduated  from  Mexico  Academy.  He  then  attended  the  law  school 
of  Cornell  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in 
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1893.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar  in  that  year  he  returned  to  Mexico 
and  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  there  for  18 
years.  It  was  in  1912  that  Mr.  Miller  located  in  Pulaski  and  engaged  in 
practice  with  William  K.  Bentley  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Miller  & 
Bentley.  The  partnership  continued  until  Jan.  1,  1927,  at  which  time  Mr. 
Miller  assumed  the  duties  of  justice  of  the  supreme  court.  He  had  been 
special  surrogate  of  Oswego  County  from  1902  until  1906,  and  surrogate 
from  1906  until  1926. 

On  April  18,  1900,  Judge  Miller  married  Miss  Alice  M.  Bard,  of 
Mexico,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Diana  (Wilder)  Bard.  Both  were  born 
at  Mexico  and  are  deceased.  Mrs.  Bard  married  (second)  Dr.  John  W. 
Huntington,  who  successfully  practiced  medicine  for  many  years  at  Mexico. 
There  are  no  children  in  the  Miller  family.  Mrs.  Miller  is  a  graduate  of 
Mexico  Academy  and  was  a  teacher  before  her  marriage.  She  is  a  member 
of  the  local  Board  of  Education,  a  member  of  the  Oswego  County  Child 
Welfare  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Oswego  County 
Orphan  Asylum. 

Judge  Miller  is  a  Republican,  attends  the  Congregational  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Black  River  Club,  Fort  Schuyler  Club, 
Grenedes  Fishing  Club,  and  Rapshaw  Fishing  Club.  He  also  belongs  to 
the  Rainbow  Shores  Golf  Club. 


Elmer  N.  Harris. — For  more  than  35  years  Mr.  Harris  has  successfully 
engaged  in  the  implement  and  hardware  business  at  Williamstown,  and  is 
numbered  among  the  progressive  and  dependable  merchants  of  Oswego 
County.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Amboy,  four  miles  north  of  Amboy 
Center,  Oswego  County,  July  1,  1874,  the  son  of  Nathaniel  C.  and  Amelia  J. 
(Onderdonk)  Harris. 

Nathaniel  C.  Harris  engaged  in  farming  throughout  his  life,  all  of 
which  was  spent  in  Town  of  Amboy,  N.  Y.  He  died  there  in  December, 
1895,  and  is  buried  in  Fairview  Cemetery,  Williamstown.  His  wife,  also 
a  native  of  Amboy,  died  in  1923.  Mr.  Harris  was  a  Republican,  and 
served  as  district  school  trustee  for  many  years.  He  held  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their  children  were :  1.  Ada  E.  Clark, 
lives  at  Lawrence,  Kansas.  2.  Albert  D.,  lives  at  Williamstown.  3.  Jesse 
J.,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  4.  Elmer  N.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Elmer  N.  Harris  attended  the  public  schools  of  Town  of  Amboy  and  is 
a  graduate  of  Williamstown  High  School.  He  learned  the  trade  of  ma¬ 
chinist  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  returned  to  Williamstown  in  1891.  At 
that  time  he  became  associated  in  business  with  his  brother,  Albert,  as 
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proprietors  of  a  blacksmith  and  wagon  shop.  On  Jan.  1,  1896,  they  became 
dealers  in  farm  implements  and  machinery,  as  well  as  hardware,  and  the 
business  was  thereafter  known  as  Harris  Brothers.  In  1898  they  became 
local  representatives  of  the  Deering  line,  later  known  as  the  McCormick- 
Deering  line,  of  farm  implements,  added  the  Oliver  plow  in  1912,  and 
the  Wiard  plow  in  1922.  In  1918  Mr.  Harris  purchased  his  brother’s  inter¬ 
est  and  the  business  has  since  been  conducted  as  the  Elmer  N.  Harris 
Company.  The  company  also  handles  hardware,  paints,  roofing  materials, 
and  automobile  accessories. 

In  December,  1896,  Mr.  Harris  married  Miss  Mary  Emma  Look,  the 
daughter  of  Miles  Luzern  and  Mary  Ester  (LaRue)  Look.  Mr.  Look  was 
born  in  the  Town  of  Amboy  and  died  there  in  1899.  His  wife  was  a  native 
of  Canada  and  died  in  Iowa  in  1911.  Both  are  buried  in  Williamstown. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Harris  is  a  Republican,  elder  and  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Oswego  County  Farm  Bureau.  He  is  a  charter 
member  of  Williamstown  Grange,  No.  899,  of  which  he  has  served  as 
secretary  for  16  years. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Harris  was  a  member  of  the  Williamstown  School 
Board  and  served  as  treasurer  under  the  former  township  plan. 


Starr  Clarence  Hollis,  M.  D. — One  of  the  foremost  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  of  Jefferson  County  is  Doctor  Hollis,  of  Adams,  who  is  a  veteran 
of  the  World  War  and  a  member  of  one  of  the  prominent  pioneer  families 
of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at  Sandy  Creek,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  8,  1878, 
the  son  of  Lieut.  John  J.  and  Annette  (Howlette)  Hollis. 

Lieut.  John  J.  Hollis,  retired,  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  at  Orwell,  Oswego  County,  in  January,  1841,  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  Sandy  Creek.  She  died  in  1919.  He  is  a  resident  of  Lacona, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  past  40  years. 
He  also  held  the  office  of  postmaster  at  that  place  for  14  years.  Until  his 
retirement  in  1898  Mr.  Hollis  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock 
raising.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  C,  110th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  held  the 
rank  of  lieutenant.  Later,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Second  Florida 
Cavalry.  To  John  J.  and  Annette  (Howlette)  Hollis  were  bom  three  sons : 
1.  Dr.  Leroy  F.,  of  Lacona,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  Oswego  County 
Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  at  Richland.  2.  DeForrest  J.,  lives  on  the  old 
homestead  at  Lacona,  Oswego  County.  3.  Starr  Clarence,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 
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John  J.  Hollis  is  the  son  of  John  Adams  and  Anne  (Tuttle)  Hollis,  who 
were  natives  of  Oswego  County.  They  are  buried  at  Sandy  Creek.  John 
Adams  Hollis  was  the  son  of  Joshua  and  Betsey  (Adams)  Hollis,  natives 
of  Plymouth  and  Colerain,  Mass.,  respectively.  The  latter  two  settled  in 
Oswego  County  in  1805,  and  were  among  the  very  first  settlers  of  Orwell, 
moving  to  Sandy  Creek  in  1875.  Joshua  Hollis  was  the  son  of  Samuel 
Hollis,  who  was  a  soldier  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  having  served 
with  distinction. 

Starr  Clarence  Hollis,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  attended  the  Sandy 
Creek  public  schools  and  after  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1895 
he  taught  in  the  district  schools.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of  medicine 
and  in  1900  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  immediately  established  a  private  practice  at  Bellville,  suc¬ 
ceeding  Dr.  E.  A.  Chapman.  On  April  1,  1918,  Doctor  Hollis  came  to 
Adams,  where  he  has  met  with  unusual  success  in  his  profession.  He  has 
served  as  coroner  for  nine  years,  and  has  been  local  health  officer  for  25 
years.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State,  and 
American  Medical  Associations,  and  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Sanitary  Officers  Association. 

During  the  World  War  Doctor  Hollis  enlisted  for  service  and  received 
the  commission  of  captain  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps,  being  stationed  at 
Camp  Greenleaf,  Georgia,  where  he  was  attached  to  Evacuation  Hospital 
No.  48.  He  is  past  commander  of  Don  Round  Post  No.  586,  American 
Legion,  and  since  1925  has  been  U.  S.  Medical  Examiner  for  the  Veterans 
Bureau. 

On  Sept.  26,  1900,  Doctor  Hollis  married  Miss  Ora  D.  Zufelt,  of  Ellis- 
burg,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Thompson)  Zufelt. 
Mr.  Zufelt  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  He  was  a  native  of  Canada  and 
his  wife  was  born  in  New  York,  at  Ellisburg.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Hollis 
two  children  were  born:  1.  Frances  Elizabeth,  born  April  21,  1907.  She 
is  a  graduate  of  Adams  High  School,  class  of  1924,  and  in  the  same  year 
completed  a  course  of  study  in  the  music  department  of  Union  Academy. 
In  1928  she  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Syracuse.  She  was 
married  on  Sept.  5,  1929,  to  Marshall  E.  Higgins,  and  they  live  at  Syra¬ 
cuse.  2.  John  Adams,  born  April  14,  1908.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Adams 
High  School,  class  of  1924,  and  the  Medical  School  of  Syracuse  University 
in  1930. 

Doctor  Hollis  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  of 
which  he  has  been  Sunday  school  superintendent  for  30  years,  and  he  be¬ 
longs  to  Rising  Light  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  367,  and  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa 
fraternity,  of  which  he  is  a  charter  member.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Rotary  Club  and  is  also  president  of  the  board  of  education  at  Adams. 
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Clarence  J.  Gorman. — As  assistant  district  attorney  of  Oswego  County, 
Mr.  Gorman,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  one  of  the  able  young  pro¬ 
fessional  men  of  the  North  Country,  and  is  established  in  practice  at 
Pulaski.  He  was  born  at  Hastings,  N.  Y.,  April  14,  1898,  the  son  of  John 
and  Lydia  (Tackley)  Gorman. 

John  Gorman  is  a  native  of  Lafayette,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.,  and 
his  wife  was  born  at  Hastings.  They  are  well  known  residents  of  Pulaski, 
where  Mr.  Gorman  successfully  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  until 
his  retirement  in  1926. 

The  early  education  of  Clarence  J.  Gorman  was  received  in  the  Pulaski 
public  schools  and  he  also  attended  the  Academy.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  College  of  Law,  Cornell  University  in  1921  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  during  the  following  year.  At  that  time  he  was  identified  with 
the  firm  of  Hart  &  Senior,  of  Utica,  and  in  the  fall  of  1922  Mr.  Gorman 
established  his  present  practice  at  Pulaski,  with  offices  on  Jefferson  Street. 
He  became  assistant  district  attorney  of  Oswego  County  on  Jan.  1,  1929, 
being  appointed  for  a  three  year  term. 

On  July  27,  1929,  Mr.  Gorman  married  Miss  Charlotte  Williams,  of 
Auburn,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Philip  J.  and  Charlotte  (Keener) 
Williams.  The  former  was  born  in  England  and  the  latter  is  a  native  of 
York,  Pa.  They  reside  at  Auburn,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Gorman  is  a  Republican,  attends  the  Congregational  Church,  and 
is  affiliated  with  Pulaski  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  Pulaski  Chapter,  Lake  Ontario 
Commandery,  Syracuse  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  and  Media  Temple,  of 
Watertown.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Fortnightly  Club,  Rain¬ 
bow  Shores  Country  Club,  American  Legion,  and  “40  and  8”  Society. 


Hugh  Barclay  (son  of  Hugh  and  Sue  Easley  Barclay),  was  born  at 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  March  23,  1893,  where  he  was  educated  in  the  local 
schools.  He  later  attended  Rolla  School  of  Mines,  Missouri,  and  also 
studied  at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  Lexington,  Va.  After  com¬ 
pleting  his  courses  he  went  to  Texas  and  became  interested  in  the  cotton 
business.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  he  enrolled  in  the  First 
Training  Camp  at  Fort  Logan  H.  Roots,  Ark.,  and  three  months  later  was 
commissioned  a  provisional  second  lieutenant  of  infantry  in  the  regular 
army.  He  was  then  assigned  to  the  34th  U.  S.  Infantry  at  Fort  Bliss,  El 
Paso,  Texas,  and  sailed  for  France  early  in  1918.  While  on  active  service 
in  France  he  received  a  temporary  promotion  to  first  lieutenant  and  in 
June,  1920,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain,  which  rank  he  held 
throughout  the  remainder  of  his  service. 
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Upon  his  return  from  France  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Funston, 
Kans. ;  Camp  Meade,  Md. ;  Madison  Barracks,  N.  Y.,  and  Fort  Eustis,  Va. 
From  the  last  named  station  he  was  appointed  military  attache  to  the 
American  Embassy  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  and  served  in  latter  capacity 
for  approximately  four  years.  On  returning  from  diplomatic  service  he 
was  assigned  to  the  24th  U.  S.  Infantry  stationed  at  Fort  Benning,  Ga., 
and  remained  with  that  regiment  until  his  resignation  from  the  service 
on  July  19,  1928. 

Since  resignation  from  the  service,  Mr.  Barclay  has  resided  at  Douglas- 
ton  Manor  Farm  located  two  miles  west  of  the  Village  of  Pulaski,  in 
Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  one  of  the  most  widely  known  stock  farms  in 
Northern  New  York.  Douglaston  Manor  Farm  has  been  owned  and 
operated  as  a  farm  by  Mrs.  Barclay’s  maternal  ancestors  since  1819,  title 
thereto  having  been  derived  from  an  original  land  grant  from  the  Earl 
of  Selkirk. 

The  farm  specializes  in  raising  pure  bred  Guernsey  cattle  and  also  has 
in  operation  an  extensive  poultry  plant.  The  products  of  the  farm  are 
sold  throughout  the  United  States. 

On  Jan.  20,  1923,  Mr.  Barclay  married  Miss  Dorothy  Douglas  Moody, 
of  New  York  City  and  Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  who  is  the  daughter  of  Harry  A. 
and  Annabel  (Douglas)  Moody,  both  of  whom  are  now  deceased.  Mrs. 
Barclay  was  born  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  on  Aug.  31,  1895.  Thereafter  she 
accompanied  her  parents  to  New  York  City,  where  she  attended  Adelphi 
Academy  and  later  graduated  from  the  Bennett  School  at  Milbrook,  N.  Y. 
She  has  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  world  and  is  an  ardent  sports¬ 
woman.  Mrs.  Barclay  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Oswego  County  Orphan  Asylum  and  takes  a  prominent  part  in  the  civic 
and  social  life  of  the  community. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barclay  are  members  of  Central  Congregational  Church 
of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 


Rev.  Thomas  T.  Davies,  who  has  served  as  pastor  of  the  First  Congre¬ 
gational  Church  at  Sandy  Creek  for  almost  40  years,  is  among  the  best 
known  and  most  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born 
at  Towyn,  North  Wales,  March  1,  1860,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  (Wil¬ 
liams)  Davies. 

Thomas  Davies  died  in  Wales  in  1879  and  his  wife  died  there  in  1861. 
He  was  a  school  teacher  and  later  followed  the  trade  of  tailor.  He  also 
preached  occasionally  in  the  Congregational  Church,  of  which  he  was  a 
devout  member.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davies  were  born  nine  children,  as  fol¬ 
lows:  1.  John,  deceased.  2.  David,  deceased.  3.  Richard,  deceased.  4. 
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Margaret  Pugh,  deceased.  5.  Jane,  deceased.  6.  Isaac,  deceased,  buried  in 
Utica,  N.  Y.  7.  Catherine  Hughes,  deceased,  buried  in  Utica.  8.  Thomas 
T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  9.  Margaret  Jones,  who  lives  in  Wales. 

Thomas  T.  Davies  was  reared  and  educated  in  his  native  land  and  at 
the  age  of  21  years  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  first  at  Utica, 
N.  Y.  He  subsequently  attended  Holland  Patent  Academy  for  several 
years  and  in  1887  was  ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  Congregational  Church 
at  the  Robert  Everett  Church  at  Remsen,  N.  Y.  He  was  connected  with 
that  church  for  two  years  and  then  was  located  at  Richville,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  as  pastor  for  four  and  one-half  years.  He  came  to  Sandy  Creek  in 
1893  as  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  Church.  He  has  also  served  the 
Orwell  Church  in  connection  with  the  Sandy  Creek  congregation  and  was 
identified  with  that  pastorate  for  a  period  of  30  years,  or  until  1923.  Rev¬ 
erend  Davies  has  probably  officiated  at  more  funeral  services  than  any 
other  pastor  in  Oswego  County,  having  an  average  of  50  per  year.  He  is 
also  the  annual  baccalaureate  speaker  at  Sandy  Creek  High  School,  having 
thus  been  honored  for  25  successive  years. 

On  Dec.  3,  1887,  Reverend  Davies  was  united  in  marriage  with  Mrs. 
Winifred  Jones,  of  Remsen,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Mary 
(Evans)  Roberts.  The  former  was  a  native  of  Wales  and  the  latter  of 
New  York.  Mrs.  Davies  died  Dec.  10,  1930,  and  is  buried  at  Sandy  Creek. 
By  a  former  marriage  Mrs.  Davies  had  a  son,  Curtis  Jones,  who  lives  at 
Watertown. 

Reverend  Davies  has  one  of  the  finest  private  libraries  in  this  section 
of  the  county  and  is  a  student  of  the  classics.  He  is  also  greatly  interested 
in  the  attractive  gardens  which  surround  his  home  at  Sandy  Creek,  and 
he  has  at  least  100  different  types  of  peonies,  which  he  has  cultivated. 


John  Lawrance. — One  of  the  old  established  businesses  of  Ogdensburg, 
founded  in  1860,  is  the  Lawrance  Floral  Company,  of  which  John  Law¬ 
rance  is  the  owner.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Feb.  20,  1868,  the  son  of 
Thomas  and  Mary  (Pryor)  Lawrance. 

Thomas  Lawrance,  who  died  in  1893,  was  a  native  of  England.  At 
the  age  of  20  years  he  came  to  this  country  but  shortly  before  locating  in 
Ogdensburg  he  spent  some  time  at  Kingston,  Ont.  He  had  learned  the 
florist’s  business  from  his  father  in  England,  and  in  1860  Mr.  Lawrance 
engaged  in  business  in  this  city.  He  became  prominent  as  a  nurseryman 
and  also  specialized  in  the  raising  of  hot  house  vegetables.  After  his 
death  the  business  was  carried  on  for  three  years  by  his  widow,  who 
died  in  1924.  Mr.  Lawrance  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in 
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the  Episcopal  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrance  were  born  eight  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Richard.  2.  Mrs.  R.  E.  Sayer.  3.  Sarah,  deceased.  4.  Thomas, 
who  died  in  1928.  5.  Mrs.  Tuck.  6.  Fred,  who  died  in  1926.  7.  John,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  8.  Nellie.  All  live  in  Ogdensburg. 

John  Lawrance  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg’s  public  schools  and  since 
1904  has  owned  and  successfully  managed  the  business  which  was  estab¬ 
lished  by  his  father.  His  greenhouses  on  Canton  Street  cover  30  acres  of 
ground,  with  22,000  feet  under  glass.  He  has  established  a  reputation  as  a 
grower  of  cut  flowers,  and  has  an  extensive  wholesale  and  retail  trade 
throughout  the  entire  North  Country.  He  belongs  to  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Florists  Telegraphic  Delivery  Association. 

In  1891  Mr.  Lawrance  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Clara  Hib¬ 
bard,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Charles  Hibbard.  Their  children 
are:  1.  Mary  H.,  born  in  1893,  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Acad¬ 
emy.  She  married  F.  A.  Flaherty,  and  they  have  three  children,  Nancy, 
Rose  Mary,  and  John.  2.  Fred  W.,  born  in  1895,  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg 
Free  Academy  and  Cornell  University,  where  he  specialized  in  floriculture. 
He  married  Miss  Lucille  McCarthy  of  Ogdensburg.  He  is  associated  in 
business  with  his  father. 

Mr.  Lawrance  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias  and  Elks  Club. 


Ulric  R.  Plante,  M.  D. — Among  the  most  prominent  of  the  younger 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Doctor  Plante,  a  World 
War  veteran,  who  has  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Massena 
for  15  years.  He  was  born  at  Mooers  Forks,  Clinton  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  7, 
1891,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Odeal  (Richards)  Plante. 

Henry  Plante,  who  died  in  1928,  was  a  native  of  Clinton  County.  At 
the  age  of  20  years  he  went  to  Oil  City,  Pa.,  where  he  was  employed  in  a 
shoe  factory.  Later,  he  returned  to  Mooers  Forks  and  engaged  in  railroad 
work  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Catholic  Church.  By  a  first  marriage  there  were  three 
children  born  to  Mr.  Plante:  1.  Haldane,  lives  in  Pennsylvania.  2.  Carl, 
lives  in  Chicago.  3.  Bertha,  deceased.  To  Henry  and  Odeal  (Richards) 
Plante  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Ozias,  lives  at  Mooers  Falls. 
2.  Louella  Ford,  lives  at  Watertown.  3.  Eva,  lives  on  Long  Island.  4.

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at  New  Haven,  Conn.  13.  Leo,  attends  Albany  Teachers  College.  Mrs. 
Plante  lives  at  Moores  Forks. 

Ulric  R.  Plante  grew  up  at  Mooers  Forks  and  attended  Holy  Ghost 
Academy  at  Tupper  Lake.  He  studied  medicine  at  the  University  of 
Vermont,  from  which  he  received  a  degree  in  1915.  After  a  year  as  in¬ 
terne  in  St.  Francis  Hospital  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  Dr.  Plante  became  ship 
surgeon  on  a  steamship  line  plying  between  Brooklyn  and  Porto  Rico.  He 
came  to  Massena  in  1916,  where  he  has  engaged  in  continuous  practice  with 
the  exception  of  the  period  spent  in  the  war.  On  July  5,  1917,  Dr.  Plante 
received  a  commission  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army, 
and  was  sent  to  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  in  Indiana.  Later  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Camp  Devens,  Mass.,  and  sailed  for  overseas  duty  in  July,  1918. 
He  participated  in  the  Meuse  Argonne  offensive  in  September  and  after  the 
close  of  the  war  spent  six  months  in  Germany,  being  discharged  with  the 
rank  of  captain,  July  2,  1919. 

In  1919  Dr.  Plante  was  married  to  Miss  Priscilla  Martin  of  Tupper 
Lake,  a  native  of  Canada.  She  is  the  daughter  of  John  B.  and  Cordelia 
Martin.  The  former  died  in  1926  and  the  latter  in  1925.  Doctor  and  Mrs. 
Plante  have  three  children :  1.  Annette  R.,  born  in  1922.  2.  John  Martin, 
born  in  1926.  3.  Ulric  R.,  Jr.,  born  in  1928. 

Dr.  Plante  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  has  served  as  a  member  of  the 
village  board.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  Phi 
Chi  and  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  fraternities.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Citi¬ 
zens  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  American  Legion,  Massena  Country 
Club  and  Knights  of  Columbus. 

Dr.  Plante  is  identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State, 
and  American  Medical  Associations. 


Israel  Dinberg. — One  of  the  highly  successful  young  business  men  of 
Ogdensberg  is  Israel  Dinberg,  who  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Din¬ 
berg  Glove  &  Mitten  Manufacturing  Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  15,  1900,  the  son  of  David  and  Rose  (Simmons)  Dinberg. 

David  Dinberg  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Russia.  They  emigrated 
to  the  United  States  in  1891  and  settled  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  where  Mr. 
Dinberg  engaged  in  the  waste  material  business.  The  family  removed  to 
Ogdensburg  in  1905  and  Mr.  Dinberg  continued  as  one  of  the  city’s  de¬ 
pendable  merchants  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1925.  His  wife  died  in 
1929.  Their  children  were:  1.  Michael,  commission  merchant,  lives  in 
New  York  City.  2.  Nathan,  who  is  vice  president  of  the  Dinberg  Glove  & 
Mitten  Co.,  Inc.  3.  Harry,  who  is  associated  with  Dinberg  Brothers,  shoe

Israel  Dinberg  has  lived  in  Ogdensburg  since  he  was  six  years  of  age. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city,  and  in  February,  1918, 
enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  and  throughout  the  war  period  served  with  the 
aviation  corps  at  the  Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  Station.  After  his  dis¬ 
charge  in  January,  1919,  he  spent  some  time  at  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
employ  of  a  glove  manufacturer.  In  partnership  with  his  two  brothers  he 
then  established  the  Dinberg  Glove  &  Mitten  Company  in  Ogdensburg. 
They  are  manufacturers  of  street  and  dress  gloves,  as  well  as  mittens  of 
all  types.  Products  are  shipped  throughout  the  United  States  from  this 
factory  which  employs  more  than  60  people. 

Mr.  Dinberg  is  a  Republican  and  takes  an  active  and  prominent  part 
in  local  politics.  He  belongs  to  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  128; 
Knights  of  Pythias;  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Otis  Munn,  who  is  one  of  the  most  progressive  farmers  of  Lewis 
County  is  also  serving  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Leyden.  He  was  born 
at  Talcottville,  Nov.  11,  1901,  the  son  of  Thaddeus  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Barrow)  Munn. 

Thaddeus  Munn  is  the  son  of  Thaddeus  Eugene  Munn,  a  native  of 
Lewis  County,  who  held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  Talcottville  for  three 
consecutive  terms.  The  son,  Thaddeus,  was  educated  at  Peeksville  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy,  and  Williston  Seminary,  class  of  1899.  He  took  over  the 
management  of  his  father’s  farm  near  Talcottville,  and  later  became  pro¬ 
prietor.  Mr.  Munn  is  still  numbered  among  the  prosperous  dairy  farmers 
of  this  section.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  His  wife  was  born  at  West  Turin  and  died  Jan.  24,  1929.  Otis, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  their  only  child. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Boonville,  Otis  Munn 
attended  Phillips  Exeter  Academy.  He  soon  became  interested  in  farm¬ 
ing  on  the  homestead,  which  he  purchased  in  1930.  At  the  present  time 
he  has  a  herd  of  100  head  of  cattle  on  his  place. 

On  Oct.  10,  1927,  Mr.  Munn  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Fern 
Wood,  of  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Helen  (Latter- 
man)  Wood.  The  former,  a  native  of  Canada,  is  deceased.  The  latter  was 
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born  in  Oneida  County  and  now  resides  at  Boonville.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Munn 
have  three  sons:  1.  Otis,  Jr.,  born  in  1928.  2.  Chester  Eugene,  born  in 
1930.  3.  George  Franklin,  born  in  1932. 

Mr.  Munn  is  a  Republican,  and  has  held  the  office  of  town  supervisor 
since  1929.  During  1927-29  he  was  also  assessor.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Boonville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. 
No.  165. 


A.  Winfield  Trainor. — One  of  the  leaders  in  the  public  school  system 
of  the  North  Country  is  A.  Winfield  Trainor,  who  is  district  superinten¬ 
dent  of  schools,  with  headquarters  at  West  Leyden,  N.  Y.  He  was  born 
at  that  place,  Sept.  14,  1880,  the  son  of  Michael  W.  and  Rosalthe  (Chris¬ 
tian)  Trainor. 

Michael  W.  Trainor  was  a  native  of  Kingston,  Ontario,  Canada.  He 
came  to  New  York  in  early  life  and  for  many  years  was  successful  as  a 
farmer,  being  a  specialist  in  fruit  and  dairy  farming.  Mr.  Trainor  died 
in  1905  and  is  buried  at  West  Leyden.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  held 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Rosalthe  (Christian)  Trainor  was 
born  at  Port  Byron,  Oneida  County,  and  now  resides  at  Deansboro,  N.  Y. 
Her  grandfather,  Enos  Kent,  and  her  great-grandfather,  Nathan  Pelton, 
were  among  the  very  first  settlers  of  Lewis  County.  They  came  from 
Connecticut  in  1800  by  ox  team  and  located  at  West  Leyden,  where  Enos 
Kent  held  church  services  and  a  school  at  his  home.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Michael  W.  Trainor  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  A.  Winfield,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Clarence,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  history.  3.  Edith  Pearl,  married  David  Swancott,  lives  at  Deans¬ 
boro.  4.  Ethel  May,  a  teacher  at  Valley  Stream  School,  Long  Island.  5. 
Byron  W.,  farmer,  lives  at  Glenside  Stock  Farm,  at  West  Leyden.  6. 
Gilbert  S.,  who  died  Dec.  22,  1902. 

A.  Winfield  Trainor  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  West  Leyden  and  Booneville.  He  obtained  a  State  teacher’s  certificate 
and  was  a  teacher  in  the  rural  schools  of  Lewis  County  for  five  years.  He 
then  entered  Union  College  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  1912,  and  in  that  year  he  received  his  present  appointment  as 
superintendent  of  schools  in  the  fourth  district.  This  includes  the  schools 
of  the  towns  of  Highmarket,  Lewis,  Leyden,  Osceola,  West  Turin  and 
the  villages  of  Port  Leyden,  Lyons  Falls,  Constableville,  West  Leyden  and 
Osceola.  Mr.  Trainor  has  taken  graduate  work  in  administrative  super¬ 
vision  at  Cornell  University  during  the  summer  sessions  of  1920-22-23-24- 
29-30-31. 

Mr.  Trainor  is  identified  with  the  National  Education  Association,  New 
York  State  Teachers  Association,  and  District  Superintendents  Associa- 
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tion  of  New  York.  He  is  a  frequent  contributor  to  educational  publica¬ 
tions  and  was  active  in  the  formation  of  the  first  central  rural  school 
district  under  the  New  York  State  centralization  law  in  1926  in  Lewis 
County.  During  his  administration  of  20  years  as  district  superintendent 
he  has  planned  and  organized  five  new  high  school  buildings  for  his  dis¬ 
trict,  as  well  as  organizing  two  rural  schools.  He  has  also  liberalized  and 
modernized  courses  of  study  in  this  district  to  a  marked  degree.  Jan.  22, 
1932,  he  was  designated  by  the  New  York  State  Educational  Department 
to  broadcast  over  WGY  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  on  the  activities  program 
in  the  “Rural  High  School.”  He  was  one  of  the  six  selected  at  that  time. 

On  June  22,  1915,  Mr.  Trainor  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bessie 
J.  Logan,  born  at  New  Glasgow,  Nova  Scotia,  the  daughter  of  Dougald  C. 
and  Anna  (Mahar)  Logan.  The  former  resides  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  The 
latter  died  Sept.  28,  1920,  and  is  buried  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  There  are 
five  children  in  the  Trainor  family:  1.  Alexander  W.,  born  April  1,  1917. 
2.  Mary  Elizabeth,  born  Feb.  17,  1919.  3.  Keith  M.,  born  April  15,  1924, 
died  Feb.  13,  1928.  4.  Kenneth  G.,  twin  brother  of  Keith  M.  5.  Hugh  M., 
born  June  13,  1927. 

Mr.  Trainor  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  Booneville  Lodge, 
No.  165,  F.  &  A.  M.  He  also  belongs  to  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  and  Pi  Gamma 
Mu  fraternities. 


First  Central  Rural  School  in  Lewis  County  Organized  at  West  Leyden. 
— By  A.  Winfield  Trainor. — The  first  school  in  the  West  Leyden  com¬ 
munity  was  kept  in  the  house  of  Joel  Jenks  about  1799.  As  the  town  of 
Lewis  was  settled  separate  rural  schools  were  formed  until  there  were 
ten  such  districts  organized,  each  with  its  separate  trustee,  the  one  in 
West  Leyden  village  being  a  two-teacher  school  until  July,  1926,  when 
the  new  plan  of  centralization  was  adopted.  The  old  plan  of  separate 
districts  failed  in  that  it  made  no  provision  for  modern  high  school  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  failed  to  bring  any  additional  financial  aid  from  the  State. 

In  1925  the  Legislature  amended  the  Education  Law  to  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  Central  Rural  Schools  with  increased  financial  aid,  mod¬ 
ern  courses  of  study,  and  transportation  of  rural  children  to  the  central 
school.  Under  the  leadership  of  Superintendent  A.  Winfield  Trainor,  the 
people  of  the  Town  of  Lewis  voted  July  17,  1926,  to  adopt  the  new  plan 
and  form  a  Central  Rural  School  District  by  centralizing  the  ten  separate 
districts  into  one  large  district  with  a  Board  of  Education  of  five. 

This  was  the  first  Central  Rural  School  to  be  formed  in  Lewis  County, 
and  one  of  the  first  few  formed  in  the  State.  Under  date  of  December  6, 
1927,  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education,  Dr.  Frank  P.  Graves,  wrote 
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to  Superintendent  Trainor  in  part  as  follows:  “The  creation  of  these  cen¬ 
tralized  districts  is,  I  think,  the  most  important  movement  we  have  at 
present  and  yours  is  the  very  best  illustration  of  all  that  may  be  accom¬ 
plished.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  another  instance  in  this  State  or  in  any 
other  state  where  ten  rural  districts  have  come  together  in  this  way  to 
produce  the  opportunity  of  a  high  school  for  rural  boys  and  girls.” 

On  June  27,  1927,  it  was  voted  to  erect  a  new  Central  School  Building 
at  West  Leyden  affording  modern  high  school  opportunity  for  the  entire 
district.  The  new  building  was  dedicated  Monday  evening,  June  4th,  1928, 
by  State  Commissioner  Frank  P.  Graves.  It  is  a  beautiful  building  of  red 
tapestry  brick  with  white  pilasters,  cornish,  keystones,  etc.,  the  style  being 
Colonial  of  the  Georgian  type.  Transportation  is  furnished  by  school- 
owned  buses  from  the  outside  districts,  some  of  which  are  over  nine  miles 
distant,  to  the  central  school  where  the  pupils  have  a  modern  program  of 
activities,  exploratory  subjects,  and  guidance,  including  college  prepara¬ 
tory  courses,  commercial  courses,  home  economics,  manual  training,  shop 
work,  music  and  orchestra.  In  his  address  the  State  Commissioner  said 
in  part:  “No  educational  movement  in  the  State  is  more  significant  than 
this  which  is  destined  to  afford  the  rural  boy  and  girl  equal  opportunities 
with  their  city  brother  and  sister.  The  country  boy  has  in  the  past  gen¬ 
erally  proved  to  be  the  backbone  of  the  Nation  *  *  *  It  is  time  that 

the  country  boy  came  into  his  birthright  of  a  sound  education  and  was 
given  an  equal  start  in  life  with  the  boy  from  the  city.”  Dr.  Graves  com¬ 
mended  Superintendent  Trainor,  the  committee  and  the  School  Board  for 
their  leadership  in  providing  this  opportunity  at  West  Leyden.

Will  H.  Schwartz,  M.  D.,  who  for  35  years  has  been  recognized  as  one 
of  the  able  physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  is  a  promi¬ 
nent  citizen  of  Colton.  He  was  born  at  Pillar  Point,  Jefferson  County, 
April  14,  1867,  the  son  of  Adolphus  P.  and  Mary  (Baker)  Schwartz. 

Adolphus  P.  Schwartz  was  born  in  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife 
was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Acad¬ 
emy  and  spent  many  years  as  a  school  teacher.  He  was  also  a  carpenter. 
He  died  in  1902  and  his  wife  died  in  the  same  year.  They  are  buried  at 
Dexter.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schwartz  were  born  the  following  children :  Alda, 
deceased;  Will  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Ada,  married  F.  J.  Babcock, 
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lives  at  Dexter;  Rose,  married  W.  D.  Rose,  lives  at  Dexter;  Della,  de¬ 
ceased;  and  R.  Harold,  lives  at  Colton. 

Will  H.  Schwartz  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Pillar  Point,  N.  Y.,  and  attended  Dexter  High  School  and  Lowville  Acad¬ 
emy.  He  attended  college  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  and  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Albany  Medical  School  in  1896.  In  that  year  he 
located  at  Colton,-  where  he  has  established  an  excellent  practice.  He 
served  as  coroner  of  St.  Lawrence  County  for  15  years,  and  as  local  health 
officer.  He  also  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  board. 

Doctor  Schwartz  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Ethel  Truesdell,  of 
Ogdensburg,  in  1900.  She  died  in  1906  and  is  buried  at  Dexter.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Wealthy  (Harvey)  Truesdell,  both  de¬ 
ceased.  To  Will  H.  and  Ethel  (Truesdell)  Schwartz  was  born  a  son,  Hollis 
Truesdell,  on  Dec.  26,  1902.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Colton  High  School  and 
St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1923.  He  is  now  a  surveyor  at  Colton. 
Doctor  Schwartz  was  married  (second)  in  1908  to  Miss  Esther  Robinson, 
of  Canada,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Emma  Robinson.  The  former  was 
born  in  Ireland  and  the  latter  in  Canada.  Mrs.  Schwartz  is  a  graduate 
nurse.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Schwartz  have  been  born  three  children: 
Roger  A.,  born  in  1912,  attends  St.  Lawrence  University.  2.  Ruth  Elaine, 
born  in  1915,  attends  Colton  High  School.  3.  Audrey  P.,  born  in  1918. 

Doctor  Schwartz  is  a  Republican,  and  is  affiliated  with  High  Falls 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  428.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 


Lester  Yerdon  is  a  highly  esteemed  and  widely  known  citizen  of 
Oswego  County,  and  lives  at  Redfield.  He  was  born  in  St.  Lawrence 
County,  the  son  of  Abraham  Yerdon,  Jr.  The  latter  was  the  son  of 
Abraham  Yerdon,  Sr.,  who  was  of  Dutch  descent.  The  family  had  settled 
in  the  Mohawk  Valley  during  the  early  days  and  became  prosperous 
farmers  of  that  region.  As  a  young  man,  Abraham  Yerdon,  Sr.,  settled 
at  Morristown,  St.  Lawrence  County,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his 
life.  His  son,  Abraham,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  among 
the  first  settlers  of  Redfield,  Oswego  County.  To  Abraham  Yerdon,  Jr., 
and  wife  the  following  children  were  born:  Lester,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Ernest;  Edward;  Mrs.  Ella  Nelson  Shore;  and  Mrs.  Minnie  Mun- 
ger.  By  a  second  marriage  Abraham  Yerdon,  Jr.,  had  the  following 
children:  William;  Norman  S.;  Andy  L.;  Mrs.  Jennie  Bradley;  and  Mrs. 
Anna  Bowler. 

Lester  Yerdon  has  been  interested  in  farming  throughout  his  life. 
He  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  highway 
commissioner.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
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Lester  Yerdon  married  Miss  Ettie  Clemons,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
M.  and  Candace  (Douglass)  Clemons.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Yerdon  were  born 
the  following  children:  1.  Melfie  B.,  lives  at  Syracuse.  2.  Mortimer  A., 
mention  of  whom  is  made  below.  3.  Myrton  W.,  farmer,  lives  at  Redfield. 
4.  Maud  C.,  married  Morris  Castor,  lives  at  Redfield. 

Mortimer  A.  Yerdon  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  Redfield, 
and  was  employed  for  some  time  in  the  lumber  camps  of  this  section.  He 
later  spent  two  years  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  upon  his  return  to  New  York 
located  at  Syracuse.  He  was  interested  in  the  insurance  business  at  Utica 
for  several  years  and  in  1915  came  to  Lyons  Falls  as  an  assistant  to 
Ernest  Curtis,  funeral  director.  Mr.  Curtis  disposed  of  his  business  in 
1917  to  the  Cole  Funeral  Corporation,  and  Mr.  Yerdon  continued  with  the 
firm  until  1920.  During  the  following  two  years  he  was  associated  with 
Gordon  &  Crocker,  funeral  directors,  of  Utica.  He  returned  to  Lyons 
Falls  in  1922  and  purchased  the  Cole  interests,  with  which  he  has  since 
been  identified. 

On  June  29,  1918,  Mortimer  A.  Yerdon  married  Miss  Margaret  Mars- 
den,  of  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  David  and  Julia  (Kilmer) 
Marsden.

Mortimer  A.  Yerdon  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  is 
affiliated  with  Turin  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  184.  He  is  a  Republican. 


William  D.  Holden. — Among  the  most  prominent  business  men  of 
Lewis  County  for  a  number  of  years  was  William  D.  Holden,  who  lives 
retired  at  Turin.  He  was  born  here  May  25,  1857,  the  son  of  Emery 
Bennett  and  Maria  (Dewey)  Holden. 

Emery  Bennett  Holden  was  born  at  Floyd,  Oneida  County.  He  was 
educated  in  the  district  schools  and  in  1833  came  to  Turin,  where  he  was 
employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  his  uncle,  Ozias  Wilcox.  He  later  be¬ 
came  a  partner  in  the  business,  and  after  several  years  became  associated 
with  N.  W.  Moore,  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Holden  &  Moore.  In  1840 
Mr.  Holden  built  a  store  and  established  a  business  of  his  own,  with  which 
he  was  identified  until  1858.  He  then  organized  the  business  of  Holden 
&  Dewey,  druggists,  his  partner  being  Duane  Dewey.  Mr.  Holden  died 
April  2,  1878,  and  is  buried  at  Turin.  His  wife  was  born  at  this  place  and 
died  Aug.  1,  1898.  He  was  postmaster  of  Turin  and  served  as  supervisor 
for  a  number  of  years  and  was  justice  of  the  peace,  justice  of  sessions, 
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and  a  member  of  the  board  of  education.  During  the  Civil  War  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Senate  war  committee.  For  many  years  Mr.  Holden  was 
trustee  and  treasurer  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  member  of  Turin 
Lodge,  No.  184.  On  May  27,  1840,  Mr.  Holden  married  (first)  Miss  Delia 
Helen  Dewey,  who  died  Nov.  7,  1843.  Their  daughter,  Delia  Melinda,  died 
in  1877,  and  is  buried  at  Turin.  She  was  the  wife  of  William  P.  Williams. 
Mr.  Holden  married  (second)  Miss  Maria  Dewey.  Their  children  were: 
1.  Emery  Dewey,  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  Cazenovia  Seminary, 
and  Eastman  Business  College.  He  was  associated  for  a  number  of  years 
with  the  business  of  Holden  Brothers  at  Turin.  He  died  Feb.  7,  1920.  2. 
Helen  Maria,  died  Feb.  6,  1920,  was  the  wife  of  William  A.  Olmsted.  3. 
William  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Royal  Dwight,  who  died  May  14, 
1862. 

William  D.  Holden  attended  the  public  schools  of  Turin.  He  became 
associated  with  his  father’s  business  interests  here  in  1876  and  upon  the 
death  of  the  latter  two  years  later  the  business  was  reorganized  as  Holden 
Brothers,  both  brothers  being  licensed  pharmacists.  The  firm  carried  on  the 
drug  business  until  1920,  when  E.  Dewey  died,  and  William  D.  Holden 
remained  as  proprietor  until  1927,  at  which  time  he  retired.  In  1882  Mr. 
Holden  had  purchased  the  Turin  Gazette  from  John  R.  Beden.  He  was 
identified  with  the  publication  for  one  year  only  when  it  was  sold  to 
Charles  R.  Lee. 

On  Oct.  17,  1883,  Mr.  Holden  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Carrie 
H.  Lee,  of  Turin,  who  died  Dec.  29,  1926.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Alfred 
H.  and  Elizabeth  (Hunt)  Lee.  Both  were  natives  of  Martinsburg,  Lewis 
County.  Mr.  Lee  had  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  president  of  the 
village  of  Turin.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the 
Masonic  Lodge  and  Grange.  Mr.  Lee  died  in  1908  and  his  wife  died  in 
1900.  They  are  buried  at  Turin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holden  were  the  parents 
of  three  children:  1.  Kate  Elizabeth,  born  April  22,  1885,  married  C.  W. 
Rice,  and  lives  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Chicago  High  School, 
and  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  class  of  1907.  She  taught  in  the  Watertown 
High  School,  where  she  was  the  head  of  the  English  department  and  later 
taught  in  the  Morris  High  School  in  New  York  City  until  her  marriage  in 
1913.  2.  Helen  C.,  born  Jan.  15,  1887,  lives  at  home.  She  is  a  graduate 
of  Turin  Union  School,  spent  two  years  at  the  Elms,  Springfield,  Mass., 
and  in  1909  was  graduated  from  the  kindergarten  department  of  Pratt  In¬ 
stitute,  Brooklyn.  She  taught  for  one  and  one-half  years  at  Bethany 
Memorial  Kindergarten  of  Brooklyn,  one  year  at  Montgomery,  Ala.,  and 
three  years  at  Dover,  Del.  3.  William  Stuart,  born  March  14,  1896,  a 
graduate  of  Hamilton  College,  class  of  1917.  He  is  a  teacher  of  German 
and  French  in  the  public  schools  of  Dunkirk,  N.  Y. 
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Mr.  Holden  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  was  a  member  of  the 
local  board  of  education  for  many  years,  having1  served  as  its  president. 
He  has  also  been  village  president  and  was  clerk  of  the  board  of  super¬ 
visors  in  1892.  He  was  county  supervisor  of  the  census  in  1915,  was  vice 
chairman  of  the  Lewis  County  Home  Defense  Committee  during  the  World 
War  and  treasurer  of  the  Lewis  County  War  Chest.  Since  1915  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Lewis  County  Board  of  Child  Welfare,  of  which  he  was 
president  in  1929-1931,  resigning  in  1931.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Turin  Cornet  Band  for  25  years,  was  treasurer  of  the  board  of  education 
for  several  years  prior  to  1931,  when  he  resigned.  He  has  been  treasurer 
of  the  Turin  Cemetery  Association  since  its  organization  in  1908,  and  of 
the  local  fire  company  since  1886.  He  is  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  he  has  been  treasurer  for  more  than  40  years  and  has 
served  as  Sunday  school  superintendent  since  1886.  What  was  probably 
the  first  piece  of  reforesting  in  the  town  of  Turin  was  done  by  him  in  1910, 
when  he  planted  2,000  Norway  spruce  trees  on  the  hillside,  west  of  Turin 
village. 


William  J.  Hinds. — Associated  with  The  General  Crushed  Stone  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  as  superintendent  of  their  Lacona  plant,  is  W.  J. 
Hinds,  who  is  one  of  the  leading  young  business  men  of  Oswego  County. 
He  was  born  at  Watertown,  Jan.  8,  1897,  the  son  of  Joseph  Addison  and 
Adelaide  E.  (Klock)  Hinds. 

Joseph  Addison  Hinds  was  born  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  where  he  spent 
his  early  life.  He  was  graduated  from  Watertown  High  School,  and  for 
several  years  was  interested  in  the  real  estate  business  there.  He  also 
was  the  owner  of  several  motion  picture  theatres  in  that  city.  Since  1921 
he  has  lived  retired  at  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  He  still  has  extensive  real 
estate  holdings  in  Watertown,  and  owns  the  family  homestead  there.  Mr. 
Hinds  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belongs 
to  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  Watertown.  His  wife  died  in  May,  1930,  and  is  buried 
in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hinds  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Jessie  May,  married  William  H.  Morse,  lives  at  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio.  2.  Arthur  K.,  lives  at  Carthage,  N.  Y.  3.  William  J.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch. 

W.  J.  Hinds  is  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School,  class  of  1918,  of 
which  he  was  president.  In  April,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and 
was  sent  to  Fort  Slocum,  and  later  to  Washington  Barracks,  D.  C.  He 
served  in  France  as  a  sergeant  and  was  identified  with  the  27th  Division. 
After  his  discharge  at  Camp  Upton,  L.  I.,  in  March,  1919,  Mr.  Hinds 
returned  to  Watertown.  He  later  entered  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
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from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1923.  He 
specialized  in  the  study  of  economics  and  industrial  engineering.  He  joined 
and  became  president  of  Penn  Delta  Chapter,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  frater¬ 
nity.  For  two  years  he  was  connected  with  the  Carthage  Machine  Com¬ 
pany  as  cost  accountant,  after  which  he  went  to  Miami,  Fla.,  as  personal 
assistant  to  H.  B.  Graves,  promoter  of  Sunny  Isles,  Ocean  Beach,  Fla.  In 
1926  Mr.  Hinds  specialized  in  the  handling  of  Northeastern  Miami  prop¬ 
erty  and  after  six  months  returned  to  Watertown.  For  a  short  time  he 
was  employed  by  the  Carthage  Machine  Company  and  in  1927  he  became 
identified  with  S.  D.  Ormsby,  in  the  Lacona  Sand  &  Gravel  Company.  In 
1928  the  Rock  Cut  Stone  Company  purchased  Mr.  Ormsby’s  interests,  and 
at  that  time  the  business  was  merged  with  the  General  Crushed  Stone 
Company  of  Easton,  Pa.  Mr.  Hinds  was  retained  as  manager  of  the 
Lacona  plant. 

In  1922  Mr.  Hinds  married  Miss  Merretta  Darwin  Gotham,  of  Water- 
town,  the  daughter  of  Merritt  and  Catherine  (Rounds)  Gotham.  Mr. 
Gotham  died  in  Watertown,  in  October,  1897.  His  widow  is  a  native  of 
Mannsville  and  resides  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hinds  have  a  son, 
William  L.,  2nd,  born  Dec.  24,  1927. 

Mr.  Hinds  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  Carthage  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  He  and  his  family  live  at  Sandy 
Creek. 


Edward  M.  Sheldon. — Few  men  are  as  prominent  in  Lewis  County  as 
Edward  M.  Sheldon  of  Martinsburg,  who  is  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly.  He  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  Sept.  27,  1866,  the  son 
of  Martin  V.  and  Margaret  C.  (Yale)  Sheldon. 

Martin  V.  Sheldon,  who  died  in  1919,  was  a  native  of  Martinsburg. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  there,  attended  Lowville  Academy, 
and  a  select  school  at  Martinsburg.  He  was  a  teacher  in  the  local  public 
schools  for  nine  terms,  after  which  he  engaged  in  general  farming  on  the 
old  Sheldon  homestead.  From  1872  until  1882  Mr.  Sheldon  was  supervisor 
of  Martinsburg,  and  he  also  held  other  public  offices.  He  held  the  office 
of  superintendent  of  schools,  that  position  being  succeeded  by  that  of 
county  superintendent.  Mr.  Sheldon  was  a  life  long  Republican  and  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Grange.  Margaret  C.  (Yale)  Sheldon  was  a  native  of 
Charlotte,  Vt.,  and  died  in  1921.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sheldon  were  born  the 
following  children:  1.  Mary  Alene,  who  died  in  1876.  2.  Charles  Edward, 
who  died  in  1861.  3.  Fanny  Theodosia,  the  widow  of  C.  Otis  Thatcher, 
lives  at  Martinsburg.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University  and  Chicago 
University  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
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Wellesley  College.  4.  Edward  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Harriet 
Eliza,  M.  D.,  married  Horace  E.  Barnes,  lives  at  East  Williamson,  N.  Y. 
She  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Hahnemann  Medical 
College,  Chicago,  and  for  several  years  engaged  in  private  practice  at 
Hamilton,  Ont.  In  1909  she  went  to  Africa  to  do  missionary  work.  6. 
Margaret  Blossom,  deceased.  7.  William  Martin,  who  died  at  the  age  of 
six  years. 

The  early  education  of  Edward  M.  Sheldon  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Martinsburg  and  in  1887  he  was  graduated  from  Lowville 
Academy.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1891,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  Nov.  17,  1894.  For  a  time  he 
was  a  clerk  in  the  law  office  of  the  firm  of  Bissell,  Sicard,  Bissell  &  Carey, 
of  Buffalo.  The  senior  Bissell  was  then  postmaster  general  in  the  Cleve¬ 
land  cabinet.  Mr.  Sheldon  later  was  associated  with  the  practice  of  A.  J. 
Robertson,  of  Buffalo,  and  in  1895  established  a  private  practice  in  that 
city,  where  he  remained  for  12  years.  Mr.  Sheldon  retired  from  law  in 
1912  and  returned  to  the  Sheldon  homestead  at  Martinsburg.  He  has 
served  as  justice  of  the  peace  since  1919.  In  1924  he  was  a  candidate  for 
the  Republican  nomination  to  the  New  York  State  Assembly,  being  de¬ 
feated  by  Clarence  Fisher.  He  defeated  John  Dence  for  nomination  to 
that  office  in  1920  and  was  elected  and  relected  in  1930  and  1931. 

As  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly  Mr.  Sheldon  was  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  successful  passage  of  the  following  bills:  Appropriation  of 
$3,000  in  the  State  budget  for  the  removal  of  Black  River  dams  at  Bushes 
Landing  and  Otter  Creek.  Introduced  bill  for  the  modification  of  Carthage 
dam  to  relieve  flooding  of  200  farms.  He  actively  was  identified  with  the 
Pratt  dirt  road  bill,  introduced  bills  for  motor  vehicle  registration  at  three- 
fourths  price  after  March,  which  was  vetoed.  He  introduced  a  bill  which 
taxed  oleomargine  5c  per  pound.  He  presided  as  chairman  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  Assembly  caucus  which  nominated  Vera  McCrea,  head  of  the  Home 
department  of  the  Dairymen’s  League,  for  membership  in  the  New  York 
State  Council  of  Agriculture  and  Markets.  He  also  voted  against  the  reso¬ 
lution  petitioning  congress  to  call  a  constitutional  convention  to  repeal  the 
18th  amendment.  Mr.  Sheldon  introduced  and  secured  the  passage  of  the 
bill  amending  village  tax  laws,  which  was  vetoed  by  the  governor,  and  on 
the  last  day  of  the  session  in  1931  he  secured  an  emergency  message  from 
the  governor  and  the  necessary  unanimous  consent  in  the  Assembly  for  the 
passage  of  a  bill  requiring  power  companies  to  screen  the  intakes  of 
flumes,  to  prevent  fish  from  being  drawn  into  the  machinery.  Fish  and 
game  clubs  had  reported  that  tons  of  fish  were  lost  by  the  failure  to  screen 
these  flumes.  This  bill  has  become  a  law. 

On  June  29,  1896,  Mr.  Sheldon  married  Miss  Annie  Sabina  Armstrong, 
of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  E.  (Magill)  Armstrong. 
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Mr.  Armstrong  died  in  1918  and  his  wife  died  in  1920.  He  was  a  native  of 
Ireland  and  for  more  than  half  a  century  was  prominent  in  Troy  as  a  tea 
merchant.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  for  three  terms  as  alderman 
of  the  second  ward  in  Troy.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sheldon  were  born  three 
children:  1.  Elizabeth  Margaret,  born  May  23,  1897.  She  is  a  graduate 
nurse  of  Clifton  Springs  Sanitarium.  She  married  James  H.  Faris,  and 
lives  at  Washington,  D.  C.  They  have  three  children:  James  H.,  Jr., 
born  July  26,  1922;  Elizabeth  Anne,  born  June  27,  1926;  and  Mary  Mar¬ 
garet,  born  Jan.  16,  1931.  2.  Martin  A.,  born  in  May,  1900.  He  attended 
Hamilton  College  and  Cornell  University.  He  is  publicity  editor  on  the 
Long  Island  City  Star.  He  married  Elizabeth  Davenport,  and  they  have 
a  daughter,  Virginia  D.,  born  Oct.  22,  1928.  3.  Harriet  Cornelia,  born 

Oct.  24,  1904.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Oberlin  College,  class  of  1927.  She 
married  Roberts  Rugh,  and  lives  in  New  York  City.  They  have  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mary  Elizabeth,  bom  June  6,  1927. 

Mr.  Sheldon  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  the  Lewis  County  Historical 
Society,  Lewis  County  Bar  Association,  and  Comellian  Council.  He  is  an 
active  member  of  the  State  and  County  Grange,  Lewis  County  Holstein 
Club,  Martinsburg  and  Lowville  Fish  &  Game  clubs,  Lewis  County  For¬ 
estry  Council,  New  York  State  Agricultural  Society,  New  York  Association 
of  County  Agricultural  Societies,  and  New  York  Conservation  Association. 
He  also  belongs  to  Delta  Chi  fraternity. 

Mr.  Sheldon  served  as  duty  sergeant  during  the  Spanish-American 
War  with  the  65th  Regiment,  U.  S.  V.  I.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New 
York  National  Guard,  74th  Regiment,  Buffalo.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  he  transferred  to  the  65th  Regiment,  U.  S.  Vol¬ 
unteer  Infantry,  and  was  stationed  first  at  Camp  Black,  Long  Island,  and 
later  at  Camp  Alger,  Falls  Church,  Va.

James  Cullman  Feeney. — Among  the  prominent  young  lawyers  of 
Oswego  County,  James  Cullinan  Feeney  holds  an  important  place,  and  is 
successfully  engaged  in  practice  at  Oswego  and  Mexico.  He  was  born  in 
Oswego,  Aug.  15,  1899,  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  Ann  (Lally)  Feeney. 

James  Feeney,  who  died  in  1904,  successfully  engaged  in  the  mercantile 
business  in  Oswego  for  many  years  as  the  proprietor  of  a  men’s  clothing 
store.  He  held  numerous  public  offices  and  was  a  Democrat.  He  was  a 
member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church  and  Knights  of  Columbus.  His 
widow  has  always  lived  in  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Feeney  were  born 
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four  children:  1.  Mary  Jo  Gokey,  lives  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  2.  Martin 
L.,  lives  at  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  3.  Patrick  H.,  lives  at  Oswego,  is  a  veteran 
of  the  World  War.  4.  James  Cullinan,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  James  Cullinan  Feeney  was  spent  in  Oswego,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  his  graduation  from  high  school  he  entered  Syracuse  University, 
from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1923.  He  spent  two  years 
in  active  practice  in  Syracuse,  and  in  1925  located  in  Oswego.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  he  opened  a  second  office  at  Mexico,  where  he  has  maintained 
his  residence  since  1927.  He  was  appointed  justice  of  the  peace  at  Mexico 
in  1930. 

On  Sept.  12,  1927,  Mr.  Feeney  married  Miss  Agnes  M.  Walsh,  of  Rut¬ 
land,  Vt.,  the  daughter  of  Miles  C.  and  Bridget  (Gaffney)  Walsh.  Mr. 
Walsh  was  born  in  Ireland  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of  Vermont.  They  live 
at  Rutland. 

In  politics  Mr.  Feeney  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party.  He 
served  as  supervisor  from  the  Third  Ward  of  Oswego  for  two  terms.  He 
holds  membership  in  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  American  Legion,  Rainbow  Shore  Country  Club,  Phi 
Delta  Phi,  and  Phi  Kappa  fraternities. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Feeney  served  as  a  member  of  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  while  a  student  at  Syracuse  University. 


John  Alfred  Villnave,  who  is  associated  with  the  firm  of  J.  A.  Villnave 
&  Sons,  building  contractors  and  hardware  merchants,  of  Tupper  Lake, 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  and  highly  successful  business  men  of 
Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Followfield,  Ontario,  Canada,  Jan.  16, 
1865,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  (Chapman)  Villnave. 

Henry  Villnave  lived  in  Canada  throughout  his  life.  He  was  born  in 
Ontario  in  1836  and  his  wife  was  also  a  native  of  Followfield.  Their  mar¬ 
riage  took  place  in  1855  and  they  were  the  parents  of  12  children,  of 
whom  John  Alfred,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  is  the  fourth  in  order 
of  birth. 

John  Alfred  Villnave  grew  up  at  Followfield,  Ontario,  where  he  received 
his  early  education.  Later  he  was  graduated  from  the  Veterinary  College 
of  London,  Ontario,  in  1901,  and  he  successfully  followed  this  profession 
for  20  years.  During  this  time  he  also  had  numerous  other  business  inter¬ 
ests.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1893  and  settled  first  in  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  The  following  year  he  came  to  Tupper  Lake,  where  he 
became  successful  almost  immediately  as  a  building  contractor.  The  busi¬ 
ness  was  incorporated  as  J.  A.  Villnave  &  Sons  in  1921  and  in  that  year 
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the  company  also  became  identified  with  the  sale  of  hardware  and  builders’ 
supplies.  Two  years  later  they  added  a  stock  of  lumber  and  began  the 
operation  of  a  large  planing  mill  for  the  manufacture  of  interior  trim  for 
buildings.  At  the  present  time  they  also  own  a  cement  block  plant. 

Mr.  Villnave  was  married  on  Nov.  29,  1894,  to  Miss  Margaret  Eliza¬ 
beth  Horton,  of  Hazeldeen,  Ontario,  the  daughter  of  George  Horton.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Villnave  have  been  born  eight  children,  three  of  whom  died 
in  infancy.  The  others  are:  1.  Henry  Lionel,  born  Oct.  15,  1895,  asso¬ 
ciated  in  business  with  his  father  at  Tupper  Lake.  2.  Leora,  born  Dec.  18, 
1897,  the  widow  of  Eugene  Werst,  now  lives  with  her  parents  at  Tupper 
Lake.  3.  Helen,  born  Jan.  18,  1900,  married  Thomas  Chenier,  lives  at  Lud¬ 
low  Mass.  4.  George  W.,  born  Feb.  5,  1902,  associated  in  business  with 
his  father.  5.  Mary  Elizabeth,  born  Dec.  17,  1907,  is  office  manager  of 
J.  A.  Villnave  &  Sons. 

Politically,  Mr.  Villnave  is  a  Democrat.  He  and  his  family  are  promi¬ 
nent  members  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge.  He  is  an  ardent  sportsman  and  spends  much 
of  his  leisure  time  at  his  camp  at  Eagle  Crag  Lake. 


James  Howard  Wert  is  among  the  representative  citizens  of  Tupper 
Lake,  where  he  has  been  successful  as  a  building  contractor  for  more 
than  40  years.  He  was  born  at  Waddington,  N.  Y.,  April  30,  1866,  the 
son  of  Charles  and  Marie  (Becksted)  Wert. 

Charles  Wert  was  born  in  Ontario,  Canada,  in  1808.  He  spent  many 
years  as  a  lumber  dealer  in  Canada  and  in  1838  came  to  the  United  States 
and  settled  at  Waddington,  N.  Y.  He  was  married  in  1840  to  Miss  Marie 
Becksted,  a  native  of  Belfast,  Ireland,  who  had  spent  her  early  life  in 
Canada.  He  died  in  1907  and  his  wife  died  in  1894.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wert 
were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Addie,  born  in  1854,  died  in  March, 
1928,  was  the  wife  of  D.  B.  McCullough,  of  Hazelton,  N.  Y.  2.  Jane,  born 
in  1857,  died  in  1883,  was  the  wife  of  S.  A.  Erwin.  3.  James  Howard,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Jay,  born  in  October,  1876,  lives  near  Potsdam, 
N.  Y.  5.  Edith,  born  in  1878,  died  in  1913,  was  the  wife  of  William  Rogers, 
of  Newport,  R.  I.  6.  William  D.,  born  in  1880,  employed  by  the  Great  Lakes 
Dredging  Company  of  Chicago.  He  lives  at  Albany,  N.  Y. 

James  Howard  Wert  attended  the  public  schools  of  Waddington,  but 
at  the  age  of  14  years  left  school  to  assist  his  father  in  farming.  After 
five  years  he  accepted  employment  in  the  office  of  an  architect  at  Ogdens- 
burg,  but  after  a  short  time  resigned  and  entered  the  employ  of  an  under¬ 
taking  establishment.  Later  he  was  interested  in  the  hardware  business, 
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after  which  he  resumed  his  former  position  at  Ogdensburg  for  five  years. 
Mr.  Wert  then  established  a  retail  hardware  business.  In  1890  he  came 
to  Tupper  Lake  and  soon  became  prominent  as  a  building  contractor.  He 
has  had  contracts  for  numerous  building  projects,  including  the  Tupper 
Lake  Town  Hall,  Episcopal  Church,  McCarty  Building,  Dresher  Building, 
and  has  completed  school  buildings  at  Tupper  Lake,  Saranac  Lake,  Oneida, 
Hinckley,  Syracuse,  Piercefield,  Conifer,  Cranberry  Lake,  Earlville,  Wau- 
beek.  He  also  had  the  contract  for  the  building  of  the  Jewish  Sanitorium 
at  Bedford  Hills,  Childrens  Home  at  White  Plains,  City  Hall  at  Hinckley, 
Mill  at  Hinckley,  Presbyterian  Church  at  Moody,  and  Maid  Building  at 
Tupper  Lake. 

On  June  19,  1894,  Mr.  Wert  married  Miss  Florence  Eva  Sampson,  of 
Dickinson  Center,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  George  Sampson. 

Mr.  Wert  is  a  Republican,  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  and  a  member  of  Ziyara 
Temple  at  Utica.  He  is  Past  Noble  Grand  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  belongs  to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  He  also  is  a 
member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Wert  was  chief  of  shipways  at  the  Harri- 
man  yard  at  Chester,  Pa. 


William  A.  McCaffrey,  who  has  held  the  office  of  superintendent  of  the 
city  water  department  at  Oswego  continuously  since  1915,  is  one  of  the 
substantial  citizens  of  the  city.  He  was  born  here,  Jan.  19,  1877,  the  son 
of  John  and  Catherine  (O’Donnell)  McCaffery. 

Both  the  McCaffrey  and  O’Donnell  families  were  prominent  pioneer 
settlers  of  Oswego.  Original  members  came  here  from  Ireland. 

John  McCaffrey  was  associated  in  early  life  with  the  furniture  busi¬ 
ness  of  Norton  &  Sons,  and  later  entered  into  partnership  with  John 
McCann  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  McCaffrey  &  McCann.  Their  business 
was  located  at  91  East  1st  Street,  and  Mr.  McCaffrey  was  identified  with 
the  enterprise  until  his  death  in  1907.  His  wife  died  in  1924.  They  are 
buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Mr.  McCaffrey  was  a  Democrat 
and  held  membership  in  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church.  He  was  a  director 
of  the  Frontier  Building  &  Loan  Association.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCaffrey 
were  born  four  children:  1.  William  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2. 
Edward  D.,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  3.  Frederick  J.,  lives  at  Oswego.  4. 
Mary,  married  Dr.  Frederick  Hickey,  dentist,  lives  at  Oswego. 

William  A.  McCaffrey  attended  the  parochial  schools  of  Oswego  and 
took  a  course  in  mechanical  engineering  from  the  International  Corre¬ 
spondence  School  at  Scranton,  Pa.  He  began  his  business  career  with 
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the  Fitzgibbons  Boiler  Company  and  from  office  boy  was  advanced  steadily 
until  he  held  the  office  of  treasurer  of  the  company.  He  resigned  in  1915 
to  assume  his  present  duties  with  the  water  department. 

In  1907  Mr.  McCaffrey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margaret  E. 
Dunn,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Nancy  (Savage)  Dunn. 
The  former  died  in  1905  and  the  latter  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  in  Syra¬ 
cuse.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCaffrey  have  two  daughters :  Margaret  Jane,  born 
in  1912 ;  and  Nancy  Irene,  born  in  1921. 

Mr.  McCaffrey  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  served  as  alderman  of  the 
8th  ward  during  1914-15  under  Mayor  Thomas  Hennessey.  Both  he  and 
his  family  are  members  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated 
with  the  Knights  of  Columbus  as  District  Deputy.  He  also  is  a  director 
of  St.  Francis  Home. 

Mr.  McCaffrey  is  recognized  as  an  expert  in  lettering  and  during  the 
past  25  years  has  been  in  charge  of  lettering  the  high  school  diplomas  in 
the  city.  He  finds  his  chief  recreation  in  this  work. 


Herbert  W.  Fearl. — Among  Potsdam’s  most  successful  business  men 
one  of  the  best  known  is  Herbert  W.  Fearl,  who  is  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Potsdam  American  Oil  Company,  with  offices  at  16  Depot 
Street.  He  was  born  at  Parishville,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  2,  1858,  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Flower)  Fearl. 

John  Fearl  was  born  at  Parishville,  and  during  his  entire  lifetime  was 
interested  in  general  farming.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership 
in  the  Baptist  Church.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Parishville.  Both  are 
deceased.  Their  children  were:  1.  Edna,  who  died  in  1927.  2.  Emma, 

twin  sister  of  Edna,  also  deceased.  3.  Nellie  Hazen,  deceased.  4.  Herbert 
W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  By  a  second  marriage  John  Fearl  had  an¬ 
other  son,  Dr.  Fred  Fearl,  who  is  deceased.  He  was  a  physician  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Herbert  W.  Fearl  attended  the  public  schools  of  Parishville,  and  lived 
at  that  place  until  he  was  21  years  of  age.  His  mother  died  when  he  was 
four  years  old.  He  became  a  cooper  and  followed  that  trade  for  many 
years,  for  some  time  being  identified  with  the  Clarkson  Manufacturing 
Company.  He  also  was  interested  in  road  building  for  a  time,  and  in 
1909  engaged  in  the  oil  business  on  a  very  small  scale.  The  undertaking 
proved  a  success  and  Mr.  Fearl  later  incorporated  the  business  as  the  Pots¬ 
dam  American  Oil  Company,  and  he  has  been  president  and  general  man¬ 
ager.  They  handle  approximately  110,000  gallons  of  gasoline  per  month, 
and  have  storage  tanks  at  Sidney,  Gouverneur,  Massena,  Potsdam,  and 
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Theresa.  Territory  covered  by  the  company  includes  St.  Lawrence,  Frank¬ 
lin  and  Jefferson  counties. 

In  1878  Mr.  Fearl  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emma  Cook,  of 
Parishville.  She  died  in  1927  and  is  buried  at  Potsdam.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Osmond  T.  and  Emmerette  (Ingals)  Cook,  the  former  a  native 
of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  latter  of  New  York.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fearl  had  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Fearl  is  a  Republican,  and  for  seven  years  he  has  been 
county  committeeman.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Potsdam  Club,  Potsdam  Country  Club,  and  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  He  also  is  an  active  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  Fearl 
has  always  been  most  keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Potsdam  and  is 
one  of  its  most  public  spirited  citizens.  He  has  been  extensively  engaged 
in  real  estate.  He  owned  a  whole  village  block  including  Depot  Street  to 
Raymond  Street.  He  built  the  siding  from  the  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R.  main  tracks 
to  the  Unity  Paper  Mill  and  Milk  Condenser  buildings. 


Howard  I.  LeFevre. — Born  and  reared  at  Beaver  Falls,  Howard  I. 
LeFevre  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the  business  life  of  that 
community,  and  at  the  present  time  is  president  of  the  Beaver  Box  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company.  He  was  born  Aug.  16,  1867,  the  son  of  Martin  R. 
and  Hannah  M.  (Lewis)  LeFevre. 

Martin  R.  LeFevre,  who  died  in  1905,  was  born  at  Gilboa,  N.  Y.  When 
he  was  eight  years  old  his  parents  located  at  Northville  and  he  attended 
school  at  Gloversville  and  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.  Mr.  LeFevre  was  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Isaac  LeFevre  &  Gilbert  Tannery  at  Northville  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  and  also  was  manager  of  a  tannery  at  Beaver  Falls.  He  later 
purchased  the  tannery  which  had  been  owned  by  his  father  and  continued 
in  business  until  1894.  In  connection  with  the  tannery  Mr.  LeFevre  also 
successfully  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business  at  Beaver  Falls 
for  35  years.  He  disposed  of  the  latter  interest  in  1903  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  living  retired.  Mr.  LeFevre  was  a  Republican,  and 
served  as  postmaster.  He  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Northville,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1917.  Both  are  buried 
at  Beaver  Falls.  Their  children  were:  1.  Minnie  M.,  married  Dr.  W.  W. 
Jamison,  of  Syracuse,  who  died  in  1925.  2.  Howard  I.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Howard  I.  LeFevre  attended  the  Beaver  Falls  public  schools  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Eastman  Business  College  at  Pough¬ 
keepsie.  He  was  associated  with  his  father  in  business  until  1903  and 
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before  that  time  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Lewis,  Slocum  &  Le- 
Fevre,  manufacturers  of  mechanical  pulp.  This  business  was  continued 
until  July  1,  1913,  when  the  Lewis  &  Slocum  Paper  Mill  was  consolidated 
with  the  Lewis,  Slocum  &  LeFevre  Company,  the  new  corporation  being 
Lewis,  Slocum  &  LeFevre  Company,  Inc.  It  was  in  February,  1931,  that 
Mr.  LeFevre  retired  from  the  firm,  having  served  as  president  and  man¬ 
ager  since  1913.  His  interests  were  purchased  by  the  J.  P.  Lewis  Company 
and  the  Beaver  River  Power  Company.  Mr.  LeFevre  has  since  been 
identified  only  with  the  Beaver  Box  Manufacturing  Company  as  president. 

On  June  15,  1893,  Mr.  LeFevre  married  (first)  Miss  May  Slocum,  of 
Geneva,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  N.  and  Elizabeth  (Whitehouse) 
Slocum.  The  former  died  in  1912  and  the  latter  in  1910.  They  are  buried 
at  Beaver  Falls.  May  (Slocum)  LeFevre  died  in  October,  1924,  and  is 
buried  at  Syracuse.  She  was  survived  by  four  children:  1.  Harold,  who 
is  vice  president  of  the  Beaver  Box  Manufacturing  Company.  2.  Dewitt 
C.,  who  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Beaver  Box  Mfg.  Co.  3.  Cath¬ 
erine,  married  C.  E.  Libby,  lives  at  Syracuse.  4.  Elizabeth,  married  C.  W. 
Gardner,  lives  at  Syracuse. 

Mr.  LeFevre  was  married  (second)  May  17,  1930,  to  Miss  Charlotte 
Hommell,  of  Syracuse,  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Elizabeth  (Loos) 
Hommell.  They  are  residents  of  Syracuse. 

Mr.  LeFevre  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  from  1905  until  1913 
held  the  office  of  postmaster.  He  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  and  he  belongs  to  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  Mr.  LeFevre 
is  vice  president  of  the  Lowville  and  Beaver  Railroad.  He  is  secretary  of 
the  Pa  Pro  Company,  Glenfield,  N.  Y.;  vice  president  and  director,  Lewis 
County  Trust  Company,  Lowville,  N.  Y. 


Ross  H.  Oxner. — One  of  the  dependable  and  well  known  young  business 
men  of  Oswego  County  is  Ross  H.  Oxner,  who  is  the  proprietor  of  a 
funeral  home  at  New  Haven.  He  was  born  here,  July  15,  1898,  the  son 
of  Floyd  H.  and  Jessie  Ann  (Pettingill)  Oxner. 

Floyd  H.  Oxner  is  successfully  engaged  in  business  at  Cranberry  Lake 
as  manager  of  a  hotel.  He  was  born  at  New  Haven,  as  was  his  wife. 
Until  1918  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  in  that  year  became 
located  at  Cranberry  Lake.  He  is  a  Republican.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oxner’s 
only  child  is  Ross  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Ross  H.  Oxner  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Mexico  and  New  Haven,  N.  Y.  Later  he  became  interested  in  detective 
work  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  During  the  World  War  he  was  unable  to  enlist  on 
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account  of  physical  disability  but  was  appointed  a  federal  inspector  of 
ammunition  plants.  He  later  entered  the  Syracuse  School  of  Embalming, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1924.  He  took  a  complete  course  in  em¬ 
balming,  anatomy  and  pathology,  and  is  equipped  to  teach  this  profession.

In  1918  Mr.  Oxner  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Gertrude  Nina 
Bradley,  of  Mexico,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Owen  and  Etta  (Bagley)  Brad¬ 
ley.  The  former  was  born  at  Harrisville,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  and  died 
in  1926.  The  latter  lives  at  New  Haven  and  is  a  native  of  Vermont.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Oxner  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Oxner  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  Grange. 

As  a  collector  of  antiques,  Mr.  Oxner  has  a  wide  reputation  and  is  the 
owner  of  the  collection  of  the  late  Captain  Nichols,  of  Point  Pleasant  Club. 


Hon.  Joseph  P.  O’Connor. — A  prominent  figure  in  professional  circles 
in  the  North  Country  is  Joseph  P.  O’Connor,  of  Oswego,  who  is  assistant 
attorney  general  for  the  State  of  New  York.  He  was  born  in  this  city, 
July  3,  1883,  the  son  of  Daniel  and  Mary  (Kane)  O’Connor. 

Daniel  O’Connor  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  his  wife  was  also  a  native 
of  that  country.  He  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  21  years  and 
became  one  of  the  most  successful  business  men  of  Oswego,  where  he 
spent  many  years  in  the  lumber  industry.  He  died  March  28,  1929,  and 
his  wife  died  Nov.  12,  1926.  Both  are  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery, 
Oswego.  Mr.  O’Connor  was  a  life  long  Democrat.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
O’Connor  were  born  four  children:  1.  Daniel,  who  died  in  1911,  was  a 
veteran  of  the  Spanish-American  War.  2.  Mary,  in  religious  life  known 
as  Sister  Anna  A.  Joseph,  located  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  3.  Frank,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  seven  years.  4.  Joseph  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  Joseph  P.  O’Connor  was  received  in  St.  Paul’s 
Parochial  School,  Oswego,  and  he  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School. 
He  then  spent  three  years  in  the  study  of  electrical  engineering  at  Cornell 
University,  after  which  he  entered  the  office  of  S.  Mortimer  Coons,  attor- 
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ney,  of  Oswego.  After  four  years  of  study  Mr.  O’Connor  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  of  New  York  in  1908,  and  immediately  established  a  private 
practice  in  this  city. 

Politically,  Mr.  O’Connor  is  a  Democrat.  He  was  appointed  Surrogate 
Judge  of  Oswego  County  by  Gov.  Alfred  E.  Smith  in  1927  and  on  Jan.  26, 
1931,  received  his  present  appointment  to  the  office  of  assistant  attorney 
general  under  Hon.  John  J.  Bennett. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  O’Connor  took  an  active  and  prominent 
part  in  all  war  work,  being  especially  well  known  as  a  “four  minute” 
speaker  in  behalf  of  loan  drives. 

In  January,  1929,  Mr.  O’Connor  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
A.  Barnett,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Ellen  (Murphy)  Bar¬ 
nett.  The  former  died  in  1927  and  the  latter  in  1927.  They  are  buried 
in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O’Connor  have  no  children. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  O’Connor  is  an  active  member  of  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  being 
Past  Exalted  Ruler  for  two  terms.  He  also  was  appointed  vice  president 
of  the  state  organization  in  1923.  He  is  a  devout  member  of  St.  Paul’s 
Catholic  Church. 


Frederick  Charles  Wilson. — One  of  the  most  prominent  educators  in 
the  North  Country  is  Frederick  Charles  Wilson,  who  is  dean  of  engineer¬ 
ing  at  Clarkson  College  of  Technology  in  Potsdam.  He  was  born  in  Lon¬ 
don,  England,  Oct.  1,  1875,  the  son  of  Walter  Leonard  and  Sarah  (Her¬ 
ring)  Wilson. 

Walter  Leonard  Wilson  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  London,  Eng.  They 
came  to  the  United  States  in  1886  and  located  at  Joliet,  Ill.,  where  Mr. 
Wilson  was  interested  in  the  railroad  business.  Since  1904  they  have  lived 
at  Memphis,  Tenn.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  His  wife  now  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  were  born  eight  children:  1.  Walter  V.,  lives  at 
Evanston,  Ill.,  is  comptroller  of  the  Milwaukee,  St.  Paul  &  Pacific  Railroad. 
2.  Frederick  Charles,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Albert  E.,  D.  D.  S., 
lives  at  Detroit,  Mich.  4.  Arthur,  who  died  in  1912.  5.  Frank  S.,  an  ex¬ 
aminer  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  lives  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  6.  Florence,  lives  at  home.  7.  Alfred,  auditor  of  materials,  Grand 
Trunk  Railway,  lives  at  Battle  Creek,  Mich.  8.  Grace,  who  died  in  1923. 

Frederick  Charles  Wilson  lived  in  London  until  he  was  11  years  of  age. 
He  then  attended  the  public  schools  of  Joliet,  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1898.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil  En¬ 
gineering  at  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1902  and  spent  the  following 
three  years  as  an  instructor  at  the  university.  He  then  became  resident 
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engineer  in  charge  of  the  building  of  an  arch  bridge  across  the  Cumberland 
River,  and  during  1905-06  was  engineer  for  the  Cuba  Railroad  Company. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  the  Spanish-American  Iron  Company  in  Cuba, 
and  became  resident  engineer  in  charge  of  the  building  of  harbors,  rail¬ 
roads  and  docks.  In  June,  1908,  Mr.  Wilson  became  assistant  superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  company  and  resigned  in  October,  1914,  as  superintendent  of 
Mayari  District  of  all  properties  of  the  Spanish-American  Iron  Company. 
In  that  year  Mr.  Wilson  returned  to  the  United  States  and  from  April, 
1919,  until  June,  1929,  was  professor  of  civil  engineering  at  Clarkson 
College  of  Technology.  In  the  latter  year  he  became  dean  of  engineering, 
also  being  in  charge  of  the  department  of  civil  engineering. 

In  1903  Mr.  Wilson  was  married  to  Miss  Lelia  F.  Lawlor,  of  Joliet,  the 
daughter  of  John  H.  and  Frances  (Fowler)  Lawlor,  natives  of  England 
and  Washington,  D.  C.,  respectively.  Mr.  Lawlor  died  in  1904  and  his  wife 
died  in  1923.  Both  are  buried  at  Joliet.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  have  a  son, 
Jack  Lawlor,  born  Oct.  15,  1905.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Clarkson  College 
of  Technology,  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil  Engineering,  class  of  1926, 
and  Master  of  Science  Degree  in  1927.  He  is  now  assistant  general  super¬ 
visor  of  bridges  and  buildings  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  St.  Paul  & 
Pacific  Railroad,  with  headquarters  in  Chicago. 

Mr.  Wilson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Potsdam  Club,  and  Omicron  Pi  Omicron  fra¬ 
ternity.  He  also  is  identified  with  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineer¬ 
ing,  American  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Education,  and  is 
chairman  of  the  Clarkson  College  Athletic  Board  of  Control.  He  is  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Potsdam  Public  Library,  and  is  a  member  of  the  American 
College  Deans  Association. 


John  E.  Cullinan,  who  is  associated  with  P.  J.  Cullinan  &  Sons,  funeral 
directors,  is  one  of  the  well  known  business  men  of  Oswego.  He  was  born 
in  this  city,  Oct.  9,  1884,  the  son  of  P.  J.  and  Mary  (Murphy)  Cullinan. 

P.  J.  Cullinan,  a  native  of  Ireland,  died  April  14,  1913,  and  is  buried 
in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  He  was  brought  to  this  country  by  his 
parents  in  early  life  and  the  family  settled  in  Oswego  where  he  was  edu¬ 
cated.  He  later  was  associated  in  the  painting  and  decorating  business 
with  his  uncle,  Thomas  Cullinan,  and  in  1876  he  became  interested  in  the 
undertaking  business  in  partnership  with  George  Benz.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  present  business  of  P.  J.  Cullinan  &  Sons.  The  business 
was  reorganized  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Cullinan  in  1913,  and  has  since  been 
conducted  by  his  two  sons.  Mr.  Cullinan  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as 
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alderman  of  the  Eighth  Ward.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  St.  Paul's 
Catholic  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Eagles 
Lodge.  His  wife  was  born  in  Oswego  and  died  Jan.  11,  1910.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cullinan  were  born  five  children:  1.  John  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Mrs.  William  Kiley,  lives  at  Oswego.  3.  Mrs.  Daniel  A.  Wil¬ 
liams,  who  died  Jan.  22,  1915.  4.  James  P.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  history.  5.  Elliot  M.,  lives  at  Oswego. 

John  E.  Cullinan  attended  St.  Paul’s  Academy  and  Oswego  High  School. 
His  entire  business  career  has  been  identified  with  the  organization  which 
was  established  by  his  father,  and  Mr.  Cullinan  has  been  licensed  in  the 
State  of  New  York  since  1914. 

On  June  30,  1914,  Mr.  Cullinan  married  Miss  Cora  M.  Meagher,  of 
Oswego,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Ellen  Meagher.  Mr.  Meagher  died 
Jan.  4,  1918,  and  his  widow  resides  at  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cullinan 
have  been  born  one  daughter  and  one  son:  Miriam  E.,  born  Feb.  27,  1918, 
and  John  E.,  Jr.,  born  Nov.  6,  1919. 

Politically  Mr.  Cullinan  is  a  Democrat,  and  he  has  served  for  six  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  He  belongs  to  St.  Paul’s  Catholic 
Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  Ki- 
wanis  Club,  Fortnightly  Club,  Leather  Stocking  Club,  Syracuse  Gun  Club 
and  Oswego  Yacht  Club. 

Both  Mr.  Cullman’s  mother  and  wife  are  graduates  of  Oswego  State 
Normal  School.  The  former  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1874  and  was 
a  teacher  in  the  Oswego  public  schools.  His  wife  taught  at  Hornell  and 
Oswego  before  her  marriage. 


Charles  M.  Allen. — As  a  leader  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  Fulton 
for  over  40  years,  Charles  M.  Allen,  manufacturer,  is  prominent  in  North¬ 
ern  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Lenox,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  2,  1859,  the  son  of 
John  Milton  and  Harriet  V.  (Look)  Allen. 

John  Milton  Allen  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Lenox.  The  former 
died  at  the  age  of  26  years,  on  March  29,  1866.  His  wife  died  in  1904. 
Mr.  Allen  is  buried  at  Lenox  and  his  wife  is  buried  at  North  Syracuse. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  dealer  in  agricultural  implements.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  Milton  Allen  were  born  four  children:  Charles  M.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch ;  George  Earl,  born  Dec.  1,  1860 ;  Fannie  V.,  born  Feb.  15,  1863 ; 
and  John  T.,  born  Nov.  15,  1864.  All  are  deceased  except  Charles  M. 

The  boyhood  of  Charles  M.  Allen  was  spent  at  Lenox  and  Canastota, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  attended  the  public  school.  He  began  his  business  career 
as  a  retailer  of  general  merchandise  at  Oneida,  and  later  owned  and  ope- 
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rated  a  store  at  Ypsilanti,  Mich.  He  then  located  at  Fulton  and  in  1888 
became  interested  in  the  manufacturing  business  as  a  manufacturer  of 
excelsior  and  butter  tubs.  He  soon  became  one  of  the  leading  manufac¬ 
turers  in  this  section.  The  plant  is  now  devoted  exclusively  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  excelsior.  The  company  operates  under  the  firm  name  of  Charles 
M.  Allen,  Inc. 

Mr.  Allen  was  married  April  29,  1890,  to  Miss  Mary  Belle  Hamilton,  of 
Fulton,  the  daughter  of  William  R.  and  Janet  (Logan)  Hamilton,  natives 
of  Massachusetts.  The  former  died  in  1921  and  the  latter  in  1930.  There 
are  four  children  in  the  Allen  family:  1.  Donald  Hamilton,  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  service,  New  York  City;  Charles  Milton,  Jr.,  investments,  Fulton; 
Zulma  Whitman,  Battle  Creek,  Mich. ;  Lloyd  Logan,  manufacturer,  Fulton. 

Mr.  Allen  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with 
the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Citizens  Club.  He  is  a  Republican,  and  has  served 
as  trustee  of  the  Village  Board.  He  has  also  been  president  of  the  Path¬ 
finder  Boat  Club. 


Henry  W.  Howard. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Henry  W. 
Howard  is  prominent  in  Ogdensburg,  where  he  is  president  and  treasurer 
of  the  Howard  Lumber  Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Sept.  6, 
1886,  the  son  of  Henry  B.  and  Mary  E.  (Hubbard)  Howard. 

Henry  B.  Howard,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  born 
in  1843.  In  early  life  he  was  interested  in  the  lumber  business  in  Ogdens¬ 
burg  and  later  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  business, 
being  identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence  Wholesale  Grocery  Company,  which 
he  founded  in  partnership  with  Charles  Westbrook  and  Lewis  Wallace. 
Mr.  Howard  was  also  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  National  Bank  of 
Ogdensburg.  He  was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  was  one  of  the  first 
aldermen  to  serve  in  the  First  Ward.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the 
common  council  in  1884,  and  took  an  active  part  in  local  politics.  Mr. 
Howard  died  July  27,  1895.  His  wife  died  May  2,  1930.  She  was  born 
at  Brownsville,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  5,  1846,  and  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  Both  are  buried  in  Ogdensburg.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Joel  Manning,  deceased.  2.  Henry  W.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

Henry  B.  Howard  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Joel  Manning  Howard,  who 
served  for  many  years  as  pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Ogdensburg. 

Henry  W.  Howard  attended  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  For  a  short 
time  he  was  employed  by  the  Rutland  Transit  Company,  after  which  he 
spent  four  years  as  a  clerk  in  the  Ogdensburg  Bank.  In  1908  he  became 
an  office  clerk  for  the  Skillings,  Whitneys  &  Barnes  Lumber  Company. 
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Later  for  four  years  he  was  a  traveling  salesman  until  1921  for  the  same 
company  with  headquarters  in  New  York  City.  He  then  organized  the 
Howard  Lumber  Company,  Inc.,  dealers  in  lumber  and  builders  supplies. 
The  officers  of  the  company  are:  Henry  W.  Howard,  president  and  treas¬ 
urer;  D.  C.  Culver,  vice  president,  and  James  McNally,  secretary.  Mr. 
Howard  is  also  a  director  of  the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company. 

On  May  7,  1930,  Mr.  Howard  married  Miss  Ethel  M.  Dollar,  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Ellen  (Ritchie)  Dollar.  The  former,  a 
native  of  Scotland,  is  deceased.  His  wife  was  born  at  Heuvelton,  N.  Y., 
and  died  in  March,  1930. 

Mr.  Howard  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics.  He 
holds  membership  in  the  B.  P.  0.  Elks  Lodge.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Ogdensburg  Century  Bowling  Club,  and  has  participated  in  numerous 
championship  matches,  also  being  a  member  of  the  American  Bowling 
Congress.  He  is  the  owner  of  an  attractive  summer  camp  on  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  River  at  Oak  Point.  Mr.  Howard  has  always  been  active  in  athletics. 
After  his  graduation  from  high  school  he  was  a  pitcher  for  the  Ogdensburg 
baseball  team  of  the  Northern  New  York  League  for  four  seasons. 


Archibald  M.  McLellan. — Identified  with  the  McLellan  Funeral  Service, 
of  Ogdensburg,  Archibald  M.  McLellan  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able 
and  highly  successful  business  men  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born 
at  South  Bend,  Ind.,  April  15,  1882,  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Guilfoyle) 
McLellan. 

James  McLellan,  who  died  in  1882,  was  a  native  of  Canada.  He  had 
settled  at  South  Bend  during  his  early  life,  where  he  spent  a  number  of 
years  in  the  employ  of  the  Studebaker  Manufacturing  Company  as  a  car¬ 
riage  designer.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  South  Bend  and  died  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1889.  Their  only  child  was  Archibald  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Archibald  M.  McLellan  was  spent  in  Watertown, 
where  he  attended  the  public  and  parochial  schools.  After  his  graduation 
from  Watertown  High  School  in  1898  Mr.  McLellan  attended  Ottawa  Uni¬ 
versity  for  two  years.  On  account  of  ill  health  he  left  college  and  spent 
the  following  two  years  in  complete  rest.  He  then  became  identified  with 
the  undertaking  business  of  his  uncle,  Dennis  Guilfoyle,  of  Watertown. 
Mr.  McLellan  subsequently  was  located  at  South  Bend,  Ind,  for  two  years 
with  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  and  also  traveled  for  that  corporation  in 
Illinois  and  Missouri  for  a  four  year  period.  He  removed  to  Ogdensburg 
in  1914  as  manager  of  the  J.  O’Calligan  Estate,  being  in  complete  charge 
of  the  O’Calligan  undertaking  establishment.  He  purchased  the  business 
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in  1917  and  it  was  immediately  reorganized  as  the  McLellan  Funeral 
Service.  During  1926  the  McLellan  building  at  34  Lake  Street  was  built 
by  Mr.  McLellan. 

On  Oct.  28,  1919,  Mr.  McLellan  was  married  at  Westport,  Ont.,  to  Miss 
Beatrice  M.  Frasier,  of  Revelstoke,  B.  C.,  the  daughter  of  Fred  and  Cath¬ 
arine  Frasier,  natives  of  England  and  Canada  respectively.  Until  1929 
Mr.  Frasier  was  identified  with  the  Canadian  government  and  for  many 
years  served  as  gold  commissioner.  He  is  retired  and  lives  at  Vancouver, 
B.  C.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLellan  have  been  born  six  children:  Archibald 
G.,  Thomas  C.,  B.  Edward,  Sarah  Jane,  Mary  Catherine,  and  Dennis 
Edward. 

Politically  Mr.  McLellan  is  independent.  He  and  his  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Co¬ 
lumbus,  Fourth  degree,  Past  Grand  Knight,  and  Ogdensburg  Council,  No. 
258.  He  also  belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  772;  F.  0.  Eagles,  Aerie  No. 
1154;  Kiwanis  Club,  and  Ogdensburg  Century  Club.  He  is  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  New  York  State  Embalmers  Association. 


Dr.  Burton  T.  Hunt  was  born  in  Antwerp,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y., 
Sept.  20,  1870,  a  son  of  Charles  and  Clarissa  (Pool)  Hunt.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  common  schools  and  Ives  Seminary,  Antwerp,  N.  Y.,  from 
which  institution  he  was  graduated  in  1892.  He  taught  in  the  district 
schools  for  one  year  and  then  entered  the  Dental  College  of  the  University 
of  Michigan,  from  which  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  D.  D.  S.,  June 
25,  1896.  In  November  of  the  same  year  he  located  in  Lowville,  N.  Y., 
for  the  practice  of  his  profession  and  for  35  years  has  enjoyed  the  con¬ 
fidence  and  esteem  of  a  large  clientele.  In  college  he  was  a  member  of 
Alpha  Chapter  of  Delta  Sigma  Delta.  He  is  a  member  and  past  master  of 
Lowville  Lodge  No.  134,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  a  member  of  the  Lowville 
Chapter  No.  223,  R.  A.  M.,  and  served  as  trustee  of  this  order  for  six 
years  and  during  this  time  served  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Lowville  Lodge  and  Chapter. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Fifth  District  Dental  Society  of  New  York, 
the  Dental  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York,  American  Dental  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  Jefferson  County  Dental  Society.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Lowville  Citizens  Club.  He  has  an  attractive  residence  on  Park  Avenue, 
where  he  resides.  He  has  traveled  extensively,  visiting  most  places  of 
interest  in  this  country.  In  1927  he  took  a  four  months’  trip  around  the 
world,  visiting  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  Japan,  China,  India,  Egypt  and 
Palestine,  traveling  extensively  in  the  latter  country  by  automobile  and 
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spending  one  month  in  Europe.  He  has  also  visited  Alaska,  going  as  far 
north  as  Seward,  and  in  1930  he  traveled  for  two  months  through  Central 
and  Southern  Europe,  going  to  Oberamergau  and  witnessing  the  Passion 
Play. 

In  politics  he  is  a  Republican  and  while  not  seeking  office  he  has  always 
been  keenly  interested  in  the  conduct  of  public  affairs  and  all  efforts  for 
the  advancement  and  welfare  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Lowville.  He  married 
Jan.  22,  1916,  May  Arthur  of  Lowville,  N.  Y.,  born  in  Martinsburg,  Lewis 
County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  5,  1877,  died  in  Lowville  March  19,  1923.

He  graduated 
from  Gloversville  High  School  in  1906,  after  which  he  attended  Albany 
Business  College.  He  was  connected  with  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  as  manager  of  the  bond  department  for  15  years.  He  is  now  in  busi¬ 
ness  by  himself.  He  married  Nov.  17,  1909,  Corinne,  daughter  of  Eugene 
and  Flora  (Adams)  Arthur,  born  Feb.  20,  1888.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Dorothy  May,  born  Feb.  17,  1922. 


Harry  Duane  Case.-— Widely  known  in  educational  circles  in  Jefferson 
County  is  Harry  Duane  Case,  of  Watertown,  who  is  principal  of  South 
Junior  High  School.  He  was  born  at  Cuyler,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  26,  1895,  the  son 
of  Isaac  N.  and  Lois  (Craw)  Case. 

Isaac  N.  Case  is  a  well  known  resident  of  Cuyler,  where  he  has  held  the 
office  of  postmaster  since  the  administration  of  President  Harding.  He  is 
and  his  wife  are  both  natives  of  Fabius,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Cortland  Normal  School,  and  for  several  years  engaged  in 
teaching.  He  was  also  a  farmer  before  his  appointment  as  postmaster. 
Mr.  Case  is  a  Republican,  and  has  served  as  superintendent  of  highways. 
He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Case  were  born  four  children:  Pearl,  a  teacher,  lives  at  Cuyler; 
Clay,  lives  at  Truxton,  N.  Y.,  served  throughout  the  World  War  with  the 
60th  Infantry,  Fifth  Division;  Harry  Duane,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
and  Mary,  a  teacher,  lives  at  Cuyler. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Cuyler  in  1915,  Harry 
Duane  Case  attended  Cortland  Normal  School.  He  enlisted  for  service 
in  the  World  War  in  July,  1918,  as  a  member  of  the  U.  S.  Signal  Corps, 
and  was  trained  at  New  York  University.  He  later  was  a  member  of 
Company  A,  U.  S.  Tank  Corps,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Colt,  Gettys¬ 
burg,  Pa.,  before  sailing  for  overseas  duty.  He  saw  active  service  in 
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France  for  seven  months  and  was  discharged  in  May,  1919.  Mr.  Case  then 
returned  to  Cuyler,  where  he  was  associated  with  the  business  of  F.  D. 
Curtis.  In  1920  he  went  to  New  Castle,  Del.,  as  a  teacher  in  the  high 
school,  and  later  that  year  became  a  member  of  the  high  school  faculty 
at  Corinth,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  for  a  period  of  five  years.  During 
this  time  he  attended  Syracuse  University,  and  in  1926  was  graduated 
with  honors  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education.  He 
immediately  was  appointed  principal  of  the  Boone  Street  School  in  Water- 
town,  and  in  1929  became  principal  of  South  Junior  High  School,  which 
was  organized  under  his  direction.  On  April  28,  1931,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Regents,  held  at  the  University  of  New  York,  this  school  became  an 
accredited  school.  Mr.  Case  is  identified  with  the  Associated  Academic 
Principals  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  National  Association  of  Aca¬ 
demic  Principals. 

In  1920  Mr.  Case  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Zelia  Whitmarsh, 
the  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Adeline  (McKinley)  Whitmarsh.  Mrs.  Case’s 
father  was  born  at  Fabius,  N.  Y.,  and  her  mother  at  Hastings,  N.  Y.  Both 
are  deceased. 

Mr.  Case  is  independent  in  politics.  He  is  a  trustee  of  Asbury  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to  the  American  Legion. 


Eugene  F.  Whiting  has  been  a  resident  of  Constantia  for  more  than 
40  years,  and  has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  civic  and  business 
life  of  the  community.  He  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y., 
Oct.  6,  1859,  the  son  of  John  C.  and  Cordelia  (Becker)  Whiting. 

John  C.  Whiting  was  a  native  of  Gloversville,  N.  Y.  He  served  during 
the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  the  94th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
participated  in  the  battles  of  Bull  Run,  Gettysburg,  Vicksburg,  Vimy 
Ridge,  and  others,  and  was  also  held  prisoner.  Mr.  Whiting  was  a  carpen¬ 
ter  by  trade  and  also  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  at  Boylston,  N.  Y., 
as  owner  of  the  John  C.  Whiting  Lumber  Company.  He  was  identified 
with  the  latter  enterprise  for  12  years,  and  was  living  at  Pierrepont  Manor, 
N.  Y.,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Whiting  died  in  1912  and  his  wife, 
who  was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  died  in  1899.  Both  are 
buried  at  Adams,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  1.  Lucy  S.,  who  died  in 
1915,  was  the  wife  of  Winfield  Fox.  2.  Eugene  F.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Minnie  M.,  married  George  Catlin,  lives  at  Constantia,  N.  Y. 

Eugene  F.  Whiting  attended  the  public  schools  of  Three  Mile  Bay  and 
also  was  a  student  at  Adams  Collegiate  Institute.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  taught  school  at  Whitesville  and  Boylston,  N.  Y.  He  came  to  Con- 
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stantia  in  1891  and  for  several  years  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile 
business.  From  1903  until  1925  he  owned  and  operated  a  farm  near  the 
village  and  during  this  time  conducted  a  lumber  and  wood  business  here. 
He  has  held  the  office  of  supervisor  since  1925  and  for  25  years  served  as 
justice  of  the  peace. 

On  June  14,  1887,  Mr.  Whiting  married  Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Scoville,  of 
Constantia,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Amelia  (Dobson)  Scoville.  The 
former  died  in  1918  and  the  latter  in  1911.  Both  were  natives  of  New 
York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whiting  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Whiting  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his 
wife  are  prominent  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 


Clayton  Winn,  who  has  capably  filled  the  office  of  postmaster  of  Bern¬ 
hards  Bay  continuously  since  1897,  with  the  exception  of  two  years,  is  also 
well  known  there  as  a  successful  merchant  and  business  man.  He  was 
born  here,  Oct.  6,  1872,  the  son  of  Addison  and  Helen  L.  (Wood)  Winn. 

Addison  Winn  was  born  at  Coxsackie,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Constantia.  He  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Bernhards  Bay  and 
became  one  of  the  pioneers  in  commercial  photography  in  this  section. 
He  engaged  in  this  business  for  half  a  century  and  died  at  Bernhards  Bay 
in  1911.  His  wife  died  in  1884,  and  both  are  buried  at  Cleveland,  N.  Y. 
They  were  the  parents  of  three  sons :  1.  Frank,  lives  at  Bernhards  Bay. 

2.  Dennis  K.,  who  died  in  1921.  3.  Clayton,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Clayton  Winn  grew  up  at  Bernhards  Bay  and  attended  the  public 
schools.  As  a  youth  he  was  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  Potter  & 
Marston  for  four  years.  In  1896  he  purchased  the  business,  which  he 
successfully  operated  until  1924.  He  then  devoted  his  entire  time  and 
energy  to  the  undertaking  business,  which  had  been  established  by  him 
in  1918. 

On  Sept.  30,  1895,  Mr.  Winn  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bertha 
M.  Cook,  of  Bernhards  Bay,  the  daughter  of  Collins  L.,  lumber  dealer,  and 
Florence  (Marsh)  Cook.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Constantia 
Center,  N.  Y.  They  were  natives  of  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winn  have 
no  children. 

Mr.  Winn  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  of 
Constantia  Center,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Cleveland,  N.  Y., 
and  the  Grange  at  Bernhards  Bay,  N.  Y. 

In  March,  1919,  Mr.  Winn  was  active  in  the  founding  of  the  Supreme 
Campfire  Council.  It  is  a  men’s  organization,  whose  objective  is  Christian 
fellowship  achieved  through  prayer,  prayer  breathed  in  the  woodland 
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around  the  burning  campfire.  Its  motto  is  “larger  life.”  Meetings  are 
held  around  the  campfire  in  the  woodlands,  near  the  shore  of  a  beautiful 
lake,  on  the  banks  of  a  wooded  stream,  or  out  under  the  great  pine  trees 
where  the  deer,  small  game,  fish  and  wild  birds  dwell,  and  thus  these  meet¬ 
ings  have  created  a  desire  in  the  hearts  of  many  to  preserve  these  almost 
sacred  places,  protect  the  wild  life  and  preserve  the  woodland.  To  do  so 
meant  to  buy  or  lease  the  same  and  today  one  council  is  in  possession  of 
500  acres  of  woodland  and  fishing  waters.  The  members  meet  in  council 
to  discuss  methods  of  preservation.  The  first  council  fire  kindled  on  the 
north  shore  of  Oneida  Lake  in  1919  saw  the  writing  of  the  constitution, 
election  of  officers  and  board  of  directors.  It  was  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  New  York.  Mr.  Winn  is  Supreme  Counselor.  Rev.  H.  Elliott 
Chaffee,  of  Syracuse,  who  helped  in  founding  the  council,  is  Associate  Su¬ 
preme  Counselor;  H.  N.  Slinde  of  North  Syracuse  is  Supreme  Secretary; 
and  Jerome  W.  Kinne,  of  North  Syracuse,  is  Supreme  Treasurer.  Today 
the  council  is  almost  state-wide,  having  councils  in  Mexico,  Pulaski,  Cleve¬ 
land,  Syracuse,  Oswego,  North  Syracuse,  and  other  towns.  It  is  the  hope 
of  Mr.  Winn  to  have  the  organization  become  nation-wide. 


Hadwen  C.  Fuller. — As  cashier  of  The  State  Bank  of  Parish,  Mr.  Fuller 
is  numbered  among  the  representative  and  highly  successful  young  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Oswego  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was 
born  at  West  Monroe,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  28,  1895,  the  son  of  Otis  G.  and  Marian 
(  Moon)  Fuller.  Later  the  family  moved  to  the  village  of  Central  Square, 
N.  Y. 

Otis  G.  Fuller  is  well  known  as  the  capable  postmaster  of  Central 
Square.  A  sketch  of  him  appears  in  this  history. 

Throughout  his  business  career  the  life  of  Hadwen  C.  Fuller  has  been 
identified  with  banking.  After  attending  Central-Square  High  School,  he 
became  a  messenger  for  the  First  National  Bank  of  Central  Square  in  July, 
1912.  He  subsequently  was  appointed  assistant  cashier,  and  in  February, 
1918,  resigned  from  the  bank  to  enlist  for  service  in  the  World  War.  En¬ 
trained  at  Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  and  sent  to  Camp  Devens,  Ayer,  Mass.,  and  later 
was  transferred  to  Officers  Training  Camp  (Quartermaster  Corps),  Camp 
Meigs,  Washington,  D.  C.  After  his  discharge  in  November,  1918,  Mr. 
Fuller  returned  to  Central  Square  and  shortly  became  active  in  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  The  State  Bank  of  Parish.  The  bank  opened  for  business  July 
1,  1919,  with  Mr.  James  Gray  as  president  and  Mr.  Fuller  as  cashier.  Mr. 
Fuller  is  also  vice  president  and  secretary  of  the  Parish  Oil  Company, 
which  was  organized  in  February,  1926. 
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On  Aug.  30,  1919,  Mr.  Fuller  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Edith 
Rill,  of  Hastings,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Harriet  (Wilson) 
Rill,  who  were  residents  of  Carley  Mills,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fuller  have 
a  son,  Robert  C.,  born  Aug.  5,  1920,  who  attends  the  Parish  public  school. 

Mr.  Fuller  has  served  as  president  of  the  Parish  High  School  Board  of 
Education  for  several  years,  being  a  member  when  the  new  present  high 
school  building  was  built  in  the  year  1928.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Central  Square,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
32nd  degree,  Watertown  Shrine  (Media),  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  also  belongs  to  the  American  Legion  and  “40  and  8”  society. 
Politically,  he  is  a  Republican. 

Mrs.  Fuller  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Parish,  and 
takes  a  prominent  part  in  the  civic  and  social  life  of  the  community  in 
which  she  lives. 


Delos  Gilbert,  who  is  popular  throughout  Oswego  County  as  the  owner 
and  manager  of  the  Cleveland  Hotel,  at  Cleveland,  is  a  native  of  New 
York.  He  was  born  near  Sharon  Springs,  April  16,  1885,  the  son  of  C.  B. 
and  Emma  (Johnson)  Gilbert. 

C.  B.  Gilbert  was  born  near  St.  Johnsville,  N.  Y.,  and  now  lives  retired 
at  Johnstown.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Fulton  County.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gilbert  were  born  five  children:  1.  Lettie,  who  died  in  1916,  was  the  wife 
of  A.  G.  Carr.  2.  Delos,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Webster,  automo¬ 
bile  dealer,  lives  at  Johnstown,  N.  Y.  4.  LuJa,  married  George  Sizer,  lives 
at  Johnstown.  5.  Gladys,  unmarried,  lives  at  home. 

Delos  Gilbert  was  reared  and  educated  at  Johnstown.  For  two  years 
he  was  associated  with  the  General  Electric  Company,  at  Schenectady, 
N.  Y.,  after  which  he  entered  the  hotel  business  at  Syracuse.  He  was  also 
associated  with  Cahill  Brothers  in  that  city  for  four  years.  In  1910  Mr. 
Gilbert  opened  the  Log  Cabin  Inn  at  Sacandago  Park.  In  1911  and  1912 
he  conducted  the  Hotel  Stewart  at  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  and  several  years 
later  he  became  associated  with  the  Crown  Oil  Company,  of  Syracuse,  as 
station  manager.  Early  in  1930  Mr.  Gilbert  came  to  Cleveland  and  at 
that  time  purchased  the  Cleveland  Hotel,  which  he  has  since  successfully 
managed. 

Hotel  Cleveland  is  one  of  the  fine,  well  appointed  hotels  in  the  North 
Country.  Its  situation  overlooking  Oneida  Lake  makes  it  a  spot  of  beauty 
and  its  atmosphere  of  hospitality  is  outstanding. 

Mr.  Gilbert  married  Miss  Lula  Carpenter,  of  Syracuse,  who  is  the 
daughter  of  Fred  and  Cora  Carpenter.  Mr.  Carpenter  died  in  1906.  His 
widow  lives  in  Syracuse.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gilbert  have  two  children:  1. 
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Richard,  who  is  active  in  the  management  of  Hotel  Cleveland.  2.  Ruth, 
who  attends  Cleveland  High  School. 

Politically,  Mr.  Gilbert  is  independent,  and  belongs  to  the  Loyal  Order 
of  Moose. 


Dr.  Eddie  Darius  Hall. — One  of  the  foremost  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  Oswego  County  is  Dr.  Eddie  D.  Hall  who  is  engaged  in  practice  at  Caugh- 
denoy  and  Central  Square.  He  was  born  here  Oct.  31,  1872,  the  son  of 
Ransom  L.  and  Sarah  (Ward)  Hall.. 

Ransom  L.  Hall,  who  died  Sept.  11,  1906,  was  born  near  Central  Square 
and  his  entire  life  was  spent  in  Oswego  County.  He  was  a  cooper  by  trade 
and  in  later  life  engaged  in  general  farming.  He  ranked  among  Oswego 
County’s  prominent  pioneers.  Mr.  Hall  was  married  (first)  on  June  17, 
1849,  to  Mary  Jane  Barnes,  who  died  April  20,  1853.  She  is  buried  at  Cen¬ 
tral  Square.  Their  son,  Dr.  Albert  Lewellyn  Hall,  was  a  prominent  phy¬ 
sician  and  surgeon  of  Oswego  County,  practising  his  profession  for  more 
than  50  years.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  3,  1931. 

Sarah  (Ward)  Hall,  the  second  wife  of  Ransom  L.  Hall,  was  born  in 
Canada,  in  1832,  and  died  May  21,  1913.  Eight  children  were  born  to 
them,  five  boys  and  three  girls,  as  follows:  Jerry,  born  in  1856,  died  Oct. 
13,  1930;  William,  born  in  1858,  died  in  1860;  Cora,  born  in  1861,  married 
Orson  Brinkarhoff,  and  resides  at  Central  Square;  Mattie,  born  in  1863, 
died  in  1865;  Addie  Wilson,  born  in  1865,  married  Adaline  Clement  in 
1903,  and  lives  at  the  old  homestead  at  Central  Square ;  Louis  Grant,  born 
in  1868,  died  in  1869;  Nellie  May,  born  in  1870,  was  the  wife  of  Hubert 
Gardner  of  Collosse,  and  died  in  1920 ;  and  Dr.  Eddie  Darius  Hall,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch. 

Eddie  Darius  Hall  attended  high  school  at  Central  Square,  graduating 
in  1894.  After  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  this  vicinity  he  entered 
Syracuse  Medical  College  in  1898,  from  which  institution  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1902.  Since  graduation  he  has  enjoyed  an  extensive  practice,  with 
offices  at  Caughdenoy  and  Central  Square  and  residence  at  Caughdenoy. 

Doctor  Hall  is  serving  as  Health  Officer  of  the  Consolidated  District  of 
the  Village  of  Central  Square  and  Town  of  Hastings  and  is  a  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Onondaga  General  Hospital  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  has 
always  been  affiliated  with  the  Republican  party  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  at  Caughdenoy. 

Doctor  Hall  was  married  (first)  to  Frances  W.  Hopkins  of  Caughdenoy, 
Dec.  25,  1895.  Her  parents  were  Nelson  and  Martha  (Hiller)  Hopkins. 
The  former  died  in  1912  and  the  latter  in  1916.  They  are  burled  at 
Caughdenoy. 
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To  Eddie  D.  and  Frances  (Hopkins)  Hall  was  born  a  son,  Nelson  Ward 
Hall,  born  in  1896.  At  the  beginning  of  the  World  War  Ward  enlisted 
as  musician  in  the  band  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Station  at  Great  Lakes  where 
he  was  rated  as  first  class  musician  in  Sousa’s  Band  of  three  hundred 
members.  After  the  Armistice  was  signed  he  was  assigned  to  transport 
duty  on  board  the  Antigone  where  he  served  for  12  months,  making  eight 
trips  to  France.  He  is  now  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Engineering 
Department  at  Pass  and  Seymour  (electric  supplies),  Solvay,  N.  Y. 

After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Frances  Hall  in  1900,  Dr.  Hall  was  married 
to  Susan  Brooks,  daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Brooks  of  Sandy 
Creek,  N.  Y.,  on  Oct.  28,  1903. 

Rev.  Brooks  was  a  member  of  the  Northern  New  York  Conference, 
with  40  years  of  active  service,  and  died  in  1916.  His  wife,  Sarah  (Hig¬ 
gins)  Brooks  died  in  1926.  They  are  buried  at  Steuben,  Oneida  County, 
N.  Y. 

Doctor  Hall’s  favorite  pastime  is  in  the  field  of  music.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Syracuse  University  Band  during  the  entire  college  course  and 
later  organized  in  his  home  town  a  community  band,  commonly  known  as 
Hall’s  Band,  which  feature  occasional  open-air  concerts  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  have  no  children. 


Ward  Moulton. — One  of  the  substantial  business  men  of  Phoenix  is 
Ward  Moulton,  coal  dealer,  and  proprietor  of  a  gasoline  service  station. 
He  was  born  at  Cicero,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  25,  1873,  the  son  of  Emory  and  Mary 
J.  (Churchill)  Moulton. 

Emory  Moulton,  who  died  in  1923,  is  buried  at  Cicero.  He  was  an 
early  settler  of  Cicero  and  was  a  farmer.  He  later  lived  at  Cicero  and 
during  1849  went  to  California,  making  the  trip  via  the  Isthmus  of  Pan¬ 
ama.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  living  retired  on  a  farm  near  Cicero. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Fort  Edwards,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1929.  Both  are 
buried  at  Cicero.  Their  children  were:  1.  Guy,  who  died  in  1929,  was  a 
civil  engineer.  2.  Kate,  the  widow  of  Dr.  Horace  Merwin,  lives  at  Syra¬ 
cuse.  3.  Frank,  who  died  in  1904.  4.  Mattie,  who  died  in  1906.  5.  Ward, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Anna  Bell,  married  James  D.  Tillinghast, 
lives  at  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Ward  Moulton  is  a  graduate  of  Cicero  High  School,  and  attended  Wells 
Business  College  in  Syracuse.  From  1905  until  1913  he  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  at  Clay,  N.  Y.,  as  proprietor  of  the  Moulton  Kraut  Factory.  He  is 
still  the  owner  of  this  business.  In  1913  he  located  in  Phoenix  and  for 
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four  years  successfully  operated  a  kraut  factory  at  this  place.  It  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1917  and  since  that  date  Mr.  Moulton  has  engaged  in 
the  coal  business. 

On  June  7,  1905,  Mr.  Moulton  married  Miss  Jennie  L.  Pritchard,  of 
Cicero,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Horace  Pritchard,  who  is  deceased.  They  have 
two  adopted  children,  Earl  and  Virginia. 

Mr.  Moulton  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Ambrose  Gregg,  deceased,  was  recognized  as  a  leading  citizen  of  Os¬ 
wego  County,  and  was  a  prominent  business  leader  of  Pennellville.  He 
was  born  at  Five  Chimneys,  Madison  County,  N.  Y.,  March  24,  1833,  the 
son  of  Rodney  S.  and  Eunice  (Rawson)  Gregg. 

Rodney  S.  Gregg,  who  died  Dec.  30,  1851,  was  a  representative  citizen 
of  Oswego  County,  where  he  lived  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Stock- 
bridge,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  22,  1805,  and  came  to  Oswego  County  in  1836,  locating 
at  Pennellville.  He  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  community  and 
in  1836  opened  a  hotel,  which  served  as  local  post  office,  state  depot  and 
hostelry.  His  wife  was  born  at  Stockbridge,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  17,  1809,  and 
died  Nov.  1,  1886.  Both  are  buried  at  Pennellville.  Their  children  were: 
1.  George  Washington,  deceased.  2.  Ambrose,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Ambrose  Gregg  received  his  education  in  the  district  schools  in  Os¬ 
wego  County  as  his  parents  had  settled  here  when  he  was  three  years 
old.  He  was  interested  in  general  farming  until  the  death  of  his  father 
in  1851,  at  which  time  Mr.  Gregg  took  over  the  management  of  the  hotel 
at  Pennellville,  which  had  been  so  successfully  managed  by  his  father. 
He  was  identified  with  this  enterprise  until  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  1918.  Mr.  Gregg  also  served  as  postmaster  and  conducted  a 
general  mercantile  business.  He  was  a  member  of  that  body  in  1891 
which  founded  the  Pennellville  Grange,  with  which  he  was  actively  iden¬ 
tified  throughout  his  life.  He  was  known  familiarly  in  this  section  as  the 
“grand  old  man”  of  Oswego  County.  Mr.  Gregg  took  a  prominent  part  in 
local  Democratic  politics,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Oswego  County 
Fair  Association,  being  for  58  years  manager  of  the  concession  rentals 
for  the  fair. 

Mr.  Gregg  married  Miss  Robena  Parker,  who  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  but  a  resident  of  Pennellville  at  the  time  of  her  marriage.  She  is 
the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Matilda  (McKearie)  Parker.  The  former  died 
Jan.  24,  1918,  and  the  latter  June  6,  1887.  Both  are  buried  at  Pennellville. 
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They  were  of  Scottish  descent  and  prominent  pioneers  of  this  section  of 
New  York.  There  were  two  daughters  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ambrose 
Gregg:  1.  Florence,  married  Charles  F.  Bannersky,  who  lived  in  Oneida, 
N.  Y.,  died  Oct.  4,  1931.  2.  Edith  May,  lives  at  Pennellville.  She  is  a 
teacher  in  the  public  schools. 

Mr.  Gregg  was  a  staunch  Democrat.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Uni- 
versalist  Church,  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  and  belonged  to  the  Subordinate 
County,  State  and  National  Grange. 


Charles  B.  Hall,  M.  D. — Throughout  his  highly  successful  medical  ca¬ 
reer  Dr.  Hall  has  been  established  at  Copenhagen,  and  he  ranks  high 
among  the  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at 
Carthage,  Jefferson  County,  May  1,  1868,  the  son  of  Lansing  A.  and 
Achsah  (Shepherd)  Hall. 

Lansing  A.  Hall  was  born  at  Champion,  N.  Y.,  the  son  of  Peletiah  Hall, 
who  established  a  homestead  near  Champion  in  1796,  having  come  here 
from  the  Mohawk  Valley.  The  original  homestead  was  known  as  Pleasant 
Lake  Farm.  Throughout  his  life  Lansing  A.  Hall  engaged  in  general  farm¬ 
ing.  He  located  in  Wisconsin  in  1853,  but  returned  to  the  Hall  homestead 
near  Carthage  nine  years  later.  He  died  at  Copenhagen  in  September, 
1904.  His  wife  was  born  at  Turin,  Lewis  County,  and  died  in  1890.  Both 
are  buried  at  Champion.  Mr.  Hall  was  a  Democrat  and  held  the  office  of 
road  commissioner  for  many  years.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  were  born  four 
children:  1.  Lida,  born  in  1860,  died  in  1885,  was  a  high  school  teacher 
at  Carthage.  2.  Mary  Ella,  died  March  6,  1865.  3.  Lansing,  died  March  8, 
1867.  4.  Charles  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  Charles  B.  Hall  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Champion  and  Carthage.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  at  the  New  York  Homeopathic  School  of  Medicine  in  1894,  and 
served  as  interne  at  the  Rochester  Homeopathic  Hospital.  He  established 
his  present  practice  at  Copenhagen  in  November,  1895.  Dr.  Hall  has 
been  identified  with  the  Lewis  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
Medical  associations,  and  is  medical  examiner  for  numerous  insurance 
companies  in  this  section  of  the  state.  He  has  served  as  health  officer 
of  Copenhagen  since  1930,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  eight  years. 

On  June  10,  1897,  Dr.  Hall  married  Miss  Effie  L.  Alleman,  of  Geneva, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Andrew  A.  and  Louise  (Bush)  Alleman.  Dr. 
Alleman,  deceased,  was  a  graduate  of  the  Medical  School  of  the  University 
of  Michigan  in  1867,  and  had  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at 
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Waterloo,  N.  Y.,  for  four  years  before  his  death  in  1872.  His  wife  died 
in  April,  1930.  Both  are  buried  at  Waterloo.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Hall 
have  been  born  three  children :  1.  Marjorie  Louise,  born  May  24,  1905,  was 
a  student  at  St.  Lawrence  University  at  the  time  of  her  death,  Sept.  3, 
1924.  2.  Lansing  Romaine,  born  Aug.  26,  1907,  lives  at  home.  3.  Beverly 
Theodore,  born  March  15,  1910,  attends  the  Mechanics  Institute,  at 
Rochester. 

Dr.  Hall  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  has  been  village  trustee  and 
president.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  Maccabees,  and  Grange.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  of  Copenhagen. 


F.  Edward  Jones,  M.  D. — Dr.  Jones  is  one  of  the  prominent  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  the  North  Country  and  has  been  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  at  Beaver  Falls  for  almost  40  years.  He  was  born  at 
Constableville,  Lewis  County,  Oct.  2,  1868,  the  son  of  Ebenezer  F.  and 
Mary  C.  (Millard)  Jones. 

Ebenezer  F.  Jones  was  a  native  of  Wales.  At  the  age  of  four  years  he 
came  to  the  United  States  with  his  parents,  who  settled  at  Lyonsdale, 
Lewis  County.  They  were  farmers  and  located  at  Welch  Hill,  near  Turin. 
Mr.  Jones  taught  school  for  a  number  of  years  in  this  county  and  also  was 
interested  in  farming.  He  conducted  a  hardware  business  at  Edwards,  St. 
Lawrence  County,  and  for  12  years  conducted  a  general  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness  at  Houseville.  During  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  was  associated 
in  business  at  Lyons  Falls  with  Homer  Markham  as  proprietor  of  a  feed 
mill.  He  died  in  1892  and  is  buried  at  Turin.  His  widow  was  a  native  of 
Turin  and  now  resides  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Jones  was  a  Republican  and 
held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  were 
born  five  children:  1.  F.  Edward,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Lou,  mar¬ 
ried  J.  Markham,  lives  at  Lyons  Falls.  3.  Tennyson  A.,  lives  at  Potsdam. 
4.  Ethel  M.,  married  Fred  Mclntire,  lives  at  Potsdam.  5.  Clifford,  who 
died  in  1880. 

After  his  graduation  from  Lowville  Academy,  F.  Edward  Jones  entered 
Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  University,  from  which  he  received  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1892.  He  began  his  professional  career  at 
New  Bremen,  being  associated  for  one  year  with  Dr.  W.  W.  Jamison.  Dr. 
Jones  came  to  Beaver  Falls  in  1893,  and  has  been  the  only  physician  and 
surgeon  located  here.  He  has  also  been  health  officer  of  the  Town  of 
Croghan  since  1923,  and  has  held  the  office  of  coroner  of  Lewis  County 
from  1929  to  Dec.  31,  1931.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Lewis  County 
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General  Hospital  at  Lowville.  Dr.  Jones  is  also  a  director  of  the  Croghan 
National  Bank. 

On  Oct.  23,  1905,  Dr.  Jones  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Gertrude 
Darling,  of  New  Bremen,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Julia  (Mider)  Dar¬ 
ling,  natives  of  Oneida  and  Lewis  counties  respectively.  Both  are  de¬ 
ceased  and  are  buried  at  New  Bremen.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Jones  have  a  son, 
Everett  E.,  who  is  engaged  in  the  insurance  business  at  Beaver  Falls.  He 
was  graduated  from  Syracuse  University  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Business  in  1925. 

Politically  Dr.  Jones  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Lewis  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
Medical  Association,  and  American  Public  Health  Association. 


Lynn  A.  Poole. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Lynn  A.  Poole  is 
prominent  in  Oswego  County  as  president  of  the  L.  A.  Poole  Basket  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Richland.  He  was  born  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  May  22,  1892,  the  son 
of  Stewart  and  Margaret  (Long)  Poole. 

Stewart  Poole  was  a  native  of  Tennessee  and  died  at  Jonesboro,  Ark., 
in  1919.  He  was  employed  for  many  years  as  a  locomotive  engineer  on  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  but  due  to  ill  health  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  by  the  company  to  Jonesboro,  Ark.,  as  station  agent.  His  wife  was 
also  a  native  of  Tennessee  and  died  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Jones¬ 
boro.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Poole 
were  born  seven  children:  1.  Sarah,  married  Samuel  Lawson,  lives  at 
Detroit,  Mich.  2.  William,  lives  at  Poplar  Bluff,  Mo.  3.  George,  mining 
engineer,  lives  at  Bisbee,  Ariz.  4.  Joseph,  lives  at  Kalamazoo,  Mich.  5. 
Lawrence,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  George  B.  Fair  Basket  Company, 
of  Benton  Harbor,  Mich.  6.  Walker,  lives  at  Port  Huron,  Mich.  He  is  a 
World  War  veteran,  having  served  in  France  with  an  Arkansas  division. 
7.  Clyde,  lives  at  Granite  City,  Ill. 

Lynn  A.  Poole  attended  the  public  schools  of  Benton  Harbor,  Mich., 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Jonesboro  High  School.  From  1907  until  1911  he  was 
employed  by  the  William  S.  Pierce  Basket  Company  at  Jonesboro,  and 
from  1911  until  1913  with  the  Coble-Hinkley  Basket  Company,  of  Benton 
Harbor,  Mich.  During  the  following  seven  years  he  was  connected  with 
the  Saranac  Machine  Company  at  Benton  Harbor.  He  then  located  at 
Portsmouth,  Va.,  as  general  manager  of  the  Two  State  Package  Corpora¬ 
tion,  and  in  1922  became  superintendent  of  the  Borden-Robson  Company 
at  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Poole  became  manager  of  the  Richland  Basket 
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Company  in  1929  and  in  November,  1931,  became  owner  and  president  of 
the  organization,  which  was  thereafter  known  as  the  L.  A.  Poole  Basket 
Company. 

In  March,  1914,  Mr.  Poole  was  married  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  Miss  Nellie 
Priest,  of  Jonesboro,  Ark.,  the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Esther  Priest.  Both 
are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Poole  have  four  children:  1.  Beverly.  2. 
Juanita.  3.  Margaret.  4.  Roy. 

Mr.  Poole  is  a  Republican  and  he  and  his  family  are  members  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 


George  E.  Field,  who  is  sales  manager  of  the  Pastura  Manufacturing 
Company  of  Altmar,  N.  Y.,  and  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  was  born  at  Williamstown, 
Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  1,  1874,  the  son  of  Eli  G.  Field  and  Alice 
(Pierce)  Field. 

Eli  G.  Field  was  a  native  of  Williamstown,  N.  Y.,  and  was  killed  in  an 
accident  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  22,  1916.  His  wife,  Alice  Pierce,  was  born 
at  Sandy  Creek,  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  and  died  May  22,  1898.  Both  are 
buried  at  Altmar.  Their  children  were:  George  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ;  Irving  P.  Field,  eastern  sales  manager  for  John  Marcellus  Casket 
Manufacturing  Company  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.;  Frank  P.,  proprietor  of  a 
market  at  Minoa,  N.  Y. ;  Horace  Ray,  proprietor  of  a  barber  shop  at  Manns- 
ville,  N.  Y. ;  Dalton  H.,  funeral  director  at  Port  Leyden,  N.  Y. ;  and  Ernest 
A.,  funeral  director,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  in  this  history. 

George  E.  Field  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  school  of  Altmar. 
He  spent  20  years  as  traveling  salesman,  covering  23  states  in  his  terri¬ 
tory.  In  1911  he  became  interested  in  the  manufacturing  of  animal  tonics, 
being  associated  in  business  with  Charles  H.  Near,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Pastura  Manufacturing  Company. 

Mr.  Field  was  married  on  Sept.  7,  1898,  at  Orwell,  N.  Y.,  to  Miss  Caro¬ 
line  A.  Kingman  of  Orwell,  the  daughter  of  Fred  and  Mary  (Lewis)  King- 
man,  natives  of  Rhode  Island.  The  former  died  in  1921  and  the  latter  in 
1917.  Both  are  buried  at  Williamstown,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Field  have 
two  daughters:  Lillian  A.,  married  Eben  W.  Carle,  a  dealer  in  marble 
and  granite,  at  Camden,  N.  Y.,  and  Marjorie  M.,  married  Ellsworth  P. 
Houle,  traveling  salesman,  lives  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Field  has  been  mayor  of  Altmar  since  1925.  He  is  a  Republican, 
a  member  of  Citizens  Club  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  and  Altmar  Fish  and  Game 
Club.  He  has  a  winter  residence  at  Daytona  Beach,  Fla. 

Mr.  Field  has  two  grandsons :  George  E.  and  Bill  F.  Carle  of  Camden 
N.  Y. 
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Eben  C.  Blakeman. — As  the  owner  of  one  of  the  finest  dairy  farms  in 
Oswego  County,  Mr.  Blakeman  is  well  and  favorably  known  at  Altmar, 
where  he  resides.  He  was  born  at  Orwell,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  7,  1874,  the  son  of 
Eben  and  Louise  (Curry)  Blakeman. 

Eben  Blakeman  was  born  at  Morrisville,  Madison  County,  N.  Y.,  and 
died  at  Port  Byron  July  30,  1888.  He  served  throughout  the  Civil  War 
and  afterward  located  in  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.  He  subsequently  owned  and 
operated  a  saw  mill  at  Orwell.  Louise  (Curry)  Blakeman  was  born  at 
Culpeper,  Va.,  Jan.  24,  1837,  and  died  Sept.  30,  1888.  Both  are  buried  in 
Evergreen  Cemetery,  Orwell.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blakeman  had  three  children : 
1.  Florida,  married  Frank  Root,  lives  at  Port  Byron,  N.  Y.  2.  Caroline, 
the  widow  of  Thomas  Costello,  who  died  in  1928.  3.  Eben  C.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Eben  C.  Blakeman  was  spent  at  Orwell  where  he  at¬ 
tended  the  public  school.  He  is  also  a  graduate  of  Albany  Business  Col¬ 
lege.  Since  the  death  of  his  father  he  has  been  the  owner  of  the  old  Blake¬ 
man  homestead  which  is  located  three  miles  east  of  Altmar.  As  mentioned 
above,  it  is  one  of  the  leading  dairy  farms  in  this  section.  Since  1925  Mr. 
Blakeman  has  also  been  interested  in  the  insurance  business,  with  offices 
at  Altmar.  He  is  local  agent  for  the  Aetna  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Blakeman  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Citizens  Club  and  Alt¬ 
mar  Fish  and  Game  Club.  He  also  is  affiliated  with  Port  Byron  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.  No.  130,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Port  Byron. 


Hobert  Lester,  who  is  the  postmaster  of  Richland,  is  well  known  there 
as  a  dependable  young  business  man.  He  was  born  at  Boylston,  N.  Y., 
Jan.  19,  1898,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Amelia  (Bargy)  Lester. 

Charles  Lester  lives  at  Richland  with  his  son  Hobert.  He  was  born  at 
Boylston,  N.  Y.,  as  was  his  wife.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lester  were  born  four 
children :  1.  Charles,  who  died  in  1915.  2.  Byron,  who  died  in  the  service 
of  the  U.  S.  Army  during  the  World  War  and  is  buried  at  Boylston.  3. 
Hobert,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Mary  Ann,  who  died  in  1900. 

The  education  of  Hobert  Lester  was  received  in  the  public  schools.  At 
the  age  of  19  he  purchased  a  farm  a  short  distance  from  Richland,  which 
has  been  enlarged  and  improved  and  now  contains  136  acres.  Since  1919 
he  has  been  interested  in  business  in  Richland,  being  a  dealer  in  farm 
machinery,  agricultural  lime  and  fertilizer.  Upon  his  appointment  as  post¬ 
master  in  1931  he  has  devoted  his  entire  time  to  this  work  and  the  farm.

Also  a  son,  Charles  Hobert,  born  in  1924,  died  in  1925. 

Mr.  Lester  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  also  of  the  Orangemen. 


Jefferson  D.  Shultz,  who  lives  retired  at  Lyons  Falls,  is  a  veteran  of 
the  Civil  War  and  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Lewis  County.  He  was 
born  at  Denmark,  June  18,  1844,  the  son  of  Solomon  and  Phoebe  (Sisson) 
Shultz. 

Solomon  Shultz,  who  died  in  1875,  was  a  native  of  Fulton  County,  N. 
Y.  He  was  among  the  very  early  settlers  of  Lewis  County  and  for  many 
years  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese  and  butter  at  Denmark.  His 
father  was  John  Shultz.  Phoebe  (Sisson)  Shultz,  born  at  Denmark,  died 
in  1865.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shultz  are  buried  in  Austin  Settlement  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Denmark.  Their  children  were:  1.  Catherine,  who  died  in  1902. 
2.  Philander  B.,  who  died  in  1875.  3.  Amelia  A.,  married  R.  B.  Wilson, 
lives  at  Copenhagen.  On  Dec.  6,  1931,  she  celebrated  her  99th  birthday. 
4.  Sarah  E.,  who  died  in  1928,  was  the  wife  of  Sterling  Haven,  of  Frank¬ 
fort,  Kan.  5.  Stephen  J.,  who  died  in  1905.  6.  Jefferson  D.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

Jefferson  D.  Shultz  obtained  his  education  in  the  district  schools  and 
also  attended  Lowville  Academy.  At  18  years  of  age  he  enlisted  for  serv¬ 
ice  in  the  Civil  War  and  served  with  the  Fifth  New  York  Heavy  Artillery, 
which  was  known  as  the  Black  River  Heavy  Artillery.  He  was  a  member 
of  Company  M,  3rd  Battalion,  which  was  organized  in  March,  1862.  The 
battalion  left  Sackets  Harbor  on  Sept.  17,  1862,  and  contained  600  men. 
It  saw  active  service  for  three  years  and  was  discharged  July  19,  1865, 
having  lost  90  men  in  action  and  255  who  died  of  disease.  The  regiment’s 
record  included  Siegel’s  Expedition,  Hunter’s  raid  on  Lynchburg,  Pied¬ 
mont  Hill,  Salem,  Harper’s  Ferry,  Martinsburg,  Cedar  Creek,  Charles¬ 
town,  Berryville,  Fisher’s  Hill,  Point-of-Rocks,  Maryland  Heights,  Bolivar 
Heights,  and  Berlin.  After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Shultz  returned  to 
Lowville.  He  entered  the  service  of  the  Black  River  Railroad  as  rodman 
with  the  engineering  corps,  Sept.  1,  1867.  He  later  was  connected  with 
the  New  Haven,  Middletown,  and  Willimantic  Railroad,  which  is  now  part 
of  the  New  Haven  system.  He  was  assistant  engineer  of  construction  work 
and  later  served  in  the  same  capacity  with  the  West  Shore  and  Buffalo 
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Railroad.  He  subsequently  became  engineer  in  charge  of  maintenance  on 
the  Tioga  Railroad  in  Pennsylvania,  and  later  was  stationed  at  Elmira, 
N.  Y.,  as  roadmaster  on  the  Susquehanna  Division  of  the  Erie  Railroad. 
In  the  latter  position  he  was  in  charge  of  double  tracking  the  railroad  be¬ 
tween  Susquehanna  and  Carbondale.  Mr.  Shultz  then  returned  to  New 
York  in  charge  of  construction  of  the  Erie-Weehawken  terminal,  and  in 
1892  was  transferred  to  Watertown  as  general  roadmaster  of  the  Rome, 
Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Railroad.  At  one  time  he  also  was  identified 
with  the  New  York  State  Railroad  Commission  and  Public  Service  Com¬ 
mission  as  steam  railroad  inspector.  He  retired  from  the  latter  position 
in  1910. 

On  Jan.  26,  1869,  Mr.  Shultz  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen 
Upright,  of  Newport,  N.  Y.,  who  died  in  1909.  She  is  buried  at  Turin. 
Mrs.  Shultz  was  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  and  Lydia  (Windsor)  Upright, 
who  were  natives  of  Oneida  County.  The  former  died  in  1905  and  the  lat¬ 
ter  on  Feb.  23,  1923.  They  are  buried  at  Turin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shultz  had 
no  children. 

Mr.  Shultz  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Pioneers  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Associa¬ 
tion.  He  is  identified  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  for  years 
was  president  of  the  Third  Battalion  New  York  Heavy  Artillery  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  is  no  longer  in  existence.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Mohawk 
Valley  Historical  Association. 


Charles  Collins  Merriam,  deceased,  was  an  influential  citizen  of  Lyons 
Falls,  and  a  member  of  a  family  that  has  long  been  prominent  in  Lewis 
County.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Nov.  10,  1850,  the  son  of  Clinton 
L.  and  Caroline  (Hart)  Merriam. 

Clinton  L.  Merriam  was  born  at  Leyden,  N.  Y.,  in  1824,  and  after  en¬ 
gaging  in  mercantile  pursuits  in  Northern  New  York  he  removed  to  New 
York  City  in  1847  and  became  an  importer.  In  1860  he  entered  the  bank¬ 
ing  business  but  returned  to  Leyden  four  years  later  to  reside.  He  died 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  Feb.  18,  1900,  and  is  buried  in  Leyden  Hill  Ceme¬ 
tery.  Caroline  (Hart)  Merriam  was  born  at  Turin,  Lewis  County,  the 
daughter  of  Judge  Levi  and  May  Bush  (Collins)  Hart.  She  died  March 
28,  1893.  Clinton  L.  Merriam  was  elected  a  member  of  Congress  from 
this  district  in  1870  and  served  until  1875.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Union  League  Club  of  New  York  City  and  belonged  to  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merriam  were  born  three  children:  1. 
Charles  Collins,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Dr.  Clinton  Hart,  for  25 
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years  chief  of  the  U.  S.  Biological  Survey.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Yale  Medical  School  in  1879  and  practiced  his  profession  at  Locust  Grove, 
N.  Y.  In  1872  he  was  appointed  Naturalist  on  the  Hayden  Survey,  and  in 
1885  became  head  of  the  division  of  Ornithology,  later  the  U.  S.  Biological 
Survey,  Department  of  Agriculture.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Washington 
Academy,  Biological,  Anthropological,  and  Philosophical  Societies,  Society 
of  American  Foresters,  National  Geographic  Society,  and  National  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Sciences.  He  is  also  a  Fellow,  former  president,  of  the  Ornitholo¬ 
gists’  Union,  vice  president  of  the  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science,  and  member  of  the  London  Zoological  Society.  3.  Ella  Gertrude, 
who  died  Aug.  7,  1863.  4.  Florence  Augusta,  married  Vernon  Bailey,  lives 
at  Washington,  D.  C.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Mrs.  Piatt’s  School,  Utica,  and 
Smith  College,  class  of  1886.  She  has  also  taken  graduate  work  at  Co¬ 
lumbia  University  and  Leland  Stanford  University,  and  is  a  noted  author¬ 
ity  on  bird  life,  having  written  many  pamphlets  and  several  books  nota¬ 
ble  among  which  are  “Birds  Through  an  Opera  Glass,”  “Birding  on  a 
Broncho,”  “My  Summer  in  a  Mormon  Village”  and  “Birds  of  New  Mex¬ 
ico.”  Her  husband  is  chief  field  naturalist  of  the  U.  S.  Biological  Survey. 

Charles  Collins  Merriam  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm,  “Homewood,” 
at  Locust  Grove.  He  was  educated  at  Churchill’s  Military  Academy,  Os¬ 
sining,  Alexander  Military  Institute,  conducted  by  0.  R.  Willis  at  White 
Plains,  and  Columbia  College,  New  York.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Merriam 
had  extensive  lumber  and  real  estate  interests  in  Lewis  County.  He  died 
at  Lyons  Falls,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  22,  1931,  and  is  buried  in  Wildwood  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Merriam  attended  the  international  congress  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
held  at  Stockholm,  Sweden,  in  August,  1888.  His  first  ocean  trip  was 
made  when  a  young  man  in  a  sailing  vessel  from  Philadelphia  to  Gibraltar. 
Throughout  his  life  he  traveled  extensively  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

On  June  28,  1876,  Mr.  Merriam  married  Miss  Florence  Isabella  Lyon, 
the  daughter  of  Lyman  R.  and  Mary  (Northrup)  Lyon,  natives  of  New 
York  and  Connecticut,  respectively.  Mr.  Lyon  died  in  1869  and  his  wife 
died  in  1891.  Both  are  buried  in  Wildwood  Cemetery,  Lyons  Falls,  N.  Y. 
Florence  I.  (Lyon)  Merriam  died  August  2,  1931.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mer¬ 
riam  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Lyman  Lyon,  born  Nov.  4, 
1877,  a  graduate  of  Stevens  Institute  of  Technology,  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  class 
of  1900.  He  is  connected  with  the  Allcock  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Ossining,  N.  Y.  Married  Sept.  30,  1903,  Delia  Brandreth.  They  have  three 
children,  Sarah  Louise,  who  married  Carl  Trube  and  has  one  son  Merriam 
Trube,  Florence  Lyon  and  Kathleen  Brandreth.  2.  Robert,  born  Oct.  24, 
1879,  died  Oct.  3,  1880.  3.  Clinton  Nathaniel,  born  Dec.  8,  1880,  died  Oct. 
3,  1881.  4.  Carolyn  Augusta,  born  March  5,  1884,  married  Fred  D.  Hone, 
lives  at  Lyons  Falls.  They  have  three  daughters:  Carolyn  M.,  married

Mr.  Merriam  was  a  Republican,  a  member  and  elder  of  Forest  Presby¬ 
terian  Church.  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design,  life 
member  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  and  a  member  of  the  American 
Forestry  Association. 


Clarence  Lyon  Fisher. — As  half  owner  and  manager  of  the  Fisher  For¬ 
estry  and  Realty  Company,  of  Lyons  Falls,  Clarence  L.  Fisher  has  had 
much  to  do  with  the  business  affairs  of  Lewis  County,  and  is  a  leader  in 
the  civic  life  of  the  community.  He  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Lyonsdale, 
near  Lyons  Falls,  Aug.  22,  1877,  the  son  of  William  Hubbell  and  Mary 
(Lyon)  Fisher,  daughter  of  Lyman  R.  Lyon,  a  pioneer  and  large  land 
owner  who  settled  at  Lyons  Falls. 

William  Hubbell  Fisher  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  His  father  was 
Rev.  Samuel  W.  Fisher,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  a  prominent  divine  and  at  one  time 
president  of  Hamilton  College.  Mr.  Fisher  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  in  1864  was  graduated  with  honors  from 
Hamilton  College,  a  member  of  that  class  being  Elihu  Root.  Mr.  Fisher 
then  entered  Columbia  Law  School  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  New 
York  in  1867.  He  established  a  practice  in  Cincinnati  and  in  1870  became 
associated  with  Hon.  Samuel  S.  Fisher,  ex-U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Patents. 
The  partnership  was  dissolved  in  1873  by  the  death  of  Samuel  S.  Fisher. 
Mr.  Fisher  became  a  successful  lawyer  and  was  prominent  as  an  authority 
on  patents.  He  was  prominent  in  public  affairs  in  Cincinnati  where  he 
died  Oct.  6,  1909.  His  wife  died  July  8,  1913.  They  are  buried  in  Spring- 
ville  Cemetery,  Cincinnati.  Mr.  Fisher  was  president  of  the  Ohio  State 
Audubon  Society,  and  held  membership  in  the  American  Forestry  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  was  a  delegate  in  1905  to  represent  Ohio  at  the  American  For¬ 
est  Congress,  which  was  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  also  was  president 
of  the  Cincinnati  Society  of  National  History.  He  held  membership  in 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  and  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
was  ruling  elder  and  Sunday  School  superintendent.  He  was  a  delegate  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  Churches  at  Denver,  Colo.,  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  He  belonged  to  Alpha  Delta  Phi 
and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  fraternities.  There  were  four  children  born  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fisher:  1.  Schuyler  L.,  a  graduate  of  Holbrook  Military  Acad¬ 
emy,  at  Ossining-on-Hudson,  Cascadilla  School,  at  Ithaca,  and  Cornell  Uni- 
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versity,  class  of  1899.  He  was  captain  of  the  varsity  crew  and  a  member 
of  the  Sphinx  Hub  fraternity.  He  died  in  November,  1902,  and  is  buried 
in  Cincinnati.  2.  Clarence  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  William,  who 
died  in  1885.  4.  Florence  Lyon,  married  Dr.  Delbert  L.  Jackson,  lives  at 
Boston,  Mass.  Dr.  Jackson  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at 
Dartmouth  College  in  1904  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Har¬ 
vard  Medical  School  in  1908.  He  has  specialized  in  obstetrics  and  is  one 
of  the  leading  physicians  in  that  line  in  Boston  and  vicinity. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Lyons  Falls,  Clarence 
L.  Fisher  attended  Holbrook  Military  Academy.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  at  Hamilton  College  in  1900,  and  spent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  years  as  a  reporter  on  the  Philadelphia  Press.  On  account  of 
illness  he  retired  from  journalism  and  later  became  associated  with  his 
mother  in  the  management  of  the  family’s  extensive  timber  land  interests 
in  Lewis  and  Herkimer  counties.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Black  River 
National  Bank,  of  Lowville,  and  vice  president  of  the  Lyons  Falls  National 
Bank. 

Mr.  Fisher  represented  Lewis  County  as  a  member  of  the  New  York 
State  Assembly  during  1925-26-27-28-29.  He  was  for  four  years  a  member 
of  the  Herkimer  Home  Commission,  being  appointed  by  Gov.  Alfred  E. 
Smith.  He  was  the  author  of  the  Fisher  Reforestation  Tax  Law,  and 
served  for  four  years  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Reforestation 
Commission.  One  of  Mr.  Fisher’s  outstanding  achievements  for  Lewis 
County  was  his  success  in  having  Whetstone  Gulf,  a  wonderful  scenic  spot, 
designated  and  developed  as  a  State  Park  in  1928.  While  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  he  also  secured  the  passage  of  a  resolution  for  a  Constitu¬ 
tional  Amendment  to  remove  all  uncertainty  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
$100,000  Emergency  Fund  for  the  suppression  of  forest  fire,  and  after¬ 
wards  organized  a  campaign  which  resulted  in  an  overwhelming  vote  in 
favor  of  the  amendment  at  the  election. 

On  Feb.  21,  1907,  Mr.  Fisher  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Me¬ 
lissa  Rachel  Ingals,  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Ephraim  and  Lucy 
(Storrs)  Ingals.  Dr.  Ingals,  who  died  April  30,  1916,  was  a  native  of  Chi¬ 
cago.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Rock  River  Seminary,  Mt.  Morris,  Ill.,  Rush 
Medical  School,  in  1871,  and  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1879.  He  also 
took  graduate  work  in  London  and  Paris  and  achieved  international  fame 
as  a  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  throat,  nose,  and  chest.  He  had  served  as 
president  of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  was  the  author  of  num¬ 
erous  medical  books  and  publications.  He  held  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in 
the  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  Lucy  (Storrs)  Ingals  died  in  1929.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fisher  have  two  children:  1.  Clarence  Ingals,  born  Aug.  21, 
1909,  graduates  from  Hamilton  College,  class  of  1932.  2.  Helena  Rachel, 
born  Jan.  2,  1922,  attends  the  Lyons  Falls  public  schools. 
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In  1918  Mr.  Fisher  was  the  author  of  the  History  of  Lyons  Falls. 

Mr.  Fisher  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
is  a  member  and  past  master  of  Port  Leyden  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  669, 
and  in  1918  served  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Jefferson-Lewis  Dis¬ 
trict.  He  is  a  member  of  Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  223,  and  Alpha 
Delta  Phi  fraternity.  Mr.  Fisher  is  a  director  of  the  Empire  State  Forest 
Products  Association,  president  of  the  New  York  State  Foresty  Associa¬ 
tion,  president  of  the  Lewis  County  Forestry  Council,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  Adirondack  Mountain  Club,  and  holds  membership  in 
the  University  Club  of  Utica,  Carlowden  Country  Club,  Lewis  County  Po¬ 
mona  Grange,  and  Lewis  County  Farm  Bureau.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Sons  of  the  Revolution. 


Edward  William  Glasby  is  a  leader  in  the  educational  life  of  Lewis 
County,  and  has  been  identified  with  Port  Leyden  High  School  as  prin¬ 
cipal  since  1916.  He  was  born  here  June  28,  1889,  the  son  of  Thomas  and 
Julia  (Wells)  Glasby. 

Thomas  Glasby  was  born  at  Smith  Falls,  Canada.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  was  employed  by  T.  B.  Basselin  and  the  Gould  Paper  Company, 
being  in  charge  of  selecting  woods  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  paper. 
In  later  years  Mr.  Glasby  became  a  farmer.  He  died  Jan.  26,  1915.  His 
wife  was  born  in  Ireland  and  died  May  7,  1923.  They  are  buried  at  Port 
Leyden.  Mr.  Glasby  was  a  Democrat,  and  a  member  of  St.  Martin's  Cath¬ 
olic  Church,  of  Port  Leyden.  Edward  William,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
was  their  only  child.  By  a  former  marriage  to  Patrick  Kelpy  of  Canada, 
Mrs.  Glasby  had  seven  children:  1.  Michael,  who  died  in  1882.  2.  Mary 
Ann,  married  William  Clark,  lives  at  Forest  Port,  N.  Y.  3.  Margaret,  mar¬ 
ried  Frank  Mills,  who  died  in  1909.  4.  Catherine,  who  died  in  1873.  5. 
Thomas  E.,  who  died  in  1871.  6.  Patrick  H.,  lives  at  Port  Leyden.  7. 

James  L.,  lives  at  Port  Leyden.  Patrick  Kelpy  died  in  1878  and  is  buried 
in  St.  Martin's  Cemetery,  Port  Leyden. 

Edward  William  Glasby  attended  the  grade  and  high  schools  of  Lyons 
Falls,  and  was  graduated  from  Lyons  Falls  High  School  in  June,  1906, 
and  in  1907  was  graduated  from  Boonville  Training  School.  He  then 
taught  school  for  a  period  of  four  years,  after  which  he  entered  Syracuse 
University.  In  1909  he  received  a  life  certificate  as  a  teacher  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  until  1913  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Constableville. 
He  was  principal  for  three  years  there  and  in  1916  came  to  Port  Leyden  as 
principal.  He  is  also  a  teacher  of  Mathematics,  Science,  German,  and  His¬ 
tory.  In  1925  Mr.  Glasby  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  St. 
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Lawrence  University,  and  he  has  since  taken  graduate  work  at  that  insti¬ 
tution. 

Mr.  Glasby  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Martin’s  Church,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  is  prominent  in  musical  circles  and 
during  the  past  20  years  has  been  organist  and  choir  director  of  St.  Mar¬ 
tin’s  Church. 

Mr.  Glasby  is  unmarried. 


Edward  E.  Wright. — Numbered  among  the  able  and  resourceful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Norwood,  is  Edward  E.  Wright,  who  is  treasurer  of  H.  M. 
Kinsman,  Inc.,  and  also  supervisor  of  Potsdam.  He  was  born  at  Sullivan, 
Ill.,  Feb.  27,  1885,  the  son  of  Samuel  W.  and  Angeline  (Powell)  Wright. 

Samuel  W.  Wright  served  as  a  member  of  the  Illinois  State  Senate  for 
two  terms  and  was  prominent  in  public  affairs  at  Sullivan.  He  was  a 
Democrat.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Wright  was  interested  in  general 
farming.  He  died  at  Sullivan  in  1926.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Disciples 
of  Christ  Church,  and  was  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  His  widow  resides  at  Orlando, 
Florida.  Their  children  were:  1.  Carrie  R.,  married  R.  C.  Ray,  lives  at 
St.  Elmo,  Ill.  2.  Addah,  married  William  K.  Whitfield,  lives  at  Orlando, 
Fla.

Edward  E.  Wright  received  his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools 
of  Sullivan,  and  in  1907  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Michigan 
with  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  After  being  admitted  to  the  bar  he  practiced 
law  at  Sullivan  for  five  years  in  partnership  with  W.  K.  Whitfield,  and  in 
1912  came  to  Norwood,  where  he  successfully  practiced  law  for  two  years 
before  becoming  identified  with  H.  M.  Kinsman  Company  as  assistant 
treasurer.  He  has  continued  his  law  practice  and  is  also  actively  identified 
with  the  interests  of  this  business.

He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Kingston  and 
throughout  his  life  was  interested  in  dairy  farming,  being  the  owner  of 
a  farm  of  250  acres.  He  specialized  in  the  breeding  of  pure  bred  Holstein 
cattle  and  also  was  an  extensive  breeder  of  sheep.

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Kingston,  Albert  Letherland  en¬ 
tered  Queen’s  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degrees  of  B.  A., 
M.  D.,  and  C.  M.,  in  1907-1909.  He  took  his  regents  in  the  State  of  New 
York  in  1911,  served  one  year  as  interne  at  Seton  Hospital,  New  York 
City,  and  for  one  year  was  also  connected  with  a  private  hospital  at  Caro- 
leen,  N.  C.  From  1911  until  1916  Dr.  Letherland  was  a  surgeon  at  Benson 
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Mines,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  latter  year  established  his  present  practice  at 
Harrisville.  He  is  identified  with  the  staffs  of  Lewis  County  General  Hos¬ 
pital,  Lowville,  Van  Duzee  Hospital,  of  Gouverneur,  and  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital,  of  Watertown.  He  has  served  as  health  officer  since  1912  and 
holds  membership  in  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and 
American  Medical  Associations. 

On  Sept.  27,  1910,  Dr.  Letherland  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Nellie  Hawthorne  Allan,  of  Kingston,  Ont.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
Jane  (Magarvey)  Allan.  The  former  died  in  1906  and  the  latter  in  1901. 
They  are  buried  at  Cataraqui.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Letherland  are  the  par¬ 
ents  of  two  children:  1.  Helene  Hawthorne,  born  March  8,  1913,  attends 
St.  Lawrence  University.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Carthage  High  School  and 
attends  Cazenovia  Seminary.  2.  Jack  Allan,  born  Nov.  25,  1914,  attends 
Carthage  High  School. 

Dr.  Letherland  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  coroner  of 
Lewis  County  since  1926.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  is  affiliated  with  Harrisville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  926 ;  Gouverneur 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.;  Gouverneur  Commandery,  K.  T.;  and  Media  Temple, 
Watertown.

Lester  C.  Fey.— Among  the  reliable  and  successful  business  men  of 
Lewis  County,  is  Lester  C.  Fey,  proprietor  of  the  Fey  Manufacturing 
Company,  of  West  Leyden.  He  was  born  at  West  Leyden,  Aug.  14,  1896, 
the  son  of  Jacob  P.  and  Elizabeth  (Rhinemiller)  Fey. 

Jacob  Fey  is  a  native  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  educated  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Lewis  and  for  35  years  followed  the  trade  of  carpenter.  In 
1906  he  purchased  the  mill  of  John  T.  Davies,  on  Point  Rock  Creek,  five 
miles  west  of  West  Leyden.  It  was  built  by  a  Mr.  Hough  more  than  115 
years  ago  the  first  mill  in  this  section.  It  was  successfully  operated  by 
Mr.  Fey  until  1926,  at  which  time  he  disposed  of  his  interest  to  his  son 
Lester  C.  Fey,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Jacob  Fey  is  a  Republican,  and 
served  as  overseer  of  the  poor  for  ten  years.  His  wife  was  also  born  at 
West  Leyden.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fey  were  born  six  children:  1.  Elmer 
W.  Fey ,  married  Edna  M.  Green.  2.  Lucinda,  married  Frank  Cogswell.  3. 
Belva  M.  4.  Victor  A.,  married  Grace  Bowman.  5.  Lester  C.,  married 
Florence  E.  Mowers.  6.  Erna  E.,  married  Stanley  Freeman.  All  are  resi¬ 
dents  of  West  Leyden. 

At  an  early  age  Lester  C.  Fey  became  associated  with  his  father  in 
business.  After  completing  his  education  he  became  a  partner  of  the  firm 
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and  since  1926  has  been  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise.  Mr.  Fey  is  a  Re¬ 
publican.  Mr.  Fey  was  married  Sept.  15,  1928,  to  Miss  Florence  E.  Mow¬ 
ers,  of  West  Leyden,  the  daughter  of  Eugene  and  Mary  (Payne)  Mowers, 
residents  of  West  Leyden.  Mr.  Mowers  is  a  successful  farmer  of  West 
Leyden.  On  Sept.  3,  1920,  a  daughter,  Betty  Lorene,  was  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Fey,  who  is  their  only  child. 

The  original  mill  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  later  rebuilt  by  Mr.  Hough. 
It  has  lately  been  replaced  with  enlarged  up-to-date  buildings.  The  origi¬ 
nal  dam  stood  until  1914,  when  it  was  replaced  by  a  stone  dam  by  Jacob 
Fey.  It  was  enlarged  in  1931  with  increased  power.  Its  capacity  has  a 
depth  of  18  feet  and  is  over  100  feet  wide. 

The  company  specializes  in  the  manufacture  of  hardwood  crating, 
paper  plugs,  dowels,  custom  sawing  and  planing. 


Loren  J.  Benton. — As  commissioner  of  public  welfare  in  Lewis  County, 
Mr.  Benton  was  among  the  prominent  citizens  of  the  county.  He  was  born 
at  Martinsburg,  April  23,  1867,  the  son  of  Thomas  Swain  and  Fannie  H. 
(Larkins)  Benton. 

Thomas  Swain  Benton  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  member 
of  Company  D,  59th  N.  Y.  V.  I.  He  was  a  native  of  Otsego  County,  N.  Y., 
and  died  at  Martinsburg,  in  1892.  His  family  had  removed  to  Lewis  County 
when  he  was  seven  years  old,  and  he  remained  in  this  section  throughout 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  became  the  owner  of  a  farm  of  100  acres 
and  was  a  successful  dairy  farmer.  Mr.  Benton  served  as  village  assessor 
and  collector.  He  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Fannie  H. 
(Larkins)  Benton  died  in  1910.  She  was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County. 
Both  are  buried  at  Martinsburg.  There  were  three  sons  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Benton:  1.  Eugene  Thomas,  retired  farmer,  lives  at  Turin.  2.  Wil¬ 
liam  Seward,  who  died  in  1914.  3.  Loren  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Loren  J.  Benton  was  spent  at  Martinsburg  where  he 
attended  the  public  schools.  He  also  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy. 
Mr.  Benton  taught  school  for  three  years  at  Martinsburg,  and  in  1890  be¬ 
came  associated  in  business  with  his  brother,  William  S.  Benton  as  cheese 
manufacturer.  They  operated  the  Maple  Ridge  and  Hillside  factories  at 
Martinsburg,  and  from  1902  until  1925  Loren  J.  Benton  was  manager  of 
the  Maple  Ridge  plant.  He  then  disposed  of  his  interests  to  Leon  Backus. 

Mr.  Benton  was  elected  supervisor  of  Martinsburg  in  1907  and  cap¬ 
ably  filled  that  office  until  1919.  He  was  a  member  ol  the  building  com¬ 
mittee  of  Lewis  County  in  1910,  which  contracted  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  county  court  house.  He  was  appointed  commissioner  of  public  wel- 
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fare  in  Lewis  County  in  1920,  and  was  serving  in  that  capacity  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  died  very  suddenly  at  his  home  in  the  town  of 
Turin,  near  Houseville,  Nov.  12,  1931. 

Politically  Mr.  Benton  was  a  Republican.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Lewis  County  General  Hospital  and  member  of 
the  Child  Welfare  Board  of  Lewis  County.  He  belonged  to  the  Martins- 
burg  Fish  and  Game  Club. 

Mr.  Benton  was  unmarried. 


George  P.  Keimehan.— As  president  of  P.  E.  Kennehan  Son  &  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc.,  Mr.  Kennehan  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in  the  business  life  of 
St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Brasher  Falls,  Jan.  22,  1882,  the 
son  of  Patrick  E.  and  Anna  (Butler)  Kennehan. 

Patrick  E.  Kennehan,  deceased,  was  the  founder  of  P.  E.  Kennehan 
Son  &  Co.,  in  1880.  He  was  a  native  of  Ontario,  Canada,  but  in  early 
life  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Brasher  Falls.  He  had 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade  at  Smith  Falls,  Ont.,  and  upon  his  arrival 
here  became  identified  with  the  Brasher  Falls  Iron  Works.  Later  he  was 
identified  with  Davis  &  Co.  until  1878  and  in  that  year  organized  his  own 
business.  He  was  associated  with  Joseph  Dishan,  who  remained  with 
the  firm  until  1897.  Mr.  Kennehan  died  in  1918  and  is  buried  at  Brasher 
Falls.  He  was  a  prominent  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  St.  Pat¬ 
rick’s  Catholic  Church.  His  wife  was  born  here  and  died  in  1924.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kennehan  were  born  five  children:  1.  Oswald,  deceased.  2. 
George  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Francis,  deceased.  4.  Marian  M., 
married  Joseph  McGrath,  lives  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  5.  Mabel  Elizabeth! 
married  Albert  Hoag,  lives  at  Brasher  Falls. 

After  his  graduation  from  Brasher  Falls  High  School.  George  P. 
Kennehan  attended  Cornell  University,  from  which  he  received  a  degree 
in  Mechanical  Engineering  in  1901.  He  also  attended  Clarkson  Technical 
College,  Potsdam,  for  one  year,  and  from  1902  until  1905  was  identified 
with  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  as  an  inspector  of  con¬ 
struction  in  New  York  City.  In  the  latter  year  he  became  associated  with 
his  father’s  business  and  in  1907  when  the  firm  was  incorporated,  Mr. 
Kennehan  became  president.  Marian  Kennehan  became  vice  president, 
and  Mabel  Kennehan,  secretary  and  treasurer.  It  is  the  only  industry  in 
Brasher  Falls  and  occupies  a  plant  covering  60,000  square  feet.  The  com¬ 
pany  manufactures  farm  implements  and  tools,  and  also  are  specialists  in 
iron  work  and  moulding.  Approximately  30  men  are  employed  in  the 
plant. 
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On  Dec.  24,  1905,  Mr.  Kennehan  married  Miss  Meda  Seaver,  of  Stock¬ 
holm,  the  daughter  of  Bensley  and  Miranda  (Ober)  Seaver.  Both  are 
deceased  and  are  buried  at  Stockholm.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kennehan  have 
no  children. 

Politically  Mr.  Kennehan  is  a  Democrat.  He  attends  the  Christian 
Science  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Cornell  Club  of  New  York,  St.  Regis 
Falls  Fish  &  Game  Club,  and  is  a  member  and  director  of  the  Massena 
Country  Club.  He  has  established  quite  a  reputation  as  entertainer.  In¬ 
terested  in  forestry,  he  has  a  plantation  planted  with  75,000  trees  on  the 
company’s  450  acre  tract. 


William  C.  Smith,  M.  D. — A  remarkable  record  in  medicine  has  been 
made  by  Dr.  Smith,  of  Winthrop,  who  has  been  coroner  of  St.  Lawrence 
County  since  1883  and  a  leading  physician  and  surgeon  of  the  North 
Country  for  the  past  50  years.  He  was  born  at  Brasher  Falls,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  April  11,  1857,  the  son  of  Curtis  Stevens  and  Euphrasia 
(Ross)  Smith. 

Curtis  Smith,  who  died  in  1862,  spent  his  life  in  St.  Lawrence  County. 
He  was  born  at  Stockholm  and  for  many  years  was  successful  as  a  building 
contractor  at  Brasher  Falls.  His  wife  was  born  there  and  died  in  18o7. 
Mr.  Smith  was  prominent  in  public  affairs  and  was  a  life  long  Republican. 
He  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith 
were  born  two  sons!  1.  Ezra  Ross,  born  July  25,  1852,  died  May  1,  1853. 
2.  William  C„  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  C.  Smith  attended  the  public  schools  of  Brasher  Falls,  Law- 
renceville  Academy,  and  Franklin  Academy.  He  operated  a  farm  near 
Brasher  Falls  for  several  years,  after  which  he  took  up  the  study  of 
medicine  at  the  University  of  New  York.  He  received  a  degree  in  1881 
and  began  his  professional  career  at  Brasher  Falls.  He  is  located  at 
Winthrop  and  is  known  throughout  the  entire  North  Country  for  his 
unusual  skill  and  knowledge  of  medicine.  He  is  identified  witn  the  St. 
Lawrence  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Medical  Associations, 
as  well  as  the  New  York  and  New  England  Association  of  Railway 
Surgeons. 

On  Dec.  2,  1882,  Dr.  Smith  married  Miss  Edith  Tryon,  of  Moira,  N.  Y., 
the  daughter  of  Julius  and  Charlotte  (Cary)  Tryon.  Both  were  natives 
of  Franklin  County.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Smith  were  born  three  children: 
1.  Ethel  Maud,  who  died  at  birth,  May  21,  1886.  2.  Guy  Lorenzo,  born 

June  26,  1889,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  now  identified  with  the 
Federal  Highway  Commission  as  civil  engineer  at  Montgomery,  Ala.  3. 
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Pauline  Charlotte,  born  Nov.  28,  1889,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  Uni¬ 
versity,  married  Dr.  Clarence  R.  Pierson,  lives  at  Scottsville,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  Smith  is  a  Republican.  He  represented  the  town  of  Stockholm  on 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  12  years,  and  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  St.  Lawrence  County  two  years.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Smith  spend  the  winter  months  in  Florida. 


Rt.  Rev.  Monsignor  Cornelius  John  Crowley,  pastor  of  St.  Patrick’s 
Catholic  Church  at  Brasher  Falls,  ranks  among  the  foremost  religious 
leaders  of  this  section  of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at  Helena,  St. 
Lawrence  County,  Dec.  12,  1868,  the  son  of  Dennis  and  Hannah  (Cotter) 
Crowley. 

Dennis  Crowley  was  a  native  of  County  Cork,  Ireland,  and  at  the  age 
of  18  years  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1852  and  settled  in  New 
York.  He  became  a  successful  dairy  farmer  at  Helena,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  and  operated  a  farm  until  1901.  He  then  purchased  land  near 
Watertown,  where  he  lived  until  1910,  after  which  he  lived  retired  in 
Watertown  until  his  death.  He  was  a  Democrat,  and  a  member  of  Holy 
Family  Church,  Watertown.  His  wife  was  born  at  Helena  and  died  Aug.  2, 
1929.  Their  children  were:  1.  Cornelius  John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Timothy  J.,  lives  in  Maine.  3.  John  P.,  police  lieutenant,  New  York 
City.  4.  James  F.,  who  died  in  1914.  5.  Anna  T.,  married  William  T. 

Sullivan,  lives  at  Brownville,  N.  Y.  6.  Mary  J.,  unmarried,  lives  at  Water- 
town.  7.  Dennis  M.,  who  died  in  1913.  8.  Jeremiah  P.,  attorney,  lives  in 
New  York  City.

Three  other  children  died  in  infancy. 

The  early  education  of  Cornelius  John  Crowley  was  received  in  the 
public  schools  of  Helena,  St.  Joseph’s  Academy,  Brasher  Falls,  the  State 
Normal  School  of  Potsdam  and  Saint  Bonaventure  College,  at  Kankakee, 
Ill.  He  was  graduated  in  December,  1896,  from  Grand  Seminary,  Mon¬ 
treal,  and  in  that  year  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  at  St.  James 
Cathedral,  Montreal.  His  first  charge  was  at  Norwood,  N.  Y.,  and  after 
three  weeks  he  was  transferred  to  Tupper  Lake  as  assistant,  remaining 
there  for  nine  months.  He  then  was  located  at  Lowville  for  a  short  time, 
and  spent  two  years  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.  Reverend  Crowley’s  next  charge 
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was  at  Rossie,  St.  Lawrence  County,  for  more  than  14  years,  after  which 
he  came  to  Brasher  Falls  in  June,  1914,  as  pastor  of  St.  Patrick’s  Church. 
He  was  made  Monsignor  in  1931,  being  appointed  by  Pope  Pius  XI  as 
Domestic  Prelate. 

Father  Crowley  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 


Lawrence  Ferguson  Cuthbert,  of  Ogdensburg,  is  vice  president  of  The 
Newell  Manufacturing  Company,  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  St.  Lawrence 
County.  He  is  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Hammond,  June  20,  1889, 
the  son  of  William  S.  and  Martha  Jane  (Shiell)  Cuthbert. 

William  S.  Cuthbert  was  a  native  of  Hammond,  N.  Y.,  and  died  there 
in  April,  1927.  He  attended  Gouverneur  Seminary  and  spent  many  years 
as  a  prosperous  dairy  farmer,  being  the  owner  of  a  large  farm  near 
Hammond.  He  also  specialized  in  the  breeding  of  pure  bred  Shropshire 
sheep.  Mr.  Cuthbert  was  a  Republican,  and  for  ten  years  was  supervisor 
of  Hammond.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  Town  Committee. 
He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  he  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Grange.  His  wife  was  born  in  Hammond  and 
died  in  May,  1929.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cuthbert  were  born  four  children: 
1.  Grace  Elizabeth,  who  died  June  18,  1930,  was  the  wife  of  Newell  E. 
Welch.  2.  George  Anderson,  who  lives  on  the  old  Cuthbert  homestead 
near  Hammond.

Lawrence  Ferguson  Cuthbert  obtained  his  education  in  the  Hammond 
public  schools  and  also  attended  Albany  Business  College.  He  became  a 
bookkeeper  for  the  Northern  Wall  Paper  and  Paint  Company,  of  Potsdam, 
in  1908,  and  two  years  later  came  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  Skillings,  Whitney  &  Barnes  Lumber  Company.  In  1912 
he  was  made  secretary  of  the  Newell  Manufacturing  Company,  and  during 
the  following  year  became  manager  and  treasurer  of  the  Newell  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  Ltd.,  of  Prescott,  Ont.  He  remained  with  the  Canadian 
plant  until  1924,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  this  city  as  vice  president 
of  the  company.  He  is  still  treasurer  of  Canadian  branch  and  president 
of  western  branch  at  Freeport,  Ill.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Ogdensburg 
Trust  Company. 

On  Oct.  2,  1915,  Mr.  Cuthbert  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen 
E.  Rodger,  of  Hammond,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  S.  and  Adelia

William  H.  Jones. — An  outstanding  business  success  was  achieved  by 
William  H.  Jones,  familiarly  known  as  “Hokey,”  who  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Jones-Mclntosh  Company,  of  which  he  served  as  president 
for  many  years.  Mr.  Jones  died  in  Ogdensburg,  Oct.  4,  1922.  He  was 
born  at  Richville,  St.  Lawrence  County,  July  30,  1869,  the  son  of  Thomas 
and  Eunice  (MacVeigh)  Jones. 

Thomas  Jones,  retired,  lives  at  Boonville,  N.  Y.  His  entire  active 
career  was  spent  as  the  owner  of  a  large  tannery  at  Richville,  and  he  ranks 
among  the  highly  esteemed  and  well  known  pioneer  citizens  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  Mr.  Jones  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  His  wife  died  in  1916  and  is  buried  at  Richville.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jones  were  born  six  children:  1.  William  H.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Caroline  M.,  a  graduate  nurse,  lives  at  Boonville.  3.  Cora,  who 
died  in  1919.  4.  Adeline,  married  Herbert  Handley,  lives  at  Ogdensburg. 

5.  Charles,  lives  at  Syracuse.  6.  Bessie,  married  George  Gilbert,  lives  at 
Boonville. 

The  boyhood  of  William  H.  Jones  was  spent  at  Richville,  where  he  was 
educated  in  the  district  schools.  After  a  few  years  in  his  fathers’  tannery 
he  became  a  New  York  representative  for  the  Springfield  (Mass.)  Buggy 
Whip  Company.  Later,  he  became  identified  with  the  American  Tobacco 
Company  as  a  salesman,  and  in  1897  located  at  Ogdensburg.  After  sev¬ 
eral  years  he  resigned  from  his  position  and  became  associated  in  business 
with  John  L.  O’Connor,  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  O’Connor  &  Jones. 
Subsequently  he  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the  Jones-Mclntosh 
Company,  wholesale  tobacco  dealers.  For  a  number  of  years  they  owned 
and  operated  a  retail  shop  at  State  and  Ford  streets,  but  now  operate  the 
Picquet  store  at  Ford  and  Isabella  streets,  as  well  as  the  wholesale  business 
on  Lake  Street.  Since  his  death  the  business  interests  of  Mr.  Jones  have 
been  held  by  his  widow.  He  was  also  a  director  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Trust 
Company  and  was  president  of  the  Ford  Street  Realty  Company. 

Mr.  Jones  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Rotary  Club  in  Ogdensburg 
and  served  as  its  first  president.  He  attended  the  International  Rotary 
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Convention  at  Edinboro,  Scotland,  in  1921.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  and  Elk  lodges,  Knights  of  Pythias  and  Century  Club.  He  held 
fellowship  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  a  Democrat  in  politics. 

On  June  5,  1897,  Mr.  Jones  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Annetta 
M.  Callaghan,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  Arthur  Callaghan,  who 
died  in  this  city  in  1899.  For  many  years  he  built  and  repaired  carriages 
and  sleighs  in  Ogdensburg,  being  a  pioneer  in  this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Jones  had  no  children.  Mrs.  Jones  still  resides  in  Ogdensburg. 


Benjamin  Franklin  Sherman,  M.  D. — One  of  the  eminent  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  of  the  North  Country  during  its  very  early  history  was  Doctor 
Sherman,  who  served  as  president  of  the  Ogdensburg  Medical  Association 
for  more  than  30  years  and  practiced  his  profession  in  this  city  for  more 
than  half  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Barre,  Vt.,  May  24,  1817,  the  son  of 
Capt.  Asaph  and  Sophia  (Norton)  Sherman. 

Capt.  Asaph  Sherman  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  in  1775  and  died  at 
Barre,  Vt.,  in  1835.  He  achieved  honorable  mention  in  the  War  of  1812 
and  his  father,  Capt.  Asaph  Sherman,  was  captured  at  Ticonderoga  during 
the  French  and  Indian  Wars,  and  later  served  with  distinction  as  a  “min¬ 
ute  man”  at  Lexington  and  Concord  during  the  American  Revolution.  To 
Asaph  and  Sophia  (Norton)  Sherman  were  born  the  following  children: 

1.  Socrates  Norton,  born  in  1801,  studied  medicine  at  Castleton,  Vt.,  and 
was  graduated  in  1825.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  and  with  Dr.  Smith  was 
first  to  practice  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  During  1861-62  he  was  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  his  district  to  Congress,  and  during  the  Civil  War  he  served 
in  the  Union  Army  with  the  34th  Regulars  with  the  rank  of  major.  He 
founded  the  public  school  system  in  Ogdensburg,  and  died  there  in  1873. 

2.  Mason  Gates,  who  died  in  1890.  He  was  also  a  physician  and  surgeon. 

3.  Minot  Wilbur,  who  died  in  1864,  buried  in  California.  He  was  also  a 
physician  and  surgeon.  4.  Asaph  Bradley,  who  died  in  1890,  also  a  phy¬ 
sician  and  surgeon  in  Canada,  and  served  as  a  member  of  Parliament.  5. 
Benjamin  Franklin,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

As  a  young  boy  Benjamin  Franklin  Sherman  came  to  Ogdensburg  with 
his  parents  and  entered  Ogdensburg  Academy.  He  taught  school  for  sev¬ 
eral  terms  before  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine,  and  in  1841  he  was 
graduated  from  Albany  Medical  College.  He  began  his  professional  career 
at  Hammond,  N.  Y.,  and  after  two  years  removed  to  Potsdam.  In  1845 
he  returned  to  this  city  and  continued  in  practice  here  until  the  time  of  his 
death.  His  gentle  sympathy,  commanding  personality  and  faithful  attend¬ 
ance  upon  the  needs  of  his  fellowmen  won  for  him  the  highest  esteem  and

reverence  in  the  community.  He  was  recognized  for  many  years  as  a 
leader  in  his  profession. 

In  1884  Doctor  Sherman  was  elected  president  of  the  New  York  State 
Medical  Society,  and  also  was  chosen  as  delegate  to  the  Internationa] 
Medical  Congress.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Medical  and  St.  Lawrence  County  Medical  Societies,  and  as  mentioned 
above  was  president  of  the  Ogdensburg  Medical  Association  for  30  years. 
During  the  Civil  War  Doctor  Sherman  was  a  recruiting  surgeon  and  was 
president  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  many  years. 

On  Sept.  21,  1847,  Doctor  Sherman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Charlotte  C.  Chipman,  of  Waddington,  N.  Y.  She  is  deceased  and  is 
buried  at  Ogdensburg.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Chipman,  who  was 
a  prominent  lawyer  and  land  agent  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  To  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Sherman  were  born  five  children:  1.  Dr.  John  Chipman,  who 
died  March  2,  1898.  2.  Lu  Livermore,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  3.  Dr. 
Frank  Roger,  who  died  July  29,  1881.  4.  Charlotte  Elizabeth,  who  died 
July  17, 1861.  5.  Mary  Bell,  who  lives  at  428  Elizabeth  Street,  Ogdensburg. 


Homan  F.  Hallock. — As  chief  engineer  for  the  Diamond  Match  Com- 
pany,  Mr.  Hallock  holds  a  place  of  prominence  in  the  business  and  civic 
life  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  at  Steubenville,  Ohio,  Feb.  22,  1883,  the 
son  of  Homan  B.  and  Adelia  A.  (Farnsworth)  Hallock. 

Homan  B.  Hallock,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  on  the  Island  of  Malta  in  1830,  of  American  parents,  and  in  early  life 
came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  Virginia.  He  served  throughout 
the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  the  Eighth  West  Virginia  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry.  He  established  a  wholesale  confectionery  business  at  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  in  1881  and  was  identified  with  that  enterprise  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1895.  His  wife  died  in  1929.  She  was  a  native  of  Hollidays 
Cove,  W.  Va.  To  Homan  B.  and  Adelia  A.  (Farnsworth)  Hallock  were 
born  the  following  children:  Rev.  Gerard  B.  F.,  D.  D.;  Robert  C.,  Ph.  D.; 
Effie  V.;  Braddock;  Silas  F.,  M.  D.;  John  C.,  M.  D.;  Rev.  William  A.;  Rev! 
Henry  G.  C.,  Ph.  D.;  Charles  B.;  Mary  E.  Marshall;  Frances  A.;  Mar¬ 
garet  S.  Heicher. 

The  boyhood  of  Homan  F.  Hallock  was  spent  at  Steubenville,  Ohio, 
and  he  attended  Oberlin  Academy  before  entering  the  University  of 
Michigan,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Mechanical 
Engineering  in  1910.  The  following  two  years  were  spent  with  the  test¬ 
ing  department  of  the  General  Electric  Company  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y., 
and  from  1912  until  1913  he  was  chief  engineer  for  the  Southern  Wood 
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Products  Company,  Conway,  S.  C.  In  the  latter  year  he  came  to  Oswego 
with  The  Diamond  Match  Company  as  engineer  and  architect. 

On  April  8,  1915,  Mr.  Hallock  married  Miss  Elizabeth  F.  Wheeler, 
born  in  Helena,  Mont.,  the  daughter  of  William  D.  and  Carrie  (Herrick) 
Wheeler,  who  are  natives  of  Oswego.  Mr.  Wheeler  is  a  mining  engineer. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hallock  have  been  born  five  children:  Homan  F.,  Jr.; 
Richard  W. ;  Elizabeth  F. ;  William  A. ;  and  Robert  F. 

Politically,  Mr.  Hallock  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  water 
service  commission  and  takes  an  interest  in  public  aifairs  of  the  city.  He 
holds  membership  in  and  is  a  trustee  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Technology  Club 
of  Syracuse,  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  and  the  Council 
of  Registered  Architects,  New  York. 


J.  LeRoy  Rice,  D.  D.  S. — One  of  the  most  prominent  professional  men 
of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Dr.  Rice  of  Winthrop,  who  is  a  member  of  one 
of  the  well  known  pioneer  families  of  this  section.  He  was  born  at 
Hopkinton,  March  1,  1875,  the  son  of  Harvey  and  Angeline  (Parks)  Rice. 

Daniel  Rice  came  to  St.  Lawrence  County  during  the  early  days  and 
settled  near  Winthrop,  where  he  became  the  owner  of  a  fine  dairy  farm. 
His  grandson,  Harvey,  later  owned  the  homestead  and  engaged  in  general 
farming  until  his  retirement  in  1908.  He  has  since  lived  at  Winthrop. 
Mr.  Rice  is  a  Republican  and  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Universalist  Church  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
His  wife,  born  at  Breckton,  died  in  1929  and  is  buried  at  Winthrop.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Rice  were  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  Nina  B.,  married 
Arthur  Brannon,  lives  at  Syracuse.  2.  J.  LeRoy,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
3.  Frederick  R.,  lives  at  Woodville,  N.  H.,  and  is  an  engineer  on  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad. 

The  early  education  of  J.  LeRoy  Rice  was  received  at  Winthrop  and  in 
1903  he  was  graduated  from  the  Baltimore  School  of  Dentistry.  He  spent 
the  following  year  as  a  demonstrator  at  that  institution  and  in  1904 
began  his  professional  career  in  Winthrop.  His  extensive  practice  extends 
throughout  the  entire  North  Country,  and  he  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in 
his  profession. 

Dr.  Rice  was  married  in  February,  1899,  to  Miss  Lucy  Tyndall,  of 
Ontario,  Canada,  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Susona  Tyndall.  Both  are 
deceased.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Rice  have  two  sons:  1.  Holly  P.,  born  Aug.  3, 
1900,  is  engaged  in  the  printing  business  at  Massena,  N.  Y.  He  married 
Reba  E.  Brown  of  Winthrop  and  they  have  two  children,  Patricia  E.,  born 
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Aug.  3,  1925,  and  Beverly  J.,  born  May  20,  1928.  2.  LeRoy  T.,  born  July 
21,  1904,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  attends  Boston  Law 
School,  married  Julia  Orvis  Hyde  of  Massena. 

Dr.  Rice  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Congregational  Church 
and  he  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  No.  541,  Brasher,  and  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County  Dental  Society.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican. 


A.  L.  Hall,  M.  D. — A  career  complete  with  achievement  was  that  of 
Doctor  Hall,  who  has  practiced  medicine  successfully  at  Fulton  from  1900 
to  the  time  of  his  sudden  death  on  Aug.  3,  1931.  He  was  born  at  Central 
Square,  Oswego  County,  Dec.  14,  1852,  the  son  of  Ransom  L.  and  Mary 
Jane  (Barnes)  Hall. 

Ransom  L.  Hall  was  born  at  Central  Square,  and  was  a  member  of 
one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  families  of  Oswego  County.  The  Halls 
came  to  Oswego  County  after  the  War  of  1812.  Jonathan  Hall  had  served 
throughout  the  American  Revolution  with  the  rank  of  captain.  He  is 
buried  on  the  old  Hall  homestead  near  Central  Square.  Ransom  L.  Hall 
became  a  prosperous  farmer  and  extensive  land  owner.  He  died  in  1906 
at  the  age  of  78  years.  His  wife  was  born  at  Palermo,  Oswego  County, 
and  died  in  1852.  Both  are  buried  in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Central  Square. 
Their  only  child  was  A.  L.  Hall,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Central  Square  High  School,  A.  L.  Hall 
engaged  in  teaching  school  and  for  five  years  was  principal  of  schools  at 
Cleveland,  Parish,  and  Constantia.  In  1873  he  won  a  scholarship  at 
Cornell  University  and  entered  that  institution  in  1874.  Later  he  entered 
the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  He  subsequently 
took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  Syracuse  University,  from  which  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1879.  He  then  practiced  at 
Fail  Haven,  N.  Y.,  until  1900,  at  which  time  he  located  in  Fulton.  Dr. 
Hall  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Oswego  County,  New  York  State 
and  American  Medical  Societies,  and  served  as  president  of  the  former 
foi  many  yeai  s.  He  was  also  identified  with  the  Medical  League  Society 
of  New  York.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Medical  Alumni  Association 
of  Syracuse  University.  He  served  as  city  physician  of  Fulton  for  two 
teims  and  as  head  of  the  Board  of  Health.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Public  Health  Association.  In  1885  he  was  appointed  surgeon 
of  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  service  and  served  during  the 
smallpox  epidemic  in  Montreal  in  1901.  For  three  years  he  was  United 
States  examining  surgeon  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  and  for  nine  years  he  served 
as  coroner  of  Cayuga  County.  Dr.  Hall  was  called  upon  frequently  as  an 
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expert  witness  in  numerous  murder  cases  in  Central  and  Northern  New 
York,  on  account  of  his  expert  knowledge  of  rifle  and  pistol  shot  wounds. 
He  was  associated  with  the  district  attorney’s  office  in  Rochester  for  more 
than  10  years  and  during  the  course  of  his  career  was  called  as  an  expert 
on  more  than  30  murder  cases  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 

Dr.  Hall  was  married  (first)  Dec.  29,  1875,  to  Miss  Almeda  Louisa 
Allen,  of  Central  Square.  She  died  in  1907  and  is  buried  at  Fulton.  To 
this  union  were  born  two  children:  1.  Blanche  A.,  a  graduate  of  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  now  a  teacher,  lives  at  Fulton.  2.  Ralph  L.,  lives  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Hall  married  (second)  Dec.  11,  1913,  Miss  Lena  J.  Howell,  at 
Scranton,  Pa.  One  daughter  was  born  to  this  union,  Dorothy  H.,  born 
March  31,  1918. 

Dr.  Hall  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Church.  He  took  a  special  interest  in  the  development  of  the  pension  sys¬ 
tem  for  veterans  of  the  World  War,  and  also  worked  diligently  for  the 
success  of  the  administration  of  the  Workingmen’s  Compensation  Law  in 
New  York.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Central  Square  Lodge  and  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  Club  at  Fulton. 


John  Brannan. — One  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  Fulton  is 
John  Brannan,  who  is  president  of  the  North  End  Paper  Company.  He 
was  born  at  Fulton,  June  3,  1868,  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Woods) 
Brannan. 

John  Brannan,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Canada.  In  early  life  he  came  to 
Fulton  and  was  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  paper  here  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  in  1927.  Elizabeth  (Woods)  Brannan  was 
a  native  of  Ireland.  She  died  in  1917.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brannan  are  buried 
in  St.  Mary’s  Cemetery,  Fulton.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  following 
children:  1.  Mrs.  Hopkins,  lives  at  Syracuse.  2.  Mrs.  Conley,  lives  at 
Fulton.  3.  Mrs.  Loveless,  lives  at  Fulton.  4.  James,  lives  at  Fulton.  5. 
Daniel,  deceased.  6.  William,  deceased.  7.  Rose,  deceased.  8.  James, 
deceased.  9.  John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

John  Brannan  attended  the  Fulton  public  schools,  but  left  school  early 
to  learn  the  trade  of  a  paper  maker.  He  was  employed  for  a  number  of 
years  by  Waugh  Brothers,  manufacturers  until  1893,  and  at  that  time 
went  with  the  Victor  Paper  Mills,  of  Fulton.  In  1910  Mr.  Brannan  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  North  End  Paper  Company,  in  partnership  with 
Maurice  Conley,  who  was  the  company’s  first  president.  The  business 
was  incorporated  on  Sept.  9,  1911,  at  $40,000.  Peter  Conley  became  vice 
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president  and  John  Brannan  treasurer.  In  1915  Maurice  Conley  and  Peter 
Conley  retired  from  the  company  and  Daniel  Brannan  and  Lawrence 
Sullivan  became  identified  with  the  company. 

John  Brannan  succeeded  to  the  presidency,  with  the  following  direc¬ 
tors  :  Daniel  Brannan,  W.  J.  Hartnett,  Dr.  Charles  R.  Lee  and  Lawrence 
Sullivan.  W.  J.  Hartnett  disposed  of  his  interest  in  1927  and  Dr.  Charles 
R.  Lee  died  in  1928.  The  company,  at  present,  consists  of  John  Brannan, 
president ;  Catherine  Brannan,  vice  president ;  J.  Lawrence  Sullivan,  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer. 

Several  years  ago  the  business  was  incorporated  for  $150,000,  and 
products  manufactured  by  the  firm  have  a  wide  distribution  throughout 
the  United  States.  They  are  manufacturers  of  high  grade  white,  colored 
and  manilla  papers  and  waxing  tissues  of  a  superior  quality. 

On  June  1,  1889,  Mr.  Brannan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cath¬ 
erine  Lilly  of  Fulton,  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Margaret  Lilly,  both 
of  whom  are  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brannan  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Catherine,  who  died  at  the  age  of  30  years.  2.  John,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  35  years  from  sickness  contracted  while  in  the  service  during 
the  World  War.  3.  Harold,  who  died  in  infancy. 

Mr.  Brannan  is  usually  a  Democrat  in  politics.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception  Catholic  Church  and  the  Elks  Lodge. 


Alton  C.  Scruton.— As  supervisor  of  Fine,  Mr.  Scruton  is  also  one  of 
the  enterprising  business  men  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  being  the  proprie¬ 
tor  of  a  garage  and  service  station  at  Oswegatchie.  He  was  born  at  Ma¬ 
drid,  St.  Lawrence  County,  March  31,  1890,  the  son  of  Thomas  W.  and 
Harriet  (Atkin)  Scruton. 

Thomas  W.  Scruton  is  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  resides  at 
Oswegatchie.  Until  1900  he  conducted  a  business  at  Edwards,  and  in  that 
year  removed  to  Oswegatchie.  He  is  a  Republican,  and  for  eight  years 
was  a  member  of  the  Union  Free  District  School  Board.  He  also  served 
as  constable  of  Fine  for  four  terms.  He  is  a  member  of  Oswegatchie 
Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  687.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Lisbon.  They  had  two 
sons:  1.  Alton  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Hollis  I.,  who  died  in 
1927. 

Alton  C.  Scruton  is  a  graduate  of  Oswegatchie  High  School.  He  has 
always  been  interested  in  the  automobile  business  and  until  recently  was 
local  representative  for  several  well  known  cars.  He  has  had  the  agency 
foi  the  Oakland,  Cleveland  and  Chandler  automobiles,  but  at  the  present 
time  does  only  general  repair  work.  He  also  handles  a  complete  line  of 
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automobile  accessories.  Mr.  Scruton  was  elected  to  his  present  office  as 
supervisor  of  Fine  in  1929,  and  during  1924-25  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

Mr.  Scruton  was  married  Oct.  7,  1913,  to  Miss  Georgia  M.  Nelson,  of 
Miller,  S.  D.,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Ella  (Yerdon)  Nelson.  Mr. 
Nelson  died  in  1889  and  his  wife  died  in  1925.  They  were  natives  of  St. 
Lawrence  and  Oswego  counties  respectively.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scruton  are 
the  parents  of  two  daughters:  1.  Doris  E.,  born  Feb.  6,  1918.  2.  Iris  M., 
born  July  17,  1923. 

Mr.  Scruton  is  a  Republican,  and  belongs  to  Oswegatchie  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.,  No.  687,  Gouverneur  Chapter  and  Commandery. 


The  Peter  Cailler  Kohler  Swiss  Chocolate  Company,  which  is  owned 
by  Lamont,  Corliss  and  Company,  New  York  City,  was  originally  started 
in  Fulton  in  1907  by  the  European  Peter  Cailler  Kohler  Swiss  Chocolate 
Company  occupying  a  part  of  the  plant  of  the  Nestles  Food  Company.  In 
1912,  Lamont,  Corliss  and  Company  purchased  the  entire  plant  and  the 
right  to  manufacture  and  sell  the  various  products  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  From  1907  until  1912,  Lamont,  Corliss  and  Company  had 
acted  as  sales  agents  for  the  European  company. 

The  plant  has  been  materially  increased  in  size  and  thoroughly  mod¬ 
ernized  and  is  characterized  by  its  orderliness  and  cleanliness.  The  com¬ 
pany  manufactures  three  main  lines  of  products,  chocolate  bars,  choco¬ 
late  coating,  cocoas  and  chocolate  syrup.  Its  bars  include  the  Peters, 
Nestles,  and  Caillers  milk  chocolates  made  on  the  original  Swiss  process 
which  was  first  developed  by  Daniel  Peter  in  Vevey.  Other  popular  bars 
are  the  Nestles  Semi-Sweet  Chocolate  and  Sportsmans  Bracer.  The  coat¬ 
ing  line  covers  a  complete  range  of  sweet,  bitter,  milk,  vanilla,  light  and 
dark  coating  numbering  about  50  varieties.  Nearly  twenty  varieties  of 
cocoas  are  made,  including  Dutch  cocoas  for  ice-cream,  and  the  prepared 
cocoa  so  widely  used  by  soda  fountains. 

Milk  for  the  various  products  is  obtained  from  dairies  in  the  Oswego 
Valley.  Nearly  500  dairies  deliver  milk  either  to  the  Fulton  plant  or  to 
the  receiving  plants  at  Lamson  and  South  Hannibal.  From  1907  until 
1926,  the  plant  was  managed  by  Mr.  I.  Achilli  assisted  by  Mr.  G.  Ansermet, 
superintendent,  the  latter  being  sent  over  from  Switzerland  with  four 
trained  chocolate  makers  to  start  the  plant.  Mr.  Ansermet  is  superin¬ 
tendent,  while  Mr.  Achilli  retired  in  1926. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Hill,  who  has  been  vice  president  and  manager  since 
1926,  came  from  New  Jersey,  where  he  had  for  a  number  of  years  been 
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general  works  manager  for  the  plants  of  the  Atlantic  Terra  Cotta  Com¬ 
pany.  Prior  to  this,  his  industrial  experience  had  been  with  the  St.  Paul 
Gas  Company,  St.  Louis  Gas  Company,  National  Carbon  Company,  Cleve¬ 
land  Electro-Metals  Company,  and  the  Westinghouse  Electric  and  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company.  He  was  born  at  Clarion,  Iowa,  in  1884,  received  the 
degree  of  B.  A.  from  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1905,  and  the  degrees 
of  M.  A.  and  Ph.  D.  (1910)  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  He  is  a 
member  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  academic  fraternity;  Sigma  Xi,  honorary 
scientific  fraternity,  and  of  Alpha  Chi  Sigma,  chemical  fraternity.  He  is 
a  Republican  and  a  member  of  Fulton  Rotary  Club,  Citizens’  Club,  Oswego 
Country  Club.  He  married  Miss  Velma  Stevens,  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Wisconsin,  in  1910.  A  daughter,  Marian,  who  graduated  from 
Fulton  High  School  in  1931,  is  now  a  student  in  the  University  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin.  The  other  daughter,  Elizabeth,  is  a  student  in  Fulton  High  School. 


Lowville  Masonry. — The  history  of  Freemasonry  in  Lowville  dates 
back  to  84  years  ago  when  several  Freemasons,  then  residing  in  Lowville, 
met  together  and  organized  themselves  into  a  lodge.  They  immediately 
applied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  dispensation 
and  charter. 

The  first  meeting  of  Lowville  Lodge  No.  134,  F.  &  A.  M.,  was  held 
May  20,  1848,  in  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  a  two  story  wooden  building, 
located  opposite  the  present  residence  of  Charles  A.  Rumble  in  State 
Street,  under  dispensation.  The  charter  was  not  granted  until  June  13, 
1848,  and  shows  that  there  were  12  charter  members,  Ziba  Knox,  Charles 
Day  on,  John  F.  Root,  Peter  Kirley,  Joseph  Garnsey,  William  Carpenter, 
Andrew  W.  Doig,  Thomas  Butts,  Henry  Hazen,  George  Jackson,  James  H. 
Sheldon  and  D.  A.  Stewart. 

In  1856  the  lodge  moved  to  new  quarters  on  the  third  floor  of  what 
is  now  known  as  the  Loiselle  Building  and  remained  there  until  1869,  when 
it  was  moved  across  the  street  following  the  disastrous  fire  which  swept 
the  village  on  the  morning  of  January  17,  1869. 

Lowville  Chapter  No.  223,  R.  A.  M.,  was  instituted  Feb.  5,  1868,  through 
the  efforts  of  David  A.  Stewart,  Horace  Bush,  Rev.  Charles  W.  Brooks, 
Rufus  L.  Rogers,  George  J.  Mager,  L.  Warren  Scott,  George  E.  Morris 
and  Henry  Hareford.  The  warrant  was  granted  on  Feb.  3,  1869. 

In  the  spring  of  1869  following  the  fire  both  bodies  cooperated  and 
caused  to  be  erected  a  third  story  on  the  Austin  and  Reed  Block  now 
known  as  the  Journal-Republican  Block.  There  they  remained  until  1929, 
when  the  present  Temple  was  completed.  The  cornerstone  of  the  new 
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Temple  was  laid  April  14,  1928  by  Most  Worshipful  Harold  J.  Richardson, 
then  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Formal  dedica¬ 
tion  ceremonies  took  place  on  June  21,  1929.  John  A.  Dutton,  who  suc¬ 
ceeded  Harold  J.  Richardson  as  Grand  Master,  with  the  entire  Grand 
Lodge  staff  had  charge  of  the  dedication. 


Dr.  Wilbur  L.  Wright. — As  president  of  the  Sealright  Company,  Inc., 
of  Fulton,  Doctor  Wright  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  business  execu¬ 
tives  of  the  North  Country  and  is  an  inventor  of  international  prominence. 
He  was  born  at  Martins  Ferry,  Ohio,  where  he  spent  his  early  life  and 
received  his  education.  He  studied  medicine  at  Georgetown  University 
and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  that  institution. 

He  spent  several  years  in  the  retail  fine  arts  business  at  Wheeling, 
W.  Va. ;  Chicago,  Ill.;  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  Washington,  D.  C.  He  later 
managed  a  wholesale  business  at  Baltimore,  Md.  He  spent  two  years  in 
the  practice  of  medicine  at  Washington,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time 
he  became  financially  interested  in  a  business  which  was  about  to  be 
organized.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  certified  milk  bottle  cap  and 
Doctor  Wright  held  exclusive  patents  on  machinery  used  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  the  cap.  He  later  became  identified  with  the  manufacture  of 
paper  containers,  but  after  a  short  time  disposed  of  his  interests  in  that 
business  and  went  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  became  identified  with 
Eugene  W.  Skinner,  who  had  severed  his  connection  with  the  Purity 
Company,  of  Washington.  Together,  they  drew  up  plans  for  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  Sealright  corporation  and  came  to  Fulton  in  1917.  Since 
that  date  Doctor  Wright  has  devoted  his  entire  time  and  efforts  to  the 
working  out  and  improvement  of  inventions  in  the  Sealright  line.  To 
give  one  a  slight  idea  of  the  activity  of  Doctor  Wright’s  mind,  it  may  be 
interesting  to  note  that  150  patents  have  been  granted  him  by  the  U.  S. 
Patent  Office. 

A  brief  history  of  the  organization  of  the  Oswego  Falls  Corporation 
follows:  The  Oswego  Falls  Corporation  is  a  consolidation  of  the  Oswego 
Falls  Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  Skaneateles  Paper  Company,  and  the  Seal- 
right  Company,  Inc.,  which  was  incorporated  in  February,  1922,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  plant  being  located  at  Fulton,  at  a  point  on  the  Oswego  River  where 
the  natural  descent  of  the  water  forms  the  historic  Oswego  Falls.  It  is 
one  of  the  historic  rivers  of  America.  As  early  as  1634  the  Jesuit  ex¬ 
plorer  and  missionary,  Simon  LeMoyne,  wrote  often  of  the  great  falls  of 
the  Oswego.  After  settlements  sprang  up  in  the  new  country  and  during 
the  American  Revolution,  the  Oswego  was  the  westward  route  from  the 
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Hudson  via  the  Mohawk  River  where  the  Indians  had  their  camping 
ground  at  the  portage  near  the  falls.  Fortifications  were  erected  by  the 
British  Colonists  and  in  1756,  upon  the  site  of  the  present  paper  mill 
Colonel  Bradstreet  constructed  a  large  stockade  fort  to  defend  the  pass 
against  the  French.  It  was  fitting  that  James  Fennimore  Cooper  should 
intioduce  Pathfinder”  a  few  miles  above  Oswego  and  place  some  of  the 
most  stirring  incidents  of  that  tale  at  the  portage  itself.  The  property 
was  formerly  owned  by  the  State  of  New  York,  which  had  developed  it 
by  the  erection  of  a  wing  dam  and  several  mills  which  were  leased  for 
operation.  In  1829  the  State  sold  all  its  rights  to  the  mill  property  and 
water  power  to  Jonathan  Wheet  and  James  Doolittle.  Various  manufac¬ 
turing  plants  were  operated  on  this  site  until  1886,  when  the  property 
was  purchased  by  the  present  owners.  The  pulp  mill  was  erected  in  1888- 
89.  In  1915  the  old  pulp  mill  was  demolished  and  a  new  and  up  to  date 
hydro-electric  plant  was  installed.  In  conjunction  with  this  a  new  pulp 
mill  was  erected,  and  in  1926  the  company  acquired  the  hydro-electric 
power  plant  formerly  owned  by  the  American  Woolen  Company  on  the 
west  end  of  the  Oswego  Falls  dam.  This  plant  enjoys  the  distinction  of 
having  an  all  water  communication  with  Canadian  sources  of  raw  material 
by  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  Lake  Ontario,  and  Oswego  barge  canal  route. 
Its  finished  products  are  shipped  by  the  New  York  Central  and  New  York, 
Ontario  &  Western  Railroads. 

The  company’s  plant  at  Skaneateles  is  located  on  an  outlet  of  Skane- 
ateles  Lake,  which  has  been  called  the  eastern  gateway  to  the  Finger  Lake 
regions  of  Central  New  York.  The  mill  there  is  a  modern  brick  structure 
built  in  1906.  Since  1922  the  efficiency  and  output  of  both  the  Skane¬ 
ateles  and  Oswego  Falls  mills  has  been  greatly  increased  by  a  program  of 
reconstruction.  In  fact  a  large  portion  of  the  company’s  earnings  are 
used  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  developing  the  technical  and  ex¬ 
perimental  departments.  The  Sealright  Division  converts  the  raw  material 
of  paper  board  into  finished  paper  products,  being  the  largest  manufac¬ 
turers  in  the  country  of  cylindrical  shaped  paper  containers,  as  well  as 
milk  bottle  caps.  The  business  has  never  failed  to  grow  in  any  one  year 
and  the  company  has  mapped  out  a  program  of  future  expansion  of  the 

facilities  of  the  paper  mill  divisions  as  well  as  the  Sealright  or  converting 
division. 

Officers  of  the  Sealright  Company,  Inc.,  are:  Wilbur  L.  Wright,  presi¬ 
dent,  Eugene  W.  Skinner,  vice  president  and  general  manager;  Leon  La- 
Bombard,  plant  manager;  Charles  LaBeef,  superintendent  bottle  cap  fac¬ 
tory,  and  Floyd  L.  Boynton,  superintendent  of  the  container  factory. 
Officers  of  the  Oswego  Falls  Corporation  are:  H.  Lester  Paddock,  presi¬ 
dent;  Frank  C.  Ash,  vice  president  and  treasurer;  Alden  M.  Hurd,  assistant 
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secretary;  Roy  Shaver,  production  manager;  C.  M.  Lussier,  comptroller; 
and  Frank  J.  Towse,  traffic  manager. 


George  M.  Ingamells,  of  Fulton,  is  numbered  among  the  dependable 
and  successful  merchants  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  at  Volney, 
March  21,  1882,  the  son  of  John  and  Fannie  (Johnson)  Ingamells. 

John  Ingamells  was  a  native  of  Yorkshire,  England,  born  June  1,  1852. 
He  was  two  years  old  when  his  parents,  George  and  Aletha  Ingamells, 
came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Clay  Corners,  N.  Y.  Later,  the 
family  located  at  Liverpool,  and  six  years  later  removed  to  a  farm' just 
between  Fulton  and  Phoenix  in  Oswego  County,  just  across  the  road  from 
the  historical  spot  which  is  known  as  High  Banks.  For  a  number  of  years 
George  Ingamells  was  a  grower  of  willows,  which  at  that  time  were  in 
demand  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  baskets.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are 
buried  at  Fulton.  Their  son,  John  Ingamells,  became  a  successful  farmer 
and  was  also  interested  in  dairying.  His  wife,  Fannie  (Johnson)  Inga¬ 
mells,  was  born  June  2,  1859,  and  died  in  1921.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Moses  and  Elizabeth  Johnson.  The  former  was  born  in  Lincolnshire, 
England,  Oct.  15,  1827,  and  died  April  1,  1903.  His  wife  was  born  March  6, 
1827,  and  died  Jan.  7,  1903.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson  were  born  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children:  1.  John,  born  Feb.  4,  1851.  2.  Will,  born  June  27,  1854. 
3.  Joseph,  born  Aug.  11,  1856.  4.  Fannie  Ingamells,  born  June  2,  1859.  5. 
Elizabeth,  born  Nov.  6,  1862.  6.  Cora,  born  April  29,  1865.  7.  Hattie, 

born  Aug.  5,  1867. 

To  John  and  Fannie  (Johnson)  Ingamells  were  born  five  children:  1. 
Blanch,  married  Charles  Baker,  lives  at  Fulton.  2.  George  M.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  3.  Harry,  lives  at  Fulton.  4.  Hazel,  married  (first)  Alex¬ 
ander  McAllister  and  after  his  death  she  married  John  Owens.  They  live 
in  Closter,  N.  J.  5.  Archie,  lives  at  Fulton. 

George  M.  Ingamells  attended  the  public  schools  of  Volney  and  Fulton. 
He  became  interested  in  the  retail  milk  business  in  the  latter  city,  and 
conducted  that  enterprise  until  1920,  at  which  time  he  purchased  a  truck 
farm  on  the  outskirts  of  Fulton.  Since  1924  he  has  conducted  a  grocery 
business  here,  and  in  1930  completely  remodeled  and  enlarged  his  store, 
which  is  located  at  525  South  Fourth  Street.  He  handles  a  complete  line 
of  groceries,  meats,  confectionery,  etc.,  and  carries  high  grade  merchan¬ 
dise  exclusively. 

Mr.  Ingamells  married  (first)  Miss  Jessie  Mack,  in  1904.  She  was  born 
at  Minetto,  and  died  in  1918,  being  survived  by  the  following  children:  1. 
Elma  Virginia,  born  Oct.  4,  1905,  died  Sept.  25,  1918.  2.  Leonard  Ronald, 
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born  Oct.  28,  1907,  unmarried,  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  3. 
Manette  Lucille,  twin  sister  of  Leonard  Roland,  and  she  was  married  on 
July  25,  1930,  to  David  Lahey,  of  Long  Lake,  N.  Y.,  where  she  resides. 
She  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  Normal  School,  and  is  a  teacher.  4.  Horace 
Gerald,  born  Aug.  4,  1910,  unmarried,  associated  in  business  with  his 
father.  5.  Charlotte  Louise,  born  Oct.  26,  1916,  died  June  1,  1918. 

Mr.  Ingamells  was  married  (second)  on  May  29,  1919,  to  Miss  Viola 
Minnamon,  of  Fulton,  a  graduate  of  Brockport  Normal  School  and  a  teacher 
in  the  public  schools  of  Fulton  at  that  time.  She  is  a  daughter  of  Eugene 
and  Ada  (Jordon)  Minnamon,  of  Pittsford,  Monroe  County,  N.  Y. 

Politically,  Mr.  Ingamells  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  hold 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 


Harold  H.  Foote,  who  is  the  proprietor  of  a  men’s  furnishing  store  at 
Lowville,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  and  one  of  the  progressive  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Lowville,  Dec.  28,  1888,  the 
son  of  Ellis  Evans  and  Emma  M.  (Shoemaker)  Foote. 

Ellis  Evans  Foote  lives  retired  at  Lowville.  He  was  born  at  Martins- 
burg,  Lewis  County,  Jan.  25,  1850.  During  his  early  career  he  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  farming  and  owned  land  near  Turin,  Lewis  County.  For  40  years 
he  successfully  engaged  in  business  at  Lowville  as  a  dealer  in  hardware 
and  farm  implements.  He  has  lived  retired  since  1921.  Politically  Mr. 
Foote  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  election  clerk.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Foote  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Leigh  S.,  lives  at  Lowville;  2. 
Duane  C.,  lives  at  Lowville.  3.  Rolf  E.,  who  died  in  June,  1928.  4.  Anna 
S.,  married  George  Woodin,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  5.  Judson  M.,  lives 
at  Lowville.  6.  Emily  M.,  unmarried,  a  graduate  nurse,  lives  at  Utica, 
N.  Y.  7.  Harold  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  8.  James  T.,  a  World  War 
veteran,  lives  at  Lowville.  9.  Frederick  D.,  deceased.  10.  Rita  M.,  de¬ 
ceased. 

Ellis  E.  Foote  is  the  son  of  Duane  D.  and  Margrute  (Evans)  Foote.  The 
father  was  a  prominent  pioneer  business  man  of  Lowville  for  many  years 
and  was  interested  in  the  farm  implements  business. 

Harold  H.  Foote  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  class  of  1909.  He 
was  employed  in  the  drug  store  of  Fay  C.  Snyder,  at  Lowville,  for  three 
years,  after  which  he  spent  a  year  as  a  clerk  in  the  clothing  store  of 
P.  A.  Lewis.  During  the  following  nine  years  he  was  associated  with 
Maher  Brothers,  of  Utica,  after  which  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army, 
Dec.  15,  1917.  He  was  stationed  at  Camp  Merritt  and  later  sent  to  Eng¬ 
land.  He  served  in  France  with  the  Second  Division  and  participated  in 
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numerous  important  engagements  of  the  war,  including  Verdun,  Aise, 
Chateau  Thierry,  Soissons,  St.  Mihiel,  Argonne,  Aisne  and  Marne.  He 
also  was  stationed  in  Germany  for  ten  months  with  the  Army  of  Occupa¬

Virkler  and  Farney  families  were  among  the  first  settlers  in  the  town  of 
New  Bremen,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foote  had  a  son,  Harold  H.,  Jr.,  who 
died  in  infancy. 

In  politics  Mr.  Foote  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  belongs  to  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  134 ;  Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  223 ;  American  Legion, 
Post  162;  Loyal  Order  of  Moose;  Lowville  Club;  Carlowden  Country  Club; 
and  Lowville  Fish  and  Game  Club.  Mrs.  Foote  is  a  member  of  the  0.  E.  S. 
and  was  matron  of  Zenith  Chapter,  No.  346,  0.  E.  S.  in  1931. 


John  Doig  Dence.— As  president  of  the  Dence  Lumber  Corporation, 
John  Doig  Dence  is  known  throughout  Lewis  County  as  one  of  the  able 
business  men  of  Lowville.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  July  25,  1873,  the  son 
of  the  late  John  DeWandler  and  Harriet  (Pool)  Dence. 

John  D.  W.  Dence  was  a  successful  farmer  of  Lewis  County  for  many 
years.  He  also  took  a  prominent  part  in  local  politics.  He  was  born  at 
Fonda,  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  16,  1829,  and  died  June  29, 
1898.  He  was  the  son  of  David  and  Margaret  (DeWandler)  Dence,  and 
on  his  mother’s  side  was  a  descendant  of  an  early  New  York  family  of 
Dutch  origin.  Johannes  DeWanelaer  came  to  America  from  Holland  and 
settled  first  in  New  Jersey.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  17th  century  he 
located  at  Fort  Orange,  now  Albany,  N.  Y.,  where  his  descendants  became 
prosperous  merchants  and  land  owners.  Harriet  (Pool)  Dence  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  16,  1831,  and  died  in  September,  1905. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Zalmon  and  Harriet  (Prindle)  Pool,  and  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  an  old  and  prominent  family  of  Massachusetts  and  New  York. 

John  Doig  Dence  was  educated  at  Lowville  Academy  and  attended  Ives 
Seminary  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1891.  He  then  taught  school 
for  a  short  time,  after  which  he  became  interested  in  the  mercantile  busi-

ness,  with  which  he  has  been  identified  throughout  his  life.  His  first 
position  was  as  a  clerk  in  the  dry  goods  store  of  V.  L.  Waters,  at  Lowville, 
where  he  remained  from  1892  until  1896.  In  the  latter  year  he  became 
associated  with  Leroy  Crawford  and  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile 
and  lumber  business.  This  association  continued  for  fifteen  years.  In 
the  meantime  Mr.  Dence  had  engaged  in  business  alone,  and  in  1907  had 
formed  a  partnership  with  Royal  J.  Fenton.  They  became  extensive  lum¬ 
ber  dealers  and  the  business,  formerly  known  as  Fenton  &  Dence,  was 
incorporated  in  1909,  with  Mr.  Dence  as  president.  It  was  originally 
located  at  Otter  Creek,  and  in  1913  headquarters  were  established  in  Low¬ 
ville.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Fenton  in  1928,  the  business  was 
reorganized  as  the  Dence  Lumber  Corporation,  with  Mr.  Dence  as  presi¬ 
dent  and  general  manager.  It  is  recognized  as  the  leading  lumber  com¬ 
pany  in  Lewis  County  and  also  handles  a  complete  line  of  building  ma¬ 
terials.  Until  1929  Mr.  Dence  was  successfully  engaged  in  the  feed  and 
milling  business  in  Lowville,  being  vice  president  and  director  of  C.  W. 
Nole,  Inc. 

On  June  29,  1898,  Mr.  Dence  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  E. 
Phalon,  of  Lowville,  born  Aug.  26,  1868,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and 
Ellen  (McGrath)  Phalon.  Mr.  Phalon  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a 
member  of  Company  L,  Fifth  Regulars,  New  York  Heavy  Artillery.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Dence  have  no  children. 

Like  his  father  before  him,  Mr.  Dence  has  been  very  active  in  local 
politics  as  a  supporter  of  the  Republican  party.  In  1907  and  again  in 
1909  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Lewis  County  Board  of  Supervisors 
as  a  representative  of  the  town  of  Watson.  During  1912-14  he  served  as 
trustee  of  the  village  of  Lowville,  and  in  1914  was  elected  to  his  present 
office  as  water  commissioner  of  Lowville.  He  is  also  a  trustee  and  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Lowville  Rural  Cemetery  Association,  and  since  1910,  with  the 
exception  of  two  years,  he  has  been  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  in 
Lewis  County.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1924,  at  the  nomination  of  Calvin  Coolidge.  During 
the  World  War  he  supported  freely  and  ardently  every  patriotic  movement 
and  served  with  great  usefulness  on  many  boards  and  committees. 

Mr.  Dence  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  134; 
Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  223;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.; 
and  Media  Temple,  Watertown.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Lowville 
Club,  of  which  he  is  a  past  president,  and  during  1930  was  president  of 
the  Kiwanis  Club.  In  1922  he  was  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Until  1926  Mr.  Dence  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  land  owners 
of  the  North  Country.  In  that  year  he  disposed  of  most  of  his  holdings 
to  H.  D.  Cornwall,  of  Beaver  Falls. 
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Arthur  William  Mattson,  who  is  associated  with  the  law  firm  of  Sulli¬ 
van  &  Cromwell,  in  New  York  City,  is  a  member  on  his  mother’s  side  of 
a  prominent  pioneer  family  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Croghan, 
Lewis  County,  March  28,  1890,  the  son  of  William  and  Martha  (Zehr) 
Mattson. 

William  Mattson  was  a  native  of  Denmark,  and  was  born  there  in  1863, 
and  died  at  Lowville  on  April  16,  1923.  His  widow  was  born  at  Croghan  in 
1868,  and  resides  at  Lowville.  The  family  located  in  Croghan  in  1887  and 
Mr.  Mattson  became  successful  as  a  manufacturer  of  sleighs  and  wagons. 
He  served  as  postmaster  and  town  clerk  of  Croghan.  He  also  owned  a  well 
improved  farm  and  modern  sugar  bush  in  Croghan.  Mr.  Mattson  removed 
to  Lowville  in  1911.  Until  shortly  before  his  death,  he  was  connected 
with  and  for  some  time  president  of  the  Fulton  Machine  &  Vise  Company 
of  Lowville.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and 
belonged  to  Lowville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134.  Martin  (Zehr)  Mattson 
is  the  daughter  of  John  Zehr,  son  of  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Croghan, 
who  had  emigrated  here  in  the  early  days  of  the  nineteenth  century  from 
Alsace-Lorraine.  There  were  two  children  born  to  William  and  Martha 
(Zehr)  Mattson:  1.  Arthur  William,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Hazel, 
married  Dr.  Dwight  Porter  of  Lowville,  and  they  have  two  children,  Gene¬ 
vieve  Martha  and  Dwight,  Jr.  Mrs.  Porter  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville 
Academy  and  Elmira  College,  and  formerly  taught  French  at  Lowville 
Academy  and  other  schools. 

Arthur  William  Mattson  received  his  early  education  in  the  schools  of 
Croghan  and  Lowville,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  Cornell 
University.  In  1911  he  was  graduated  from  Cornell  University  with  the 
degree  of  A.  B.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  the  same  institu¬ 
tion  in  1912,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  the 
same  year.  For  a  time  he  was  associated  in  practice  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y., 
with  Tompkins,  Cobb  &  Cobb.  He  served  as  clerk  of  the  surrogate’s  court 
of  Lewis  County  from  1915  until  1917,  and  later  practiced  law  with  Perry 
G.  Williams  at  Lowville,  and  at  Carthage  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Van  Allen  &  Mattson.  In  1918  he  became  associated  with  the  firm  of 
Hughes,  Rounds,  Schurman  &  Dwight,  of  New  York,  of  which  Charles 
Evans  Hughes,  former  governor  of  New  York  and  now  Chief  Justice  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  was  the  senior  member,  and  continued 
to  practice  with  that  firm  until  Mr.  Hughes  became  U.  S.  Secretary  of 
State  in  1921.  Mr.  Mattson  then  became  associated  with  Miller  &  Otis, 
of  which  Nathan  L.  Miller,  former  governor  of  New  York,  was  the  senior 
member.  This  firm  was  counsel  for  the  U.  S.  Steel  Corporation,  Allied 
Chemical  and  Dye  Corporation  and  other  large  corporate  interests.  He 
continued  with  this  firm  until  its  dissolution  in  1927.  He  subsequently 
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associated  with  the  firm  of  Sullivan  &  Cromwell,  one  of  the  leading  corpo¬ 
rate  and  industrial  law  firms  of  New  York  City,  and  counsel  for  many 
large  corporations  with  offices  at  48  Wall  Street. 

Mr.  Mattson’s  legal  practice  has  been  varied  and  distinguished.  He 
has  been  associated  with  Judge  Hughes  and  Governor  Miller  in  many  of 
the  foremost  litigations  of  the  last  fifteen  years.  He  is  also  a  trial  lawyer 
of  ability  and  success.  He  is  an  expert  upon  corporate  matters  and 
finance,  and  has  made  somewhat  of  a  specialty  in  late  years  of  the  laws 
of  various  countries  and  international  law  as  relating  to  foreign  currencies 
and  contracts  expressed  in  foreign  currencies,  and  is  considered  an  au¬ 
thority  in  those  matters. 

He  is  a  Republican,  but  has  never  sought  or  held  public  office  except 
clerk  of  the  Surrogate’s  Court  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  at  one  time  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Lewis  County  Republican  Committee. 

Mr.  Mattson  is  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  134; 
Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  He  also  is  a  member,  among  other  organiza¬ 
tions,  of  the  New  York  County  Lawyers  Association,  the  Cornell  Club  of 
New  York  City,  New  York  Athletic  Club,  Lowville  Club,  and  Carlowden 
Country  Club.  He  resides  in  New  York  City,  and  his  summer  vacations 
are  spent  with  his  mother  in  Lowville. 


Mae  Gertrude  Thomas  is  widely  known  in  Franklin  County  as  the 
capable  superintendent  of  the  Alice  Hyde  Memorial  Hospital.  She  was 
born  at  Garland,  Maine,  in  1876,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Ella  (Sturte- 
vant)  Caldwell. 

John  Caldwell’s  ancestors  were  Pennsylvania  Dutch,  but  for  many 
years  the  family  has  been  identified  with  the  history  of  Garland,  Maine. 
Mae  Gertrude,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  one  of  four  children,  all  of 
whom  are  deceased.  Her  parents  died  during  her  early  childhood  and  she 
was  reared  and  educated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Weymouth,  of  Abbott, 
Maine.  They  were  of  Irish  extraction. 

Shortly  after  her  graduation  from  Abbott  High  School,  Mae  Gertrude 
Caldwell  married  Wilbert  A.  Thomas,  on  Feb.  4,  1894.  He  was  a  native  of 
Foxcroft,  Me.,  and  died  in  1899.  He  is  buried  at  Abbott.  After  the  death 
ox  her  husband  Mrs.  Thomas  became  interested  in  nursing  and  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  1908  from  Lynn  Hospital,  in  Massachusetts.  She  spent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  in  private  nursing  at  Wakefield,  Mass.,  and  for  three  years 
\vas  a  staii  nurse  in  the  Lynn  Hospital,  where  she  had  secured  her  train¬ 
ing.  She  suffered  a  complete  breakdown  in  health  and  for  one  year  was 
obliged  to  retire  from  her  profession,  but  in  1913  was  appointed  assistant 
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superintendent  of  the  Lynn  Tubercular  Hospital,  in  which  capacity  she 
served  for  almost  four  years.  She  then  assumed  charge  of  the  Claremont 
(N.  H.)  Hospital,  where  she  remained  for  six  and  one-half  years.  Mrs. 
Thomas  came  to  Malone  in  July,  1923,  as  superintendent  of  the  Alice  Hyde 
Memorial  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Thomas, is  a  Universalist  but  attends  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  since  coming  to  Malone.  She  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  being  an  ardent  supporter  of  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment. 


The  Alice  Hyde  Memorial  Hospital,  of  Malone. — In  1900  the  thought 
of  Malone’s  need  for  a  hospital  first  suggested  itself  to  two  of  its  leading 
citizens,  John  P.  Badger,  lawyer,  and  Dr.  Robert  John  Wilding,  physician. 
This  thought  was  emphasized  by  the  loss  of  a  mutual  friend,  whose  life 
might  possibly  have  been  spared  had  adequate  hospital  facilities  been 
available.  The  Malone  Hospital  Association  was  formed  therefore  in  1905, 
with  John  P.  Badger  as  president.  Dr.  Wilding  had  died  in  the  meantime. 
Funds  were  subscribed  but  the  first  available  endowment  of  any  size  for 
such  a  project  did  not  come  until  1908,  when  a  bequest  of  $10,000  from 
Mrs.  Mary  A.  Leighton,  made  the  eventual  realization  of  a  hospital  pos¬ 
sible.  In  1910  a  gift  of  $25,000  was  offered  by  Clark  J.  Lawrence,  on  con¬ 
dition  that  a  like  sum  be  raised  by  the  citizens  of  Malone,  and  the  name 
be  changed  to  the  Alice  Hyde  Memorial  Hospital  Association,  this  $50,000 
to  be  used  for  building  and  equipping  the  hospital.  All  conditions  of  the 
generous  offer  were  accepted  and  the  cornerstone  was  laid  in  October, 
1911.  The  completion  of  the  building  was  on  Sept.  15,  1913.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  John  T.  Badger  had  died  in  February,  1912,  and  J.  O.  Ballard  suc¬ 
ceeded  him  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  first  superintendent  was  Miss  Clara  Davis,  whose  term  of  office 
was  short  but  very  efficient.  She  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Eva  Thompson 
Niles,  who  give  eight  years  of  devoted  and  strenuous  service  to  the  duties 
of  superintendent.  Upon  her  retirement  she  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Mae 
G.  Thomas,  in  July,  1923,  who  came  to  Malone  from  the  superintendency 
of  a  hospital  at  Claremont,  N.  H.  A  sketch  of  Mrs.  Thomas  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  history. 

The  excellent  service  rendered  by  the  hospital  since  its  organization 
and  the  need  for  more  room  and  increased  facilities,  while  being  met  in  a 
limited  way  from  time  to  time  as  funds  were  provided  by  generous  gifts, 
was  further  augmented  by  a  gift  from  Col.  William  C.  Skinner,  of  $10,000 
for  the  construction  of  a  Nurses’  Home,  to  which  he  later  added  additional 
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funds.  In  fact  the  Nurses’  Home  was  built  entirely  at  Col.  Skinner’s  ex¬ 
pense  as  a  memorial  to  his  father,  Dr.  Calvin  Skinner,  one  of  Malone’s 
most  prominent  pioneer  surgeons. 

In  1918  the  hospital  association  received  under  the  will  of  Clark  J. 
Lawrence,  by  whose  earlier  gift  of  $25,000  the  hospital  was  made  possible, 
the  income  from  a  fund  of  $52,000,  giving  the  association  approximately 
$2,500  annually  to  apply  on  its  maintenance  account. 

In  1925  a  popular  drive  was  made  for  additional  funds,  and  $46,000 
was  raised  by  subscription.  Malone  Post  No.  219,  American  Legion,  made 
a  donation  in  1928  of  $20,000,  and  sponsored  a  drive  to  raise  $200,000  for 
the  erection  of  an  additional  wing  to  the  hospital  building,  which  has  re¬ 
cently  been  completed,  adding  very  materially  to  the  hospital’s  facilities. 
Since  1920  until  the  present  time,  in  order  to  indicate  the  service  being 
rendered,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  annual  number  of  bed  patients 
seived  at  the  institution  has  ranged  from  634,  the  lowest  number  in  1924, 
to  over  900  in  1931. 


Halbert  Dwight  Stevens. — Nearly  everyone  in  Malone  and  throughout 
Fianklin  County  is  familiar  with  the  name  of  Halbert  Dwight  Stevens, 
who  spent  almost  40  years  as  publisher  and  editor  of  the  Malone  Farmer. 
He  was  born  at  Moira,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  23,  1862,  the  son  of  Simon  Dwight  and 
Susan  (Burdick)  Stevens. 

Simon  Dvvight  Stevens  was  a  native  of  Vermont.  During  his  early 
life  he  was  a  carpenter  and  farmer,  and  later  engaged  in  the  mercantile 
business  at  Moira.  He  married  (first)  Miss  Jeanette  Symonds,  of  Moira, 
and  they  had  a  daughter,  Jeanette.  Shortly  after  the  birth  of  their 
daughter,  Mrs.  Stevens  died,  and  two  years  later  Mr.  Stevens  married 
her  niece,  Susan  Burdick,  of  Moira.  To  them  the  following  children  were 
born:  1.  William  Cullen,  merchant,  Malone,  served  as  a  member  of  the 
New  York  General  Assembly,  and  for  three  years  as  financial  clerk  of  the 
Assembly.  He  was  serving  in  the  latter  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1897.  He  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  2.  Ella  L.,  the 
widow  of  W.  Franklin  Symonds,  lives  at  Malone.  3.  Halbert  D.,  the 'sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Clara  S.  Maher,  who  lives  at  Malone. 

Halbert  Dwight  Stevens  attended  the  public  schools  of  Moira  and  Ma¬ 
lone,  and  in  1881  was  graduated  from  Franklin  Academy.  He  read  law  in 
the  offices  of  a  local  attorney  and  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law 
School  in  1885,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  during  the  same  year.  Mr. 
Stevens  became  interested  in  newspaper  work,  however,  in  1889  and  at  that 
time  purchased  the  Malone  Farmer.  For  several  years  the  enterprise  was 
operated  under  the  firm  name  of  Stevens  &  Turner.  In  1899  Mr.  Stevens 
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was  elected  to  the  New  York  State  Assembly  and  served  four  years  in  that 
office.  He  remained  actively  identified  with  the  interests  of  the  Malone 
Farmer  until  1926,  when  he  retired.  He  has  continued  to  reside  at  32  Fort 
Covington  Street,  which  has  been  the  family  homestead  since  1902.  Mr. 
Stevens  spends  the  winter  months  in  California  and  Florida. 

On  March  2,  1886,  Mr.  Stevens  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Minnie  K.  Miller,  the  daughter  of  Cornelius  C.  Miller,  of  Malone.  Their 
daughter,  Jeanette,  married  Col.  Jason  S.  Joy,  of  Hollywood,  Calif.,  who  is 
a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  Mrs.  Stevens  died  in  October,  1930,  and  is 
buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone. 

Mr.  Stevens  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Centenary  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  choir  for  55  years.  His  wife  was  church  organist  and  took 
a  prominent  part  in  missionary  work. 

Mr.  Stevens  has  owned  a  fishing  camp  at  Lake  Titus  since  1892. 


Justus  Denison  Smith.— One  of  the  highly  esteemed  and  well  known 
citizens  of  Franklin  County  is  Mr.  Smith,  who  lives  retired  at  Dickinson 
Center.  He  was  born  here  May  17,  1855,  the  son  of  Denison  S.  and  Alma 
C.  (Niles)  Smith. 

Denison  S.  Smith  was  a  native  of  Roxbury,  Vt.,  born  Sept.  21,  1827. 
He  came  to  New  York  in  1833  with  his  parents,  being  the  son  of  Willard 
Smith,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  section.  At  the  age  of  21  years 
Denison  Smith  went  to  California  in  search  of  gold,  after  having  joined 
a  stock  company  in  New  York  City.  The  party  made  the  trip  via  Vera 
Cruz,  and  although  the  expedition  was  a  financial  failure,  Mr.  Smith  re¬ 
mained  in  California  for  three  years.  He  returned  via  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  as  a  farmer  and  stockman  at 
Dickinson  Center.  He  died  May  30,  1916,  and  is  buried  in  Ives  Cemetery. 
Mr.  Smith  was  married  on  June  26, 1853,  to  Miss  Alma  C.  Niles,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Samuel  Niles  of  Dickinson  Center.  Their  only  child  was  Justus 
Denison,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Justus  D.  Smith  was  spent  at  Dickinson  Center,  where 
he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  was  employed  for  six  and  one-half 
years  in  a  lumber  office  at  St.  Regis  Falls,  and  afterward  clerked  in  mer¬ 
cantile  establishments  at  St.  Regis  Falls  and  Dickinson  Center.  In  1880 
Mr.  Smith  became  associated  with  William  H.  Russell,  of  New  York  City, 
as  his  private  secretary,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  for  a  period  of  25 
years.  During  that  time  he  spent  the  winters  in  New  York  City  and  the 
summer  in  Northern  New  York  with  Mr.  Russell.  Since  1916  Mr.  Smith 
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has  lived  retired  at  Dickinson  Center,  in  summer,  and  Cassadaga,  Fla.,  in 
winter. 

On  Oct.  14,  1903,  Mr.  Smith  married  Miss  Ella  Kingsley,  the  daughter 
of  Harmon  Kingsley,  of  Norfolk,  N.  Y.  They  had  no  children.  Mrs.  Smith 
died  Feb.  19,  1927,  and  is  buried  in  Ives  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Smith  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  is  an  ardent  Prohibi¬ 
tionist. 


John  Henry  Black,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  mercantile 
business  at  Tupper  Lake  Junction  for  more  than  25  years,  is  numbered 
among  Franklin  County’s  substantial  citizens.  He  was  born  in  Montreal, 
Canada,  Apiil  28,  1883,  the  son  of  John  and  Rebecca  (Angel)  Black. 

John  Black,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Quebec,  Canada,  born  in  1850. 
He  was  a  railroad  builder  during  the  early  years  of  his  life  and  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  firm  of  Collins  &  Collins,  railroad  contractors  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  About  1870  the  company  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  build  a 
railroad  in  Biazil,  South  America,  and  Mr.  Black  was  in  charge  of  the 
contract.  Due  to  yellow  fever,  the  proposed  railroad  was  abandoned,  and 
Mr.  Black  at  that  time  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was  active  in  the 
building  of  the  Adirondack  Division  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad, 
being  superintendent  of  right-of-way  improvement.  Later  he  was  road 
master  of  that  division,  and  made  his  headquarters  at  Tupper  Lake.  He 
was  transferred  to  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  in  1890,  where  he  lived  until  his 
retirement  from  railroad  work  in  1898.  In  1905  Mr.  Black  established  a 
grocery  and  provision  store  at  Tupper  Lake  Junction,  which  he  success¬ 
fully  managed  until  the  time  of  his  death,  April  23,  1926.  Mr.  Black  took 
a  piominent  part  in  local  politics  and  was  justice  of  the  peace  for  20  years 
at  Tuppei  Lake.  He  was  married  in  1880  to  Miss  Rebecca  Angel,  the 
daughter  of  Harry  Angel,  a  prosperous  farmer  of  the  Province  of  Howick, 
Quebec.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Black  were  born  the  following  children:  1. 
Anna,  born  in  1882,  died  at  the  age  of  four  years.  2.  John  Henry,  the 
subject  ox  this  sketch.  3.  James  Josiah,  born  in  1885,  employed  in  the 
shops  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  at  Malone.  4.  George,  born  in 
1887,  an  engineer  on  the  Adirondack  Division  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad,  lives  at  Tupper  Lake.  5.  Otis  Watson,  born  in  1897,  associated 
in  business  with  his  brother,  John  H. 

John  Henry  Black  attended  the  Tupper  Lake  public  schools,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1897  he  spent  two  years  in  the 
office  of  the  road  master  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  He  then 
faimed  with  his  father  for  three  years  and  in  1905  became  interested  in 
business  at  Tupper  Lake  Junction.  He  succeeded  to  the  management  of 
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the  store  at  his  father’s  death  in  1926.  Mr.  Black  is  also  a  director  of 
Tupper  Lake  National  Bank. 

On  Jan.  23,  1908,  Mr.  Black  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Clara  L. 
Thomas,  the  daughter  of  Willis  Thomas,  of  Malone.  Their  daughter, 
Marian  Elizabeth,  was  born  Oct.  14,  1911.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Tupper 
Lake  High  School,  class  of  1928,  now  attends  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  South 
Hadley,  Mass. 

Mr.  Black  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  is 
trustee,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  and  Elk  lodges.  He  also  holds 
membership  in  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Tupper  Lake 
Fish  and  Game  Club. 

Mr.  Black  held  the  office  of  trustee  of  Tupper  Lake  village  from  1908 
until  1923,  with  the  exception  of  1911-12,  and  he  was  also  supervisor  of 
Altamont  for  eight  years.  He  has  been  chairman  of  the  board  of  super¬ 
visors  of  Franklin  County,  and  during  his  term  of  office  the  new  court 
house  was  erected  at  Malone. 

A  fine  hunting  lodge  is  owned  by  Mr.  Black.  It  is  located  on  Mt.  Arab, 
Eagle  Crag  Lake. 


Fred  P.  Grubel. — One  of  the  best  known  citizens  and  most  successful 
farmers  of  Lewis  County  is  Fred  P.  Grubel,  who  for  many  years  served 
as  supervisor  of  Lewis.  He  was  born  on  the  Pease  homestead  at  West 
Leyden,  Jan.  19,  1884,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Cornelia  S.  (Beyel)  Grubel. 

Peter  Grubel,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Lewis  County.  His  father 
came  to  this  country  from  Germany  and  during  the  early  history  of  this 
section  settled  near  West  Leyden.  The  homestead  is  now  owned  by  Fred 
P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Peter  Grubel  purchased  the  Pease  home¬ 
stead  Dec.  28,  1882.  He  died  July  23,  1891,  and  is  buried  at  West  Leyden. 
His  wife  was  born  at  Ava,  Oneida  County,  and  died  April  16,  1925.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Grubel  had  two  sons:  1.  Fred  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Floyd  H.,  lives  at  Sandusky,  Ohio.  He  served  throughout  the  World 
War  and  was  stationed  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  where  he  served  with  the 
aerial  photograph  division.  He  was  discharged  in  June,  1919,  and  is  a 
member  of  Company  G,  New  York  National  Guard. 

Fred  P.  Grubel  attended  the  public  schools  of  West  Leyden.  He  has 
always  been  interested  in  farming  and  in  1907  purchased  the  original 
Grubel  homestead.  He  served  as  supervisor  of  Lewis  during  1912-13; 
1916-17 ;  1921-29 ;  and  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  1925. 
He  also  was  chairman  of  the  highway  commission  for  four  terms. 

On  June  6,  1907,  Mr.  Grubel  married  Miss  Lillian  B.  Traxel,  of  Ava, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Christian  and  Elizabeth  (Gerwig)  Traxel.  They 
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were  natives  of  Oneida  County.  Mr.  Traxel  died  in  1913  and  his  wife  died 
in  19^8.  Both  are  buried  at  Ava.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grubel  have  been  born 
three  children:  1.  Leonard  C.,  born  April  23,  1913,  attends  Boonville 
Teachers  Training  class.  2.  Lamoine  L.,  born  May  1,  1918.  3.  Edna  A., 
born  May  17,  1922. 

Mr.  Grubel  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  West 
Leyden,  and  belongs  to  Boonville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  165,  and  West 
Leyden  Grange  No.  620  of  which  he  was  master  for  eight  years.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  Lewis  County  Pomona  Grange  and  of  New  York  State 
Grange. 


Mrs.  Katherine  (Brown)  Potter  is  among  the  prominent  women  of 
Saianac  Lake,  active  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  the  community.  She 
was  born  in  this  city,  the  daughter  of  Calvin  and  Amerette  (Miller)  Brown. 

Calvin  Brown  came  to  Saranac  Lake  about  1855.  He  was  a  native  of 
Albany.  He  became  interested  in  the  lumber  business  and  was  identified 
with  the  lumber  company  of  John  J.  Miller,  pioneer  lumber  dealer  of  the 
Saranac  Lake  district.  Mr.  Brown  died  in  1907  and  is  buried  at  Saranac 
Lake.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  John  J.  Miller.  Their  children  num¬ 
bered  seven,  of  whom  Katherine  (Kittie),  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  fifth  in  order  of  birth. 

After  her  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Saranac  Lake,  Kath- 
eiine  Biown  attended  Oswego  Normal  School.  She  taught  for  four  years 
in  the  public  schools  of  Saranac  Lake  and  spent  one  year  as  a  commercial 
teacher  in  Chicago.  She  was  married  Dec.  4,  1895,  to  George  Albert  Potter 
of  New  York  City,  the  son  of  Judge  Albert  Potter,  a  leading  jurist  of  New 
York.  Her  husband  was  an  accomplished  musician  and  conducted  an  or¬ 
chestra  in  New  York  City  for  many  years  before  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  March,  1912.  He  is  buried  at  Waterford,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Potter 
a  son  was  born,  Albert  Titus,  born  Sept.  28,  1898.  Like  his  father  he  was 
interested  in  music  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  the  leader  of  an  or¬ 
chestra  at  Saranac  Lake.  Due  to  ill  health  he  retired  from  his  profession 
and  is  now  associated  with  his  mother  in  the  management  of  the  Adiron¬ 
dack  Hotel  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Upon  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1912,  Mrs.  Potter  returned  to  Sara¬ 
nac  Lake  and  at  that  time  established  a  nursing  home  for  invalids  in  the 
Brown  homestead,  her  old  family  home.  She  continued  this  work  for  five 
years,  and  then  took  charge  of  the  Ampersand  Hotel  on  lower  Saranac 
Lake,  which  she  successfully  managed  for  three  summer  seasons.  She 
also  managed  Algonquin  Hotel  for  one  year,  and  in  1919  purchased  the 
Old  Arlington  Hotel  property  at  Broadway  and  Bloomingdale  Avenue.  The 
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building  was  completely  remodeled  into  a  first  class  apartment  hotel  and 
renamed  it  the  Adirondack. 

While  a  teacher  in  the  Saranac  public  schools  Mrs.  Potter  was  founder 
of  the  school  library  and  used  her  own  personal  funds  to  finance  the  under¬ 
taking.  She  had  continued  to  foster  this  worthy  movement  and  at  the 
present  time  the  library  is  located  in  the  new  high  school  building  and  has 
5,742  volumes  in  circulation.  A  full  time  librarian  is  in  charge. 

Mrs.  Potter  is  a  member  of  the  Village  Improvement  Society,  and  at 
the  organization  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  woman  active  in  the  work  of  this  body,  being  chairman  of  the 
Housing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Potter  is  a  prominent  member  of  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal  Church. 


John  A.  Barnette,  M.  D. — Throughout  his  successful  career,  repre¬ 
senting  the  highest  standards  of  the  medical  profession,  and  making  prac¬ 
tical  use  of  a  well  recognized  influence  for  the  general  good  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  Dr.  John  A.  Barnette,  a  long  established  physician  at  Watertown, 
is  a  staunch  defender  of  the  radical  principles  of  the  medical  profession. 
Bringing  to  the  exercise  of  his  profession  an  untiring  and  unselfish  devo¬ 
tion,  great  professional  skill,  and  a  most  attractive  personality,  he  has 
built  up  a  very  large  and  successful  practice  in  Watertown. 

John  A.  Barnette  was  born  in  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  in  July,  1867,  the  son 
of  Patrick  and  Catherine  (Manning)  Barnette.  Mr.  Barnette  died  in  1923. 
His  wife  died  in  1925. 

John  A.  Barnette  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  vil¬ 
lage  and  the  Potsdam  Normal  School.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Michigan  in  1890  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  On 
leaving  the  university  he  became  connected  with  the  State  Hospital  at 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  as  assistant  physician,  and  was  afterward  appointed  assist¬ 
ant  physician  at  the  State  Hospital  at  Ogdensburg,  where  he  remained 
for  three  years.  He  then  removed  to  Watertown  where  he  entered  gen¬ 
eral  practice  for  himself,  and  soon  made  his  way  steadily  to  the  very  fore¬ 
front  of  his  profession. 

On  Nov.  12,  1919,  Dr.  Barnette  was  appointed  narcotic  clinic  physician 
for  the  city  of  Watertown.  On  May  14,  1930,  he  was  appointed  chief  of 
the  medical  staff  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  He  is  also  on  the 
staff  of  Mercy  Hospital. 

In  June,  1893,  Doctor  Barnette  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Belle 
E.  Lowrey,  now  deceased.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  Robert  E. 
Lowrey,  of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.  In  1899  Doctor  Barnette  was  married  to 
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Emily  Stimpson  Webb,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  daughter  of  Henry  L.  Stimp- 
son,  of  Watertown. 

Doctor  Barnette  is  a  member  of  the  American,  State  and  County  Medi¬ 
cal  societies.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  Golf  Club. 


Eugene  A.  Walsh,  president  of  the  Walsh  Furniture  Corporation,  a 
business  established  by  R.  Gallagher  in  1838,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
successful  business  men  of  Carthage.  He  was  born  in  this  city  March  3, 
1864,  the  son  of  James  H.  and  Alecia  C.  (Neary)  Walsh. 

James  H.  Walsh  was  born  in  Carthage  and  at  the  age  of  12  entered  the 
employ  of  Richard  Gallagher,  learning  the  finishing  and  upholstering  trade 
and  assisting  with  the  funeral  work,  which  branch  he  purchased  in  later 
years  but  continued  in  the  same  building  until  1885. 

His  home  was  completely  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  1884.  In  the 
spring  of  1885  he  erected  a  block  at  323  State  Street,  which  he  occupied 
until  April,  1888,  when  he  disposed  of  his  business  to  Walsh  &  Whaling 
and  was  retained  by  them  until  about  six  months  before  his  death,  Dec. 
22,  1907.  His  wife,  who  died  Jan.  12,  1929,  was  born  in  Wilma,  a  daughter 
of  Farrell  and  Margaret  Neary,  early  settlers  who  were  buried  at  Carthage. 

During  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Walsh  served  as  a  member  of  the  186th  New 
York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  the  office  of 
village  trustee  and  overseer  of  the  poor.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  James 
Catholic  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  which 
he  held  the  office  of  Commander  several  years. 

James  H.  Walsh  was  the  son  of  Anthony  Walsh,  who  was  born  in 
County  Mayo,  Ireland.  He  came  to  Carthage  in  1832  where  he  followed 
his  trade  as  a  shoemaker.  He  married  Miss  Mary  McManus.  In  August, 
1844,  they  were  the  parents  of  triplets,  and  on  the  day  of  their  birth, 
Gov.  William  H.  Seward  was  in  the  village  to  address  a  political  meeting 
as  the  guest  of  Patrick  Stewart.  Upon  being  informed  of  the  unusual 
event  the  Governor  expressed  a  desire  to  see  the  triplets,  and  in  com¬ 
pany  with  the  late  Marcus  Bickford  he  visited  the  Walsh  home.  He  asked 
permission  to  name  the  children  after  members  of  his  own  family :  Fran¬ 
ces  Seward,  Cornelia  Seward,  and  Harriet  Weed.  A  few  years  later  Gov¬ 
ernor  Seward  sent  gifts  to  each  of  these  children,  which  consisted  of  a 
gold  clasp  Catholic  Bible  and  $50  in  cash.  The  other  children  born  to 
James  H.  and  Mary  (McManus)  Walsh  were:  James  H. ;  Anthony;  and 
Rosanna,  who  married  Martin  Leach. 

Eugene  A.  Walsh  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city 
and  at  14  years  of  age  entered  as  clerk  with  J.  E.  Neary  &  Company,  gen- 
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eral  store,  and  was  employed  by  them  and  their  successors  until  1888 
when  in  company  with  Mr.  John  Whaling  they  purchased  the  business 
established  by  R.  Gallagher,  also  the  undertaking  business  of  J.  H.  Walsh. 
They  conducted  the  same  under  the  name  of  Walsh  &  Whaling  until  1896 
when  Mr.  Whaling  sold  his  interest  to  Edward  Burns  and  the  firm  con¬ 
tinued  under  the  name  of  Walsh  &  Burns.  At  the  death  of  Mr.  Burns  in 
1906  the  business  was  incorporated  and  W.  J.  Perry  and  E.  C.  Warner 
became  interested  under  the  name  of  Walsh  &  Perry  Company,  which  con¬ 
tinued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Perry  in  1922  when  the  company  was  reor¬ 
ganized  as  the  Walsh  Furniture  Corporation,  a  few  of  the  workers  taking 
an  interest. 

The  store  which  houses  their  large  stock  of  housefurnishings  of  every 
description  was  then  enlarged  by  buying  the  two  neighboring  stores  and 
building  on  in  the  rear  until  now  it  has  a  floor  space  of  over  40,000  square 
feet. 

Sept.  1,  1928,  the  undertaking  branch  was  sold  to  J.  Edward  Doyle, 
one  of  the  company  who  purchased  a  fine  residence  and  opened  a  modern 
funeral  home. 

In  politics  Mr.  Walsh  has  always  been  independent.  He  is  a  member 
of  St.  James  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  Carthage  Council  291, 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Fourth  Degree,  of  which  he  has  served  as  financial 
secretary  and  trustee.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  director  of  Carthage  National  Exchange  Bank  and  the  Carthage 
Savings  and  Loan  Association.  Through  his  business  career  he  has  been 
identified  with  numerous  business  and  manufacturing  interests  in  the 
city. 


Avery  W.  Skinner. — One  of  the  most  widely  known  educators  of  the 
North  Country  is  Avery  W.  Skinner,  Ph.  D.,  who  is  identified  with  the 
New  York  State  Education  Department  at  Albany.  He  was  born  at  Mex¬ 
ico,  Oswego  County,  Aug.  18,  1870,  the  son  of  Timothy  W.  and  Sarah  L. 
(Rose)  Skinner. 

The  Skinner  family  came  to  New  York  from  New  England.  Timothy 
Skinner,  great-grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  a  Revolu¬ 
tionary  soldier,  born  in  Mansfield,  Mass.,  Feb.  10,  1761,  and  died  in  West¬ 
moreland,  N.  H.,  July  17,  1845.  His  wife,  Ruth  Warner,  who  was  born  in 
Westmoreland,  N.  H.,  Sept.  6,  1770,  and  died  at  Keene,  N.  H.,  July  2,  1849, 
was  a  near  relative  of  Seth  Warner  of  Revolutionary  fame.  His  son,  the 
Hon.  Avery  Skinner,  is  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Northern  New  York.  He 
was  born  at  Westmoreland,  N.  H.,  June  9,  1796,  and  died  at  Union  Square, 
N.  Y.,  Nov.  24,  1876.  He  came  to  Watertown  from  New  Hampshire  in 
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1816  and  later  removed  to  Union  Square,  Oswego  County,  in  1824.  He 
was  always  identified  with  the  best  interests  of  this  section  and  for  half 
a  century  took  an  important  part  in  the  history  of  Oswego  County.  A 
Democrat  of  the  Jeffersonian  school,  he  served  for  12  years  as  treasurer 
of  Oswego  County,  and  in  1831  was  elected  a  member  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  from  his  district,  and  served  for  three  terms.  From  1836  until 
1841  he  was  state  senator  of  the  district  comprising  Oswego,  Jefferson, 
Lewis,  Onondaga,  Otsego,  and  Madison  counties.  While  in  the  Senate  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Court  for  the  Correction  of  Errors.  Mr.  Skinner 
was  also  interested  in  business  and  educational  affairs,  and  was  the  first 
presiding  officer  and  a  director  of  the  Syracuse  Northern  Railway  Com¬ 
pany.  He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  Mexico  Academy  in  1826,  and 
in  1876,  a  few  months  before  his  death,  he  attended  its  semi-centennial  as 
the  only  survivor  of  its  original  board  of  trustees. 

Avery  Skinner  had  nine  children,  three  of  whom  are  prominently  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  history  of  Northern  New  York.  These  are  the  Hon.  Charles 
R.  Skinner  of  Watertown,  a  member  of  the  Assembly  and  of  Congress  and 
for  many  years  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  State  of 
New  York;  his  daughter,  Grace,  married  the  Hon.  Maurice  L.  Wright  of 
Oswego,  who  was  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  Timothy  W.  Skin¬ 
ner,  the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  He  was  born  at  Union  Square, 
Oswego  County,  April  24,  1827.  He  spent  the  first  25  years  of  his  life  on 
his  father  s  farm,  teaching  school  in  the  winter  and  having  charge  of  the 
faim  duiing  the  summer.  In  1852  he  was  elected  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
served  for  two  terms.  He  removed  to  the  village  of  Mexico  in  1853  where 
he  resided  until  his  death  on  March  30,  1915.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1857  and  in  the  same  year  joined  with  Judge  Cyrus  Whitney  in  the 
organization  of  the  law  and  banking  firm  of  Whitney  &  Skinner.  Mr. 
Whitney  retiied  from  the  firm  upon  his  election  as  County  Judge  and  Mr. 
Skinner  associated  with  himself  his  brother-in-law,  Maurice  L.  Wright, 
afterwards  the  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  firm  of  Skinner  & 
Wright  was  dissolved  in  1880  when  Mr.  Wright  was  elected  as  County 
Judge.  Mr.  Skinner  then  continued  his  practice  alone.  He  joined  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  at  its  beginning  and  was  identified  with  it  throughout  his 
life  in  its  activities.  He  had  a  prominent  part  in  county,  judicial  and 
State  conventions.  He  was  elected  Surrogate  in  1863,  again  in  1870  and 
re-elected  in  1876.  He  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  village  of  Mexico  and 
served  as  its  president.  For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  historical  Mexico  Academy.  He  was  also  a  trustee  of 
the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  was  prominent  in  Masonic  cir¬ 
cles  as  an  officer  of  the  Mexico  Lodge  and  chapter  and  the  Lake  Ontario 
Commandery.  In  1856  Mr.  Skinner  married  Elizabeth  Calkins,  who  died 
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in  1861,  leaving  a  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Stone.  In  1862  he  married  Sarah 
L.  Rose  and  they  had  two  children;  one,  Anna  Grace,  who  died  Dec.  24, 
1894;  and  two,  Avery  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Avery  W.  Skinner  received  his  early  education  in  Mexico  Academy. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Liberal  Arts  College  of  Syracuse  University 
in  1892  and  has  done  graduate  work  in  Columbia  University  where  he  spe¬ 
cialized  in  history  and  in  school  administration.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  the  New  York  State  College  for  Teachers  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  1924. 

During  1892-94  Mr.  Skinner  was  principal  of  the  Andes,  N.  Y.,  Colle¬ 
giate  Institute;  principal  of  Mexico  Academy  during  1895-99;  instructor 
in  history  at  the  New  York  State  Summer  School,  Thousand  Island  Park, 
during  1896-1904 ;  superintendent  of  schools  at  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  during  1899- 
1909;  inspector  of  schools,  New  York  State  Education  Department,  during 
1909-15;  supervisor  of  history  in  the  same  department  during  1915-20; 
and  since  1920  he  has  served  as  director  of  the  examinations  and  inspec¬ 
tions  division  in  the  same  department. 

During  1918-1926  Mr.  Skinner  was  a  lecturer  on  the  methods  of  teach¬ 
ing  history  at  the  summer  sessions  of  Syracuse  University,  and  during 
the  summer  of  1927  taught  school  administration  at  Oregon  Agricultural 
College,  Corvallis,  Oregon. 

Mr.  Skinner  is  a  trustee  of  Mexico  Academy  and  is  identified  with  the 
department  of  superintendence  National  Education  Association;  National 
Association  of  High  School  Supervisors  and  Inspectors,  president  during 
1926-28;  National  Council  of  Secondary  School  Principals,  the  Academic 
Principals  Association  of  the  State  of  New  York,  president  during  1908; 
New  York  State  Council  of  School  Superintendents;  History  Teachers  As¬ 
sociation  of  Middle  States  and  Maryland ;  and  in  1929  he  was  elected  Hon¬ 
orary  Life  President  of  the  Associated  Academic  Principals  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Skinner  is  co-author  with  Anna  E.  Foote  of  “Explorers  and  Found¬ 
ers  of  America”  and  “Makers  and  Defenders  of  America,”  both  revised  in 
1929;  the  author  of  “History  and  Government  of  New  York  State,”  1918; 
“Community  Life  in  New  York,”  1928.  He  is  also  a  frequent  contributor 
to  numerous  educational  publications  and  has  been  for  years  associate 
editor  of  the  High  School  Quarterly. 

He  is  actively  interested  in  the  village  of  Mexico  and  retains  the  old 
homestead  in  which  he  resides  during  the  summer  months.  His  interests  in 
education  are  the  heritage  of  the  family  of  teachers  who  were  identified 
for  many  years  with  Mexico  Academy,  of  which  his  grandfather  was  a 
founder,  in  which  his  father  and  uncles  were  students  and  teachers,  and 
in  which  his  mother  and  sister  served  as  preceptresses  and  in  which  he 
also  served  as  principal.  He  had  a  prominent  part  in  the  centennial  cele- 
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bration  in  1926  of  the  founding  of  this  Academy  and  prepared  the  centen¬ 
nial  volume  issued  in  commemoration  of  that  interesting  and  historical 
event. 

Mr.  Skinner  was  married  on  Aug.  24,  1893,  to  Nancy  Brown  Bates  of 
Titusville,  Pa.,  whose  father,  the  Hon.  Henry  Snow  Bates,  was  active  in 
public  life  in  the  Common  wealth  of  Pennsylvania.  They  have  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Margaret  Rose,  who  married  Harold  0.  Fullerton  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  Charlotte  Huntington,  who  married  Willard  G.  Taylor  of  Pulaski, 
N.  Y. 

Mr.  Skinner  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
belongs  to  the  University  Club  of  Albany,  Fraternities  Club  of  New  York, 
Delta  Upsilon,  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Kappa  Phi  Kappa  fraternities. 


Clarence  LaRue  Crabb,  attorney  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  has  been  prac¬ 
tising  law  in  Watertown  since  1909.  He  is  a  member  of  a  family  who 
have  been  prominent  residents  of  Jefferson  County  for  generations.  His 
father,  La  Rue  E.  Crabb,  was  born  in  the  county,  and  was  a  farmer  there 
until  his  death  in  1896;  the  mother  Dianthia  (Sawyer)  Crabb  also  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Jefferson  County,  survived  her  husband  for  many  years,  dying 
in  1924. 

Clarence  L.  Crabb  was  born  at  Orleans,  Jefferson  County,  Dec.  27,  1881, 
and  attended  the  local  grammar  and  high  schools.  He  studied  law  in  the 
offices  of  Kellogg  and  Reeves,  and  in  1909  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  com¬ 
mencing  the  practice  of  his  profession  the  same  year.  In  1911  he  formed 
a  partnership  with  Virgil  K.  Kellogg  under  the  firm  name  of  Kellogg  and 
Crabb,  and  practiced  under  this  name  until  1915.  In  that  year  the  firm 
name  was  dissolved  and  he  carried  on  his  practice  in  his  own  name  until 
1921,  when  he  became  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Burns,  Crabb  and 
Maloney,  which  continued  until  1925.  In  that  year  Mr.  Crabb  withdrew 
from  this  association  to  become  senior  member  of  the  new  firm  of  Crabb 
and  Bloodough.  Mr.  Crabb  is  now  practising  alone. 

Mr.  Crabb  is  an  active  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  and  New  York 
State  Bar  Associations,  and  is  highly  regarded  in  his  profession. 

Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  and  A. 
M.;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery,  No. 
11,  K.  T.;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  A.  A.  S.  R. ;  Media  Tem¬ 
ple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.,  and  a  member  of  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496.  He  is  a 
Republican  in  politics,  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  During 
the  World  War,  Mr.  Crabb  took  an  active  part  in  the  Liberty  Loan  drives, 
and  he  is  generous  in  his  support  of  any  civic  cause. 
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Mr.  Crabb  married  (first),  in  1904,  Miss  Georgia  V.  Wood,  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  who  died  in  September,  1919.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Alonzo 
and  Alice  (Hammond)  Wood.  Mr.  Crabb  married  (second)  in  1921,  Mar¬ 
garet  E.  Kelley,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Elizabeth  (Clark)  Kelley. 
By  his  first  marriage  there  are  the  following  children:  Elton  W.,  Lucille

Immaculate  Heart  Academy,  Watertown. — Without  a  doubt  the  most 
beautiful  structure  erected  in  the  city  or  in  Northern  New  York  is  the 
Immaculate  Heart  Academy,  of  Watertown.  The  exterior  is  of  tapestry 
brick  and  granite,  which  gives  a  note  of  beauty  before  one  enters  the  won¬ 
ders  of  the  interior. 

From  the  girls’  rest  room  in  the  basement,  which  has  been  fitted  up 
so  cozily  with  deep  window  seat,  to  the  bright  airy  dormitories  on  the 
third  floor,  every  detail  toward  harmony  of  color  scheme  has  been  carried 
out  with  the  greatest  care.  The  salient  feature  of  the  whole  edifice  is  the 
exquisitely  beautiful  chapel  with  its  delicate  shading  of  color  and  the  beau¬ 
tiful  windows  and  paintings.  The  marvelous  altar  is  of  Carrara  marble  of 
Italy  and  the  mosaic  of  blue  and  gold  blends  perfectly.  The  candlesticks 
of  onyx  and  brass  and  the  gold  plated  tabernacle  door  on  the  altar  add  to 
the  general  note  of  magnificence.  Imported  stained  window  glass  and 
splendid  hand  painted  pictures  of  Biblical  incidents  give  a  sense  of  peace 
to  the  place.  Artists  from  New  York  City,  the  greatest  in  their  line,  were 
obtained  to  do  the  delicate  paintings  for  the  sanctuary. 

Blanc,  famous  painter,  gave  the  distinguishing  touch  to  the  chapel  with 
his  portrayal  of  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  which  looks  down  from 
the  ceiling  upon  the  entrance  to  the  sanctuary.  The  processions  of  the 
Holy  Family  and  of  the  men  and  women  saints  of  the  church,  and  the  visit 
of  St.  John  to  our  Lord  have  been  portrayed  by  the  artist  on  the  sides  of 
the  chapel. 

On  the  delicately  colored  stained  glass  windows  are  representations 
of  the  famous  incidents  in  the  life  of  our  Lord.  The  “Last  Supper”  is 
shown  in  the  large  window  over  the  altar,  and  in  smaller  windows  at 
either  side  of  this  are  the  “Apparition  to  the  Blessed  Margaret  Mary  of 
the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus”  and  the  “Meeting  of  Our  Blessed  Lord  with 
His  Mother.”  Other  scenes  portrayed  are:  “The  Resurrection,”  “Christ 
Blessing  Little  Children,”  “Christ  Stilling  the  Waters,”  “The  Death  Scene 
of  St.  Joseph,”  “Finding  of  Child  Jesus  in  the  Temple,”  “Espousal  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  to  St.  Joseph,”  “Salutation  of  the  Blessed  Lady  by  the 
Angel  Gabriel,”  “Nativity  of  Our  Lord,”  “Presentation  of  the  Child  Jesus 
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in  the  Temple/’  “The  Holy  Family,”  “David,  of  the  Old  Testament,”  “St. 
Cecilia,  Patroness  of  Music.” 

The  electrical  fixtures  in  the  chapel  are  of  oxidized  silver,  and  the  pipe 
organ  was  installed  by  the  Austin  Organ  Company.  The  auditorium  has 
a  seating  capacity  of  450.  A  boys’  dormitory  has  separate  entrance,  as 
does  the  girls’  dormitory. 

In  1916  Mother  Josephine  purchased  the  Roth  Home  on  Washington 
and  Mullin  streets,  and  it  is  now  used  as  a  conservatory  of  music,  which 
has  become  one  of  the  most  celebrated  in  the  East.  Mother  Josephine, 
mother  superior  of  the  Order  of  St.  Joseph,  of  the  Ogdensburg  diocese  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  on  July  13,  1931,  observed  her  59th  year  in 
the  service  of  the  sisterhood  of  St.  Joseph.  She  entered  the  order  at  Erie, 
Pa.,  in  1870,  and  began  her  work  in  this  vicinity  about  1885.  She  was  ap¬ 
pointed  mother  superior  in  1889  and  went  to  Carthage,  where  she  remained 
a  few  years,  returning  to  Watertown  in  1896.  She  has  since  been  identi¬ 
fied  with  Immaculate  Heart  Academy,  and  has  been  largely  responsible 
for  its  present  splendid  record  as  an  institution. 


Jean  Reginald  Stebbins. — Outstanding  among  the  younger  business 
men  of  Watertown  is  Jean  R.  Stebbins,  who  is  president  of  the  W.  C.  Steb¬ 
bins  Company,  dealers  in  mill  supplies  and  kindred  products.  Mr.  Steb¬ 
bins  is  prominently  identified  with  many  local  enterprises  of  both  a  busi¬ 
ness  and  civic  nature,  and  is  one  of  the  most  popular  young  men  in  the 
city.  He  is  a  son  of  W.  C.  and  Grace  Foster  (Sewall)  Stebbins,  natives  of 
Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  Sept.  14,  1899.  A  sketch 
of  W.  C.  Stebbins  appears  in  this  history. 

Jean  R.  Stebbins  attended  the  local  elementary  and  high  schools,  Hotch¬ 
kiss  Preparatory  School,  and  Sheffield  Scientific  School  of  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1922  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science.  After  leaving  the  university,  Mr.  Stebbins  ac¬ 
cepted  a  position  as  mechanical  engineer  with  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Com¬ 
pany,  and  worked  in  this  capacity  until  the  death  of  his  father,  W.  C. 
Stebbins,  April  1,  1923.  He  then  took  over  his  father’s  business,  being 
elected  to  the  office  of  president  of  the  W.  C.  Stebbins  Company,  in  which 
office  he  serves  at  the  present  time.  This  concern  was  established  in  1898 
by  C.  N.  Sherman  and  W.  C.  Stebbins  for  the  purpose  of  handling  mill 
supplies  and  similar  products,  and  was  carried  on  under  the  firm  name  of 
Sherman  &  Stebbins  until  Jan.  1,  1901,  when  Mr.  Stebbins  bought  out  the 
interests  of  Mr.  Sherman,  and  he  continued  the  business  under  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Stebbins  Company.  It  was  reorganized  and  incorporated  at  the 
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time  of  Mr.  Stebbins’  death  in  1923,  with  J.  R.  Stebbins  as  president,  J. 
C.  Stebbins  as  vice  president,  M.  A.  Lewis  as  secretary,  W.  A.  Fox  as 
treasurer,  and  J.  W.  Rice  as  manager.  This  concern  is  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  northern  New  York,  and  covers  the  entire  State  in  the  scope  of 
its  operations.  Under  Mr.  Stebbins’  presidency  it  has  continued  to  show 
a  very  substantial  growth. 

In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  as  president  of  this  company,  Mr. 
Stebbins  is  engaged  in  the  investment  and  brokerage  business,  having 
formed  a  partnership  with  D.  N.  Gilbert  for  that  purpose  in  1925.  He  is 
also  a  director  of  the  West  End  Paper  Company,  a  director  of  the  New 
York  Acceptance  Corporation,  and  a  director  as  well  as  president  of  the 
W.  C.  Stebbins  Company. 

Mr.  Stebbins  is  a  trustee  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  and  belongs 
to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Crescent  Yacht 
Club,  Thousand  Island  Yacht  Club,  and  Yale  Club  of  New  York. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Stebbins  was  a  member  of  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  at  Yale  University.  He  is  a  Republican,  holds  mem¬ 
bership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Chi  Phi  fraternity. 

Mr.  Stebbins  was  married  May  2,  1927,  to  Miss  Kathleen  A.  Heile,  of 
Oak  Park,  Ill. 


Dr.  Francis  W.  Eason. — Among  the  Episcopal  clergymen  of  New  York 
who  have  advanced  the  cause  of  the  church  generally  is  Dr.  Francis  W. 
Eason,  who,  for  over  20  years  has  been  rector  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church 
in  Watertown,  and  who  takes  a  leading  part  in  church  activities  through¬ 
out  the  State.  He  was  born  in  London,  England,  Nov.  9,  1868,  the  son  of 
Thomas  John  and  Mary  Ann  (Dickman)  Eason. 

Dr.  Eason’s  liberal  education  was  acquired  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  Lon¬ 
don,  and  Belcham  College,  Newcastle,  England.  He  pursued  his  ecclesias¬ 
tical  studies  at  the  Seabury  Divinity  School  in  the  United  States,  graduat¬ 
ing  in  1895  and  was  later  honored  by  his  Alma  Mater  with  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity.  His  long  and  notable  career  in  the  service  of  God  and 
humanity  began  with  missionary  work  in  Nebraska,  where  he  served  suc¬ 
cessively  as  rector  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Nebraska  City,  and  Holy  Trinity, 
Lincoln.  In  1907  Dr.  Eason  came  to  Watertown  to  assume  the  rectorship 
of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  where  he  has  since  remained  and  where  he 
has  labored  so  earnestly  and  efficiently  that  he  has  brought  increased  pros¬ 
perity  to  the  church  and  contributed  much  toward  elevating  the  spiritual 
and  intellectual  ideals  of  the  community. 

Doctor  Eason  is  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  Dean 
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of  the  First  District,  and  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention.  His  vigor¬ 
ous  and  helpful  influence  thus  extends  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  pas¬ 
torate. 

Politically,  Doctor  Eason  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Water- 
town  Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  and  A.  M.;  the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club;  the 
Black  River  Valley  Club;  the  Crescent  Yacht  Club;  and  the  Royal  Ca¬ 
nadian  Yacht  Club,  of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Francis  W.  Eason  was  married  June  10,  1896,  to  Miss  Jessie  Innes 
Inglis,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Eason  Hearne,  of  To¬ 
ronto,  Canada. 


Norman  Lewis  Hawkins,  M.  D.— Outstanding  among  the  successful 
professional  men  of  Jefferson  County  is  Doctor  Hawkins,  of  Watertown, 
who  has  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  He  was  born  at  Islip,  Long 
Island,  N.  Y.,  July  21,  1881,  the  son  of  Philander  J.  and  Agnes  (Bellinger) 
Hawkins. 

Philander  J.  Hawkins  was  born  at  Islip,  Long  Island,  as  was  his  wife. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Albany  Law  School  and  taught  school  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  before  engaging  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business.  He 
died  at  Islip  in  1893  and  his  wife  died  in  1910.  Mr.  Hawkins  was  a  Re¬ 
publican  in  politics  and  held  the  office  of  postmaster  for  16  years.  He  was 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hawkins  were  born  five  children:  Lulu  H.,  married  John  H.  Webster, 
lives  at  Albany,  N.  Y. ;  Florence  N.,  deceased ;  Marian,  married  E.  Burton 
Smith,  lives  at  Albany,  N.  Y. ;  H.  B.,  deceased;  and  Norman  Lewis,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Norman  L.  Hawkins  was  graduated  from  Islip  High  School  in  1896, 
after  which  he  entered  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia 
University.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1902,  spent 
the  following  year  as  an  interne  in  German  Hospital,  and  in  1905,  located 
at  Watertown.  Three  years  later  he  removed  to  Black  River,  and  remained 
there  in  practice  for  six  years.  During  1914-15  Dr.  Hawkins  took  special 
work  in  Pediatrics  at  Harvard  University  and  Babies  Hospital,  Columbia 
University,  under  Dr.  L.  Emmett  Holt.  He  returned  to  Watertown  in 
1915  and  became  associated  in  practice  at  that  time  with  Dr.  Frederick 
B.  Smith.  During  the  World  War  Dr.  Hawkins  served  with  the  rank  of 
captain  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Oglethorp, 
and  later  at  Camp  Upton.  He  was  discharged  in  August,  1919,  and  im¬ 
mediately  resumed  his  practice  in  Watertown.  He  has  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society  and  belongs  to  the  New  York 
State  Medical  Society,  American  Medical  Association,  and  New  York  Pedi- 
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atric  Club.  He  is  also  chief  of  Pediatrics  at  Mercy  Hospital  and  House  of 
the  Good  Samaritan. 

In  1904  Dr.  Hawkins  married  Miss  Mabel  J.  Jones,  who  died  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1930.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Wilson  College,  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and 
was  the  daughter  of  W.  Roe  and  Eva  (Blydenburgh)  Jones.  He  was  a  na¬ 
tive  of  New  York  City,  and  is  deceased.  His  widow  lives  in  Watertown, 
with  Dr.  Hawkins  and  his  daughter,  Eleanor  Roe  Hawkins.  She  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Smith  College. 

Dr.  Hawkins  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Asbury  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  Bethany  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  829 ;  Watertown 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59 ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  Rotary 
Club;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  and  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 


Louis  Andrew  Burns. — Among  the  prominent  business  executives  of 
the  North  Country,  Louis  Andrew  Burns  is  widely  known  as  secretary  of 
Burns  Bros.  &  Haley,  Inc.,  of  Watertown,  with  offices  in  the  Jefferson 
County  National  Bank  Building.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Nov.  18,  1878, 
the  son  of  Patrick  and  Mary  (Kinney)  Burns. 

Louis  Andrew  Burns  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  parochial 
schools  of  Watertown  and  is  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  high  school  career  he  also  engaged  in  construction  work  with  his 
brothers,  and  saved  enough  money  to  pay  his  expenses  at  the  University 
of  Ottawa.  He  entered  there  during  the  third  form  and  completed  the 
course  of  study  on  June  1,  1900.  During  the  following  summer  Mr.  Burns 
was  taken  seriously  ill  and  after  his  recovery  he  entered  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Civil  Engineering  in  1905. 

In  1909  Mr.  Burns  was  admitted  to  the  American  Society  of  Engineers, 
being  the  first  member  of  his  graduating  class  at  the  University  of  Wis¬ 
consin  to  receive  that  honor.  He  compiled  an  additional  thesis  in  1912 
on  “Canal  Work.”  After  completing  his  college  work,  Mr.  Burns  became 
identified  with  the  engineering  department  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
at  Wellsville,  Ohio,  being  engaged  in  double  tracking  and  bridge  recon¬ 
struction  work.  In  the  latter  part  of  1905  he  was  appointed  leveler  on  the 
New  York  State  Barge  Canal,  with  headquarters  at  Baldwinsville,  N.  Y. 
The  following  year  he  became  assistant  engineer  of  the  New  York  State 
Highway  Department,  at  Syracuse,  and  spent  a  number  of  months  in  the 
southern  tier  in  charge  of  highway  construction.  He  returned  to  the  New 
York  State  Barge  Canal,  however,  in  1907  and  was  stationed  at  Rome, 
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N.  Y.,  in  charge  of  residency  No.  5.  In  1910  Mr.  Burns  took  charge  of  a 
lock  and  dam  on  the  Oswego  Canal  at  Phoenix,  N.  Y.,  which  was  known 
as  Barge  Canal  Contract  No.  53.  While  located  at  Phoenix  he  was  mar¬ 
ried.  On  July  31,  1911,  Mr.  Burns  took  charge  of  the  proposed  survey  of 
the  Black  River  Canal  Extension  from  Carthage  to  Lake  Ontario,  with 
headquarters  at  Watertown.  Later,  he  became  resident  engineer,  and  his 
report  appears  in  the  New  York  State  Engineer  &  Surveyor,  year  of  1912, 

with  maps  and  diagrams,  which  may  be  used  if  this  project  is  revised 
later. 

In  1913  Mr.  Burns  was  appointed  resident  engineer  on  the  proposed 
construction  of  the  Chemung  Canal,  with  headquarters  at  Elmira,  N.  Y., 
and  his  report  on  this  work  appears  in  the  May,  1914,  issue  of  the  New 
York  State  Engineer  &  Surveyor,  with  maps  and  diagrams.  In  May,  1914, 
he  was  sent  to  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  on  the  Oswego  Barge  Canal  Terminal,  as 
resident  engineer  in  charge,  and  in  February,  1915,  he  left  the  service  of 
the  State  and  came  to  Watertown,  where  he  became  associated  in  busi¬ 
ness  with  his  brother,  Joseph  P.  Burns.  They  organized  the  Burns  Engi¬ 
neering  Company,  consulting  engineers.  Later,  another  brother,  C.  C. 
Burns,  became  identified  with  the  concern.  Construction  work  for  the 
government  was  engaged  in  at  Sackets  Harbor  and  in  October,  1915,  Mr. 
Burns  erected  his  home  at  1135  Academy  Street. 

In  1923  the  company  was  incorporated  as  Burns  Brothers  &  Haley, 
Inc.,  and  at  that  time  Louis  Andrew  Burns  became  secretary.  Following 
are  some  of  the  large  and  important  contracts  completed  by  this  nationally 
known  contracting  firm:  Effley  Falls  Power  Plant,  1916;  housing  pro¬ 
jects  for  the  E.  K.  Fenno  Company  during  1917-18  for  the  completion  of 
300  houses  for  the  U.  S.  Government  on  the  north  side  of  Watertown ;  the 
work  being  discontinued  at  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  with  110  homes 
completed;  Black  River  Power  Development,  below  the  village  of  Black 
River,  and  known  as  Power  House  No.  9,  which  is  among  the  most  im¬ 
portant  plants  of  its  type  in  the  world,  contract  completed  in  1919;  Brown 
Falls  Hydro-Electric  Development  in  1921,  at  a  cost  of  over  a  half  million 
dollars;  Flat  Rock  Power  Development  during  1922-23  at  a  cost  of  more 
than  $700,000 ,  Effley  Falls  second  installation  power  development  com¬ 
pleted  in  1923;  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  mills  at  Norwood,  N.  Y.;  ground 
wood  mill  for  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  at  Raymondville,  N.  Y. ;  sul¬ 
phite  mill  for  Frank  Ogsbury,  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.;  schools  at  Black 
River;  High  School  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.;  and  three  Catholic  churches  in 
Watertown,  Holy  Family,  Sacred  Heart  and  St.  Anthony's.  The  firm  has 
also  completed  the  Western  Outfall  Sewerage  System. 

On  July  12,  1910,  Mr.  Burns  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Mary  Carroll,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Catherine  (Dunn)  Car- 
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roll,  natives  of  County  Wexford,  Ireland,  and  Watertown,  respectively. 
Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Calvary  Cemetery,  Watertown.  He 
spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  as  a 
moulder.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burns  have  been  born  seven  children,  as  fol¬ 
lows:  1.  William  Carroll,  born  Oct.  20,  1911,  attends  Notre  Dame  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  is  an  accomplished  flute  player.  2.  Catherine,  born  Jan.  1, 
1913,  deceased.  3.  Joseph  Patrick,  II,  born  March  5,  1914,  attends  Notre 
Dame  University,  and  is  an  accomplished  violinist.  4.  Margaret  Mary, 
born  June  1,  1915,  attends  Holy  Family  High  School,  and  is  also  a  stu¬ 
dent  of  piano.  5.  Louis  Andrew,  Jr.,  born  April  6,  1917,  attends  Immacu¬ 
late  Heart  Academy.  6.  Ruth  Elizabeth,  born  March  12,  1921.  7.  George 
Henry,  born  in  1924. 

Mr.  Burns  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Council  No.  259,  4th  degree, 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  Mr. 
Burns  is  greatly  interested  in  music  and  plays  the  trombone,  having  been 
identified  with  numerous  bands  during  his  career. 


William  Cooper  Stebbins.— One  of  the  leading  figures  in  the  business 
life  of  Watertown  for  many  years  was  William  Cooper  Stebbins,  who  died 
in  this  city,  April  1,  1923.  He  was  president  of  the  W.  C.  Stebbins  Com¬ 
pany,  vice  president  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  director  of 
the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  director  of  the  West  End  Paper 
Company,  director  of  the  Oswegatchie  Paper  Company,  and  a  director  of 
Bagley  &  Sewall  Company. 

Mr.  Stebbins  was  born  at  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.,  June  20,  1866,  the  son  of 
Jean  R.  and  Adelaide  (Cooper)  Stebbins.  The  former  was  a  native  of 
Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  and  settled  at  Little  Falls  in  1854.  He  studied  law 
for  several  years  but  did  not  follow  that  profession.  Instead,  he  purchased 
the  Little  Falls  Journal,  and  in  1864  purchased  the  Little  Falls  Courier. 
Both  publications  were  consolidated  and  Mr.  Stebbins  continued  as  a  pub¬ 
lisher  until  1888,  at  which  time  he  removed  to  Watertown,  where  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  being  identified 
with  that  company  for  many  years.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  John 
C.  Cooper,  who  was  the  company’s  first  president. 

William  Cooper  Stebbins  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Little  Falls  and  was  a  graduate  of  Williston  Seminary,  Trinity 
School  at  Tivoli-on-the-Hudson,  and  Cornell  University.  While  a  univer¬ 
sity  student  he  took  an  active  part  in  athletics  and  was  a  member  of  the 
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varsity  football  and  baseball  teams.  After  his  graduation  he  became  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  interests  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  but  after 
a  short  period,  he  left  the  company  and  became  associated  in  business  with 
C.  N.  Sherman  as  dealers  in  mill  supplies.  The  history  of  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  business  appears  in  the  biography  of  his  son,  Jean  R. 
Stebbins,  who  is  now  president. 

Mr.  Stebbins  married  Miss  Grace  Foster  Sewall,  who  was  born  in 
Watertown,  June  16,  1867,  and  died  Jan.  10,  1921.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Edmund  Quincy  and  Catherine  (Smith)  Sewall.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steb¬ 
bins  were  born  three  children:  Jean  Reginald,  Catherine,  and  Elizabeth. 

Mr.  Stebbins  held  membership  in  the  New  York  Athletic  Club,  Black 
River  Valley  Club,  and  Fortnightly  Club.  He  was  affiliated  with  Water- 
town  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ; 
Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  and  Media  Temple,  trustee. 


Frank  E.  Martell,  who  has  held  the  office  of  sealer  of  weights  and 
measuies  in  the  city  of  Watertown  for  almost  35  years,  is  a  substantial 
and  widely  known  citizen.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Nov.  9,  1874,  the  son 
of  Edward  S.  and  Irene  (Ben)  Martell. 

Edward  S.  Martell  was  born  in  Watertown  in  June,  1849,  and  his  wife 
was  born  in  Napanee,  Canada,  June  1,  1849.  He  was  a  machinist  by  trade 
and  for  a  time  was  employed  in  Watertown  by  the  Hungerford-Holbrook 
Company.  Later  he  was  with  the  Davis  Sewing  Machine  Company,  and 
located  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  when  the  plant  was  removed  to  that  city.  Upon 
his  return  to  Watertown  he  was  connected  with  the  Watertown  Steam  En¬ 
gine  Company.  Mr.  Martell  died  in  1924,  and  his  wife  died  in  1910.  They 
are  buried  in  North  Watertown  Cemetery.  Mr.  Martell  was  a  Republican 
and  in  1895  held  the  office  of  sealer  of  weights  and  measures.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.  There  were  five  children  in  the  Martell  family:  Frank  E., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Roswell  G.,  who  died  Jan.  1,  1927;  Norris  W. ; 
and  Lewis  Delbert,  live  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ;  and  Jennie  May,  deceased. 

Frank  E.  Martell  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Water- 
town,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School,  class  of  1893.  He 
learned  the  trade  of  machinist  with  the  Watertown  Steam  Engine  Works, 
where  he  served  an  apprenticeship  of  four  years.  Later  he  was  identified 
with  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company,  and  on  Jan.  1,  1897,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  sealer  of  weights  and  measures.  The  position  was  made  a  per¬ 
manent  one  on  Jan.  1,  1908,  and  Mr.  Martell  has  since  served  in  that 
capacity. 
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In  1900  Mr.  Martell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Luella  Harriet 
Woolver,  the  daughter  of  Orin  Spencer  and  Etta  H.  (Steadman)  Woolver, 
who  were  natives  of  Oswego  County.  He  engaged  in  the  manufacturing 
business  for  many  years  at  Leraysville,  N.  Y.,  and  is  now  deceased.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Martell  have  a  son,  Gerald  Edward,  who  is  engaged  in  business 
at  Watertown.  He  married  Miss  Ruth  Getman,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
Getman,  who  is  superintendent  of  public  works  in  Watertown. 

Mr.  Martell  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Re¬ 
publican  county  committee  and  the  Republican  city  committee.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  belongs  to  Masonic  Lodge  and  Wasoo 
Club. 


Reuben  W.  Carpenter. — One  of  the  dependable  and  highly  esteemed 
business  men  of  Watertown  is  Reuben  W.  Carpenter,  who  is  vice  president 
of  the  Woodruff  Hotel  Company.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  25, 
1874,  the  son  of  Taylor  Z.  and  Martha  (Reese)  Carpenter. 

Taylor  Z.  Carpenter  lived  in  Jefferson  County  during  his  entire  life¬ 
time.  He  was  a  farmer  in  early  life  and  later  became  a  successful  build¬ 
ing  contractor.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in 
North  Watertown  Cemetery,  Watertown.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The  following  children  were  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carpenter:  Martin,  lives  at  Watertown;  Emmett,  assistant 
chief  of  the  Watertown  fire  department;  Reuben  W.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Harry,  Lucius  R.,  Beulah,  all  live  at  Watertown;  and  Ernest, 
deceased. 

Reuben  W.  Carpenter  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown.  His 
business  career  was  begun  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  with  the  Smith  &  Martin 
Shoe  Company,  after  which  he  was  a  representative  of  the  National  Brew¬ 
ers  Association  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  Upon  his  return  to  Watertown,  Mr.  Car¬ 
penter  established  a  cafe  and  restaurant  business,  being  proprietor  of  the 
Fountain  Cafe  and  later  the  Senate  and  Wise  Cafes.  For  four  years  he 
also  owned  the  Paratee  Inn,  which  was  located  on  the  Grass  River  in  St. 
Lawrence  County.  In  1917  Mr.  Carpenter  disposed  of  his  business  inter¬ 
ests  and  went  with  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.,  as  utility  man 
in  charge  of  right  of  ways.  He  became  treasurer  of  the  Woodruff  Hold¬ 
ing  Company  in  1922,  and  still  holds  that  office.  He  has  been  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Woodruff  Hotel  Company  since  1924. 

Mr.  Carpenter  married  Miss  Anna  Sheridan,  the  daughter  of  James 
and  Mary  Sheridan,  who  were  natives  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  both  now 
deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carpenter  have  a  son,  Rollin,  a  graduate  of  Water- 
town  High  School,  Roxbury  Preparatory  School,  and  Lafayette  College. 
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He  is  identified  with  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.  He  married 
Miss  Ladd,  of  Theresa,  N.  Y. 

In  politics  Mr.  Carpenter  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party,  and 
he  has  served  as  county  committeeman  for  15  years.  He  is  affiliated  with 
the  Elks  Lodge,  and  belongs  to  the  Rainbow  Fishing  Club.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Church. 


Clarence  F.  Moyer. — As  superintendent  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Division 
of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  with  headquarters  in  Watertown,  Mr. 
Moyer  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  business  executives  and  prominent 
citizens  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Brier  Hill,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  19,  1873,  the  son  of  Joseph  B.  and  Margaret  (McLear) 
Moyer. 

Joseph  B.  Moyer  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Brier  Hill,  N.  Y.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  saw  mill  operator,  and  also  owned  and  operated  one  of 
the  first  rock  well  drillers  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  Mr.  Moyer  died  in 
September,  1913,  and  his  wife  died  in  May,  1918.  Their  children  were: 
George  C.,  lives  at  Lowville,  N.  Y. ;  Mrs.  Gertrude  A.  Coates,  lives  at  Har- 
risville,  N.  Y. ;  Arthur  R.,  lives  at  Natural  Bridge,  N.  Y. ;  and  Clarence  F., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Clarence  F.  Moyer  grew  up  at  Brier  Hill,  and  during  the  fall  and  win¬ 
ter  of  1886  he  learned  telegraphy,  after  which  he  entered  the  railroad  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Railroad  as  operator  and  relief 
agent  in  May,  1887.  He  was  assigned  to  regular  work  as  operator  at  Cas- 
torland  on  Sept.  25,  1887,  and  on  Sept.  25,  1888,  went  as  operator  in  the 
train  dispatcher’s  office  at  Carthage,  where  he  remained  until  October, 
1891.  He  then  went  with  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  as  oper¬ 
ator  in  the  train  dispatcher’s  office  at  Hartford,  Conn.  Mr.  Moyer  returned 
to  Watertown  as  an  operator  in  November,  1892,  and  later  returned  to  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  at  Hartford.  However,  in  May,  1893, 
he  again  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  and  served 
as  operator  until  July,  1893,  and  as  chief  clerk  in  the  Watertown  offices 
until  April,  1894,  also  being  located  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.  He  was  agent 
at  Edwards,  N.  Y.,  until  September,  1894,  after  which  he  went  with  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  as  relief  agent  until  Novem¬ 
ber  of  that  year,  when  he  was  transferred  to  Great  Barington,  Mass.,  as 
chief  clerk.  On  March  1st  of  the  following  year  he  returned  to  Water- 
town  as  operator  in  the  train  dispatcher’s  office  of  the  New  York  Central, 
and  he  has  continued  in  that  company’s  service  to  the  present  time.  His

train  master,  Watertown;  Sept.  30,  1913,  until  May  30,  1926,  train  mas¬ 
ter,  Watertown;  June  1,  1926,  until  Dec.  31,  1926,  superintendent  of  the 
Ontario  Division,  Oswego,  N.  Y. ;  and  Jan.  1,  1927,  until  the  present  time 
as  superintendent  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Division  at  Watertown. 

Mr.  Moyer  was  married  on  Feb.  3,  1892,  to  Miss  Jane  E.  Mulligan,  of 
Carthage,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Abigail  (Cunningham)  Mul¬ 
ligan,  the  former  a  native  of  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  the  latter  of  Scotland. 
Mr.  Mulligan  died  Nov.  27,  1891,  and  his  wife  died  June  22,  1898.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Moyer  were  born  four  children:  1.  Bernard  C.,  a  mechanical 
engineer,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  2.  H.  Frederick,  hospital  superintend¬ 
ent,  lives  in  New  York  City.  3.  Mrs.  Coretta  M.  Carlton,  beauty  and  hair 
dressing  shop,  Watertown.  4.  Harold  F.,  a  law  student. 

Politically,  Mr.  Moyer  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Catholic  Church. 


Willard  S.  Perrigo,  M.  D. — Well  known  among  the  successful  physi¬ 
cians  and  surgeons  of  Jefferson  County,  Dr.  Perrigo  has  successfully  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Antwerp  for  the  past  25  years.  He 
was  born  here  Nov.  12,  1878,  the  son  of  Sanford  B.  and  Jennie  (Scott) 
Perrigo. 

Sanford  B.  Perrigo,  retired,  was  for  many  years  a  leading  building  con¬ 
tractor  of  Antwerp.  He  also  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock 
raising,  and  retired  in  1912.  His  wife,  born  at  Antwerp,  died  in  1914.  Mr. 
Perrigo  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church. 
There  were  two  sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perrigo:  James  B.,  deceased; 
and  Willard  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Willard  S.  Perrigo’s  early  education  was  acquired  in  the  Antwerp  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  and  in  1898  he  was  graduated  from  Ives  Seminary.  He  spent 
two  years  at  Middlebury  College,  and  in  1904  received  the  degree  of  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Medicine  at  New  York  Homeopathic  Medical  College.

In  1915  Dr.  Perrigo  married 
Miss  Olive  Shaw,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Charlotte  (Molten)  Shaw,  of 
Perth,  Ontario,  Canada.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  in 
Canada.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Perrigo  have  a  daughter,  Jane  Olive. 

Dr.  Perrigo  is  a  Republican,  and  has  served  continuously  as  city  super¬ 
visor  since  November,  1923.  He  was  a  member  of  the  local  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  for  two  terms.

George  L.  Rogers. — Widely  known  throughout  the  North  Country  as 
a  bacteriologist  and  chemist,  Mr.  Rogers  is  also  recognized  as  a  success¬ 
ful  druggist  of  Antwerp,  where  he  has  engaged  in  business  for  20  years. 
He  was  born  at  Antwerp,  Sept.  6,  1889,  the  son  of  William  J.  and  Luella 
(Mix)  Rogers. 

William  J.  Rogers,  retired,  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  old  and  honored 
pioneer  families  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Antwerp  and  dur¬ 
ing  his  active  career  was  extensively  interested  in  general  farming  and 
stock  raising.  Mr.  Rogers  has  lived  retired  at  Antwerp  since  November, 
1911.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and 
belongs  to  Antwerp  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  226,  and  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  Past  Patron.  He  is  also  a  prominent  member  of  the  Antwerp  Grange, 
of  which  he  has  served  as  Master  for  several  terms.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rogers  were  born  three  children:  Maude  E.,  a  teacher,  lives  at  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.;  Helen  M.,  who  died  Oct.  6,  1927;  and  George  L.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

William  J.  Rogers  is  the  son  of  LeRoy  S.  and  Pamelia  (Burtch)  Rog¬ 
ers,  who  were  very  early  settlers  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  a  prosper¬ 
ous  farmer.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Antwerp. 

George  L.  Rogers  was  graduated  from  Antwerp  High  School  in  1909, 
and  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  G.  at  Columbia  University  in  1911.  In 
August  of  that  year  he  became  associated  in  the  drug  business  at  Antwerp 
with  his  uncle,  Edward  B.  Perley,  under  the  firm  name  of  Perley  &  Rogers. 
On  July  1,  1920,  Mr.  Rogers  became  proprietor.  Since  February,  1912,  he 
has  also  conducted  a  private  laboratory,  which  is  one  of  the  most  com¬ 
plete  in  the  North  Country,  and  Mr.  Rogers’s  services  as  a  bacteriologist 
are  sought  by  a  large  clientele.  He  carries  at  all  times  a  complete  line 
of  serum. 
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In  1917  Mr.  Rogers  married  Miss  Ruth  Gibbs,  the  daughter  of  Perley 
and  Betty  (Scott)  Gibbs,  natives  of  Wilna  and  Antwerp,  respectively. 
They  are  now  residents  of  Antwerp,  and  Mr.  Gibbs  is  a  retired  farmer. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rogers  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  Betty  Louella, 
Edward  Benjamin,  and  Marjorie  Ruth. 

Mr.  Rogers  has  served  for  five  years  as  president  of  the  Village  Board 
and  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  has  also  been  chief  of  the  local  fire  de¬ 
partment.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Congregational  Church,  of  which  he 
served  as  Sunday  School  superintendent  for  12  years,  and  he  belongs  to 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce.

John  C.  White,  mayor  of  Philadelphia,  is  highly  esteemed  at  that  place, 
where  he  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  building  business  for  almost  30 
years.  He  was  born  at  DeKalb,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Feb.  11,  1875,  the 
son  of  David  and  Eliza  (Edwards)  White. 

David  White  was  born  at  Buckinghamshire,  England,  and  his  wife  was 
a  native  of  Prescott,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  went  to  Canada  as  a  soldier, 
and  later  located  on  a  farm  near  Prescott.  Subsequently,  he  engaged  in 
farming  near  DeKalb,  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  also  was  a  stone  mason 
contractor.  He  died  in  February,  1921,  and  his  wife  died  in  1925.  Both 
are  buried  at  DeKalb.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  the  office  of  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  poor  at  DeKalb.  He  was  also  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  White:  Eliza¬ 
beth,  married  James  R.  Wood,  lives  at  DeKalb ;  George,  lives  at  Philadel¬ 
phia;  William,  lives  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.;  John  C.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Hamilton  C.,  lives  at  DeKalb;  Robert  J.,  lives  at  DeKalb;  and 
Mary,  married  Floyd  Porter,  lives  at  DeKalb. 

John  C.  White  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  DeKalb 
and  became  identified  with  his  father’s  business  after  his  graduation  from 
high  school.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  Philadelphia  since  1903  and  has 
met  with  marked  success  in  his  building  operations  here. 

In  1902  Mr.  White  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Flossie  M.  Wil¬ 
liams,  the  daughter  of  Roger  and  Mary  (Stevens)  Williams,  natives  of 
New  York.

George  E.  Sylvester,  M.  D.— Prominent  in  the  medical  profession, 
Doctor  Sylvester  has  an  extensive  practice  at  Black  River,  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  has  been  located  for  more  than  40  years.  He  was  born 
at  Clayton,  Jefferson  County,  Sept.  5,  1864,  the  son  of  Ira  and  Achsa 
(Dixon)  Sylvester. 

Ira  Sylvester  was  born  at  Pittsfield,  Vt.,  and  his  early  life  was  spent 
at  Clayton,  having  settled  here  with  his  parents  when  he  was  seven  years 
old.  Later,  he  was  a  sailor  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  he  then  resumed 
farming  as  his  life  work,  and  was  the  owner  of  a  well  improved  farm  in 
Jefferson  County.  Both  he  and  his  wife,  a  native  of  Orleans,  Jefferson 
County,  died  in  1911,  and  are  buried  at  LaFargeville.

He 
was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Congregational  Church. 

George  E.  Sylvester  attended  the  district  schools  of  Lyme,  Jefferson 
County,  and  taught  school  for  four  terms  after  his  graduation  from 
Adams  Collegiate  Institute.  He  then  spent  two  years  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  and  in  1889  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at 
Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York  City.  He  became  a  licensed 
physician  during  the  same  year  and  immediately  engaged  in  private  prac¬ 
tice  at  Black  River.  Doctor  Sylvester  has  taken  graduate  work  in  New 
York  City,  and  has  kept  apace  with  his  profession.  He  has  served  for 
a  number  of  years  as  health  officer  and  as  a  member  of  the  local  board  of 
education.

Robert  G.  Wallace. — As  superintendent  of  the  Carthage  public  schools, 
Mr.  Wallace  takes  a  prominent  part  in  educational  affairs  in  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  July  23,  1894,  the  son  of  Alvin 
and  Margaret  (Gilles)  Wallace.

William  Alverson  was  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Willey)  Alverson, 
the  former  a  native  of  Vermont  and  the  latter  of  Brownville,  N.  Y.  Both 
are  buried  in  Muscalounge  Cemetery,  Hounsfield.  The  Alverson  family  is 
of  Scotch  descent,  and  settled  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  about  1635.  One 

branch  of  the  family  located  in  Vermont,  while  the  other  went  to  New 
York. 

Burt  W.  Alverson  grew  up  at  Hounsfield  and  attended  the  district 
schools.  He  also  was  a  student  at  Watertown  and  Sackets  Harbor.  While 
completing  his  school  work,  Mr.  Alverson  taught  school  at  Lorraine,  N.  Y.

Van  Crampton  Whittemore,  who  is  director  of  the  New  York  State 
School  of  Agriculture  at  Canton,  is  a  representative  citizen  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  He  was  born  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Dec.  5,  1893,  the  son  of 
John  J.  and  Ida  (Beverly)  Whittemore. 

John  J.  Whittemore  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Collins  Center,  Erie 
County,  N.  Y.  He  was  an  attorney  and  died  at  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  in  1915. 
His  wife  died  in  1903.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whittemore  were  the  parents  of  six 
children,  of  whom  Van  Crampton,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  fifth 
in  order  of  birth. 

After  his  graduation  from  Collins  Center  High  School  in  1910,  Van 
Crampton  Whittemore  attended  Griffiths  Institute  at  Springville.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Cornell  University  in  1916 
and  during  the  next  two  years  was  an  instructor  in  agriculture  at  Pratts- 
burg,  N.  Y.  In  1918  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  served 
in  France  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  309th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  78th 
Division.

Floyd  J.  Salter. — Widely  known  in  educational  circles  in  Jefferson 
County  is  Floyd  J.  Salter,  who  is  supervising  principal  of  West  Carthage 
High  School.  He  was  born  at  Smithville,  Jefferson  County,  April  13, 
1866,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Lucinda  (James)  Salter. 

Thomas  Salter  is  a  native  of  Dorsetshire,  England,  and  his  wife  was 
born  in  Jefferson  County.  At  the  age  of  19  years  Mr.  Salter  came  to  this 
country  and  settled  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Later,  he  lived  on  a  farm  near 
Belleville,  N.  Y.,  and  then  purchased  land  near  Smithville,  where  he  lived 
until  his  retirement.

Mr.  Salter  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  clerk.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  of  which  he  is  deacon,  and  Bethany 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  821,  Past  Master. 


Charles  A.  Durie  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Watertown,  where  he  is  lo¬ 
cated  as  division  chief  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  with  offices 
in  the  Federal  Building.  He  was  born  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  the  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  M.  and  Lucy  A.  (Hadsel)  Durie. 

Both  William  M.  Durie  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland. 
Shortly  after  their  marriage  they  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled 
in  New  York.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Durie  was  widely  known  in  the 
state  as  an  auctioneer  and  he  served  as  president  of  the  New  York  State 
Auctioneers  Association.  He  was  a  Republican  in  politics.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Durie  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Their 
children  were:  William  A.,  lives  at  Oswego;  Anna  B.,  deceased;  Lillian 
A.,  lives  at  Oswego;  and  Charles  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.

Charles  Leo  Fitzgerald.— A  veteran  of  the  World  War,  Charles  Leo 
Fitzgerald  is  well  known  at  Cape  Vincent  as  proprietor  of  the  Fitzgerald 
Grocery  Company,  which  was  established  by  his  father  in  1883.  He  was 
born  at  Cape  Vincent,  May  5,  1890,  the  son  of  Daniel  L.  and  Mary  S. 
(Walsh)  Fitzgerald.

He  engaged  in  general  farming  until  1883  when  he  removed  to  Cape  Vin¬ 
cent  and  engaged  in  business.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  died  in  February,  1929.  His 
widow  lives  at  Cape  Vincent,  where  she  was  born.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  a 
Democrat  and  served  as  county  committeeman  and  as  township  super- 
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visor.  He  held  membership  in  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Catholic  Church.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fitzgerald  were  born  four  children:  J.  Henry,  who  died  in 
1909;  Edward  D.,  who  died  in  1922;  Charles  Leo,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ;  and  Mary,  married  T.  C.  Killeen,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Charles  Leo  Fitzgerald  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Cape  Vincent  and  after  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1909  he  be¬ 
came  associated  with  his  father’s  business,  assuming  entire  control  of  the 
enterprise  in  March,  1922.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1929  Mr.  Fitz¬ 
gerald  became  proprietor. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  Mr.  Fitzgerald  enlisted  and  served 
in  France  as  a  member  of  Company  C.  306th  Infantry,  77th  Division.

He 
was  born  at  DePeyster,  St.  Lawrence  County,  May  26,  1895,  the  son  of 
Claude  L.  and  Iva  (Hurlbut)  Preston. 

Claude  L.  Preston  was  born  at  Gananaque,  Ontario,  and  as  a  young 
man  came  to  the  United  States  and  located  at  Heuvelton,  where  he  clerked 
in  the  store  of  his  brother-in-law,  J.  Frank  Woodside.  In  1893  he  estab¬ 
lished  an  undertaking  business  there  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Hurlbut, 
and  later  became  owner  of  the  business  which  was  thereafter  known  as 
the  Claude  L.  Preston  Company.  Mr.  Preston  died  in  October,  1930.  His 
widow  was  born  at  DePeyster  and  now  resides  at  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Pres¬ 
ton  was  a  Republican  and  for  several  terms  was  supervisor  of  Oswegatchie. 
He  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church  and  has  the  following  lodge 
affiliations:  Van  Heuvelton  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  941;  Ogdensburg 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  63;  Ogdensburg  Commandery,  K.  T.;  Media  Temple;

Claude  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Preston. 

Claude  H.  Preston  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Heuvelton  and  in  1914  was  graduated  from  Ogdensburg  Business  College.

— One  of  the  better  known  citizens  of  Oswego, 
highly  esteemed  in  the  community,  is  Mr.  Bennett,  who  is  manager  of 
the  machine  shop  division  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company,  Inc.  He  was 
born  at  Bangor,  Pa.,  March  2,  1895,  the  son  of  William  Morris  and  Mary 
Elizabeth  (Ruth)  Bennett. 

William  M.  Bennett  was  born  at  Chapman  Quarry,  Pa.,  and  died  in 
1923.  He  spent  his  early  life  at  Bangor,  where  he  was  educated,  and  in 
1909  he  removed  to  Kingsport,  Tenn.,  where  he  became  associated  in  busi¬ 
ness  with  his  life-long  friend,  Conrad  Miller.  Mr.  Bennett  became  vice 
president  and  treasurer  of  the  Clinchfield  Portland  Cement  Corporation, 
and  was  serving  in  that  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  held  the 
office  of  postmaster  of  Nazareth,  Pa.,  for  four  years,  and  was  a  Republi¬ 
can  in  politics.

Carnot  Jones  Bennett  received  his  early  education  at  Nazareth  and 
attended  Nazareth  Hall  Military  Academy.  From  1909  until  1912  he 
worked  with  a  civil  engineering  corps  for  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  & 
Western  Railroad,  and  from  1912  until  1914  he  was  connected  with  the 
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Clinchfield  Portland  Cement  Corporation.  In  1914-15  he  attended  Ran- 
dolph-Macon  Academy,  spent  the  following  two  years  at  the  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute,  and  in  1917  transferred  to  Lafayette  College,  where 
he  completed  his  studies  in  Mechanical  Engineering.  In  May,  1918,  Mr.

He  then  located  at  Kingsport,  Tenn.,  and  remained 
there  for  two  years  with  the  Kingsport  Utilities  Company,  Inc.  In  1921 
he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Bennett  &  Edwards,  general  insurance 
agents  and  brokers,  but  two  years  later  sold  his  interest  and  went  to 
Chicago,  where  he  became  identified  with  the  engineering  department  of 
the  Bates  Valve  &  Bag  Corporation.  This  well  known  concern  was  bought 
in  1928  by  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company,  Inc.,  and  at  that  time  Mr. 
Bennett  came  to  Oswego  as  manager  of  the  machine  shop  division. 

Mr.  Bennett  was  married  on  May  27,  1918,  at  the  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York  City,  to  Miss  Nancy  Alderson  Harding,  of  Carterton, 
Va.,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Edward  K.  and  Priscilla  (Gose)  Harding.  The 
former  died  in  1912  and  the  latter  resides  at  Carterton.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bennett  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Bennett  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  and  his  wife  holds  membership  in  the  Unitarian  Church. 
He  is  a  member  of  Kingsport  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  688;  Tennessee 
Consistory,  K.  T.  No.  1;  and  Kerbela  Temple,  Knoxville,  Tenn.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  American  Legion,  Square  Post  No.  232  Chicago,  Oswego 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Pleasant  Point  Club,  and  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fra¬ 
ternity. 


James  P.  Cullman. — Identified  with  P.  J.  Cullinan  &  Sons,  funeral 
directors,  James  P.  Cullinan  is  numbered  among  the  progressive  business 
men  of  Oswego  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  here 
Nov.  9,  1891,  the  son  of  P.  J.  and  Mary  (Murphy)  Cullinan.  A  sketch  of 
P.  J.  Cullinan  appears  in  this  history  in  the  biography  of  John  E.  Cullinan. 

After  his  graduation  from  St.  Paul’s  Academy  in  Oswego,  James  P. 
Cullinan  attended  Oswego  High  School  and  Oswego  State  Normal  School. 
He  has  always  been  interested  in  the  business  which  was  established  by 
his  father  in  this  city  in  1876,  and  since  the  death  of  the  latter  in  1913 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  firm. 

In  1917  Mr.  Cullinan  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  served 
in  the  U.  S.  Navy  with  the  rate  of  boatsmate.  He  was  stationed  on  the 
U.  S.  S.  Atlantic.  He  was  discharged  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  Base  No.  7,  in 
January,  1919. 
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On  June  26,  1922,  Mr.  Cullinan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Catherine  Mary  Sullivan,  of  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  H. 
and  Anne  Elizabeth  (Conway)  Sullivan.  The  former,  who  died  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1927,  was  a  native  of  Chenango  County,  N.  Y.,  and  lived  at  Norwich. 
His  widow  lives  at  that  place.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cullinan  have  three  children : 
1.  James  P.,  Jr.,  born  Dec.  17,  1923.  2.  Mary  Anne,  born  Oct.  1,  1925.  3. 
Catherine  Jane,  born  April  17,  1931. 

Mr.  Cullinan  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Elks  Lodge,  Eagles  Lodge,  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Fourth  Degree,  Fortnightly  Club  and  Leather  Stocking  Club.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  American  Legion  and  “40  and  8”  Society. 

Catherine  Mary  (Sullivan)  Cullinan  is  a  graduate  nurse,  having 
attended  Krause-Irving  Hospital,  Syracuse,  and  Oswego  Hospital.  She 
also  was  a  student  at  Oswego  State  Normal  School. 


Elliott  M.  Cullinan. — As  a  representative  of  the  Equitable  Life  Assur¬ 
ance  Society  in  Oswego,  Mr.  Cullinan  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able 
young  business  men  of  this  city.  He  was  born  at  Oswego  Nov.  19,  1898, 
the  son  of  P.  J.  and  Mary  (Murphy)  Cullinan.  A  sketch  of  P.  J.  Cullinan 
appears  in  this  history  in  the  biography  of  his  son,  John  E.  Cullinan. 

Elliott  M.  Cullinan  attended  the  public  schools  of  Oswego  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School,  Chaffee  Business  College,  and 
the  University  of  Buffalo.  For  two  years  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Ridgewood,  N.  J.,  and  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  after  which  he  spent  one 
year  as  a  private  tutor  in  California.  In  1931  Mr.  Cullinan  returned  to 
Oswego  as  agent  for  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society.  He  has  offices 
at  96-98  East  Second  Street. 

Mr.  Cullinan  is  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church.  He  is  un¬ 
married. 


David  Page  Morehouse,  Jr.— One  of  the  leading  and  most  highly 
esteemed  lawyers  of  Oswego  County,  where  he  has  carried  on  an  exten¬ 
sive  and  important  practice  for  nearly  25  years,  Mr.  Morehouse  is  a  rep¬ 
resentative  citizen  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  in  this  city  Nov.  6,  1883,  the 
son  of  David  Page  and  Lucy  (Robinson)  Morehouse. 

David  Page  Morehouse,  Sr.,  was  a  successful  attorney  in  Oswego  for 
more  than  half  a  century,  and  was  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Morehouse 
&  Morehouse  until  the  time  of  his  death,  May  2,  1929.  He  was  a  resident 
of  Oswego  from  the  age  of  20  years,  and  always  took  an  active  part  in 
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civic  affairs.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian 
Church.  His  widow  still  resides  in  Oswego. 

David  Page  Morehouse,  Jr.,  was  educated  in  the  Oswego  public  schools 
and  attended  Ithaca  High  School  for  one  year.  He  received  the  degree  of 
LL.  B.  at  Cornell  University  in  1906,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  the 
same  year.  From  the  beginning  he  was  associated  in  practice  with  his 
father  as  junior  member  of  the  firm,  and  he  has  met  with  marked  success 
in  his  chosen  profession.  He  has  offices  in  the  Grant  Building. 

Mr.  Morehouse  has  been  special  Surrogate  Judge  of  Oswego  County 
since  1911,  his  last  reelection  to  office  being  in  1922.  On  Jan.  1,  1928,  he 
was  elected  Surrogate  Judge  and  is  now  serving  the  fourth  year  of  a  six 
year  term. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Morehouse  received  the  commission  of 
major  in  the  United  States  Judge  Advocate  General’s  Department,  his 
term  of  service  extending  until  Oct.  21,  1919.  While  in  the  service  he 
spent  eleven  months  in  France. 

On  Oct.  1,  1908,  Mr.  Morehouse  married  Miss  Vesta  Massey  Phelps, 
the  daughter  of  William  B.  and  Elizabeth  (Massey)  Phelps.  Mr.  Phelps 
died  in  1902  and  his  widow  resides  in  Oswego.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morehouse 
have  no  children. 

Mr.  Morehouse  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian 
Church,  Elks  Lodge,  Fortnightly  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club,  Oswego 
Yacht  Club,  and  Delta  Chi  fraternity.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
trustee  of  the  Oswego  Rural  Cemetery  Association,  president  of  the 
Oswego  Orphan  Asylum,  and  in  1921  served  as  president  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Morehouse  is  a  trustee  of  the  Oswego  City  Savings  Bank. 


Norman  L.  Bates.— One  of  the  most  widely  known  business  men  and 
leading  financiers  of  Oswego  was  Norman  L.  Bates,  who  died  May  19, 
1923.  He  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery.  Mr.  Bates  was  born  in  Oswego 
in  1866,  the  son  of  Byron  W.  Bates. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Oswego,  Norman  L. 
Bates  attended  Union  College,  from  which  he  received  a  degree  in  1888. 
He  immediately  entered  the  office  of  his  uncle,  the  late  Maxwell  B.  Rich¬ 
ardson,  and  assisted  him  in  the  management  of  his  vast  real  estate  hold¬ 
ings.  These  properties  eventually  were  willed  to  Mr.  Bates,  and  had  been 
in  possession  of  this  family  for  four  generations.  To  these  were  added 
also  the  real  estate  interests  of  another  uncle,  the  late  Lawrence  J.  Rich¬ 
ardson.  Mr.  Bates  became  a  leader  in  the  business  life  of  the  city  and 
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devoted  much  time  and  attention  to  the  management  of  his  affairs.  He 
traveled  extensively,  however,  and  shortly  before  his  death  had  visited 
South  America.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Second  National  Bank  of  Os¬ 
wego.  Upon  the  death  of  Lawrence  J.  Richardson,  records  disclose  the 
fact  that  under  the  provisions  of  his  will  Mr.  Bates  received  the  sum  of 
$196,711.55,  besides  personal  property  valued  at  $16,061.53,  making  a 
total  of  $212,773.07. 

Mr.  Bates  married  Miss  Florence  Morley,  of  Sodus,  N.  Y.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  Norman  and  Maxwell;  Elizabeth  and  Sarah. 

Mr.  Bates  was  a  prominent  member  of  Christ  Episcopal  Church  and 
one  of  its  vestrymen.  He  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  affairs  of  Richardson 
Theatre,  built  by  his  uncle  and  named  in  his  honor.  He  was  secretary  of 
the  Oswego  Historical  Society,  director  of  the  Oswego  City  Library,  and 
director  of  the  Oswego  City  Hospital.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Fort¬ 
nightly  and  Country  Clubs,  on  whose  boards  of  governors  he  served,  and 
for  many  years  he  also  held  membership  in  the  Oswego  Yacht  Club. 

The  family  residence  is  located  at  135  East  3rd  Street,  Oswego. 


Howard  P.  Ellithorpe,  who  is  manager  of  the  Best  Ice  Cream  Company, 
162  East  10th  Street,  is  numbered  among  Oswego’s  most  progressive 
business  men.  He  was  born  at  Nicholville,  St.  Lawrence  County,  March  13, 
1886,  the  son  of  Paschal  B.  and  Ella  F.  (Falkner)  Ellithorpe. 

Paschal  B.  Ellithorpe  was  born  at  Nicholville,  and  lived  in  that  section 
throughout  his  life.  He  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  and  was  also 
interested  in  farming.  He  died  in  1913  and  his  wife  died  in  November, 
1930.  Both  are  buried  at  Nicholville.  Mr.  Ellithorpe  was  a  Republican 
and  held  the  offices  of  village  assessor  and  school  director.  He  was  a  life 
long  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellithorpe  were 
born  six  children,  as  follows:  1.  Thurman  D.,  lives  at  Syracuse.  2. 
George  L.,  lives  at  Nicholville.  3.  Paschal  B.,  Jr.,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  4. 
Henry  F.,  lives  at  Remsen,  Oneida  County.  5.  Celestia  J.  Babcock,  lives  at 
Nicholville.  6.  Howard  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  life  of  Howard  P.  Ellithorpe  was  spent  at  Nicholville  and 
he  is  a  graduate  of  Stockholm  High  School.  He  attended  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity  in  1907-08  and  studied  dairying.  He  then  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Willett  Co-operative  Creamery  at  Willett,  N.  Y.,  and  after  one  year  went 
with  the  Colebrook  Creamery  at  Smithville,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Ellithorpe  then 
spent  three  years  with  the  Boomhower  Grocery  at  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  one 
year  with  P.  K.  Brown  &  Son,  at  Remsen,  and  in  1914  came  to  Oswego  to 
open  a  branch  factory  for  the  Best  Ice  Cream  Company.  He  has  been 
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manager  of  the  local  factory  since  its  inception.  They  are  wholesale  and 
retail  dealers  in  ice  cream  and  milk,  and  also  are  ice  manufacturers.  The 
plant  handles  approximately  50,000  gallons  of  ice  cream  annually  and 
3,000  quarts  of  milk  daily.  About  20  people  are  employed  in  the  plant  and 
rapid  delivery  service  is  maintained. 

In  1917  Mr.  Ellithorpe  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Winifred  L. 
Crees,  of  Toronto,  Canada,  and  a  native  of  England.  She  was  12  years  old 
when  she  went  to  Canada  with  her  parents,  John  and  Laura  Crees,  and 
before  her  marriage  Mrs.  Ellithorpe  was  employed  as  a  stenographer  in  a 
Montreal  bank.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellithorpe  have  a  son,  Robert  H.,  born  Jan.  9, 
1919. 

Mr.  Ellithorpe  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church,  and  is  Past  Master  of  Oswego  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  127, 
and  member  of  Lake  Ontario  Commandery  No.  32,  and  Media  Shrine, 
Watertown.  He  is  also  president  of  the  Oswego  County  Shrine  Club.  Mr. 
Ellithorpe  is  a  charter  member  and  former  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club, 
and  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Fortnightly  Club. 


C.  Sidney  Shepard. — Prominent  in  financial  and  business  circles,  a 
noted  citizen  of  New  Haven,  C.  Sidney  Shepard,  capitalist,  is  a  native  of 
New  York.  He  was  born  in  Buffalo,  July  29,  1856,  the  son  of  Sidney  and 
Elizabeth  DeAngelis  (Wells)  Shepard. 

Sidney  Shepard  was  born  in  the  Village  of  Cobleskill,  Schoharie  County, 
N.  Y.,  Sept.  28,  1814,  and  died  at  New  Haven,  Dec.  26,  1893.  His  wife 
died  in  1922.  Mr.  Shepard  was  descended  from  an  honorable  line  of  an¬ 
cestry,  dating  back  to  Ralph  Shepard,  Puritan,  who  emigrated  to  America 
from  England  in  1635.  On  his  mother’s  side  he  was  descended  from 
William  Hamilton,  a  Scot,  who  came  from  Glasgow  to  the  United  States 
in  1668.  His  maternal  grandfather,  Hosea  Hamilton,  was  a  surgeon  in 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and  a  personal  friend  of  George  Washington.  His 
own  father,  Jesse  Shepard,  a  physician,  practiced  his  profession  for  many 
years  in  and  around  Cobleskill,  N.  Y.  Sidney,  the  father  of  our  subject, 
began  his  career  at  the  age  of  14  years  as  a  clerk  in  a  hardware  store  at 
Dansville,  N.  Y.,  and  the  liking  which  he  acquired  for  this  business  decided 
his  vocation,  and  after  a  similar  experience  in  Rochester  he  went  to  Bath, 
N.  Y.,  in  1831  and  for  three  years  he  was  associated  in  business  with  his 
brother.  In  1835,  while  not  yet  21  years  of  age,  he  made  his  first  venture 
by  purchasing  a  hardware  store  in  that  village.  He  was  successful  from 
the  beginning  and  five  years  brought  him  a  small  capital,  and  in  1840  he 
removed  to  Buffalo  and  bought  an  interest  in  a  hardware  store  there,  the 
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oldest  business  house  in  that  city,  changing-  the  firm  name  to  Crane  & 
Shepard.  The  next  year  he  became  sole  owner  under  his  own  name  and 
soon  after  the  firm  of  Sidney  Shepard  &  Company  was  formed  and  the 
manufacture  of  sheet  metal  ware  was  added  and  inside  of  a  few  years  an 
immense  business  was  established.  A  large  wholesale  trade  was  built  up 
in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  Mr.  Shepard  opened  branch  houses  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  In  1849  he  became  proprietor  of  the  Shepard 
Iron  Works  in  Buffalo,  and  thereafter  constantly  added  to  his  undertak¬ 
ings.  The  firm  eventually  became  the  largest  importers  of  tinplate,  man¬ 
ufacturers  of  stamped  metal  ware,  and  dealers  in  hardware  and  tinners’ 
supplies  in  the  union.  Mr.  Shepard  early  realized  the  advantage  of  the 
electrical  telegraph  to  merchants  and  others,  and  he  personally  promoted 
several  pioneer  lines  in  the  West,  and  became  one  of  the  largest  stock¬ 
holders  in  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  upon  the  consolidation 
of  the  early  lines  being  one  of  its  directors  until  a  few  weeks  before  his 
death  when  he  resigned.  Mr.  Shepard  was  also  for  many  years  a  heavy 
stockholder  in  various  other  enterprises  and  with  it  all  he  remained  a 
public  spirited  citizen. 

Mr.  Shepard  was  for  25  years  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  at  Buffalo,  to  which  as  to  many  other  charitable  institutions, 
notably  the  General  Hospital,  the  Orphan  Asylum,  and  the  Home  for  the 
Friendless  of  that  city,  he  was  a  generous  and  permanent  benefactor.  In 
1865  he  relinquished  the  active  management  of  his  business,  and  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  thereafter  he  traveled  with  his  family  in  foreign  countries. 
Upon  his  actual  retirement,  Mr.  Shepard  and  his  family  settled  in  the 
spacious  and  handsome  home  of  his  wife  at  New  Haven,  where  he  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  In  1885  Mr.  Shepard  transferred  to  his  son, 
Charles  Sidney  Shepard,  the  subject,  and  now  the  only  survivor  of  the 
family  of  three  children,  his  interest  in  the  firm  of  Sidney  Shepard  & 
Company,  of  Buffalo,  and  C.  Sidney  Shepard  &  Company,  of  Chicago. 

On  June  12,  1851,  Mr.  Shepard  had  married  Miss  Elizabeth  De  Angelis 
Wells,  of  Buffalo.  They  had  three  children:  1.  Elizabeth  Wells,  deceased. 
2.  C.  Sidney,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Ralph  Hamilton,  deceased. 

Ralph  Hamilton  Shepard  was  born  at  Frankfort-on-Main,  Germany, 
Oct.  15,  1867,  and  died  Aug.  17,  1894.  He  traveled  extensively  in  foreign 
countries,  spending  a  great  deal  of  his  time  in  study.  His  early  education 
was  received  in  Oswego,  and  Buffalo,  and  he  was  graduated  from  Harvard 
University  in  1892,  being  one  of  the  brightest  men  in  his  class.  He  ac¬ 
quired  a  reputation  in  modern  literature  and  history  as  a  graceful  and 
forceful  writer. 

C.  Sidney  Shepard  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1878,  and  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  Hamil- 
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ton  College  the  following  year.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1893  he 
succeeded  him  in  many  of  his  positions  of  trust,  and  has  since  devoted  his 
time  to  the  care  of  his  estate  at  New  Haven.  He  resigned  as  director  of 
numerous  corporations  in  1910,  at  the  present  time  only  being  active  as 
director  of  the  Mobile  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  director  of  the  Seaboard 
Airline  Railway  Company,  director  of  the  Fort  Dodge,  Des  Moines  &  South¬ 
ern  Railroad  Company,  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Republic  Metal 
Ware  Company,  of  Buffalo,  Chicago,  and  New  York. 

Mr.  Shepard  is  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Ameri¬ 
can  Museum  of  Natural  History,  American  Philological  Society,  American 
Social  Science  Association,  New  York  State  Historical  Association,  North¬ 
eastern  Historical  and  Geneaological  Society,  and  Buffalo  Fine  Arts 
Academy.  He  is  also  identified  with  numerous  other  patriotic,  educational 
and  philanthropic  societies. 

Mr.  Shepard  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Saturn  Club  of  Buffalo,  Fortnightly  Club  of  Oswego, 
University  Lawyers  Club,  of  Yale  University,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  honorary  fraternities. 


R.  J.  Reynolds,  M.  D. — A  veteran  of  the  World  War,  Dr.  Reynolds  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  capable  young  physicians  and  surgeons  of  St. 
Lawrence  County  and  is  engaged  in  practice  at  Potsdam,  where  he  was 
born  April  30,  1891.  He  is  the  son  of  Dr.  Wilbur  H.  and  Elizabeth  A. 
(Wood)  Reynolds. 

Dr.  Wilbur  H.  Reynolds,  who  died  in  1924,  was  a  prominent  physician 
of  Potsdam  for  more  than  35  years.  He  was  born  at  Pierpont,  N.  Y.,  and 
was  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  Academy,  Potsdam  State  Normal  School, 
and  the  Medical  School  of  New  York  University.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1886.  He  spent  two  years  in  practice  at  Ava, 
N.  Y.,  and  was  located  at  Potsdam  from  1888  until  his  death  in  1924.  His 
widow,  a  native  of  Morrisburg,  Ont.,  lives  at  Potsdam.  Dr.  Reynolds  was 
a  Republican  and  served  as  health  officer.  He  held  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  R.  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Lorena,  married  B.  M.  Byrns, 
lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  3.  Blythe  M.,  lives  at  Metuchen,  N.  J. 

After  his  graduation  from  Potsdam  High  School,  R.  J.  Reynolds 
attended  Columbia  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  received  the  latter  in  1915, 
spent  two  years  as  an  interne  in  Kings  County  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  and  in 
1917  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  was  commissioned  as  a 
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captain  during  the  World  War  and  was  sent  to  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison. 
He  sailed  for  France  in  May,  1918,  and  participated  in  a  number  of  major 
engagements  with  the  27th  Division,  being  discharged  at  Camp  Upton, 
L.  I.,  in  March,  1919.  Dr.  Reynolds  has  since  engaged  in  general  practice 
at  Potsdam.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Potsdam  Hospital,  and  is 
identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion,  and  40  and  8  Society, 
can  Medical  Association. 

In  1917  Dr.  Reynolds  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  Safford, 
of  Glen  Falls,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Judge  E.  R.  and  Cornelia  (Sisson) 
Safford.  They  live  at  Potsdam.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  have  been 
born  four  children:  1.

John  Vogelgsang. — Numbered  among  Oswego  County’s  most  prominent 
men  is  John  Vogelgsang,  retired,  who  is  the  owner  of  Glenwood  Farms, 
near  Fulton.  He  was  born  on  the  old  homestead,  Oct.  21,  1853,  the  son  of 
Frederick  and  Margaretha  (Fitch)  Vogelgsang. 

Frederick  Vogelgsang  was  a  native  of  Heidenheim,  Germany,  as  was  his 
wife.  After  serving  his  time  in  the  German  army  and  his  apprenticeship 
as  a  tailor,  Mr.  Vogelgsang  married  and  three  years  later  emigrated  for 
America.  Just  three  days  after  their  arrival  in  New  York  City,  their  son, 
John,  was  born.  Within  a  few  months  the  family  moved  to  Schroeppel, 
where  Mr.  Vogelgsang  began  tailoring.  The  family  soon  located  on  a  farm 
two  miles  east  of  Fulton  on  the  Swamp  Road.  It  was  then  a  vast  forest, 
and  trees  were  cut  down  to  make  room  for  the  dwelling.  Crops  were 
planted  in  the  open  spaces  made  by  cutting  and  girdling  the  trees.  The 
agricultural  tools  were  sharpened  sticks.  Mr.  Vogelgsang  paid  for  the 
homestead  by  making  a  coat  each  week  without  the  aid  of  a  sewing  ma¬ 
chine.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  and  served  with  the 
147th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  leaving  his  wife  and  six  children  on 
the  homestead.  Mr.  Vogelgsang  was  severely  wounded  at  the  Battle  of 
Gettysburg.  A  letter  from  the  war  district  was  rare  and  precious.  An 
interesting  story  is  told  concerning  one  occasion  when  the  oldest  son,  John, 
lost  a  letter  from  his  father,  en  route  home  from  the  post  office.  It  was 
a  blustery,  winter  day,  and  the  wind  had  buried  the  letter  in  the  snow 
drifts.  Paralyzed  with  fear  young  John  acquainted  his  mother  with  the 
loss  and  the  entire  family  searched  with  a  lantern  in  vain.  The  following 
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morning  neighbors  joined  in  the  search  and  the  letter  was  recovered.  It 
was  thought  that  it  contained  money  but  “the  fifty  dollar  bill”  proved  to 
be  a  50  cent  “shin  plaster,”  much  to  the  dismay  of  Mrs.  Vogelgsang.  Mr. 
Vogelgsang  met  with  an  accidental  death  in  1890  at  the  age  of  69  years. 
He  is  buried  at  Fulton  and  his  wife,  also  deceased,  is  buried  at  La  Grand, 
Calif.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vogelgsang  the  following  children  were  born:  1. 
John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Charles,  born  in  1855,  deceased.  3. 
Fred,  born  in  1857,  deceased.  4.  Katie,  born  in  1859,  Mattewan  Hospital. 
5.  Augusta,  born  in  1861,  lives  at  Santa  Cruz,  Calif.  6.  Margaretha,  born 
in  1862,  lives  at  Colgate,  N.  D.  7.  Mary,  bom  in  1865,  lives  at  La  Grand, 
Calif.  8.  George,  born  in  1867,  lives  at  Chico,  Calif. 

John  Vogelgsang  attended  the  public  schools  of  Oswego  County  and 
was  a  student  at  Falley  Seminary.  Throughout  his  life  he  has  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  farming  and  has  always  lived  in  the  old  homestead,  which  is  now 
operated  by  his  son,  Fred. 

In  1878  Mr.  Vogelgsang  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Limbeck,  of  Schroeppel, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  George  Limbeck,  a  native  of  Germany,  who  died 
in  1886  and  his  wife  died  in  1862.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vogelgsang  were  born 
five  children:  1.  Frederick  George,  farmer,  lives  at  home.  2.  Mrs.  Retta 
Morrison,  who  is  principal  of  Minetto  High  School.  3.  Ralph,  deceased.  4. 
Mrs.  Bessie  MacRae,  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  Mrs.  Fred  Kellogg,  lives  at  Long 
Beach,  Calif. 

Mr.  Vogelgsang  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  have 
been  prominent  members  of  the  State  Street  Methodist  Church. 


Julius  Frank.— A  business  leader  and  public  spirited  citizen,  Julius 
Frank  has  been  an  important  figure  in  the  affairs  of  Ogdensburg,  where 
he  is  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Nathan  Frank’s  Sons.  He  was  born 
in  Ogdensburg,  July  18,  1867,  the  son  of  Nathan  Frank. 

Nathan  Frank,  founder  of  the  business  which  bears  his  name,  was  a 
representative  citizen  of  Ogdensburg,  where  he  died  in  1919  at  the  age 
of  89  years.  His  wife  died  at  the  age  of  72  years.  Both  are  buried  in 
Ogdensburg. 

Julius  Frank  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ogdensburg  and  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Eastman  s  Business  College,  Poughkeepsie.  He  has  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  interests  of  Nathan  Frank’s  Sons  since  1890,  and  when  his 
father  retired  in  1894  the  enterprise  was  successfully  continued  by  the 
sons,  Julius  and  Leo  Frank.  The  other  children  of  Nathan  Frank  are: 
1.  James,  attorney,  lives  in  New  York  City.  2.  Laurence,  who  is  associated 
with  the  Standard  Varnish  Works,  New  York  City.  3.  Mrs.  A.  M.  Stahl, 
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lives  at  Gorham,  N.  H.  4.  Mrs.  L.  Guttman,  lives  in  New  York  City.  Both 
James  and  Laurence  Frank  are  graduates  of  Yale  University. 

On  Nov.  27,  1897,  Julius  Frank  married  Miss  Marion  F.  Sanger,  of  New 
York  City,  the  daughter  of  Hon.  Adolph  L.  Sanger.  Leo  Frank  married 
her  sister,  Sara  Sanger,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Sanger  was  the  first  citizen 
to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  New  York  City  as  the  president  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  died  on  the  date  of  his  re-election  as  president  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  New  York  City. 

To  Julius  and  Marion  F.  (Sanger)  Frank  have  been  born  two  children: 
1.  Richard  L.,  M.  D.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Yale  University  and  Yale  Medi¬ 
cal  School,  now  an  interne  at  Sinai  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md.  2.  Eleanor, 
married  Edgar  L.  Schwartz,  who  is  associated  with  the  business  of  Nathan 
Frank’s  Sons.  Leo  and  Sara  (Sanger)  Frank  have  a  son,  Harold  J.,  who 
is  also  associated  with  the  business  in  Ogdensburg. 

Julius  Frank  served  as  mayor  of  Ogdensburg  during  1915-16-17-18, 
and  has  been  president  of  the  New  York  Development  League.  He  was 
appointed  during  1930  by  Governor  Roosevelt  on  a  committee  for  the 
investigation  of  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  courts  of  the  State, 
and  was  appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  as  chairman  of  the  County 
Emergency  Relief  Bureau. 

Mr.  Frank  is  president  of  the  Jewish  Synagogue  in  Ogdensburg.  He 
is  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pythias  Home  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  located  at  Ogdensburg,  and  for  nine  years  was  president  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  County  Tuberculosis  Society.  He  also  has  been  president 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  six  years,  and  belongs  to  the  Century 
Club,  Rotary  Club,  and  Ogdensburg  Country  Club.  His  lodge  affiliations 
are:  Masons  (Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter);  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows;  B.  P.  0.  Elks;  Knights  of  Pythias;  Maccabees;  Foresters;  and  Owls. 

Mr.  Frank  has  a  farm  located  near  Lisbon.  Like  his  father,  he  is 
greatly  interested  in  farming.  The  late  Nathan  Frank  owned  some  of  the 
finest  farm  lands  in  this  section  of  the  State. 


Hon.  Rhoda  Fox  Graves. — As  a  member  of  the  New  York  General 
Assembly  from  St.  Lawrence  County,  Rhoda  Fox  Graves  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  prominent  women  in  public  affairs  in  the  North  Country.  She 
was  born  at  Fowler,  St.  Lawrence  County,  the  daughter  of  Lafayette  and 
Rhoda  Ann  Fox. 

Lafayette  Fox,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  born 
at  Rossie.  He  was  interested  in  general  farming  but  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement  was  superintendent  of  a  talc  mill  at  Glendon,  N.  C.  He  is 
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buried  at  Gouverneur,  where  his  widow  resides.  Mr.  Fox  was  a  Republi¬ 
can,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic 
Lodge. 

Rhoda  Fox  received  her  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Fowler  and 
Gouverneur  and  is  a  graduate  of  Wesleyan  Seminary.  Before  her  mar¬ 
riage  she  was  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Gouverneur.  Her  husband 
is  Pearle  A.  Graves,  the  son  of  Daniel  and  Helen  (Hyde)  Graves,  natives 
of  St.  Lawrence  County,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  Graves  is  well  known 
in  St.  Lawrence  County  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Seaker  &  Graves,  auto¬ 
mobile  dealers,  of  Gouverneur. 

To  Pearle  A.  and  Rhoda  (Fox)  Graves  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Paul  D., 
a  graduate  of  Manilus  Military  School,  and  Colgate  University,  now  a 
student  in  the  Harvard  Law  School.  2.  Mark  D.,  a  graduate  of  Gouverneur 
High  School,  Storm  Hill  Preparatory  School,  now  a  student  at  Colgate  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  is  manager  of  the  varsity  football  team  for  1931. 

Mrs.  Graves  is  a  member  of  an  early  American  family.  She  is  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  Sir  Roger  Conant,  who  was  governor  of  Massachusetts,  hav¬ 
ing  settled  at  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1626.  She  is  Past  Regent  of  Gouverneur 
Morris  Chapter  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  While  regent 
she  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  the  Albany 
conference  which  was  held  in  October,  1923.  She  has  also  served  as 
corresponding  secretary  of  the  Northern  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs, 
and  holds  membership  in  the  Gouverneur  Shakespeare  Club;  Julia  Ward 
Howe  Tent,  Daughters  of  Veterans;  and  Marble  City  Chapter  Order  of 
Eastern  Star. 

Mrs.  Graves  has  been  a  member  of  the  Child  Welfare  Board  of  St. 
Lawrence  County  since  its  inception  and  was  instrumental  in  securing 
the  first  appropriation  for  the  board.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Women’s 
National  Republican  Club  of  New  York  City,  and  is  vice  president  of  the 
Republican  County  Committee  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  Since  women  have 
been  enfranchised  she  has  worked  untiringly  for  the  Republican  party. 
Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Livermore  bill  which  created  a  place  for  two 
committeemen  in  each  section  district,  she  organized  St.  Lawrence  County, 
which  consists  of  32  towns,  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,  and  113  election 
districts.  By  appointing  a  woman  chairman  for  each  town  and  a  woman 
representative  in  every  election  district,  St.  Lawrence  County  has  one  of 
the  largest  and  strongest  organizations  to  be  found  in  New  York  State. 
Mrs.  Graves’  real  triumph  was  scored  in  the  primary  contest.  After  she 
announced  her  candidacy  a  prominent  lawyer  and  a  graduate  of  Cornell 
University  entered  the  primaries  against  her  with  the  slogan  “There  is 
no  sentiment  for  a  woman.”  To  be  sure  St.  Lawrence  County  was  one  of 
the  last  counties  in  the  state  to  accept  woman  suffrage,  but  in  the  pri- 
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maries  of  September,  1924,  it  demonstrated  its  ability  to  be  up  to  the 
minute  in  political  matters.  Mrs.  Graves  carried  the  city  of  Ogdensburg 
and  every  town  in  the  first  assembly  district  except  her  opponent’s.  At 
the  election  she  received  9,817  votes  to  4,353  cast  for  her  Democratic 
opponent.  She  has  served  continuously  since  that  time.  Mrs.  Graves  is 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  public  institutions  and  is  a  member  of  the 
agricultural,  religious,  and  social  committees. 


Nathan  Frank’s  Sons,  one  of  the  leading  business  institutions  of 
Ogdensburg,  recently  celebrated  its  73rd  anniversary.  It  was  back  in 
1858  that  Nathan  Frank  opened  a  dry  goods  store  in  Ogdensburg.  Three 
years  later  he  sold  it  to  two  of  his  brothers  and  went  to  Oswego  and  later 
to  Chicago.  He  subsequently  returned  to  Ogdensburg,  however,  where  he 
met  with  remarkable  success  in  business. 

Mr.  Frank  retired  in  1892  and  was  succeeded  by  his  sons,  Julius  and 
Leo  Frank.  They  continued  in  the  original  store  until  1899,  when  they 
purchased  the  dry  goods  business  of  S.  W.  Wilson  and  at  once  occupied 
the  Wilson  store  and  completely  overhauled  the  stock.  Ever  increasing 
business  eventually  caused  the  firm  to  seek  larger  quarters  than  the  Wil¬ 
son  Store  afforded,  and  a  new  home  for  the  firm  was  decided  upon.  To 
convert  three  stores  into  a  model  department  store  was  no  small  task, 
but  the  firm  took  hold  of  the  work  with  characteristic  energy  and  the  pro¬ 
gram  included  an  expenditure  of  $100,000.  In  deciding  upon  the  new 
store,  the  Frank  brothers  showed  their  confidence  in  the  future  prosperity 
and  growth  of  their  city,  and  believed  that  it  would  be  a  good  and  safe 
investment.  During  the  past  few  years  additional  space  on  one  side  has 
been  leased  and  the  total  selling  space  of  Nathan  Frank’s  Sons  now  covers 
an  acre.  Outside  storage  space  has  also  been  acquired  when  necessity  has 
demanded  it.  They  occupy  their  own  building  of  five  floors. 

High  grade  merchandise  is  carried  by  the  Frank  store,  which  has 
established  an  excellent  trade.  The  main  floor  is  devoted  to  dress  goods, 
silks,  woolens,  domestics,  linens,  gloves,  handkerchiefs,  leather  goods, 
trimmings,  stationery,  toilet  goods,  hosiery,  jewelry,  umbrellas  and  books. 
The  men’s  shop  is  a  distinct  store  and  carries  clothing  and  furnishings  for 
men  and  boys,  with  luggage  in  the  basement.  The  second  floor  has  a  beau¬ 
tiful  ladies  ready  to  wear  department,  millinery  shop,  corset  and  lingerie 
shop,  infants’  wear  and  children’s  wear.  The  third  floor  is  a  complete 
floor  of  gifts  and  art  goods,  and  also  houses  the  china  and  glassware 
departments,  as  well  as  phonographs,  radios,  and  toys.  Office  and  bank¬ 
ing  department  are  on  this  floor.  The  fourth  floor  carries  the  largest 
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selection  of  floor  coverings  and  rugs  to  be  found  anywhere  in  Northern 
New  York.  Draperies,  shades,  curtains  and  wallpaper  are  to  be  found 
there  also. 

Nathan  Frank  gave  to  Ogdensburg  an  establishment  of  which  any  city 
would  be  justly  proud.  Both  Julius  and  Leo  Frank  have  grown  up  with 
the  business  and  received  the  benefit  of  excellent  training  under  their 
father’s  able  direction,  and  they  rank  among  the  most  dependable  mer¬ 
chants  of  the  city.  They  have  the  good  will  of  the  public  and  have  carried 
on  the  honest  business  policies  in  which  their  father  strongly  believed. 


Herbert  P.  Hannan. — Associated  with  the  automobile  business  in 
Ogdensburg  for  almost  30  years,  Herbert  P.  Hannan  is  prominent  through¬ 
out  Oswego  County  as  a  representative  business  man.  He  was  born  at 
Oswego,  Aug.  3,  1884,  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Margaret  Hannan. 

Patrick  Hannan  was  born  in  Oswego.  For  a  time  he  lived  in  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  after  which  he  became  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  cigars  in 
Oswego.  After  a  number  of  years  he  returned  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he 
was  associated  in  business  with  his  brothers,  John  and  Dick,  as  proprietors 
of  the  Hannan  Brothers  Cigar  Company.  Until  his  death  Mr.  Hannan 
was  connected  with  this  business.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  member¬ 
ship  in  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral.  Only  two  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hannan.  1.  R.  E.,  who  is  connected  with  the  Ogdensburg  Machine  Com¬ 
pany.  2.  Herbert  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Herbert  P.  Hannan  was  three  years  of  age  when  his  family  settled  in 
Ogdensburg.  He  attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  spent  almost  two  years 
as  a  bookkeeper  before  becoming  interested  in  the  automobile  business  in 
1905.  He  was  the  first  distributor  of  the  Cadillac  car  in  Ogdensburg,  his 
original  place  of  business  being  located  on  Division  Street.  Three  years 
later  he  removed  to  his  present  headquarters,  205  Catherine  Street.  The 
Building  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  April,  1912,  but  was  immediately  rebuilt 
by  Mr.  Hannan.  Five  years  later  he  purchased  the  property  adjoining  on 
the  south,  where  he  erected  another  building,  100x75  feet.  The  garage 
has  a  storage  capacity  of  200  cars,  and  the  firm  also  are  extensive  dealers 
in  automobile  accessories.  Besides  having  the  agency  for  the  Cadillac 
and  LaSalle  cars,  Mr.  Hannan  has  been  agent  for  the  Chevrolet  cars  since 
1928.  During  his  career  he  has  handled  the  Buick,  Reo,  Regal,  Oldsmobile, 
International  Harvester  Truck,  and  G.  M.  trucks.  Mr.  Hannan  is  a  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Empire  State  Automobile  Association. 

In  1912  Mr.  Hannan  married  Miss  Margaret  Sweet,  of  Ogdensburg,  the 
daughter  of  James  R.  Sweet.  He  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Canada. 
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Mr.  Sweet  died  in  1916  and  his  wife  died  in  1918.  Both  are  buried  in 
Ogdensburg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hannan  have  a  daughter,  Patricia,  born  in 
January,  1925. 

Mr.  Hannan  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral,  and 
belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge.  He  is  an  ardent 
sportsman  and  owns  a  fine  fishing  camp  and  hunting  lodge  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  River.  He  also  is  the  owner  of  several  boats. 


James  Cole,  funeral  director,  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  best  known 
pioneer  families  of  Fulton,  and  is  also  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He 
was  born  at  Fulton,  Feb.  19,  1878,  the  son  of  Edward  Prime  and  Cora  A. 
(Pollock)  Cole. 

Edward  Prime  Cole  was  born  at  Trenton,  N.  Y.,  in  1851,  the  son  of 
James  and  Mary  (Prime)  Cole.  James  Cole  was  born  at  Trenton,  March  9, 
1816,  and  died  May  1,  1900.  He  came  to  Fulton  with  his  family  in  1842, 
but  later  returned  to  Trenton  for  several  years.  He  finally  located  here 
permanently,  and  followed  his  trade  here  for  many  years  as  a  cabinet 
maker  and  undertaker.  He  was  later  associated  in  the  business  with  his 
son,  Edward  Prime  Cole,  and  they  continued  in  business  on  South  Main 
Street  until  the  father’s  death.  The  son  then  carried  on  the  enterprise 
successfully  and  is  still  identified  with  it.  He  is  prominent  in  fraternal 
circles  in  Fulton  and  is  a  Past  Master  of  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No. 
144,  Fulton.  He  is  also  Past  Exalted  Ruler  of  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Fulton,  being 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  local  lodge  in  1903.  He  is  Past  Noble  Grand 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  has  been  an  active 
member  for  more  than  30  years.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church.  Mr.  Cole  married  on  Dec.  10,  1874,  Miss  Cora  A.  Pol¬ 
lock,  who  died  in  Fulton  on  Dec.  11,  1911.  They  were  the  parents  of  three 
children. 

Edward  Prime  Cole’s  grandfather  was  Nathan  Cole,  who  was  a  native 
of  Connecticut.  He  settled  at  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  about  1808. 
He  also  was  a  cabinet  maker  and  undertaker  during  the  early  days  in 
Oneida  County  and  was  a  prominent  pioneer  of  that  section. 

James  Cole  became  identified  with  the  undertaking  business  immedi¬ 
ately  after  completing  his  schooling  at  Fulton.  He  established  his  own 
business  in  1923  and  has  been  located  at  30  South  Third  Street  since  1926. 
His  funeral  home,  with  its  modern  appointments,  is  numbered  among  the 
finest  in  Oswego  County. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Cole  served  as  an  athletic  director  with  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  was  attached  to  the  81st  Division. 
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On  April  24,  1898,  Mr.  Cole  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Frances 
E.  Harrington,  of  Baldwinsville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Ellen 
Harrington,  both  deceased.  A  daughter  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cole, 
Charlotte.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Fulton  High  School  and  New  York  Teach¬ 
ers  College.  She  married  Harold  J.  McDonald,  of  Oswego,  on  Aug.  27, 
1929.  He  is  the  son  of  John  and  Cecelia  (Beckwith)  McDonald.  Harold 
J.  McDonald  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School  and  is  now  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  a  military  school  for  boys  at  Corwall-on-the- 
Hudson. 

Mr.  Cole  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  is  a  director  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  belongs 
to  the  Citizens  Club  of  Fulton. 


Joseph  Fex  is  among  the  better  known  business  men  of  Ogdensburg, 
where  he  is  a  successful  building  contractor.  He  was  born  in  this  city, 
Aug.  28,  1866,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Adeline  (Marshall)  Fex. 

Joseph  Fex  was  born  in  Ontario,  Canada,  and  died  in  Ogdensburg  in 
1915.  As  a  child  he  came  to  Ogdensburg  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  there.  He  conducted  a  grocery  business  at  Ford  and  Spring 
streets,  but  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Fex  served 
throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  140th  Heavy 
Artillery,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He 
was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the  Catholic  Church.  His  wife 
died  in  1927.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fex  had  only  one  child,  Joseph,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

Joseph  Fex  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ogdensburg.  He  worked  on 
the  Great  Lakes  for  ten  years  and  spent  six  years  in  the  employ  of  a  sash 
and  blind  factory  in  Ogdensburg.  During  the  past  20  years  Mr.  Fex  has 
been  a  leading  contractor  in  this  city  and  has  been  the  builder  of  most  of 
the  city’s  fine  residences.  He  has  also  erected  many  commercial  buildings. 

Mr.  Fex  was  married  (first)  in  1895  to  Miss  Anna  McDill,  of  Greenville, 
Pa.  Their  daughter,  Florence,  was  born  in  1896,  and  is  the  wife  of  Wilford 
Leseranc.  They  have  four  children:  Alton,  Leah,  Thelma,  and  Norma. 
Mr.  Fex  was  married  (second)  in  1904  to  Miss  Neva  Marshall,  of  Whitney 
Point,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Amanda  (Hillman)  Marshall.  Mr. 
Marshall  died  in  Ogdensburg  in  1926  and  Mrs.  Marshall  lives  with  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fex. 

Politically  Mr.  Fex  is  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic 
Church. 
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Albert  E.  Farmer,  who  has  been  identified  with  the  Colton  post  office 
since  1898,  has  served  as  postmaster  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  is  a  well 
known  citizen  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Colton,  Feb.  2, 
1868,  the  son  of  Edwin  and  Luella  (Coates)  Farmer. 

Edwin  Farmer  was  born  in  Ontario  and  as  a  young  man  came  to  New 
York  and  settled  at  Chateaugay.  He  was  a  farmer  and  tanner  and  later 
lived  at  Colton,  where  he  died  in  1910.  His  wife  was  born  at  Madrid, 
N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1911.  Politically  Mr.  Farmer  was  a  Democrat.  There 
were  three  children  in  the  Farmer  family:  1.  Albert  E.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  2.  Mellie,  deceased.  3.  Christina  May,  deceased. 

Albert  E.  Farmer  attended  the  public  schools  of  Colton.  In  1885  he 
became  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  Jay  A.  Ayers,  at  Colton.  He  has  always 
lived  here  and  in  1898  became  assistant  postmaster.  He  has  held  the  office 
of  postmaster  since  September,  1920. 

In  1899  Mr.  Farmer  married  Miss  Ina  Gertrude  Lyman,  of  Colton,  the 
daughter  of  James  and  Amelia  (Fuller)  Lyman.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Farmer  have  two  sons:  Neil  Lyman,  born  in  1903.  2.  James 
Edwin,  born  in  1906.  Both  live  at  Colton. 

Politically  Mr.  Farmer  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  been  a  member  of 
the  local  school  board  for  nine  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  is  secretary  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Pleasant  Mound  Ceme¬ 
tery  Association.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the  volunteer  fire  depart¬ 
ment  for  many  years,  and  is  secretary  of  the  fire  district. 


Harry  E.  Griffith,  owner  and  proprietor  of  the  Griffith  Purity  Bakery, 
is  a  substantial  citizen  of  Fulton.  He  was  born  at  Westchester,  Pa., 
Oct.  24,  1891,  the  son  of  William  and  Jennie  (Saltzman)  Griffith. 

William  Griffith  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  as  a  passenger  conductor  between  Philadelphia  and 
Baltimore.  He  died  in  1897  and  is  buried  in  Pennsylvania.  His  wife  is 
also  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Griffith  had  two  children:  1.  Ida,  married 
Herman  C.  Folts,  lives  at  Wayland,  N.  Y.  2.  Harry  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Harry  E.  Griffith  was  reared  and  educated  at  Westchester,  Pa.,  and  in 
Mifflin  County.  He  was  12  years  of  age  when  his  family  moved  to  Way- 
land,  N.  Y.,  and  he  completed  his  education  there.  In  1911  Mr.  Griffith 
came  to  Fulton  and  followed  his  trade  as  a  baker  in  the  Black  Baking 
Company.  He  continued  with  that  enterprise  until  1918,  at  which  time 
he  purchased  the  business  of  W.  E.  Wiley,  which  was  formerly  owned  by 
J.  A.  Bond,  of  this  city.  Mr.  Griffith  has  met  with  unusual  success  in  his

business  undertaking,  and  at  the  present  time  has  an  extensive  retail 
and  wholesale  trade,  which  extends  within  a  radius  of  100  miles  of  Fulton. 
Ten  motor  trucks  are  operated  by  the  company,  which  employs  25  people. 
The  quality  of  products  of  the  Griffith  Purity  Bakery  is  such  that  it  is 
not  surpassed  by  any  company  in  Oswego  County. 

On  Feb.  24,  1912,  Mr.  Griffith  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Blanch 
R.  Overhiser,  of  Wheeler,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Lottie  (Scan¬ 
lon)  Overhiser.  Mr.  Overhiser  was  born  Jan.  1,  1845,  and  his  wife  was 
born  Aug.  1,  1856.  She  died  in  1908.  Mr.  Overhiser  lives  retired  at 
Avoca,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Griffith  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Griffith  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
Hiram  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  144.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Mod¬ 
ern  Woodmen  of  America. 


Elon  K.  Rowlee  spent  his  early  life  at  Volney  and  was  educated  there 
as  president  and  general  manager,  is  among  Fulton’s  dependable  young 
business  men  and  nrogressive  citizens.  He  was  born  at  Volney,  Oswego 
County,  Dec.  9,  1898,  the  son  of  Charles  W.  and  Rhoda  (Dustin)  Rowlee. 

Charles  W.  Rowlee  was  born  at  Redfield,  N.  Y.,  in  1871.  At  an  early 
age  his  parents  removed  to  Volney,  where  Mr.  Rowlee  now  is  living.  His 
farm  contained  100  acres  and  he  has  been  especially  interested  in  dairy¬ 
ing.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  John  W.  and  Libby  (Kellogg)  Dustin, 
both  of  whom  are  buried  in  Volney.  The  father  of  Charles  W.  Rowlee 
was  Alonzo  B.  Rowlee,  who  settled  on  the  present  homestead  near  Volney 
during  the  very  early  days.  He  is  buried  at  Volney  Center.  To  Charles 
W".  and  Rhoda  (Dustin)  Rowlee  were  born  four  children  i  1.  Evelyn,  mar¬ 
ried  Albert  Sheldon,  lives  near  Fulton.  2.  Elon  K.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Esther,  married  Herbert  Jerred,  lives  at  Fulton.  4.  Erina, 
married  Samuel  Gullard,  lives  with  the  Rowlee  family. 

Elon  K.  Rowlee,  who  is  identified  with  the  Fulton  Dairy  Company,  Inc., 
and  at  Fulton.  He  engaged  in  the  retail  meat  business  for  a  time  at 
Fulton  and  since  1920  has  been  interested  in  the  dairy  business.  It  was 
originally  known  as  the  E.  K.  Rowlee  Milk  Company  and  operated  as  such 
until  1925,  when  it  was  reorganized  as  the  Rowlee-Netherland  Dairy  Com¬ 
pany.  In  1928  Mr.  Rowlee  purchased  his  partner’s  interest  and  the  busi¬ 
ness  was  then  incorporated  as  the  Fulton  Dairy  Company,  Inc.  It  is  the 

largest  dairy  business  in  the  city  and  deals  in  high  grade  products  ex¬ 
clusively. 

On  Nov.  22,  1918,  Mr.  Rowlee  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ger- 
trade  Candee,  of  Fulton,  the  daughter  of  Herbert  and  Grace  (Harding) 
Candee.  Both  parents  are  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rowlee  have  been 
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born  three  children:  1.  Janice  Irene,  born  in  1921.  2.  Clyde  Irwin,  born 
in  1923.  3.  Jane  Eloise. 

Mr.  Rowlee  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
is  affiliated  with  Hiram  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  144,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  and  Kiwanis  Club. 

Both  the  maternal  and  paternal  grandfather  of  Mr.  Rowlee  served 
throughout  the  Civil  War  as  members  of  the  184th  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry. 


Lewis  P.  Smith. — Prominent  among  the  able  business  men  of  Oswego 
County  is  Lewis  P.  Smith,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  hardware, 
plumbing,  heating  and  coal  business  at  Fulton.  He  was  born  at  Florence, 
Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  July  2,  1869,  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Parry) 
Smith. 

John  Smith  was  born  Jan.  24,  1831,  and  died  Feb.  13,  1903.  His  wife 
was  born  March  10,  1830,  and  died  June  15,  1921.  They  had  two  children: 
1.  Delpha,  born  in  1864,  died  in  1889.  2.  Lewis  P.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

At  the  age  of  ten  years  Lewis  P.  Smith  left  Oneida  County  with  his 
parents  and  removed  to  Camden,  N.  J.,  where  he  completed  his  education. 
He  became  interested  in  architecture  and  for  several  years  was  associated 
with  his  father’s  building  business  at  Camden.  He  later  went  to  Toledo, 
Ohio,  and  engaged  in  the  building  business  in  partnership  with  D.  L. 
Stein.  From  there  he  went  to  Chicago,  Ill.,  as  an  architect  in  the  employ 
of  Agnew  &  Company,  and  spent  a  year  there  in  the  erection  of  buildings 
for  the  World’s  Fair.  He  then  returned  to  Camden,  where  he  became 
interested  in  the  manufacture  of  paper,  being  the  first  maker  of  the  sani¬ 
tary  head  rest  used  in  barber  shops.  He  subsequently  became  president 
of  the  Camden  Cabinet  Company,  and  was  interested  in  the  retail  hard¬ 
ware  business  in  Camden.  His  entire  business  holdings  there  were  de¬ 
stroyed  by  fire  Oct.  10,  1910,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Smith  came  to  Fulton 
and  established  his  present  coal  and  hardware  business  at  11-13  South 
First  Street.  A  branch  hardware  store  was  opened  at  132  North  Salina 
Street  in  February,  1918.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  American  Furnace 
and  Boiler  Company. 

On  Dec.  28,  1899,  Mr.  Smith  married  Miss  Jennie  Wilson,  who  was 
born  in  Minnesota,  March  10,  1870,  the  daughter  of  Hon.  H.  S.  Wilson, 
who  was  for  many  years  a  leading  attorney.  Mrs.  Smith  died  Nov.  1, 
1930,  and  is  buried  in  Forest  Park  Cemetery,  Camden,  N.  J.  Her  father 
died  at  Point  Rock,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  75  years.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith 
were  born  two  sons :  1.  John  D.,  born  June  13,  1908,  a  graduate  of  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  class  of  1930.  He  specialized  in  the  study  of  music  and 
also  attended  Eastman  Conservatory  of  Music  at  Rochester,  and  the  New 
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York  School  of  Music  and  Arts.  He  lives  at  Fulton.  2.  Wilson  Parry, 
born  Dec.  12, 1904,  a  graduate  of  Columbia  University,  now  attends  Brook¬ 
lyn  Law  School. 

Lewis  P.  Smith  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Thomas  Parree,  a  native  of 
France,  who  served  under  Napoleon.  His  son,  Charles,  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1832  and  settled  at  Rome,  N.  Y.  He  later  located  at  West  More¬ 
land  and  for  a  time  engaged  in  farming  near  Florence,  N.  Y.  In  1844  he 
erected  a  log  school  house  on  the  Perry  homestead,  which  is  still  standing. 
It  is  located  in  Florence  Township,  Oneida  County,  and  was  attended  by 
Lewis  T.  Smith  during  his  early  boyhood.  Charles  Perry  and  his  wife 
are  buried  in  Forest  Park  Cemetery,  Camden. 


William  A.  Kelly,  D.  D.  S. — Ranking  among  the  most  outstanding 
dental  surgeons  of  Lewis  County  for  many  years,  Doctor  Kelly,  of  Low- 
ville,  died  April  3,  1922,  and  his  loss  to  the  community  was  keenly  felt. 
He  was  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Sherburne,  Chenango  County, 
Feb.  2,  1856,  the  son  of  John  and  Bridget  (Devine)  Kelly. 

John  Kelly  was  born  in  County  Galway,  Ireland,  in  1822,  and  his  wife 
was  a  native  of  County  Westmeath.  They  had  settled  in  New  York  in 
early  life  and  Mr.  Kelly  became  a  prosperous  farmer.  He  died  in  1872 
and  his  wife  died  in  1890.  They  had  four  sons:  John  D.,  M.  D.,  lives  at 
New  Haven,  Conn.  2.  Thomas,  deceased.  3.  James,  deceased.  4.  William 
A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  A.  Kelly  attended  the  district  schools  and  studied  dentistry  at 
Michaels  College  in  Toronto,  Canada.  After  receiving  his  degree  he 
located  at  Rome,  N.  Y.,  where  he  took  graduate  work  in  his  profession 
after  receiving  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  in  1877.  He  be¬ 
gan  his  practice  at  Adams,  N.  Y.,  in  the  office  of  Dr.  M.  D.  Mandeville,  but 
two  years  later  he  located  at  Lowville,  where  he  continued  in  successful 
practice  until  the  time  of  his  death.  His  professional  skill  and  personal 
ability  were  widely  recognized  and  he  had  established  an  excellent  practice. 

Doctor  Kelly  was  also  a  director  of  the  Black  River  National  Bank,  of 
Lowville,  and  was  financially  interested  in  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket 
Company.  He  was  vice  president  of  the  Black  River  Telephone  Company. 
For  many  years  Doctor  Kelly  was  a  trustee  of  Lowville  Academy  and 
throughout  his  life  he  took  a  deep  interest  in  all  civic  affairs.  Politically, 
he  was  a  Democrat,  and  he  was  affiliated  with  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A  M 
No.  134. 

On  June  17,  1884,  Doctor  Kelly  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
Louise  Buckley,  the  daughter  of  William  B.  and  Mary  (Pheatt)  Buckley. 
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William  B.  Buckley  was  a  native  of  New  York  and  spent  many  years  as  a 
representative  of  the  American  Express  Company  and  he  was  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Northern  Line  Transportation  Boat  Company.  He  died  in 
1898  and  is  buried  at  Cape  Vincent,  Jefferson  County.  His  wife  was  born 
at  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  died  in  1912  at  the  age  of  77  years. 

Mrs.  Kelly  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  Cape  Vincent,  where 
she  was  born,  and  she  also  attended  a  private  school  for  girls  in  Canada. 
She  is  prominent  in  the  civic  and  social  life  of  Lowville,  and  is  widely 
known  for  her  philanthropic  efforts.  A  drinking  fountain  was  a  gift  to 
the  city  of  Lowville  from  Doctor  Kelly,  and  it  stands  as  a  memorial  to  his 
civic  pride  and  duty. 

Both  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Kelly  have  been  numbered  among  the  prominent 
members  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  of  Lowville,  and  Doctor  Kelly 
served  as  warden  and  trustee  for  many  years. 

James  Buckley,  paternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Kelly,  was  a  native  of 
Keene,  N.  H.,  and  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Cape  Vincent,  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  built  the  first  frame  house  in  that  village.  He  was  a 
gentleman  farmer  and  also  was  associated  in  business  with  his  brother, 
John,  at  Cape  Vincent,  as  owners  of  a  large  shingle  mill.  Mr.  Buckley  was 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  held  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  buried  at  Cape  Vincent. 


Cornelius  F.  Meagher. — A  veteran  of  the  World  War.  Mr.  Meagher  is 
numbered  among  the  able  and  progressive  young  business  men  of  Frank¬ 
lin  County,  being  identified  with  B.  A.  Muncil  &  Son,  Inc.,  of  Gabriels  and 
Paul  Smiths,  as  secretary  and  treasurer.  He  was  born  at  Hyde  Park,  N. 
Y.,  March  17, 1891,  the  son  of  John  M.  and  Mary  Ann  (Sheridan)  Meagher. 

John  M.  Meagher  was  born  in  New  York  in  1837.  He  was  a  landscape 
gardener  and  lived  at  Hyde  Park  for  many  years  and  later  at  Albany. 
He  died  in  the  latter  city  in  1914.  Mr.  Meagher  was  married  in  1894  to 
Miss  Mary  Ann  Sheridan,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Monohan) 
Sheridan,  of  Hyde  Park.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meagher  were  born  five  sons 
and  two  daughters,  of  whom  Cornelius  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
the  youngest. 

Cornelius  F.  Meagher  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watervliet,  N.  Y., 
and  attended  Albany  Business  College  after  his  graduation  from  high 
school  in  1908.  He  spent  six  years  then  as  a  bookkeeper  in  the  employ  of 
a  large  printing  establishment  in  Albany,  and  then  entered  the  offices  of 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Public  Works  in  Syracuse.  In  1917 
he  enlisted  in  the  World  War  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  309th  Machine 
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Gun  Battalion,  and  served  in  France  with  that  outfit.  In  1920  he  became 
identified  with  the  New  York  State  Income  Tax  Bureau  at  Albany,  and 
was  located  there  for  five  years.  He  then  came  to  Gabriels  and  was  em¬ 
ployed  by  B.  A.  Muncil  &  Son,  Inc.,  lumber  dealers  and  general  contrac¬ 
tors.  At  the  date  of  incorporation  Mr.  Meagher  became  secretary  and 
treasurer. 

On  Oct.  20,  1925,  Mr.  Meagher  married  Miss  Leah  Muncil,  the  daughter 
of  B.  A.  and  Mamie  (Quain)  Muncil,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  in  this 
history.  They  have  three  children:  Mary  Leah  and  Helen  Marie,  twins, 
born  in  March,  1927 ;  and  Neal,  born  July  27,  1931. 

Mr.  Meagher  is  a  Republican  and  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church. 


Leon  Anderson  Chapin. — Standing  high  among  the  successful  business 
men  of  Franklin  County  is  Leon  A.  Chapin  who  is  an  executive  of  the 
Dairymen’s  League,  being  a  director  in  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence  coun¬ 
ties.  He  was  born  at  Westville  Center,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  11,  1885,  the  son  of 
Fred  F.  and  Ruth  (Anderson)  Chapin. 

Fred  F.  Chapin  was  born  at  Westville  in  January,  1859,  the  son  of 
Solon  B.  Chapin.  Solon  B.  Chapin  was  a  native  of  Vermont,  born  in  1830. 
As  a  young  man  he  came  to  New  York  with  his  parents  and  settled  at 
Westville  Center.  He  was  a  farmer  and  merchant.  His  first  wife  was 
the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Dustin.  Their  children  were:  1.  Heber  H.,  re¬ 
tired  orchardist,  lives  at  Seattle,  Wash.  2.  Fred  F.,  father  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  3.  Celia,  deceased.  The  first  wife  of  Solon  B.  Chapin  died 
in  1864  and  is  buried  at  Westville  Center.  He  served  throughout  the  Civil 
War.  He  later  married  Miss  Madonna  Hoadley,  of  Westville,  and  to  them 
were  born  four  children:  1.  Bertha,  married  S.  H.  Wiley,  both  deceased. 
2.  Benton  S.,  merchant,  lives  at  York,  Pa.  3.  Grace,  married  Leslie  Avery, 
farmer,  lives  at  Westville.  4.  Nina,  married  John  W.  Murphy,  funeral  di¬ 
rector,  lives  at  Malone. 

Fred  F.  Chapin  was  interested  in  farming  during  his  early  life  and  later 
became  interested  in  cattle  buying  and  shipping.  He  was  married  Nov. 
30,  1884,  to  Miss  Ruth  Anderson.  To  them  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Leon 
A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Carl  Claud,  born  July  12,  1890,  farmer, 
lives  at  Bangor. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Westville  and  North 
Bangor,  Leon  A.  Chapin  attended  Henry  Wallace  Business  School  at  Syra¬ 
cuse.  He  then  returned  to  North  Bangor  where  he  was  employed  as  a 
clerk  in  a  general  store  for  two  years.  In  1907  he  engaged  in  business  for 
himself,  but  in  less  than  two  years  his  store  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Mr. 
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Chapin  then  became  interested  in  the  produce  business,  with  which  he 
was  identified  until  1928.  In  1923  he  was  elected  a  representative  of 
Franklin  County  in  the  Dairymen’s  League,  District  No.  9,  and  two  years 
later  he  was  made  a  director  for  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence  counties.  He 
was  re-elected  to  office  in  1928  and  became  one  of  four  executives  in  the 
organization,  with  headquarters  in  New  York  City.  Since  1902  Mr.  Chapin 
has  been  a  resident  of  North  Bangor.  He  is  the  owner  of  two  fine  farms 
on  Route  No.  11,  just  west  of  North  Bangor. 

On  Sept.  12,  1907,  Mr.  Chapin  married  Miss  Hazel  Roys,  of  North 
Bangor.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Lawrence  Roys,  born 
Aug.  4,  1908,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  now  in  charge  of  the  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  office  of  the  Knickerbocker  Press.  2.  Lolita,  born  Sept.  23,  1910,  a 
graduate  of  Franklin  Academy  and  Central  City  Business  College.  She 
married  Millard  T.  Jabot,  of  Syracuse.  3.  Russell  G.,  born  May  9,  1915, 
attends  Franklin  Academy.  4.  Phyllis,  born  Aug.  8,  1918,  attends  Frank¬ 
lin  Academy. 

Mr.  Chapin  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  being  a  Knight  Templar  and  a  member  of  Karnak  Temple, 
Montreal. 


Willard  C.  Richards,  who  is  referee  of  the  Bureau  of  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
pensation,  is  among  the  most  highly  esteemed  and  best  known  citizens  of 
Parish.  He  was  born  at  Marcy,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  10,  1858,  the 
son  of  Col.  Malzar  and  Catherine  (Schmallenberger)  Richards. 

Col.  Malzar  Richards  had  a  distinguished  record  in  the  war  of  the  Re¬ 
bellion.  He  enlisted  during  President  Lincoln’s  first  call  for  75,000  vol¬ 
unteers,  and  served  as  a  captain  of  the  24th  Infantry.  After  two  years 
of  service  he  was  discharged  but  re-enlisted  and  joined  the  24th  Cavalry. 
He  was  killed  in  action  on  the  march  into  Richmond,  Va.,  April  5,  1865. 
His  wife  was  a  native  of  Bavaria,  Germany,  and  is  also  deceased.  Both 
are  buried  at  Parish.  Their  children  were:  1.  Charles  W.,  born  in  1852, 
lives  at  Libby,  Mont.  2.  J.  R.,  born  in  1853,  lives  at  Parish.  3.  Malzar 
C.,  born  iff  1855,  lives  at  Pasadena,  Calif.  4.  Dolly,  born  in  1860,  lives  at 
Oakland,  Calif.  5.  Major,  born  in  1862,  deceased.  6.  Anna,  born  in  1865, 
deceased.  7.  Willard  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Willard  C.  Richards  attended  the  public  schools  of  Parish  and  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Whitestown  Seminary,  and  Oswego  State  Normal  School.  As  a 
young  man  he  had  learned  the  trade  of  carriage  ironing,  but  he  later  be¬ 
came  a  teacher.  He  now  has  numerous  business  interests,  being  a  farmer 
and  merchant  miller.  He  received  his  present  appointment  as  referee  of 
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the  Bureau  of  Workmen’s  Compensation  in  July,  1915.  From  1894  until 
1902  he  was  supervisor  of  Parish  and  was  a  school  commissioner  of  the 
Second  District  of  Oswego  County  from  1904  until  1913. 

In  1883  Mr.  Richards  married  Miss  Cora  E.  House,  of  Parish,  the 
daughter  of  Abram  T.  and  Louisa  (White)  House.  Both  were  natives  of 
New  York  and  died  about  1921.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richards  have  been  born 
four  children:  1.  Major  M.,  born  Jan.  10,  1885.  2.  Anna  Kellogg,  born 
May  14, 1887.  3.  Lucy  Belle  Gray,  born  April  5,  1889.  4.  Carl,  born  March 
17,  1891. 

Mr.  Richards  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  attends  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
Parish  Grange. 


Daniel  Samuel  Foster. — His  association  with  public  affairs  in  Franklin 
County  for  a  number  of  years  has  established  Mr.  Foster  as  a  represen¬ 
tative  citizen  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  He  was  born  at  Red- 
ford,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  16,  1870,  the  son  of  Nelson  R.  and  Margaret  (Ready) 
Foster. 

Nelson  R.  Foster  was  born  at  Redford,  March  17,  1844,  and  spent 
practically  all  of  his  life  as  a  lumberman  and  guide  in  the  Adirondack 
Mountains.  He  was  the  son  of  Samuel  Foster,  who  came  to  the  United 
States  from  England  in  the  early  40’s  after  his  marriage  there  to  Miss 
Brittanica  Berkeley.  They  settled  in  Clinton  County  where  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  reputation  as  a  lumberman.  A  brother  of  Mrs.  Foster  later  came 
to  the  United  States  and  became  one  of  the  most  prosperous  lumber¬ 
men  in  the  Adirondack  region,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Saranac 
Lake.  It  was  in  his  honor  that  Berkeley  Square  was  named.  Nelson  R. 
Foster  married  Miss  Margaret  Ready  in  1868.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Daniel  and  Ellen  Ready,  natives  of  Ireland.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster  were 
born  five  children:  1.  Daniel  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ellen,  born 
in  1872,  married  George  Colon,  building  contractor,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake. 
3.  James,  born  in  1874,  died  at  the  age  of  16  years.  4.  Jane  (Jennie),  born 
in  1876,  died  in  1915,  was  the  wife  of  W.  R.  Eaton,  of  Saranac  Lake.  5. 
Robert,  born  in  1878,  professional  nurse,  Saranac  Lake. 

Daniel  Samuel  Foster  left  school  at  the  age  of  16  years  and  worked  in 
the  lumber  camps  of  the  Adirondacks.  He  spent  nine  winters  in  the  woods 
and  during  the  summer  seasons  was  employed  at  Saranac  Inn  as  a  stage 
driver  between  the  Inn  and  Saranac  Lake.  In  1895  Mr.  Foster  became 
identified  with  Branch  &  Callanan,  contractors  and  lumber  dealers  of 
Saranac  Lake,  with  whom  he  was  connected  for  five  years.  He  then  or¬ 
ganized  a  trucking  and  transfer  business  here,  which  he  still  successfully 
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highway  between  Saranac  Lake  and  Lake  Placid,  which  is  to  be  built  in 
manages.  Mr.  Foster  has  taken  an  active  part  in  public  affairs  and  is  a 
Democrat.  He  has  been  elected  to  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility  in  a 
strongly  Republican  district. 

to  office  four  times,  twice  being  endorsed  by  the  opposing  party.  In  1920 
he  was  elected  mayor,  being  re-elected  to  that  office  for  three  terms,  and 
in  1926  he  again  was  elected  village  trustee  for  two  years.  Since  1929  he 
has  served  as  supervisor.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the  board  of 
health  for  ten  years.  Of  the  19  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
Franklin  County,  Mr.  Foster  is  the  only  Democrat  and  has  been  the  only 
Democrat  elected  to  that  office  during  the  past  30  years.  He  is  one  of 
two  members  of  the  board  in  charge  of  the  construction  of  a  concrete 

In  1912  Mr.  Foster  became  trustee  of  Saranac  Lake  and  was  re-elected 
1932. 

On  Oct.  18,  1895,  Mr.  Foster  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emma 
Marie  Snow,  of  Black  Brook,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Margaret 
(Biglin)  Snow.  They  have  three  children:  1.  Eleanor  Margaret,  born 
March  16,  1897,  married  Ignatius  Neaubeauve,  who  is  employed  by  the 
Queensboro  Corporation,  New  York  City.  They  have  a  daughter,  Patricia. 
2.  Madeline  Imogene,  born  Sept.  11,  1898,  a  graduate  nurse,  Utica  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital,  class  of  1920.  She  married  Thomas  P.  Ward,  real  estate 
and  insurance,  Saranac  Lake.  They  have  a  son,  Daniel  Foster.  3.  Gene¬ 
vieve,  born  Dec.  11,  1900,  died  in  1911. 

Mr.  Foster  and  his  family  are  members  of  St.  Bernard’s  Catholic 
Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Loyal 
Order  of  Moose,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Saranac  Boat  and  Waterways 
Club. 


Glenn  Allen  Sealy. — A  leader  in  the  educational  system  of  the  North 
Country  is  Glenn  Allen  Sealy,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  First  District 
of  Lewis  County  Schools,  with  headquarters  at  New  Bremen.  He  was 
born  at  Potsdam,  St.  Lawrence  County,  June  21,  1880,  the  son  of  George 
Oliver  and  Ella  (Manzer)  Sealy. 

George  Oliver  Sealy,  who  died  Jan.  18,  1926,  was  a  native  of  Potsdam. 
He  was  the  son  of  William  Sealy,  who  came  to  St.  Lawrence  County  from 
England  during  the  early  history  of  this  section.  He  owned  and  oper¬ 
ated  tanneries  at  Parishville  and  Potsdam.  George  Oliver  Sealy  attended 
St.  Lawrence  Academy,  now  known  as  Potsdam  State  Normal  School,  and 
he  later  farmed.  He  died  on  the  old  Sealy  homestead.  Mr.  Sealy  was  a 
Republican  and  for  several  years  was  constable  of  Colton  and  trustee  of 
schools  at  Stockholm  and  Parishville.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Catholic 
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Church,  at  Potsdam,  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  and  the  Grange.  His  widow  was  born  at  Potsdam  and  now  resides 
at  Norwood.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sealy  were  born  three  children:  1.  Glenn 
Allen,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Emily,  married  D.  M.  Riggs,  lives  at 
Parishville.  3.  Wilda,  married  Harold  Buck,  lives  at  Norwood. 

Glenn  Allen  Sealy  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Parishville  and  St.  Regis  Falls.  At  the  age  of  16  years  he  entered  Pots¬ 
dam  State  Normal  School  and  received  a  two  years  teacher’s  certificate  by 
state  examination  in  1898,  which  was  known  as  the  third  uniform  teach¬ 
er  s  certificate.  Mr.  Sealy  then  taught  in  the  rural  schools  at  Hopkinson, 
Parishville  and  Potsdam,  and  in  1900  passed  the  state  examination  and 
earned  the  second  uniform  certificate.  He  continued  as  a  rural  teacher 
until  1904,  at  which  time  he  received  the  first  grade  certificate.  In  1908 
he  became  principal  of  the  Nicholville  graded  school  and  from  1908  until 
1911  was  principal  of  the  Santa  Clara  Free  School,  at  Santa  Clara,  N.  Y. 
During  1911-12  he  was  vice  principal  of  St.  Regis  Falls  High  School,  and 
the  following  year  was  identified  with  Rensselaer  High  School  as  prin¬ 
cipal.  In  1913  Mr.  Sealy  received  a  life  certificate  at  Syracuse  University, 
and  from  1914  until  1918  he  was  principal  of  the  high  school  at  Ft.  Cov¬ 
ington,  N.  Y.  During  1918-19  he  was  identified  with  Harrisville  High 
School  as  principal  and  in  the  latter  year  received  his  present  appointment 
as  superintendent  of  the  First  District  of  Lewis  County  Schools.  During 
1913  Mr.  Sealy  attended  the  summer  sessions  of  Cornell  University,  where 
he  studied  rural  education,  and  in  June,  1932,  he  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  at  St.  Lawrence  University. 

On  Dec.  31,  1902,  Mr.  Sealy  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ellen 
Root,  of  Parishville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Parker) 
Root.  The  former  died  in  1918  and  the  latter  died  in  1898.  Mr.  Root 
was  a  native  of  Vermont  and  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  11th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry  with  the  rank  of  corporal. 
Mrs.  Sealy  is  related  to  Elihu  Root,  national  figure  in  politics.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Sealy  has  been  born  a  daughter,  Joyce  Eleanor,  born  March  21,  1919. 
She  attends  Lowville  High  School. 

Politically ,  Mr.  Sealy  is  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated  with  Aurora 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  483,  Ft.  Covington,  Past  Master ;  Lowville  Chapter 
R.  A.  M.  No.  223;  Maccabees;  and  Harrisville  Fish  and  Game  Club.  He 
and  his  family  are  prominent  members  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  of 
Lowville,  of  which  he  is  vestryman. 

In  1928  Mr.  Sealy  was  the  author  of  “Objective  Tests,”  in  association 
with  Dr.  J.  S.  Orleans,  who  is  identified  with  the  New  York  State  Educa¬ 
tional  Department.  He  also  was  author  in  1929  of  “Public  School  Achieve¬ 
ment  Tests  in  Health  and  Nature  Study,”  and  co-author  of  “Tests  in  Eng¬ 
lish  Literature”  in  1931. 
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Charles  B.  Phelps,  retired,  is  a  member  of  a  prominent  pioneer  family 
of  Lewis  County,  and  is  a  substantial  citizen  of  Glenfield.  He  was  born 
here,  Nov.  10,  1864,  the  son  of  Norman  and  Olive  (Lee)  Phelps. 

Norman  Phelps,  who  died  in  1891,  was  a  native  of  Glenfield.  He  was 
reared  and  educated  in  this  community  and  throughout  his  life  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  general  farming  throughout  Lewis  County.  He  was  a  Democrat 
and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  His  wife  was  born  at 
Martinsburg  and  died  in  1891.  Both  are  buried  there.  Their  only  child 
was  Charles  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Charles  B.  Phelps  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Glenfield  and  Turin.  He  remained  on  the  homestead  and 
after  the  death  of  his  father  became  owner  of  this  well  improved  farm 
of  100  acres.  He  has  been  interested  in  dairy  farming  exclusively. 

Mr.  Phelps  married  (first)  Miss  Emma  Reney,  of  Greig,  the  daughter 
of  Henry  and  Frances  (Slocum)  Reney.  Both  are  deceased.  Emma 
(Reney)  Phelps  died  in  August,  1886,  and  is  buried  in  Glendale  Cemetery, 
Glenfield.  To  this  marriage  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Lewis  B.,  electrical 
engineer,  connected  with  Hotel  Vanderbilt,  New  York  City.  2.  Gerald  H., 
jeweler,  lives  at  Carthage.  Mr.  Phelps  married  (second)  in  September, 
1896,  Miss  Harriet  Corwin,  the  daughter  of  Newell  and  Charlotte  (Smith) 
Corwin.  Mr.  Corwin  died  in  1910  and  his  wife  is  also  deceased.  They  are 
buried  at  Glenfield.  To  Charles  B.  and  Harriet  (Corwin)  Phelps  were  born 
two  daughters:  1.  Olive  E.,  a  graduate  nurse,  married  Raymond  Car¬ 
penter,  lives  at  Watertown.  2.  Minnie  C.,  who  died  in  1911. 

Mr.  Phelps  is  a  Republican  and  during  1927-29  was  president  of  the 
local  Board  of  Education.  He  served  as  highway  commissioner  in  1916 
and  has  also  been  village  trustee.  He  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 


Edwin  B.  Watson. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Mr.  Watson, 
druggist,  is  well  known  in  Madrid  where  he  is  also  president  of  the  Ma¬ 
drid  Bank.  He  was  born  at  Chase  Mills,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Oct.  27, 
1867,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Laura  (Stearns)  Watson. 

Joseph  Watson,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  England.  He  was  three 
years  old  when  his  parents  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  on  a 
farm  near  Chase  Mills.  He  attended  the  district  schools  and  spent  his 
entire  life  as  a  farmer.  His  wife,  also  deceased,  was  born  at  Highgate,  Vt. 
Mr.  Watson  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
There  were  three  children  in  the  Watson  family:  1.  Matilda,  deceased. 
2.  Edgar,  farmer,  lives  on  the  Watson  homestead  at  Chase  Mills.  3.  Edwin 
B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  The  latter  two  are  twins. 
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Edwin  B.  Watkins  grew  up  at  Chase  Mills  and  spent  his  boyhood  on 
his  father’s  farm.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Madrid  High  School  and  began  his 
business  career  in  1889  in  the  employ  of  A.  T.  Hepburn,  druggist,  at 
Madrid.  Mr.  Watson  purchased  the  business  from  Mr.  Hepburn  in  1900.

Politically  Mr.  Watson  is  a  Republican  and  he  has  served  as  town  clerk 
for  several  terms.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the  local  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation.  Mr.  Watson  is  affiliated  with  Potsdam  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  3. 
He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  Madrid. 


Harry  R.  Franklin,  who  is  agent  for  the  Chevrolet  Motor  Sales  Com¬ 
pany  at  Pulaski,  has  engaged  in  the  automobile  business  in  this  city  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  Oct. 
13,  1874,  the  son  of  Levi  and  Elizabeth  (Garbutt)  Franklin. 

Levi  Franklin  was  a  native  of  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  and  died  in  that  village 
in  1921.  He  was  a  successful  farmer  throughout  his  life  and  was  highly 
esteemed  in  the  community  where  he  lived.  His  wife  was  born  at  Bell- 
ville,  Ontario,  and  died  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Boonville.  They  were 
the  parents  of  five  children :  1.  Walter  J.,  lives  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.  2.  Byron 
C.,  who  is  a  chemist  with  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company,  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y.  3.  Harry  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Clarence  G.,  hardware 
merchant,  lives  on  Long  Island,  N.  Y.  5.  Maude,  married  William  Vernon 
Williamson,  lives  at  Boonville. 

Harry  R.  Franklin  grew  up  at  Boonville,  and  after  his  graduation 
from  high  school  he  spent  16  years  with  the  New  York  Central  Railroad ; 
as  station  agent  at  Lycoming,  one  year;  Red  Creek,  seven  years;  North 
Rose,  one  year;  and  Pulaski,  seven  years.  He  was  located  in  the  latter 
city  from  1900  until  1908,  and  in  that  year  established  a  hardware  business 
in  the  Franklin  Building.  He  was  successfully  identified  with  this  enter¬ 
prise  for  14  years,  and  in  1922  disposed  of  his  interests  to  the  Pulaski 
Hardware  Company.  In  connection  with  this  business  Mr.  Franklin  had 
become  interested  in  the  automobile  business  at  Pulaski.

Mr.  Franklin  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
Pulaski  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 


Spencer  E.  Burdick,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  general  mer¬ 
cantile  business  for  many  years  at  Glenfield,  is  a  member  of  a  prominent 
pioneer  family  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Turin,  Nov.  26,  1874,  the 
son  of  Elhanan  Dwight  and  Delephine  A.  (Brown)  Burdick. 

Elhanan  Dwight  Burdick  was  a  native  of  Turin.  He  lived  on  a  farm 
during  his  early  life  and  as  a  young  man  located  at  Glenfield  where  he  es¬ 
tablished  a  general  mercantile  business.  He  was  identified  with  that  en¬ 
terprise  for  more  than  30  years  and  became  one  of  the  representative  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  community.  He  also  was  proprietor  of  the  Higbee  House  at 
Glenfield.  After  his  retirement  the  business  was  successfully  carried  on 
by  his  son,  Spencer  E.  Burdick  and  son-in-law,  Edwin  E.  Gray.  Mr.  Bur¬ 
dick  died  Dec.  24,  1907.  His  wife  was  born  at  Greig,  Lewis  County,  and 
died  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Glendale  Cemetery,  Glenfield.  Mr.  Bur¬ 
dick  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  as  post¬ 
master.  He  was  affiliated  with  Turin  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  Lowville 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  There  were  six  children  in  the  Burdick  family:  1. 
Carrie  E.,  married  Charles  A.  O’Hara,  lives  at  Inlet,  N.  Y.  2.  Ella  J.,  mar¬ 
ried  George  M.  Lawton,  lives  at  Oswego.  3.  Spencer  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.

Spencer  E.  Burdick  has  always  been  identified  with  the  business  inter¬ 
ests  of  Glenfield.  After  his  graduation  from  Lowville  Academy  he  be¬ 
came  a  clerk  in  his  father’s  store,  and  at  the  time  of  the  latter’s  retire¬ 
ment  in  1906  Mr.  Burdick  purchased  the  business  in  partnership  with  Mr. 
Gray.  At  a  later  date  the  store  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  Burdick.  It  was 
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completely  destroyed  by  fire,  Oct.  20,  1929,  but  was  immediately  rebuilt 
by  Mr.  Burdick.  It  now  ranks  among  the  finest  business  establishments 
in  Lewis  County.

Mary  E.  Oliver,  of  Glenfield,  the  daughter  of  S.  H.  and  Ada  (Chapman) 
Oliver,  both  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Glenfield.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burdick 
had  five  children:  1.  Ada  Dorothea,  born  March  21,  1903,  married  Rev. 
John  Joslin,  lives  at  Syracuse.  2.  Matilda  Olive,  born  Sept.  19,  1904,  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University,  lives  at  Bernardsville,  N.  J.  3.  Elhanan 
DeForest,  born  Dec.  6,  1905,  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  4. 
Sarah  Elizabeth,  born  Aug.  20,  1907,  is  librarian  at  Troy  (N.  Y.)  High 
School.  5.  Mary  S.,  attends  Syracuse  University. 

Politically  Mr.  Burdick  is  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Huron  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M. ;  Lowville  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T. ;  Media 
Temple,  Watertown;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  and  B.  P.  O. 
Elks.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Lowville  Fish  and  Game  Club. 


Fred  W.  Studer. — One  of  the  best  known  and  most  successful  dairy 
farmers  of  Lewis  County  is  Fred  W.  Studer,  who  is  Commissioner  of 
Public  Welfare  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Montague,  N.  Y.,  Sept. 
26,  1882,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Eliza  (Glenn)  Studer. 

Samuel  Studer  was  born  at  Berne,  Switzerland.  At  the  age  of  ten 
years  he  came  to  this  country  with  his  uncle,  John  Fellows.  His  early  life 
was  spent  at  Houseville,  N.  Y.,  and  he  became  associated  with  the  lum¬ 
ber  interests  of  William  Glenn,  owner  of  mills  at  Montague  and  Watson. 
He  was  thus  employed  for  45  years,  after  which  he  was  interested  in  dairy 
farming  near  Watson.  He  died  March  11,  1911,  and  is  buried  at  Lowville. 
Mr.  Studer  was  active  in  Republican  politics,  and  served  as  supervisor  of 
Watson  for  four  terms,  as  village  assessor  for  two  terms,  and  as  road 
superintendent  for  two  terms.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  belonged  to  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  759.  He  also 
was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Grange.  Eliza  (Glenn)  Studer  was  born 
at  Watson  and  died  April  26,  1919.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Studer  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Julia  E.,  married  Elmer  Jarvis,  lives  in  New  Jersey. 
2.  William,  who  died  at  Lowville  in  1884.  3.  Fred  W.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Fred  W.  Studer  was  six  years  of  age  when  his  family  located  at  Low¬ 
ville.  He  attended  Lowville  Academy,  and  for  a  number  of  years  was 
identified  with  his  father’s  farming  interests  near  Watson.  He  then  pur- 
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chased  the  farm  of  Christian  Warren  at  East  Martinsburg  in  1918,  which 
was  sold  to  his  son,  Samuel  in  1929.  Mr.  Studer  has  lived  on  his  present 
farm  since  1923,  which  was  purchased  from  the  estate  of  Fernando 
Peebles.  It  contains  160  acres  of  land  and  Mr.  Studer  is  well  known  as  a 
breeder  of  Ayreshire  cattle. 

On  Aug.  14,  1901,  Mr.  Studer  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
Warren  of  Martinsburg,  the  daughter  of  Christian  and  Louise  (Peters) 
Warren.  Mr.  Warren  was  born  in  Switzerland  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Lewis  County.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  East  Martinsburg. 
Four  children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Studer:  1.  Harold  W.,  born 
Aug.  26,  1903.  2.  Samuel  G.,  born  Dec.  8,  1905.  3.  Dorothy  E.,  born  Aug. 
20,  1908,  and  died  Oct.  8,  1908.  4.  Hazel  J.,  born  April  11,  1911,  teacher  in 
the  schools  of  East  Martinsburg.  Both  sons  are  engaged  in  general  farm¬ 
ing  in  Lewis  County. 

Mr.  Studer  was  elected  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Martinsburg  in 
1923.  He  resigned  that  office  on  Nov.  24,  1931,  and  was  appointed  by  the 
Lewis  County  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  office  of  County  Commissioner 
of  Public  Welfare  of  Lewis  County  on  Nov.  25,  1931.  He  had  previously 
served  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Watson  during  1914-15,  and  1918-19. 
He  is  identified  with  the  Lewis  County  Farm  Bureau  and  American  Agri¬ 
culturist  Service  Bureau.  He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  and  he  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Leon  E.  Carpenter,  who  is  Justice  of  the  Peace  at  Turin,  is  numbered 
among  the  most  progressive  dairy  farmers  of  Lewis  County.  He  was 
born  at  Turin,  June  4,  1871,  the  son  of  Orin  and  Almira  (Miller)  Carpenter. 

Orin  Carpenter  was  a  native  of  Turin  and  spent  his  entire  life  in  this 
section.  He  became  prominent  as  one  of  the  pioneer  cheese  manufac¬ 
turers  of  the  North  Country  and  for  20  years  managed  the  Carpenter 
Cheese  Company  at  Turin.  He  was  also  interested  in  dairy  farming.  Mr. 
Carpenter  died  in  1896  and  his  wife,  born  at  Leyden,  died  in  1876.  They 
are  buried  in  Carpenter  Cemetery,  Turin.  Mr.  Carpenter  was  a  life  long 
Democrat  and  served  as  school  trustee.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  belonged  to  Turin  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  184.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Carpenter  were  born  six  sons:  1.  Arthur  H.,  who  died  in  1921.  2. 
James  M.,  who  died  in  1916.  3.  Roswell,  lives  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  4.  Duane 
F.,  lives  at  Bedford,  Mass.  5.  Leon  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6. 
Clifford  O.,  who  died  in  1901. 

The  education  of  Leon  E.  Carpenter  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Turin.  He  then  was  employed  for  three  years  as  a  clerk  in  the  sta-

tionery  store  of  George  D.  Jackson,  at  Lowville.  Mr.  Carpenter  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  his  father’s  farming  and  dairy  interests  for  several  years  and 
also  was  connected  with  the  manufacture  of  cheese.  His  fine  farm  of  170 
acres,  located  near  Turin,  is  one  of  the  well  improved  dairy  farms  of  this 
section.  As  a  breeder  of  Holstein  cattle  he  is  prominent. 

On  Jan.  1,  1896,  Mr.  Carpenter  married  (first)  Miss  Emma  Oster,  of 
Turin,  the  daughter  of  Phillip  and  Anna  (Andrus)  Oster.  Mr.  Oster  died 
in  1921  and  his  widow  lives  at  Martinsburg.  Emma  (Oster)  Carpenter 
died  in  April,  1897,  and  is  buried  at  Houseville.  Mr.  Carpenter  married 
(second)  in  March,  1901,  Miss  Minnie  Jones,  of  Turin,  the  daughter  of 
John  R.  and  Marietta  (Sliter)  Jones.  The  former  died  in  1893  and  the 
latter  in  1921.  Both  are  buried  at  Turin,  where  they  were  born.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Carpenter  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Carpenter  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  has  served  as  supervisor 
of  Turin.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  belongs  to  the 
Grange,  and  Turin  Fish  and  Game  Club.  He  and  his  wife  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  Church. 


Hilton  E.  Mills,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  Sheffield  Farms,  Inc.,  is 
a  representative  citizen  of  Constableville.  He  is  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence 
County,  born  at  Rose,  Oct.  17,  1879,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Euphemia 
(Laidlow)  Mills. 

Thomas  Mills  was  born  in  Scotland  and  was  an  early  settler  of  Rossie, 
N.  Y.  He  later  owned  and  operated  a  dairy  farm  near  Gouverneur.  Mr. 
Mills  died  in  1921  and  is  buried  at  Oxbow.  His  wife  was  born  at  Rossie 
and  died  in  1924.  Mr.  Mills  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mills:  1.  Ernest  E.,  farmer,  lives  at  Great  Bend,  N.  Y.  2.  Richard  M., 
retired  cheese  manufacturer,  lives  at  Watertown.  3.  Thomas  E.,  farmer, 
lives  at  Gouverneur.  4.  Mary  Belle,  married  John  Marshall,  lives  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  N.  Y.  5.  Hilton  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Agnes,  married 
Carl  Bailey,  lives  at  Gouverneur.  7.  Edith  E.,  married  Harold  Sterling, 
lives  at  Gouverneur.  8.  Ettie  E.,  married  Edward  Bond,  lives  at  Gouver¬ 
neur.  9.  Jennie,  who  died  in  1922,  was  the  wife  of  Jesse  Wood. 

Hilton  E.  Mills  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Gou¬ 
verneur.  For  a  short  time  he  was  employed  in  a  cheese  factory  which 
was  owned  by  his  brother,  James  Mills,  at  Wegatchie,  N.  Y.  He  then  be¬ 
came  associated  with  the  A.  W.  Overacker  Cheese  Company,  at  North 
Gouverneur.  Later  he  was  employed  at  East  Berkshire,  Vt.,  with  the  Guy 
Marsey  Cheese  Company,  and  subsequently  was  located  at  Russell,  N.  Y. 
He  has  been  identified  with  the  cheese  industry  throughout  his  business 
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career,  and  with  his  brother  has  operated  factories  at  Gouverneur,  High- 
market  and  Constableville.  In  April,  1927,  he  sold  his  interests  to  the 
Sheffield  Farms,  Inc.,  and  was  retained  as  superintendent. 

Mr.  Mills  married  (first)  Dec.  20,  1901,  Miss  Effie  Cameron,  of  Gou¬ 
verneur,  who  died  in  June,  1913.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Hugh  and 
Martha  (Holmes)  Cameron.  The  former  died  in  1908  and  the  latter  in 
1915.  They  were  natives  of  Scotland  and  St.  Lawrence  counties  respec¬ 
tively.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mills  were  born  three  children:  1.  Milford  H., 
who  is  connected  with  the  Sheffield  Farms,  Inc.  2.  Alison  J.,  a  teacher  in 
the  State  Reformatory  at  Syracuse.  3.  Hugh  C.,  lives  at  Constableville. 
Mr.  Mills  married  (second)  Oct.  20,  1915,  Miss  Florence  Olster,  of  Con¬ 
stableville,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Alma  (Woodcock)  Olster.  Mr. 
Olster  died  in  1914  and  his  widow  lives  at  Constableville.  To  Hilton  E. 
and  Florence  (Olster)  Mills  have  been  born  five  daughters:  Alma,  Ruth, 
Thelma,  Neva,  and  Doris. 

Mr.  Mills  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  school  director  for  six 
years  and  a  village  trustee.  He  is  affiliated  with  Turin  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. 
No.  148,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  wife  is 
a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 


Robert  J.  Baker,  who  is  vice  president  of  the  McGillis  Furniture  Com¬ 
pany,  is  among  the  representative  citizens  of  Ogdensburg,  and  has  been 
closely  allied  with  the  business  life  of  this  city  for  many  years.  He  was 
born  here,  April  6,  1862,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (McCrea)  Baker. 

Joseph  Baker,  a  native  of  England,  died  in  1884.  When  four  years  of 
age  he  was  brought  to  Canada  by  his  parents  who  settled  at  Brookville, 
Ont.  They  later  came  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he  was  educated.  He  be¬ 
came  successful  as  a  painting  contractor  and  was  thus  engaged  through¬ 
out  his  life.  His  wife  was  born  at  Lancaster,  England,  and  died  in  1888. 
Both  are  buried  at  Ogdensburg.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  aider- 
man  of  the  first  ward  for  several  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker 
the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Minnie  E.,  retired  school  teacher. 
2.  Elizabeth  E.,  married  William  H.  Barker.  3.  Lillian  P.,  who  died  in 
1918,  was  principal  of  the  grade  schools  in  Ogdensburg.  4.  Robert  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Vinnie.  6.  Hannah,  the  widow  of  Leslie  Wells. 
7.  Rebacca,  the  widow  of  Robert  Ives.  All  live  at  107  Congress  Street, 
Ogdensburg. 

Robert  J.  Baker  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ogdensburg,  where  he 
has  always  lived.  He  was  employed  as  a  grocery  clerk  in  the  store  of  C. 
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B.  Herriman.  Later  he  was  connected  with  the  establishment  of  D.  0. 
McCrostie,  and  H.  P.  Howard.  In  1889  he  became  identified  with  the  Mc- 
Gillis  Furniture  Company  as  bookkeeper  and  clerk.  Five  years  later  he 
became  a  licensed  embalmer  and  established  the  firm's  undertaking  de¬ 
partment,  of  which  he  has  since  been  in  charge.  He  became  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company  in  1910. 

On  Dec.  18,  1896,  Mr.  Baker  married  Miss  Kate  McGillis,  of  Water- 
town,  who  died  Oct.  26,  1922.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Laughlin  and 
Almira  M.  (Peters)  McGillis.  The  former  was  born  in  Canada  and  died 
at  Ogdensburg,  Sept.  23,  1906.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  McGillis  Fur¬ 
niture  Company,  which  was  established  by  him  about  1885.  His  wife  died 
in  1910.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  have  a  son,  Lockman  Joseph,  born  April  26, 
1903.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy  and  St.  Lawrence 
University,  and  is  now  a  medical  student  at  McGill  University,  Montreal. 

Mr.  Baker  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias;  B.  P.  O.  Elks;  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows;  and  Masonic  Lodge. 


John  Hannan,  who  is  president  of  the  Brownlow-Hannan  Corporation, 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  and  highly  successful  business  men  of 
Ogdensburg,  where  he  was  born  Nov.  1,  1889.  He  is  the  son  of  John  and 
Margaret  J.  (Walsh)  Hannan. 

John  Hannan,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Ireland.  He  was  brought  to 
Quebec  by  his  parents  in  1849  and  attended  the  public  schools  of  Mon¬ 
treal.  In  early  manhood  he  came  to  Ogdensburg,  where  he  established  a 
successful  business  as  a  wholesale  and  retail  tobacco  dealer.  In  later  years 
he  owned  and  operated  a  general  coal  and  lumber  business,  being  presi¬ 
dent  and  general  manager  of  a  concern  at  the  time  of  his  death  on  April 
8,  1916.  His  wife  was  also  born  in  Ireland  and  died  Feb.  21,  1927.  Both 
are  buried  at  Ogdensburg.  Mr.  Hannan  was  a  prominent  Democrat  and 
served  as  mayor  of  Ogdensburg  in  1891,  1906  and  1907.  He  also  was 
alderman.  There  were  five  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hannan:  1. 
Mary  C.,  married  William  L.  McDougall,  lives  in  Montreal.  2.  Edward, 
who  died  in  1893.  3.  Elizabeth  E.,  married  Henry  McMullin,  lives  in  Mon¬ 
treal.  4.  Gertrude,  who  died  in  1894.  5.  John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Ogdensburg  High  School,  John  Hannan 
studied  for  two  years  at  Exeter  Academy  in  New  Hampshire.  He  became 
president  of  the  Ogdensburg  Coal  Company  in  1915  and  was  identified  with 
that  concern  until  1918.  He  then  became  actively  associated  with  the 
interests  of  the  Hannan  Realty  Company,  of  which  he  is  still  president, 
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and  in  1928  he  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Brownlow-Hannan  Cor¬ 
poration,  real  estate  and  insurance  specialists,  with  offices  at  335  State 
Street.  Mr.  Hannan  is  also  vice  president  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Realty 
Company,  Ltd.,  of  Montreal. 

On  June  14,  1913,  Mr.  Hannan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen 
Murphy,  of  Ogdensburg,  the  daughter  of  James  T.  and  Alice  (Normand) 
Murphy.  They  were  born  in  this  city  and  live  at  422  Ford  Street.  Mr. 
Murphy  was  identified  with  the  business  of  James  Murphy  &  Son  until 
his  retirement  in  1923.  He  is  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  alderman  and 
member  of  the  state  prison  commission.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s 
Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus.

Commerce. 


Clarence  E.  Putnam,  who  is  supervisor  of  Croghan,  is  representative 
of  the  successful  dairy  farmer  of  Lewis  County.  He  was  born  at  Croghan, 
Aug.  31,  1860,  the  son  of  Aaron  J.  D.  and  Margaret  (Smith)  Putnam. 

Aaron  J.  D.  Putnam  was  a  native  of  Johnstown,  Montgomery  County, 
N.  Y.  He  was  reared  and  educated  there  and  become  a  carpenter  and 
mill  wright.  He  followed  these  trades  for  many  years  and  in  later  life 
was  interested  in  dairy  farming  at  Indian  River,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  in 
1871.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Croghan  and  died  in  1919.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Putnam 
were  born  two  children:  1.  Althea  M.,  married  Charles  Spencer,  lives  at 
Cohoes,  N.  Y.  2.  Clarence  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  The  second  hus¬ 
band  of  Margaret  Smith  was  Levi  Edwards,  who  died  at  Lowville  in  1919. 
Their  children  were :  1.  Andrew  J.,  who  died  in  1907.  2.  Nancy,  deceased, 
was  the  wife  of  Squire  Wilcox.  3.  Sarah,  who  died  in  1900,  was  the  wife 
of  Henry  Hammond.  4.  Adam,  who  died  in  1890.  5.  Elizabeth  P.,  who 
died  in  1921,  was  the  wife  of  M.  Scott.  6.  Mary  S.,  who  died  in  1894,  was 
the  wife  of  William  Gibbons.  7.  Sarah  M.,  married  Chester  Putnam,  lives 
at  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Croghan,  Clarence  E. 
Putnam  remained  on  the  homestead  with  his  mother.  He  learned  the 
carpenter  trade  while  in  the  employ  of  Theodore  Brandt,  with  whom  he 
remained  for  two  years.  In  1890  he  became  general  woods  foreman  for 
the  Beaver  River  Lumber  Company  of  Croghan,  and  was  located  in  Lewis 
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and  Herkimer  counties.  In  1897  he  became  foreman  in  the  factory  of 
Francis  Monnet,  sash  and  blind  manufacturer.  Later  he  accepted  the 
position  of  foreman  with  the  Carthage  Lumber  Company,  and  in  1908  he 
became  interested  in  dairy  farming.  In  April,  1909,  Mr.  Putnam  was  ap¬ 
pointed  county  superintendent  of  highways  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  1921.  From  1900  until  1909  he  was  also  supervisor  of  Croghan,  and 
in  1929  was  again  elected  to  that  office.  He  became  sub-district  president 
of  the  Jefferson  and  Lewis  County  Dairymen’s  League  Co-Operative  Asso¬ 
ciation,  which  office  he  held  until  1928.  He  has  since  lived  on  a  dairy  farm 
near  Croghan  on  the  Harrisville  Road. 

Mr.  Putnam  married  (first)  April  2,  1882,  Miss  Emma  L.  Strader,  of 
Martinsburg,  who  died  in  1885,  being  survived  by  a  son,  Clinton  S.  He  is 
identified  with  the  Onondaga  County  highway  department  and  lives  at 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.  On  Nov.  6,  1888,  Mr.  Putnam  married  (second)  Anna  P. 
(Snyder)  Williams,  a  native  of  Germany,  the  daughter  of  Christopher  and 
Magdalene  (Kirschner)  Snyder.

Mr.  Putnam  is  a  Republican  and  is  a  member  of  St.  Anthony’s  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  of  Carthage. 


Wilfred  L.  Forsyth. — President  of  The  Victoria  Paper  Mills  Company, 
Mr.  Forsyth,  outstanding  among  the  successful  business  men  of  Fulton, 
was  born  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  May  3,  1883,  the  son  of  Wilfred  L.  and  Carrie 
(Howe)  Forsyth. 

At  the  age  of  13  years  Mr.  Forsyth  came  to  Fulton  with  his  parents 
and  completed  his  education  here.  In  1898  he  became  identified  with  The 
Victoria  Paper  Mills  Company.  In  1915  he  was  elected  secretary  and  a 
director  of  the  company,  and  in  1924  was  elected  president,  succeeding  the 
late  E.  R.  Redhead. 

Mr.  Forsyth  is  a  director  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank  &  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  of  Fulton  and  of  the  Utica  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Utica, 
N.  Y.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  New  York  State  Economic  Council  and 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Lee  Memorial  Hospital.  Mr.

He  has  also  been  active  in  Chamber  of  Commerce  work 
and  was  president  of  the  Chamber  for  two  terms. 

On  Feb.  18,  1909,  Mr.  Forsyth  was  married  to  Miss  Janet  F.  Kelley, 
the  daughter  of  Dr.  Edward  F.  and  Janet  English  Kelley.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 

Dr.  Kelley 
was  a  prominent  physician  and  surgeon  practicing  in  Pulaski  and  Syra¬ 
cuse,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  1908. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Forsyth  have  two  children,  Janet  E.,  now  attending 
Westhampton  College  University  of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  George  Lewis. 


George  E.  Van  Kenr.en  is  highly  esteemed  throughout  the  North 
Country  as  one  of  Ogdensburg’s  most  prominent  attorneys.  He  was  born 
at  Norfolk,  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  received  his  early  education  there. 
As  a  young  man  he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Spratt  &  Van  Kennen, 
which  was  formerly  Spratt  &  Magone.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Spratt  the 
son  of  George  E.  Van  Kennen,  John  D.,  became  his  associate  and  since 
1926  the  firm  of  Van  Kennen  &  Van  Kennen  has  ranked  among  the  lead¬ 
ing  law  firms  of  the  city.  The  elder  Mr.  Van  Kennen  is  also  a  director  of 
the  Ogdensburg  Trust  Company  and  has  been  attorney  for  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  in  this  district  and  the  St.  Lawrence  County  Utilities 
Company.  The  firm  also  serves  at  attorneys  for  the  Rutland  Railroad 
Company  and  the  George  Hall  Corporation.. 

Mr.  Van  Kennen  has  been  mayor  of  Ogdensburg  and  city  judge,  as 
well  as  alderman  from  the  Third  Ward.  He  was  the  first  chairman  of  the 
New  York  State  Conservation  Commission,  and  for  several  years  acted 
as  special  deputy  attorney  general  of  New  York  State  in  charge  of  water 
power  matters,  a  subject  upon  which  he  is  recognized  as  an  authority. 
Mr.  Van  Kennen  is  a  Democrat. 

Mr.  Van  Kennen  married  Miss  Harriet  Houston,  a  native  of  Ogdens¬ 
burg.  Their  children  are:  1.  Harold  H.,  a  graduate  of  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity,  class  of  1915,  consulting  engineer,  lives  at  Brookville,  Pa.  2.  Marion 
L.,  lives  at  Ogdensburg.  3.  John  D.,  mention  of  whom  is  made  below. 

Mr.  Van  Kennen  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

John  D.  Van  Kennen  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  thoroughly  capable 
young  lawyers  of  Ogdensburg.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  May  20,  1898. 
After  his  graduation  from  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy,  he  attended  Wor¬ 
cester  (Mass.)  Academy,  and  in  1921  was  graduated  from  Hamilton  Col¬ 
lege.  He  then  spent  two  years  at  Columbia  Law  School,  and  in  1924  be¬ 
came  associated  with  the  firm  of  Spratt  &  Van  Kennen.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1925,  and  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Spratt,  as  mentioned  above, 
he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  with  his  father. 

In  January,  1918,  Mr.  Van  Kennen  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World 
War  and  was  sent  to  Dallas,  Texas,  with  the  Aero  Corps.  He  studied  at 
the  School  of  Aeronautics  at  the  University  of  Texas,  and  for  a  time  was

He  also  belongs  to  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity,  and  Phi  Delta 
Phi  Honorary  fraternity.  Mr.  Van  Kennen  is  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church. 


William  J.  Coyle. — Associated  with  the  Ogdensburg  Underwriters  In¬ 
corporated,  with  offices  at  317  State  Street,  Mr.  Coyle  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  leading  business  executives  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born 
at  Watertown,  Sept.  21,  1888,  the  son  of  William  J.  and  Sarah  (Elder) 
Coyle. 

William  J.  Coyle  was  born  in  Ireland  and  died  in  Watertown  in  1906. 
His  wife,  also  a  native  of  Ireland,  died  in  1919.  At  the  age  of  28  years  he 
went  to  Canada  and  settled  in  Quebec,  where  he  remained  for  four  years. 
He  then  came  to  Watertown  and  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  there  as  a  land¬ 
scape  gardener.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coyle  were  members  of  St.  Patrick’s 
Catholic  Church.  Their  children  were:  1.  Rose,  deceased,  was  the  wife 
of  W.  H.  Madill,  of  Watertown.  2.  Mary  Jane,  who  died,  was  the 
wife  of  H.  J.  Webb.  3.  Margaret,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Ernest  E.

William  J.  Coyle  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Water- 
town.  He  served  as  an  apprentice  tailor  for  one  year  in  the  shop  of  J.  R. 
Miller,  of  Watertown,  and  then  spent  four  years  as  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Coyle  &  Flaws.  In  1909  Mr.  Coyle  came  to  Ogdensburg  and  opened  a 
tailoring  establishment  on  Isabella  Street,  which  he  successfully  managed 
for  three  years.  He  later  sold  his  interests  to  the  Model  Clothing  Com¬ 
pany,  and  at  that  time  became  interested  in  the  general  insurance  busi- 
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ness.  He  took  over  the  holdings  of  the  agency  of  T.  F.  Dana,  and  in  1924 
removed  to  his  present  location  on  State  Street.

Jesse  R.  Patton,  M.  D. — As  director  of  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  Doctor  Patton  is  prominent  in  medical  circles  throughout  the  North 
Country,  and  is  recognized  as  an  authority  on  the  treatment  of  tuber¬ 
culosis.  He  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  having  served  in  France  with 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  Doctor  Patton 
was  born  at  Florence,  Ala.,  April  2,  1891,  the  son  of  Rush  and  Pocahontas 
(Cluff)  Patton. 

Rush  Patton  was  born  at  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  as  was  his  wife.  He 
followed  the  trade  of  mason  throughout  his  life  and  became  a  successful 
contractor.  He  is  now  retired.  Mr.  Patton  is  a  Republican  and  holds  the 
office  of  justice  of  the  peace.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patton’s  only  child  is  Jesse  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Florence,  Ala.,  Jesse 
R.  Patton  entered  Bellevue  Hospital  College,  New  York  University,  from 
which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1917.  He  was  an 
interne  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  at  Stapleton,  Staten  Island,  and  was 
then  identified  with  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  in  the  Barge  Office, 
New  York  City.  On  June  8,  1918,  Doctor  Patton  entered  the  service  of 
the  Medical  Corps,  and  went  to  France.  He  was  stationed  in  base  hos¬ 
pitals  at  Chateau  Thierry  and  later  at  the  Argonne  front.  Upon  his  re¬ 
turn  to  this  country  he  again  entered  the  public  health  service,  and  for  a 
year  was  attached  to  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Hospital.

In  politics  Doctor  Patton  is  independent.  He  is  affiliated  with  Tupper 
Lake  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  Ogdensburg  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  He  also  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  Lake  Placid  Club. 


Arthur  J.  Patmore,  who  is  general  manager  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Ma¬ 
rine  Repair  Dock  Corporation,  Ogdensburg,  is  a  native  of  England,  born 
at  Hull,  Jan.  14,  1877.  He  is  the  son  of  Harry  and  Isabella  (Chapman) 
Patmore. 

Harry  Patmore  was  born  in  London,  Eng.  As  a  young  man  he  was 
employed  in  the  shipyards  of  England  and  came  to  the  United  States  at 
the  time  of  the  introduction  of  iron  boats  on  the  Great  Lakes.  He  was 
engaged  in  this  important  work  and  was  one  of  the  prominent  ship  build¬ 
ers  of  this  section.  He  later  located  at  Wyandotte,  Mich.,  where  he  spent 
many  years  with  the  Detroit  Shipbuilding  Corporation.  He  died  there  in 
1929.  His  wife  died  during  the  same  year.  Both  are  buried  at  Wyandotte 
They  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pat¬ 
more  were  born  seven  children:  1.  Joseph,  deceased.  2.  Harry  G.,  de¬ 
ceased.  3.  Arthur  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  James  M.,  deceased. 
5.  Emma,  married  Bert  Mountcastle,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  6.  Albert, 
deceased.  7.  Louise,  married  George  Niefert,  lives  at  Wyandotte,  Mich. 

Arthur  J.  Patmore  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  parents  when 
he  was  three  years  of  age.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Wyan¬ 
dotte  and  attended  Port  Huron  Business  College.  He  served  seven  years 
as  an  apprentice  ship  builder  on  the  Great  Lakes.  He  was  then  employed 
by  the  Cramps  Shipbuilding  Company,  Philadelphia,  in  the  building  of 
battleships,  and  for  seven  years  was  located  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  He 
then  returned  to  Port  Huron,  Mich.,  with  the  Jenks  Shipbuilding  Com¬ 
pany  as  boat  foreman  for  four  years.  During  the  following  four  years  he 
served  as  superintendent  of  the  Chicago  Shipbuilding  Company,  and  for 
several  years  was  connected  with  the  Detroit  Shipbuilding  Company  and 
the  American  Shipbuilding  Company  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  remaining  in  the 
latter’s  employ  for  eight  years  as  superintendent.  Mr.  Patmore  accepted 
his  present  position  as  general  manager  with  the  St.  Lawrence  Marine 
Repair  Dock  Corporation  on  Nov.  10,  1923. 
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In  the  national  contest  which  was  conducted  by  the  U.  S.  Government 
following  the  World  War,  a  set  of  books,  “History  of  the  World  War,”  was 
awarded  to  the  superintendent  of  any  shipyard  whose  boats  per  building 
berth  was  the  greatest  in  one  year.  Mr.  Patmore’s  record  of  14  ships  on 
three  building  berths  was  awarded  first  place.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Marine  Society  of  Naval  Architects  and  Marine  Engineers,  and  is  an  hon¬ 
orary  member  of  the  Shipmasters  Association. 

On  Oct.  9,  1901,  Mr.  Patmore  was  married  at  Port  Huron,  Mich.,  to 
Miss  Lillian  Moss,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  and  Jane 
(Brothers)  Moss.  Mr.  Moss  was  born  at  Dudley,  England,  and  died  April 
19, 1929.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  New  York  and  died  Oct.  14,  1929.  Both 
are  buried  at  Mt.  Clemens,  Mich.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patmore  have  an  adopted 
daughter,  Fern  Moss  Patmore,  who  attends  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy. 

Mr.  Patmore  is  a  Republican  and  is  serving  as  alderman  from  the  Third 
Ward.  His  lodge  affiliations  are :  Cleveland  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Chapter, 
Commandery,  and  Shrine;  B.  P.  0.  Elks;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He 
and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


The  Victoria  Paper  Mills,  Inc.,  one  of  the  leading  industries  of  Fulton, 
and  an  enterprise  which  has  largely  contributed  to  the  advertising  of  the 
city  to  a  national  extent,  was  founded  March  20,  1880.  It  was  established 
by  Forest  G.  Weeks,  Charles  S'.  Eggleston,  and  Edwin  R.  Redhead,  who 
were  its  first  officers  and  directors.  The  original  mill,  a  building  erected 
in  1850,  was  the  only  one  operated  at  that  period.  In  1881  a  vacant  flour¬ 
ing  mill  site  to  the  south  of  this  was  purchased  and  a  pulp  mill  was 
erected. 

In  1885  Mr.  Weeks  and  Mr.  Redhead  bought  and  developed  the  power 
at  the  east  end  of  the  Oswego  Falls  dam,  and  in  1886  organized  the  Os¬ 
wego  Falls  Pulp  &  Paper  Company.  In  1888  the  Patterson  mill  site  was 
acquired,  which  adjoined  the  original  Victoria  mill  on  the  north  and  a 
second  paper  machine  was  installed  there.  Two  other  mills  were  pur¬ 
chased  from  William  Barber  and  the  Cataract  Paper  Company,  which  be¬ 
came  part  of  the  Victoria  group. 

Fifty-two  years  of  progress  is  the  record  of  this  company.  They 
operate  today  four  modern  paper  machines  and  a  large  toilet  paper  con¬ 
verting  department.  Their  products  are  recognized  standards  of  quality 
and  are  distributed  throughout  the  country. 

The  present  officers  are :  W.  L.  Forsyth,  president ;  B.  I.  Reider,  vice 
president;  H.  A.  Wilson,  treasurer;  and  J.  K.  Carroll,  secretary. 
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Thomas  Pettibone  Kingsford. — A  member  of  one  of  Oswego’s  best 
known  families,  Mr.  Kingsford  has  gained  the  reputation  of  a  successful 
business  executive  and  is  ably  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  illustrious 
father,  the  late  Thomson  Kingsford. 

Thomas  Pettibone  Kingsford  was  born  in  Oswego,  Dec.  24,  1858,  and 
received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  here.  In  1876  he  entered 
Madison  University,  now  Colgate,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1880. 
He  was  immediately  called  into  the  business  of  the  Oswego  Starch  Fac¬ 
tory,  and  has  since  worked  in  harmony  with  the  policy  that  has  always 
governed  the  conduct  of  the  several  branches  of  manufacture  and  trade 
founded  by  his  grandfather  and  father.  He  has  succeeded  in  maintaining 
the  high  character  of  their  products  and  in  that  fairness  and  liberality 
toward  the  employees  which  he  has  inherited  from  his  ancestors.  He  was 
elected  to  the  office  of  vice  president  of  the  Oswego  Starch  Factory  in 
June,  1894,  and  at  the  time  he  became  connected  with  the  Starch  Factory 
he  also  assumed  the  management  of  the  Kingsford  Foundry  and  Machine 
Works,  which  his  father  had  founded. 

In  February,  1882,  Mr.  Kingsford  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Jennie  E.  Schuyler,  the  daughter  of  Harvey  Schuyler,  of  Little  Falls,  N.  Y. 
They  have  two  children:  1.  Thomson,  born  July  27,  1888,  lives  at  Oswego, 
where  he  is  manager  of  the  Kingsford  Foundry  &  Machine  Works.  2. 
Katharine  Schuyler,  born  in  1896.  She  was  married  on  Dec.  27,  1923,  to 
Willard  J.  Hall,  and  they  live  on  the  Kingsford  Farms,  near  Oswego. 

Mr.  Kingsford  has  always  been  a  Republican. 


Thomson  Kingsford  was  for  many  years  the  head  of  the  firm  of  T. 
Kingsford  &  Son,  was  born  at  Headcorn,  Kent,  England,  April  4,  1828,  and 
died  in  Oswego  in  1900.  He  was  one  of  a  family  of  four  children,  whose 
ancestry  is  traceable  to  the  days  of  the  early  English  kings.  His  early 
life  was  spent  in  his  native  land,  where  his  parents  conducted  a  private 
school.  In  1831  his  father  sailed  for  America  to  seek  opportunity  for 
bettering  his  own  financial  condition  and  to  educate  his  children.  He 
obtained  employment  in  a  starch  factory  at  Harsimus,  Bergen  County, 
N.  J.,  owned  by  William  Colgate  &  Company.  During  the  following  year 
he  sent  to  England  for  his  family.  At  the  age  of  14  years  his  son,  Thom¬ 
son,  began  an  apprenticeship  as  a  machinist  and  draftsman,  and  during 
his  first  year  he  constructed  a  perfect  working  steam  engine  of  six  horse¬ 
power,  which  was  the  first  power  used  by  his  father  in  the  then  newly 
discovered  process  of  extracting  starch  from  ripe  Indian  corn.  At  the 
age  of  18  years  the  American  Institute  had  awarded  him  a  diploma  for 
the  best  mechanical  drawing  submitted.  In  1846  the  father  severed  his 
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connections  with  the  William  Colgate  interests,  and  at  that  time  took  into 
partnership  his  son,  Thomson,  and  with  him  organized  the  business  of 
T.  Kingsford  &  Son,  which  later  became  known  as  the  largest  starch 
manufacturing  plant  in  the  world. 

Thomson  Kingsford  was  especially  fitted  to  supply  the  necessary 
machinery  and  many  labor  saving  devices  for  the  new  factory,  which  the 
firm  erected  at  Bergen,  N.  Y.  In  1848  the  young  business  had  crowded 
itself  out  of  its  New  Jersey  quarters  by  its  rapid  increase  in  business, 
and  the  machinery  was  then  removed  to  Oswego.  This  served  as  a  nucleus 
for  the  establishment  which  made  Oswego  famous  throughout  the  world 
as  the  center  of  the  starch  making  industry.  The  inventive  talent  of 
Thomson  Kingsford  was  very  useful,  as  mentioned  above,  in  the  steady 
and  rapid  growth  of  the  business  in  its  new  location.  For  a  period  of 
20  years  the  business  lives  of  father  and  son  were  interwoven,  an  effect 
being  produced  which  might  never  have  been  attained  by  either  single 
handed.  Gradually,  the  management  of  the  business  was  handed  to  the 
son,  and  upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1869,  Thomson  Kingsford  found 
himself  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  establishments 
in  the  country.  The  65  workmen  in  1848  had  been  increased  more  than 
tenfold,  and  the  capital  from  $50,000  to  $500,000. 

Mr.  Kingsford’s  ability  as  a  financier  and  manager  received  recognition 
both  at  home  and  abroad  in  his  appointment  to  positions  of  honor,  trust 
and  confidence.  He  was  a  trustee  of  Colgate  University  and  also  of  Wells 
College.  He  was  president  of  the  Oswego  Starch  Factory,  and  chairman 
of  its  executive  committee,  a  director  and  subsequently  vice  president  of 
the  National  Marine  Bank  of  Oswego,  and  was  active  in  the  management 
and  affairs  of  the  First  National  Bank.  He  was  a  promoter  of  the  Oswego 
Water  Works,  a  director  of  the  Oswego  Gas  Light  Company,  and  one  of 
the  original  incorporators  of  the  Home  for  the  Homeless,  a  local  charity 
of  widespread  influence,  originated  by  the  women  of  Oswego  in  1879. 

Mr.  Kingsford  was  a  Republican  and  was  a  member  of  the  convention 
in  1879  which  nominated  Governor  Cornell  at  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y., 
and  again  three  years  later  was  active  in  the  nomination  of  the  Hon. 
Charles  J.  Folger  to  the  same  office. 

With  his  father,  Mr.  Kingsford  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  West 
Baptist  Church  of  Oswego.  He  was  a  public  spirited  citizen,  a  great  manu¬ 
facturer,  and  a  financier  of  comprehensive  views  and  executive  force. 
Throughout  his  life  he  was  a  philanthropist  of  deep  seated  religious  views. 

Thomson  Kingsford  was  married  on  July  1,  1851,  to  Miss  Virginia  J. 
Pettibone,  the  daughter  of  Augustus  and  Mary  Pettibone,  of  Oswego.  Two 
children  were  born  to  them :  Thomas  Pettibone,  and  Virginia  M.,  deceased, 
was  the  wife  of  Hon.  John  D.  Higgins,  former  mayor  of  Oswego,  and  now 
a  resident  of  Connecticut. 
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Joseph  B.  Riley. — As  proprietor  of  a  well  established  bakery  in  Oswego, 
Mr.  Riley  has  a  wide  acquaintance  in  that  city,  where  he  was  born,  Feb.  28, 
1875.  He  is  the  son  of  Bernard  and  Catherine  (Rafferty)  Riley. 

Bernard  Riley  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ireland.  He  was  a  baker 
by  trade  and  for  many  years  was  employed  by  the  Works  Company, 
bakers,  of  Oswego.  He  died  in  1894  and  his  wife  died  in  1922.  They  are 
buried  in  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riley  were  born  five  children:  1. 
Nellie.  2.  Mary  E.  3.  Joseph  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  John  H., 
a  sailor  on  the  Great  Lakes.  5.  William  F.  All  live  in  Oswego. 

Joseph  B.  Riley  attended  the  Oswego  public  schools  and  after  his 
graduation  from  high  school  he  was  employed  as  a  shipping  clerk  by  the 
Works  Company.  Later  he  became  a  salesman  for  the  same  firm  and  was 
thus  engaged  until  1911,  when  he  engaged  in  business  for  himself.  His 
plant  and  store  are  located  at  42  West  Bridge  Street. 

On  Nov.  10,  1904,  Mr.  Riley  married  Miss  Mattie  Sewell,  of  Oswego, 
the  daughter  of  Leroy  and  Marcia  (Thorpe)  Sewell.  Mr.  Sewell  died  in 
1905  and  his  wife  died  in  1925.  They  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riley  have  no  children. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riley  are  members  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and 
he  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Politically  he  is  independent. 


Grant  Farrington. — One  of  the  most  progressive  business  men  of 
Pulaski  is  Grant  Farrington,  who  is  identified  with  Grant  Farrington  & 
Son,  coal  dealers.  He  was  born  at  Frankfort,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  22,  1868,  the 
son  of  Horace  G.  and  Erzelia  (Christman)  Farrington. 

Horace  G.  Farrington  died  in  1903  and  is  buried  in  Pulaski.  His  first 
wife  died  a  year  or  two  after  marriage,  leaving  a  daughter,  Mary,  who 
died  in  1930.  He  was  later  married  to  Erzelia  Christman,  who  died  in 
1868.  They  had  two  children,  Elmer,  deceased,  and  Grant,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  Horace  G.  Farrington  was  married  (third)  to  Elizabeth 
Wright,  who  died  in  1923.  They  had  no  children.  Horace  G.  Farrington 
was  always  a  farmer  and  lived  near  Herkimer,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  resident 
of  Pulaski  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Grant  Farrington  attended  Pulaski  Academy,  being  15  years  of  age 
when  his  parents  located  here.  He  assisted  his  father  in  farming  for 
several  years  and  subsequently  became  the  owner  of  a  well  improved 
farm  on  the  Centerville  Road,  near  Pulaski,  which  he  still  operates.  Since 
1924  Mr.  Farrington  has  been  interested  in  the  coal  business  at  Pulaski, 
and  he  is  associated  with  his  son,  Horace.  They  are  also  dealers  in 
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cement,  gasoline  and  kerosene.  From  1928  until  1930  Mr.  Farrington 
was  also  proprietor  of  the  Park  Auto  Service,  which  was  located  on  Broad 
Street. 

On  Dec.  12,  1889,  Mr.  Farrington  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Carrie  L.  Balsley,  of  Pulaski,  the  daughter  of  Alburn  M.  and  Mary 
(Trumble)  Balsley.  The  former  died  in  1901  and  the  latter  in  1923.  Both 
are  buried  at  Sandy  Creek,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farrington  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Florence  C.,  married  Leon  Hutt,  who  is  superintendent 
of  schools  at  Hoosick,  N.  Y.  2.  Ethel,  married  Earl  Dexter,  lives  at 
Mexico,  N.  Y.  3.  Horace  G.,  who  is  associated  in  business  with  his  father. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Syracuse  University  in 
1923. 

Politically  Mr.  Farrington  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Grange  and  Farm  Bureau.  From 
1915  until  1921  he  was  a  director  of  the  Dairymen’s  League,  which  has 
since  been  reorganized  as  the  Dairymen’s  League  Cooperative  Association. 


Harold  Jay  Richardson. — Outstanding  among  the  representative  citi¬ 
zens  of  Lowville  and  Lewis  County  is  Harold  Jay  Richardson,  who  is  active 
in  the  business,  civic  and  fraternal  life  of  the  community.  He  was  born 
at  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  April  1,  1883,  the  son  of  S.  Brown  and  Mary  Frances 
(Dickey)  Richardson. 

S.  Brown  Richardson  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  Lewis  County,  Dec.  12, 
1852,  and  died  Sept.  1,  1928.  He  was  prominent  for  many  years  in  the 
business  affairs  of  Lowville,  being  for  43  years  identified  with  the  cheese 
manufacturing  business  in  this  section  of  New  York,  and  he  played  a  most 
important  part  in  the  upbuilding  of  community  spirit  and  progress.  Mr. 
Richardson  was  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy  and  the  University  of 
Rochester,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1878. 
He  became  associated  in  business  with  his  brother,  R.  J.  Richardson,  who 
had  established  a  cheese  business  at  Lowville  in  1859,  and  they  became 
extensive  distributors  of  agricultural  products.  An  elder  brother,  L.  B. 
Richardson,  sold  his  interests  to  S.  Brown  Richardson  in  1883,  and  the 
business  continued  as  the  R.  J.  Richardson  Company  until  1917,  at  which 
time  R.  J.  Richardson  died.  The  company  was  then  continued  by  S.  Brown 
Richardson  and  his  sons  and  was  known  thereafter  as  Richardson  &  Com¬ 
pany.  S.  Brown  Richardson  was  president  of  the  Lowville  Cold  Storage 
Company,  one  of  the  leading  storage  plants  in  the  cheese  industry  in  the 
United  States,  and  in  1928,  prior  to  the  death  of  S.  Brown  Richardson,  the 
business  was  merged  with  Kraft-Phenix  Cheese  Company,  Inc.  Mr. 
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Richardson  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  National  Exchange  Bank 
of  Carthage,  and  served  as  vice  president  and  director  until  his  death.  He 
was  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  of  Watertown, 
and  a  director  of  the  Lewis  County  Trust  Company,  of  Lowville.  For 
17  years  he  was  assistant  commissioner  of  agriculture  for  the  State  of 
New  York.  He  was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  was  president  of  the 
village  of  Lowville  for  several  terms.  He  also  was  affiliated  with  Low¬ 
ville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  134;  Lowville  Chapter;  Watertown  Com- 
mandery,  K.  T. ;  and  Media  Temple,  Watertown.  He  held  the  office  of 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  several  years,  and  was  a  trustee  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  also  belonged  to  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

In  1881  S.  Brown  Richardson  married  (first)  Miss  Mary  Frances 
Dickey,  of  Lewis  County,  the  daughter  of  John  H.  and  Cornelia  (Chapin) 
Dickey.  She  died  July  3,  1908,  leaving  two  sons :  1.  Harold  Jay,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Raymond  Spencer,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  history.  Mr.  Richardson  was  married  (second)  in  1913  to 
Miss  Sarah  Bell,  of  Heuvelton,  N.  Y.,  and  they  have  two  daughters,  Frances 
A.  and  Julia  Bell. 

Harold  Jay  Richardson  came  to  Lowville  in  early  infancy.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  here  and  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy.  In  1905 
he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Cornell  University  and  was 
a  member  of  Delta  Chi  fraternity.  Upon  his  return  to  Lowville,  Mr. 
Richardson  became  identified  with  his  father’s  numerous  business  interests 
and  in  1917  became  a  member  of  the  firm.  As  mentioned  above,  the  com¬ 
pany  was  merged  with  the  Kraft-Phenix  Company,  Inc.,  in  1928.  The 
Miller-Richardson  Company  was  set  up  as  a  subsidiary  of  the  Kraft- 
Phenix  Cheese  Corporation  and  under  its  control  was  placed  the  various 
bulk  cheese  production  units  of  the  latter  in  New  York  State,  all  buying 
operations  as  well  as  selling  activities  throughout  the  country.  Mr.  Rich¬ 
ardson  became  vice  president  and  sales  manager  of  the  Miller-Richardson 
Company.  Shortly  thereafter  he  was  elected  to  the  directorate  of  the 
parent  company,  whose  headquarters  are  in  Chicago.  In  January,  1931, 
he  retired  from  the  Miller-Richardson  Company,  still  retaining  his  connec¬ 
tion  with  Kraft-Phenix  Cheese  Corporation.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Lewis 
County  Trust  Company,  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Watertown,  and  since  1921  has  been  identified  with  the  New 
York  Dairymen’s  Association.  He  is  also  closely  identified  with  the  New 
York  State  Fair  Association. 

In  1913  Mr.  Richardson  married  Miss  Catherine  Hesler,  of  Lowville, 
the  daughter  of  William  D.  and  Jennie  Hesler.  Both  are  deceased  and 
are  buried  in  Lowville  Rural  Cemetery.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richardson  have 
two  daughters,  Harriet  Jane  and  Bethany  Marie. 
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Mr.  Richardson  has  the  honor  and  distinction  of  being  the  only  33rd 
degree  Mason  in  Lewis  County,  and  during  1926-28  was  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  in  the  State  of  New  York.,  and  holds 
membership  in  Lowville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  134;  Lowville  Chapter, 
R.  A.  M.,  No.  234 ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.,  and  Central  City  Con¬ 
sistory.  He  is  also  a  member  of  Media  Temple  and  Past  Potentate.  He 
is  honorary  member  of  several  temples. 

Mr.  Richardson  also  is  identified  with  Lowville  Club,  Jefferson  County 
Country  Club,  Carlowden  Country  Club,  Black  River  Club,  and  Cornell 
Club  of  New  York  City.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  is  active  in  local  Republican  affairs.  He  is  a  trustee  of  Mercy 
Hospital,  Watertown,  N.  Y. 


Ralph  P.  Wells  is  president  and  manager  of  the  Rossie  Iron  Ore  Paint 
Company;  president  and  manager  of  the  James  M.  Wells  Company,  also 
the  Ogdensburg  Brick  &  Sand  Company.  Mr.  Wells  was  born  in  this 
city,  Nov.  28,  1882,  the  son  of  James  M.  and  Ella  (Partridge)  Wells. 

James  M.  Wells,  deceased,  was  one  of  Ogdensburg’s  leading  business 
men  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Morley,  N.  Y.,  May  30,  1850,  and 
died  in  Ogdensburg,  April  11,  1919.  As  a  young  man  he  was  employed 
in  the  iron  ore  mines  at  Keenes,  St.  Lawrence  County,  where  he  remained 
for  several  years.  He  came  to  Ogdensburg  in  1860  and  in  that  year 
organized  the  Rossie  Iron  Ore  Paint  Company,  with  which  he  was  identi¬ 
fied  until  his  death.  He  was  president  of  the  James  M.  Wells  Company 
and  Rossie  Iron  Ore  Paint  Company.  Mr.  Wells  was  a  Democrat  and 
served  as  city  clerk,  member  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  member  of  the 
board  of  council,  and  as  water  commissioner.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  board  of  managers  of  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  and  was  chair¬ 
man  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Century 
Club,  of  which  he  served  as  treasurer  for  many  years,  and  he  was  affiliated 
with  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  For  more  than  40  years  he  was  a 
trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Ella  (Partridge)  Wells  is  a  native 
of  Parishville,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wells  were  born  two  children: 
1.  Ralph  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Elsie  Elizabeth,  who  died  in 
1921.  She  was  the  wife  of  Rives  Malby,  of  Ogdensburg. 

Ralph  P.  Wells  is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He  was 
identified  with  his  father’s  numerous  business  interests  here  until  his 
enlistment  for  service  in  the  Spanish-American  War.  He  served  with 
Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  his  Rough  Riders.  After  his  discharge  Mr. 
Wells  spent  three  years  as  statistician  in  the  offices  of  the  Denver,  Rio 
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Grande  &  Western  Railroad  at  Denver,  Colo.  He  then  returned  to  this 
city  as  his  father’s  business  partner,  and  has  since  been  connected  with 
the  above  named  enterprises.  He  also  owns  and  operates  an  iron  ore  mine 
at  Fruitland,  N.  Y. 

On  Nov.  19,  1913,  Mr.  Wells  married  Miss  Jane  Burrill,  of  Manson 
City,  Iowa,  the  daughter  of  Wilbur  J.  and  Josephine  (Cook)  Burrill,  natives 
of  England  and  Ogdensburg,  respectively.  Mr.  Burrill  died  in  1930  and 
his  wife  died  in  1917.  They  are  buried  in  Ogdensburg. 

Politically  Mr.  Wells  is  independent.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  Rotary  Club,  Ogdensburg  Country  Club,  Ogdensburg 
Sportsmen’s  Association,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  also  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Chapter,  Commandery,  and  Shrine,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors,  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  of  which  he 
has  served  as  county  treasurer. 


Thomas  Adams,  Jr. — Prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of 
Malone  and  Franklin  County,  Mr.  Adams,  who  died  Oct.  27,  1920,  was 
recognized  as  a  representative  citizen.  He  was  born  at  Huntingdon, 
Quebec,  May  5,  1843,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (McLean)  Adams. 

Thomas  Adams  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1809.  He  died  Feb.  8,  1892, 
and  his  wife,  who  was  born  in  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  in  1807,  died  April 
25,  1878.  Both  are  buried  in  Huntingdon.  Thomas  Jr.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  one  of  six  children  born  to  his  parents. 

After  his  graduation  from  Huntingdon  Academy,  Thomas  Adams,  Jr., 
came  to  the  United  States  in  1864.  He  spent  a  number  of  years  at  Trout 
River,  in  Franklin  County,  where  he  was  employed  in  the  general  store 
of  E.  A.  Webster.  In  1870  Mr.  Adams  came  to  Malone  and  established  a 
shoe  business  here,  which  in  later  years  became  one  of  the  city’s  leading 
commercial  enterprises.  After  several  years  H.  S.  House  became  asso¬ 
ciated  in  the  business  with  Mr.  Adams,  and  the  firm  of  Adams  &  House 
continued  for  several  years,  after  which  Mr.  Adams  again  became  sole 
owner  of  the  business.  He  retired  in  1898. 

Throughout  his  active  business  career  Mr.  Adams  also  was  prominent 
in  local  Republican  politics.  He  became  candidate  for  county  treasurer  of 
Franklin  County  in  1897  and  served  successfully  for  two  terms.  He  also 
was  treasurer  of  the  Franklin  County  Agricultural  Society  for  28  years. 
His  death  in  1920  was  the  result  of  an  automobile  accident  in  Malone.  He 
is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery. 

On  May  27,  1868,  Mr.  Adams  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Martha 
E.  Cowan,  the  daughter  of  Moses  and  Jane  (Creighton)  Cowan,  of  Trout 
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River,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter,  Harriet,  was  born  Jan.  20,  1876.  She  was 
educated  in  Franklin  Academy,  and  married  Perry  Benchley  Warner,  who 
died  Nov.  4,  1903.  He  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warner  was  born  a  son,  LaVerne  A.  Warner,  born  at  Malone. 
He  attended  Franklin  Academy  and  was  graduated  from  the  Bliss  Elec¬ 
trical  School,  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  the  class  of  1917,  and  is  now  a  licensed 
transport  pilot,  identified  with  the  Curtis-Wright  Corporation,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.  He  was  married  on  April  24,  1928,  to  Miss  Esther  M.  Everett,  of 
Malone.  Since  the  death  of  her  husband,  Harriet  (Adams)  Warner  has 
lived  with  her  mother  at  Malone.  The  family  residence  is  located  at  44 
Park  Street. 

The  family  is  identified  with  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Malone. 


Paul  J.  Woodard,  who  is  supervisor  of  Sandy  Creek,  has  taken  a  promi¬ 
nent  part  in  public  affairs  in  this  section  of  Oswego  County,  and  is  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  leading  citizen.  He  was  born  here,  Sept.  4,  1898,  the  son  of 
John  and  Maud  (Bishop)  Woodard. 

John  Woodard  was  a  native  of  Oswego  County,  born  on  a  farm  near 
Sandy  Creek,  March  4,  1861,  and  died  Dec.  17,  1931.  He  was  recognized 
as  one  of  the  most  progressive  farmers  in  the  county,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  owned  and  operated  a  saw  mill  near  Lacona  in  partnership  with 
his  father,  Melvin  Woodard.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Sandy  Creek. 
Their  children  are:  1.  Arthur  B.,  junior  project  leader,  located  in  Ontario 
County,  N.  Y.  2.  Paul  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Paul  J.  Woodard  spent  his  boyhood  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended 
the  public  school  of  Sandy  Creek.  He  was  employed  for  two  years  by  the 
Osborn  &  Darland  Feed  Company  of  Sandy  Creek,  after  which  he  spent 
one  year  in  the  mill  of  George  O’Brien.  He  then  was  located  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  store  of  Ross  A.  Wagner,  at  Lacona,  for  three  years,  and  in  1926 
purchased  the  business  of  W.  P.  Muchmore,  with  which  he  was  identified 
for  three  years.  Mr.  Woodard  had  been  elected  town  clerk  in  1925  and 
served  in  that  capacity  until  1929. 

In  1929  Mr.  Woodard  was  elected  town  supervisor  of  Sandy  Creek, 
being  the  first  Democrat  to  hold  that  office  in  40  years.  He  was  elected 
by  a  majority  of  287  votes.  In  1931  he  was  reelected  for  the  same  office 
for  a  term  of  two  years. 

On  Sept.  10,  1921,  Mr.  Woodard  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Louise  Cook  of  Sandy  Creek,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Fanny  (Peck) 
Cook.  Mr.  Cook  is  owner  of  Maplehurst  Farm,  one  of  the  best  known 
farms  in  Oswego  County.  It  is  located  near  Sandy  Creek.  Fanny  (Peck) 
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Cook  died  in  1928  and  is  buried  at  Sandy  Creek.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woodard 
have  a  daughter,  Pauline  Pearl,  born  in  1926. 

As  mentioned  above,  Mr.  Woodard  is  a  prominent  Democrat.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  Baptist  Church,  of  which  he  is  Sunday  school  superin¬ 
tendent,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  and  his  wife 
take  an  active  part  in  the  Grange,  both  being  lecturers  throughout  the 
state. 


Robert  John  Dundon  is  one  of  the  enterprising  young  business  men  of 
Watertown,  where  he  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business 
with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  He  was  born  at  Diana,  Lewis 
County,  N.  Y.,  May  20,  1895,  the  son  of  Edward  A.  and  Elizabeth  M. 
(Whalen)  Dundon. 

Edward  A.  Dundon  was  born  at  Diana,  as  was  his  wife.  He  attended 
Ives  Seminary  and  in  early  life  was  identified  with  the  Sterling  coal  inter¬ 
ests  at  Lewisburg.  He  held  the  offices  of  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Diana, 
and  was  superintendent  of  highways.  He  also  was  engaged  in  general 
farming  and  was  the  owner  of  a  hotel  and  general  mercantile  business  at 
that  place.  Mr.  Dundon  died  in  1911  at  the  age  of  45  years.  His  wife 
died  in  1916.  Both  are  buried  at  Lewisburg.  He  was  a  Republican  and 
held  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  the  Independent 
Order  of  Foresters.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dundon  were  born  the  following 
children:  James  M.,  lives  at  Harrisville,  N.  Y.;  Robert  E.  and  Edward, 
both  deceased;  William  Edward,  who  is  identified  with  the  W.  W.  Conde 
Hardware  Company,  Watertown,  served  in  France  during  the  World  War 
as  a  member  of  the  305th  Field  Artillery ;  Robert  John,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ;  and  Leo  J.  B.,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Edward  A.  Dundon  was  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Margaret  (Quinn)  Dun¬ 
don,  who  were  natives  of  County  Wexford,  Ireland.  Elizabeth  M.  (Whalen) 
Dundon  was  the  daughter  of  Patrick  and  Mary  (Pierce)  Whalen,  natives 
of  County  Cork,  Ireland. 

Robert  John  Dundon  is  a  graduate  of  Harrisville  High  School,  class  of 
1914.  He  taught  school  at  Tyler  Corners,  near  Harrisville,  and  later  at¬ 
tended  the  University  of  Ottawa  in  Canada.  During  the  World  War  he 
served  with  the  Bureau  of  Ordinance  in  the  office  of  General  Crozier,  at 
Washington,  D.  C.,  during  1917-18,  and  in  the  latter  year  was  transferred 
to  the  U.  S.  Shipping  Board,  Emergency  Fleet  Corps,  in  Philadelphia.  He 
traveled  throughout  the  United  States  in  the  interest  of  this  work.  In 
1920  Mr.  Dundon  came  to  Watertown  as  a  salesman  in  the  offices  of  Phil¬ 
lips  &  Ellis,  real  estate  operators.  Later  Mr.  Dundon  purchased  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  Mr.  Phillips.  His  activities  extend  throughout  the  northern  part  of 
New  York.  He  is  sales  representative  for  the  United  States  Housing  Cor- 
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poration,  the  International  Paper  Company,  and  the  International  Hydro- 
Electric  Company,  and  is  president  of  the  State  Street  Land  Company  in 
Watertown,  who  are  owners  of  a  large  tract  of  land  on  upper  State  Street, 
known  as  the  Eastern  Boulevard  Subdivision. 

In  1927  Mr.  Dundon  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emma  H.  Baxter, 
the  daughter  of  Philip  Sheridan  and  Millie  Baxter,  natives  of  Pennsylvania. 
Mr.  Baxter  is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dundon  have  a  son,  David  Fawdrey. 

Mr.  Dundon  is  a  Republican  and  is  county  committeeman  from  the 
Third  district.  He  is  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  Kiwanis  Club,  Black  River 
Valley  Club,  and  Watertown  Golf  Club.  He  and  his  family  live  at  217  East 
Park  Drive. 


Edward  John  Yops. — One  of  the  enterprising  young  business  men  of 
Saranac  Lake  is  Edward  John  Yops,  who  is  proprietor  of  the  Alpine  Hotel. 
He  was  born  at  Malone,  Jan.  27,  1897,  the  son  of  Joseph  T.  and  Emma 
(Prue)  Yops. 

Joseph  T.  Yops,  born  at  Malone  in  1875,  is  the  son  of  Antwine  Yops, 
who  came  to  New  York  from  Canada  with  his  parents  and  settled  at  Malone 
in  1847.  Antwine  Yops  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Thomas 
Hines  Company,  foundry  and  machine  shops,  and  died  at  Malone  in  1927. 
He  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery.  His  son,  Joseph  T.  Yops,  has  been 
identified  with  the  woolen  mills  of  J.  O.  Ballard  &  Company  at  Malone  for 
45  years. 

To  Joseph  T.  and  Emma  (Prue)  Yops  were  born  the  following  children : 
1.  Edward  John,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Robert  Ralph,  born  in  1899, 
met  with  an  accidental  death  in  1919.  3.  Arthur  Frank,  born  in  1902,  lives 
at  Malone.  4.  Chester,  born  in  1906,  is  identified  with  the  department  of 
conservation,  State  of  New  York. 

Edward  John  Yops  attended  the  parochial  schools  of  Malone  and  spent 
three  years  at  Franklin  Academy.  He  was  employed  for  a  time  in  the 
store  of  George  S.  Clark,  and  later  became  identified  with  Flannigan 
Brothers,  owners  of  the  Howard  &  Flannigan  Hotel.  Mr.  Yops  remained 
with  these  hotels  for  a  period  of  14  years.  He  then  spent  one  year  as  a 
salesman  for  a  Texas  oil  company,  and  on  July  1,  1928,  became  proprietor 
of  the  Alpine  Hotel  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Mr.  Yops  was  married  on  April  30,  1919,  to  Miss  Mary  G.  McAuley,  the 
daughter  of  James  and  Ellen  McAuley,  of  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Yops  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  St.  Bernard’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  and  Saranac  Lake 
Fish  and  Game  Club. 


1644  HISTORY  OF  THE  NORTH  COUNTRY 

Dewitt  Clinton  West.— Connected  with  both  the  financial  and  business 
interests  of  Lowville,  where  he  is  president  of  the  Black  River  Bank  and 
vice  president  and  secretary  of  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket  Company, 
Dewitt  Clinton  West  has  aided  greatly  in  the  business  life  of  his  native 

city.  He  was  born  April  7,  1864,  the  son  of  Dewitt  Clinton  and  Emma 
Helen  (Easton)  West. 

Dewitt  Clinton  West,  Sr.,  was  the  son  of  Hon.  Eli  West,  M.  D.,  who  for 
nearly  half  a  century  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Jefferson  County.  Eli 
West  was  born  at  Hampton,  Washington  County,  July  26,  1792.  He  prac¬ 
ticed  medicine  in  Canada  for  a  time  and  in  1816  settled  at  Carthage,  N.  Y., 
where  he  practiced  until  his  death.  He  was  chairman  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  for  nearly  14  years,  superintendent  of  public  schools,  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village,  commissioner  of  deeds,  school  com¬ 
missioner,  and  justice  of  the  peace  for  40  years.  He  received  his  original 
commission  from  Governor  Clinton  as  brigade  surgeon  and  for  a  long 
peiiod  vas  master  of  the  Carthage  Free  Masons.  He  was  a  Democrat  and 
was  elected  twice  by  that  party  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  1834  and  in 
1844.  He  was  chairman  of  the  first  war  meeting  held  in  Carthage  on  May 

4,  1861.  Doctor  West  died  June  23,  1866,  having  retired  three  years  before 
his  death. 

Dewitt  Clinton  West,  Sr.,  was  born  at  Carthage,  Feb.  14,  1824.  He 
attended  Watertown  Academy  and  also  studied  at  a  French  college  in 
Montreal.  For  several  terms  he  taught  school  after  which  he  went  to 
Mobile,  Ala.,  where  he  was  interested  in  the  cotton  business  until  1848.  He 
then  returned  to  Carthage  and  until  1852  was  associated  in  the  general 
mercantile  business  there  with  William  A.  Peck.  He  was  elected  to  the 
general  assembly  in  1852  and  later  was  made  chairman  of  the  canal  com¬ 
mittee.  Mr.  West  was  a  Democrat.  He  married  Miss  Emma  Helen  Easton 
of  Lowville,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Hon.  Wm.  L.  Easton,  one  of  the  early 
settlers  and  distinguished  men  of  Lewis  County.  After  the  close  of  his 
term  in  the  legislature,  Mr.  West  dissolved  his  business  connections  in 
Carthage  and  became  associated  in  business  at  Lowville  with  Wm.  L.  Eas¬ 
ton,  and  his  son,  James  H.  Easton,  under  the  firm  name  of  West  &  Com¬ 
pany.  This  continued  until  1873  when  Mr.  West  retired.  He  was  a  dele¬ 
gate  from  this  district  to  all  of  the  Democratic  national  conventions,  and  in 
1876  his  friends  sought  him  to  accept  the  Democratic  nomination  for  gov¬ 
ernor  of  New  York,  but  he  declined  the  nomination. 

Mr.  West  was  also  interested  in  the  development  of  the  Utica  and  Black 
River  railroad,  connecting  Utica  on  the  Central  and  Hudson  railroads 
through  the  Black  River  Valley  with  Sackets  Harbor  on  Lake  Ontario,  the 
Thousand  Islands  at  Clayton,  Morristown,  and  Ogdensburg  on  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  River.  Before  1868  the  Utica  and  Black  River  railroad  had  been 
constructed  to  Boonville,  a  distance  of  35  miles,  and  the  extension  of  these 
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connections  was  promoted  by  Mr.  West.  He  was  elected  director  and  sub¬ 
sequently  in  1873  became  president  of  that  road.  In  1879  the  failure  of  his 
health  compelled  his  retirement  from  the  presidency  of  the  company,  but 
he  continued  as  a  director  until  his  death,  Aug.  27,  1880.  In  1879  Mr. 
West  had  organized  the  Black  River  National  Bank,  of  which  he  served  as 
president.  Emma  Helen  (Easton)  West  was  born  at  Lowville  and  died 
July  22,  1917.  Dewitt  Clinton,  Jr.,  was  the  only  child  bom  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
West. 

Dewitt  Clinton  West  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lewis  County  and 
for  a  year  studied  in  New  York  City.  He  also  spent  a  year  in  study  abroad 
and  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1899  with  the  degree  of  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Arts.  During  the  following  two  years  he  attended  the  Law  School 
of  Columbia  University.  He  began  his  business  career  in  Denver,  Colo., 
as  manager  of  a  mining  machinery  and  electric  railway  supply  house.  He 
returned  to  Lowville  in  June,  1897,  and  for  a  time  was  interested  in  the 
lumber  business.  He  went  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1903,  where  he  spent 
four  years  in  the  general  insurance  business.  He  then  purchased  an  elec¬ 
tric  light  plant  at  Beaver  Dam,  Wis.,  with  which  he  was  identified  until 
1917.  Upon  his  return  to  Lowville  he  manufactured  excelsior  until  1921, 
at  which  time  he  became  sales  manager  for  the  Asbestos  Burial  Casket 
Company.  On  Jan.  1,  1931,  he  was  elected  vice  president  of  the  company, 
which  is  one  of  the  leading  business  enterprises  of  Lowville.  The  company 
was  organized  Oct.  13,  1885.  Its  officers  are:  George  D.  Jackson,  presi¬ 
dent;  Mr.  West,  vice  president  and  secretary;  and  R.  R.  Smiley,  treasurer. 

Mr.  West  married  Miss  Emma  H.  Schleicher,  of  Cleveland. 

Politically  Mr.  West  is  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Fort 
Schuyler  Club  of  Utica,  Manhattan  Club,  Yale  Club  of  New  York  City, 
Lowville  Club,  Carlowden  Country  Club,  and  Jefferson  County  Country 
Club.  He  has  no  lodge  affiliations. 


Rev.  Joseph  Ludger  DesJardins,  who  is  pastor  of  St.  Francis  Xavier 
Catholic  Church  at  Redwood,  is  prominent  throughout  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  at  St.  Rose,  Quebec,  Canada,  Nov.  10,  1866,  the  son  of  Cyril 
and  Eloise  (Chartrand)  Des  Jardins. 

Cyril  Des  Jardins  and  his  wife  were  born  at  St.  Lawrence,  Quebec,  and 
throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising. 
He  died  in  1909  and  his  wife  died  March  17,  1917.  They  were  members  of 
St.  Rose’s  Catholic  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Des  Jardins  were  the  parents  of 
17  children,  of  whom  Rev.  Joseph  L.  was  the  second  in  order  of  birth. 

Joseph  Ludger  Des  Jardins  attended  the  public  schools  of  St.  Rose  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1884.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  at  St.  Therese  College  in  1888,  and  was  graduated  from  Grande 
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Seminary,  at  Montreal,  in  1891,  being  ordained  to  the  priesthood  by  Bishop 
Fabre  on  December  19,  1891.  He  became  assistant  pastor  of  St.  Bridget's 
Church  in  Montreal  and  soon  after  was  transferred  to  St.  Jerome’s  Church, 
near  Montreal.  Rev.  Des  Jardins  was  then  sent  to  Pembrook,  Ont.,  and  in 
1896  came  to  Keysville,  N.  Y.,  as  assistant  at  St.  John  the  Baptist  Church. 
After  four  months  in  that  capacity  he  became  pastor  of  St.  Bridget’s 
Church  at  Trout  River,  N.  Y.  He  subsequently  served  as  pastor  of  St. 
Francis  Church  at  Harrisville  for  nine  years,  after  which  he  established 
the  Lady  of  Victory  Church  at  Plattsburg.  He  was  located  at  Notre  Dame 
Church,  Ft.  Covington,  N.  Y.,  St.  Regis  Church,  at  St.  Regis  Falls,  and 
spent  two  years  in  travel  in  Western  Canada  before  locating  at  Redwood, 
in  October,  1926,  as  pastor  of  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  Church.  Since  1927 
Rev.  Des  Jardins  has  also  been  in  charge  of  the  Catholic  Church  at  Theresa. 

Father  Des  Jardins  is  identified  with  Carthage  Council,  Knights  of  Co¬ 
lumbus,  and  also  holds  membership  in  numerous  church  societies  in  Can¬ 
ada. 


Frank  Elbert  Mason  has  long  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  prominent 
automobile  men  of  Franklin  County,  and  has  successfully  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  at  Malone  for  a  number  of  years.  He  was  born  at  Burke,  N.  Y.,  April 
13,  1854,  the  son  of  Nathan  and  Clarinda  (Howell)  Mason. 

Nathan  Mason  was  born  at  Schroon  Lake,  N.  Y.,  in  1827,  the  son  of 
Luther  Mason.  The  latter  was  born  at  Chester,  Mass.,  in  1800,  and  spent 
his  entire  life  as  a  farmer.  He  removed  to  Burke,  N.  Y.,  about  1830.  His 
son,  Nathan,  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Constable,  N.  Y.  He 
was  married  in  1850  to  Miss  Clarinda  Howell,  the  daughter  of  Silas  Howell, 
of  Burke.  Their  children  were :  1.  Marian,  who  died  in  1879,  was  a  teacher 
for  14  years  in  the  public  schools  at  Burke.  2.  Frank  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Frederick  H.,  born  March  9,  1856,  died  Aug.  19,  1928,  was  a  well 
known  building  contractor  at  Burke.  4.  Willis  L.,  born  Jan.  19,  1858  re¬ 
tired,  was  for  many  years  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Manches¬ 
ter,  N.  H.  5.  Della,  born  in  1860,  married  Arthur  Holbrooks,  retired,  lives 
at  Manchester,  N.  H.  6.  Florence,  born  in  1864,  married  a  Mr.  Hunter,  lives 
at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  7.  Addie,  born  in  1866,  the  widow  of  Walter  Thayer, 
lives  at  Washington,  D.  C.  8.  Eva,  born  in  1868,  died  in  May,  1929,  was 

the  wife  of  Daniel  Consius,  of  Marlborough,  Mass.  Nathan  Mason  died  in 
1898,  and  his  wife  died  in  1900. 

Frank  Elbert  Mason  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Burke,  N.  Y 
and  was  interested  in  general  farming  until  1877,  when  he  established  a 
business  at  Burke,  becoming  well  known  as  a  manufacturer  of  wagons  and 
sleighs.  He  conducted  that  business  successfully  for  22  years,  and  in  1899 
removed  to  Malone  where  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Frank  P.  Eldridge, 
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and  they  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  wagons  until  1910,  at  which  time 
Mr.  Eldridge  died.  Mr.  Mason  then  acquired  complete  control  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  was  assisted  in  its  management  by  his  son,  Ernest  S.  Mason.  The 
firm  name  of  Eldridge  &  Mason  was  retained  however.  Later  Mr.  Mason 
became  interested  in  the  automobile  business  and  was  Malone’s  first  dealer. 
He  has  had  the  agency  for  eight  different  cars,  and  at  the  present  time  is 
local  representative  for  the  Dodge.  The  present  fireproof  building  was 
erected  by  Mr.  Mason  in  1915. 

On  Aug.  19,  1876,  Mr.  Mason  married  Miss  Philena  Thayer,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Smith  Thayer,  of  Burton,  N.  Y.  Before  her  marriage  Mrs.  Mason  was 
a  school  teacher.  She  died  in  August,  1912,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside 
Cemetery,  Malone.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mason  was  born  a  son,  Ernest  S., 
born  in  1883.  He  is  associated  in  business  with  his  father  at  Malone,  and 
also  has  the  agency  at  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.  He  is  married  and  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children:  1.  William  Eldridge,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  now  identified  with  the  Niagara-Hudson  Corporation,  lives  at 
Syracuse.  2.  Frederick  E.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
class  of  1931.  3.  Elizabeth. 

Frank  Elbert  Mason  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


The  Black  River  National  Bank,  of  Lowville,  was  organized  May  31, 
1879,  by  the  following  business  leaders  of  Lewis  County:  Dewitt  C.  West, 
Sr.,  Charles  P.  Leonard,  Charles  W.  Pratt,  Oscar  F.  Hadcock,  Leonard  C. 
Davenport,  Farnam  J.  Bowen,  George  House,  William  L.  Babcock,  Ansel 
Foster,  Daniel  Whitaker,  Alex  R.  Gebbie,  and  Hon.  E.  S.  Merrell.  The 
original  officers  were:  Dewitt  C.  West,  president;  Charles  P.  Leonard, 
vice  president;  Frederick  S.  Eaton,  cashier. 

The  bank  opened  for  business  on  July  1,  1879,  and  became  firmly  estab¬ 
lished  as  the  city’s  leading  financial  institution.  It  occupies  the  original 
site  and  in  1921,  it  was  completely  remodeled.  During  the  first  12  months 
deposits  totaled  $62,522.09,  and  loans  were  $85,171.19.  These  totals 
mounted  rapidly  until  June  1,  1929,  at  which  total  deposits  reached  $2,- 
255,625.36,  with  a  capital  and  surplus  of  $358,068.08.  Frederick  S.  Easton 
remained  as  cashier  from  July  1,  1879,  until  June  29,  1894,  and  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  institution  from  June  29,  1904,  to  Jan.  8,  1929.  The  late  George 
Sherwood  remained  as  teller  from  the  date  of  organization  until  June  29, 
1904,  and  as  cashier  from  1904  until  the  time  of  his  death,  April  25,  1927. 
John  Porter,  present  cashier,  has  been  connected  with  the  institution  for 
over  27  years,  and  Roger  G.  Jones,  who  is  assistant  cashier,  has  been  with 
the  bank  for  17  years. 
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
